P R E F A a E 


HE Hiſtory of Edinburgh being hitherto unattempted, has 
| probably deterred Men of Genius and Learning from inga- 


ging in. {o laborious an Undertaking ; for, by entering on 
an . Path, might be apprehenſive of being bewildered, 
for want of proper Guides to direct them in an Affair of this kind. 
Not diſcouraged at this, I {at about the Work, by applying to 
Men of Learning for Aſſiſtance: And judging that, on this Occa- 
ſion, the greateſt Help was to be expected from the Magiſtrates 
and Town Council of Edinburgh, I addreſſed myſelf to them, for. 
Leave to inſpect the City's Records, and to extract from them 
whatever I ſhould judge neceſſary for the intended Work ; which 
being readily granted, they gave Orders to their reſpective Town 
Clerks, to aſſiſt me with every thing in their Power, to inable me 
to write a full and faithful Hiſtory of the Tranſactions of the Citi- 
ꝛzens; which they willingly and readily performed, by letting 
me have the Ule of the Council's Regiſters, and other Re- 
| cords, as often as called for, whereby I was inabled to write the 
following Hiſtory ; for which Favour I return my ſincere and moſt 
grateful Acknowledgments for . me an Opportunity of {er- 
ving the Citizens. 


Although the Author has, in the Proſccution of this Work, 


met with many undeſerved Diſcouragements, he preſumes, that ne- 


vertheleſs he has performed it with the ſtricteſt Regard to Juſtice, 
Honour and Truth : And though th ere is too 1 nuch room ro charge

daſtardly Spirit, or View to Intereſt, ſooth the Vices of their Patrons, 
and, by conccaling their Crimes, indulge them in their wicked Pra- 


ctices; whereas, had they had Candour enough to expoſe their Wic- 


kedneſs, Honour and Honeſty, Truth and Juſtice would be reſtoregꝗ, 
none dari ing to offend for fear of being rendered infamous to poſterity.

Whatever the Fate of this Work may be amongſt Perſons in 
high Stations, by the Author's laſhing Vice in all its Appearan- 
ces, he knows not; but that it will be approved of by the Genera- 
lity of the People, he does not in the leaſt doubt. : 

For the better Illuſtration of this Work, I have divided it into 
nine Books or Parts. | 

1. In the firſt whereof, you have an Account of the Origin of 
the Caſtle of Edinburgh, the Time when and by whom it was 
founded, with the Etymology of the Appellation Edinburgh ; that 
it is not the Name of the City, but of the Caſtle; ſhewing how it 
came to be applied to the Town, as if the Caſtle owed its Origin to 
the City, and not the Town its Name to it: With an hiſtorical 
Account of the publick Tranſactions and memorable Events that 
occurred to the Edinburghers, from the Foundation of their Caſtle 
and City to the Year 1745, among which their Aﬀairs with the 
Kings of Scotland appear to have been very great and memorable. 
And, amongſt other Things, there is ſhewn, the great Share the 
Citizens had in the Reformation of Religion in Scotland, and 
Civil War in the Reign of King Charles. inſomuch, it may not be 
improperly ſaid, that to them in a great meaſure are owing thoſe 
two great Events; which will much illuſtrate the publick Tranſ- 
actions of thoſe Times, by ſhewing many of the ſecret Springs of 
Action hitherto unknown, which were ſome of the principal Mo- 
tives that occaſioned thoſe memorable Occurrences. 

2. The antient and preſent State of the ſeveral Churches, Pa- 
riſhes, Liberties and Precincts; with the moſt curious ſepulchral 
Inſcriptions in the reſpective Cemiteries ; Accounts of the Religi-

3. Hiſtorical and particular Accounts of the City-Governments, 
Eccleſiaſtical, Civil and Military, in all their Branches; with the 
Town's Golden Charter by King James VI. rendered into Engliſh 
for the greater Eaſe of Readers; wherein are ſet forth the many 
great and valuable Liberties, Immunities and numerous Benefacti- 
ons, for charitable Uſes, granted to the Edinburghers by. the Kings 
and Queens of Scotland.

Notwithſtanding all my Care and Caution, it cannot be expect- 
. ed, that a Work which conſiſts of ſuch a Diverſity of Subjects, 
compoſed of ſo great a Variety of Materials, ſhould be free from 
Errors and Omiſſions; I ſhall only ſay, that I have, to the ut- 


moſt of my Power, indeayoured to follow the ſtricteſt Rules of Sin- 


cerity and Judgment, and to make Truth my Standard through- 
out the whole; and as Sincerity implies Impartiality, I think I 
may ſafely declare, that I am not in the leaſt conſcious of any 
Deviation from Fact; but if any ſuch be found, I deſire it may 
be charged upon Jndgmenr, Ignorance or Inadvertency, and not 
upon Deſign ; and that the Reader, before he paſs Sentence, may 
be pleaſed to conſider, that as I have all along faithfully quoted 


my ſeveral Authorities, my Authors are anſwerable for their re- 


ſpective Errors, Miſrepreſentations and Defects. 


By this Method of quoting Authorities, the Readers are not 


obliged (as they are in other Works of this kind) to depend up- 
on the Integrity and Faith of the Author for the Truth of the 
Things related, ſeeing they are all atteſted by ſuch who either 
lived at or near the Time when they were ſeverally tranſacted ; 
and as to Affairs of a later Date, viz. the Tranſactions of the Com- 
mon Council, Pariſhes. &c. they are taken from the reſpective Re- 
cords; and as. to the Calculations, Tables, &c. the Reader will be 
able to judge of thoſe Performances by his own Reſearches and 
Experience. _. 

And if it ſhould be alledged, that my Expreſſions in ſome Places 
are too warm, the Reader, upon Reflexion, will diſcover, that they 
are only ſo, where Vice, Immorality and Injuſtice flagrantly ap- 
pear ; for which the wicked Authors juſtly. deſerve to be repre- 
hended, and not ſcreened, as many are, by the moſt ſervile Adula- 


tors,

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tors, as Numbers of Authors have ſhewn themſelves to Have been, 
by ſoothing the Vices of many Perſons in exalted Stations; where- 


as, had they faithfully and honeſtly diſcharged their reſpective Du- 
ties, by laſhing their wicked and deteſtable Crimes, it would nor 


only have been a Means to deter Perſons of Diſtinction from the 


like iniquitous Practices, but likewiſe had a good Effect upon Poſte- 
Fity in general, when they. know the commemorating their wicked

Now, as Injuſtice is the greateſt Crime Men ean be guilty of, 
beihg a Compound of all ſorts of Wickedneſs, it behoves every 


one concerned in the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, not only, not to be 


guilty of this ſhocking Sin himſelf, but, to the utmoſt of his 
Power, indeavour to diſcourage and prevent. others from being 
guilty of that moſt flagitious and iniquitous Practice; for the Al- 


mighty, who is Juſtice itſelf, will not ſuffer Men to go on in Im- 


punity, but make them anſwerable for all their Actions; and, be- 
ing the tremenduous, omniſcient and impartial Judge, when. the 
Secrets of all Hearts come to be laid open; as this 1s the greateſt 
Crime can be committed, their Puniſhment will be accordingly. 
And as to any Faults or Imperfections that may be found in this 


Work, while they are not contrary to Truth, 1 ſhall have no great 
Concern, but leave them to the Judgment of the candid Reader; 
of whom T ſhall only beg, not to judge of the Whole by a Part, 


but to conſider the Nature and Series of the Work altogether, be- 
fore he give Judgment; when, I flatter myſelf, he will be of opi- 


nion, that ſuch Defects rather deſerve a private Admonition, than 


a publick Animadverſion. | 

To what has been ſaid, I ſhall only add, that this is a Work of 
much greater Labour than moſt Readers can imagine; for having 
had no Aſſiſtance from printed Books, was obliged to compile it 
intirely from Manuſcripts; many of which being bad] y wrote with

Edinburgh, which .is ſituated near the Sou- 
thern Confines of Scotland, into the Caſtrum 
Alatum, which the ſaid Ptolomy has placed 
almoſt at the Northern Extremity of the 
Kingdom; as may be obſerved by inſpecting 
his Map of Albion or Britain: And that no- 
thing might be wanting to aſcertain their be- 


ing the Caſtrum Alatum, aſſures us, that E- 


dinburgh is a Britiſh and Saxon Compound ; 
Edin, the former Part, ſignifying a Wing, 
and Burgh, the latter, a Caſtle ; wherefore 
it is undoubtedly the Winged Caſtle of Pto- 


Remark. As by Diſtance it is plain, that 
the City and Caſtle of Edinburgh cannot be 
the C Alatum of Prolomy; ſo it is evi- 
dent, that, inſtead of any Part of Edin- 
burgh or Edwinſburgh, being Britiſh, it is 
purely a Saxon or Engliſh Compound, with- 
out the leaſt Affinity, either to the Gaelick, 
the antient Scotiſh, or the Welſh Langua- 
ges; for Edin, the former Part, being the 
Diminutive of Edwin, and Burg or Burgh, 
the latter, implying a Caſtle, it is thereby 
ſhewn to Homily Edwin's Caſtle; as hereafter 
Wherefore it is 
manifeſt, that Camden's Welſb Aidan, a Wing, 
has not the leaſt Relation to Edinburgh, no 
more than Ptolomy's Caſtrum Alatum has. 

As by what has been ſaid, I think it plain- 
ly &ppears, that the Origin of Edinburgh is 
not owing to the Scots. I ſhall now, as 
Conjectures are free, attempt to ſhew, That 
the Origin of this City and Caſtle may be 
deduced from another Source ; previous to 
which, it will be neceſſary to premiſe a few 
Things concerning the antient Inhabitants 
of the Country wherein Edinburgh is ſi- 
tuate. 

By the beſt and moſt antient Hiſtorians, 
it appears, that the large Country in the 
Northern Part of Britain (bounded, on the 
North, by Anteninus Pius's Wall, common-

which he effectually did, by expelling them 
the Roman Dominions, and recovering the 
Country between the Walls aforeſaid, erect- 
ed it into a Province, and, in honour of the 
Emperor, called it Valentia; which, for 
aught I can learn, remained in Poſſeſſion of 
the Romans, till they left Britain, about the 
Year 445; when the Scots and Pi#s renewing 
their Incurſions, not only repoſſeſſed them- . 
ſelves of the ſaid new Province, but com- 
mitted great Ravages and Devaſtations in o-

Angl. greatly encouraged by this Victory, having 
Script. p. 399- Jearn'd that there were divers ſtrong Walls 
or Fences in the Northern Parts of Britain, 
N | erected by the Romans to reſtrain the Scotiſb 
= and Pi#i/h Invaſions, about the Year 452, 
2-8 he adviſed Yortigern King of the Britons to 
Hen. Hiſt. Brit. ſend for Ochta and Abiſa his Son and Nephew 
= cp. 37. from the Country of Saxony aforeſaid, who 
1 being well verſed in the Art of War, would 
fight againſt his Enemies the Scots and 
Pidis, in the Northern Parts of Britain, pro- 
vided he would beſtow on them the Coun- 
tries in thoſe Parts adjacent to the Gaelick 
Wall.

1 Nor that the Scotiſb Nation is highly o- 


bliged to Nennius for this great Diſcovery; 
for, by his calling Antoninus Pius's Fence or 
Grabam's Dite by the Appellation of the 
Gaelick Wall, it is manifeſt, it could onl 
. have that Name from the People the Gael 
(by the Romans called Picis) amongſt whom 
it was erected, as Severus's Fence in the Nor- 
thern Parts of England, from its Vicinity to 
the Pi#iſþ Nation (by the Britons denomina- 
ted Gael) was called the Pits Wall; where- 
by is diſcovered the great Secret which has 
lyen hid for ſo many Ages, viz. That our 
Anceſtors, by Foreigners, denominated Scots 
and Ps, called themſelves Gael or Gauls; 


A {ſelves and Followers therein; which is con-

which; till this Time, ſeems to have been 
unknown to all Foreigners, nay, to our- 
ſelves: For although our Highlanders, the 
Deſcendants of the firſt Inhabitants of Albion 
or Britain (which I hope elſewhere to make 
appear they are) ſtil] call themſelves Gael; yet 
to them it ſeems to be unknown, that their Pre- 
deceſſors, by the Romans, Engliſh, and other 
foreign Invaders, called Scots and Pifs as a- 
foreſaid, that their proper Appellations were 
Gael, by which they muſt have called them- 
ſelves, as is apparent by the Name of the 
ſaid Wall, and our Highlanders ſtill calling 
themſelves Gae/; and regarding the Appel- 
lations of Scots and Pifs as a foreign Impo- 
ſition, juſtly deſpiſed the ſame, as the ſaid 
Highlanders, their Poſterity, ſtill do. 

By this valuable, and never to be for- pord. Scoti- 
gotten Diſcovery, an End is put to the great chron. lib. 3. 
Diſpute of the Scots and Piis being. diffe- = Hiſt. 
rent Nations; and by which is refuted the „. lib. 2. 
idle Tales and Dreams of our own Hiſtorians, Hedor. Boz 
who fetch the Scots from the Eg yptians and Hit Scot, lib. 
Scythians, and the Pitts from the Agathirſy. 1. 

That the Country, wherein Ochta and A- 
biſa landed, was that of Lothian on the Sou- 
thern Side of the Frith of Forth, in the 
Neighbourhood of the ſaid Gaelict Wall, and 
to which they were invited by the aforeſaid 
Vortigern, appears to me beyond Diſpute : 

For, in the Seventh Century, it ſeems to have 
been fully occupied by the Engiſh; for we 
are told, by Bede, that Ecgfried, King of ,.. Hg. Fe- 
Northumberland, in the Year 685, invaded 1:{.1ib.4.cap. 
Piftland; and a Battle enſuing, he with 26. 
the greateſt Part of his Army were cut off; 
by virtue whereof, the Pi#s repoſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of that Part of their antient Domini- 
ons which compoſed the Northern Part 
of the ſaid Kingdom of Northumberland. 
And that we may not miſtake the Coun- 
try here mentioned, our Author tells us, 
that amongſt the great Number of Engl; 
who left the Country on this melancholy 
Occaſion, the Reverend Trumwin, with his 
People, withdrew from the Monaſtery of 
Ebbercurnig, ſituate in the Country of the 
the Engliſh, on the Arm of the Sea which 
ſeparates the Lands of the Engliſb from thoſe 
of the Pif7s. This Place is at preſent deno- 
minated Abercorn, ſtanding on the Southern 
Bank of the Frith of Forth, and Eaſtern ſide 
of the Curnig Burn, about Eight Miles to 
the Weſtward of Edinburgh. | 

And, to put it beyond Diſpute, that the 
above named Countries, or Part of them, 
between the Walls aforeſaid, belonged to 
the Engliſh, in the Eighth Century, anno 
734, Bede, in his State of the Northumbri- 
an Church, tells us, that there were then, 
in the Kingdom of Northumberland, ' Four 
Biſhopricks, viz. at Eboracum or York, Lin- 
disfarn or Holy Iſland, Hagulſtad or Hexham, 
and Candida Caſa or Whitebearn in Galloway, 
which manifeſtly ſhews, that the Countries 
beſouth the Frith of Forth and Clyde, now

And, as a farther Proof, to ſhew that 
the Country adjoining to the Southern 
Side of the Frith of - Forth muſt have early 
been poſſeſſed and inhabited by the En- 
gliſb, is the Names of the numerous Di- 
ſtricts, Towns, and Places therein; which 
being chiefly Engh/h, are as different from 

the Appellations of thoſe on the Northern 
Side of the ſaid Frith, as the Difference is 
between the Engliſh and Gaelick Languages, 
as proper Judges may eaſily perceive. 
for the Information of ſuch of my Read- 
ers as are not well verſed in the Etymology 
of the Names of the ſaid Places, it is neceſ- 
ſary to acquaint them, that the Names of all 
Towns and Places which end in Burg or 
Burgh, Kirk, Houſe, Mill, Side, Mund, or 
Mond, Burn, Dam, Hall, Ham, Home, Rig, 
Foord, Field, Yard, Land, Cot, Neſs, Bank, 


Stat, Stead, Stream, Brig, Bottle, Dike, Dale, 


&c. are all of a Saxon or Engliſh Origin. 
Whereby is ſhewn that the great Num- 
ber of Places in the Country aforeſaid, of 
the above Terminations, could not be ſo de- 
nominated from caſualor adventitious Settle- 
ments in an Enemy's Country; which could 
have been but very inconſiderable, or next 
to none, conſidering the inceſſant Wars be- 
tween the Engliſh and Pics, and ſince be- 
twixt the Scots and Engliſh, wherefore the 
Settlements in theſe parts by the Eugliſb muſt 
have been made by Conqueſt and Colonies, 
like thoſe of the American Plantations, where 
the Names. of Places are impoſed at. once 
trom thoſe in the Mother-Countries the 
People came from; as is manifeſt from the 
vaſt Number of Places of the above Ter- 
minations in the antient Saxony or Lower 
Germany at this Time; 4 large Collection 
whereof I made when in that Country ma- 
ny.

Some Time after, King Gregory, by his Ford. Scoti- 
gallant Exploits, juſtly called the Great, re- chron. lib. 4. 
duced the Countries aforeſaid in the Year P. 23. 
880; of which we kept Poſſeſſion till the 
unlucky War with Athe/ftanKing of England, 
who, in the Year 938, recovered the ſame, 
together with the Counties of Cumberland 
and Weſtmoreland. But, after the Demiſe Chr. Sax. ad 
of Athelſtan, the Danes renewing their At- an. 945. 
tempts againſt England, Edmund his Suc- 
ceſſor reſtored Cumberland to Malcolm I. for 
his Aſſiſtance againſt the ſaid Danes both by 
Sea and Land. 
And as we are told in an Abſtract from 
old - Scotiſh Hiſtories, quoted by Camden, Cam. Brit. in 
and publiſhed by Innes, that in the Reign Com. Laud. 
of Indulfus, the Town of Edinburgh was gi- 
ven up to the Scots. Now as the ſaid In- 
dulfus came to the Crown anno 952, which 
was the ſixth Year of Edred King of England, 
and was killed in the fourth Year of King 
Edgar anno 961 ; and as Edwi's ſhort Reign 
of two Years was between thoſe of Edred and Append. In- 
Edgar, Edinburgh muſt have been delivered nes Crit. Ef. 
up to Indulf by one of the ſaid three Kings P. 787. 
about the Year 956, which is near 800 
Years ago. Now as there does not appear 
to have been any War between Scotland and 
England ſince the Reigns of Conſtantine and , 
Athelſtan, Edinburgh was probably taken by 
the latter, and continued in Poſſeſſion of the 
Engliſh till given up to Indulf. 
And as Edinburgh was delivered up at this 
Time by the Engliſb to the Scots, ſo I think 
muſt the Country of Lothian wherein it is 
ſituated; for to give up a Caſtle or Town 
without the Country wherein it ſtands, would 
have been of no Service to the People to 
whom it was given ; for, being ſurrounded 
by an Enemy's Country in Time of War, 
it could have been of no Advantage to the 
Scots; for by Want of Communication with 
it, would have become an eaſy Prey to the' 
Engliſh. | 
Wherefore I think*this plainly refutes the 
Story of Matthew of Veſtminſter, who tells 


us, that Edgar King of England, in the Year Mat, wet. I 
975, gave to Kenneth King of Scotland the Flor. Hit.192. Wi 


Country of Lothian, together with many 
other valuable Gifts ; among which was 100 
Ounces of pure Gold, many precious Stones, 
Rings, and ſilken Garments, to induce him 
and his Succeſſors to honour Edgar with his 
and their Preſence at his and their Royal 
Banquets 
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Banquets or great Feſtivals, when the King 


of England ſits in State with the Crown on 
his Head. LS. 

_ Remark. As this Story, with that of Edgar's 
being rowed in a Boat on the River Dee, 
near the City of Cheſter in - England by 
eight Kings his Vaſſals, ſeem to be of a 
piece; they muſt have been deviſed by the 
mercenary Monks in Honour of their Patron 
and great Benefactor: for this bigotted Prince 
ſpoiled his Succeſſors to enrich thoſe idle 
Drones; for he is ſaid to have founded no 
leſs than forty Monaſteries, and repaired and 
beautified many more! And ſuch was his 
Profuſeneſs, and that of others to thoſe 
Hives, that we are told by Ingulphus, in 
his Hiſtory of Croy/and, that the Treaſure 
of that Monaſtery in Edgar's Reign, amount- 
ed to no leſs a Sum than 10,000 Pounds 
Sterling, beſides my Veſſels, Shrines, Ce. 
Hence we may gueſs at the immenſe Riches 
of the Convents in thoſe Days! 

Now as the Monks who were the Hiſtori- 
ans of thoſe Times, and to Edgar greatly 
indebted, who on their account expelled 
the ſecular Prieſts from the ſeveral Mona- 
ſteries of the Kingdom to make room for 
them; it is not to be wondered at, that 
they ſtuck at nothing to aggrandize their 
great Benefactor: Wherefore, I think it is 
much to be queſtioned, whether a Man who 
ſuffered himſelf to be thus duped by the in- 
ſatiable Monks, at the Expence of Juſtice, 
and that of the ſecular Prieſts, could be a 
Perſon of a found Judgment, or be endued 
with generous Sentiments or Greatneſs of 
Soul.“ | 

Although I have from the beſt Hiſtori- 
ans ſhewn, that Ochta and Abiſa above 
mentioned, were invited from Saxony in the 
lower Parts of Germany, by Yortigern King 
of the Britons, to aſſiſt him againſt his 
fierce Enemies the Scots and Pris in 
the Northern Parts of Britain, and ſet 
forth the Terms on which they came hither ; 
which were to have the Lands and Coun- 
tries in the Neighbourhood of the Gaelick 
Wall conferred on them as aforeſaid; and 
from the ſaid Hiſtorians proved, that Och- 
ta and Abiſa landed in. ſubdued and poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves of the ſaid Northern Parts 
of Britain: Yet ſuch is the Obſtinacy of 
ſome malevolent ſelf-conceited Men, and 


their natural Propenſity to Cavil and Contra- 


diction, that, without the leaſt Authority, o- 


ther than their own weak Imaginations, are 


vainly led to declare, tho' they have not 
the Aſſurance to publiſh it, that the firſt 
Invaſion and Conqueſt of the Countries near 
the Gaelic Wall, on the Southern Side of 
the Frith of. Forth by the Saxons or Engliſh, 
was by C/ King of Northumberland; of 
whom Bede, in the Year 616, in reciting the 
Exploits performed by certain of the Eng- 
liſh Kings, telis us, that the ſaid Oſwi ſub-

who inhabited Britain, that is, the Northern 
Borders or Boundary of the Britons or 
Welſh. 

Remark, As the greateſt Part here men- 
tioned by our Author, cannot imply the 
whole; I am of opinion, the Pi#if Country 
ſubdued by Ofwi, was the Weſtern Part of 
the controverted Diſtrict, lying between the 
Friths of Clyde and Solway, then denomina- 
ted Galweia, in Latin Galovidia or Galwal- 
lia, at preſent Galloway; for this Country 
being at a great Diſtance from Lothian; 
where the aforeſaid Ochta and Abiſa are 
thought to have landed, it may be pre- 


ſumed that the former was not ſo eaſily ſub- 


dued as the latter, more eſpecially if we con- 
ſider, that, by its natural Sterrility, moun- 
tainous and craggy Nature, it was not fo in- 
viting to an Enemy, as the fertile and de- 
lightful Eaſtern Parts of Lothian were. Be- 
ſides, we muſt conſider that Ochta and A. 


biſa were by Contract obliged to ſettle alongſt . 


the Gaelick Wall, to defend the Britons or 
Welſh in the Southern Parts of the Iſland 
from Scotiſb and Pictiſb Incurſions. 

Add to this, that the Names of the 
Towns and Places in this Country being al- 
moſt all Gaelick, ſhew that it was not ſo early 
conquered, or ſo long in Poſſeſſion of the 
Engliſh as the Countries in the Eaſtern Part 
of the ſaid Diſtrict were, where the Appel- 
lations of the Towns and Places are gene- 
rally Engliſb as already hinted ; which is in a 
great meaſure corroborated by O/w:/'s having 
about the ſame time ſubdued Part of the 
Scetiſh Territories, which then lay on the 
Northern Side of the Frith of Clyde, oppoſite 
to the ſaid Pi#i Country of Galloway, on 
the Southern Side of the ſaid Frith. 

Having paved the Way to come at the 
Origin of Edinburgh, by ſhewing, that the 
Country of Lothian wherein it is ſituated was 
ſubdued by the Engliſh Saxon above thirteen 
hundred Years ago; and that the Origin of 
Edinburgh is not owing to the Scots; I ſhall 
now endeavour to diſcover the Time when 
and by whom it was founded. 1 

As I have above attempted to ſhew, that 
the Country of Lothian wherein Edinburgh 
is ſituated, was Part of the Northumbrian 
Kingdom of Barnicia inhabited by the Eng- 
liſh, to which the celebrated King Edwin 
not only added the Dierian Kingdom of 
Northumberland, but brought the other Sa- 
x01 Nations in Britain under his Dominion, 
that of Kent, in Reſpect to King Eadbald his 
Brother- in- law only excepted. | 

Now as Edwin had fo greatly increaſed 
his Power, it was neceſſary to provide for 
his Security againſt Inſurrections, Rebel- 
lions, and Attacks from without ; the moſt 
effectual Method for preventing of which, 
being by Strong-holds; he, no doubt, cau- 
ſed many Fortreſſes or Caſtles to be erected 
throughout his large Dominions. And, as 
no Place was fitter for a Work of this Kind 


than

on the of Edinburgh in the 
dangerous Neighbourhood of the Scots and 
Hi; I am therefore of opinion, that- the 


ſaid Edwin bids the faireſt for Founder of the 


ſaid Caſtle of Edinburgh ; which, if allowed, 
we may reaſonably ſuppoſe it to have been 
founded by him about the Year fix hundred 
and twenty ſix, which was the Middle of his 
Reign. And that the ſaid Zdwin did erect a 
Fortreſs in this Place, I think, does in ſome 
Sim. de ver. Meaſure appear by Simeon of Durham, about 
Reg. Ang], ad the Middle ofthe ninth Century, calling it Ed- 
an. 854, @wineſburch; this literally rendered into mo- 
dern Engliſh, is Edwin his Caſtle; and the ſaid 

Edwin being the only Prince of that Name 

who was King of Northumberland, I think it 

om in Arch. could only be ſo denominated from him. And 
in, 
liſb Hiſtorian, Edinburgh belonged to Eng- 
land in the Year 936; by telling us, that 

King Athelſtane, on the Marriage of his 

Siſter to Sictric, or Sihtric a Dane, that his 

Siſter might not ſtoop ſo low as to the 

Title of Counteſs, he conferred on Sic- 

tric that of King, who had for his Kingdom 

all the Country (then called Northumberland) 

from the River Theys (which at preſent di- 

vides the Countries of Tork and Durham } 

as far as Edinburgh ; that is, to the- Frith of 

Forth. 

And as a farther Proof that this' Caſtle 
and City antiently went by the Appellation 
of Edwineſburg, King David I. in his Char- 

ter of Foundation of the Abbey of Holyrood- 
Houſe, in the Year 1128, gave to the Ab- 
bot and Monks of his new Erection, a Spot 
or Piece of Ground in his Town of Edwine/- 
burg, the Church or Chapel of its Caſtle, 
the Tiends or Tithes of its Mills, half the 
Hides and Tallow of his Beaſts killed there- 
in, and an Annuity of forty: Shillings out of 
his ſaid Town of Edwineſburg. 

By what has been ſaid concerning the O- 
rigin of Edinburgh, it will be a very diffi- 
cult Matter to deduce it from another 
Source. However, as the Truth thereof can- 
not be poſitively aſcertained, it muſt be left to 
the Judgment of the judicious, unprejudiced, 
and impartial Reader to determine as he 

ſhall judge proper. 
As many of our Countrymen are of opi- 

. nion, that it is a Diſhonour to our Na- 

tion to aſcribe the Origin of our Metropo- 
lis to the Exgliſb, that plainly appears to be 
the Effect of Incogitancy ; for it is much 
more honourable for us to attribute the 
Foundation of Edinburgh to the Engliſh than 
to our Anceſtors ; ſeeing *tis thereby ſhewn 
that we either took it from them by Force, 
or compelled them to give it up by Treaty. 
And no doubt it will be readily acknowled- 
ged by all, that it would have been a much 
greater Honour to us to have taken the 
City of London, and converted it into the ca- 
+ pital City of our own Kingdom; whereby is

Now as the Appellation Edinburgh ap- 
pears to be the Name of the Caſtle, de- 
duce it. from what Origin you will, the 
Town has ſpoiled the Fortreſs of its Name; 


which muſt have happened on this Occaſi- 
on. The Country wherein it is ſituated, af- 
ter it came into Poſſeſſion of the Scots, 
was for many Years expoſed to the Ravages 
of the Engliſh and Danes; wherefore 'tis not 
to be doubted but the neighbouring Inhabi- 
tants erected Houſes near it for its Protecti- 
on (the like whereof we have many Inſtan- 
ces in other Places); which at laſt becom- 
ing a conſiderable Place, the Name of the 
Caſtle was applied to the Town, and the 
Fortreſs, as if it owed its Origin to the 
City, is called the Caftle of Edinburgh, as 
if the Town had been erected before it. 

By Simeon of Durham's mentioning Edin- ———— 
burgh to have been either a Town or Vil- Rog. hog 7 
lage in the Year 854, its Foundation pro- an.

bably may be near coeval with that of its 
Caſtle.

1436, a Parliament being held here for the 
firſt Time, it began to be better looked on. 
And after the Year 1456, when Parlia- 
ments continued to be held therein, we may 
from that Period date the Time of its Be- 
ginning to flouriſh, and of its juſtly being 
reckoned the Capital of the Kingdom. 
The Reaſon of Edinburgh's having no 
ſooner attained to the Honour of being the 
chief Town of the Kingdom, and of its not 
having been in a more flouriſhing Condition 
before the fourteenth Century, I take to be 
owing to its Situation on the Southern Side of 
the Frith of Fortb, where it was greatly ex- 
poſed to the Depredations of the Eugliſb; 
who, in all their Invaſions of Scotland, if 
they were not overcome in their March 
thither, never ſtop till they came to 
this City, which they frequently pillaged 
and burnt : Thoſe Ravages occaſioned the 
Countries beſouth the ſaid Frith to be but 
thinly inhabited, whereas thoſe benorth that 
ſtrong Barrier abounded with People, eſpe- 
cially the County of Fife ; the Southern Side 
whereof, on the Northern Bank of the ſaid 
Frith, was, and is ſtill ſo crouded with 
Towns and Villages, that at a Diſtance they

Now conſidering how late it was before 
Edinburgh began to make a Figure, and the 


4 ; ©  Ravages it underwent by the Engliſh, who 


not only frequently ſpoiled it of every thing 
of Value, but carried off its Records and 
burnt the Town, as already hinted; it is 
therefore not to be wondered at, that there 
are in the City-Archives ſo few and late Ac- 
counts of the Tranſactions of the Citizens, 
E which reach no higher than a Charter of 
Cart. Rob. 1. King Robert I. of the 28th May, anno 1329; 
and from that Time to the Lear 1551, 
Y there are only a few Scraps which ſeem to 
; have been caſually picked up; but ſince 
that Period, a Series of the publick Tranſ- 
actions are fully and clearly recorded in the 
City Regiſters. 

Although, by the want of Records, as 
aforefaid, I cannot aſcertain by which of 
our Kings Edinburgh was conſtitute a Burgh 
Royal : Yet that it was one of the firſt in 
Scotland, is evident, by its having been one 


| 15 of the Four Boroughs which compoſed the 


* Chamberlain's Air or Court, which was an- 

: nually held by the King's Chamberlain at 
Haddington, the County-Town of Eaſt-Lo- 
thian. And that it was a Royal Burgh in 
King David I.'s Time, is evident, by his 

«calling it meo Burgo, that is, my Burgh; a 
Phraſe uſed by our Kings before they ſpoke 
of themſelves in the plural Number. And 
as for aught appears, David was the firſt of 
our Kings who conſtituted Royal Burghs, 
and made Laws at his Town of Newcaſtle 
upon Tine in Northumberland, for their better 
Government; and as divers of his Charters 

are ſtill extant in ſeveral of the ſaid Burghs, 
it 1s not to be doubted, but Edinburgh 
was by him likewiſe erected into a Royal 
Burgh. 

And as it was the Cuſtom of our Kings, 
when they made Royal Burghs, to grant to 
the Community of each of the ſaid Burghs, 
a large Territory or Diſtrict of Ground, con- 
fiſting of Paſturage, Woods and Moſſes, for 
feeding their Cattle, building their Houſes, 
and ſupplying the Inhabitants with Fuel; 
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laid out in the publick Worles belonging to 
the Burgh. Beſides, ſome of our Kings 

granted to the Burghs of their Erection, cer- 
tain Lands called Borough Roods and Acres; 
which were diſtributed amongſt the Burgh- 
ers, and held by them of the Corporation in 
Burgage: Wheretore, I am of opinion, that 
the large Diſtrict of Land, lying on the 
Southern Side of Edinburgh (the Boundaries 
whereof I have elſewhere ſer forth) called 
the Borough Moor and Myre, was given to 
the Magiſtrates, Council and Community of 
this City by the ſaid King David; which, 
had it not been feued; would at this Time 
have brought in a very great yearly Revenue 
to the Town; for ſome Part thereof is ſaid 
to be let at above a hundred times the Sum 
it is feued at. | 

Fobn, Earl of Carrick, and eldeſt Son of Cart. Arch. 

King Robert II. and Lord High Steward of * 
Scotland, by his Charter of the 4th of July, | 
in the Year, 1385; granted to the Edin- 


burg bers a Power to erect Houſes within the 


Caſtle of Edinburgh, with a Right of Egreſs 
and Regreſs to them and their Servants ; 
which plainly ſhews, that this Fortreſs muſt 
then have been the Property of the Prince 
conferred on him by his Farher. But though 
the Uſe the Citizens intended thoſe Houſes 
for be unknown, yet that it was a very great 
Favour to be allowed to erect Buildings 
within a Royal Caſtle and Palace, is with- 
out Diſpute. ;

ſucceſſively. As 


and the other Profits ariſing thereby, to be 
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wherein an Engine with a Pulley was erect- 
ed; to which being bound, was divers Times 
hoiſed up to a great height, and the Rope 
let go at once, dropt almoſt to the Ground, 
and, by the ſudden Check, ſuffered exquiſite 
Torment, by the Relaxation of his Joints; 
then being placed on a Scaffold, in view of 
the People, a red-hot or glowing Iron 
Crown was put on his Head, with this In- 
ſcription, The King of Traitors. The ſe-

On the 24th Day of November, King 


James II. granted to the Edinburgbers the 


Trinity-Fair, with all the Rights and Privi- 


leges thereunto belonging. | 

The unhappy Henry VI. King of Eng- 
land, after the unfortunate Defeat of his 
Army at Towton in Yorkſhire, in the Year 
1461, fled with Margaret his Queen, and 
Edward his Son Prince of Wales, to Scot- 
land for Refuge; where, during his Reſi- 
dence in Edinburgh, was honourably enter- 
tained by the Citizens; the Conſideration 
whereof induced him, by his Letters patent, 
dated: at Edinburgh the 2d of Fanuary, in 
the 41ſt Year of his Reign, to grant to the 
ſaid Citizens and their Succeſſors, as full and 
free Liberty to traffick in England as the 
Natives thereof, and to pay no other Duties 
for their Merchandize, than his Subjects the 
Citizens of London. But this unhappy 
Prince not being reſtored to the Crown, 
his Grant was of no Effect. However, the 
Reaſons ſet forth in the Letters patent, for 


granting this ample Privilege to the Edin- 


burghers, are, That the ſaid King Henry his 
Royal Conſort Margaret, and his Son Ed- 
ward, Prince of Wales, with divers of his 
Nobility, being expelled his Kingdom of 
England by certain rebellious Traitors; at 
his Arrival, and during his long Reſidence 
in Edinburgh, was honourably received, 


and with great Humanity, favourably en- 


tertained by the Provoſt and Citizens of 
Edinburgh.

King James Ill. having highly diſobliged his 
Brother Alexander Duke of Albany, and many 
of his Nobility, in ſuffering himſelf and Na- 
tion to be implicitly govern'd by a few 
mean Artificers, to his and their great Diſho- 
nour, Prejudice to the Laws, and Hurt of 
the Kingdom! This prepoſterous Manage- 
ment occaſioned diverſe of the Nobility to 
enter into an Aſſociation to remove thoſe 
pernicious Upſtarts; which being ſoon ac- 
compliſh'd, James was ſo greatly intimida- 
ted, that he retir'd to his Caſtle of Edinburgh 
tor Safety. But the Confederates, by favour 
of the Nation, being ſoon after appointed 
Governors of the Kingdom; James was 
confin'd by them in his ſaid Caſtle for the 
Space of nine Months. _, | 
The Duke of Albany, not finding himſelf 
ſo much reſpected by his Fellow Regents as 
his Birth and Merits - deſerved; and the 
Queen, out of conjugal Affection, daily im- 
Portuning him, with her Prayers and Tears, 
for her Lord's Liberty; which at laſt pre- 
vailing on the Duke, he appointed ſome of 
his Friends to meet him at a certain Time 
at Edinburgb; which being perform'd un- 


known to the reſt of the Regents, they, in.

Having given an Account of. the Duties 
of Import and Export, I think it will not 
be amiſs to ſhew the Reader the annual A- 
mount of the petty Cuſtoms, common Mills, 
and Rents of certain Shops in Edinburgh 
whereby he will be'enabled to judge of the 
great Diſparity between the Rates of Things 
then and at preſent. | 

The petty Cuſtoms of Edinburgh, were at 
this time let for the Sum of Twenty ſeven 
Merks ; the petty Cuſtoms and Haven Sil- 
ver at Leith, for the Sum of One hundred 
and ten Merks; the wild Aventors, Twelve 


hundred and ten Merks; the common Mills, 


at Four hundred and eighty Merks ; eight 
Booths or Shops under the Northern Side of 
the old Tolbooth, at Four Pounds per an- 
num, each; five Shops under the Southern 
Side of the ſaid Tolbooth, viz. one at Five 
Pounds, three at TWO Pounds ten Shillings 
each, and one at Two Pounds; four Shops 
above the Booth-houſe Stair, (this I take to 
be the Place at preſent called the Lucłen- 
booths) viz. one at Four Pounds ten Shil- 
lings, another at 'Two Pounds ten Shillings, 
the third at One Pound ten, and the fourth 
at Twenty Shillings; and the Skinners 
Booths, - ſix in Number, One Pound ten 
Shillings of yearly Rent each.

to take any Perſon of Leith into his Service 
in that reſpe&, under the Penalties aforeſaid, 

At this Time, when the beſt Wheat was 
ſold at Eleven Shillings Scotiſb the Boll, the 
Penny Loaf weighed thirteen Ounces and 
three Quarters. This ſeems to have been a 
Time of Dearth; for, ſome time before, 
Wheat appears to have been ſold at Six Shil- 
lings and eight Pence of the ſame Money.

The Common Council of the City 
having reſolved to rebuild the Tower or

Shillings, and the Journeymen each Nine 


Shillings Scoti/þ Money weekly. 

At this Time the Common Council or- 
dered the Penny Loaf of Wheat Bread to 
weigh one Pound; and the Penny Cake 
one Pound eight Ounces, both Scotiſb 
Weight and Money; and Ale to be fold 
at Sixteen Pence the Gallon, both the ſame 
Money and Meaſure. 

King James IV. having, by his Charter 
of 6th Ofober anno 1508, impowered the 
Edinburghers to ſet or lett in Fee-farm their 
common Lands called the Borough-Moor, 
and their common Marſh denominated the 
Common Myre; the Citizens were no ſoon- 
er in Poſſeſſion of this Grant, than they ſat 
about clearing the Ground, by cutting down 
a vaſt Number of large Trees; whereby the 
Quantity of Wood in their Hands on that 
Occaſion was ſo very great, that they could 
not diſpoſe of it: Wherefore, to encourage 
the Inhabitants to purchaſe the ſaid Wood, 
the Town-Council enacted, That whoever 
ſhould buy a Quantity thereof ſufficient to 
newfront the "Fenement he, ſhe, or they 
dwelt in, ſhould be allowed to extend the 


ſaid new Front, the Space of ſeven Feet into

the Street; whereby the High-Street was 
reduced fourteen Feet in its Breadth z and 
the Buildings which before had Stonern 
Fronts, were now converted into Wood, and

In this Year divers of the Arts or Crafts 
in Town, petitioned the Common Council to 
have fix or eight of their Number taken into 
the ſaid Councilz and that they might be 
eligible to be choſen Bailies and other Offi- 
cers of the City: To which Anſwer was re- 


turned, That they would make no Innova- 


tion in the Government of the Town with- 
out the Conſent of Parliament. This I take 
to be the firſt Time of the Trades applymg 
to be admitted into the Town-Council. 

A great and dreadful Plague raging in 
Edinburgh, the Town-Council to prevent 
its Progreſs, ordered all Shops to be ſhut 
up, during the Space of fifteen Days, and 


neither Doors or Windows to be opened 


within that Time, but on extraordinary Oc- 
caſions; and nothing to be dealt in but Ne- 
ceſſaries for the immediate Support of Life. 

Remark. This certainly was a very wrong 


Step; for by ſhutting up the People in their 


Houſes, the Diſtemper, by Heat and want 


of Air, was thereby increafed, and the ver-. 


minous £ffiuvia nouriſhed ; which augment- 
ing the Number of Atoms, the Peſt was 


propagated; whereas cold Air deſtroyed 
them, and reſtored Health.

King James IV. was killed; and his Body 
being found, was carried to, and embalm- 
ed at Berwick upon Tweed, incloſed in Lead, 
and ſent to London, and thence to the Mo- 
naſtery of Shien or Richmond in the County 
of Surrey in England; of which Queen Ka- 
tharine adviſed her Huſband, King Henry 
VIII. then in France, viz. That for Haſty- 
* neſſe ſhe could not ſend his Grace the Peeſe 
% of the King of Scots Cote; but now I 
« ſend you for your Beners a King's Cote: 
I thought to ſend himſelf unto you, but 
e our Engliſbe Mens Harts wold not ſuffer 
„ it. My Lord of Surrey wold fayne knowe 
« your Pleaſure in buryeing of the King 
of Scots Body.” 
under the Sentence of Excommunication, 
(probably for his being engaged in the unna- 
tural War againſt his Father, who was kil- 
led at the Battle of Stirling), King Henry 
could not bury his Corpſe without the Pope's 
Licence, which was granted by Leo X. on 
the gth of November following. 
However, it does not appear to have 
been buried; for, at the Diſſolution of the 
ſaid Monaſtery, which happened ſoon after, 
the Body was found wrapped in Lead, ly- 
ing in a lumber Room belonging to the

Bur, that they did not all march 
on this Occaſion, is evident, by its being 
ſoon after ordered by the Town-Council, 
that the Citizens, at the tolling of the com- 
mon Bell, ſhould repair to the Preſident's 


in their beſt military Dreſs, to defend the 


Town againſt the Attempts of the Enemy ; 


at the ſame time diſcharging all Women 
from crying and clamouring in the Streets, 
on the Pain of Baniſhment; and that they 
ſhould repair to Church, and pray for Suc- 
ceſs to the Army; and at other Times 
ſhould mind their Buſineſs at Home, and 
not incumber the Streets with their Pre- 
ſence. ; 

It was alſo by the Common Council far- 
ther ordained, That twenty four Men be 
raiſed and maintained as a conſtant Guard 
for the City. This, for aught I can learn, 
is the firſt regular Guard levy'd for the Se- 
curity of the Town. It was alſo by the ſaid 
Council enacted, That the Sum of Five hun- 
dred Pounds Scotiſb Money ſhould be raiſed, 
to fortify the Town, and to purchaſe Ar- 
tillery to reſiſt the Enemy; and, for the 
more effectually ſtrengthening the City, 
and preventing the Approach of the 
Engliſh, all Perſons having Gardens were 
ſtrictly injoined to fortify the ſame with 
Walls. 

And, to add to the Miſery of the Time, 
the Plague continued to rage in a horrible 
Manner; which occaſioned the Common 
Council to forbid all Vagrants from walking 
the Streets after nine o* Clock in the Evening

Remark. This Method of feuing Lands 
for Money is no way commendable, for the 
Government of the City; as Truſtees or 
Guardians for the Common-weal ought to 
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Now, had they covenanted with Latoder for 
Twenty ſix Merks worth of Corn, in lieu of 
Money, when Wheat was ſold at Six Shil- 
lings and eight Pence the Boll Scotiſß Mo- 
ney, and Silver at Eighteen Shillings and 
eight Pence the Ounce of the ſame Money; 
inſtead of receiving Twenty ſix Merks, or 
One Pound eight Shillings and ten Pence 
Sterling as at preſent, they would now re- 
ceive about ſixteen Bolls of Wheat yearly ! 
Had this laudable Method been all along 
practiſed by the Council, their fine Lands in 
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the Borough-Moor, and elſewhere, now let at 
ſach vaſt Rents, and for which they only re- 


ceive a yearly Trifle in Acknowledgment of 


their Superiority, would probably have in- 
creaſed om City Revenues to ſome thouſands 
a Year more than they are at preſent.

The Edinburghers it ſeems being obliged 

to keep in Repair the King's Park-wall at 
Holyrood-houſe (probably for the Liberty of 
taking Stones out of the ſaid Park to pave 
their Streets withal) they borrowed of the 
King, for that Purpoſe, the Sum of One 
thouſand Merks Scotiſb Money. 
Henry VIII. King of England, thinking, 
the Terror of his Arms, to compel the 
Scots to agree to-a Match between our Queen 
and his Son Prince Zdward, ſent an 
Army into Scotland, under the Conduct of 
the Earl of Hertford; which landing at Leith 
without Oppoſition, took the Town; and 
there being no Army to oppoſe him, march- 
ed to Edinburgh, and poſſeſſed himſelf of it 
with the ſame Eaſe ; and having ſacked and 
burnt it, without attempting the Caſtle, re- 
turned to Leith, deſtroyed. it, and march- 
ed back to England. | 

The Earl of Hertford having re-entered 
Scotland with a powerful Engliſh Army, to 
force the Scots to agree to the Match afore- 
laid, obtained a Victory over our Army at 
Pinkyin the County of Eaſt-Lothian; whence 
he marched to Edinburgb, and plundered 
it.

The Common Council at this Time pre- 
ſented the

The Reformation of Religion in Scotland 
being greatly encouraged by People of all 
Ranks; the Populace, out of a furious Zeal, 
deſtroyed the Monaſteries and Images in all 
Parts; and the firſt of September which was 
approaching, being St. Giles's Day, the tu- 
telar Saint of Edinburgh, the Popiſh Prieſts 
and Monks, according to Cuſtom, made 
great Preparations to celebrate that Anni- 
verſary in Honour of their Patron; and, 
leſt the new Converts ſhould diſturb the 
Proceſſion, they humbly intreated the 
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which was held above the Tolbooth, at

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Queen- Regent to honour the Solemnity 
with her Preſence, which they imagined 


would prevent the Inſults of the Populace ; 
which Mary agreeing to, they prepared a 
magnificent Pageant whereon the Statue of 
St. Giles was to be placed and carried in 
Triumph through & City. 3 | 

All things being ready for the ſumptuous Id. ibid. 
Proceſſion, -both Regulars and Seculats re- | 
paired in great State to the Shrine of 
St, Giles, to fetch his Statue to be carried 
in Triumph; but, as ill Luck would have 
it, it was carried off the Night before, by 
ſome miſchievous Enemy; which had like 
to have put an End to the whole Affair. 
But, that St. Giles might not loſe the Ho- 
nour of a Triumph, a ſmall Statue was 
borrowed from the Gray-Hriers, which the 
People, in derifion, called Zoung St. Giles; 
which being attended by a great Number 
both of Prieſts and Monks, and fine Bands 
of Muſick, marched in great Pomp through 
the chief Streets of Edinburgh. But the 
Regent withdrawing a little before the Pro- 
ceſſion was over, the Mob diſmounted 
Young St. Giles from his Throne, and tore 
him in pieces; which ſo intimidated his At- 
tendants, that, happy was he that could ſe- 
*cure himſelf from the Fury of the enraged 
Multitude. But, by the prudent Manage- 
ment of the Magiſtrates, none ſuffered” but 
Young St. Giles, who was entirely demo-

Fetters during his Abſence ; threatening, in 
caſe of Diſobedience, to inflict the ſame 
Puniſhment on them at his Return. Theſe 
arbitrary Proceedings of Seaton's were ow- 

Ing to the great Power given him by the 
Regent, to curb the Citizens who oppoſed 
her arbitrary Government. 

The Populace having deſtroyed divers 
Monaſteries in the Town of Perth; the 
Regent ſent the following Letter to the Ma- 
giſtrates of Edinburgh, to prevent the like 
Miſchief in their City.

Afﬀairs being now in the greateſt Confu- 
ſion; for, by the indiſcreet and fiery Zeal of 
our Reformers, Churches, Monaſteries and 
Hoſpitals being deemed profane, and 
Nurſeries of Popery, were deſtined to De- 
ſtruction; which the Edinburghers appre- 
hending would ſoon be the Fate of theirs, 
to prevent the Populace of the Country 
from entering the City, ordered all the 
Gates to be ſhut, except thoſe of the Ne- 
therbow and Weſt-Port, which were guarded 
by twelve Men each. And the Council, 
to prevent all Danger from the reforming 
Lords of the Congregation, ſent Com- 
miſſioners to Linlithgow, to intreat them, 


that, at their coming to Edinburgh, they 


would be pleaſed to ſpare both their Chur- 


ches and religious Houſes; the former to 


be employed in the Proteſtant Worſhip, and 


the latter for reformed Semitiaries: And in 
the interim, ordered a Guard of Sixty Men 


for the Security of St. Giles's Church; and 


removed the Stalls in the Choir to the Tol- 


booth for their greater Safety. 
The Lords of the Congregation being 
arrived in Edinburgh, appointed Lord Ruth- 


ven and John Sandilands of Calder, junior, 


their Commiſſioners, to attend the Common 
Council; which being conveened on this 
Occaſion, they repaired to the ſaid Council, 
wherein Ruthven made a Speech; of which 
the following is a Copy:

The Lords of the Congregation, "_— 
to provide for the Eaſe of the Edinburgh- 
r, in reſpe&t to Religion, till Matters 
were better ſettled, by a Convention with 
the Regent's Council, agreed they ſhould 
excerciſe which Religion they pleaſed, till 
the 10th Day of the following Month of 
January. Whereupon the Duke of Caſtle- 
herault, the Earls of Arran and Huntly, and 
Lord Areſtin, were ſent by the Regent as 
her Commiſſioners, to acquaint the Town- 
Council therewith; and to tell them, that 
it was her Pleaſure, that the Citizens on this 
Occaſion might be ſummoned, and ſeverally 
examined to know what Religion they would 
chuſe, in order to their being protected 
therein till the Time prefixed. And to know 
whether the Citizens were willing to vote 
ſingly, or refer the ſame to the Determina- 
tion of the Common Council, as they did in 
other Affairs.

The above Order being preſented to the 
Common Council, by certain Deacons of 
Crafts, on the 20th of September, and they 
ordered to withdraw; it was taken into Con- 
ſideration, and the ſaid Deacons ſoon after 
called in, were told, that the Order, with 
the Privileges therein mentioned, had been 


carefully conſidered by the Council, who had

reſolved that the faid Deacons ſhould have 
no Vote in the Election of the Council, in 
Reſpect to the ſaid Order, ſeeing it is direct- 
ly contrary to an Act of Parliament of the 
6th of James I. anno 1426; which annulls 


and diſcharges the Office of Deacon, toge- 


ther with all their Rights and Privileges. 
| Beſides, it was by the ſaid Council farther 

declared, that the Deacons of Crafts never 
had a Vote in the Election of Council or 
Lites, but only in that of Officers. 

However, the Magiſtrates and Council 
being aſſembled, on the 22d of the ſaid 
Month, to chuſe the new Council, Sc. ac- 
cording to annual Cuſtom, eleven of the

But, finding 
herſelf diſappointed by a vigorous Oppoſi- 
tion and Rejection of her Order, what ſhe 
could not obtain by Threats, indeavoured, 
in a ſuppletory Way, to prevail by Art on 
the Council, to chuſe her Merchant-Friends 
Members of the ſame; as will appear by the 
following Letter.

And the Panick was ſuch, that, with 
great Difficulty the Fugitives were prevailed 
on to ſtay, and not ſuffer the City to become 
a Prey to the Enemy: However, their Fears 
increaſing, with the Diviſion of their Coun- 
ſels, they left the Town the ſixth Day after 
their Flight, and their unhappy Proteſtant 


Brethren and Friends the Ed:nburghers to 


ſhift for themſelves; many of the beſt of 
whoſe Houſes the Regent conferred on her 
French-Soldiers, as a Reward for their Ser- 
vice, while the Proprietors were forced to 
conceal themſelves for the Security of their 
Perſons. This grievous and dreadful Diſ- 
aſter ſeems to be chiefly owing to the great

And the Edinburgbers, to keep pace 
with the Parliament, to accompliſh the 
Work of Reformation, the Common Coun- 
cil ordered all Idolaters, (Papiſts) Whore- 
mongers and Harlots; to be baniſhed the 
Town; the former, after having been ex- 
poſed at the Market- croſs for the Space of 
ſix Hours; and the latter, after being car- 
ried in a Cart, and ſhewn as a publick Spe- 
Ctacle through the principal Streets df Edin- 
burgh, for the firſt Offence; to be burnt on 
the Cheek for the ſecond; and to ſuffer 
Death for the third. 

The Nation having, by woful Experience, 
been great Sufferers by the Fortreſs of Leith, 
the Council of the Kingdom, to prevent 
the like Diſaſter in Time coming, ſent the 
following Precept to the Magiſtrates and 
Council of Edinburgh.

A thorough Reformation in religious 
Matters being reſolv'd on, the Town Coun- 
cil ordain'd, That, for the better Obſervati- 
on of the Lord's Day, the publick Markets 
of this City, and at the Houſe of the Moor, 
which during Popery had been held on Sun- 
day; the former ſhould in Time to come be 


held on Saturday, and the latter on Thurſday; 


and, for the future, no Shops or Taverns be 
opened during divine Service, or Goods 
ſold, under the Pain of corporal Puniſh- 
ment; in like manner all Profaners of the 
Name of God were to be ſerved. And, to 
prevent committing Uncleanneſs in Taverns, 
which were then ſo many Bordel or Bawdy- 
houſes, occaſion'd by their being chiefly kept 
by Women; wheretore all Females were for- 
bidden to keep Taverns. 

During the Popiſh Hierarchy in Edinburgh, 
the Monks of St. Anthony received a Scotiſh 
Quart (an Engh/h Gallon) of Wine, out of 
each Tun brought into this City ; which be- 
ing given to the Poor, it is now yearly let 
with other Things belonging to the Citizens. 

Soon after, the Common Council covenant- 
ed and agreed with Murdoch Walker Maſon, 
to build the Town-wall from Leith Wynd to 
the End of the Nord Loch at the Foot of Li- 
berton's Wynd, with a Houſe thereon, for 
the Sum of Four Pounds ten Shillings Scotiſb 
Money the Rood, and Forty Shillings of 
the ſame Money for each Rood of the Bat- 
tlement. | 

That the Work of Reformation might 


not be retarded in Edinburgh, Sanderſon Dea- 


con of the Fleſhers or Butchers, was by the 
Council order'd to be carted for Adultery. 
This was ſo highly reſented by the Trades in 
general, as a Diſhonour to the whole, that 
they aſſembled in a tumultuous Manner, 
broke the Priſon, and diſcharged him. 

The Magiſtrates and Council juſtly reſent- 
ing this intolerable Infolence and Breach of 
their Privileges, applied to the Privy Coun- 
cil for Aſſiſtance to puniſh the Rioters. 
This, together with the apprehending and 
committing a Number of the ſaid Craftſ— 


men Priſoners to the Caftle, the ſeveral In- 


corporations wers ſo greatly intimidated, 
that the Deacons, apprehenſive of the im- 
pending Danger, preſented a Supplication 
to the Council, ſetting forth, That they and 
the chief Brethren of the Crafts of Edin- 
burgh, were come to declare their Innocence 
touching the late deteſtable Inſurrection by 
their's and the Council's wicked Enemies, 
and earneſtly to intreat them in the Name 
of God, that the Innocent might not ſuffer

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for the Crimes of the Guilty; and as they 
regarded the Welfare and Proſperity of the 
Town, all Thoughts of Revenge might be 
laid aſide, and brotherly Love ' reſtored ; 
promiſing” thenceforthʒ not only for them- 
ſelves bur for all in Subordination to them, 
all due Obediente and Submiſſion to the 
Magiſtrates and Council. And, to ſhew to 
all Men their Sincerity in this Affair, decla- 
red, in the Preſence of God, that with un- 
feigned Hearts they forgave all Offences ; 
and earneſtly deſired, that the wicked Au- 
thors of the preſent unhappy Difference may 
be expell'd the City. And, in the Name of 
God, intreated they might repair to the 
Lords of Privy Council, and ſolicit the Re- 
leaſement of their Brethren from their Im- 
priſonment in the Caſtle ; and to ſhew it is 
not their Blood you want, but to puniſh the 
Fugitives, who by their deſerting the Town 
manifeſt their Guilt. And we promiſe, in 
the Name of God, that we ſhall, to the ut- 
moſt of our Power, be aiding and aſſiſting 
in bringing the ſaid Criminals to Juſtice. 

The Conſideration of the above Supplica- 14. ibid. 
tion being deferr'd till next Council Day, 
when the aforeſaid Deacons and Maſters ap- 
pearing, they humbly beſought the Coun- 
cil, to intreat with the Duke and- other 
Members of the Privy Council in behalf of 
their Brethren in the Caſtle ; promiſing as 
before all Obedience and Submiſſion to the 
Magiſtrates in time coming, as mention'd in 
their Supplication aforeſaid ; which being at 
their Deſire publiſhed to the People, they ra- 
tified and confirmed the ſame in their Hear- 
ing, by holding up their Hands: Where- 
upon the ſaid Deacons and the Maſters were 
declared innocent, and acquitted from ha- 
ving had a hand in the ſaid Tumult. 

It having till this Time been a Cuſtom, Ibid. f. 62. 
whenever any of the Craftſmen of Edinburgh th Decem. 
were ſummoned to appear to anſwer for an 
Offence committed, he was accompanied 
by the ſeveral Corporations of Arts to aſſiſt 
him in his Defence; which frequently 0-- 
caſioning great Commotions, for preventing 
of which in Time coming, it was by the 
Council enacted, that no ſuch. Conventions 
ſhall aſſemble any Time hereafter, under 
the Penalty of the Loſs of their Freedom, 
and otherwiſe to be fined at the Diſcretion 
of the Magiſtrates. 

The Papiſts, both Prieſts and Laity, as Ibid. f. 76. 
injoined by the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, 24th March. 
repaired to the Proteſtant Churches, but, 
inſtead of joining in their Worſhip, indea- 
voured to ſeduce the new Converts; where- 
fore, in Company with Fornicators and A- 
dulterers, were by Proclamation ordered to 
depart the City within the Space of forty 
eight Hours. This Proceeding of the Ma- 
giſtrates was ſo highly reſented by the 
Queen, that ſhe ſent a Letter to the Com- 
mon Council of their unjuſt and rigorous 
Dealings; but it not being recorded in the 

Town- 
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Town-Re iſter, is probably loſt. However, 
the Papiſts depending on the Queen for 
Protection, ſhewed no more Regard-to the 
Proclamation, than the Council did to the 
Queen's Letter; for, inſtead of ſhewing the 
leaſt Reſpe& to it, publiſhed the ſaid Pro- 
clamation anew ; with this Difference; that 
in lieu of Forty eight Hours; they were now 
injoined to depart the Town and Liberties 
within the Space of Twenty four Hours; on 
the Pain of being carted, burnt on the 
Cheek; and baniſhed the City for ever. This 
nettled Mary to ſuch a Degree, that ſhe ſent 
the following Letter to the Council and

The Countil obeying Mary's Command, 
without waiting for her Recommendation,

divers Proteſtations were made againſt the 
Election, leſt it ſhould prove prejudicial to 
the Rights and Immunities of the Citizens, 
Mary, by this ſecond Diſappointment, being 
greatly inraged, which the Council recei- 
ving Intelligence of, ſuch was their Puſilla- 
nimity, that they attended and told her, that 
if the Perſons choſen were not to her liking, 
they would chuſe whomſoever ſhe pleaſed.

Town ; which is already burdened with a 
very great Expence in maintaining their

To obvi- 
ate this, and prevent the Execution of the 
wicked Deſigns of this perfidious Regicide, 
and moſt abandonedly impious and debauch- 
ed Miſcreant; divers of the principal No- 
bility upon this melancholy Occaſion, aſ- 
ſembled at the Town of Stirling, where they 
agreed upon, and entered into an Aſſocia- 
tion to revenge the King's Murder, and 
ſecure the Perſon of the Prince from the 
miſchievous Deſigns of this cruel, bloody;

This Aſſociation, which was called the

an Attack; and for whoſe Uſe were provi- 
ded Colours of black and white Taffity, 
with the Scotiſp Arms on one Side, and the 
Caſtle of Edinburgh or City Arms on the o- 
ther. And for their greater Security entered

As by this Aſſociation, Bothæell was not 


only compelled to fly the Kingdom, and,

made in ſuch Caſes; and ordered the Citi- 
zens to march to the Links of Leith in their 
Military Accoutrements, to a general Ren- 
devous to be held by them there on the ſame 
Day. 

45 after, the Town Council ſelected 
three of their Number, Commiſſioners to 
repreſent the City at the Coronation of 
James VI. at Stirling. | 

The Populace of Edinburgh being by the 
Magiſtrates prevented from making a Play, 
called Robinbood; which was prohibited by 
Act of Parliament; they aſſembled in a tu- 
multuous Manner, feized on the City-Gates, 
and committed divers Outrages, by inſult- 
ing the principal Inhabitants, and robbing 
Country People of their Money. Kyltone, 
a Shoemaker, one of the chiet Rioters, be- 
ing apprehended and tried, for robbing John 


Moubray, of a conſiderable Sum, was con- 


demned to be hanged 4 which his Accompli- 
ces indeavouring to prevent, a dangerous 
Inſurrection enſued : For the Mob aſſem- 
bling from all Parts, broke open the Priſon, 
and not only releaſed Ky/tone, but ſet at Li- 
berty all the other Priſoners, and deſtroyed 
the Gibbet whereon the ſaid Kyltone was to 
have been executed; and, intending to at- 
tack the Provoſt and Bailiffs, then fitting in 
the Town-clerk's Office; which they recei- 
ving Advice of, withdrew to the Tolbooth 
for better Security ; which the Rabble were 
no fooner appriſed of, than they hurried thi- 
ther, armed with Guns, Staves, and Stones, 
indeavoured to force open the Door; bur, 
meeting with unexpected Reſiſtance, were 
compelled to retire a little: However, they 
continued to ſhoot at, and throw Stones in 
at the Windows, and threatened all with De- 


' ſtruction. 


No Perſon appearing in behalf of the di- 
ſtreſſed Magiſtrates, they were obliged ro 
accept of the beſt Terms they could get ; 
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| which was by giving an Obligation not to 


proſecute any Perſon on account of this Se- 
dition; which being proclaimed at the Mar- 
ket-croſs, the Mob diſperſed, and the Ma- 
giſtrates went quietly home about Nine 
o'Clock at Night. Divers of the Nobility 
threatening to revenge this intolerable In- 
ſult on the Magiſtrates, many of the Rioters 
fled the Town; and being excommunicated 

the Church,; were to make Reparation 
to their injured Magiſtrates, and humbly 
apply to be re- admitted into the Chriſtian 
Fellowſhip:

Remark. The Regulations at this Time 
made by the Edinburg bers to prevent the Pro- 
pagation of the direful Malady, ſeems to be 
better than thoſe of many other Places on the 
like Occaſion: For by removing the People 
with their Furniture {Show their Houſes as 
ſoon as infectit, and cleanſing the ſame im- 
mediately after their Departure, were un- 
doubtedly very laudable and wiſe Precauti- 
ons. But, as I think ſomething may be ad- 
ded by way of Improvement, I ſhall venture 
to ſubjoin certain Regulations that may be 
uſed in this or any other Place, ſhould the 
Almighty be pleaſed (which God of his in- 
finite Mercy forbid) to viſit us with that ter- | 
rible and deſtructive Malady. WEL RE J 

1. That an Office or certain Place of 
Meeting be appointed in each Pariſh or 
Diſtrict as ſhall be judged moſt conveni- 
ent by the Common Council; who ſhall 
likewiſe appoint certain of the moſt judi- 
cious Citizens to attend therein, to give 
Directions in all Things neceſſary concern- 
ing the Plague in their reſpective Divi- 
ſions, 

2. That certain Phyſicians and Surgeons 
be appointed to attend in each of the ſaid 
Offices, to whom every Houſholder within 
their ſeveral Pariſhes or Diſtricts, ſhall, un- 
der the greateſt Penalty, be obliged to give 
Notice, as ſoon as a Perſon is ſeized with 
any Kind of Diſorder; to whom a Phyſician 
and Surgeon ſhall forthwith repair, to learn 
whether the Diſtemper be peſtilential; if it 
be, the People both ſick and well to be re- 
moved out of the Houſe ; the former to a 
Lazaretto, in Order for Cure, and the lat- 
ter to Places to perform Quarantine in; 
all Combuſtibles, apt to harbour and nouriſh 
peſtilential Atoms, whether Woolen, Lin- 
nen, Furrs, Feathers, Fc. be removed from 
the ſaid Houſes, and be deſtroyed by Fire at 
the Expence of the Town or Government; 
the Houſes to be cleanſed and fumigated - 
with Brimſtone, the Fumes whereof no 9 
Creature can withſtand, for they are equally 
deſtructive to all, whether Atoms, Inſects, 
or other Animals; the Windows to be laid 
open, and the ſeveral Houſes remain empty, 
for at leaſt the Space of a Month. 

3. If the Diſtemper be got to a Head be- 
fore proper Rules are made to ſtop its Pro- 
greſs, great Care muſt be taken, under the 
ſevereſt Penalty, to prevent the removing 
of Goods and Apparel ; which being chiefly 
done by Night, no Perſon muſt be ſuffered 


to walk the Streets without a Light; which 


will effectually diſcover the Tranſgreſſor, 
and put a Stop to the dangerous Practice. 
2 
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If the above Rules be carefully put in 
Execution, they cannot fail of having the 
deſired Effect, by putting an effectual Stop 
to the Plague, as has been happily experi- 
enced in divers Places. 5 

The Earl of Murray, Regent of the King- 


dom, being cruelly and barbarouſly mur- 


dered at Linlithgow; the News no ſooner 
reached Edinburgh, than it threw the City 
into the utmoſt Confuſion ; which octaſion- 
ed a ſtrong Guard to be kept both by Day 
and Night.

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a Deſign to leave Edinburgh, which the 
Town Council willing to prevent, ſent a De- 
putation of their Members to the Lord 
Chancellor, to intreat his Lordſhip, to uſe 
his Intereſt with the ſaid Lords not to leave 
the City; promiſing their utmoſt Aſſiſtance 
in the King's Affairs, and to do all in theit 
Power to revenge the ſaid Murder. 

The Crafts or Trades of the Town of 
Leith having choſen themſelves Deacons or 
Maſters of their ſaid Crafts; they were ſum- 
moned to appear before the Common Coun- 
cil of Edinburgh, for uſurping the Liberty 
of free Trades, by aſſuming the Appellations 
of Deacons within an unfree Town, to the 
great Hurt and Prejudice of the Edinburgh- 
ers their Superiors; wherefore they were or- 
dered to Priſon, therein to remain, till they 
renounced the Names of Deacons, and di- 
veſted themſelves of all Right and Preteri- 
ſion to the Claim of Freemen in their un- 
free Town of Leith. 

The Leithers, intimidated at theſe Pro- 
ceedings, appointed Fohn Kyle, Smith, one 
of the aforeſaid Deacons, to be their Speak- 
er; who, in Preſence of the Council (the 
other nominal Deacons being alfo preſent) 
declared for himſelf, and in Name of all 
the Crafts in Leith, that they would not diſ- 
pute the, Matter in Controverſy with the 
Council, but ſubmitted themſelves to them as 
their Lords and Superiors. Purſuant to this 
Declaration, a Decree was made by the faid 
Council to aſcertain the Rights of the Ci- 
tizens over their Vaſſals of Leith; which, for 
the ſeveral curious Particulars therein con- 
tained, I ſhall ſubjoin a Copy thereof as 
follows.

This Royal Miſſive being taken into Con- 
ſideration by the Town Council, they ſent a 
Deputation to attend the King at Stirling, 
with a Memorial, demonſtrating their Right 
to the ſaid Superiority. The City Deputies 
were graciouſly received by James, who, 
conſidering the many great and faithful Ser- 
vices done him by the Edinburgbers, de- 
clared, That inſtead of doing any Thing 
that would prove hurtful or prejudicial to 
them, he would contribute to their Welfare 
and Proſperity, as an Encouragement for 
them to perſevere in their good Services to 
him, adding, he would on that Occaſion 
write to the Regent in their Favour. 

There being great Reaſon to believe, that 
Commotions would arife in the Kingdom, 
from the Number of Troops raiſing and to 
be raiſed without the King's Conſent; for 
the preventing of which, and defeating the 
Deſigns of the Malecontents, the King ſent 
a Letter to the Common Council of Edin- 
burgh , whereof the following is a Copy.

George Douglas of Parkhead being both 
Provoſt of Eginburgh, and Governor of its 
Caſtle, a Fray happened in the ſaid Caſtle, 
wherein divers of the Edinburghers were kil- 
led; which ſo inraged the Citizens againſt 
Douglas, that the Privy Council judged it 
neceſſary to have him removed from the Of- 


 fice of Provoſt: and to that end wrote the 


Town Council to chuſe another in his ſtead 
without Delay; which bing taken into Con- 
ſideration, intreated they might have Time 
given them till the Monday following, ſeeing 
the greateſt Part of the Council were then 
out of the Kingdom. | 

But, inſtead of ſucceeding in their Re- 
queſt, the Privy Council diſcharged Dou- 
glas from the Office of Provoſt, and, by a 
Precept, injoined the Bailiffs and Council to 
chuſe another in his Place within the Space 
of three Hours, on the Pain of being de- 
clared Rebels, and put to the Horn. The 
Citizens, in obedience to this thundring In- 
junction, choſe Archibald Stewart to be their 
Provoſt till the uſual Time of Election, at 
Michaelmaſs. 

At this Time, the King commanded the 
Common Council of Edinburgh to ſend to 
Stirling One hundred of their choiceſt young 
Citizens, well accoutred, to guard his Per- 
fon during the ſitting of Parliament, at their 
own Expence; which ſhews that James hi- 
therto had no Guards of his own. 

Soon after, the Earls of Athol, Argyle, 
and Montroſe, by Letter, intreated the E- 
dinburghers to aſſiſt them to reſcue the King's 
Perſon from out of. the Hands of his Ene- 
mies, who detained him in the Caſtle of Stir- 
ling againſt his Will. 

The Common Council returned for An- 
ſwer, That their Town was the King's 
Burgh to which his Subjects had free Ac- 
ceſs; and as to the contending Parties, they 
had to do with neither, nor would they con- 
cern themſelves in that Affair, their Buſineſs 
being to ſcrve the King as faithful Subjects; 
and intreated their Lordſhips to diſband 
their Troops, and the Citizens would become

Purple Velvet. At the Weſt Port he was 
ſaluted by a Perſon repreſenting King Solo- 
mon, attended by a numerous Train in Few- 
% Habits, with the Two Women ſtriving 
for the Child: Thence proceeding to the 
Weſt Bow, ſuſpended therein, was a large 
poliſhed Brazen Globe; from which, in a 
Machine, deſcended a Cupid, who preſented 
him with the Keys of the City-gates, made 
of Silver, in a Silvern Baſon, (which is loſt 
but the T'wo Keys, with a Silvern Chain, are 
ſtill to be ſeen in the Town's Charter-houſe) 
accompanied with an excellent Concert of 
Muſick: and, arriving at the Tolbooth, 
was harangued by Perſons repreſenting 
Peace, Plenty, and ' Juſtice, in the Greek, 
Latin, and Scotiſh Languages; and, at his 
entering St, Giles's Church, was addreſſed by

clamations of the Citizens: At the Net herbot 


was erected the Nativity, and over it the Ge- 


nealogies of the Scotiſb Kings, from Fergus I. 
During the Proceſſion, the Streets were be- 
ſtrewed with Flowers, while the Ordnance 
in the Caſtle loudly proclaimed his Wel- 
come. 

The Records of Edinburgb at this Time 
ſeem to have been in great Diſorder, and 
the Tranſactions of the Common Council 
kept in ſuch a lax and irregular Manner, as 
not to deſerve the Appellation of Regiſters; 
which in ſome meaſure appears by the firſt 
of the preſent Records, wrote on this Occa- 
ſion; which is a Collection chiefly made from 
Scraps of Paper, caſually pick'd up, rather 
than from regular and well kept Regiſters : 
and thoſe too, to the Reproach of Gutbry, 
the Town Clerk, {employed to make the 
new Regiſters) are entered in a very con- 
fuſed and irregular Manner. 

To redreſs the above Grievance, and put 
the City Archives under a better Regula-

to be relieved every Twenty four Hours. 
Remark. By che numerous Calls made on 

the diſtreſſed Edinburghers by the King on 


all Occaſions, and for all Services, they ſeem 


to have been partially madg the Drudges or 
Slaves of the Government; and for aught 
appears, without the leaſt Recompence or 
Reward, either for Expences or Loſs of 
Time. However, the injured Citizens were 
forced to comply with the arbitrary Com- 


mands of the King, who ſoon after had a 


continued nightly Watch of Thirty of the 
Edinburghers to guard him by Night at the 
Town's Expence, according to Cuſtom. | 

During the Popiſh Hierarchy in Scotland, 
the Bible was but little known; and ſincg 
the Introduction of the Reformed Religion 
into this Country,; the Time being but 
ſhort, and few Bibles to be had; but now 
they being eaſily to be got, the Common 
Council, by a Proclamation, ſtrictly injoined 
all Houſholders and ſubſtantial Inhabitants 
of this City, to keep Bibles in their Houſes, 
for their better Information in theScriptures, 
under the Penalty appointed by an Act of 
Parliament. And the ſaid Council ſoon at- 
ter ordered a Proſecution to be commenced 
againſt the Contraveeners of the ſaid Injun- 
ction. 

Now Troubles beginning to ariſe, the 
Duke of Lenox repaired to the Common 
Council, and acquainted them that the King 
being detained Priſoner by the Earls of Gow- 
ry and Mar, and Maſter of Glames, deſired 
them to concur with him in writing to the 
neighbouring Barons, to aſſemble in Edin- 
burgh, to concert proper Meaſures to be ta- 
ken in the preſent dangerous Situation of 


Affairs; and in the mean time, ſhould his | 


Enemies indeavour to apprehend him, how 
would they behave on that Occaſion ? 

The Council taking this Affair into Con- 
ſideration, returned for Anſwer, That they 
could not take upon them to write to the 
Barops; but if his Grace thought proper 
to do it, intreated he would pleaſe to deſire 


them only to bring their Domeſticks along 


„ ouſlie, as our gude Subjects, of 


with them to Edinburgb; and as to the laſt, 
they could not reſolve till they were fully ſa- 
tisfied of the King's being in Dureſs; which 
if true, they would ſpare for no Coſt or 
Danger to releaſe their Sovereign. 

The King being informed of the Combi- 
nations amongſt the Nobility, ſent a Letter 
to the Town Council of Edinburgh, of which

The Court perſevering in their arbitrary 
and tyrannical Proceedings, without regard 
to Juſtice or the Rights of the People, 
wrote to the Common Council of Edinburgh 
to chooſe one of the Three Perſons named 
by the King to be their Provoſt, and out of 
the other Seven Perſons therein named, their 
Bailiffs and Dean of Gild. But the Council 
willing to revive their dying Liberties, as

King. But this Conduct of the Citizens not 
being approved of, the King ſent them Two 
Letters concerning the approaching Election 
of their Magiſtrates: In the firſt whereof, 
they were commanded to chuſe ſuch Perſons 
as have been ſincerely attached to the Royal 
Intereſt ſince his Coronation. And in the 
ſecond, were injoined to continue their pre- 
ſent Provoſt, and to elect for their Bailiffs 
the Perſons therein named. 

Remark. The Edinburgbers might reaſon-

The King having granted a Leaſe of his 
Mines to one Roch a Foreigner, the Citizens 
of Edinburgh became Sureties for his per- 
forming of Articles. % 
Though the Daughters of the Citizens of 
Edinburgh, by the antient Conſtitutions of 
the City, were intitled to the Freedom of 
the Town, as were all Non-freemen who 
married them; yet it was at this Time, by 
the Common Council enacted, that if Wo- 
men who never had been married, were 
Whores, or not reputed pure Virgins at the 
Time of Marriage, they ſhould not only 
forfeit their Right of Freedom, but their 
Huſbands ſhould not be intitled to theirs, by 
Virtue of their Marriages. 
Remark. This is ſurely one of the moſt 
abſurd, ridiculous, unjuſt and impolitick 
Acts that ever was deviſed; for it not only 
gave a Handle to wicked and malitious Per- 
ſons to defame innocent and virtuous young 
Women againſt whom they had a Pique, 


whereby they were not only deprived of their 


good Character, but rendered incapable of 
injoying the Freedom of the City, which 
was their Birth- right] Beſides, it was doin 
the greateſt Injuſtice to the unhappy Hut 
band of ſuch a Woman, to deprive him of 
his Freedom, which was the Conſideration 
induced him to marry ! For, inſtead of ſpoil- 
ing him of the Prize, it would have been 
much better Policy to have granted him 
ſomething, by way of Equivalent, for the 
Reproach incurred by his unfortunate Mar- 
riage. And by this fooliſh and wicked Act, 
the unhappy Family were, as it were, brand- 
ed with an indelible Mark of Infamy du- 
ring their Lives, and their Children after 
them. 

In the preceeding Year, at the uſual Time

ed the Common Council to chuſe Alexander 
Clerk into that Office, and the Perſons a- 
bove named for their Bailiffs. 

-- Remark. It was undoubtedly a very good 
and laudable Office in the King to accom- 
modate Differences amongſt his People ; but 
to inſlave them at the Expence of the Laws, 
Juſtice, Honour, and the Decreet-arbitral, 
juſt made by himſelf, is a Crime of ſo deep 
a Dye, as is only fit to be practiſed by the 
moſt abandoned of Men! Many other In- 
ſtances might be brought to ſhew the wic- 
ked Practices of the Court in this Reign, a- 
gainſt the injured, 3 and diſtreſſed 
Edinburgbers; but thoſe already mentioned 
ſhall ſuffice to prevent the diſagreeable Of- 
fice of recounting the weak and wicked Roy- 
al Tranſactions of thoſe Times. 

The Merchants and Freemen of Edinburgh 
having hitherto paid no Cuſtom at the Port of 
Leitb, although by the Town's Infeftment they 
ought, which proving very prejudicial to the 
Common Good; it was therefore at this 
Time by the Common Council enacted, 
that all Freemen ſhall, in Time coming, 
pay the ſeveral petty Duties according to the 
Cuſtom Rolls. 

At this Time the Edinburgbers intertained 
La Motte, the French Ambaſſador, in a very 
ſumptuous Manner, at the Expence of One 
hundred and ſixty two Pounds, ten Shil- 
lings and nine Pence, Scoti/þ Money. 

The Town of Stirling being ſurpriſed and 


taken by certain Rebels, the Edinburghers, 


to ſhew their Loyalty on this Occaſion, not 
only ſelected Five hundred of their beſt Men 
to march with the King to retake the ſame, 
but lent him the Sum of Four thouſand 
Pounds, Scotiſb Money, to forward the Ex- 
pedition. | 

The Town Council, for the greater Ho- 
nour of the City, ordered that the Provoſt, 


its chief Magiſtrate and Repreſentative in

Edinburgh at this time was greatly peſtered Ibid. f 139, = 
with Stacks of Heather, Broom, Whins, 7th Dec.

as well as the Town in general; one where- 
of in Peebles Wynd was fired by Night, 
whether by Deſign or caſually, is unknown.

very Craftſman out of Trade, to be reckoned 
worth One thouſand Merks of the ſame Mo- 
ney.

The Common Council at this time ſeems 
to have been inſpired with a mighty Zeal 
for Religion, by ordering all Shops to be 
ſhut up on the Wedneſdays and Fridays, no 
Perſon to go to a Tavern, or walk in the 
Streets in Service Time, but all to go to 
Church, under the Penalty of Eighteen 
Shillings for the firſt Fault, Forty Shillings 
the ſecond, and Five Pounds the third, 
Scotiſh Money. 

The Aſhes, Duſt and Dirt of the Streets 
of Edinburgh, being, by an Act of Com- 
mon Council in the Year 1742, put up 
by publick Roup or Auction, to be diſ- 

ſed of for the Benefit of the City; which 
— let for a conſiderable yearly Sum, it 
was generally believed to be the firſt Time 
of its being let. That this is a Miſtake, is 
evident by an Act of the ſaid Council of this 
Year, which ordered the ſame to be rouped, 
or put up by Auction. | | 

At this Time, the Common Council paſ- 
ſed an Act, as favourable to the Citizens 
Daughters; as it was an unparalleled Hard- 
ſhip on the young Citizens after the Expi- 
ration of their Apprenticeſhips z which was, 
That every young Man, who, after the 
accompliſhing his Servitude, ſhall marr 
his Maſter's Daughter, or the Daughter of 
any other Freeman, he ſhall, by virtue of 
fuch Marriage, be immediately admitted a

a Stranger or Non-freeman, he ſhall not

other ;- but, as you are there, if you will 


obey the Charge given, by remembering 
my Mother in your Prayers, you may go 
on. Cowper anſwered, he would do as the 
Spirit of God ſhould direct him. Whereup- 
on, being commanded to leave the Pulpit, 
ſeemed unwilling to obey; which being ob-

Remark, This is a Piece of Wickedneſs, 
of ſo flagrant and black a Dye, that it needs

At this Time, Sixty three Acres and an 
half of the arable Parts of the Common 


Moor, were by the Town Council ordered 


to be ſet in Feu to the Citizens; for which 
the Feuers were to pay in Entry-money, the 
Sum of Two thouſand three hundred Merks 
Scotiſh Money ; and every Heir, at his En- 
try thereto, to pay for each Acre in the 
Eaſtern Moor, the Sum of Two Pounds, 
and in the Weſtern Moor, 'Two Merks of 
the ſame Maney yearly. 

The Conditions were, that the Purchaſers 
ſhould be Citizens inhabiting Edinburgh, 
paying Scot and bearing Lot; andy if the 
Heir of a Purchaſer do not become a Bur- 
geſs, or not reſide in the Town with his 
Family as an Inhabitant, paying Scot and 
bearing Lot as aforeſaid, he ſhall be obliged 
to diſpoſe of the Acres deſcended to him, to 
a Freeman, who ſhall agree to the Terms 
above mentioned ; which Lands are intailed 
both on Males and Females. 

At this Time, Perſecution running high 
in Edinburgh againſt Papiſts, the Proprie- 
tors of the ſeveral Houſes, were by Procla- 
mation injoined by the Common Council to 
turn out of their ſaid Houſes, at the Term 
of J/hitſunday, all Papiſts, accompanied with 
the deteſtable Bands of Whores, Thieves, 
and abandoned Profligates. 

Soon after, the Edinburghers intertained 
the King and his Nobility at the Market-

cings were not only made by the Citizens on * 


that Occaſion, but the Common Council 
preſented the King with ten Tuns of Wine 
for the 2 Prince's Baptiſm; and ſoon af- 
ter, cauſed one hundred of the Inhabitants, 
richly accoutred, to march to Stirling, as a 
Guard to attend the Ceremony. 


Soon after, the Earls of Angus, Huntly, Spotſ. Hit, 
and Arrol, Popiſh Lords, being in Rebel- Ch. Scot. B.6. 


lion in the Northern Parts of the Kingdom, 
three hundred Edinburghers were ordered to 
be raiſed to help to reduce them; and by 
the Citizens marching out with the King a- 
gainſt Lord Bothwell, broke his Meaſures 
intirely, without an Ingagement : For, 
though Bothwell juſt before had the good 
Fortune to rout the Royal Cavalry, com- 
manded by Lord Hume, in Sight of the 
Edinburgbers; yet, inſtead of advancing to 
attack them, retired and diſbanded his 
Troops. It is nevertheleſs believed, that 
had he advanced and attacked James's Infan- 
try in their Panick, he would have like- 
wiſe, in all Probability, routed them, and 
taken the King Priſoner.

n Conſideration of the great Services 
by the Edinburgbers, 
the King, to honour them, invited their Ma- 
giſtrates to the Chriſtening of the Princeſs, 
(Elizabeth, fince Queen of Bohemia) his 
Daughter. The Town Council, in return 
for this great Honour, obliged themſelves 
and Succeſſors, to pay to the ſaid Princeſs, 
on the Day of her Marriage, the Sum of 
Ten thouſand Merks, Scotiſb Money; which 
was accordingly paid in the Year 1613, 
with an Addition of Five thouſand Marks, 
to make the ſame Ten thouſand Pounds. 

The King being highly inraged againſt 
the Miniſters of Edinburgh, for the nume- 
rous Aſperſions and ſeditious Reflexions in 
their Sermons, againſt himſelf, and the Of- 
ficers of his Court, reſolved to redreſs the 
ſame by proſecuting the greateſt Offenders 
before the Privy Council. 
Miniſters, to the utmoſt of their Power in- 
deavoured to prevent ; by alledging, that 
their Miſbehaviour in the Pulpit, was only 
cogniſable in their own Courts of Preſby- 
tery, Synods, and General Aſſembly. This, 
James would by no Means admit, as being 
contrary to the eſtabliſhed Laws of the King- 
dom. Beſides, by former Experience, there 
was little Reaſon to expect they would with 
Impartiality proceed againſt their Brethren, 
eſpecially in Matters of Treaſon. 

The Difference between the Court and Mi- 
niſters continuing to increaſe, divers falſe Re- 


. ports were raiſed to widen the Breach; one 


whereof was, that ſtrong Guards were to be 
placed round the Miniſters Houſes, to pre- 
vent Violence to their Perſons. This being by 
the King regarded as a Contrivance of the 
Miniſters, to bring an Odium on, and in- 
cenſe the People againſt him ; it was there- 
fore judged neceſſary to remove certain of 
the moſt factious Citizens out of the Town; 
purſuant to which, Twenty four: of the In- 
habitants, moſt ſtrongly attached to the Mi- 


niſters, were ordered to depart the City 


within the Space of fix Hours. This, *twas 
thought, would be highly reſented by the 


. Miniſters 3' and to add to their Fears, they 


were, by a fictitious Letter, ſent to Robert 
Bruce, one of their Body, cautioned to look 


to themſelves; for Huntly (their great Ene- 
my) who was late with the King the Night |

This Letter | 
ter Balcanguell, whoſe Turn it was to preach 
that Day, who, believing it to be genuine; 
acquainted the 'People of the great Danger 
they were in; and gave them a long Detail 
of the treacherous Forms (as he called them) 
of the Court-againſt them ; and, in the moſt 
opprobrious Terms, bitterly inveighed a- 
gainſt the Preſident, Comptroller, and Ad- 
vocate, as the chief Inſtruments of their Suf- 
ferings and Danger. Arid, addreſſing him- 
ſelf to the Nobility then preſent, reminded 
them of the ſincere Attachment and great 
Zeal ſhewn by their Predeceſſors in planting 
Religion, and exhorted them to ſhew the 
like Courage and Conſtancy in its Defence 
and having finiſhed his Diſcourſe, intreated 
the Nobility and Gentry to meet in the Little 
(Tolbooth) Church, to deliberate on their 
preſent Circumſtances. 


Beſides the Lords and Gentlemen who 14. ibid. 


met on this Occaſion, a vaſt Number of Ci- 
tizens repaired thither; to whom Robert 
Bruce, one of the Miniſters, declared the 
great Danger the Church was in, by the 
Return of the Popiſh Lords which had been 


repreſented to the King; but, inſtead of Re- 


dreſs, one of their Brethren was queſtioned 
concerning his Preaching ;z and now the beſt 
of their People were charged to leave the 
Town, whereby they had Reaſon to ſuſpect 
worſe Practices; therefore intreated them to 
interceed with the King that they might be 
ſuffered to ſerve God without Moleſtation. 


Purſuant to this, a Petition was drawn 1d. ibid, 


up to be preſented to the King, by Six Per- 
ſons appointed for that Purpoſe, viz. Two 
Noblemen, Two Gentlemen, and TwWOo Mi- 
niſters. On the Day the Petition was to be 

preſented, the King happened to come to 
the Court of Seſſion then ſitting in the Tol- 


per Room, the Perſons with the Petition 
were admitted to an Audience; when Bruce, 
one of the Miniſters, acquainted him, That 
they were ſent by the Noblemen and Ba- 
© rons conveened in the Little Church, to 
e bemoan the Danger threatned to Religion, 
by the Dealing that was againſt the Mini- 
e ſters and true Profeſſors.” What Dangers 
ſee you, ſaid the King? Under commu- 
„ning, ſaid Bruce, our beſt affected People, 
that tender Religion, are diſcharged the 
Town; the Lady Hunth, a profeſſed Pa- 
piſt, maintained at Court, ad it is ſuſpect- 
ed that her Huſband is not far off.” The 
King, without anſwering, aſked who they 
were that durſt convene againſt his Procla- 
mation? Lord Lind/ay, in a Paſſion, an- 
fwered, © That they durſt do .more than 
that, and would not ſuffer Religion to be

ther Courſe muſt be taken. No Courſe, 
<« ſaid Lord. Lindſay, but one, let us ſtay 
together that are here, and He to 
© take one Part, and advertiſe. our Friends 
0 and the Favourers of Religion to come to 
us, for it ſhall be either theirs or ours.” 
This Speech occaſioned a great Clamour 
and Noiſe, and the Sedition increaling, 


ſome cried, To Arms; others, Bring out 


Haman; and ſome, T he Sword of the Lord 
and Gideon. And ſo great was the Fury of 
the inraged Multitude, that, had they not 
been reſtrained by that worthy Citizen, Jahn 
Watt the Deacon Conveener (who at this 
dangerous Juncture aſſembled the Crafts or 
City Incorporations) they would undoubted- 
ly have forced the Door, and probably have 
deſtrayed the King and all that were with 
him. And Sir Alexander Hume the Provoſt, 
though 
ing of the Inſurrection, haſtened to the 
Tolbooth, and prevailed on the Mob to lay 
down their Arms, and return to their reſpe- 


The King, under the greateſt Apprehen- 
ſion of Danger, as well may be conceiyed, 
ordered the Earl of Mar, Lord Pittenweem, 
and Laird of Traquhair, to repair. to the 
Miniſters, and learn the Cauſe of the Tu- 
mult. They anſwered, the Cauſe, as they 
1magined, was the King's refuſing - to. hear 
their Petition, Mar replied, That his Ma- 


jeſty was ever ready to hear the Petitions of 


his People, were they delivered in a duti- 
ful Manner; wherefore they would do well 
to apply to his Majeſty in that Way, for a 
Remedy in ſuch Things as they thought 
themſelves aggrieved in. Purſuant to this 
Advice, they returned to the Church, where, 
atter a ſhort Deliberation, they ſent Lord 
Forbes, Laird of Bargeny, and Robert Pol- 
lock, to deliver their Petition; the Tenor 
whereof was as follows : f 

I. * That all which hath been done in 
© prejudice of the Church the laſt four or 
* five Weeks might be reſcinded. 2. That 
in the Things which concerned the Church, 
<< the Preſident,. Controller, and Advocate, 
* ſhould have no Voice, as being ſuſpected 
<< in Religion, and oppoſite Enemies to the 
Church. 3. That the Citizens of Edin- 
burgh, who were charged to leave the 
© Town, might be admitted to ſtay at home, 
upon Surety to appear whenſoever they 
are called for.” To which the King an- 
ſwered, That his Doings had been greatly

' * miſtaken by the Miniſters, and that Con- 


** troyerlies were moved againſt his Will; 
ſohe wiſhed for nothing more than to have 


greatly indiſpoſed in Bed, on hear- 
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te them quietly ſercled ; but that it could not 
„ ftand with his Honour to reſcind ſo haſti- 
ly the Concluſions taken in Council, nor 
& to remove Counſellors from their Places 
t upon naked Suſpicions, except ſomewhat 
* could be yerified that might diſable them. 
« At Afternoon he ſhould call the Council, 
* and ſatisfy them in every thing, which 
* with; Reaſon they could deſire. For the 
“ Citizens, (he ſaid) that the Supplications 
* made in their behalf, would come better 
e from. the Proyeſt and Baillies of the 
* Town, and the ſame upon their Petition 
<« ſhould be granted.” 

Having proceeded this far, the King, 
with his Lords, repaired to the Palace of 
Holyroodhou/e, in a quiet and peaceable Man- 
ner, and the Miniſters with their Lords and 
People to the Church, where, in a ſhort time 9 
they drew up certain Articles, to be preſent- 1 
ed to the King and Council, and appointed 1 
Three Gentlemen and Two Miniſters to de- Ws / 
liver them, whereof the following is a Copy. 

In moſt humble Manner, We the Noble- 14. ipid 
men, Barons, Gentlemen, Burgeſſes and 0p

3. * That the Acts of Council, Procla- 


« mations, Decrees and Interloquitors, paſ-

« ed and annulled.” - | | 

4. That the Commiſſioners of the 
« Church be recalled by Proclamation, and 
the Burgeſſes of the Town permitted to 
e remain and attend their Callings.“ | 

5. That the Bond adviſed by the fore- 
« {aid Enemies, to be ſubſcribed by all the 
« Miniſters under the Pain of loſing their 
« Benefices and Stipends, be diſcharged ; 
e ſeeing the ſame is prejudicial to the Goſ- 
« pel, and that Commiſſion now in Uſe to 
modify Stipends for the preſent Years.” 

6. © That an Act of Council be made, 
« allowing the Proceedings of the Church, 
& and the Concurrence given them by the 
« Noblemen, Barons; and others, in the

The late unparalelled Inſult on the King 
was ſo highly reſented by the Privy Coun- 
cil, that they reſolved not to receive the a- 
bove Articles; and to put a Gloſs upon 
their Proceedings in that Reſpect, found 
Means to prevail upon the principal Per- 
ſons who were to preſent it to decline the 
fame and the Time for its Delivery being 
elapſed, the Court ſet out early next Morn- 
ing for Lizlithgow; and ſoon after, the fol- 
lowing Proclaination was publiſhed at the 
Market-croſs of Edinburgh, | 

<« That the King conſidering, the late trea- 
<« ſonable Uproar, moved by certain facti- 
uus Perſons of the Miniſtry of Edinburgh, 
&« who, after they had uttered the moſt ſe- 
% ditious Speeches in the Pulpit, did con- 
« vene a Number of Noblemen, Barons, 
« and others in the Little Church, and ſent 
„ ſome of their Number to his Majeſty, 
being then in the upper Seſſion-houſe, u- 
* ſing him in a moſt ereverent Manner, and 


with Speeches ill-beſeeming any Sub- 


* ject; and, that a Multitude of the Townſ- 
* men, by Perſuaſion of the ſaid Miniſtry, 
* had treaſonably put themſelves in Armes

* of Juſtice; had therefore ordained the

This Proclamation, together with the Ibid.p.430: | 


Court's ſudden Departure trom Edinburgh, 
made the Citizens fully ſenſible of their 
late rebellious Inſult on the King, into which 
they had been inadvertently led by their fa- 
ctious Miniſters. . In this dangerous Situa- 
tion of Affairs, the Common Council, in 
the utmoſt Diſtraction, knew not what to 
reſolve on; at laſt, judged it the ſafeſt Way 
quietly to wait the King's Reſolution, in 
reſpect to the Town. But the Miniſters 
conſcious of their Guilt, as being the Au- 
thors of the late dangerous and deteſtable 
Inſurrection and Inſult, inſtead of expreſſing 
their Sorrow for what happened, or to in- 
deavour to extinguiſh the Flame, added Fu- 
el to the Fire, by keeping their Friends the 
Nobility and Gentry together in Town; 
and to ſtrengthen themſelves, wrote to their 
Friends in the Country to come and join them, 
and propoſed the forming an Aſſociation. 
To this the Edinburghers excuſed themſelves 
from entering into a treaſonable Combina- 
tion againſt their Sovereign, whoſe Indigna- 
tion they had already too much incurred on 
their Account. This Deportment of the 
Citizens greatly retarded the intended Aſſo- 
ciation. , 


However, the reſtleſs Miniſters; to for- 1d. ibid. 


tify themſelves in the beſt Manner they 
could, - judged it neceſſary, that their Bre- 
thren, from all Parts of the Kingdom, with 
their Friends, ſhould be invited to repair to 
Edinburgh; and that they in the interim 
ſhould write to Lord Hamilton, and the 
Laird of Balcleuch to come and join them. 
The Letter which was written by Robert 
Bruce, one of the ſaid Miniſters, and ſigned 
by him and his Colleague, is impious to- 
wards God, as well as rebellious againſt the 
King, as appears by its Contents; wherein, 
amongſt other Things, he ſays, That 
the People animated by the Word and 
% Motion of God's Spirit, had gone to 
Armes; and that the godly Barons and 
other Gentlemen that were in Town, had 
„ convened themſelves, and taken on them 
the Patrocine of the Church and her 
* Cauſe; only they lacked a Head and ſpe- 
* cial Nobleman to countenance the Matter: 
* and, ſince, with one Conſent, they had 
© made Choice of his Lordſhip, their De- 
c fire was, that he ſhould come to Edin- 
e ghurgbh with all Diligence, and utter his Af- 
« fection to the good Caule, accepting the 
«© Honour which was offered unto him.” 
Hamilton deteſting this wicked and trai- 
terous Conſpiracy, took a Copy of the Let- 
ter, and returned the Original to the Bearer ; 
and inſtead of going to Edinburgh, repaired 
to Linithgow, and ſhewed it to the King,

« Diſhonour done him; providing they ſhould 
* not be deemed guilty of the Crime.“ But 
James admitting of no Juſtification, ſaid, 
That fair and humble Words could not 
& excuſe ſuch a Fault; and that he ſhould 
* come ere it were long, and let them know 
„ he was their King.“ | 

This threw the Edinburghers into the great- 
eſt Confuſion ; but when they received News 
of the Privy CounciPs having declared the 
late Tumult tobe High Treaſon, and the De- 
viſers, Executors, and Partakers to be Trai- 
tors: and alſo, all ſuch that ſhould thereafte 
be aiding or aſſiſting to the Perſons concern- 
ed therein. This Declaration plunged the Ci- 
tizens into the utmoſt Deſpair, who now ex- 
pected nothing but Deſtruction; all the 
Judicatories being removed to the Town of 
Leith, the Court of Seſſion to Perth, their 
Miniſters fled, the Magiſtrates not regard- 
ed, and their greateſt Enemies about the 
King. 

In this melancholy Situation of Affairs,

Parliament, the King lay at Leitb, and on 
the firſt of January, in the Morning, entring

This Letter was very acceptable to the 
King; for, though he knew the Offence to 
be capital, yet, inſtead of uſing Rigour, only 
intended to ſecure the Obedience of his Sub- 
jects, by taking Advantage of the preſent Si- 


tuation of Affairs: To which End, the Par- g 


liament having declared the Tumult to be 
High Treaſon, it was reſolved to commence 
a criminal Proceſs againſt the Town, and to 
charge the Common Council as its Repre- 
ſentatives to ſurrender themſelves Priſoners 
at the Town of Perth, before the firſt Day 
of the approaching Month of February, there 
to remain in Cuſtody, till either acquitted 
or caſt by Law. 

The Time allowed to ſurrender them- 
ſelves not being ſufficient, the Edinburghers 
on their petitioning, were not only favoured 
by having the Time for their Appearing at 
Perth prolonged to the firſt Day of March ; 
but, inſtead of the whole Town Council's 
entering themſelves Priſoners, Thirteen of 
their Number were accepted; namely, Two 
Bailiffs, the Dean of Gild, Treaſurer, Four 
of the principal Deacons, Four of the Coun- 
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 ſellors; and one of the Town-Cletks,/ wh 


being called on the Fifth of the ſaid Month, 
produced a Procuratory, or Commiſſion un- 
der the Town's. Seal, ſigned by the Town- 
Clerks ; which being read, were aſked, if 
all named in the Commiſſion were preſent, 
it was anſwered they were, excluſive of Wil- 
liam Maul, who had received his -Majeſty's 
Letter of Diſpenſation, which they produ- 
ced; but it being granted on the 11th of 
January preceeding the Anſwer to their Pe- 
tition, wherein it was expreſsly ordained, 
that the ſaid Thirteen Citizens ſhould ap- 
pear, wherefore the Diſpenſation was decla- 
red void; and, for not complying with the 
ſaid Ordinance, the Town was denounced, . 
the Inhabitants declared Rebels, and the 
City-revenues ſequeſtred to the King's Uſe. 
The Edinburgbers now plunged into an A- 
byſs of Miſery, the Magiſtrates reſigned 
their Offices; and being ſometime before de- 
ſerted by their Miniſters, the Churches and 
City- courts being ſhut up, were deprived 
both of ſpiritual and temporal Government. 
In this State of Anarchy or Confuſion,

ed the Town by Night, it was found both 

troubleſome and expenſive to them ; where- 
fore the Common Council appointed Thirty

Common Council enacted, that no Perſon 
be admitted a Freeman or Burgeſs of Edin- 
burgh, but Perfons of Reputation and Sub- 
ſtance ; and every one, on his or her being 
received into the Freedorh of the City, ſhall 
pay the Sum of One hundred Merks, Scotiſb 
Money, beſides the Upſet and common 
Fees. And every Perſon, on his becoming 
a Gild-brother; to pay the Sum of One hun- 
dred Pounds of the ſaid Money. 

The Peſtilence raging in Edinburgh, it 
was by the King judged neceſfary timely to 
provide for the Government of the City, 
and for that Purpoſe ſent a Letter to the Ma- 
giſtrates; of which the following is a Copy.

This being a Time of great Tribulation 
and Horrour, it was judged neceſſary to 
compel thoſe who ſhould be choſen Magi- 
ſtrates for the ſucceeding Year, to ſerve, 
under the Pain of Rebellion; and, to pre- 
vent the Deſtruction of the City for want of 
Government on this melancholy Occaſion, 
the following Act of Privy Council was 
made, to oblige thoſe choſen into Offices to 
ſerve.

The Edinburghers, out of a ſtrong Propenſi- 
ty to become Superiors of the Town of Leith, 
appointed certain Commiſſioners to treat 
with Jean Fleming, Lady Caſſills, and Lord 
Thirleſtane, for purchaſing of them the Re- 
verſion of the Superiority of the ſaid Town, 
and all other Rights they might have rela- 
ting thereto. But, being informed that the 


. Leithers were in Treaty with the ſaid Lady, 


for her Intereſt in this Affair, they were ſei- 
zed with great Surprize, inſomuch that the 
Common Council ordered John Hay, their 
Deputy Town-Clerk forthwith to repair to 
England, and to uſe his utmoſt Indeavours 
at Court to thwart the Leithers in their De- 
ſign, and to leave no Means unattempted 
to obtain the ſaid Reverſion for their Uſe. 


This Affair, by proper Application, was Tbid. f. 164, 
managed with ſuch Addreſs and Succeſs, that 28th Dec. 


the aforeſaid Reverſion was purchaſed for the 
Edinburghers (to the no ſmall Regret of the 
Leithers) and the Sum of Fourteen thouſand 
Merks ordered to be paid to Lord Thirleſtane 
for his Intereſtin the fi Reverſion : And al- 
though Application was by the Town Coun- 
cil ordered to be made to the above named 
Lady Caſſills for her Intereſt in this Affair, 
yet I could not, in the Records of Council, 
diſcover any Money paid to her on that Ac-

count: But, that the Sum paid to her on this 


Occaſion muſt have been very conſiderable, 
is manifeſt; for the Leithers, by their A- 
gent Robert Lindſay, made the ſaid Lady 
Caffills a Tender of Six thouſand Merks for 
the ſaid Reverſion; which was done by 
Conſent of the King, on the Twenty fourth 
Day of December, anno 1604 ; wherefore I 
think it may not improperly be ſuppoſed 
that Thirleftane bought Caſſills's Intereſt in the 
ſaid Reverſion. Be that as it will, I ſhall 
reckon Six thouſand Merks ; which, together 
with the Money paid to Queen Mary and 
Thirleſtane on that account, it appears that the 
Superiority of Leith coſt the Edinburgbers the 
Sum of Thirty thouſand Merks, Scotiſb Mo- 
ney. 

Edinburgb at this Time appears to have 
been in very great Diſtreſs; for by the

creaſed to ſuch a Degree, that they were 
reduced to great Straits : And, the Town's 
Revenues on this melancholy Occaſion not 
being paid, the Town Council were at a 
Loſs how to provide for them. But, in this 
great Difficulty, being reminded that, ſome 
Time before, a Collection was made for 
relieving the City of Geneva, amounting 
to the Sum of Two thouſand four hundred 
Pounds; which lying in the Hands of Wil- 
liam Speir, was by this dreadful Viſitation 
rendered uſeleſs. The Council ordered the 
ſaid Speir to pay the ſaid Money to the Bail. 
lies of the Town, to be by them, employed 
in ſupport of the ſaid Poor; obliging them- 
ſelves not only to indemnify Speir, but to 
repay the ſaid Sum to the Uſe it was in- 
tended. 

In this Year the following Ordinance was 
made by the Lords of Council and Seſſion, 
with a View to the publick Good.

Remark. This by ſome may probably be 
thought a very unjuſt, as well as an impolitick 
Act, in making no Diſtinction between an ho- 


neſt induſtrious Perſon ruined by Misfortunes 


in Trade, and one who through Indolence, Lu- 
xury, and Extravagance, has profuſely ſpent 
his Creditors Money: For the former, inſtead 
of being expoſed and puniſhed, was juſtly in- 
titled to the Compaſſion of all Men; and, 
though the Jatter ought to be ſeverely cha- 
ſtiſed for his Wickedneſs, yet it was the 
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Height of Indiſcretion and Imprudence to 
do it in ſo publick a Manner, eſpecially to 
make it, as it were, perpetual, by obliging 
the Tranſgreſſor to wear a yellow Hat or 
Bonnet of Reproach, whereby he was render- 
ed both infamous and odious to the People; 
inſomuch, that inſtead of getting into freſh 
Credit, and by that into Buſineſs, whereby 
he might have had an Opportunity of pay- 
ing Part, nay, perhaps all his Debts (of 
which there are many Inſtances) he was de- 
3 of all Means of ſubſiſting other than 
y begging or ſtealing; whereby he either 

became a Burden to, or a Robber of his 
Country. |

City, granted them a Duty of Four Pounds, 
Scotiſh Money, on every Tun of Wine fold 
within Edinburgh; and, for the Honour of 
the Citizens, impowered them to carry a 
Sword before their chief Magiſtrate. the Pro- 
voſt; with a Privilege for their Magiſtrates 
to wear Gowns z and, for their Direction as 
to the latter, ſent them from London, 'I'wo 
Gowns, viz. one of red, the other of black 
Cloth, both faced with Sable for Patterns. 

Some Time after, the King wrote to the 
Common Council of the City to imploy the 
Biſhops to preach weekly in their Churches. 
This probably was done as an additional 
Help for their better Support. 

Soon after, the ſaid Council ordered their 
ſeveral Members to wear Gowns on the Sun-

At the Weſtern End of the Tolbooth, 
in the High-ſtreet, ſtood the ſecond trium- 

hal Arch, whereon were painted the Por- 
traits of the Hundred and nine Kings of Scot- 
land; within the Arch, Mercury was repre- 
ſented conducting Fergus, firſt King of 
Scotland, who, in a grave Speech, gave 
many paternal and wholeſome Advices to 
Charles as his Royal Succeſlor . 

At the Trone, on the Southern Side of 
the High-ſtreet, a huge Mount was raiſed, 
repreſenting that of Parnaſſus, beautifully 
imbelliſhed with a great Variety of Vege- 
tables, Rocks, and other Decorations pecu- 
liar to Mountains. On the Middle whereof, 
betwixt the Tops, ſtood a Pyramid of great 
Height, with a glazerne Fountain on the 
Top thereof, whence iſſued a Stream of pure 
Water, repreſenting Hippocrene. In the Ca- 
vity of the Mount fat two Bands of vocal 
and inſtrumental Muſick, with an Organ to 


complete the Concert; who, at the King's 


Approach, performed an excellent Piece of 
Muſick, called Caledonia, compoſed on that 
Occaſion in the moſt elegant Manner, by the 
beſt Maſters. On the Northern Side of the 
Mount, ſat Apollo and the Nine Mules, 
richly apparelled : The harmonious Melody 
was no ſooner over, than Apollo addreſſed 
himſelf in a Panegyrick to the King ; and 
at the cloſe thereof, preſented his Majeſty 
with a book of Panegyricks and Poems, 
compoſed by Members of the College on 
this Occaſion.

Remark, Surely the Makers of this ini- 
quitous Ordinance muſt have been wicked, 
as well as weak Men, to appoint ſuch un- 
reaſonable Puniſhments; nowiſe adequate to 
the Offence: For, had a Law been made 
againſt Women going naked in the Streets, 
the Puniſhment for the Breach of it could 
not have been more ſevere than the above, 
unleſs our wiſe Council had converted Ba- 
niſhment into Death. 

King Charles I. being reſolved to put in 
Execution his darling Scheme, of having 
all his people of the ſame Religion, ordered 
a Liturgy, or Service Book, with one of 
Canons, to be prepared, for the Uſe of the 
Scotiſo Church, which being accordingly 
performed, his Majeſty, without further 
Ceremony, iſſued a Proclamation for the 
due Obſervance of them throughout Scot- 
land. This being impolitickly done, without 
the Privity of the Secret Council, or gene- 
ral Approbation of the Clergy ; they were 
regarded as foreign Impoſitions, deviſed by 
Archbiſhop Laud, and forced upon the Nation 
by the ſole Authority of the King; which 
occaſioned great Heart-burnings and migh- 
ty Commotions amongſt the People. 

However, the new Service Book was or- 
dered to be read on Eaſter Day at Edin- 
burgh ; but the People, it ſeems, not being 
prepared for its Reception, the Time was 
prolonged to the Firſt of Fuly. And the 
Twenty third being the Day appointed for 
its reading in St. Giles's Church; in the 
Morning of that Day, the uſual Prayers 
were read by Patrick Henderſon the common

Reader; which were no ſooner ended, than 1647, 
Henderſon, by way of Farewel, ſaid to his 488 1

muring in the Congregation. , 

Now, the Time for the Forenoon Ser- Ruſh. Colle. 
vice being come; there aſſembled. on this vol. II. p. 387. 
extraordinary Otcaſion the Lord Chancel- 


lor, Lords of the Privy Council, Lords of dS. in penes 


and a vaſt Multitude of People of all Sorts. 
No ſooner had Fames Hannay, Dean of E- 
dinburgh, appeared in his Surplice, and be- 


gan to read the Service, than a Number of 


Women, with Clapping of Hands, Exe- 
crations, and hideous Exclamations, raiſed 
a great Confuſion in the Church, which Dr. 
Lindſay Biſhop of Edinburgh willing to ap- 
peaſe, ſtept into the Pulpit, and reminded 
the People of the Sanctity of the Place: 
But this, inſtead of calming, inraged them 
to ſuch a Degree; that Janet Geddes, a fu- 
rious Woman, uſhered in the dreadful and 
deſtructive Civil War, by throwing a Stool 
at the Biſhop's Head : And had it not been 
for the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, who 
turned out the frantick Multitude, they 
would probably have murdered him ; but 
ſuch was the Noiſe without, by knocking 
at the Doors, throwing Stones in at the 
Windows, and inceſſant Cries of Pape, 
Pape, Antichriſt, pull bim down, that the 
ſaid Magiſtrates were obliged to go out to 
appeaſe . their Fury. . But the Populace 
watching his Return homewards, renewed 
the Aſſault, that, had he not been reſcued 
by a ſuperior Force, they would ny 
have diſpatched him. Thus began thoſe 
horrible 'Troubles, which ended in the De- 
ſtruction of the King, Subverſion of the 
Church and State, and Loſs of the Rights 
and Liberties of the People. - 

The Lord Provoſt of Edinburgh being 
intirely in the Court Intereſt, could not be 
ſuſpected of being concerned in the late 
dangerous Tumult; and the Bailiffs of the 
City, that they might clear themſelves from 
all Suſpicion on that Occaſion, ſent the fol- 
lowing Letter to the Engliſb Primate, Arch- 
biſhop Laud. |

Remark. This was undoubtedly a very 
wrong Step at any Time, more eſpecially 
at this Juncture, when all Things tended 
to a Rupture between the King and his Sub- 
jects; for the diſpenſing with an Act of Par- 


liament which ſecured the Liberties of the 


People, was ſure to beget new Enemies to 
his Majeſty ; whereas, at this Time of ſo 
general a Defection, it would have been gon 
Policy to have regained the Love of the 
People by Offices and new Favours; 
and not by ſuch unſalutary Meaſures, to ha- 
zard the Loſing of thoſe who had hitherto 
continued firm in his Majeſty's Intereſt. 
For it is much better to prevent Miſchief 
by maintaining the Laws, which are the ſa- 
cred Fences of our Lives and Liberties, than 
to puniſh Offenders when Troubles hap- 

n: | 
Though the Common Council at this 
Time complied with the King's Injunctions. 
by chuſing Sir John Hay for their Provoſt, 
yet they choſe Men for their other Magi- 
{trates and Members of their Council, who 
had different Views from thoſe of the Court,

People. left Edinburgh, and repaired to their 
reſpective Countries, which for ſome Time 
put a Stop to all Commotions. But the 
Harveſt being over, and the Winter Seſſion 
to begin on the firſt of November, and the 
publick Affairs in ſo dangerous a Situation, 
great Numbers of the Nobility, Gentry, Mi- 
niſters, and Commonalty reſorted to Edin. 
burgh from all Parts of the Kingdom, and 
in ich a tumultuous Manner, that the Pri- 
vy Council were apprehenſive of an immedi- 
ate Inſurrection; and, in order to prevent the 
ſame, publiſhed no leſs than three Proclama- 
tions on the 17th of Ofober, In the firſt; 
they acquainted the People, that nothing 
concerning Church Affairs would be treated 
of in the Privy Council till the Times were 
better ſettled z therefore commanded all Per 
ſons who were come to Edinburgh on that 
account, to repair to their Homes within 
the Space of Twenty four Hours, on Pain 
of being denounced Rebels, put to the Horn, 
and all their moveable Goods to eſcheat to 
the King. The ſecond was for removing 
the Court of Seſſion from Edinburgh to 
Linlithgow;, and the third was for calling 
publiſhed, 
intitled, A Diſpute againſt the Engliſh Popiſh 
Ceremonies obtruded upon the Kirk of Scotland, 
and all Perſons ſecreting the ſaid Book to 


incur the ſame Puniſhment as the Author 
ſhall be found to deſerve, 


Thoſe Proclamations, eſpecially that for Id. ibid. p. 
removing the Court of Seſſion from Edin- 402. 


burgh to Linlithgow, inraged the People to 
a very great Degree, inſomuch, that the 
Day after, a great Tumult was raiſed in this 
City, againſt the Earl of Traquair, Lord 
Treaſurer, and ſome of the Biſhops; and 
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the Biſhop of Galloway, in going to the 
Council, was ſaluted by the Mob with 4 
Volley of horrid Imprecations and hideous 
Noiſe, till he came to the Couneil-houſe 
Door, where he had the ill Luck to be in- 
countered by a Multitude who waited his Co- 


ming ; whoſe Fury being very gteat, would 


certainly have torn him in pieces, had not 
ſome Friends, at the Hazard of their Lives, 
got him into the ſaid Council-houſe, where 
the Lord Preſident was got before him: 
But the Place, though of the greateſt Di- 
gnity and Reverence, was no Sanctuary for 
him; for the Rabble demanding his Perſon, 
and threatening his Death, ſome of his Do- 
meſticks hurried to acquaint the Lord Trea- 
ſurer with the Danger their Maſter was 
in. ä 
Traquair was no ſooner informed of the 
Danger his Friend was in, than he, with the 
Lord Wigton and their Followers, ſet out 
to relieve the diſtreſſed Biſnop; but, having 
got into the Council Chamber, found them- 
ſelves in as bad a Plight as Galloway; for, 
the Fury of the Mob increaſing with their 
Number, they inveſted the Houſe; of which 
the injured Lords having privately acquainted 
the Magiſtrates and Common Council of E- 
dinburgh, then in Council aſſembled, requi- 
red their immediate Aſſiſtance to reſcue them 
from the great Danger they were in. To 
this the ſaid Council returned for Anſwer, 
that it was not in their Power to relieve 
them; for they were in the ſame, if not a 
worſe Condition themſelves; for their Houſe 
was beſieged by the Populace, who threat- 
ned Deſtruction to all within the ſame, un- 
leſs they forthwith ſubſcribed a Paper then 
preſented to them, which for the Safety of 
their Lives they were obliged to do: The 
Contents whereof were as follows. 1. That 
the Common Council ſhould join them in 
Oppoſition to the Service-book, and in pe- 
titioning the Privy Council againſt the ſame. 
2. They ſhould forthwith reſtore Mr. Ram- 
ſay and Rollocłk, their two ſilenced Mini- 
ſters to their Places and Pulpits. And 
34ly, That they ſhould reſtore to his Place 
Patrick Henderſon, late Reader of St. Giles's 
Church. 

Traquair and Wigton perceiving by this An- 
ſwer, that no Aſſiſtance was to be expected 
from that Quarter, reſolved to venture out, 
and try whether the Lord Treaſurer could 
not, by his Authority and Perſuaſion, pre- 
vail on the People to diſperſe and go home; 
if not, to go and adviſe with the Magiſtrates 
and Town Council about ſuch Meaſures 
as were proper to aſſwage the Multitude, and 
allay the preſent dangerous Sedition. And 
perceiving that the Magiſtrates, by ſigning the 
Paper aforefaid, and the Publication thereof 
amongſt the Populace, had alleviated their 
Rage, they began to conſider what was to 
be done for the Biſhop of Galloway's Safety, 
then beſieged in the Privy Council Cham-

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ber: The Reſult whereof was, that the Lords 
ſhould return to the ſaid Council Chamber, 
while the Magiſtrates indeavoured to prevail 
on the People to diſperſe and go home; bur 
the Treaſurer and Migton were no ſooner 
got into the Street on their Return, than 
the furious Multitude ran upon them with 
terrible Noiſe and Cries, © God defend all 
© thoſe who will defend God's Cauſe, and 
„ God confound the Service-book, and all 
„Maintainers of it.“

The Lords, in imminent Danger, affured 14. itz 


the Populace, that they would repreſent 
their Grievances to his Majeſty ; but when 
they perceived that the People refuſed to o- 
bey every Command in the King's Name, 
and to deſpiſe their being ordered to diſperſe 
on Pain of the Royal Diſpleaſure, were glad 
to have Recourſe to Intreaties and Supplica- 
tion, but all in vain; for their Fury increa- 
ſed to ſuch a Height, that the Lord Trea- 
ſurer was aſſaulted and thrown down; his 
Hat, Cloak, and white Staff taken from 
him; and, had he not been ſoon taken up by 


"certain of his Friends, would aſſuredly have 
In this woful State, bid. 


been trod to Death. 
Traquair, without Hat, Cloak, or Staff, was 
conducted to the Council Chamber, where 
the Biſhop of Orkney, and other Privy Coun- 
ſellors were attending their Fate ; to whom 
repaired the Magiſtrates, and acquainted 
them, that though they had done all they 
could to appeaſe the Tumult, and ſecure 
their Lordſhips Perſons, yet it was not in 
their Power to quiet the People.

reſolved to ſend for ſome of the Nobility 
and Gentry who were aſliſting in drawing 
up the Petition againſt the Service-book, to 
intreat their Aſſiſtance in this dangerous 
Juncture. The Perſons ſent for readily a- 
greed to do all in their Power to extricate 
the unhappy Gentlemen from the impending 
Danger : and, coming to the Council Cham- 


ber, undertook to conduct them ſafe to their 


reſpective Habitations ; which they happily 
pertormed, to the no ſmall Joy of thoſe, 
who, every Moment expected to fall a Sa- 
crifice to the furious and ſavage Multitude. 
However, they, on this Occaſion, ſhewed 
ſuch diſtinguiſhing Marks of Reſpect to their 
Friends, that they did not in the leaſt mo- 
leſt any of thoſe who put themſelves un- 
der their Protection. | 

The Storm being over, the Privy Coun- 


cil, in the Afternoon, met in the Palace of 


Holyroodhouſe, and ordered a Proclamation 
to be publiſhed, at the Market- Croſs of E- 
dinburgh, of the following Tenor.

lately promiſed by their Magiſtrates, which

ever us, and your Lordſhip's Anſwer,” c. 

Matters drawing towards a Criſis between 
the King and his Scotiſb Subjects on account 
of the late Innovations indeavoured to be 
made in Religion, great Numbers of the 
Nobility Gentry, and Perſons of all Ranks 
rg to Edinburgb, from the ſeveral Parts 
of the Kingdom, to oppoſe the Meaſures ta- 
ken for that Purpoſe; and to that End, 
entered into a mutual Agreement or Con- 
tract, called the Solemn League and Covenant; 
which being one of the moſt remarkable Con- 
federacies ever entered into by the People of 
this Iſland againſt their Sovereign; and as 
the Edinburg bers were deeply therein con- 
cerned, and the ſame being but little known, 
I ſhall, for the Information of the curious 
Reader, ſubjoin a Copy of this memorable 
Covenant; which pleaſe to take as follows.

Band for Mantenance of the true Religion 
and the King's Perſone; and now 2 edn 
in the Yeir 1638, by us Noblemen, Barons, 
Gentlemen, Burgeſſes, Miniſters and Com- 
mouns under ſubſcryvand ; together with our 
Reſolution and Promiſs fot the Cauſes after 
ſpecifeit, to manteane the ſaid true Religion 
and the King's Majeſtie, according to the 
Confeſſion foirſaid, and Acts of Parliament; 
the Tenor whereof followeth. 


«© We all and everie one of us under writ- 
tin proteſt, That after a long and true Ex- 
* amination of our awin Conſciences in Mat- 
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« ters of true and falſs Religion, quherein 
« now we ar throughlie reſolved in the 
« Truth by the Word and Spirit of God;

our Hands, and conſtantlie affirme before

ſamyne; and fall rule the People 
« committed to ther Charge, according to 
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et nerallie conteaned, and particulatlic men- 
* tioned in our late Supplications, Com- 
* plaints and Proteſtations z doe heirby pro- 
o teſs, and before God, his Angells, and 
* the World, ſolemalie declare, that with 
* our whole Heartes we agree and reſolve, 
* all the Dayes of our Lite, conſtantlie to 
* adhere unto, and defend the foirſaid true 
Religion, forbearing the Practice of all In- 
„ novations, alreadie introduced in the Mat: 
< ters of the Worſhip of God, Approbation 
of the Corruptions of the public Govern- 
* ment of the Kirk or civill Places and 
“Power of Kirkmen, till they be tryed and 
* allowed in free Aſſemblies and in Parlia- 
ments. To labour by all lawfull Meanes 
5 to recover the Puritie and Libertie of the

And becauſe, after due Examination, 
we plainlie perceave and undoubtedlie be- 
„ lieve, that the Innovations and Evills

« our Heartes to Witneſs, who knoweth 
e this to be our ſincere Deſire and unteign- 
« ed Reſolution, as we fall anſer to Jeſus 
« Chriſt in the grete Day, and under the 
« Pain of God's everlaſting Wrath, and of 
« Infamy, and of Loſs of all Honour and 
6 Reſpect in this World; moſt humblie be- 
« ſeeching the Lord to ſtrengthen us by his 


« holie Spirit for this End, and to bleſs our 
« Defires and Proceedings with a happie 
« Succeſſe ; that Religion and Righteouſ- 
« neſs may flowriſh in the Land, to the Glo- 
ry of God, the Honour of our King, and 
“Peace and Comfort of us all.” * 

In Witneſs whereof we have ſubſcryved 

with our Hands all the Premiſſes, writ- 

ten by James Davie Schoolmaſter in 

Edinburgh.. Cl 
H. S. The Articles of this Covenant, 
* which wes at the firſt Subſcription referred 
to the Determination of the Generall Aſ- 
« ſemblie being determined, and therby the 
« five Articles of Perth, the Government of 
« the Kirk by Biſhops, the civill Places and 
« Power of Kirkmen, upon the Reaſons and 
« Grounds conteaned in the Acts of the Ge- 
« nerall Aſſemblie, declared to be unlawfull 
within this Kirk; We ſubſcryve accord- 
ing to the Determination foirſaid.” 

Remark. As the firſt Solemn League and 
Covenant as already hinted, coſt the unhap- 
Py Queen Mary her Life, ſo did the ſecond: 
above ſpecified coſt that unfortunate Prince 
King Charles I. his Life. This Covenant 
was no ſooner drawn up, than it was ſworn to 
and ſigned by a Number of the Nobility, Gen- 
try, Citizens, Miniſters, and Perſons of all 
Ranks; and ſo eager were the People to join 
therein, as if their eternal Happineſs 
thereon depended ; and ſome were ſo zealous, 
that to their Subſcriptions they added, till 
Death; and by other ſhort Sentences intima- 
ted, that noterreſtrial Advantage whatſoever, 
ſhould be able to alienate their Minds from 
the Proſecution of their Deſigns mentioned in 
the ſaid Covenant; which is written on a 
very large Skin of Parchment, of the Length 
of four Feet, and Depth of three Feet eight 
Inches; and is ſo crowded with Names on 
both Sides, that there is not the ſmalleſt Space 
left for more. Nay, it appears, that when 
there was but little Room to ſign on, the 
Subſcriptions were ſhortned by only inſerting 
the initial Letters of the Covenanters Names; 
which the Margin and other Parts are ſo full 
of, and the Subſcriptions ſo very cloſe, that 
it were a difficult Taſk to number them: 
However, by a curſory View, I take them 
to be about five thouſand in Number; and, 
had there been more Space to ſign in Form, 
I am of Opinion, they would have amount- 
ed to many Thouſands more. 

N. B. As Copies of this Covenant were 
ſent to all the Chief Cities and Towns of 
the Kingdom to be ſigned, the above was 
that ſubſcribed in Edinburgh. 

All Things tending to a Rupture between 
the King and his Scor;ſp Subjects, the Com- 
mon Council of Edinburgh granted the fol- 
lowing Commiſſions to certain of their 
Members, to treat with the Nobility, &c. 
concerning the Management of their Affair 
at this critical Juncture.

The Edinburghers, by the above Proceed- 
ings, having, as it were, drawn their Swords 
againſt their Sovereign, ordered their Citi- 
zens to be inſtructed in military Diſcipline, 
and made all Sorts of Preparations neceſſa 
for their Defence. And to ſhew their Aver- 
ſion to the Meaſures lately entered into by 
the Government, ordered Partition-walls to 
be rebuilt in St. Giles's Church, in place of 
_ lately pulPd down by Command of the 

ing. 

This bold Step of the Citizens induced the 
Miniſtry to leave no Means unattempted to 
reclaim them, to which End, James, Mar- 
quiſs of Hamilton, being by the King ap- 
pointed his Commiſſioner, for holding a Par- 
liament and General Aſſembly in Scotland, to 
compole all Differences betwixt him and his 
Scotiſh Subjects; and being arrived in Edin- 
burgh tor thoſe Purpoſes, on the 2d of May, 


ſent a Letter to the Town Council of the 
following Tenor. 


Loving Friends, 

* Such is and haithe bein his Majeſtie's 
c tender, fatherlie Caire of this his native 
** Kingdome, that he haithe bein graciouſlie

The Common Council having taken this 
Letter into Conſideration, with the Opinion 
of their Friends, the Nobility, Gentry, Sc.

In this Time of great Danger, the Com- 
mon Council judged it neceſſary to provide 
for the Saſety of the City by ordering Three 
hundred Men to be raiſed to guard the Town 
both by Day and Night; beſides the ordi- 
nary Watch; and provided Money for their 
regular Payment. | 

The Town Council having, by Letter, ac- 
quainted the King of their ready and duti- 
ful Obedience to his Command, his Maje- 
ſtie acknowledged his Approbation thereof 
by the following Letter,

and as it were kicked out of Authority by 
Oliver Cromwell, the pretended Patriot of 
that Time, who ſtuck at nothing to aggran- 
dize himſelf at the Expence of the Laws, 
Lives, Fortunes, Rights and Privileges of 
both King and People; and who governed 
in a more abſolute and tyrannical Manner 
than any King of England ever did. 

The Edinburgbers, it ſeems, unwilling to 
truſt the King notwithſtanding of the moſt 
gracious Offers above ſpecihed, choſe ra- 
ther to continue firm to their Ingagements 
with the Committee of Eſtates; and; to guard 
againſt the bad Conſequences the King's 
Succeſs might be attended with, purſuant 
to a Reſolution of the ſaid Committee, 
ordered a Regiment of Foot, to conſiſt of 
Twelve hundred Men, to be forthwith rai- 


mand the ſame, promiſed to pay them, pro- 
vided they were not paid by the States of the 
Kingdom. And, for the greater Diſpatch 
in raiſing the ſaid Regiment, ordered by Pro- 
clamation all the Men within Edinburgh, fit 
to bear Arms, between the. Ages of Sixty 
and Sixteen, to aſſemble in the Grayfriers 
Church-yard, at Eight of the Clock in the 
Morning on the Monday following, in their 
beſt Military Accoutrements. 

Edinburgh, ſince the Defeat of the Parlia- 
mentary Army by the Marquiſs of Montroſe, 
being in great Danger, the Town Council, 
to obviate their Deſigns againſt the City, 
cauſed Proclamation to be made by beat of 


Drum, that none of the Inhabitants preſume | 
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to leave the Town, without Leave of the 
Magiſtrates, on the Penalty of One thouſand 
Pounds, Loſs of their Freedom, and For- 
teiture of all their Effects within Edinburgh, 
to be applied in Defence of the City; and 
all the Burgeſſes then abſent; to return with- 
in the Space of forty eight Hours, under 
the Penalty aforeſaid. 

And, for the greater Security of the Town, Id. Ibid.

Houſholders; within the Space of four Hours, 
were to give in to the Magiſtrates the 
Names and Quality of their ſeveral Lodgers, 
on the Pain of One thouſand Pounds, and 
the Loſs of their Freedom for ever.

Council on that melancholy Occaſion, by 
Conſent of their Creditors. This being the 
laſt Peſtilence we read of in this City ; may 
the like never happen again for the Preſer- 
vation of the Citizens. 5 

The Town Council enacted, That the Pro- 
prietors of Houſes within Edinburgh ſhall, at 
the approaching Term, remove all Unfreemen 
from their reſpective Houſes, under the Pe- 
nalty of Ten Pounds, and Forfeiture of the 
ſeveral Rents due by the ſaid Unfreemen 
for the Uſe of the Council; and that none 
of the Owners of the ſaid Houſes, in Time 
coming, preſume to let a Houſe to any Per- 
ſon not free of the City, under the like Pe- 
nalty. | 

Remark. If there be not a Miſtake in pen- 
ning the above Act, ſurely it was a very im- 
politick Step of the Council's ; for, by turn- 
ing out ſo great a Number of untree Gentle- 
men Houſekeepers as muſt then have been 
in Edinburgh, the Rents muſt have been 
greatly reduced, to the no ſmall Loſs of the 
Landlords : Had this Law only extended 
to Unfreemen Traders; nothing could have 
been alledged againſt it. | 

For aught I can learn, Edinburgh never Ibid. f. 63. 
was in a more miſerable and melancholy Si- 30th sept. 
tuation than at preſent; for by the unpa- 
ralleled Ravages committed by the Plague, 
it was ſpoiled of its Inhabitants to ſuch a De- 
gree, that there were ſcarce ſixty Men left 
capable of aſſiſting in Defence of the Town 
in caſe of an Attack; which the Citizens had

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Time. For the Army of the Covenanters 
being routed at Klfytb by that of the King's, 
under the Marquiſs of Montroſe he ſent the 
Magiſtrates and Council of Edinburgh a Let- 
ter; whereof the following is a Copy:

From the Camp at Bothwell, 19th Au-

This Letter occaſioning great Confuſion 
in Edinburgh, the Common Council aſſem- 
bled in order to deliberate thereon: And 
having conſidered the diſmal Situation of 
their Aﬀairs, by the Defeat of their Army 
at Kil/yth, the miſerable and fenceleſs State 
their City and Caſtle were reduced to by Pe- 
ſtilence and Famine, the Inability of their 
Friends to aſſiſt them, the great Riches 
in the Towns of Edinburgh and Leith, which 
could not be removed becauſe of the Plague, 
the National Magazine of Military Stores, 
and the Records of the Kingdom, together 
with the great Number of State and other 
Priſoners in the Town's Priſons, who, beco- 
ming deſperate for Want of Money and 
Proviſions, (little or none of the laſt being 
brought to the City by reaſon of the Peſti- 
lence) threatned to kill their Keepers, to fa- 
vour their Eſcape, and prevent their being 
ſtarved. Theſe Things being duely conſi- 
dered, the Citizens thought fit to comply 
with Montroſe's Demands. 

King Charles being arrived with the Scotiſb 
Army at Newcaſtle upon Tine, Propoſitions 
were {ent to him by the Parliament of Eng- 
land for accommodating all Differences 
between him and his Engliſh Subjects; on 
which Occaſion, Commiſſioners were ſent 


by the States of Scotland to perſuade his Ma- 

jeſty to comply with the ſame. And the 

Edinburghers, being likewiſe willing to con- 

tribute all in their Power towards the deſi- 

rable Work of Peace; ſent the following Pe- 
tition to the King.

fore expected that the Edinburghers now 
would not be leſs backward than formerly 
in giving their Aſſiſtance in this Time of 
imminent Danger; and if they would raiſe 
a Regiment of Five or ſix hundred Men, 
and provide for their Maintenance for the 
Space of ten or fifteen Days; they ſhould

appointed Baggage Horſes for their Service: 
And on the 1 3th of September, the ſaid Regi- 
ment marched to join the Army at Falkirk, 
whence the ſaid Chancellor ſent a Letter to 
the Common Council; whereof the follow- 
ing 1s a Copy. 
My Lord Proveſt and Baillics,

„for Want of Intertainment, we doe thair- 14. Sept.

you are requyred to doe, as you will an- 
„ ſwer the contrair at your outmoſt Perill. 
And for your Obedience heirin, theſe ſall be 
your ſufficient Warrand; and according 
as you behave your ſelves heirin, ſo fall 
you be eſteemed.” 

A National Agreement being entred in- 1649, 
to againſt the Engliſh Sectaries in Favour Ibid. f. 227, 
of the Royal Cauſe, the Edinburghers went lch May. 
heartily into the ſame; and an Army being 
to be raiſed; their quota amounted to no 
leſs than Twelve hundred Men. But the Ci- 
ty being ſtill thin of Inhabitants, occaſioned 
by the late dreadful Ravages committed by 
the Plague, the Town Council agreed to 
give Forty thouſand Pounds Scotiſ Money 
in lieu thereof. But the Army which was 
commanded by the Duke of Hamilton, being 
defeated at Worceſter by Oliver Cromwell 
ſome Time after, the Committee of States 
ſent the following Letter to the Lord Provoſt 
of Edinburgh.

Although the Forty thouſand Pounds a- 
bove mentioned, ſaid to be paid by the E- 
dinburghers in lieu of the Twelve hundred 
Men they were to have ſent to the Army a- 
foreſaid, was Money borrowed by the Com- 
mon Council ; yet the Town Council at this 
Time not only diſclaimed the ſaid Ingage- 
ment on which account the Money was 
raiſed, but abſolutely refuſed to pay the 
Town's Creditors who lent the ſame; and 
reſolved to detend themſelves againſt all A- 
ctions or Suits that ſhould be brought againſt 
them on that account. And to try whether 
Conſcience had any Concern in this Affair, 
applied to the Commiſſion of the General 
Aſſembly as proper Caſuiſts in this Caſe, by 
the following Petition. 


To the Right Reverend the Comiſſioun of the 
Generall Aſſemblie, the Defire of the Lord 
Proveſt, Baillies and Counſell of Edin- 
burgh,

That wheras thair ar ſome Perſones that

To this Petition, the Commiſſion, to their 
perpetual Reproach, returned the following 
Anſwer. 

Concerning the Caice proponed unto 
the Comiſſioun of the General Aſſemblie 
by the Proveſt, Baillies and Counſell of 
Adinburgb, whither the ſaids Proveſt, 


„ Baillies and Counſell ſould in Conſcience “

« Counſell of Edinburgh for the tyme, for 
<« the lait unlawfull Engadgment; it is

s paird of thair Petitioun againſt the bor- 
e rowing of that Money; and in re of 
<« thair diſclameing and repealling all Actis 
© maid to that Purpoſe, and of thair Vowes 
e and Promiſes befoir God, to doe nothing 
that may make them or the Toun of E- 
© dinburgh acceſſorie therto: They are 
bound in Conſcience not to be acceſſorie 
eto the Payment therof, unles they would 
« involve themſelffis in the Guilt of Ac- 
e ceflioun unto, and Complyance with the 
lait unlawfull Engagdment; and make 
open Profeſſioun befoir the World, that 
de they have not been real in thair Peti- 
e tiouns, and that they have but mocked 
« God in thair former Vowes and Promiſes; 
<« which yet is not to be underſtood, as if 
ve therby meanit to obſtruct any juſt and 
« legall Perſute, that the Creditors may 
have agains any particular Perſones who 
were inſtrumentall and active in borrow- 
<* ing the ſame.” Signed J. Ker.

Remark. This ſurely is the moſt iniqui- 
tous and deteſtable Anſwer that ever was de- 
viſed, eſpecially by an Aſſembly of Men 
who aſſumed the Title of Chriſtian Divines, 
which is plain they had little Right to; for, 
by ſpurning at the Almighty, who is Juſtice 
itſelf, deſtroying the Laws, which are the 
ſacred Fences of our Lives, Liberties, and 
Properties, and by baniſhing Juſtice, intro- 
duce Libertiniſm, and all Sorts of Wicked» 
neſs, which is the Bane of Virtue, and Ene- 
my to every Thing which is valuable and 
dear to Men. Theſe are the Men who, 
by their wicked Practices, have given room 
to ſuſpe&, that under the Cloak of Reli- 
gion, they plunged their Country into a 
bloody and deſtructive War, wherein an in- 
finite Number of their innocent and injured 
tellow Subjects were ſacrificed, our Country 
laid waſte, and their own Hierarchy at lait 
{ubverted! 

Oliver Cromwell, with the Engliſh Army, 
being incamped near to Pentland- Hills, a- 
bout three Miles beſouth Edinburgh, and the 
Scotiſh Army then lying in the Meadow, on 
the Eaſtern Side of Corſtorpbin, to obſerve 
their Motions z whence they were removed 
and drawn up on the Weſtern Side of the 
ſaid Village, as will appear by the follow- 
ing Letter ſent by the Lord Chancellor to 
the Provoſt of Edinburgh.

News being arrived of the Defeat of our 
Army at Dunbar, on the 4th of September, 
by Oliver Cromwell; the Lord Chancellor, 
on this melancholy Occaſion, ſent the follow- 
ing Letter to the Provoſt of Edinburgh.

Conſideration, what may be your Condi- 
* tion on the Enemies Approache to the

In this diſmal Situation of Affairs, there 
were neither Magiſtrates or Common Coun- 
cil in Edinburgh, from the ſecond of Septem- 
ber, anno 1650, to the fifth of December, 
I051; at which Time, Lyts or Liſts of 
new Deacons being agreed on, and preſent- 
ed to the Council, on the tenth of the ſaid 
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Month of December, as were alſo thoſe of 
the Merchants and Trades Counſellors; but 
the Election of the Magiſtrates was deferred 
till the fifteenth of the ſame Month; and 
the Common Council having met on the 
Seventeenth, put off the Election till the Ar- 
rival of the Engliſh Commiſſioners in Scor- 
land, who were to ſettle all Things relating 
to the Government. of the Kingdom and Ci- 
ty of Edinburgh. In the-mean time, Major 
General Lambert publiſhed the following 
Order for aſſeſſing the Towns of Edinburgh 
and Leith;

The Engliſp Commiſſioners for ſettling

invite them to Edinburgh, and to ſolicit 
them for a Magiſtracy as formerly.

The Deputies aforeſaid having delivered 
the above mentioned Writings to the Com- 
miſſioners at Dalkeith; and being returned 
with their Anſwer, deſired to know, whe- 
ther the Council would then have it laid be- 
fore them, or defer it till the next Meeting, 
when the Provoſt, and all the Members 
of Council might be preſent, which was 
agreed to.

The above Letter and Order being read, Ibid. f. 
John Bynine, the Preſes or Speaker deſired 1th Fn. 


the Aſſembly to proceed to the Election of 
two Commiſſioners purſuant to the ſaid Or- 
der or Warrant. The Rolls being brought 
in for calling over the Names of the Citizens 
then aſſembled, it was by ſome alledged, 
that this Method of proceeding would be ve- 
ry tedious as well as occaſion great Confu- 
ſion ; wherefore the Majority were for ta- 
king the Opinion of the People then aſſem- 


bled, whether the Town's Deputies to be 


lent to Dalkeith ſhould be choſen by them, 
or the Election referred to the Members of 
the late Council; which being put to the 
Vote (and the ſaid Members precluded from 
giving their Suffrages) it was carried by a 
great Majority (there being only eleven Diſ- 
ſentients) for the ſaid Members to chuſe the 
laid Deputies. This Point being ſettled, 
the Speaker declared to Robert Sympſone, 


| that the Citizens were willing to give due 


Obedience to the above Order, by aſſem- 
bling and attempting to elect two Commil- 
ſioners; yet, as the Convention did almoſt 
unanimouſly refer the Choice to the Mem- 
bers of the late Council, conform to antient 
Cuſtom, they took Inſtruments thereon, and 
appointed the Council to meet the next Day 
tor that Purpoſe. 
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The Council being met, purſuant to Id. ibid. 


the Act of Convention, they choſe for the 


Town's Deputies, John Denbame, Merchant, 
and 
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and James Fair bairne, Goldſmith; and im- 
powered them, under the City Seal, to re- 
pair to, and attend the Exgliſb Commiſſion- 
ers at Dalkeith; but Denhame refuſing to 
accept, Inſtruments were taken thereon ; 
which, together with his Commiſſion, were 
ſent by Fairbairne to the ſaid Engliſh Com- 
miſſioners, to ſhew the Council's Obedience 
to their Order aforeſaid. | 

Fairbairne being returned from Dalkeith, 
acquainted the Council with his Tranſactions 
at that Place; which being to the Satisfa- 
ction of the Citizens; they ordered him back 
for an Order to ele& a Deputy in lieu of 
Denbame; which being obtained, he deliver- 
ed it to the Council, who were thereby a- 
gain impowered to chuſe two Perſons of In- 
tegrity, well affected to the Welfare and 
Peace of the Iſland, to meet them at Dal- 
keith, as formerly injoined; 

The Council, in obedience to the new 
Order, choſe William Thomſone, and the ſaid 
James Fairbairne for their Deputies, with a 
Power for them as aforeſaid, to treat with 
the Engliſb Commiſſioners on Affairs rela- 
ting to Edinburgh; and ordered the Town 
Council occaſionally to meet; to aſſiſt the ſaid 
Deputies with their Advice, without limi- 
ting the Number which ſhall meet, or con- 
fining them to a Quorum. 

On the fourth of March; two Writings 
from the Deputies at Dalkeith were delivered 
to the Council, the one on Paper; dated the 
27th of February, was intitled The Town's 
Protection; the other on Parchment; of the 
Date, March the ſecond, was called The Char- 
ter for electing of Magiſtrates; which being 
read, the Queſtion was put, Whether the 
Council ſhould chuſe the Magiſtrates, (with- 
out the Conſent of the collective Body of 
the Citizens) according to antient Cuſtom, 
and the true Senſe and Meaning of the a- 
foreſaid Charter. But the Charter and Pro- 
tection not being recorded in the Council 
Regiſter, cannot cblige the Reader with 
Copies thereof. | | 

However, though by what has been ſaid, 
the Council appears to have been veſted with 
the Power of Election; yet ſome trifling Ob- 
jections being ſtarted by certain Perſons, by 
a Propoſition and Proteſtation, they were 
rejected; as was alſo a Motion for the Eng- 
liſ Commiſſioners' to appoint Magiſtrates 
for the enſuing Year : Whereupon the Aſ- 
ſembly proceeded to the Election of Perſons 


to ſupply the Places of ſuch Members of 


the Council as were either abſent or Diſſen- 
tients, conforme to the Powers above menti- 
oned; and on the fifth of March, agreed 
to the Choice of Deacons and Counſellors 
made on the tenth of the preceeding Month 
of December, according to the ſeveral Acts 
of Election on that Day. And on the ninth 
Day of the ſaid Month of March, elected 
the Magiſtrates for the remaining; Part of 
the Year, who having accepted their reſpe- 
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ive Offices, took the Oath required on that 
Occaſion, in Preſence of Henry Whaley, 
Judge Avocate, deputed by the Engliſh Com- 
miſſioners for that Purpoſe. 

Martin Leith, one of the Town's Credi- 1pid. f. 359. 
tors, in the Forty thouſand Pounds borrow- i 5th Dec. 
ed by the Common Council for the Ingage- 
ment above mentioned; applied to the Par- 
liament for Aſſiſtance to recover the Money 
due to him from the City of Edinburgh on 
that Account; which was readily granted, 
by obliging the Prieſt-ridden Town Council 
to pay the ſaid Debt, contrary to the wicked 
and deteſtable Judgment of the iniquitous 
Commiſſion of the General Aſſembly afore- 
ſaid. | 

On the Arrival of the melancholy News 
at Edinburgh, of Oliver GromwelPs having 
defeated the Scotiſob Army at Dunbar, in the 
Year 1650, the City was thrown into the 
greateſt Miſery and Diſtreſs, by being deſert- 
ed by its Magiſtrates, principal Citizens, 
Miniſters, and greateſt Part of its Inhabi- 
tants; which, putting an End to all Go- 
vernment, all was in the greateſt Diſtraction 
and Confuſion. In this lamentable Condi- 
tion, the prudent Part of the remaining Ci- 
tizens, to prevent the Ruin of the Town by 
the Populace, judged it neceſſary to have at 
leaſt a Shew of Government; wherefore they 
prevailed on the People to aſſemble, and 
chuſe from amonglt themſelves a Committee 
to manage the Affairs of the City, and to 
treat of ſuch Matters with Cromwell and his 
Troops then quartered in the Town, as were 1653. _ 
neceſſary in their then unhappy Circumſtan- 5,9 Fe 
ces; to which End, they choſe thirty of 14.

Thanks for his Kindneſs; but neither the 
Addreſs or Letter being recorded, am in 
the dark in reſpect to the Contents of both. 
However, I ath of opinion, that the Favour 
granted by Cromwell to the Citizens at this 
Time, was a Duty of a Plack on the Pint 
of Beer and Ale. And Cromwell having 
ſoon after reſtored to the Edinburgbers the 
Town of Leith, they gave him a Bond of 
Five thouſand Pounds Sterling, to take care 
of his military Magazine over their Weigh- 
houſe in that Place.

Burnt-ifſland, Kinghorne, Fedburgh, Selkirk, 
Dunbar, Aberbrothock, Peebles, Crail, Queenſ- 


ferry, Dunfermling, Pittinweem, and Lauder, 
to ſend their Commiſſioners to meet at the 


Time and Place prefixed, to treat of Af- 
fairs concerning the Royal Boroughs. 


and George Downing to repreſent Edinburgh, 
in the Parliament to be held at Meſtmin- 
ſter in England on the third of September, 


ordered - the Sum of four hundred Pounds 


Sterling, to be paid them for that Service. 

Oliver Cromewell, after the Defeat of the 
Scotiſ Army at Dunbar, having poſſeſſed 
himſelf of the Town of Leith, ſent for a 


Number of Families from England to come 


and ſettle therein: But finding themſelves 
greatly aggrieved by the Edinburghers, as Su- 
periors of the Place, addreſſed themſelves 
to their Patron, Cromwell, then Protector, 
by their good Friend General Monk; for 
whole Reliet he wrote divers Letters to Crom- 
well, ſetting forth the Grievances and great 
Hardſhips they laboured under, and the 
great Service done by them in Scotland, to 
the Commonwealth ; and, ſhould they by 
their Sufferings be obliged to return to Eng- 
land, the Army would be conſiderable Sut- 
{erers thereby. For the preventing of 
which, the Protector referred their Com- 
plaints to Monk, and two of the Judges in 
Scotland to determine all Matters in Diſpute 


The Common Council having, on the 
18th of Auguſt, choſen Samuel Deſborrow

between the Citizens of Edinburgh, and the 
Inhabitants of Leith. But the Judges not 


having Time to attend the ſame during the 


Time of Seſſion, the Deciſion thereof was 
referred to the Council of State in Scotland; 
for whoſe Information the ſaid Engliſb Inha- 
bitants of Leith repreſented their Cafe to the 
ſaid Council of State as ſet forth in the fol- 
lowing Petition, intitled,

certain Commiſſioners to treat with General 
Monk for a Ratification of the Town's Rights 
and Liberties, in relation to the Town of 
Leith; together with a Confirmation of the 
antient Rights and Immunities belonging to 
Edinburgh; and if Monk ſhould accept of a 
Sum of Money towards erecting a Citadel in 
Leith, they ſhould indeavour to get the ſame 
as low as poſſible, and to report their Pro- 
ceedings to the Council before a Concluſion; 
and appointed a Committee to be aiding and 
aſſiſting to the ſaid Commiſſioners during the 
Treaty. 

Purſuant to the above Reſolutions and Or- 1,4 f. 119. 
ders, the Commiſſioners attended Monk at ;th May. 
Dalkeith, and repreſented to him the melan- 
choly Situation of the Town's Affairs, in 
regard to the grievous Burdens it was load- 
ed with ; and talked with him concerning 
the Conditions the City's antient Rights and 
Privileges might be ratified on, and diſ- 
courſed on other Particulars committed to 
their Charge. Now Monk profeſſing great 
Friendſhip tor the Edinburghers, told the Com- 
miſſioners, that he had received an expreſs 
Order from the Protector to fortify the 
Town of Leith, or to erect a Citadel -ither 
at South or North Leith, as he ſhould deem 
moſt convenient. But being of opinion, 
that the fortifying of Leith might prove pre- 


judicial ro the Commerce and Privileges of 


Edinburgh, thought it more adviſable for 
the Citizens to contribute towards the build- 
ing a Citadel; and in that reſpect, out of 
regard to the City, only required the Sum

This Demand of Monk's being taken in- 
to Conſideration by the Common Council, II. ibid. 
aſſiſted by two hundred and thirty nine of 
the moſt eminent Citizens, ſummoned to 
give their Opinion on this extraordinary Oc- 
caſion : They, together with the Council, 
were unanimouſly of opinion, that it were 
better to give the Sum demanded by the

that Aſſurance be given, that their Rights 
and Privileges to the Town of Leith be con- 
firmed in as ample a Manner as they injoyed 
them before a Garriſon was placed in the 
ſaid Town of Leith: Together with a Rati- 
fication of the antient Rights, Privileges, 
and Immunities of Edinburgh. 

A ble to the Reſolution of this nu- 
merous Aſſembly, the Town Council ap- 
pointed the Lord Provoſt their ſole Com- 
miſſioner, to treat with and conclude an A- 
greement with the ſaid General Monk; who 
previous thereto, ordered the Magiſtrates 
of Edinburgh, and the Inhabitants of Leith to 
ſend their reſpective Commiſſioners to the 
Council, to 
of May, for deciding the Controverſy be- 


twixt the ſaid Towns; and to bring along 


with them their Writings concerning the 
Matter in Diſpute. This Affair being de- 
termined in favour of the Edinburgbers, the 
Sum of Five thouſand Pounds Sterling was 
paid to Monł at three ſeveral Times, accord- 
ing to Contract. 

Edinburgh at this Time appears to have 
been under great Oppreſſion and Diſtreſs 
by grievous Taxations and Debts, inſomuch, 
that without ſome Favour from the Govern- 
ment, it muſt inevitably have been ruined; 
for the obtaining 
choſe Roger, Lord Broeghill, Preſident of 
CromwelPs Council in Scotland, and Andrew 
Ramſay their Provoſt, (Men greatly in Fa- 
vour withthe Government) to - Sway to them 
in the Parliament to be held at Veſtminſter 
on the 17th of September. 

Now, though this Eleftion was contra 
to the Rights and Liberties of the Crafts or 
Trades of Edinburgh, who in all Commiſ- 
ſions to Parliament, Conventions of States, 
and other publick Meetings both by Law 
and Cuſtom, ever had one of their Num- 
ber choſen as one of the City's Repreſenta- 
tives; yet, on this melancholy Occaſion, 
the Deacons of the ſeveral Incorporations 
agreed to diſpenſe with their Right of Ele- 
_Etion, on the CounciPs declaring, that their 
preſent Diſpenſation is voluntary, and of 
their own accord, in hopes of obtaining 
thereby ſome ſignal Favour to the City, by

So great was the Joy in Edinburgh when 
News was brought of the King's Arrival 
in England, that the Loyal 'Town Council 
cauſed a ſumptuous Banquet to be made at 
the Market-croſs on that account. 

The King was ſo well pleaſed with the 
Deportment of the Edinburghers on his Re- 
ſtoration to the Crown, that he conferred 
on them divers Favours, as will appear by 
the following Letter.

Truſty and well- beloved, we greet you well. 

** The Affection we have to our good 
** Toune of Edinburgh, and the Expreffions

Soon after, the Common Council granted bid. f 7 
Liberty to William Woodcock to ſet up a 28th Sept. 


Coach to go between Edinburgh and Leith, 
the whole Fare to be One Shilling Ster- 
ling, and ſingly, for each Perſon, Four 
Pence. This was the firſt Stage-Coach that 
ever went betwixt theſe Towns, 

Edinburgh being indebted in no leſs a Sum 
than that of Seven hundred and ninety two 
thouſand, nine hundred and twenty one 
Pounds, Scotiſ Money; the Citizens, to 
inable them to diſcharge the ſaid grievous 
Burden, obtained of the King a Grant of 
the following Duties, for the Term of e- 
leven Years, viz. Four Pence on every Pint 
of Aleand Beer ſold within Edinburgh, Leith, 
Canongate, Portſburgh, and their Depen- 
dencies; Two Shillings on the Pint of all 
French Wines, and Four Shillings on every 
Pint of Sack, Rbeniſb Wine, and ſtrong 
Waters, al! Scotiſß Money, 

This Grant being by many of the Senators 
of the College of Juſtice, Gentlemen, and 
Brewers of the County of Edinburgh and di- 
vers of the Citizens regarded as a great Grie- 
vance, they applied to the Committee of the 
States of the Kingdom for Redreſs. The Com- 
mon Council, under the greateſt Uneaſineſs 
and Apprehenſions of loſing this advanta- 
geous Grant, if not timely accommodated, 
which muſt have terminated in the Ruin of 
their City ; for preventing of which, pro- 

ſed a Conference for an amicable Agree- 


ment; which being accepted, Commiſſion- Ibid, f. 214. 


ers were appointed on both Sides ; by whom 
it was agreed, that in lieu of Four Pence in 
the Pint on Ale and Beer, they ſhall only 
take Two Pence; the Duty on Wiae to be 
continued, excluſive of Eight Pence per 
Pint by a former Grant; and for every Boll 
of Malt brewed within the City and Places 
aforeſaid, TWO Marks Scotiſh, but in this 
Caſe, no Duty to be taken on Ale and Beer; 
and for every twenty Gallons of Ale and 
Beer, Scotiſʒh Meaſure, brought from the 
Country into Edinburgh, and Places above- 
named, to pay Two Marks inſtead of TW O 
Pence in the Pint above mentioned.

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ing Utenſils were let to Thomas Nobert ſone, 
for the Term of eleven Years, for which he 
was to pay for each of the three firſt Years, 
the Sum of Twelve hundred Marks, Scoti/b 
Money; and for every Year after, the Sum 
of Fifteen hundred Marks, of the ſame Mo- 
ney : The ſeveral Buildings and Utenſils 
to be kept in good Repair, and at the Ex- 
piration of the Tack or Leaſe, to be return- 
ed in good Order to the Proprietors. 

It appears by a Grant of this Time, from 
the Common Council of Edinburgh, to Wil- 
tam Johnſtoun, Baron Bailiff of Broughton, 
that the Goods and Chattels of Women con- 
demned for Witchcraft, eſcheated to 'the 
ſaid Bailiff; wherefore, it is not to be won- 
dered at, that innocent Perſons ſhould be 

convicted of a Crime they could not be guil- 
ty of, when their Effects fall to their Judge 
or Judges! 

The Dean of Gild of Edinburgh, as Mo- 
derator of the extraordinary Convention of 
Boroughs held at this Time in this City, 
reported to the Common Council, that there 
was due from the ſaid Boroughs, to the Earl 
of Lauderdale, the Sum of Three thouſand 
four hundred Pounds, Scotijfþ Money, the 
Arrears of a Penſion given by them to the 
ſaid Earl. And ſeeing there was a Neceſſi- 
ty for paying the ſame, the Council ordered 
Money to be borrowed on the Town's ac- 
count to diſcharge it. 

Remark. We have numerous Inſtances of 
the Rapacity and wicked Extortions of ava- 
ritious Miniſters : But, for a Perſon to be 
fo wicked, and of ſuch a mean, and merce- 
nary Spirit, to let himſelf out, as it were, 
for a yearly Penſion to commit Iniquity, 
is a Crime of ſo deep a Dye, that I have no 
where heard or read of the like. 

The Lord Provoſt having, in the Name of 
the Common Council, wrote a Letter to the 
Duke of Albemarle, (the late General Monk 
their good Friend), he received an Anſwer 
of the 31{t December, letting forth, That 
% he had received a Letter from the Lord 
„ Provoſt, in Name of the Counſell, deſy- 
ring, that the hundred and fiftie Pund, in 
« Arear of the Aſſeſſment for the Soldierie, 
might be rebated and diſcharged in re- 
„ ſpe&t to the poor People, who in Arear 
* of their Proportiouns are not able to pay, 
e and many of them had abandoned their 
« Habitatiouns; and that he had condeſcend- 
« ed to their Deſyre, and had written to 
Major General Morgan, to forbeare the 
e preſſing of the ſame. Lykeas, his Lord- 
<« ſhip produced a few Lynes, written be the 
Major General, ſubjoined to the Duke his 
Letter, promiſing according to Order, 
that he would accordinglie forbeare. And 
his Lordſhip alſo declared, that the Ma- 
„ jor General had promiſed, ſo ſoon as 
© Commiſlaric Baynes ſould come heir, he 
would give us a full Diſcharge.”

The King having in an arbitrary Manner, 
frequently interpoſed in the City Elections 
by putting them off, continuing the Magi- 
ſtrates, and diſcharging Perſons from the 
Common Council, he was at laſt prevailed 
on to reſtore to the Citizens the Right of e- 
lecting their Magiſtrates ; for which the 
Common Council returned hearty Thanks 
by the following Letter.

« of we doe hereby authorize you to give 
« our Royall Aſſurance to the whole Body

Given at our Court at Vhiteball, the 26th

The Common Council having taken into 
Conſideration, the many great and ſignal 
Services done to the City by Sir James Dal- 
rymple, Preſident of the Court of Seſſion; 
in Return for which, they not only ordered 
his Houſe Rent to be paid by the Town du- 
ring Life, but likewiſe that of all his Suc- 
ceſſors in that Office; which continued a 
Burden upon the Town till the Year 1741, 
when the truly honourable and worthy 
Duncan Forbes of Culloden, Preſident of the 
ſaid Court of Seſſion, conſidering the great 


Debt the City was loaded with, generouſly 


ave up the ſame; wherein it is to be hoped 
he will be followed by all his Succeſſors, both 
in regard to Juſtice and Welfare of the Town. 
Remark, This undoubtedly was a very 
impolitick Step, as well as an Impoſition on 
the Citizens for the good Offices of one Man, 
to intail a perpetual Burden on the Town, 
by granting the ſame Favour to ſucceeding 
Preſidents, from whom it was uncertain 
whether they ever ſhould receive any Fa- 
vour; whereas, had they had a Mind to 
have ſecured the Preſident's Succeſſors in 
their Intereſt, it would have been much bet- 


ter Policy generouſly to- have returned: the 


utmoſt Miſery and Diſtreſs, to prepare for 
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Favour when received. Beſide, by making 
this Gift as it were hereditary, it would be 
dangerous to repeal the Act of Settlement, 
though no Favours were conferred left

the People become a Prey to rapacious Mi- 
niſters and mercenary Agents; an Inſtance 
of the former is manifeſt in Lauderdale, and 
of the latter in Rocheid, one of the Town 
Clerks of Edinburgh, who having formerly 
received from tlie Town Council a Gratuity 
of no leſs a Sum than that of One thouſand 
Pounds Sterling ; complained it was not 
enough! By theſe and the like Practices are 
wicked Men inriched, while the injured Ci- 
tizens grone under the heavy Load of a grie- 
vous Debt. For, by the Eleven thouſand 
Pounds given to Lauderdale, and about the 
Sum of three thouſand Pourids to other Mi- 
niſters ſoon after, the Expence of Rocherd's 
Journey to, and long Stay at London, with 
a Reward of Four hundred and fifty Pounds 
Sterling given him for tranſacting the above 
Affair with Lauderdale; together with the 
Expence of the aforeſaid Grant's paſſing 
the Seals, Sc.; which amounted to Four- 
teen thouſand two hundred and eighty three 
Pounds Scotifh, 

Now as the Expence of the ſaid Grant coſt 
ſo great a Sum; I think it is hot to be doubt- 
ed, but that of the perpetual Duty on Wine a- 
bove mentioned, excluſive of Lauderdale's 
Gratuity, muſt have coſt at leaſt One thouſand 
Pounds Sterling: Add to this the Sum of Two 
thouſand four hundred and ſixteen Pounds 
Sterling, the Amount of the Reward given 
the aforeſaid Rocheid and his Expences in a 
Journey to London inthe Year 1687, for tranſ- 
acting an Affair belonging to the Town; the 
latter of which amounted to above Fourteen 
hundred Pounds of the ſaid Sum! and if, 
to the above Sums we ſhould add, by only 
reckoning one third of the Expence (paid 
to Rocheid for his laſt Journey to London), 
for each of the nineteen Journeys to London 
by John Hay, one of the Town Clerks; in 
the Reigns of James VI. and Charles I. toge- 
ther with the Sum of Three thouſand three 
hundred and thirty ſeven Pounds, Sterling 
Money, expended by, and given to Sir John 
Thomſon, one of the Town Clerks, for tranſ- 
acting the City's Affairs at London: Add 
to this the Sum of Three thouſand eight 
hundred and twenty Pounds Sterling, for 
obtaining a Grant upon Ale and Beer in the 
Year 1693, and for two Prolongations of 
the ſaid Act ſince, for the Term of Thirty 
eight Years; it will then appear, without 
reckoning other conſiderable Sums, that the 
Money expended by the Edinburghers in pur- 
chaſing Grants to inable them to diſcharge 
their publick Debts, amounts to above the 
Sum of Forty thouſand Pounds Sterling, to 
which, if we add the Money of late, ſaid not 
to have been ſo well applied as it ought, it will 


then be found to amount to about Fifty two 
S thouſand 


Remark, By this Method of Management; 
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thouſand and ſeventy Pounds Sterling, which is 
more than the Town's Debts are at preſent 
faid to amount to; whereby there is; as it 


were, a perpetual Debt intailed upon the 
City, which, by good Management, might 


either have been prevented, or long ere now 


paid off. 

Remark. Although the -publiſhing of the 
above Accounts may be cenſured by ſome 
yet, as it is the Duty of every faithful Hi- 
ſtorian, to give a full and impartial Ac- 
count of the Tranſactions of thoſe he writes, 
I flatter my ſelf, that Reflections on this Oc- 
cafion will not be many; more eſpecially when 
my Readers conſider that I can have no mer- 
cenary View in the Publication thereof; and 
that it would have been an unpardonable 
Crime in me to recede from the true Laws 
of Hiſtory, and imbrace their greateſt Ene- 
my, Partiality, by concealing Men's Vices, 
and publiſhing their Virtues only. | 

To avoid Cenſure on this Occaſion, I 
have choſen faithfully to relate both the 
good and bad Actions of the Edinburghers 
as they occurred, without Favour or Aft- 
fection, always regarding Truth and Impar- 
tiality as the true Standard of every Writer ; 
which no Conſideration whatever ought to 
bias him in : For, were an Author only to 
write the good Actions of Men, there would 
be no Room for Reformation ; whereas, by 
giving Accounts both of their good and 

ad Works, good Men will be incouraged 
to promote virtuous Deeds, whilſt the wic- 
ked will be deterred from committing Evil, 
to the Welfare of the Publick, and Diſ- 
couragement of Vice and Immorality ; 
and the Citizens hereafter be reſcued from 
becoming a Prey to rapacious Miniſters and 
mercenary Agents. And every Hiſtorian, 
who ſhall in time coming, indeavour to 
conceal the bad Actions of Men, ought to 
be deemed a Partaker of their Crimes, and as 
ſuch be ſpurned at by all Men of Honour, and 
rendered obnoxious to theCenſure of Poſterity. 

Wherefore I think it will not be amiſs on 
thisOccaſion to caution all Perſons concerned 
in the Direction of Affairs, belonging either 
to a Town, or other Body corporate, that 
whenever they ſhall be favoured with a Grant 
from the Crown, to inable them to diſcharge 
publick Incumbrances, that the Money ariſing 
thereby be ſolely applied in paying off the 


common Debts, and that particular Care 


be taken, that no new publick Work be 
begun, or old repaired, unleſs the laſt can- 
not be deferred without Prejudice to the 
Community; and then no more to be done 


than is abſolutely neceſſary, till all Incum- 


brances be diſcharged. Then, whatever ſhall 
be found neceſſary, for the Benefit of the In- 
corporation, may be chearfully gone about, 
at the Expence of the old and new Reve- 
nues of the Community, 1 

But above all, great Care ought to be 
had, not to take any Money on Intereſt, for

with all Expedition and good Management, 
to be diſcharged. And for the better and 
more ſpeedy Payment of the publick Debts, 
it is the Duty of thoſe in the Direction 
of the Town's Affairs, to retrench all need- 
leſs Expences, whether Intertainments, Pre- 
ſents, or unneceſſary Favours conferred, 
which in ſome Cities amount yeatly to a ve- 
ry great Sum z which may well be ſpared to 
the Advantage of the Citizens; and Honour 
of thoſe concerned in the Government of the 
Place. | | 
Having repreſented the unjuſtifiable Pra- 
ctices of the Magiſtrates and Town Coun- 
cil of Edinburgh in Times paſt, it is reaſon- 
able to caution their Succeſſors againſt the 
like Dealings hereafter. For the Parlia- 
ment, in their late Seſſion, having added 
thirty eight Years to a former Grant of the 
Duty of Two Pence, Scotiſb, on every Pint 
of Ale and Beer fold within the City and 
Suburbs of Edinburgh, which, together with 
the Remainder of the former Grant, a- 
mounts to about forty eight Years, which 
is a Gift ſcarce to be paralelled; for if we 
reckon the annual Produce thereof only at 
Five thouſand Pounds Sterling, the whole, 
during the aforeſaid long Term of Years, 
will amount to about Two hundred and for- 
ty thouſand Pounds Sterling, whereby the 
Citizens with good Management, will not 
only be inabled to diſcharge their preſent 


| Debts (which now are ſaid to be about Fifty 


two thouſand Pounds Sterling as aforeſaid) 
in leſs than twenty Years ; but they will be 
in a Condition by laying out the Superplu- 
ſage ariſing by the ſaid Grant, for the Space 
of twenty eight Years after, to increaſe the 
Town's Revenues by Purchaſes to ſuch a 
Height, which will, (I had almoſt ſaid) put 
it out of the Power of petty male Practices 
to occaſion a Re- application to Parliament 
for a further Aid; which if ever it ſhould 
happen to be the Caſe, their Management 
ought to be inquired into by inſpecting the 
City's Books; and if any Imbezlement or 
Miſapplication be diſcovered, the Money 
ought to be refunded by thoſe principally 
concerned, and not ſuffered by bad Practi- 
ces to intail a perpetual Debt on the Town, 


at the Expence of the diſtreſſed Citizens and 


their Neighbours. 
To diſcharge this great Incumbrance 
wherewith the Citizens are ſo heavily op-

Heirs or Repreſentatives of the Donor ; 
which being repreſented to the Biſhop, it 
had ſo good an Effect, that he declared he 
would not inſiſt thereon, or make any far- 
ther uſe of the Duke's Letter for that Pur- 
ſe. 
10 This generous Deportment of the Bi- 
ſhop's, was ſo kindly taken by the Town 
Council, that they not only returned him 
Thanks for this Act of Benevolence, but 
made him an Offer of Six hundred Marks 
yearly in Name of Houſe Rent, to be an- 
nually paid him during his Incumbency in 
the Biſhoprick of Edinburgh. In Anſwer 
to this Reſolution, the Biſhop ſent a Letter 
to the Lord Provoſt to be communicated

DINBURGH having for many Years 
been at a great Expence in Coach- 
ire; nay more, tis ſaid, than would have 
kept Two Coaches and Four | Horſes ; 
wherefore the Council ordered Two Coaches 
to be bought at London for the Uſe of the 
Magiſtrates, with Four Horſes. 

The Bowets that were formerly ordered 
y the Common Council to be hung out, 
for illuminating the Streets by Night, it 
ſeems, not anſwering, a new Order was 
made at this Time, for a Lantern and 
Candle to be hung out at the Firſt Storey of 
every Tenement or Land, at Five of - the 
Clock in the Evening, to burn till Ten, 
from the Twenty ninth of Oober to the 
Firſt of March, on the Penalty of Five 
Marks Scotiſh for every Omiſſion. 

The Town Council having ſometime ſince 
made an Ordinance, to erect an Equeſtrian 
Statue in Honour of the King, the ſame 
(which is an admirable Performance) was 
put up in the Parliament Cloſe about this 


Time, where it continues the Admiration 


of all. x 

Matters regarding the Duke of York's 
Succeſſion to the Crown having a gloomy 
Aſpect, the Common Council of Edinburgh, 
to ſupport the Duke's Intereſt, voluntarily 
and unanimouſly agreed to offer to Kin 
Charles II. a Supply of Seven Months Ceſs, 
and drew up an Addreſs to acquaint him

The King, who ſurvived this Reſolution 
but a few Days, was ſucceeded in the Throne 
by James his Brother, the ſaid Duke of 
York, who not unmindful of the hearty and 
zealous Attachment of the  Edinburghers to 
his Intereſt, ſent the following Letter to the 
Common Council.

The Edinburghers, on the Receipt of this 
very gracious Letter, were ſo tranſported 
with Joy, that the Common Council or- 
dered a Caſe to be made for its Conſerva- 
tion, On the Lid of this Box (which is of 
Ebony, of the Length of ſeven Inches, 
Breadth of Five, and about Two in Depth) 
is J. R. in a Cypher with the Letters vii. a 
Crown, Thiſtle, Roſe, Flower-de-luce and 
Harp, are curiouſly inlaid ; round the Side 
and Ends, in maſſive ſilvern Letters, are fi- 
nired the Provoſt's Name and Date of the 
Year; and the Bottom of the ſaid Box, within 
a Border, is beautifully imbelliſhed with Birds 
and Flowers, finely decorated. The making 
of this Letter Caſe, which probably is the 
fineſt of its kind any where to be ſeen, muſt 
have been attended with a very conſiderable 
Expence.

And 
the heavy Load ſtill continuing, King 
Charles II. in the Year 1671, to inable them

Burt the 
Edinburghers behaving themſelves in a quiet 
and peaceable Manner, their dutiful De- 
portment was ſo very ac to the Go- 
vernment, that the King commanded the 
Lord Townſhend, one of his principal Secre- 
taries of State, to write to the Lord Provoſt 
as follows.

the Town Guard which attended the ſaid 
Execution, was inſulted and pelted with 


Stones by the Mob; Jobn Porteous the Cap- 


tain was irritated to ſuch a Degree, that he 
commanded” his Men to fire amongſt the 
Populace,' whereby divers Perſons were kil- 
led, and many dangerouſly wounded. For 
which he was proſecuted at the Expence of 
the City, and condemned to die for the 


ſame: But a Reprieve being obtained to re- 


ſpite his Execution, the Mob (in the Night 


preceding the ſeventh Day of September, 
whereon Porteous was to have been executed 


purſuant to the Sentence) aſſembled in a ve- 


ry riotous manner, ſeized and difarmed the 


City Guard, poſſeſſed themſelves of the 
Town Gates, and deſtroying the Tolbooth 
or Priſon Door by Fire, brought forth the 
ſaid Porteous, the Criminal, and hung him 
on a Dyer's Poſt or Frame in the Graſs- 
market, on the ſaid ſeventh Day of Septem- 
ber, according to his Sentence. 

For which the Magiſtrates, for not pre- 
venting the ſame, were called to an Ac- 
count by the Parliament, and a Bill paſſed 
in the Houſe of Lords, to take away the 
Town's Guard, and the Gate of the Nether- 
bow Port; and by laying the City open, 
prevent all ſuch wicked, illegal, and dan- 
gerous Practices in Time coming. But 
great Intereſt being made in the Houſe of 
Commons to alter the ſaid Bill, it was 
by Parliament enacted, that Edinburgb, for

In this State was Edinburgh, when a Re-

Edinburgh. 


Now all being in the greateſt Hurry and 


Confuſion in Edinburgh, the Caſh of the two 
Banks, publick Offices, and moſt valuable 
Effects of private Citizens, were removed 
to the Caſtle of Edinburgh for Security. On 
the 14th and 15th of September, Men were 
employed in ſcaffolding ſomg Parts of the 
Town Wall, erecting Paliſadoes, barrica- 
ding the Town's Gates, and placing Can- 
nons on the City Wall, and other Places 
neceſſary. 


On the 15th of the ſaid Month, News 1 5 Sept. 


was brought, that the Van of the Rebel Ar- 
my was arrived at Linlithgow; and Detach- 
ments from it within a few Miles of Edin- 
burgh, and Gardner's Regiment retreating 
before them, all was in Motion. Hamilton's 
Regiment of Dragoons decamped from the 
Links of Leith, to join Gardner's at Corſtor- 
phine, whither the City Guard, all the Men 
of the new-raiſed Regiment, who were not 
on Duty in the Town, marched out to re- 
inforce them, to ſtop the Progreſs of the E- 
nemy. But alas! inſtead of that, the Two 
Regiments of 1riſþ Dragoons aforeſaid, on 
greateſt 


Military, together with the Officers of the 
Crown, and many of the principal Inhabi- 
tants leaving the Town, occaſioning a great 
Conſternation, divers of the Citizens peti- 
tioned the Common Council to call to their 
Aſſiſtance ' the chief Inhabitants, to de- 


liberate on the beſt Meaſures to be taken - 


on 
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on this dangerous and critical Juncture. 
Purſuant to this Petition, the ſaid Citi- 
zens were ſummoned to meet in the New 
Church; where being aſſembled, amongſt 
other Things it was aſked them, Whether 
the Dra s ſhould be called to their Aſ- 
ſiſtance? It was anſwered, No Dragoons. 
The Queſtion then was, Whether the Town 
ſhould be defended ? which being carried in, 


. the negative, it was reſolved to treat with 


the Enemy, to obtain the beſt Terms they 
could. And being about to chuſe Commiſ- 
ſioners forgthat Purpoſe, a Letter from the 

oung Pretender, addreſſed to the Lord 
Provoſt and the reſt of the Magiſtrates, was 
produced in Council, which being ordered 
to be read, it began as follows: Whereas 
« we are now to enter the beloved Metro- 
« polis of our ancient Kingdom of Scotland.“ 
Here the Reader was ſtopped, and aſked by 
whom the Letter was ſigned. Having told 
it was ſuperſcribed, Charles Prince of Wales, 
&c. it was artfully refuſed to be heard. 

Now all Thoughts of defending the Town 
being over, the City Volunteers and Town 
Regiment returned their Arms to the Caſtle, 
-whilſt the Trained Bands and Town Com- 

any of Fuſileers mounted Guard the fol- 
owing Night. 

The Commiſſioners aforeſaid having met 
certain of the Highland Chiefs at Gray's 
Mill, they diſcourſed on Matters relating to 
a Surrender; but what was concluded on, 
remains till a Secret. However, that it 
was either at this Meeting, or by a private 
Contract, agreed to admit the Rebels into 
the Town, I think cannot be juſtly contro- 
verted ; eſpecially it we conſider, that the 
very next rning, about Four of the 
Clock, a Party. of the Highlanders were got 
before the Eaſtern Gate of the City, called 
the Netherbow, when the ſaid Gate (as was 
ridiculouſly alledged) was in this Time of 
imminent Danger opened to let out a Coach. 
Then the Enemy entered, ſecured that and 
the other Gates; and poſſeſſing themſelves 
of the Town Guard Houſe, diſarmed and 
impriſoned the Guard, and ſeized on the 
Artillery, Arms and Ammunition belong- 
ing to the City. | 

General Gueſt, Governor of the Caſtle, 
was no ſooner appriſed of the Rebels having 
poſſeſſed themſelves of Edinburgh, than he 
diſplayed the Flag, and fired divers Can- 
non, as a Warning to the Edinburghers not 
to approach the Caſtle-hill. 

The Highland Party which entered the 
City in the Morning, having ſecured the 
Heralds, Purſevants, Cc. repaired with 
them about Noon to the Market Croſs of 
Edinburgh, in their Formalities, and, b 
Sound of Trumpet, read the Pretender's De- 
claration and Commiſſion of Regency given 
to his Son, ſuperſcribed F. R. dated at Rome 
December the 23d, anno 1743, and a Mani- 
teſto ſuperſcribed, Charles, P. R. and ſub-

R. and ſubſcribed C. P. R. demanding, on 
pain of military Execution, one thouſand 
Tents, two thouſand Targets, ſix thouſand 
Pair of Shoes, and a proportionable Number 
of Water Cantines, to be furniſhed for the Uſe 
of the Army, againſt the 23d inſtant, promi- 
ſing to pay for the ſame, as ſoon as the 
Troubles were over. There being no Time 
for Delay, the Inhabitants were ſummoned 
to deliberate thereon, who, conſidering no 
Favour was to be expected, ordered the ſaid 
Neceſſaries to be forthwith provided, and 
to pay for the ſame ; laid on a Rate of Two 
Shillings and ſix Pence Sterling in the Pound 
on all Lands and Tenements within the Ci- 
ty and Liberties of Edinburgh.

flowing in upon us. And to keep the 
People in their Duty to God and their Prince, 
continued to pray for the King by Name, 
without the leaſt Moleftation from, or Fear 
of diſobliging the Rebels, though ſome of 
them frequently: repaired to hear them. 

The Bank of Scotland, and the Royal 
Bank, as already hinted, being willing to ſe- 
cure their ſeveral Properties, from becoming 
a Prey to the Highlanders, carried their 
Caſh to the Caſtle of Edinburgh for Safety. 
Wherefore the / pretended Regent, on the 
27th of September, cauſed publiſh the follow- 
ing Proclamation.

The Highlanders, from their entering E- 
dinburgh on the 17th of September, received 
no Diſturbance from the Caſtle for the S 
of eight Days: But, in the Night oC the 
25th of the ſaid Month, the Garriſon being 
alarmed by a ruſtling Noiſe on the Southern 
Side of the Rock whereon the Caſtle is ſitu- 
ate, imagined the ſame to proceed from an 
Attempt of the ſaid Highlanders to ſurpriſe 
it: But the Rebels gave out, it was occa- 
ſioned by certain Goats feeding on the ſaid 
Rock. Be that as it will, a Number of 


Cannon and ſmall Arms were fired from the 


Caſtle on the Highlanders Guard-houſe at 
the Weſt Port. This Act of Hoſtility ſo 
inraged the pretended Regent, that on the 
twenty ninth Day of the ſame Month, he or- 
dered the Rebel Guard in the Weigh-houſe, 
at the upper End of the Strait Bow, to pre- 
vent all Communication with the ſaid Caſtle. 
This Order, which was likely in a ſhort 
Time to diſtreſs the Garriſon of the Caſtle, 
for Want of Proviſions, was highly reſented 
by General Gue/# the Governor; who, being 
a Gentleman of great Humanity, rather 
than proceed to Extremities, whereby the 
Lives and Fortunes of many innocent Ci- 


tizens muſt have ſuffered with thoſe of the 


guilty, choſe by Letter to acquaint the late 
Lord Provoſt, that if the Communication 
with the Caſtle were not quickly opened, he 
would, by his Artillery, diſlodge the Re- 
bels * their ſeveral Poſts on the Caſtle- 
hill.

than they fired at him.

DinBurcH, the capital City of Scot- 
land, is pleaſantly ſituated upon a Hill, 
in the Northern Part of the County of Mid- 
Lothian, about two Miles beſouth the noble 
Eſtuary of the Frith of Forth, in the fifty fifth 
Degree and fifty five Minutes of Northern 
Latitude; and of Longitude, three De- 
grees Weſt from London: And, at certain 
Diſtances from it, by the Hills of Pentland, 
Corſtorphine, Caldton, Arthur's-ſeat, and Salſ- 
bury-craigs, placed as it were by Nature, as 
ſo many Fences againſt the impetuous Blaſts 
of violent Storms of Wind from the South- 
weſt,-Weſt, North-weſt, North-eaſt and 
South-eaſt, which often rage to a great De 
gree in theſe Parts. 
The Hill whereon Edinburgh ſtands, lies 
almoſt Eaſt and Weſt in a right Line, 
which from the Caſtle-gate on the Weſt, to 


the Gate of the Outer-court of the Palace 


of Holyroodhouſe on the Eaſt, is one Mile,

one Quarter, one hundred and thirty two 
Yards and two Feet. And Edinburgh, from 
the Southern End of the Path-way leading 
to Leith, at the Northern End of the Caldton 
to the upper or Southern End of the Plea- 
ſants, is in Breadth five Furlongs, eighteen 
Poles, and thirteen Links ; or half a Mile, 
three hundred and twenty three Yards, and 
one Foot. And the Breadth of the Town, 
from the Weſtern End of the Croſs-cauſe- 
way on the South, to the Northern End of 
Mary King's Cloſe on the North, is four 
Furlongs, twelve Poles, and four Links; or 
half a Mile, ſixty ſix Yards, and two Feet. 
This Hill is in Height two hundred and 
ſeventy four Feet, viz. from the high Wa- 
ter- mark at Leith, to the Palace of Holy- 


roodbouſe, at the lower or Eaſtern End of 
the Town, ninety four Feet; and from 
thence almoſt in a dire& Line, to the 
Weſtern or upper End of the Caſtle-hill 
Street, one hundred and eighty Feet. 

This Eminence, which may not impro- 
perly be called the Central-hill, whereon 
the antient and principal Part of the Town 
is built, is incloſed on the Northern and 
Southern Sides by two Hills, which in fact 
are but one Hill (which riſing at the Eaſtern 
Extremity of the ſaid Hill, runs along the 
Northern Side of the Town, and by a ſe- 
micircular Winding, paſſeth on the Weſtern 
Side of the Caſtle, whence turning eaſt- 
wards, incloſeth the Southern Side of the 
ſaid Eminence) which runs lel thereto, 
Between this invironing Hill or Hills, and 
that whereon the City ſtands, runs a nar- 


row Bottom, in the Northern Part whereof is 


an artificial Lake or Canal, called the Nord- 
loch, as hereafter will more plainly appear; 
the Appellation of which has given Riſe to 
a very improbable and ridiculous Story (as 
ſhall likewiſe in its proper Place be ſhewn) 


of there having been antiently a Lake or 


Loch, where the Cowgate Street is at pre- 
ſent ſituate, in the Southern Part of the ſaid 
Bottom, denominated the South Loch. 
Edinburgh, by its lofty Situation, has the 
Advantage of a pure Air, and a beautiful 
Proſpect of a great Extent into the Counties 
of Eaſt, Mid, and Welt Lothians, Stirling, 
Perth, and Fife Shires : And even from the 
Street, at the Market-croſs, whither Gentle- 
men and Merchants reſort at Noon, is not 
only a fine View of the Frith of Forth, but 
the Proſpect is terminated by the German 
Ocean, at the Diſtance of above twenty 
Miles.

by the King's Command, raiſed Money to 
fortify the City; and in the mean time; the 
better to prevent the Approach of the Enemy, 
all Perſons having Gardens without the Town 
were ordered to fortify the ſame with Walls. 
That the fortifying of Edinburgb at this 
Time, was only the Extenſion of its Walls, 
I think is manifeſt; for the firſt Wall ha- 
ving been built but about ſixty Years before, 
it could want no Reparation : And, 
what is above obſerved, of the Cowgate's 
lying without the Town Wall, it was ve- 
ry neceflary to ſecure it from the Ravages 
of an Enemy, by fortifying it with a Ram- 
part on the Southern Side;

Ground to the Battlement, to be of the 
Thickneſs of five Feet, and the Parapet of 
two Feet; for which the ſaid Talipher was 
paid the Sum of ſixteen Pounds Scotiſb for 
each Rood of the ſaid Work, he only pro- 
viding Workmen, and the Town to find all 
Materials, with Labourers to dig the Foun- 
dation.

Although the City Wall was extended as 
above ſpecified, yet it proving inſufficient 1560.

Dung-port, being walled up, they were re- 
duced to Eight: But a Door-way or Paſ- 
ſage, called the Workhouſe Poſtern, being 
made in the ſaid Wall, in the Neighbour- 
hood of the Charity Work-houſe, anno 1744, 
(for the Conveniency of the Citizens to re- 
pair to the Park or Meadow) they are again 
reſtored to their former Number, of which 
I ſhall give the following ſhort Accounts. 
| WEST Port. 

This Port, which is denominated the 
Weſt- port, from its Situation at the Weſtern 
End of the City, ſtands at the lower End 
of the Graſi- market, in a Bottom between 
the Foot of the Caſtle-hill on the North, 
and that of the High-rigs on the South, 
was erected about the Year 1514, and ſtill 
retains its antient Name. Through this 
Gate lie the Roads to the Southern, Weſtern 
and Northern Parts of the Kingdom.

Queen Mary, which being ſince pulled 
down, the preſent beautiful Gate was built 
anno 1606, a little be-eaſt; the former. 

This Port has been much noted of late; 
for, by an Inſurrection in Edinburgh: (as a- 
bove related) in the Year 1736, the Popu- 
lace publickly executed John Porteous, a 
Captain of the Town Guard, for which the; | 
City was proſecuted before the Parliament, 
and a Bill paſſed in the Houſe of Lords, 
wherein, amongſt other Puniſhments to be 
inflicted on the Town, this Gate was to be 
demoliſhed, and the City laid open on this 
Side: But great Intereſt being made in the 
Houſe of Commons to alter the ſaid Bill, 
both this Gate and the Town Guard were 
to remain as formerly ; but the City was 
fined in a pecuniary Mulct of Two thouſand 
Pounds Sterling, for the Uſe of the Widow 
Porteous. 

Through this Port, which ſtands at the 
lower End of the High-ſtreet, and upper 
End of the Canongate, lie the Roads to the 
Northern, Southern, and Eaſtern Parts of 
the Kingdom.

Although Edinburgh conſiſts 907 of 
few Streets, and a Number of Wynds, or 
Lanes, Courts; and Cloſes, yet the 1 Houſes 
are very magnificent Stonern Buildings, 
from one to twelve Stories in Hei ight, both 
incluſive ; the higheſt whereof . the 
Cowgate, and Parliament Cloſe : But the 
Houſes-in this Place, before the Canfla- 
gration in the Year 1690, are ſaid to have 
been three Stories higher. 

The Buildings here, elſewhere called 


| Houſes, are denominated Lands ; and the A- 


E in other Places named Stories, 
called Houſes, are ſo many Freeholds, 
inhabited by different Families, whereby the 
Houſes are ſo exceſſively crowded with 
People, that the Inhabitants of this City 
may oy jultly be preſumed to be more nume- 
rous than thoſe of ſome Towns of triple its 
| Dimenſions. And the Ground Floorsin E- 
| dinburgh are not only employed for Shops, 
as in other Places, bat many of the Cellars, 
and the firſt, ſecond, third, and fourth Sto- 
ries are uſed as ſuch : Nor is it in this Town 
deemed mean, to dwell: or lodge in the high- 
for even Merchants and 
Bankers tranſact their Affairs in the third 
and fourth Stories; and many Perſons of 
Diſtinction lodge higher. But by the great 
Inconvenience of the ſeveral Floors or Sto- 
ries being ſeparate Properties, the Inhabi- 
tants are deprived of Cellars, which is at- 
tended with many Diſadvantages. And the 
ſaid Houſes or Apartments being ſo many 
ſeparate Dwellings, are aſcended to by pu- 
blick Stairs (like the Chambers of the Inns 
of Court at London, and the Houſes in 
the City of Paris in France: From the lat- 
ter, I am perſuaded the Edinburgbers learnt 
both their Method of building, and Man-

Remark, The Reaſons in this Proteſt are 
ſo laudable, juſt and nervous, that. they 
richly deſerve, not only a Place in the Ca-

But, before I proceed, I think it will not 
be amiſs to obſerve, that, by the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of the Preſbyterian Hierarchy in Scot- 
land, the Churches are not only unſainted, 
but ſuch is the Averſion of the preſent Mi- 
niſters to Sainthood, that they will not al- 
low any of their Places of Worſhip to be 
called after the Name of any of thoſe Men 
or Women, who have been dignified with the 
Title of Saint, though ever ſo juſtly ob- 
tained; wherefore the Churches in Edin- 
burgh are chiefly denominated in reſpect to 
Time, Vicinity, Situation, and Bearing, 
viz. The Old, New, Tolbooth, Trone, Col- 
lege, Canongate, and Weſt Churches. 'There- 
fore it is to be bewailed, that the Preſby- 
terian Clergy, by their malevolent Treat- 
ment of holy Men, without Diſtinction, 
have drawn upon themſelves the Cenſures 
of their Enemies; for, by putting Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles on the ſame Footing with 
others in that reſpect, are not only charged 
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vith Ingratitude and Breach of Charity, but 
with being Enemies to Sanctity. Be this 


as it will, I ſhall not take upon me to de- 
termine; but, without the Breach of Cha- 
rity, I think it may be truly ſaid, they are 
irreconcileable Enemies to Sainthood, // 
AN . church. 
To the Church of this Abbey the Inha - 
bitants of this Diſtrict formerly repaired to 
perform their religious Duties. But King 
Jumes VII. about the Year 1686, having 
converted the ſaid Church into a Chapel 
Royal, for the Exerciſe of the Popiſh Reli- 
gion, the People were deprived of a Place

of Years, was greatly increaſed: Wherefore 
they humbly intreated, he would be graci- 
ouſly pleaſed: to grant them as much of the 
laid Money, as were ſufficient to build them 
a Church. But for the better Illuftration

the Architect, having added certain Decora-

| Marks for the fame ; whereby is ſhewn that 
this Church - coſt the Sum of Forty three 
| thouſand Marks; wiz. for the Ground 
whereon the Church is erected, and the Ce- 


thouſand Marks; and the Diſburſements 
on account of the Building and Church- yard 
Wall, Thirty four thouſand Marks; toge- 
ther, Forty three thouſand Marks, Scotiſb 
Money. 

The Contents of this Pariſh are as fol- 
loweth : The incompaſſing Line which be- 
gins at the Northeaſtern Corner of Leith 
Wynd, runs on the Northern Side of the 
Southern Row of Houſes in the Back of 
the Canongate, to the Water-gate z thence 
wynding Northeaſtwards, incloſes the Ten- 
nis Court, and paſſing on to Groveſend or 
Croft- angry, turns Southward, and joins the 
Wall of the Sanctuary, on the Northern 
Side of the Abbey Church- yard; and run- 
ning on the Weſtern Side of the Clacł- mill 
Houſe, to the Turnſtile in the King's Park 
Wall, ſurrounds the ſaid Park; and from 
the Northern Gate thereof; paſſeth on the

CANONGATE Pariſh. 

On the Place where the Canongate is at 
preſent ſituated, antiently ſtood the Town 
of Herbergare, at the Eaſtern End whereof 
King David I. in the Year 1128, founded 
the Abbey of Holyroodhouſe, as tis ſaid, on 
the following Occaſion, vix. 3 | 
In theearly Times of Popery, nothing of 
Moment was undertaken without a Miracle: 
One of the firſt Magnitude uſhered in the 
founding of this Abbey and Church; for 
King David I. its Founder, being a-hunting 
in the Foreſt of Drumſelch, in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Edinburgh Caſtle, on Rood- 
day or Exaltation of the Croſs, was attacked 
by a large Hart, who overbore both him 
and his Horſe ; but luckily for David, while 
he was endeavouring with his Hands to de- 
fend himſelf from the furious Aſſaults of the 
Buck, a Croſs from Heaven ſlipt into his 
Hand, which ſo: frightned the Stag, that 
he forthwith turned tail, and ran away in 
the greateſt Confuſion, to the great Joy of 
the King and his Followers, who congratu- 
lated him on his happy Delivery. The 
Texture of this heavenly, Croſs, no Won- 
der, was ſuch, ' that none could tell; whe- 
ther it was Wood or Metal! 175 

This Attack of the Hart's having put an 
End to the Chace, David repaired to his 
Caſtle of Edinburgb, where, in the Night 
following, he was in a Dream adviſed to 
erect an Abbey or Houſe for Canons Regu- 
lar, on the Spot where the celeſtial Croſs 
was put into his Hand. In obedience to 
this viſionary Command, the King erected 
a Houſe for the ſaid Canons, and dedicating 
it. to the Honour of the aforeſaid Croſs, de- 

fited the ſame therein, where it is faid to 
Rove remained till the Reign of King Da- 
vid II. whom it unluckily could not pro- 
tect, as it did his Predeceſſor his Name's 
Sake ; for both he and it were taken by the

Below this C on the Northern and 
Weſtern Sides of the ſaid Hill, at the 
Diſtance of thirty one Feet beſouth the ſaid 
Cell, are a great Number of Stones, of a 
pentagonal Form, in divers Poſitions, viz. 
ere, protuberant, and recumbent, which, 
from their Figure, are denominated Aſteri- 
tes, from their reſembling Stars; the two 
former as if growing out of the Earth, and 
the latter like large Rolls of Stones, with 
five Faces and Angles, with Joints at certain 
Diſtances, 'as if formed and placed there by 
Art. And oppoſite to theſe, at the South- 
weſtern End & the aforeſaid Hill, in a pen-

This Hill, as already mentioned; has 
three Tops; the higheſt whereof, denomi- 
nated Arthur”*s Seat, according to Mr. Stew- 
art, Mathematical Profeſſor in the College 
of Edinburgh's Menſuration, is, from S,. 
Anne's Yards, ſix hundred and fifty fix 
Feet in Altitude; the uppermoſt Part of 
which, at a North-weſtern View, ſeems to 
repreſent the Head and Back of a Camel; 
and that called Saliſbury Craigs, a ſemicir- 
cular Body of Rocks, appear at Diſtance 
like a ruinous Amphitheatre. | 
The Abbey Church and Palace, which is 
ſurrounded - with a Precinct or Liberty at 
preſent, uſed as an Ahlum for inſolvent Debt- 
ors; was antiemly the Sanctuary belonging 
to the Monaſtery, for the Refuge and Pro- 
tection of Criminals, is bounded as fol- 
lows, viz. It begins at the Northern Gate 
of the King's Park, whence running North- 
ward, it is bounded on the Weſt by the 
King's Garden-wall, and the Gutter or 
Channel in the Horſe-wynd, which conti- 
nues its Boundary a- croſs the High- ſtreet to 
the Water- gate, and paſſing through the 
fame, with a North- eaſtern and Eaſtern 
Courſe, is bounded by the Walls of the 
Tennis- court, Phyſick-garden and Graſs-

adjoining to the Dean's Houſe in the ſaid 

Yards, the Veſtigia whereof are ſtill to be 
ſeen a little be-eaſt the Bowling-green Wall 
belonging to the Palace, I think tis more 
e, that this Incloſure received its 
Name from this Chapel, which we may 
preſume was dedicated to St. Anne. 

Be that as it will; King James VII. having 
fitted pls Conyentual Church in a very e- 
legant ner, paved it with Marble, and e- 
rected a magnificent Throne therein for the 


Sovereign, and twelve Stalls for the Knights 


Companions, of the moſt antient Order of St. 
Andrew, with a large and beautiful Organ. 
But thoſe Things reliſhing too much of Po- 
„they were demoliſhed by the giddy 
Multitude and enthuſiaſtical Mob, at the 
Revolution in the Year 1688; and to ſuch 
a Degree did their Fury lead them, that they 
pulled up the fine Pavement, and carried off 
many o 
ſtately Fabrick not being regarded, it is in a 
very ruinous Condition; and not likely to be 
repaired, muſtin a few Years become a Prey 
to Time, and the Inclemency of Weather. 


Adjoining to this Church on the South, 


ſtands the Royal Palace of Holyroodbouſe ; the 
Tower at the Northweſtern Angle thereof 
was erected by King James V. about the 
Year 1528, and the other Parts of this noble 
Edifice were to be built by King 
Charles II. anno 1674: We are told by Sie- 
zer, that this Palace, about the Year 1694, 
conſiſted of four Courts, but at preſent there 
are only two remaining; the firſt whereof is 
entered through the large and antient Gothic 
Gate-way of the outer Court of the late Ab- 
bey; this, which is a very ſpacious Court, 
is bounded on the Eaſt by the Palace, with 
Houſes towards the Weſt, and at the North- 
ern and Southern Ends by Gardens ; with 
the latter of which it has a Communication 
by ſeveral Door-ways. 

This Palace, as appears by the annexed 
Print, is a very magnificent ſtonern Fabrick, 
conſiſting of one noble Square, which on all 
Sides, is decorated with a ſtately Piazza and 
ſpacious Walks; the Weſtern Part or Front 
of this Edifice conſiſts of two lofty double 
Towers, joined by a beautiful low Building 
or Gallery, adorned with a double Ballu- 
ſtrade above, in the Middle whereof, is a 
magnificent Portico, decorated with huge 
ſtonern Columns, which ſupport a ſtately 
Cupola, in form of an imperial Crown : 
The other three Sides of the Square, are 
lofty and noble; and the Great Stair-caſe 
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in Grandeur to 
not.

to be-gutdone any where; and the Gallery 
og the Northern Side, Which extends the 
Length of the Houſe, is adorned; wich / the 
Portraitures of all the Scutiſh King.. 

The Duke of Hamilton, who antientiy bad 
his Apartments over the exterior Gateway, 
as hereditary Houſe-keeper of the Palace, 
reſides at (preſent in the Northern double 


Tower; and in the Southernmaſt, is the 


Great Council Chamber. The upper A- 
partments in the other Parts of the Houſe, 
are inhabited by divers of the Nobility, who 
have Grants thereof during Life. 

Behind, or to the Eaſtward of the Palace, 
was a Bowling- green, incloſed towards the 
North and South by two Wings, the former 
being the remaining Part of the Conventual 
Church, and the latter the Landry ; which 
being fallen down, is deprived of that on 
the South, as it will, in all Probability, be 
ſoon of that on the North by the like Fate. 
And the Field be-eaſt the faid Bowling- 
green, denominated $7. Anne's Lards, was 
deſigned to have been converted into ablower 
Garden, to be decorated with Statves and 
Gravel Walks: But by the Abdication of 
King James, and Union of the Kingdoms, 
the Deſign is defeated ; gs "him TEE not 
kept in Repair, will probably in a 
ſhort Tis undes che Fate of its Offices, 
which are all tumbled downl n 
The Royal Garden, at the Northern End 
of the outer Court, is converted into a Phy- 
ſick Garden, with a proper Salary for an 
able Botaniſt to ſuperintend the ſame. This 
Garden, according to the late ingenious and 
learned Dr. Nicolſon, Archdeacon of Carliſle, 
was, above forty Years ago, in ſuch a flou- 
riſhing Condition, by the Skill and Induſtry 
of the ingenious and worthy Botaniſt, James 
. Sutherland, who, the Dr. ſays, In about 
« twenty Years, has brought his Collecti- 
% on of Plants to ſuch a Degree of Excel- 
&* Jency as is truly admirable. His Hortus 
« Medicus Edinburgenſis ſurpaſſes moſt of 
« them.” And a little farther adds, © that 
the great Variety of Seeds and Plants, 
which his Correſpondents abroad have

This Chapel and Alms-houſe, with their 
Appurtenances, was on the 31ſt of March,

| anno 1617, diſpoſed of by the Chaplains, 


and Beadmen, to the Magiſtrates and Coun- 
cil of the Canongate, for a certain Sum of 
Money, with Conſent of David Creichton, 
of Lugtoun, the Patron, to be and remain 
an Hoſpital for the Uſe of the Poor of the 
ſaid Burgh of the Canongate, to be preſented 
thereto by the Bailifls and Council of the 
ſame. 

Some Time after, viz. on the goth of 
January, anno 1634, the Bailiffs and Coun- 
cil of the Canongate diſpoſed of the ſaid Cha- 
pel, and Hoſpital, with their Appurtenan- 
ces, to the Church Seſſion of the Church of 
Holyroodhouſe, and their Succeſſors, for a 
certain Sum of Money, to be and remain 
an Hoſpital for the Poor of the Canongate, 
as aforeſaid, to be preſented by the Church 
Seſſion, and their Succeſſor s. 

This Chapel and Hoſpital ſeems to have

Surely never was any Place more 
juſtly called an Hoſpital than this; for, 
inſtead of its being an Hoſpital, wherein the 
Inhabitants are ſupplied with all the Neceſ- 
ſaries of Life, it hardly deſerves the Name 
of an Alms-houſe: For, though it contains 
twelve Rooms, for the Reception of ſo ma- 
ny diſtreſſed Objects, yet there are only four 
inhabited, by as'many poor Women, who 
have only an Allowance of Four Pence per 
Week each; but the Houſe being in a very 
ruinous Condition; and the Roof - almoſt 
gone, they muſt quickly leave it, or be bu- 

ried in its Ruins. 

I have ſince learnt, that thoſe Women are

Pariſh Penſioners, put in by the Church 
Seſſion; for the ds and Tenements 
which belonged to this Foundation being 


all loſt or imbezzled, the Buildings muſt go 
to Ruin. . 

Adjoining to this Hoſpital is a Port, call- 
ed the Water-gate, ſo denominated from its 
Vicinity to a Dub or Horſe-pond oppoſite 
thereto, on the Northern Side: And juſt with- 
out the ſaid Port, on the Eaſtern Side of the 


Street, was the Royal Tennis-court, antiently 


called the Catchpel, which is ftill ſtanding, but 


now converted into a Linnen Manufactory. 


In the Street oppoſite to the Place where 
the Canongate Church is ſituated, was an- 
tiently held the Market of the Canongate; 
ſince the Removal of which to the Head of 
the Canongate, where it is now only a Fleſh- 


market, the Croſs thereof, for the Conve-

nience of Paſſage in the Street, was remo- 
ved to, and erected againſt the Church- yard 
Wall, on the Eaſtern Side of the Gate-way 
leading to the ſaid Church of the Canongate; 
it conſiſts of four Steps and a Shaft, with 
the Town's Arms thereon. 

On the Examination of Witneſſes con- 
cerning King Henry's Murder, anno 1567, 
the Mint-ofice of Scotland ſeems to have 
ſtood on the Southern Side of the Canongate, 
oppoſite to the preſent Canongate Church 
and Tolbooth, which now I have diſcovered 
to be the Houſe in the High-ſtreet, wherein 
the Ducheſs Dowager of Gordon at preſent 
reſides. 

A little higher in the ſaid Street or Ca- 


nongate, antiently ſtood another Croſs, call- | 


ed St. Jobn's Croſs; which being likewiſe 
taken down, to free the Street from Incum- 
brances, a Croſs is laid in the Pavement in 
the Middle of the Street, which ſerves as a 
Boundary to the Trinity Church Pariſh and 
that of the Canongate. 

Although there be no weekly Market in 
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| n Canongate ate daily a 
Amber of Stands, with a Variety of Mer- 
chandize, which reſemble a Market. 
The Magiſtrates and Council of the Ca- 
nongate were, by un Ack of Parliament in 
the Year 1593, 1 to take Two 
Pennies of every loaded Cart, and one Pen- 
ny for every Horſe- load entering the Vater- 
gate, to enable them to lay a Cauſe- way from 
H. uſe to the Netherbow. This I take 
to be the Time when the Canongate was at 
firſt paved. inen | 


ABBEY Church, © 

In the Southeaſtern Corner of the Abbey 
Church, are depoſited the Bodies of King 
James V. and his Queen, Magdalen, a Son, 
and his natural Daughter; and the unfor- 
tunate King Henry, or Lord Darnley, who 
was cruelly murdered by the moſt aban- 
donedly wicked Earl of Bothwell. On the 
two firſt are the following Inſcriptions.

"The CASTLE Church. 


| The Weſtern Part of the Hill e 
Edinburgh ſtands, riſing into a very high and 
large Rock of exceeding hard black Marble, 
the Caſtle is ſituated thereon; the Area 


whereof is ſaid to contain about five Scotiſp 


Acres of Ground, which make about ſix 
Engliſh. This Rock is on all Sides very 
ſteep, eſpecially towards the North, where 
it is perpendicular for a conſiderable Way. 
This Fortreſs is only acceſſible on the Eaſt- 
ern Side, where its Entrance, is not only 
fortified in the ſtrongeſt Manner by the na- 
tural Rock, but hkewiſe ; wu a very high 
Half-moon, of exceeding g ſtonern 
Work, mounted with twelve bea tiful bra- 
zen Guns of Eighteen Pounders; which, to- 
er with the ſeveral Forts below, and its 
natural Advantages, render it almoſt impreg- 
nable to all Efforts, other than that of Famine. 
The chief f Buildings in this Caſtle' form a 
parallelogram ky 5 ; [the Eaſtern End 
whereof is bounded the antient Royal 
Palace; which by the Dates on the Eaſtern 
and Weſtern Fronts thereof, appears cither to 
have been new fronted or rebuilt in the Tears 
1556, and 1616: In the Southeaſtern Cor- 


ner of this Edifice, in a ſmall! Room on the 


Ground-floor, Mary, Queen of Scots, was 
brought to bed on the x9th of June, anno 
I 566 of a Son; afterwards King James VI.;

Money to be imployed for the Maintenance 
of two' Morning Preachers, to preach al- 
ternately in this Church; and he whoſe 
Turn it is not, to preach at ſuch Time and 
Place the ſame Day in the City, as ſhall be 
appointed by the Magiſtrates: But how 
the remaining Part of this ne is ap- 
plied, is to me unknown.

Total of Families, 
ſix hundred and twelve, and of Perſons two 
thouſand four hundred and thirty one. 

The Patronage of this Pariſh, like that 
of all the other City Pariſhes, is in the 
Town Council. The Pariſh is governed by 
the Church Seſſion, which conſiſts of the 
two Miniſters, ſix Elders, and ſix Deacons; 
and the Miniſters Stipends, like thoſe of the 
other Pariſhes, are Two thouſand five hun- 
dred Marks each. 

The Seats of this Church, in the Year

of the Church of England, and for the Uſe of 
the Engliſb reſiding in this City and Neigh- 
bourhood. But for a more particular Ac- 
count thereof, and better Information of the 
Reader, I ſhall ſubjoin a Copy of the Deed 
of Foundation, which is as follows.

Now, as in the above Account, the Di-

The above Account I received from the 
Reverend, and truly generous and publick- 
ſpirited Mr. Nie!

ert himſelf to prevail on the. Elders and | 


Deacons, to take accurate Accounts of the 
Numbers of Men, Women and Children, 
within their reſpective Diviſions z that they 
nearly did, is manifeſt, by this . the 
higheſt Account that ever was taken of this 
Pariſn by ſome hundreds of Perſons ; for, 
on other Occaſions, many of the Epiſcopa- 
lian Communion and Seceders, would give 
no Accounts. of their Families; but now, 
by the earneſt Solicitations of the ſaid Elders 
and Deacons, they were prevailed on to give 
the above ſpecified Accounts, Had the In- 
cumbents of the other Pariſhes ſo laudabl 

exerted themſelves, I ſhould have had almo 

an exact Account of the Number of Inhabitants 
in the City and Suburbs of Edinburgh, I muſt 
confeſs, that the Reverend Mr. Robert Hamil- 
ton and Mr. Hugh Blair, - Miniſters of Lady 
Teſter's and the Canongate Churches, did ſome- 
thing more than others of their Brethren, 
but their Accounts being likewiſe defective,

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the Miniſters, | who are two in Number, are 
paid by the Heritors, or landed Gentlemen, 
chiefly in Corn, which makes the Amount 
of their Stipends in Money very uncertain : 
However, at a Medium, they yield above 
one hundred Pounds Sterling yearly.

Miniſters, twenty ſix Elders, and twenty 
fix Deacons, that is, an Elder and Deacon,

Antiquities, and T bings remarkable in this 
Pariſh. 


In deſcribing the Antiquities and Things 
obſervable in this Pariſh, I ſhall begin at 
the Village denominated the Water of Leith, 
about a Quarter of a Mile benorth the 
Church; and with a winding Courſe round 
the Wall of Edinburgh, deſcribe the ſeveral 
Parts thereof, as they. occur. 

The Mills of Edinburgh and Dene, ſituate 
at the Vater of Leith, as aforeſaid, appear 
to be of conſiderable Antiquity, by divers 
Profits ariſing therefrom, given by "oy 
| David I. to the Abbot and Canons o 
his new Foundation of Holyroodbouſe, above 
ſix hundred Years ſince, and whereby is 
likewiſe ſhewn the Antiquity of the Seat of 
Dene. 

The marſhy Spot of Ground at the Head 
of the Nordloch, bounded by the Church- 
town of St. Cuthbert's, and the Way leadin 
to Edinburgh on the Weſt, the Caſtle-roc 
on the South, and Loch-bank on the North, 
and extended Eaſtwards to the ruinous Fort 
called the Wellbouſe Tower, appears anti- 
ently to have been the King's Garden; no 
Jobe for the Accommodation of our Prin- 
ces, when they reſided in Edinburgh Caſtle, 
By this Diſcovery manifeſtly appears, that 
there was no Head of Water formerly where 
the Nordlech is at preſent ſituate: For the

that the ſaid 'Nordloch, as aforeſaid,” Was 
made at the fortifying of Edinburgh, about 
the Middle of the fifteenth Century, to ſave 
the Expence of a Wall on that Side; Which 
was done at the ſmall Expence of erecting a 
Dam a- croſs the Bottom, to keep in the 
Water, whereby was formed the preſent ar- | 
tificial Loch, where there was none before; 
as may be obſerved by the cutious, and de- 
monſtrated, by opening the Sluice in the 
ſaid Dam, at the Eaſtern End of the 
Loch, to let out the Water, as was done in 
the Year 1743, when id became dry. 

That this little Vale Was antiently a 
dry Bottom, is atteſted by Walter Bowma- 
ker, Abbot of Inchcolm, in the Frith of 
Forth, and Continuer of Fordur's Chronicle; 
who tells us, that the Queen in the Year 
1398, appointed a Tournament of twelve 
Knights (of whom David Stuart the Prince 
her Son was Chief) to be held in a Place 
adjoining to the Northern Side of the Town 
of Edinburgh, where the Loch is at preſent. 

From the North-weſtern Corner of the 
Caſtle-hill Street of Edinburgh, as already 
hinted, antiently lay a ſloping Way, which 
in a diagonal Poſition, ran down the Hill to 
the Kirktown of St. Cuthbert's. This Way 
I imagine was at. firſt made, either as a 
Church-road, or Communication with the 
aforeſaid Garden; for it would by no Means 
have anſwered to have gone to the ſaid Gar- 
den by the preſent Road to Sz. Cuthbert's, 
which leads almoſt round the Caſtle. | 

A little tothe Southward of St. Cuthbert's, 
lies the Burgh of Barony denominated Porz/- 
burgh, ſo denominated, from its Vicinity to 
the Weſt-port or Gate of Edinburgh. 
The Origin of this Weſtern Suburb 
of Edinburgh, I take to be owing to the 
King's Stables, which were ſituate juſt with- 
out the ſaid Port, oppoſite to the Caſtle, on 
the Southern Side of the Way leading to Sr. 
Cuthbert's. At the Weſtern End of the ſaid 
Stables was a Chapel, dedicated to the Vir- 
gin Mary, the Veſtigia whereof are ſtill to be 
{een at the Foot of the Chapel-wynd. Ad- 
Joining to this Chapel on the Welt is a plea- 
ſant Green, of the Length of about one hun- 
dred and fifty Yards, and Breadth of about 
fifty Yards. This is the remaining Part of 
the Royal Tilting or Tournament Ground, 
whereon Feats of Arms or Martial Ex- 
erciſes were performed by the brave, 
whoſe Exploits might be ſeen by Roy- 
al and other Spectators, from the Walls 
and Windows of the ſaid Caſtle. And at a 
ſmall Diſtance Weſtward was ſituated the 
Caſtlebarns, likewiſe for the Accommoda- 
tion of the Court, when it reſided in the 
Caſtle of Edinburgb; the Appellation where-

T0 Portſburgh likewiſe belong divers 
Companies of Handicrafts; but they being 
ſubject to the Controul of the Incorpora- 
tions of Edinburgh, are but of little Note. 

A little beſouth Port/ourgh, lie the Divi- 
ſions of the Mrigbis-bouſes and Marchiſton : 
The Manſion-houſe which gives Denomina- 
tion to the firſt, appears to be of conſider- 
able Antiquity, by the Date of the Year 
1376, over the Eaſtern Window of the 
Weſtern Wing; but to whom it owes its 
Foundation, I cannot learn, no more than 
the Reaſon of its being ſo called ; for which 
divers Reaſons are aſſigned by the Popu- 
lace, but with little Appearance of Truth 
wherefore I ſhall paſs them over in Silence. 

Although the Wrights Manſion-houſe ap- 
pears to be above three hundred and ſixty 
Years ſtanding; yet I take the Houſe of 
Marchiſton, by the manner of its Conſtru- 
ction, to be of a much antienter Date. But 
what adds chiefly to its Fame, is its once 
having been the Seat of the moſt celebrated 
John Lord Napier, Baron of Marchiſton, 
who by his admirable and moſt uſeful Diſ- 
covery of the Logarithms, has raiſed to 
himſelf and Country an everlaſting Monu- 
ment of Honour. | 

But, to-return to Briſtow. This Place, 
by a Charter in the Archives of Edinburgh, 
ſeems to have been called the Gallowgate ; 
no doubt from its being the Street leading 
to the Place of Execution; and that the 
Lands now called Heriot's Crofts, extending 
Eaſtwards to St. Leonard*s, were denomi- 
nated Dalry. The Wind-mill at the South- 
ern End of the Potter-row, was erected, for 
raiſing Water from the South-loch or Mea- 
dow, to ſupply the Society of Brewers withal.

trees, with a narrow Canal of nine Feet wide

This Place being brought to Perfection, 


is denominated Hope's Park, or the Mea- 


dow; the former, from the Leaſee or Un- 


dertaker ; and the latter, from its Graſs and 


Verdure. In the beautiful Walks of this 
delightful Place, the Citizens delight them- 
ſelves in walking; the ſurrounding Walk 
being in Length two thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and ſeventy Yards, ſhews the whole 
Incloſure to be in Circumference one Mile 
and a half, and one hundred and thirty five 
Yards, Engliſh Meaſure: _ | 
Remark, The firſt or moſt antient Name 
of the aforeſaid Lake, is that of the Bo- 
rough-loch,” which it received, from its lying 
in the Borough-moor of Edinburgh; by which 
Name it was known. till about the Middle 
of the fifteenth Century, when a Canal or 
Loch was made on the Northern Side of E- 
dinburgh, as a Fence for the Town on that 
Side, it then received the Appellation of the 
Nordloch ; on which Occaſion the antient 
Name of the Borough-loch was obliged to 
make way for that of the South Loch. By 
which Appellation it is generally denomi- 
nated in « Town's Charters; Council Re- 
giſters, and other Records belonging to the. 
City, ever ſince. | 
But a Notion ſome Time ſince having 
prevailed amongſt the Citizens, that the 
South Loch lay in the Cowgate of this City, 


it was received by the Populace as an un- | 
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doubted Fact; nay; ſuch Credit it obtained 
at laſt, that Perſons of all Ranks gave into 
the Belief of it as a certain Truth, which 


| renders the Perſon obnoxious to Cenſure; 
that ſhall preſume to refute this idle Tale. 


Be that as it will, as my Reſearches are 
in queſt of Truth, I ſhall ſhew but little 
Concern to the Opinions of thoſe, who ſpurn 


at Reaſon, ſtifle Conviction, and deſpiſe 


Facts in favour of Fables; I have therefore 


ſpared for no Pains to ſearch this Affair to 


The firſt who gave Riſe to this Story, for Slez. Theat. 
ought I can learn, was Slezer, in his Thea- Seek. 


trum Scotiæ, wherein he poſitively avers, 
that there was a Loch in the Cowgate; and, 
to prove there was; tells us, there were cer- 
tain Houſes in St. Ninian's Row let on Leaſe; 
with the Privilege of a Boat; and that the 
ſaid Loch was drained about one hundred 
Years ago. This I ſuppoſe is meant before 
the Publication of his Book in the Lear 
1693, which brings his Time of the ſaid 
Loch's being drained to the Year 1593. 

To which I anſwer, That ſurely never 
any Thing was written with greater Incogi- 
tancy, and leſs Conſideration, than Slezer's 
Relation of his imaginary South Loch; for 
he ought to have known, that Str. Ninian's 
Row, where the Privilege of a Boat is ſaid 
to have been granted, is on the Northern 
Side of Edinburgh, and Eaſtern End of the 
Nordloch; therefore it cannot be well ſup- 
poſed to have had an Affinity with his Loch 
in the ate; but that the Boat ſaid by 
him to have belonged to St. Ninian's Row, 


muſt have appertained to the Nordloch, o- 


therwiſe it would have been of little Service 
to the Proprietor, by having it at ſo great a 
Diſtance from his Habitation, as the Weſtern 
End, or any Part of the Cowgate. That this, to 
call it no worſe, is a Miſtake of the firſt Ma- 
gnitude, is evident; for had he conſulted the 
Town's and other Records, he would have 
found, that the ſaid Cowgate was a Street above 


one hundred and fifty Years. before his pre- 


tended Time of the Loch's being drained ; p,.. in Arch. 
as is manifeſt by the Abbot and Canons of Edin. 


Melroſe having demiſed a certain Spot of 
Ground in the ſaid Comwgate in the Year 
1438: And by divers Records in the Hands 


of a learned and curious Gentleman, the In penes 


Cowgate is ſhewn to have antiently gone by - —— of 


ſeveral Names, viz. in the Year 1480, it 
was indifferently called the Cotwgaze, South 
Street of Edinburgh, and the Well-gate, from 
the Town's Wells being therein: And anno 
1494, it was called the Cowgate, or via 
communis, which corroborates Munſter's call- 
ing it the principal Street of Edinburgh in the 
Year 1549, which was forty four Years be- 
fore Slezer's pretended draining; as aforeſaid. 
Many are of opinion, that there muſt 
have been a Loch in the Cowgate, by the 
Ouzineſs of the Ground, and a Soil fo bog- 
gy, that it cannot ſupport a ponderous Edi- 
> fice, 
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 Anfw, That in all narrow Bottoma, ſuch 
as the Cowgate is, the Rains; by waſhing 
the Soil from off the Hills on Sides; a 
moſly Subſtance is formed in the Bottom 
below, as is manifeſt in Places innumer- 
able, where there never were either Loch 
or Water - courſe. 

Others again declare, that there was a 
Loch in the Cowgate, is evident, by Iron- 
rings having been fixed in the Walls of di- 
vers Houſes there, to which they uſed to 
tie their Ferry and other Boats. 

 Anſw, This Story ſeems to have no other 
Foundation than the Tattle of the Times ; 
for the Bait being ſwallowed by all, with- 
out the leaſt Inquiry into the Truth of it, 
has paſſed for Fact: But, whenever a Per- 
fon ſhall inquire concerning the ſaid Rings, 
at the Places referred to, viz. at Black- 
friars Wynd, Bell's Wynd, and the Kirk- 
beugh, he will be told, that ſuch Rings had 
been often talked of; but the oldeſt Perſon 
living never ſaw, nor heard of any one that 
ever did ſee any of the ſaid Rings. But if 
there ever had been Rings fixed in the Walls 
of the ſaid Houſes, *tis more reaſonable to 
ſuppoſe they were put there to tie Beaſts to, 
ſeeing in this Street was antiently held the 
Market for the Sale of Cattle; which being 
very narrow, had not Room to fix Poſts in 
the Street, as in the ſpacious Graſs-market. 
Beſides, it were abſurd to imagine, there 
could be Rings in the Walls of Houſes in 
the Cowgate, for tying Ferry or other Boats 
to, when the Diſtance between the Northern 
and Southern Rows of Houſes, at the 
wideſt of the above named Places, viz. at 
the Kirkheugh and Bell's Wynd, where the 
Cowgate is but about ſixteen Feet in Breadth, 
and at the Foot of Blackfriars Wynd, but 
about twelve Feet wide. Now, as it may 
be reaſonably imagined, that the Fronts of 
the Houſes on either Side at thoſe Places, 
were not built in the Water, there muſt 
have been on the Land on each Side the ſaid 
Loch, a Path-way for the Convenience of 
Paſſage; to which, if we only allow the 
Breadth of three Feet to each, the Loch, at 
the wideſt of the aforeſaid Places, will be 
reduced to ten Feet in Breadth, and at the 
narroweſt of the ſaid Places to about fix Feet, 
whereby is demonſtrated, that inſtead of 
there being Occaſion for a Ferry-boat at any 


of the above mentioned Places, the Breadth' 


of the Water was not the Length of a 
Cock-boat; ſo that this Loch, inſtead of 
requiring a Boat to. croſs it, a ſhort Board

Beſides, the Patrons of this Lach =

of the ſaid Cowgate; the Level whereof I 
cauſed to be taken by Dr. Macfait; where- 
by it appeared to be no leſs than forty three 
Feet higher at the Weſtern End than at the 
Eaſtern End. 25 

Bur, leſt it ſhould be alledged that there 
was a Dam erected, to keep up the Water, 
like that at the Eaſtern End of the 
Nordloch : This will by no Means anſwer ; 
for the Nordloch lying on a flat Bed, is eaſily 
confined ; but by the great Deſcent afore- 
ſaid, a Dam of a ſtupenduous Height and 
Strength muſt have been erected to make 
the Water overflow the Weſtern End of 
the Cowgate z which would have required 
a Collection of Water, many times the 

uantity of that contained in the Nord- 
loch, which would have raiſed the Wa- 
ter at the Damhead, or Eaſtern End, to 
fuch a Height, that would have laid the 
Street at the Netherbow many Feet under 
Water; and conſequently have overflowed 
the Top of the Central Hill, at the Head 
of Leith Wynd. 

Now as this Dam could neither be filled 
or kept full without a large Quantity of 
Water; the Patrons of our Cowgate Loch 
ought to have told us whence this Water 
came to fill it, and to ſupply the Loſs occa- 
ſioned by inceſſant Exhalations; but this 
not being to be done, have wiſely conceal- 
ed the ſame: For, after the ſtricteſt Search 
made in this Neighbourhood, I could no 
where diſcover that there ever was the ſmal- 
leſt running Spring or Current of Water in 
the Cowgate, or Hills contiguous, other than 
what is occaſioned by Rain. 

Again, had there been a Loch in this 
Place at the firſt fortifying of Edinburgh, 
there would have been no Occaſion for a 
Wall on this Side as a Fence to the City, 
than there was on the other Side, where 
the Nordloch anſwered all the Ends of a Wall. 


But that there was a Wall erected on the 


Northern Side of the Cowgate, is manifeſt,

Sides of this Gallows, denominated the- 
Gallow-Green, was appointed by the Fown 
Council of Edinburgh, for the Students of 
the College to divert themſelyes in. 
At the Corner of St. Leonard*s Lane, on 
the Eaſtern Side of - the Road to Dalkeith, 
are certain Houſes, denominated St. Her- 
man's, but how they came ſo to be called, 
I cannot learn, tho* probably from a Cha- 
pel there. At the Head of the ſaid St. Leo- 
nard's Lane, is the Baſe of a Croſs, with a 


Cavity in the upper Part wherein the Shaft 


was fixed. This Croſs is ſaid to have been 


erected in Commemoration of one Umfra-. 
ville, a Perſon of Diſtinction, ſaid to have 


been killed on the Spot where the ſaid

At the lower End of the ſaid Lane, on 
an Eminence, ſtood the Chapel and Ho- 
ſpital of St. Leonard, which, with its Ap- 
purtenances, was granted by King James VI. 
to Jobn M ardlaw. But this Hoſpital and 
Chaplainry being ſome time after re- 
ſigned to the King by the ſaid Wardlat, 
James, by his Charter of ziſt December, an- 
no 1591, granted the ſame in favour of the 


| Magiſtrates, Council, and Community of the 


Canongate, with their Appurtenances, forthe 
Uſe and Maintenance of aged poor Men, 
lame Perſons and Orphans to be placed in 
the Hoſpital to be erected within the Burgh 
of the Canongate; which was accordingly 
built in the Year 1617, by the Appellation 
of St. Thomas's Hoſpital, as above related. 
But alas! all the Lands and other Endow- 
ments belonging to the ſaid Hoſpitals and 
Chaplainry are embezzled and loſt. Here is 
ſtill to be ſeen the Font and Holy-water 
Stone : And the Site of the Chapel is con- 
verted into a Cemitery for Self-murderers. 

Abour ſixty Yards from the South-eaſtern 
Angle of the Wall of Edinburgh, on the 
Weſtern Side of the Street, denominated 
the Pleaſants, was ſituated a Priory of Nuns, 
called Sana Maria de Placentia ; fo named 
from a City and Convent of thoſe Appella- 
tions in {taly ; and from which, the Street 
wherein it ſtood, is corruptly called the 
Pleaſants but at what Time, or by whom 
the ſaid Monaſtery was founded, I cannot 
learn, no more than I can the Amount of

Gentlemen is reduced, and the Trade of the 


Town. much obſtructed. Beſides, it often 
happens, that Eſtates in the Vicinity of great 
Towns, are ſpent and fold twice or thrice 
within the Space of a Century, which adds 
to the Wealth of the Inhabitants. Now, 
as a Number of landed Gentlemen in the 
Neighbourhood of any Place contributes 
much to its Intereſt, I think it would be 
good Policy i id Governors of the reſpective 
Hoſpitals in Edinburgb, to diſpoſe of the 
Eſtates belonging to the ſaid Hoſpitals near 
the Town, and to purchafe ochers at a re- 
moter Diſtance.

Remark. By this Account the Borough-

is that of Robert I. dated at Cardroſs the 
28th May, in the laſt Year of his Reign, 


anno 1329. But as Edinburgh appears to 


have been a Burgh Royal about the Begin- 
ning of the twelfth Century, it muſt have 
been granted by David I. who undoubtedl 

erected the Town into a Burgh Royal. 
However, the Citizens ſeem to have been 
very eager to get rid of it, by obtaining 
from James IV. a Charter of the 6th October, 
in the Lear 1508, to impower them to let 
the ſaid Moor in feu.

Old Church GRAY-FRIARS. 


The Number of People in Edinburgh be- 
ing ſo greatly increaſed, their Churches were 
not ſufficient to accommodate them, in the 
Performance of their religious Duties. The 
Common Council, in the Year 1612, order- 
ed a Church to be built in che upper Part of 
their new Cemitery, antiently the Garden 
belonging to the Monaſtery of Gray-friars in 
the Graſs- market; which being finiſhed, on 
dividing Edinburgh into nine Pariſhes, anno 
1722, the following Diſtrict was appointed 
for its Pariſh. 

Vina. From the Northweſtern Corner of the 
College Wynd, to the Head or Weſtern 
End of the Cowgate, including all Places 
between the Middle of the ſaid Cowgate or 
Street and the Town Wall; and all Parts

The Churches in Edinburgh proving till 
inſufficient' to accommodate the Citizens in 
the Performance of their religious Duties, 
the Common Council in the Year 1719, 
ordered another Plae#for publick . Worſhip 
to be erected ; and being built contiguous 
to the Weſtern End of the Grayfriars Church; 
was denominated the Netw or Weſtern Gray 
friars Church, which was finiſhed anno 1721, 
at the Expence of Thirty ſix thouſand five 
hundred and forty three Pounds Scotifo 
Money, and had for its Pariſh the follow- 
ing Diſtrict appointed, viz. From the Up- 


Street called the Strait Bom, and the Nor- 
thern Side of the Graſs-market to the Weſt- 
port; thence Eaſtward, all the Southern 


Side of the ſaid Graſ5-market to the South- | 
| weſtern Corner of the Cowgate, including 


the Candlemaker-row and Society, with all 
the Cloſes, Sc. therein. 

Divers Parts within the Wall of Edin- 
burgh, viz. the Graſs-market, Cowgate, and 


all Parts without the firſt Wall of Edinburgh, | 


Precinct of the Caftle. Be that as it will, 
this Pariſh, with that of the Old Grayfriars, 
all Lady Zeſter's Pariſh, excluſive of Part 
of Gray's Cloſe, and Part of the Tron 
Church Pariſh, are all taken out of Sr. Cuth-

Ground is converted into a Coal-fold, or 
Place for ſelling of Coals, and the greateſt 
Part of the reſt into Gardens, few or none 
of the Brew-houſes remaining. 

At the Foot of the Meſtbot Street in this 
Pariſh, was a foreign Juriſdiction belonging 
to the Baron of Drem, who had a Rega- 
lity of certain Temple Lands erected in Nis 
Favour. Here are divers Houſes belonging 
to it, which are diſtinguiſhed by a Croſs 
on the Top of their reſpective Chimnies, 
and Fronts of Houſes. When a Court is 
held in this Part of the Regality, it is 
in one of the ſaid Houſes, at the Choice 
of the Bailiff, The Barons of Drem claim 
a Right to impower Unfreemen to exerciſe 
their ſeveral Trades in the Houſes belong- 
ing to the Regality. 

Remark. This Juriſdiction being by the 
Edinburghers regarded as a Badge of Slave- 
ry, by its being held within their Walls, 
irequent Attempts were made to purchaſe 
the ſame of the Baron or Lord of the Rega- 
lity. But an Act of Parliament being made 
in the Year 1747, to aboliſh the Scotiſb Ju- 
riſdictions, the Citizens, without the leaſt 
[Lxpence, have luckily got rid of it.

Month of May ame 1716, was removed 
from the Corner of Marlines Wynd in the 
Cowgate, to the Southern Part of the Graſs- 
market, between Heriot's Bridge and the 
Weſt - port; but that Place proving likewiſe 
inconvenient, the Common Council, in the 
Month of October following, ordered a Shed 
to be built at the Foot of the Weſtbom Street, 
and Eaſtern End of the Gra/s-market, of 
the Length of forty two Feet, and the 
Breadth of twenty four, to be ſupported on 
each Side by a Row of three ſtonern Pillars, 
of the Height of ſeven Feet and a half, and 
two Feet ſquare, to be covered with a 
wooden Roof, to be pitched over, which is 
the ſame now ſtanding.

In this ſpacious Street of the Graſs- mar- 
ket, is a very great Nuſance, called Heriot's 
Bridge, which running half way into the

The Seats in this Church, in the Year 
1746, being one hundred and twenty three 
in Number, the Rents, excluſive of five 
unlet, amounted to the yearly Sum of One 
thouſand three hundred and three Pounds, 
Scotiſh Money. 


Antiquities, and Things remarkable in this 
The firſt Thing remarkable, is the large 
leaden Ciſtern or Receiver, at the upper 
End and Northern Side of the Caſtle-hill 
Street, for the Reception of the Water 
brought from Comiſton, at the Diſtance of 
about two Miles and a half Southweſt from 
Edinburgh. This Ciſtern, which is forty 
three Feet in h, twenty eight in 
Breadth, and ſix in Depth, and contains a- 
bout Two hundred and twenty nine Tuns 
of Water; not only ſerves to ſave by Night 
a conſiderable Quantity of Water, which o- 
therwiſe would be loſtz to the great Detri- 
ment of the Inhabitants ; but the Water re- 
ſerved therein is of great Uſe in extinguiſn- 
ig Fire: ðᷣ | 
Having juſt mentioned this Receiver, 
which with the Account of the Water be- 
ing ſo little known to the Citizens, I think 
it will not be amiſs to acquaint the Reader 
with the Methods uſed to bring the ſaid 
Water to Edinburgh, and how the ſame was 
accompliſhed, EL : 
The Edinburghers in the Year 1621; ha- 
ving formed a Deſign, to bring ſweet Wa- 
ter from the Country, to ſupply themſelves 
in the City with that Pet Element; ap- 
plied to Parliament for a Power to enable 
them to accompliſh ſo deſirable and neceſſa- 
ry a Work ; which though readily granted, 
nothing was further done therein till the roth 
of May, in the Year 1672, when the Com- 
mon Council reſolved to put the ſame in 


Execution, To which End it was propoſed, | 


to raiſe the Money requiſite for this Under- 
taking, by a Tax upon Fire-hearths; and 
the Magiſtrates were ordered to apply to 
Parliament, for a Power to enable them to 
accompliſh the intended Work,, 
The Edinburghers having ſucceeded in 
their Application to Parliament, they ſome- 
time after contracted with Peter Brauſs, for 
the Sum of Two thouſand nine hundred 
Pounds Sterling, to bring the Water of Tod's 
Well at Comiſton to Edinburgh, in a leaden 
Pipe of a three Inch Bore, to be laid an Inch 
deep in the Ground; to build a Houſe over 
the ſaid Well; and five Ciſterns or Conduits 
in the Town; namely, at the Weigh-houſe, 
the Head of Forrefter's Wynd, the Market- 
croſs, the Head of Niddry's Wynd, and at the 
Netherbow, all on the High-ſtreet, to be fi- 
niſhed by the firſt Day of the Month of Octo- 
ber following: But theſe Ciſterns not being 
ſufficient to ſupply all Parts of the Town 
with Water, the Common Council in the 
ſame Year agreed with Robert Miln, the 
Town's Surveyor, to erect divers others, viz. 
at the Foot of the HWeſtbow-ſtreet in the 
Graſs-market, at the lower End of Forreſter's 
Wynd, at the Fißb-market, at the lower 
End of Niddry's Wynd, and at the Head 
of the Canongate: And as an Encourage- 
ment for Breuſs the Engineer, to proceed 
in the Work with Cate and Diligence, the 
Council promiſed him a Gratuity of Fifty 
Pounds Sterling, which was paid to him in 
the Year 1681, which I take to be the Time 
when the Water was brought into Edin- 
— A org Rd not Ah 
Frequent Diſputes having happened be- 
tween the Edinburghers and the Laird of 
Comiſton, concetning the Springs in his 
Grounds whence the City was ſupplied with 
Water, which proving expenſive to the In- 
habitants, the Common Council, to pre- 
vent the like in Time coming, having ob- 
tained a Copy of the Rental of the ſaid 
Laird's Eſtate, offered him no leſs than 
twenty eight Years Purchaſe for the ſame, 
together with the Manſion-houſe, Out- 
houſes, Gardens, Orchards, and other Ap- 
purtenances; with a Preſent of Fifty Gui- 
neas to his Wife: But the faid Laird, blind 
to his Intereſt, rejected this advantageous 
Offer, and his Eſtate, amounting only to 
Sixteen hundred and fifty Marks yearly, by 
the Terms propoſed, he might have pur- 
chaſed another of near double the Value

The Citizens having in the Year 1704, 
laid in the Hure and Laptoing Wells into 
their Receiver at Comiſton, the above men- 
tioned leaden Pipe of three Inches Diame- 
ter, was not ſufficient to bring the increaſed 
Quantity of Water to the City; whetefore 
the Common Council ordered a new Pipe, 
of a Bore of five Inches, of the Length of 
one hundred and thirty Ells, to be Taid, 
9 and earneſtly recommended to their Suc- 
in | ceſſdrs in the Council, yearly to add to the 
ſame, till it reached the Town; which be- 
ing accompliſhed, it was found to be of 
much 1 Dimenſions than the Water of 
their Wells could fill: However, a Com- 
mittee of the Town Council having agreed 
with certain Gentlemen in the Barony of 
Braid, for Liberty to bring the ſaid Pipe

In Bhytb's Cloſe in the Caſtle-hill Street, 
is an antient Chapel, ſaid to have been a 
private Oratory belotiging to Mary of Lo- 
rain, Dowager to King James V. and Mo- 
ther to Mary Queen of Scots. At the South- 
ern Side of the Nordloch, near the Foot of 
the Caſtle-hill, ſtood a Church, the Re- 
mains whereof I am informed were ſtanding 
within theſe few Years, by Profeſſor Sir Ro- 
bert Stewart, who had often ſeen them. This 
| = I take to have been the Church of St. Au- 
drew, near the Caſtle of Edinbub, to the 
Trinity Altar in which Alexander Curor, Vi- 
car of Levingſton, by a Deed of Gift of the 
20th December anno 1488, gave a perpetual 
Annuity of Twenty Marks, Scotifþ Money. 

The Nordloch, which bounds this Pariſh 
on the North, was antiently a dry Bottom, 
with no other Water therein than a Stry 
or ſmall Rill; and at the Weſtern End there- 
of, ſome Centuries ſince, was the King's 
Garden, as already hinted.

Memorialiſt Andrew Hoote. 

In the Year 1729, I publiſhed a Speci- 
men for my Hiſtory of Edinburgh, wherein 
I drew a Parallel berween the Cities of Edin- 
burgh and Briſtol, ſetting forth from the Bills 
of Mortality of both Cities, the Number of 
Inhabitants in each; this was with great Ire 
reſented by the Briſtolians, as if it were a 
Diſhonour to have Edinburgb brought in Com- 
pariſon with their City; more eſpecially by 
Hooke their Memorialiſt, who, * aſide 
common Decency, uſed me in a very un- 
becoming Manner, and aſſerted I was only 
attempting to waſh a Blackamore white. 

To refute this angry Gentleman, and con- 
vince his fellow Citizens, that there are 
more Souls in Edinburgh than in Briſtol, I 
have, (by the Aſſiſtance of that worthy and 
publick-fpirited Gentleman, John Browning 
of Bartonbill, Eſq; in the Neighbourhood 
of that City), obtained Certificates under the 
Hands of the Reverend Incumbents, Keep- 
ers of the Mortality Regiſters within that 
City and Suburbs; containing juſt and faith- 
ful Accounts of all the Perſons interred in

AS Edinburgh, like other antient Pla- 
ces, was undoubtedly from a ſmall 
. a. Beginning, it muſt have been a con- 
ſiderable Time before it advanced to a State 


worthy of being taken Notice of, or having | 


either a Governor or Government placed init; 
and much longer before it was honoured with 
the Dignity of an Incorporation: However, it 
becomingat length one of the King's Burghs, 
it muſt have been by one of his Offi- 
cers. Be that as it will, the firſt Officer or Ma- 
iſtrate we read of to have preſided in Edin- 
Fab, according to the City Records, was a 
Provoſt ; and this being a French Title, I can- 
not aſcertain whether it was introduced from 
England, (where, in the City of London, an- 
tiently was ſuch an Officer, whol take to have 
been in the Place of a Portreve or Bailiff) or 
immediately brought in from France; tho” 
from the latter I think it more probable : 
For we are told by du Haillan, that Philip, 
King of France, in the Year 1190, appoint- 
ed in the City of Paris, an Officer called the 
Provoſt of Merchants, who is the Chief Ma- 
giſtrate of that City, as our Provoſt is of 
Edinburgh : Be that as it will, it is by all a- 
greed to be derived from the Latin, Pre- 
Poſitus, a Governor, Warden, or Guardian, 
Magiſtrate, or any Chief in Office or Place. 
The chief Magiſtrate of Edinburgh who 

is dignified with the Title of Lord Provoſt, 
is an Officer of great Authority, being 
Lord Lieutenant, High Sheriff, Coroner, 
Colonel of the City's Regiment of Trained 
Bands, Captain of the Town's Company 


of Fuſileers, Admiral, Preſident of the Com- 
mon Council, Juſtice of Peace in the Coun- 


ty of Edinburgh, or Shire of Mid Lothian, 
and, before the Union of the Kingdoms of 
Scotland and England, anno 1707, was uſual- 
ly a Member of the Privy Council, and one 
of the City's Repreſentatives in Parliament, 
and always a Member of the Convention of 
Royal Boroughs : But as to the additional 
Title of Lord to that of Provoſt, it ſeems 
to be owing to Preſcription; for it no where 
appears in the City's Charters that ever any 
ſuch Epithet was conferred on the Chief Ma- 
giſtrate of Edinburgh by any of our Kings : 
Wherefore, I am of opinion that the Time 
which bids faireſt for the Riſe of this Lord- 
ly Compliment, is in the Year 1609, when

James VI: impowered the Magiſtrates of this 
City to wear Gowns, and Citizens to 
have a Sword carried before their Chief Ma- 
giſtrate the Provoſt, to whom they lately 
granted the yearly Sum of Three hundred 
Pounds Sterling to ſupport the Dignity of 
his Office.

By which of our Kings, or at'what Time 
the firſt Provoſt of Edinburgh was appointed, 
I cannot learn, tho' I imagine he was by Da- 
vid I. when he conſtituted Edinburgh in the 
Beginning of the twelfth Century a Burgh 
Royal; for in the numerous and deſtructive 
Wars betwixt Scotland and England, Edin- 
burgh with its Records were ſo often plun- 
dered and deſtroyed by the Eugliſb, that 
'there are only a few Scrapes remaining in 
the Town's Archives, relating to the Tranſ- 
actions of the Edinburghers before the Year 
1511, Which is the firſt Time I find the 
Provoſt of this City mentioned in the Town's 
Records; and, from that Period to the Year 
1553, their Names not being carefully re- 
corded, ſome are either omitted, or have 
ſerved the Office for two or more Years, 

To ſupply this Defect in ſome Sort, I 
received from the learned and ingenious 
Walter Macfarlane of that Ilk, an imper- 
fect additional Liſt of the Provoſts of Edin- 
burgh (extracted by him from his great Col- 
lection of Charters) for the Term of twenty 
ſix Years, viz. from the Year 1424, to that 
of 1511.

Remark. Having given a Liſt of the Pro- 
volts of this City, I think it will not be amiſs 
to obſerve, that the Title of Lord annexed 
thereto being by Preſcription and not by 
Grant, every Provoſt within the Kingdom 
has as great a Right to that Epithet, as the 
Provoſt of Edinburgh hath. 

Although the Aldermen and Provoſts be 
the firſt Officers we readof, to have preſided in 
Edinburgh; yet I cannot learn whether their 
Offices or that of Bailiff be here the moſt anti- 


ent. Now as both thoſe Officers are of a French 
Origin, and that the latter was Collector of 
the Prince's Revenues, I think it is more pro- 
bable, that the Office of Bailiff was exerciſed 
in this City before that of Provoſt; for this 
being a Royal Burgh of great Antiquity, 
the King muſt have had a Bailiff, or Rent- 
gatherer reſiding within the ſame, for Re- 
ceipt of the Royal Revenues, who was like- 
wit: conſtituted a Magiſtrate to adminiſter

on which I ſhall inlarge when I come to treat 
of the Dean of Gild's Court; and the latter 
is likewiſe a Juſtice of the Peace in the ſaid 
Juriſdiction, and receives and pays all the 
City Caſh. 

To the great Defect of Records as afore- 
ſaid is likewiſe owing our being in the dark 
in reſpect to the Origin of the Town Coun- 
cil; for the firſt Time I read of it is in the 
fifteenth Century, when it ſeems to have 
only conſiſted of the Magiſtrates and Mer- 
chants of the Gildry ; for the Crafts at this 
Time ſeem ſo far from being concerned 
therein, that they only, about the Beginning 
of the ſixteenth Century, viz. in the Year 


egiſt, 1508, petitioned the ſaid Council to have 


«ſix or eight of their Number admitted to 
ſit therein; and that they might be rendered 
eligible to be choſen Bailiffs and other Offi- 
cers in the City; to which they received for 
Anſwer, that the Council would make no 
Alteration in the Government of the Town 
without the Conſent of Parliament. 
Remark. Here a Difficulty ariſes concerning 
the above Petition, viz. whether the Appli- 
cation made at this Time to the Town Council 
by the Crafts, was to have their Number al 
ready therein increaſed, or that a certain 
Number of them might, for the firſt Time, 
be admitted to ſit and vote in the ſaid Coun- 


+ Pack cil, does not appear: Yet, as by an Act of 
— Parliament, in the Reign of James III. eve- 


ry Craft was impowered to chuſe one of their 
Trade to vote at the Elections of Officers 
within the Burgh; I think it may be pre- 
ſumed that this Time bids the faireſt for 
Craftſmen being at firſt admitted into the 
Councils of our Scotiſb Burghs. Be that as 
it will, the Crafts, by the Council's Anſwer, 
ſeem to have been ſo greatly diſcouraged, 
that this Affair, for aught appears, lay dor- 
mant about the Space of fifty Years, when 
the ſaid Crafts, in the Year 1556, applied 
to Mary of Lorrain the Queen Dowager, and 
Regent of the Kingdom, requeſting that 
their Deacons might be admitted to vote 
in the Election of the Magiſtrates of E- 
dinburgh, as will appear by the following

Remark. By the above Letter it is manifeſt, 
that the Crafts of Edinburgh, before the Year 
1559» had a Right to vote in electing the 
City's Officers, which they undoubtedly 
had by Virtue of the Act of Parliament 
above mentioned; but how they came to 
loſe that Right, 1 cannot learn: But that 
they did, is evident, by the ſaid Letter's tel - 
ling us, that the Deacons of Edinburgh were 
reſtored to their Right of voting three Years 
before , that was in the Year 1556. And 
in the ſaid Letter, it is likewiſe obſerved, 
that notwithſtanding of the ſaid Deacons | 
being reſtored to their former Right of E- 
lection, yet the Provoſt, Baillies, and Coun- 
cil would not permit them to vote in the 
ſaid Elections. Hence we may ſuppoſe, that 
the Crafts at that Time had no Seat in the 
Town Council, but that certain Deacons of

The Regent, finding ſhe'could' unt pre- 
vail on the Common Council by rough 
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Means, two Days after; ſent them a Letter, 


intreating in the moſt ſuppliant Manner to 
chuſe ſuch Perſons for their Magiſtrates, 
and Members of the Coundil for the Year 
inſuing as: ſhe ſhould nomin ate. 
Many Diſputes having happened betwixt 
the Merchants and Crafts of: Edinburgh, con- 
cerning the electing of Magiſtrates, but I 
think none ſo imbittered as that in the Year 
13823 for the former were for having the 
City Aſſeſſors (aſſiſtant Judges in theBailiff*s 
Court) give ,their Suffrages as uſual, which 
the latter would by no means admit; alled- 
ing, it was contrary. both to Acts of Par- 
1 and Conſtitutions of the Royal 
Burroughs. And both Parties having pro- 
teſted for and againſt the voting of the ſaid 
Aſſeſſors, a Number of Artiſans ruſhed 
into the Council Chamber to intimidate the 


Council from inſiſting on the Suffrages of

Againſt this Act of Violence, the Magi- 
ſtrates / proteſted, .. and having cleared the 
Court of the Populace, the Council de- 
fired the Deacons to give their Votes; th 
declared they would not unleſs the Aſſeſſors 
were removed; but little Regard being had 
to what they ſaid, the Council proceeded in 
the Election, and choſe their Magiſtrates 


without them. This incenſed the Multitudt 


to ſuch a Degree, that forcing into the 
Council Chamber again, would have de- 
ſtroyed all the Books and Records they could 
come at, but were happily prevented from 
committing the deſigned Miſchief, 
The Reaſons aſſigned by the Crafts for 
their Oppoſition in Elections were, that the

firm, and it is to be hoped, a laſting Foundati-

fiſts of a Provoſt, four Bailiffs, a Dean of

This Court, both Ordinary and Extraor- 
dinary, is called by its Preſident the Lord 
Provoſt z thirteen Members of the former 
make a Court, as doth ſeventeen of the 
latter; wherein they treat of all Affairs 
regarding the City, as it the whole Num- 
ber of Members were preſent. And if the 
ſaid Provoſt, either through Caprice or Ne- 
glect, ſhould omit to call a Council to meet 
on Wedneſday, the uſual Council Day ; then, 
and in ſuch Caſe, a Majority of its Mem- 
bers by a proper Inſtrument, may, forty 
right Hours preceeding the common Time 
of Meeting, require the ſaid Provoſt to call 
a Common Council; and in Caſe of Non- 
compliance, the ſaid Majority may aſ- 
ſemble at the uſual Place and Time, and 
proceed to Buſineſs, the ſame as if the Pro- 
voſt were preſent. 

To the Common Council of twenty five 
Members above mentioned, which is called 
the Ordinary Council, on certain Occaſions, 
is added, the remaining eight Deacons of 
Crafts, called the Extraordinary Deacons ; 
hence this Court is denominated the Extra- 
ordinary Council; which is only ſummoned 
at the Election of Magiſtrates and Mem- 
bers of the Dean of Gild's Court; letting 
the City Lands, yearly Rowping or Au- 
ction on Martinmas Eve, conferring Offices, 
granting Extents, Contributions and Em- 
primits, erecting publick Works, diſpoſing 
of any Sum of the Town's Caſh above 
Twenty Pounds Scotifſh, and in chuſing 
Committees to deliberate on Matters pre- 
paratory to all the above Tranſactions. 
This Council meet weekly on Wedneſday, 
when the Buſineſs of the Day, (till of late)

Rights, Privileges and Immunities, which 
was accordingly done in the Year 1636, of 
which the following is a Tranſlation from 
the Latin Original. I intended to have on- 
ly taken notice- of the caſtrated Parts of 
King James's Charter; but as that of King 
Charles is not only a Confirmation of former 
Grants, but a Specification of the ſaid Ar-

And our ſaid Sovereign Lord and E- 
ſtates of Parliament declare, that the 
foreſaid Gift, and this preſent Ratification 
thereof, is, and ſhall be an good, valid and 
ſufficient Right to the ſaid Provoſt, Baillies, 
Council and Community of the ſaid Burgh 
of Edinburgh, and their ſaid Succeſſors, for 
collecting, uplifting, receiving, bruiking 
and inJoying of the ſaids Impoſitions above 
written, upon the French Wine, Spaniſh, 
Rhemſh and Brandy Wines, foreign Aqua- 
vitæ, ſtrong Waters, and other foreign Li- 
quors diſtilled, Mum, Beer, and other fo- 
reign Beer and Ale, as a Part of their com- 
mon Good, and Patrimony of the ſaid City 
of Edinburgh, annexed and incorporated 
thereto in Manner above mentioned, in all 
Time coming. 

And farther, our ſaid Sovereign Lord 
and Eſtates of Parliament ordain and de- 
clare this preſent Ratification to be of as 
great Value, Force, Efficacy, Strength and 
Effect, as if the foreſaid Gift were inſert 
Word by Word . hereintill, albeit the 
ſamen be not ſwa done. Whereanent, 
and anent all other Defects and Im- 
perfections, if any be, that can be proponed 
or alledged againſt the Validity of the fore- 
ſaid Gift, or this preſent Ratification of the 
ſamen, our Sovereign Lord and Eſtates of 
Parliament has diſpenſed, and be thir Pre- 
ſents diſpenſes for ever. 


ECCLESIASTICAL 
QOVERNMEN—TT. 


That St. Giles's was the firſt Church in 
Edinburgh, is beyond Diſpute ; but at what 
Time, or by whom founded, I cannot learn: 
However, by the firſt Wall erected for De- 
fence of the Town, the Diſtrict belonging 
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Dimenſions, by its extending only from the 
upper Part of the Caſtle-hill Street, to the 
Netherbow in Length, and from the Nord- 
loch to the Town Wall, which ran along a- 
bout the Middle of the Hill, between the 
High Street and the Cowgate in Breadth; 
for all Parts on that Side, without the ſaid 
Wall, were in the Pariſh of St. Cuthbert's, 
till of late, as hereafter more fully will ap- 
pear : Wherefore I am of opinion, as al- 
ready hinted, that the antient ſmall Diſtrict 
above mentioned, was at firſt the Precin& of 
the Caſtle of Edinburgh ;. and that both, I 
think, were taken out of the ſaid Pariſh of 
St. Cuthbert's, as I have already indeayoured 
to demonſtrate. 

Although I cannot aſcertain the Time 
when this Church was at firſt erected, yet, 
that it is of conſiderable Antiquity, is de- 
monſtrable, from Simeon of Durham, who, 
in reckoning the Churches and Towns be- 
longing to the Biſhoprick of Lindisfarn or 
Holy and, in the County of Northumber- 
land, in the Year 854, mentions Edwinſburch 
to have been one of the ſaid Towns ; but, 
leſt it ſhould be alledged, that he only names 
the Town, without mentioning a Church, 
that is an Omiſſion common to many Wri- 
ters; however, they are generally under- 
ſtood to be implied; for the Benefactions 
made by Princes and others in thoſe early 
Times, were generally Churches, with their 
Tithes and Glebes and Chapels, with their 
Profits : Wherefore, I think it is not to be 
queſtioned, that there was then a Church in 
Edinburgh. Be that as it will, the firſt Men- 
tion I find of a Church in this Town, is in 
the Year 1359, when David II. by his Char- 
ter under the Great Seal, of the 15th De- 
cember in that Year, granted to the Chaplain 
officiating at the Altar of S,. Katharine's Cha- 
pel in the Pariſh Church of Sz. Giles, E- 


 dinburgh, all the Lands of Upper Marchi- 
ſt on, the Preſentation whereof to be in Ro- 
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ger Hog, Burgeſs of Edinburgh; and, after 
his Deceaſe, to be in the Alderman and 
Community of Edinburgh. 

And the next Mention I find of St. Giles's 


Church is in the Year 1380, when a Con- 


tract was made between the Provoſt of E- 
dinburgh and divers Maſons to vault or 
arch over a certain Part of the ſaid Church. 
And, anno 1387, the ſaid Church is again 
mentioned by the Appellation of the Pariſh 
Church of Edinburgh; to which a very con- 
ſiderable Addition being to be made, I ſhall, 
for the better Illuſtration thereof, ſubjoin 
a Copy of the Contract made on that Occa- 
ſion, which is as follows.

Anſwerable to thoſe Chapels on the 
Southern Side of this Church, there appears 
to have been five Chapels on the Northern 
Side, oppoſite to the ſame; but at what 
Time erected I cannot learn: However, 
they were built againſt the five Windows 
ſtill remaining in the ſaid Northern Side, 
between the Arm of the Croſs of the ſaid 
Church (at preſent the Town- clerk's Office), 
and the Northweſtern Angle of the ſame. 

Remark. As there appears to have been 
no Religious Foundations in St. Giles's 
Church, before the Erection of the ſaid 
Chapels; I imagine they were erected to 
incourage People to found Altars and Chap- 
lainries in the ſaid Chapels. This Conje- 
Eture ſeems, in ſome Meaſure, to be corro- 
borated by the Number of Altars and Chap- 
lainries in the ſaid Church about a Century 
after, as will appear by the Names of the 
ſeveral Founders, and Dates of their reſpe- 
ctive Foundations, as follows. 

Jabn, Biſhop of Glaſgow, and Chancel- 
lor of Scotland, in the Year 1427, founded 
a Chaplainry at the Altar of Sr. Katharine, 
in the Pariſh Church of Sz. Giles, and in- 
dowed it with an Annuity of Ten Marks, 
eight Shillings and Four Pence. 

Alexander Connoure, Vicar, and John Log- 
toun, Chaplain, in the Year 1466, founded 
a Chaplainry at the Altar of St. Nicholas, 
and indowed it with an Annuity of Twelve 
Marks, twelve Shillings. 

Walter Bertrame, Burgeſs of Edinburgh, 
anno 1470, founded a Chaplainry at the Al- 
tar of St. Francis, ſituate behind the Great 
Altar, and indowed it with Twenty four 
Marks yearly. 

Robert Auldock of Edinburgh, in the Year 
1471, founded a Chaplainry at the Altar 
of St. Katharine, and indowed the ſame with 
an Annuity of Ten Pounds. | 

James, Biſhop of Dunkel, anno 1477, 
founded a Chaplainry at the Altar of Sr. 
Martin and St. Thomas, and indowed it with 
an Annuity of Ten Marks, in Honour of 
St, Columbus the Abbot. 

Alexander Barcare, Vicar of Petynane, in 
the Year 1486, founded a Chaplainry in 
Honour of Sz. Blaſe, the Martyr, at the Al- 
tar of Blaſe, and indowed the ſame with 
Twenty one Marks yearly. 

Richard Robe/oun, Rector of Suthill, anno 
1488, founded a Chaplainry at the Altar of 
St. Dionyſus, and indowed it with an An- 
nuity of Twenty Marks. 

William Fowlar, Canon of Dunblane, in 
the Year 1491, founded a Chaplainry at the 
Altar of St. Fames the Apoſtle, in Honour 
of Pope Gregory, and indowed the ſame with 
Eighteen Marks, and Ten Shillings yearly. 

Andrew Mowbray, Burgeſs of Edinburgh, 
anno 1492, founded two Chaplainries at 
the Altar of St. Ninian, on the Southern

In the Year 1462, a great Work ſeems Cou 


to have been in Hand at this Church; for vol. 
it was by the Town Council ordained, that 
all Perſons preſuming to buy Corn before it 
was entered, ſhould forfeit one Chalder to 
the Church Work : And anno 1511, there 
ſeems to have been a great Work ſtill go- 
ing on, by Fines not ny being appropria- 
ted for carrying on the ſame, but the ſaid 
Council purchaſed of Alexander Mauchanes, 
four Lands or Tenements in the Booth-raw, 
now the Luckenbooths, for the Honour and 
Common weal of the Church and the Build- 
ing thereof, This great Work was pro- 
bably the Erection of the Choir, now called 
the New Church. 

St. Giles's Church, from its firſt Settlement, 
till the Year 1466, appears to have been 
only a common Pariſh Church. But the 
Edinburghers at this Time, by Virtue of a 
Grant from King James III. converted the 
ſame into a Collegiate Church, and eſtabliſh- 
ed their new Erection on the old Foundation 
of Altarages or Chaplainries, which thews 
them to have been pretty numerous, as will 
appear by their ſeveral Names, which were 
as follows, viz. St. Andrew's, St. John the 
Evangeliſt's, St. Michael the Arch-angePs, 
St. Salvator's, St. Michael de Monte Tomba's, 
The Holy Trinity, The Holy Croſs, The Holy 
Blood, St. Jobn the Baptiſt, St. Nicholas, St. 
Duthac, San#i Crucis de Lucano, St. Sebaſti- 
an, The High Altar, Noſtre Domine, St. Ga- 
briel the Arch-angel, St. Ninian, St. Katha- 
rine, St. Gregory, St. Barbara, St. Blaſe, St. 
Dionyſius, St. Francis, St. Eloye, St. Martin 
and St. Thomas, St. Roch and St. Nicholas, 
The Holy Blood and St. Anthony, Our Lady of

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St. Criſpinianus, - Many of the above Altars 
had a Plurality of Foundations and Chap- 
lains belonging to them; whereat were per- 
formed the numerous anniverſary Obits, Sc. 
for the Repoſe of the Souls of the Foun- 
ders, their Relations and Friends. 

This Collegiate Foundation conſiſted of 
a Provoſt, Curate, ſixteen Prebendaries, a 
Sacriſtane, Bedall, Miniſter of the Choir, and 
four Choiriſters. 

The Provoſt, for his Maintenance and 
Support of his Dignity, was to receive the 
Fruits, Rents, and Profits; together with 
the adjacent Manſe, or Parſonage-houſe, 
and Glebe belonging to the Church, with 
the Right of chuſing a Curate, to whom he 
was to allow the Sum of Twenty five Marks 
yearly, with a Houſe near the Church, to 
dwell in. The Curate, in the Provoſt's Ab- 
ſence, was to officiate in his Stead, to pre- 
ſide in the Choir, in the Abſence of the two 
Senior Prebendaries, and not to be removed 
but by an Act of the Provoſt and Chapter. 

The Second Prebendary had a Stipend of 
Forty Marks yearly, ariſing from his Pre- 
bend of Rayſt

The Revenue of the Third was Twenty 

nine Marks per annum, out of his Prebend 
of Craigeruch. 
The Profits of the Fourth, from his

Marks in Edinburgb.

The Fifteenth received the Revenue of 
his Prebend of the Sacriſtan, which were 
the Profits of the Pariſh Clerk's Office, an- 
riently due to the Sacriſtan. 

The Sixteenth had the Produce of his 
Prebend of Miniſter Chori, amounting to 
Six Marks per annum, with the ſmall Obla- 
tions at the Lights at Sf. Marnoch's, and to 
have a Beddal under him. 

The four Choiriſters or ſinging Boys, 


who were allowed by the Common Coun- 


cil, and admitted by the Chapter, had an 
Allowance of Five Commons each. | 

The Curate, Prebendaries, Sacriſtan and 
Miniſter, beſides the Stipends above men- 
tioned, were allowed the Profits of the Cha 
lainries of our Lord, founded x; # 
Cookſon, at the Altar of Noſtre Domine ; and 
that at the High Altar, by Jobn Cliddiſdale, 
which were divided amongſt them. 

The Sacriſtan, Miniſter and Choiriſters, 
were preſented by the Common Council; the 
Prebendaries of Le Foure's Foundation were 
collated by the Biſhop; and the reſt in the 
Town's Gift, and Admiſſion to the Chap- 
ter, by virtue of a Grant from the King, as 
aforeſaid. 

The Church of St. Giles, which was an- 
tiently in the Patronage of the Biſhop of 
Lindisfarn or Holy Hand, in Northumber- 
land; and ſince in the Abbot and Canons of 
Dunfermline; is now in the Magiſtrates and 
Town-Council of Edinburgh. 

The Reformation of Religion being far 
advanced in Edinburgh, the Jewels, Plate, 
Veſtments, and other Treaſure and Trin- 
kets belonging to St. Giles's Church, bein 
deemed no longer neceſſary in ſpiritual Af- 
fairs, they were ordered to be delivered to 
the Town-Council of this City; of which

And the Common Prayer and Clock 
Bells being judged ſufficient for the Steeple 
and Service of the Town, the fourth, called 
St. Mary's Bell, was taken down; which, 
together with the brazen Pillars in the 
Church, were ordered to be converted into 
great Guns, for the Uſe of the Town: But 
this Reſolution being altered the Year after; 
the ſaid Bell and Pillars were ſold for the 
Sum of Two hundred and twenty Pounds. 
And to render this Great Church more uſe- 
ful than formerly, Partition-walls were or- 
dered to be erected therein, to divide the 
ſame. The ſeveral Diviſions were employ: : 
ed for preaching, Courts of Juſtice, a Gram- 
mar School, Town-clerk's Office, a Priſon, 
and a Work-houſe, to diſcover the Frauds 
of Weavers. The latter of which was oc- 
caſioned by great Frauds committed by 
Weavers, who wickedly embezled their Em- 
ployers Yarn; for preventing of which 
thereafter, the Town Council cauſed divers 
Looms to be erected in a certain Part of 
this Church (probably in one of the antient 
git. Chapels) whereon Trial was to be made by

The Magiſtrates and Council of Edin- 
bargh having hitherto had no certain Seat in 
the Church for their Accommodation at 
Divine Service, the ſaid Council, anno 1563, 
ordered a handſome one to be made in the 
New Church, for their Uſe, and Credit of 
the City, | 
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In the Year 1585, the Clock belonging coun. Regifl. 


to the Abbay Church of Lindores in 
County of Fife, was bought for the Sum of 
Fifty five Pounds Scotiſþ Money, to be put 
in the Steeple of this Church. 

The Church of Sr. Giles being divided 
into four Diviſions, each whereof having its 
own Pariſh, I ſhall inſert the Antiquities 
and Things remarkable in the ſaid Pariſh- 
es reſpectively, and ſhall here ſubjoin the 
Dimenſions of the ſaid S7. Giles's Church, 
which are as follows, viz. in Length, on 
the Outſide, from Eaſt to Weſt, two hun- 
dred and fix Feet; in Breadth, at the Weſt- 
ern End, one hundred and ten Feet; at the 
Eaſtern End, ſeventy ſix ; and where broad- 
eſt, one hundred and twenty nine Feet; and 
the Height of the Steeple, one hundred fif- 

five Feet and a half, as meaſured by 
James Fife, Player on the Muſical Bells 
therein ; than which, probably none are bet- 
ter : For by their melodious Harmony they 
captivate the Ear and charm the Hearer, 
though defective in Number; to which, if 
there were added a few Bells of a deeper Note, 
they would be rendered a compleat Set, and 
perhaps would equal, if not excel every Set 
of their Kind elſewhere. 

Edinburgh, having for ſome time been di- 
vided into Quarters, in reſpe& to Eccleſia- 
ſtical Affairs; the ſaid Quarters were at this 
Time converted into ſo many Pariſhes, to 
which the following Churches were appro-

Council and the Miniſters were to meet 
every Thurſday, on Church and Pariſh Af- 
fairs, and were to be denominated The 
Church-Seffion, 

In the Year 1588, one Miniſter was jud- 


d ſufficient for a Par iſh, which were only Con 
eo in Edinburgh. This being a Time of yg, 


great Dearth, the Miniſters Stipends were 
inſufficient to maintain them and Families : 
They petitioned the Commen Council for 
an Augmentation; which being granted, to 
each of the Two firſt, were added One hun- 
dred Marks yearly ; to the Third, Fifty; 
and to the Fourth Twenty Marks; where- 
by their Stipends were raiſed to Six hundred,

From this Time the Miniſters of Etlin- 


burgh's Stipends appear to have been in a 


very fluctuating Condition, by their being 
riſen or fallen according to the Town's Cir-

In the Year 1597, Edinburgh was, by an 
Act of Common Council, ordered to be di

of Juſtice to pay One thouſand Marks year- 


ly; and in Caſe of Non- payment, the A- 


mount of the ſaid Sum to be deducted from 
the Stipends of the ſeveral Miniſters, who 
were then eight in Number. 

This Act of Common Council not being 
carried into Execution, King Charles I. ſoon 
after his Acceſſion to the Throne, reſolved 
to ſettle Church Affairs in Edinburgh, ac- 
cording to his late Father's Plan of Articles; 
wherewith' he was ſo well pleaſed, that he 
ſent a Letter to the Lord Chancellor and o- 
thers of his Privy Council in Scotland, ſet- 
ting forth, that his late Father King James, 
had, for the regulating Church Affairs in 
Edinburgh, cauſed draw up certain Articles 
for dividing the ſaid Town into Pariſhes , 
and commanded the ſaid Lord Chancellor 
to deliver the ſame to the Magiſtrates, and 
ſtrictly to injoin them to take them forth- 
with into Conſideration, and return an An- 
{wer thereto without Delay. But the ſaid 
Magiſtrates not anſwering the King's Ex- 
pectations, in reſpect to Diſpatch, occaſion- 
ed his ſending them a Letter ſoon after ; of 
which the following is a Copy.

The above Anſwers to King James's Ar- 
ticles, concerning the Diviſion of Edinburgh 
into Pariſhes, and making Proviſion for its 
Miniſters, being the Reſolves of the Town 
Council, they were ſoon after confirmed by 
an Act of the ſaid Council; as were alſo the 
aforeſaid Articles and Petitions drawn up 
by the Citizens; of which the following are 
Copies.

King Charles I. by his Charter of the 29th 
September, anno 1633, having founded a Bi- 
ſhoprick in Edinburgh, appointed for its Dio- 
ceſs all Parts beſouth the Frith of Fortb, be- 
longing to the Arch-biſhoprick of St. An- 
drew's, in the County of Edinburgh, Con- 
ſtabulary of Haddington, and Shires of Lin- 
lithgow, Stirling, and Berwick, and Baili- 
wick of Lauderdale; with all the Rights, 
Powers, and Privileges of a diſtinct Bi- 
ſhoprick or Dioceſs, in as full and ample a 
Manner as any other Biſhoprick in Scotland; 
and appointed Sz. Giles's Church in Edin- 
burgh tor its Cathedral ; with all the Rights, 
Liberties and Immunities belonging to a 
Cathedral Church; and this new Erection 
to be denominated the Biſhoprick and Dio- 
ceſs of Edinburgh; to have and injoy all the 
Honours, Dignities, Privileges, Authori- 
ties, and Juriſdictions, with all the Liber- 
ties and Immunities injoyed or poſſeſſed by 
any Dioceſan or Biſhop within Scotland, and 
to be a Suffragan to the Arch- biſhop of S.. 
Anarew's. | 

And the Biſhop to have Precedence of all 
other Scotiſb Suffragans in Parliament, Coun- 
cils and publick Conventiouns, immedi- 
ately after the Archbiſhop of Glaſgow. And, 
for the good Government of this new Bi- 
ſhoprick, by the Charter of Foundation, it 
was to conſiſt of a Biſhop, a Dean and 
twelve Prebendaries, to whom and their Suc- 
ceſſors the King granted the Churches of Sz.

Linlithgowſhire ; and that of the Town of 
Stirling in Stirling ſhire, with their Appurte- 
nancies; with a Power to the Biſhop to 
have a Seal like other Biſhops, to tranſact 
his Affairs with; beſides, another Seal for 
him and the Chapter, for tranſacting the 
Buſineſs of the Chapter, to be called tbe 
Seal of the Chapter of the Biſhoprick of Edin- 
burgh: And, to prepare St. Giles's Church 
for the Reception of the new Eſtabliſhment, 
the King ſent a Letter to the Common 
Council of Edinburgh ; of which the follow- 
ing is a Copy.

Surely never was the Church Hierarchy 
by a Biſhop of ſo ſhort Duration, as this of 
Edinburgh; for it was erected in the Year 
1633, and ſubverted anno 1639, by the A- 
boliſhment of Epiſcopacy in Scotland, both 
by the Parliament and General Aſſembly. 

In the Year 1636, the Town Council, on 
the tenth Day of February, ordered one of 
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te gence, you caus raze to the Ground the 
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St. Giles's Church, to repair to Durham in 
the Northern Part of England, to take a 
Draught of the Choir of the Cathedral 
Church in that City, in order to fit up and 
beautify the Inſide of the Choir of St. 
Giles s Church after the fame Manner. 

Epiſcopacy being aboliſhed in Scotland 
| anno 1639, Preſbytery was eſtabliſhed in its 
Stead; and continued to be the National 
Church till the Year 1660. When both 
Monarchy and Epiſcopacy were reſtored by 
King Charles II. and the Preſbyterian Hier- 
archy ſubverted. But this Eſtabliſhment 
. of no long Duration, by the ar- 

itrary Government of that deluded Prince 
King James VII. who for his Mal- admini- 
ſtration was forced to abdicate the Crown 
by the Prince of Orange his Son- in-law, 
when Epiſcopacy in Scotland, through the 
Weakneſs and Folly of its Biſhops, in ad- 
hering to, and thereby juſtifying the illegal 
and 3 Practices of that unhappy 
Prince, became a Sacrifice to Preſbytery, 
which is till the eſtabliſhed Religion in 
Scotland. | 

The Number of Churches in Eqdinburghcyn. Regiſt. 
proving ſtill inſufficient to accommodate the vol. XV. F we 
Citizens in the Celebration of Divine Ser- 214. 215+ 
vice, the Common Council in the Year 
1641, ordered the Town to be divided into 
fix Pariſhes ; but theſe being ſtill unfit to 
ſupply the People with proper Convenien- 
cies, the Pariſh Churches within the City 
and Suburbs of Edinburgh at preſent are 
eleven in Number. 

The Eccleſiaſtical Government of the ſaid 
eleven Pariſhes, which is in Subordination 
to a Provincial Synod and General Aſſem- 
bly of the Church, conſiſts of a Preſbytery 
and eleven of the loweſt ſudicatories in the 
Church of Scotland, denominated the Church- 
ſeſſions, the Juriſdictions whereof extend no 
farther than the Limits of the reſpective Pa- 
riſnes; the latter of which is a Conſiſtory, 
compoſed of Miniſters, Elders and Dea- 


| cons; who meet at leaſt once a-Week, to 


conſider the religious Affairs of the Pariſh ; 
the Miniſter whereof is Moderator, but 
without a Negative; he calls the Church- 
ſeſſion, and it at Home, is obliged to at- 
tend; but if, through Abſence from Home, 
or Indiſpoſition, cannot be preſent, the El- 
ders and Deacons may meet about the Af- 
fairs of the Poor without him, give Teſti- 
monials to Perſons who intend to leave the 
Pariſh; and being Judges in Matters of 
Slander, deſire the Preſbytery to ſend them 
a Miniſter to hold a Church-ſeſſion in the 
Abſence of their Miniſter or Miniſters. 

The Church-ſeſſion, in Matters of leſſer, ibid 
Scandal (greater, ſuch as Adultery, Sc. are 
left to the Preſpytery) can ſuſpend from the

ongs a Treaſurer, who is 
choſen from the Deacons to receive 
and diſtribute the Poor's Money, which Di- 
{tribution they direct: They two Re- 
giſters, one of Births and Marriages, the o- 


muſt lay before the Preſbytery : Appeals 
lie from them in all Caſes to their own Pre- 
ſbytery, whom they are to contradict in no- 
thing. 

And the Preſbytery, or former of the ſaid 
Courts, conſiſts of the Miniſters of the ſeve- 
ral Pariſhes, with a Ruling Elder out of e- 
very Church- ſeſſion, who is choſen every 
half Year. This Court is held in the chief 
Town of the Diſtrict, and from which the 
Preſbytery is denominated. They meet oc- 
caſionally, chooſe their Moderator half- yearly, 
who muſt be a Miniſter; and, if abſent, chooſe 
another for that Time; and when unexpect- 
ed Buſineſs happens within the Time of Ad- 
journment, the Moderator can ſummon an 
extraordinary Preſbytery to tranſact the ſame. 
In ordinary Meetings there is a Preſbyterial 
Exerciſe on a Text of Scripture performed 
in the Church by one or two Miniſters, 
whoſe Names and Texts if approved of, 
are recorded by Conſent of the Preſbytery. 
The Members Names who meet are regi- 
ſtred, and the Abſenters marked to be exa- 
mined the next Meeting, concerning their 
Non-attendance. 

The Court of Preſbytery, like others, has 
no Juriſdiction without its own Bounds it 
determines all Appeals from the Church- 
ſeſſion, but cannot try any Thing at the firſt 
Inſtance which is cognizable before the 
Church- ſeſſion. They compoſe all Differ- 
ences between Miniſters arid People; to 
which End they hold Preſbyterial Viſita- 
tions in every Pariſh, where they examine 
the Church-ſeſſion Regiſter, and proceed to 
cenſure or acquit as — juſt. They in- 
quire into Repairs of Churches, and ſee that 
Glebes and Manſes (Parſonage-houſes) ſuffer 
no Dilapidations. They appoint Schools in 
all Pariſhes, and take Care that the Funds 
ſettled for their Support be not miſapplied; 
and the Schoolmaſters are ſubject to their 
Examination and Cenſure. 

This Court can only inflict the Greater 
Ex communication, that is, an abſolute Pro- 
hibition from partaking of the Lord's Supper; 
they licence Probationers, interpoſe in all 
Calls and Ordinations of Miniſters to differ- 
ent Pariſhes, and ſuſpend or depoſe them ; 
and determine all Eccleſiaſtical Affairs with- 
in their Juriſdiction, ſo as they interfere not 
with an Act of Parliament. From this Pre- 
ſbytery, as well as others, Appeals in all 
Caſes lie to the provincial Synods : A Faſt is 
obſerved before they inflict private Cenſures, 
and the ſuppoſed Aggreſſor withdraws when

Remark. One Privilege belonging to the 
Court of Preſbytery, I think, ought. juſtly to 
be aboliſhed, that is, the deteſtable Power 
of inflicting Penance for Fornication, which 
is big with Miſchief; for, by its Execution, 


ly hardned in their Wickedneſs, but, as it 
were, confirmed in their iniquitous Practi- 
ces by the Reverend Judges; who, in exa- 
mining them, frequently. interrogate them 
in ſuch an indecent Manner, as is offenſive 
to modeſt Ears, which make many of the 
bold Tranſgreſſors regard the whole as a 
Farce. Add to this, the diſmal Effects re- 
ſulting from the iniquitous Practice of pu- 
blick Penance; for baſhful Women, rather 
than be expoſed, chuſe to murder their in- 
nocent Infants, whereby many are brought 
to the ſhameful Death of the Gallows: For 
which, I think, not only the Makers of this 
wicked Law, but the Reverend Judges for 
continuing to try by the ſame, and not in- 
deavouring its Subverſion, are equally cul- 
pable; and in ſome meaſure may be charge- 
able with the Sufferings both of Mothers. 
and Children. 

As, in the Account of the Eccleſiaſtical 
Government of Edinburgh, I have inſerted 
the chief Things relating to Sf. Gles's 
Church; I ſhall ſubjoin ſome other Tranſ- 
actions, c. concerning the ſaid Church, 
which are as follows.

Regt 
1599, being the common Priſon, the Pri- vol. x Wy 
ſoners greatly indamaged the Roof of the 
ſaid Church, inſomuch that the Town Coun- 
cil diſcharged the ſaid Steeple from being 
uſed as a Priſon thereafter. | 

On the 1 3th of October, in the Year 1643, By. Guin" 
the Solemn League and Covenant was ſworn Men. P18 
to and ſubſcribed in the Church of St. Giles's 
in this City, by the Committee of Eſtates, 
Commiſſion of the Church, and the Englih 
Commiſſioners, Sir William Ermin, Sir Hen- 
ry Vane, and Mr. Marſhall.

The MILITARY 
OUT SSANMESN I. 


Although I have not been able, through 
the Want of Records, to trace the Military 
Actions · of the Edinburghers to their Origin; 
they, nevertheleſs, appear to have been very 
ſerviceable in Defence of their Country a 
gainſt the Attempts of Foreigners, and in 


repreſſing domeſtick Troubles, and were ge- 


nerally ready, at the King's Command, to 
guard his Perſon. 

The firſt Military Affair I find the Edin- 
burghers ingaged in, was in the Year 1513, 
when a Number of them joined the Arm 
of King James IV. to invade England; and 
the reſt were inrolled to be ready on all 
Emergencies to defend the Town : but 
James's Army being unluckily defeated at 
Floadun, and himſelf killed, all the Citizens 


capable of bearing Arms, were injoined to 


appear in their beſt Accoutrements to march 
and join the Army. 

The firſt Military Government I find to 
have been exerciſed in Edinburgh, was in the 
Year 1580, when the Common Council 
formed the Citizens into Companies of Fift 
Men each; and appointed Burgeſſes of the 
beſt Experience in Martial Affairs to com- 
mand them. 

In the Lear 1626, the Common Council 
of Edinburgh, foreſeeing the Troubles ap- 
proaching, (which ſome time after broke out 
in a Flame) began to put themſelves into a 
State of Defence, by ordering the Citizens 
to be divided into eight Companies, of two 
hundred or more Men each, according to 
the Number of Inhabitants, and paſſed the 
following Act for that Purpoſe. 

„The Proveiſt, Baillies, Counſell, and 
Deacons of Crafts being conveaned in 
„ Councell, and conſidering with them- 
* ſelffes, how that in thir Tymes ther is no- 
* thing but Combuſtiouns abroad, and 
* Weirs and Rumours of Weir: And not 
* knawing quhen anie forrain Enemie ſould 
* make Invaſioun; and conſidering withall, 
* how the Inhabitants of this Burgh are un- 
< fittlie prepared, both in Armour, as lyk- 
* wayes in the Exerciſe of Waerfair, for re- 
* liſting of ſiclyke Invaſioun; which cannot 
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© be commodiouſlie done, without the 
People be trained up in Militarie Diſ- 

« cipline, and initructed in all Militarie Ex- 
e exciſes; ſince it hes bein oft fund by Ex- 
e perience, in manie Countries, that it is not 
«ſo much the Multitud that overcomes; 
„as the Experience and Knawledge of weill 
* trained and exerciſed Souldiers, ſeing it 
<« is the Knawledge of Waerfair that em- 
&« boldneth to fecht; for na Man will be a-

ded to be ſufficientlie ſkilfull, For quhat

Though the Edinburghers were, by an Act 


ly, and to raiſe Soldiers by a Royal Sancti- 
on, to be maintained at their own Expence ; 
yet, as it does not appear that they applied 
to the King on this Occaſion for his Conſent, 


I am of opinion, that the Citizens were not 


at this Time formed into Companies; for 
by the above Accounts it only appears, that 
the Common Council choſe Officers, and 
made Orders preparatory to the forming of 
the intended Companies; which I think is 
evident by their Commiſſioners applying to 
Charles I. in the Year 1634, for a Power 
to erect themſelves into Companies, as will 


appear by the following Letter.

ers, but, it proving of no long Duration, the 
Citizens returned to their old Practice of 
guarding the Town; but it ſeems to have 
been in a very ſorry Manner ; for in a Morn- 
ing their Names were no ſooner called over, 
at the Guard-houſe, than they left the ſame; 
and repaired to their reſpective Occupations, 
by the Fatigues whereof, were rendered un- 
fit to watch by Night; ſo that the Town- 
guard was only nominal, and the Inhabi- 
tants expoſed to the Ravages of the Popu- 
lace in all Tumults and Inſurrections; which 
being taken into Conſideration by the Privy 
Council, they repreſented the Danger there- 
of to the Magiſtrates, aſſuring them, that, if 
a ſufficient Guard was not provided by the 
Common Council, for ſecuring the Peace 
and Tranquillity of the City, the King would 
ſend ſome of his Troops to quarter therein, 
to prevent all Diſturbances it was obnoxious 
to 1n its unguarded State. 

The Common Council having deliberated 
on this Repreſentation, found the ſame to 
be true; wherefore they reſolved to raiſe a 
certain Number of Men to be a ſtanding 
Guard to preſerve Peace and Quietneſs in 
the City; and for that Purpoſe ordered for- 
ty Men to be raiſed, cloathed, armed, and 
diſciplined, and to be rendered in all Re- 
ſpects as fit for Service as the King's Troops. 
They were to be commanded by the Cap- 
tain of the Town-guard, and were to ſerve 
both by Day and Night; for which they 
were to receive Sixpence per Day each. 

James, Duke of Albany and York, Suc- 
ceſſor to the Crowns of Great Britain and 
Ireland, at the Demiſe of his Brother, King 
Charles II. met with a ſtrong Oppoſition in 
England, in reſpect to the Succeſſion, on ac- 
count of his being of the Popiſh Religion : 
And being at this Time the King's Com- 
miſſioner to the Scotiſb Parliament, indea- 
voured, to the utmoſt of his Power, to ſe- 
cure an Intereſt in this Country: which he 
having effectuallie done among the States 
of the Kingdom, judged it ww, be no dif- 
ficult Matter to accompliſh the like in E- 
dinburgb, where, by his Friends in the Com- 
mon Council, (who made a handle of the a- 
bove mentioned Act of the Lear 1679) he 
prevailed to have a Company of one hun- 
dred and eight Men raiſed, under Pretence 
of the Safety of the Town; whereas by what 
follows, it will manifeſtly appear, they were 
raiſed for the King's Service, and to help 
towards ſecuring his Succeſſion to the 
Crown:

per Week; and by a gradual Decreaſe, to 
Two Pence the loweſt. But, the Money a- 
riſing by this Method being only ſufficient 
to pay the private Men, it was ordained, 
that the Sum requiſite to pay the Officers, to 
buy Cloaths, Arms, and Ammunition, ſhould 
be raiſed by a Stent, or general Taxation 
on the Citizens, which was approved by 
the King, as will appear by the following 
Letter.

Thus were the Magiſtrates and Common 
Council of Edinburgh duped by the Court, 
and the injured Citizens compelled to con- 
tribute to the Support of a Company of Sol- 
diers, which ſeems to have been raiſed with 
a View to help to inſlave themſelves and 
their Countrymen, which they ſeem to have 
been ſenſible of; for in the Year 1689, as 
ſoon as they durſt declare their Grievances, 
they applied to the States of the Kingdom 
aſſembled at Edinburgh, to be relieved from 
that grievous and intolerable Burden, as 
will appear by the following Ordinance. 

At Edinburgh, the 16th April 1689. 

«© The Meeting of the Eſtates haveing 
e conſidered aSupplication given in to them 
« by the Magiſtrates and Town Council of 
& the City of Edinburgh, humblie repreſent- 
„ ing, That in May 1682, the Good Town 
& was impoſed upon to raiſe a numerous 
% Companie of Souldiers, under Command 
« of Captain Grahame, for guarding of the 
« City, the Charges whereot has proven ane 
« heavie and inſupportable Burden, and has 
te been the Cauſe of contracting much Debt; 
« and yet has nowayes anſwered the pre- 
« tended Ground for which it was raiſed ; 
« in regard that the Town's common Pri-

te the ſaid Companie than before; and that

Purſuant to the above Ordinance, the 
Common Council ordered the Town Trea- 
ſurer to pay the Arrears due to the Officers 
and Soldiers of the ſaid Company. | 
The Edinburghers having diſbanded their 
Company of Soldiers, would now do that vo- 
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Service more acceptable to us. We bid 
you heartily fairwell,” 
Given at our Court at Windſor Caſtle the 
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luntarily, which they. would not have impo- 
ſed upon them: For, at this Time not think» 
ing themſelves ſafe without a Guard of regu- 
lar Troops; upon their Application to Par- 
liament, they were impowered to raiſe a 
Com of One hundred and twenty. ſix 
Men, including Officers; with a Power to 
aſſeſs themſelves for their Support, of which 
Company the Provoſt for the Time being is 
always Captain. | 

The Common Council at this Time per- 
ceiving, that the Proviſion made by Parlia- 


ment was not ſufficient to defray the Expence 
of the ſaid Company, they reduced their 


Number to One hundred and two private mia. 59 
Men. And a Peace being concluded ſoon XXXVI. p. 54. 


after between Britain and France, and their 
Allies, they made a ſecond Reduction of 
their Company to twenty eight private Men, 
who were allowed Five Pence per Day each; 
two Corporals, Nine Pence each; a Drum- 
mer Nine Pence; a Serjeant one Shilling 
and two Pence; and an Officer to command 
under the Provoſt, to be called Adjutant, 
T'wo Shillings Sterling per Day; which were 
to be the City Guard by Day, and the Train'd 
Bands by Night. 

This Company continuing in a fluctuat- 
ing State, it was now augmented to ninety 
private Men, at Six Pence per Day each, 
deducting one Penny for their Clothing 
three Corporals, One Shilling each, where- 
of Two Pence for Cloaths; three Drum- 
mers, One Shilling each, whereof three 
Pence for Cloaths; three Serjeants, One 
_—_ and fix Pence each, whereof Three 
Pence for Cloaths; and two Captain Lieu- 
tenants, Four Shillings per Day each. 

The Orders to be obſerved by the Town's 
Company of Soldiers being ſo very ſingu- 
lar, as probably are no where elſe to be ſeen, 
a Copy thereof may not be unacceptable to 
the Reader; which is of the following Te- 
nor.

10. That none diſcover the Watch-word, 
or give any other, under the Pain of being 
wh. 4 and puniſhed at the Diſcretion of 
the Provoſt. 

11. That none preſume to draw a Sword, 
Bayonet or other Weapon in Wrath, nor 
fight or beat one another in the Guard- 
houſe, or in Sight thereof, or elſewhere, un- 
der the Pain of being broke, and otherwiſe 
puniſhed at the Will of the Provoſt. 

12. Whoever mutinieth, or conceals the 
ſame in any other, ſhall be broke, and pu- 


niſhed at the Diſcretion of the Provoſt, 


13. That none diſobey the juſt Com- 
mands of his Officer, on Pain of bein 
caſhiered, and puniſhed at the Will of the 
Provoſt. | 

14. That no Officer grant a Furlough to 
any Soldier without the Provoſt's Permiſſi- 


on, under the Penalty of a Day's Pay for e- 


very Day the ſaid Soldier ſhall be abſent. 

15. That the Officer of the Guard receive 
all Perſons committed by the Magiſtrates, 
Church-Treaſurer, Conſtables, and others, 
and detain them till examined, and diſchar- 
ged by a Magiſtrate. 

16. That no Officer diſband any Soldier, 
or abſent himſelt from his Duty on a Guard- 
day, without the Provoſt's Warrand, on 
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the Pain of an arbitrary Puniſhment by the 
Provoſt.

17. That the Captain of the Guard cauſe 
two of his Soldiers patfole the Streets by 
Night, to give notice of the breaking out of

20. That the Soldiers keep their Arms 
and Apparel clean and neat; and that all 
Offences not above ſpecified, to be puniſhed 
at the Diſcretion of the Provoſt. 

This Company, which guards the Town 
both by Day and Night, at preſent conſiſts 
only of ſeventy five private Men; the Pro- 
voſt as Captain, three Lieutenants, (by 
Compliment, commonly called Captains) 
three Serjeants, three Corporals, and three 
Drummers ;- which, for Men, Diſcipline, 
and Accoutrements, is {ſcarce to be out-done 
by any. | 

The Armoury belonging to Edinburgh, 
which is a handſome ſpacious Room in the 
High Council-houſe, adjoining to the Weſt- 
ern End of the Tolbooth Church, contains 
One thouſand three hundred and fifty Sets 
of Arms, (a Set conſiſts of a Muſket, Bay- 
onet, Cartridge-box, Sword and Belt) for 
the Uſe of the City Train'd Bands; which 
is ſupported and kept in good Order and 
Condition, by Money paid by Perſons at 
their Admiſſion to the Freedom of the Town, 
namely, by one who is admitted a Burgeſs 
and Gild-brother (a Merchant) the Sum of 
Sixteen Pounds Scotiſb; and by a common 
Burgeſs, the Sum of Ten Pounds of the 
ſame Money; which, it wholly applied to 
this Uſe, this Magazine, in Time, would 
vie with ſome of the moſt conſiderable. 
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Containing Accounts of the Incorporations of Arts and Myſteries of the Citizens of E- 


dinburgh. 


Of Arts and Companies. 


S I have already demonſtrated, that 
the Country of Lothian, &c. was ſub- 
dued and planted by the Engliſh, and for di- 


vers Ages under their Domination, and en- 


deavoured to ſhew, that the Caſtle of Edin- 
burgh owes both its Origin and Name to 
that Nation; ſo do I think, that this City 
owes its Name to the Caſtle, and its Go- 
vernment to the Egli: For the Appella- 
tion Burg or Burgh, is Saxon or Engliſh, im- 
porting a Caſtle. Now, Towns being ere- 
ed in the Neighbourhood of Caſtles for 
their Protection, had the Name of Burgh 
or Burgs given to them; and as the Soldi- 
ers who garriſoned the ſaid Burghs, were 
called Burghers, ſo the Inhabitants of the 
Towns or New Burghs, received likewiſe 
the Name of Burghers, now corruptly 


Burgeſſes; and the ſaid Burgeſſes being 


formed into a Community, the Conſtitu- 
tions made for their good Government were 
denominated the Burgh or Borough Laws; 
and the Burgeſſes or Inhabitants of the ſaid 
Burghs perceiving the Benefit reſulting from 
the ſaid Community, erected themſelves in- 
to Companies or Gilds, as their ſeveral In- 
tereſts led them : But thofe Societies being 
regarded by ſome Burghs as ſpurious, for 
being ſet up without their Authority, diſ- 
ſolved them; and in their Stead conſtituted 


au Scct. Stat. a General Society or Corporation of Mer- 
id. p. 141. Chants, denominated. the Gild. | 


An Inſtance whereof we have in the Year 


— 


1283, by Robert Durbame Mayor of Ber- 
wick upon the River Tweed: Simon Mar- 
tell, and others of that Town, made cer- 
tain Statutes for the Government of their 
new Gild, and called them the Gild Laws, 
which is likewiſe Eugliſß: For the Word 
Gild in the Saxon, imports a Society or 
Community of Men united together for 
their mutual Intereſt, And what is very 
remarkable, thoſe Laws ſeem to have been 
made, without co..ſulting the King; and in 
ſome meaſure, to corroborate what has been 
ſaid concerning Burghs and Gilds being de- 
rived to us from the Saxons, it does not ap- 
pear, that I can learn, that there ever were 
any ſuch Words in the antient Gallick or 
Scotiſh Language, as either Burgh or Gild, 
or that ever the ſaid Appellations were uſed 
in the ſame Senſe by any other Nations 
than thoſe of Germany, the Goths, England, 
and our own; and that both Burghs and 
Gilds are of conſiderable Antiquity in Scot- 
land, is evident by the Borough Laws made 
at Newcaſile upon the River Tyne, by King 
David I. who began his Reign in the Year 
1124 and alſo by William 1.'s confirming 
the Merchants Gild, who began his Reign 
anno 1165. | 


But when, or by whom Edinburgh was wid. f. 118 
conſtituted a Burgh Royal, I cannot aſcer- 141. p. o. n. 


tain; yet that it is one of the moſt antient 
in Scotland, I think is manifeſt, by its be- 


ing the principal of the four Burghs in the 


Year 
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Year 1348, when David II. in a Parliament 
held at Perth, ordained, that as long as the 


Burghs of Berwick and Roxburgh, which had 


able to its Neighbours. 


been two of the ſaid four-Burghs, remained 
in Poſſeſſion of the Engi, the Burghs 
of Lanark and Linlithgow ſhould be put in 
their Stead, And as in that Act it is ſaid, 
that theſe four Burghs in antient Times held 
the Chamberlain's Court annually at Had- 
dington in the County of Eaft-Lothian : It is 
thereby evident, that Edinburgh muſt be one 
of the moſt antient of the fad Royal Bo- 
roughs. More of this in another Place, 

Now, though the Town of Berwick upon 
Tweed, which belonged to Scotland, at the 
making of the above mentioned Conſtitu- 
tion, at preſent belongs to England; yet as 
it is in Scotland, and to which Edinburgh and 
other Scotiſ Boroughs are ſo much indebt- 
ed for the excellent Laws of their ſeveral 
Gildries : I ſhall, in return for that Favour, 
indeavour to ſhew the preſent Inhabitants 
of that Place both the Origin of their Town, 
and Etymology of its Name; which have 
been attempted by divers of the moſt emi- 
nent Engliſh Antiquarians, ſeemingly with- 
out Succeſs. 

Various are the Derivations of the Ap- 
pellation Berwick : Leland deduces it from | 
the Britiſh Aber, the Mouth of a River, and 
Wick a Town; therefore it muſt ſignify a 
Town at the River's Mouth. This I take 
to be very improbable ;z for Wick, the latter 
Part of the Compound is Saxon; therefore 
could not be conferred by the Britons, who 
were Strangers to that Language. Beſides, 
whenever the ſaid Britons mention Aber, 
they add the Name of the River to which 
it belongs, viz. Aberaven, Aberconway, A- 
bergavenny, &c. which ſhews that our Au- 
thor had but a ſorry Foundation to build 
his Werwick or Berwick upon. Somner de- 
rives it from the Saxon Ber-wic, a Corn 
Town : This has likewiſe its Difficulties ; 
for he ſhould have told us the Right this 
Place had to ſuch an Appellation, prefer- 
By others we are 
told, it was by the Saxons denominated Be- 
ornica-Mic, that is the Town of the Bernici- 
ans, from its being ſituated in the Count 
of Bernicia, the Northernmoſt Kingdom of 
the Northumbrians, Now, as my Author 
calls this the Town of the Bernicians, it 
ſeems to imply there was only one Town in 
this Kingdom ; ſurely that could not be the 
Caſe, for a Country ſo large as Bernicia, 
which extended from the Frith of Forth in 
Scotland, to the River Tine, in England, 
muſt have abounded with Towns, as it does 


at preſent; wherefore I think it is not in the 


leaſt probable that Berwick owes its Name 
to ſuch an imaginary Origin. And Cambden, 
in reſpect to the Etymology of Berwick, de- 
clares himſelf to be intirely in the Dark: In- 
deed he tells us, that in divers Grants of 
Engliſi Kings, it is ſaid, I give the Towns 
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of C. and D. cum ſuis Berwicis. And in the 
Charters of Edward the Confeſſor, Tothill is 


called the Berwicus of Weſtminſter, and 
Wandlefworth, the Berewicus of Patrickſc

Now as the above mentioned Deriva- 
tions ſeem not to anſwer what they were 
brought for, I ſhall to deduce the 
Origin and Name of Beritt from a Town

The Countries whence the Anglo-Saxons 


.came into Britain, lay both on the Northern 


and Southern Sides of the River EI in 
Lower Germany; on the Northern Side the 
Countries of Angeln, Holſtein, Stormark and 
Waagerland; and on the Southern, the Bar- 
dengow and County of Stadt, the chief Town 
whereof was denominated Bardewick, which 
in point of Antiquity was deemed the ſecond 
City in Germany, next to that of Trier; and 
before its Deſtruction by Henry the Lyon, 
Duke of Saxony, its Sovereign, in the Year 
1189, for Rebellion, it was deemed the 
greateſt and moſt flouriſhing Place for Trade, 
Opulency and Riches in the German Em- 
ire. 

: This once famous and celebrated City, 
which was ſituated on the River Elmenau, in 
the Circle of Lower Saxony, near the Place 
where the Town of Lunenburg is at preſent 
ſituated, is now a Village under the Name 
of Berwick ;, which now, in its humble State, 
is as it were in Deriſion called the Hambur- 
gers Cabbage Garden, from its ſupplying 
it with Garden Stuff: However, there 
is ſtill to be ſeen Marks of its antient Gran- 
deur, in the Ruins of divers of its publick 
Edifices ; and by its lamentable and unhap- 
py Fate, the celebrated commercial Cities of 
Hamburg and Lubeck are riſen as it were out 
of its Aſhes; and likewiſe to its Misfortune, 
the neighbouring Town of Lunenburg owes 
its Foundation. 

Numerous are the Derivations of Barde- 
wick: By the beſt Etymologiſts we are told, 
that it is a Saxou Compound of Bard and 
Wik; the former ſignifying a Pagan Bard 
(a Poet and Singer) who in the Day of Bat- 


tle ſang the Praiſes of their deceaſed He- 


roes, to incourage their Friends, and inti- 
midate their Enemies : And the latter im- 
plies a Streight or Arm of the Sea, or other 
navigable Water-courſe, adjoining to which 
Towns being erected, the Appellation 


Mick was applied to them. But that being 


loſt as to Water-courſes, it was generally 
taken to ſignify a Town, as is evident by 
the vaſt Number of Towns in Germany, 
Norway, Holland and England, terminating 
in Wick or Wich, which are ſituated by 
„e Places, as aforeſaid, as our Town 
of Berwick is likewiſe.

The above Charter was confirmed by Clerk. Comp; 
James IV. on the 13th October, anno 1506; 6. Account.

Patients and Studies, did, by her Let- 
ters patent of the 11th May, in the Year 


1367, exempt them from attending Juries, 


watching and warding within the Gity and 
Liberties of Edinburgh.

And in the 
ſaid Charter; not only all Unfreemen are 
diſcharged from exerciſing the Buſineſs of a 
Goldſmith within the City and Liberties of 
Edinburgh; but the Corporation is thereb 
inveſted with a Power to inſpect, try, and 
regulate all Golden and Silvern Wares, not 
only in Edinburgh, but in all other Parts of 
Scotland, with a Right to puniſh Offenders 
concerned in working adulterated Gold or 
Silver; with a Pflvilege of making Bylaws 
tor their better Government. 

And by a Charter of Fames VII. of the 
14th December, anno 1687, is not only con- 
firmed all the Company's Rights and Im- 
munities, but an additional Privilege is 
granted them of ſearching, inſpecting, and 
trying all Jewels ſet in Gold or Silver in all 
Parts of the Kingdom, to deſtroy all that 
are falſe or counterfeit, and to puniſh 
Tranſgreſſors according to their Deſerts, ei- 
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* of the Craft, that he is cum from his Mai- 


ther by Impriſonments or Fines ;z in which 
they are 06 ba aſſiſted by the Magiſtrates of 
the ſeveral Places where ſuch Searches are 
made, to bring to Juſtice all Offenders. To

Time the Corporation conſiſted of the Arts 
of Blackſmiths, Goldſmiths, Loriners, 
Sadlers, Cutlers, Bucklers or Armourers, 
to whom were granted the following Privi-

The Wrights and Maſons ſeem at firſt to 
have been formed into a Society by a Seal 
of Cauſe, or Act of the Gommon Coun- 
cil of Edinburgh, of the 15th October, in the 
Year 1475; at which Time the Corporati- 


on appears to have conſiſted only of the 


Arts of Maſons and Wrights ; to the latter 
of which, by a Grant of the 26th Auguſt, 
anno 1489, were added the Coopers. Theſe 
Grants were ratified by Andrew Foreman, 
Archbiſhop of St. Andrew's, on the 29th 


June, in the Year 1517, and confirmed by 


a Charter of James V. of the 12th January, 
anno 1527; and by a Grant from the Com- 
mon Council of the City, of the 18th April 
1633, Yivers other Arts were added to the 
above mentioned, which were confirmed b 

a Charter of Charles I. on the 8th of Auguſt, 
in the Year 1635; and by a Decree of the 
Court of Seſſion on the 5th March 1703, 
they appear to have been the Bowyers, Gla- 
ziers, Plummers, and Upholſterers, which 
were added to the Maſons; and to the 


Wrights were united the Arts of Paint- 
ers, Slaters, and Sieve-wrights, as were the 


Coopers above mentioned alſo. 


This Corporation conſiſting of the above. 


mentioned ten Companies of Crafts or Trades 
have a beautiful Hall in Niedry's Wynd, de- 
nominated St. Mary's Chapel, to treat of 
their Affairs in. This Chapel, by its Char- 


ter of Foundation of the 3 iſt December, in 


the Year 1504, which was confirmed by a 
Charter of James IV. of the 1ſt January, an- 
70 1505, appears to have been founded by 
Elizabeth, Counteſs of Roſs, and had its 
Name from its Dedication to the Virgin 


Mary.

firmed by the Jameſes V. and VI. on the 
18th November 1531, and 4th June 1594. 

The Revenues of this Corporation, like 
thoſe of the other Companies of Crafts in 
Edinburgh, were, before the Reformation of 
Religion in Scotland, appropriated for de- 
raying the Expence of their Altar and Cha- 
plain officiating thereat in &. Giles's Church. 
But Altar-worſhip being aboliſhed at the 
Change of Religion, the ſaid Revenues, as 
well as thoſe of other Fraternities, were 
laudably imployed in maintaining the poor 
Makin. hob Widows and Orphans of 
the reſpective Incorporations. Of the Jat- 
ter belonging to this Company, three Girls 
are carefully brought up in the Trades 
Maiden Hoſpital in this City, and the Cor- 
poration has the Preſentation of four Bur- 
lars to the College of Edinburgh. 

The Officers in the Direction of the Com- 
pany's Affairs are a Deacon, Treaſurer and 
four Maſters, who are choſen yearly with a 
Clerk and Officer, and have a ſpacious Hall 
in the Cowgate to tranſact their Buſineſs in. 

To this Corporation antiently belonged 
the Superiority and Direction of all the Tay- 
lors within the Suburbs of Edinburgh and 
Town of Leith; but their Power being now 
reſtricted, extends only to thoſe of Port/- 
burgh, Potterrow, Southern Side of the Ca- 
nongate, bewelt St. John's Croſs and St. Ma- 
ry's /ynd, who are {till ſubject to their Con- 
troll, are to receive Apprentices, and enter 
Freemen by their Direction, who pay them

This Charter was confirmed by the Com- 


mon Council of Edinburgh on the 27th of 


February, anno 1520, with an additional 
Right of receiving from every Country 
Weaver that wrought for the Edinburg bers, 
One Penny weekly, towards the Support of 
their aforeſaid Altar; both of which Grants 
were confirmed by Febn, Archbiſhop of &.. 
Andrew's, as they ſince were by the Scotifh 
Parliament. 

About the Beginning of the ſixteenth 
Century, certain Diſputes having happened 
between the Companies of Weavers and 
Wakers in Point of Precedence, they ap- 

lied to the Town Council to get the ſame 
adjuſted; who, the better to obviate all Con- 
teſts of this Kind thereafter, made the fol- 
lowing Regulations on the 15th May, anno

I am 
nevertheleſs of opinion that it does not 
appear ſo by the ſaid Petition, for the Ap- 
pellatives, Maſters and Craftſmen, whereon 
they ſeem to found their Opinion, I take 
only to be meant Maſters and Journeymen 
of the ſaid Craft; for had they been incor- 
porated before that Lime, they would have 
nad no Occaſion to have applied to the 
Town Council tor a Liberty to meet, to 
manage the Affairs belonging to their Trade; 
for this is the principal Thing granted in 
all Charters, which I think will appear by the 
Conſtitutions ſet forth in the ſaid Seal of 
Cauſe of the 2oth of Auguſt, anno 1500 3 
which are of the following Tenor.

kers and Sheermen ; and in the ſaid Grant 
were contained the following Privileges. 

1. That the Company yearly chuſe, with 
the Approbation of the Town Council, an 
Overſman or Maſter to inſpect the Work 
made by the ſeveral Members of the Trade, 
to prevent their impoſing a bad Commo- 
dity on the People. 

2. That no Perſon preſume to work as 
© a Bonnet- maker, unleſs he has ſerved his

and that neither Maſter or Miſtreſs of the 
* Craft, imploy the Apprentice of an other 
* without Conſent of his Maſter, on the Pe- 
* nalty of Twenty Shillings Scotiþ Money. 

3. * That no Member of the Company 
* make uſe of unwarrantable Stuff, under 
the Pain of Forefeiture, to be diſpoſed of 
by the Town Council. 

4. For the more effectually preventing 
* Frauds in the Manufactoring of Bonnets; 
the Overſman or Maſter is to make a week- 
* ly Search throughout the Trade, and in- 
* ſpect their Work. | 

5. That every Member of the Compa- 
* ny, working for him or herſelf, to pay at 
* their Admiſſion, a Freeman or Freewo- 
man; the Sum of Thirty Shillings Scotiſþ

Inferior Trades ur Crafts. 


Of the inferior Arts or Trades in Edin 
burgh, by what I can learn, four only are 
incorporated, wiz, the Barbers, Candle- 
makers, Hatmakers and Pewterers.

* The quhilk Articles, Statutes, and

* oure Succeſſors, approve, ratifye, and con- 
firmis the ſamyn, in ſwa far as effeirs till 
© us or his Powar; and this till all and ſun- 
« drie quhom it effeirs or may effeir in Tyme 
*to cum, we mak it knawin be thir preſent 
© Letters; and for the mair Confirmation 
and Strenth of the ſamyn, we haif to thir 
* preſent Letters hungin the common Seil!

The above Charter was confirmed by 
King James VI. in the thirtieth Year of his 
Reign, anno 1597. 

This Company injoyed all its Rights and 
Privileges till the Year 1582, when a Dit- 
terence happening between the Merchants 


and Crafts of Edinburgh, and the ſame be- 


ing left to Arbitration, the ſeveral Incor- 
porations of the City were to lay their re- 
ſpective Grants or Charters before the Ar- 
bitrators and Umpire, to ſhew them their 
ſeveral Rights and Immunities. But the 
Candle-makers on this Occaſion, by ſome un- 


lucky Accident, did not bring in their Char- 


ter, nor ſigned the Reference in Conjuncti- 
hep on

on wich che reſt of che Crafts ; wherefüte 


they were not mentioned amongſt the City 


Incorporations in the Award or Decreet Ar- 
bitral, called The Sett of Edinburgh, where- 


by all Diſputes and Controverſies were hap- 


pily terminated in an amicable Manner be- 
twixt the ſaid Merchants and Crafts of E- 
dinburgh. 


By the aforeſaid Omiſſion, this Corpora- - 


tion was regarded with an evil Eye; and 
they, from the Conduct of the Common 
Council, imagining their Rights and Pri- 
vileges to be in danger, they applied to Par- 
liament to get them ſecured againſt all At- 
tacks and Attempts that might happen to 
be made againſt them. And an Act being 
on the 17th of Juh, in the Year 1695, pall 


for that Purpoſe, their ſeveral Rights, Im- 


munities and Privileges were thereby con- 
firmed in the moſt ample Manner; but thei: 
excluſive Right being, it ſeems, ſtill doubt 
ed by the Town Council, the Company, to 
quaſh Diſputes on that Head thereatter, rai- 
ſed an Action of Declarator in the Court of 
Seſſion, by whoſe Decree of the fourth of 
July, anno 1716, ali their antient Rights 
and Privileges (excluſive of their having a 
Repreſentative in the Common Council) 
were confirmed, which they ſtill enjoy.

Com. Regiſt, The Barbers of Edinburgh, on the firſt 


Day of July, in the Year 1505, were, by a 
Charter from the Town Council, incorpo- 
rated with the Surgeons; bur, imagining 
themſelves injured in their Rights and Pri- 
vileges by their new Brethren, frequent Diſ- 
putes happened; which continued till the 
2 2d of February, anno 1722, when, in a Pro 
ceſs before the Court of Seſſion, the Barbers 


were, by a Decree of the ſaid Court, ſepa 


rated from the Surgeons in all Reſpects, o- 
ther than regiſtring their Apprentices with 
the ſaid Surgeons, to be admitted both by 
tkem and the Barbers. The Barbers, by 
the aforeſaid Decree, being a Society im- 
powered to govern themſelves, formed cer- 
tain Conſtitutions and Rules for their better 
Government, and applied to the Common 
Council of Edinburgh to ratify the ſame ; of 
which Rules or Orders the following is a 
Copy. | 

I. © That all thoſe who ſhall after this be 
* admitted free Barbers within the Burgh of 
Edinburgh, ſhall be firſt free Burgeſſes 
thereof, and produce their Burgeſs Tickets 
* with a Petition of the Society; upon which 
they ſhall be tried and examined by the 
* Maſters of the Trade and receive their 
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Acts of Admiſſion in the Terms of, and as is 


provided by the ſaid Decreet of the Lords of 


* Seſſion upon Payment to the Boxmaſter ; 
and that no Freeman ſhall protect in his 
Trade or Imployment ane Unfreeman, un- 


© der the Penalty of Fourty Pounds for each 
Tranſgreſſion. 


2. That none be hereafter admitted a 14. pid. 


© free Barber, but ſuch as is Son or Son- in- 
law of, or has ſervetl his Apprenticeſhip

from a free Barber; or is the Son, or Son- 
* in-law of a Chirurgeon, in the Terms of 
that Decreet; reſerving til] to the Soci-

HAT-MAKERS. 


To promote the Trade and the Intereſt 
of the Hat-makers in Edinburgh, the Parlia- 
ment in the. Year 1641, and 1661, by an 
Act, impowered them to chuſe an 2 * 

cer 
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ſeer and Quarter- maſter, to be elected 
ly from amongſt themſelves by the Town 
Council of Edinburgh, and having petition- 
ed the ſaid Council for that Purpoſe, it was 
judged to be more for the Advantage of the 
faid Trade to be united to one of the Four- 
teen Incorporations belonging to the City, 
than take the Benefit of the ſaid Acts of Par- 
liament made in their Favour. And having 
obtained the Conſent of the Company of 
Wakers to join with them, hoth Crafts ap- 
plied to the Common Council to be united; 
which being agreed to, as the only means 
to promote the Intereſt of both the ſaid 
Trades, the ſaid Council granted them a 
Charter; of which the following is a Copy.

This Trade was by the Town Council u- 
nited to the Company of Bonnet-makers for 
their mutual Advantage. But the Litſters, 
in Conjunction with the Weavers and Wa- 
kers, having committed great Frauds in 
their reſpective Occupations, to the great 
Hurt, and almoſt Ruin of the Woolen Ma- 
nufactures, the Toun Council of Edinburgh, 
to redreſs thoſe pernicious Practices, by Vir- 
tue of an Act of Parliament, made certain 
Regulations to reſtrain the iniquitous Acti- 
ons of the ſaid Crafts within their Juriſdicti- 
ons. The Litſters of this City, for the more 
effectually putting the ſaid Regulations in 
Execution, voluntarily appeared before the

This Society being an- 
nexed to the Maſons, is a Conſtituent of the 
Company of Maſons and Wrights. 

WATCH-MAKERS. The Fraternity of 
Watch-makers being added to the Lock-

Remark. The Arts and Myſteries or 
Companies of Trades in Edinburgh being 
forty two in Number, are governed by their

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known, both to the Governors and Govern- 


ed, I think it will not be amiſs to ſhew the 
Craftſmen of Edinburgh what I take to be 


the Origin and antient Office of their Dea-. 


cons. The Title of Deacon was at firſt re- 
ligious, and given to one of the meaneſt Of. 
ficers in the Church; whoſe Buſineſs it was 
to aſſiſt the Prieſt in the Performance of re- 
ligious Offices. 
of Edinburgh, before the Reformation of Re- 
ligion in Scotland, having had Altars in S. 
Giles's Church, in Honour of their tutelar 
Saints, the chief Officer of the ſeveral Fra- 
ternities of Crafts, was indifferently ſtiled 
Kirkmaſter, Godſman, or Deacon ; not on- 
ly from his having the Care and Supertn- 
tendency of the Company's Altar, but by 
his aſſiſting the Chaplain in the Celebration 
of certain Offices at their ſaid Altar. But 
Altar-worſhip being aboliſhed, and the 
Saints expelled their Shrines at the ſaid Re- 
formation, the Title of Kirkmaſter or Godſ- 
man was obliged to make way for the more 
general ane of Deacon; which has ever ſinee 
not only prevailed in Edinburgh, but in all 
other Boroughs throughout the Kingdom. 


CONVEENRY. 


Although this Meeting or Court, which 
is unknown in foreign Parts, be not an in- 
corporated Society, nor the Time of its E- 
rection known; yet, as it conſiſts of the 
Heads of the ſeveral Arts or Trades in E- 
dinburgh, I ſhall indeavour to ſhew its Ori- 
gin as near as I can. 

Frequent Diſputes and Controverſies ha- 
ving happened between the Gild or firſt Mer- 
chant Company of this City, and the ſeve- 
ral Fraternities of Crafts or Trades in Edin- 
burgh, concerning their reſpective Privileges. 
And that the latter might, on all Occaſions, 
be ready to maintain their Rights againſt 
the Attempts of the former, choſe a wiſe 
and judicious Man from amongſt themſelves, 


And divers of the Crafts 


* 


to call the Deacons or Heads of the ſeveral 


Crafts together, on all Emergencies, to with- 
ſtand the Efforts that might happen to be 
made againſt their Liberties and Privileges; 
who, by virtue of his Office, was ſtiled The 
Deacon Warner, but at preſent The Deacon 
Conveener. 

Though the Time of this Officer's being 
at firſt appointed be unknown as aforeſaid, 
yet it could not be before the Lear 1424, 
when the Parliament at firſt ordained, That, 
for the better Government of the ſeveral 
Crafts throughout Scotland, the reſpective 
Trades in each Town, ſhould chuſe from a- 
mongſt themſelves, a prudent and judicious 
Man for their Deacon. Now, as there ſeems 
to have been no Deacons of Crafts before this 
Period, it cannot be imagined that tnere was 
then a Deacon Conveener. I am therefore 
of opinion, that no Time bids ſo fair for the 


Inſtitution of this Office, as the Reign of 
Queen Mary, about the Year 1556, when 
Diſputes ran ſo high between the Merchants 
and Trades of Edinburgh. 3 
The Crafts of Edinburgh having choſen a 
Warner or Conveener, they; ſome Time af- 
ter; appointed the Deacons of their ſeveral 
Companies to be his Aſſiſtants; who, toge- 
ther with the Trades two Counſellors, form 
the preſent Conveenry, which occaſionally 
meets in St. Mary Magdalen's Chapel in the 
Cowgate: Their Buſineſs is to take care of 
of the Rights and Privileges - of the ſeveral 
Incorporations of Arts in Edinburgh ; and to 
determine all Differences that may happen 
to ariſe amongſt them ; and numerous are 
the Inſtances of their determining Contro- 
verſies brought before them from other Roy- 
al Boroughs; nay, ſo famed has their Inte- 
grity and Wiſdom been, that many of the 
ſaid Boroughs have had Recourſe to them 
for Advice and Protection when oppreſſed, 
and their Immunities attacked, as is evident 
by their Records. In Matters of great Con- 
cern, the Deacon Conveener may, and fre- 
uently does ſummon all the Trades of E- 
ainburgh, or the old Deacons, or other Mem- 
bers of Experience for their Advice in criti- 
cal Caſes. | 
The Conveenry meet, previous to the 
Election of the City Magiſtrates, at Mi- 
chaelmaſs, to conſider which of the Perſons 
on the Liſts or in Nomination are-moſt pro- 


per to be elected; and being generally una- 


nimous, the Perſons they fix on, - ſeldom 
miſs being choſen. Their Unanimity has 
not only great Influence in Ele&ions, but 
likewiſe on Affairs in the Town Council, 
which has occaſioned frequent Conteſts be- 
tween the Merchants and them, the former 
always indeavouring to get the Conveenry 
abgliſhed, and the latter as ſtrenuouſly main- 
tain their Rights; particularly in the Year 
1684, when they obtained a Decree in the 


Court of Seſſion in their Favour, aſcertain- Id. ibid. 


ing divers of their moſt valuable Privileges, 
eſpecially that of their Meeting, and concert- 
ing the Election of Magiſtrates as aforeſaid 
which was confirmed by Parliament, on the 
I 3th of June, in the ſame Year. There be- 
ing no Fund to detray the Expence of this 
Court, they impoſe a ſmall Tax on the ſeve- 
ral Companies of Arts in Edinburgh, to pay 

the Salaries of their Clerk and Officer. 
The Perſon and Office of the Deacon Con- 
veener is in great Eſteem, being not only deem- 
ed the chief Craftſman in Edinburgh, but in 
Scotland. To him is committed the Cuſtody 
of the Flag, falſely called The Banner of the 
Holy Ghoſt, but commonly The Blue-Blanket; 
which is delivered from Conveener to Con- 
veener, with great Ceremony, as a valuable 
Jewel ; the Origin of which, according to 
an idle Tradition, is, that a Number of Sco- 
tiſh Tradeſmen, chiefly Edinburgbers, having 
amongſt other great Feats performed in the

Holy War, were the firſt who fixed their 
Banner on the Wall of Jeriſalem; and chat 
ſuch of them as returned being called Knights 
of the Holy Ghoſt, had many Privileges grant- 
ed them, and their Banner hung up at St. 
Cloyes Altar in St. Grles's Church in Eadin- 
— this deſerves not the leaſt Credit] for 
the preſent Flag, properly called The Tradeſ- 
mens Banner, but vulgarly The Blue Blanket; 
ſo denominated from its Culour, was grant- 
ed to; the Crafts of Edinburgh by King 
James III. in Return for the great Service 
done him, in freeing him from Dureſs in 
the Caſtle of Edinburgh, in the Year 1482, 


ComPpany Or M 


Though the Merchants of Edinburgb are 
not Artificers; yet, as they were lately in- 
corporated, by a Royal Charter, into a Com- 
pany for the Incouragement of Commerce; 
I ſhall in this Place ſubjoin the Tenor of 
their Charter, which is as follows. 

The Merchants, Importers, or Dealers in 
Cloth, Stuffs, or other Goods relating to 
Apparel, obtained a Charter from Charles Il. 
on the 29th O#ober, anno 168 r, erecting them 
into a Company by the Stile and Title of 
The Company of Merchants of the City of E- 
dinburgh; whereby they are impowered to 
have a Maſter and twelve Aſſiſtants, with a 


Clerk and Officer to continue during Plea- 
ſure; to have a Houſe or Hall to tranſact 
their Affairs in, with a Right to make By- 
laws for the good Government of the Cor- 
poration, to be approved of by the Town 
Council of Edinburgh. To execute all Acts 
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jets; for. the Space of nine Months ; and 
impowered them to diſplay the ſaid Banner 
in Defence of their King and Country, and 

ir own Rights. At the Appearance of 
this Banner, attended by the Deacon Con- 
veener, tis ſaid, that not only the ſeveral 


| Artificers in Edinburgh are obliged to repair 


to it, but all the Artiſans or Craftſmen 
throughout Scotland are to reſort to it, and 
to fight under the Command of the ſaid 
Conveener. Beſides the aforeſaid Banner, 
the ſaid Conveener has in his Cuſtody; the 
Trades Youths: Banner. Theſe were the 
Enſigns of Edinburgh when its Military Force 


atter a Confinement' by his rebellious Sub- 


Treaſurer, 'to. be annually choſen, and a 


conſiſted only of two Companies.

and Things for the Benefit of the Company, 
and to puniſh Offenders by pecuniary Mulcts, 
provided the ſame do not exceed the Sum of 
Twenty Pounds Scotiſb Money, which is to 
be recovered by the Concurrence of the Ma- 
giſtrates of Edinburgh. 

It is alſo ordained, That no Perſon pre- 
ſume to merchandize within the City and 
Liberties of Edinburgh, till he be admitted 
into the Freedom of the Company, and 
paid the Fees due on that Occaſion. And 
it is farther declared, That the ſeveral Bur- 
geſſes, Gild-brethren of Edinburgh, ſhall be 
| admitted Members of this Corporation, on 

paying the Sum of Six Pounds Scotiſh Mo- 
ney, and Six Shillings of the ſaid Money 
quarterly, ſo long as they continue in Trade: 

And that every Perſon entering himſelf an 
Apprentice to a Member of the Company, 
ſhall pay the Sum of Three Pounds of the 
aforeſaid Money; and the Incorporation is 
| impowered 
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impowered to make free and voluntaty Con- 
tributions amongſt themſelves, as ſhall be 
ſufficient, not only to defray the neceſſary 
Expences of the Company, but to relieve 
and ſupport theit poop Wenden Widows 
and Orphans. 
It is alſo declared, That the erecting the 
ſaid Merchants into a Company, ſhall . no- 
wiſe exclude them or their Succeſſors from 
becoming Members of any Company of 
Merchants, that hereafter may be 1 inc 
rated. 
And, Laſtly, The Company is impowered 
to purchaſe Lands, Tenements, Annuities, 
Poſſeſſions; to borrow and lend Mo- 


— z and to do all other Acts and Thin 
relating to Commerce, as fully and freely, 
as any other Corporation of the like kind: 
And they are alſo impowered to have. and 
uſe a common Seal, for ratifying and con- 
firming their ſeveral Tranſactions, to be 
appointed by Lyon King at Arms. 

And it is expreſsly declared, That the 
Rights and Privileges of the ſeveral Incor- 
porations of the Crafts or Trades of Edin- 
burgh, are hereby reſerved and confirmed 


to them according to Law. This Grant 
was ratified by Parliament on the 15th of 
June, anno 1693. 

To inveſtigate the Commerce of Edin- 
Surgb to its Source, I am of opinion ir can 
be traced no bigher than the Year 1329, 
when the Edinburghers bought of Robert 
Logan of Leſtalrig the Port and Mills of 
Leith, which was confirmed to them by a 
Chart. Rob. I. Charter from King Robert Bruce, of the 
anno 1329. ſame Date. But the Citizens, it ſeems, 
having unluckily forgot to purchaſe of him 
a Way-leave or, Road, to and from their 
Harbour, they feemingly made bur little 
K or no Uſe of it till the Year 1398, when 
_ Chart. they purchaſed of the ſaid Logan, or of one 
ano 139% of his Succeſſors, a Right to all the Ways, 
Paths and Paſſages within his Lands of Le.

Of Offices and Societies. 


Company of ARCHERS. 


| LTHOUGH the Archers of Edin- 
A burgh be neither a Company of 
Arts, or an Office belonging to 
the Fublick, yet as they are a Society of 
Gentlemen united to preſerve the antient 
Military Art of Archery, I ſhall ſubjoin an 
Account of this modern Incorporation. 

The Practice of Archery being greatly de- 
cayed in Scotland, divers Gentlemen in the 
Year 1676, aſſociated themſelves to reſtore 
the ſame, and to obtain Letters patent to 
erect a Company for that Purpoſe ; prepa- 
ratory to which they drew up certain Ar- 
ticles of the following Tenor for their bet- 
ter Regulation. 

1. That a Council conſiſting of ſeven 
Members of the Society be annually choſen, 
one whereof to be Preſident, who ſhall make 
Rules and Conſtitutions for the Government 
of the Company. 

2, The ſaid Council ſhall appoint three 
of the moſt expert Archers to hear and de- 
termine all Diſputes and Differences which 
may happen to ariſe amongſt the ſeveral 
Members concerning Archery. 

3. That the Council conſtitute a Trea- 
ſurer, Fiſcal, Clerk and Officer, one Beadle ; 
and to provide Books for recording the 
Tranſactions of the Society. 

4. That none be ſuffered to practiſe the 
Art of Archery within the City or Suburbs 
of Edinburgh but Freemen of the Company ; 
and each Perſon, before his Admiſſion, to 
undergo a Trial, in reſpect to his Knowledge 
in Archery, and, if approved by the Judges 
appointed for ſuch Trial, ſhall be admitted 
into the Freedom of the Company, by a 
proper Inſtrument under the Seal of the So- 
ciety. 

5. That certain Perſons be appointed by 
the Company to inſtruct the unexperienced 
who deſire to become Members of the Soci- 


ety, till they be qualified to undergo a 
Trial preparatory to their Admiſſion. 

6. That each Perſon, at his being admit- 
ted a Member of the Society, to give a Diſ- 
cretionary Sum of Money, according to his 
Quality for the Uſe of the Company; and 
that ali pecuniary Mulcts and Amerciaments 
be paid to the Treaſurer for the Uſe of the 
Society. | 

7. That publick Butts be erected, either 
at the Company's Expence, or by Donation 
from the Town Council, for the Uſe of the 
Society, which Strangers ſhall likewiſe have 
the Ule of, without Fee or Reward. 

8. That a Prize be provided at the Ex- 
pence of the Company (it one be not given 
by Way of a Preſent) to be yearly ſhot for, 
to be prepared at the Will and Pleaſure of 
the Town Council, whether a Silvern Ar- 
row, Cup or other Picce of Plate, and the 
Solemnity to be obſerved at and after win- 
ning the ſaid Prize, to be in the ſaid Coun- 
cil's Option, | 

9. That the Company; or as many of 
them as ſhall be ſummoned by the Coun- 
cil to ſhoot, either at Butts or Rovers, for 
an extraordinary or any publick Occaſion, 
ſhall be ſure to attend, no Excuſe to be ad- 
mitted for Abſence, but Sickneſs, or other 
lawful Impediment. 

10. That the Company have proper Offi- 
cers, with Colours and Drums, under pro- 
per Regulations, with all neceſſary Accou- 
trements, and to be muſtered once a-Year, 
with the Societies Arms, or a Symbol in their 
Hats or Bonnets, and to perform ſuch Ex- 
erciſes as the Council ſhall pleaſe to order. 

The above Conſtitutions were not only 
confirmed by the Privy Council on the 6th 
of March, anno 1677; but the Commiſſion- 
er of the King's Treaſury, at the Recom- 
mendation of the ſaid Privy Council, gave 
the Company the Sum of Twenty Pounds 
Sterling to purchaſe the firſt Prize to be ſhot 
for,

by the Stile and Title of The Royal Company 
of Archers; applied to the Common Coun-

near Beth's Wynd to erect Butts on. The 
ſaid Council, willing to incourage this lau- 
dable Undertaking, not only granted their 
Requeſt, but, as a further Incouragement, 
in the Year 1709, gave theni the Silvern 
Arrow belonging to the City to be annually 
ſhot for; and on the 2oth of May, anno 
1726, confirmed the ſame with Additions, 
of the following Tenor. . 

1. That the ſaid Silvern Arrow be ſhot 
for at Rovers, in the Links of Leith, on 


the ſecond Monday of the Month of July, 


yearly, at ten of the Clock in the Forenoon, 


if good Weather; if not, to be ſhot for on 


the firſt fair Monday following. 

2. That Notice be given on the laſt 
Monday of June, and firſt Monday of Fuly, 
of the yearly ſhooting for the City's Ar- 
row, by beat of Drum throughout Edin- 
burgh. © 
3. That none be admitted to ſhoot for 


the ſaid Arrow, but the Members of the 


Company, who are ready and willing to 
admit all qualified Perſons into the Free- 
dom of their Corporation. | 

4. That a Spot of Ground, of at leaft 
thirty Ells ſquare round each Mark be ſet 
up for Security of the Spectators, and the 
Archers Arrows; and that none but the 
Members of the Company preſume to eiiter 
the ſame during the Time of ſhooting, un- 
der the Penalty of Four Pounds, Scotiſb 
Money. 

3. He that wins the Arrow ſhall keep it 
in his Poſſeſſion till the firſt Monday of the 
following Month of April, on his giving 
Security to return it to the Treaſurer of the 
Company, with his Badge affixed thereto. 


6. That, on returning the ſaid Arrow to 


the Treaſurer by the Winner, the Dean of 
Gild to pay him the Sum of Five Pound 
Sterling as the Prize in Lieu thereof. 

7. That a Regiſter be kept of the Times 
the Arrow was ſhot for, by whom won, the 
Names and Numbers of the Archers who 
ſhot for it, with thoſe of the Badges or Sym- 
bols appended thereto. | | 

This Royal Company of Archers, conſiſt- 
ing of the prime Nobility, Gentry, and o- 
ther Perſons of Diſtinction, on the yearly 
Day of ſhooting, are richly apparelled in the 
Highland Dreſs; and in their March thro' 
the City, form a very pompous Proceſſion, 
which not only attracts Perſons of Note 
from the diſtant Parts of Scotland to behold 
the ſame, but many Perſons of Diſtinction 
from the Northern Parts of England reſort 
hither on that Occaſion, |

BANK of Scotland. 


As the Bank of England was projected by 
William Paterſon a Scotiſhman, ſo was this of 
Scotland by Jobn Holland, an Engliſhman; who, 
wich others, being of opinion, that a national 
Bank would be of great Service to theKing- 
dom; they applied to the Parliament for a 
Power to put their Deſign in Execution; 
which being approved of, they were by an 


Act of the 17th July, anno 1695, erected 


into à Body politick and corporate, by the 
Name of The Governor and Company of the 
Bank of Scotland, to have perpetual Suc- 
ceſſion, and a common Seal to purchaſe 


Lands, Rents, Tenements, and Heredita- 


ments of what Kind ſoever; and to ſell, 
grant, demiſe and diſpoſe of the ſame at 
Pleaſure ; and to do and execute all other 
Things which any Corporation lawfully can, 
and to take Six per Cent. for all the Money 
advanced by them either on real or perſo- 
nal Security. 

This Corporation, whoſe Capital conſiſts 
of One Million and two hundred thouſand 
Pounds, Scot Money, or One hundred 


| thouſand Pounds Sterling; is governed by 


a Governor, Deputy-governor, and twenty 
four Directors, whoſe Qualifications for their 
ſeveral Poſts, is, for the Governor, the Sum 
of Eight thouſand Pounds, Scotiſpb Money, 
capital Stock; Deputy-governor, Six thou- 
ſand; and a Director, Three thoufand; and 
the Adventurers or Stock-holders, who are 
veſted with the Right of Election, muſt be 
poſſeſſed of One thouſand Pounds Scotiſb of 
the ſaid Stock each. 


The Britiſh L1NNEN-CoMPANY-: 


Since the King, purſuant to an Act of 
Parliament, of- the 13th of King George I. 
did, by his Letters patent, eſtabliſh a Plan 
for improving the Fiſheries and Manufa- 
Etures of Scotland, whereof the Linnen be- 
ing one of the chief, the Duke of Argyll 
and Andrew Fletcher of Milton, a Senator of 
the College of Juſtice, out of their Zeal for 
the publick Welfare, as a farther Incourage- 
ment to the ſaid Manufacture, did obtain a 
Charter dated at Weſtminſter on the 5th of 
July, anno 1746, whereby James, Earl of 
Lauderdale, William, Earl of Panmure, and

with a Power, if judged neceſſary, to in- 
creaſe their Capital, by borrowing, under the 
Seal of the Corporation, an additional Sum 
of One hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling 
by Bill, Bond, or Obligation; with a Licence 
to carry on the ſaid Linnen Manufacture 
in all its Branches, to imploy Arrtificers, to 
buy and ſell Flax, Yarn, and Linnen; and 
to tranſact all Things tending to promote the 
ſaid Linnen Manufacture. And for the 
better Government of the ſaid Company, 
they are impowered to hold four general 
Courts quarterly, with Courts of Directors 
as often as it ſhall be judged neceſſary.

to poor Manufacturers, to inable them to 
carry on their Buſineſs; which has greatly 
contributed to promote the laudable Spirit 
of Induſtry that now prevails in moſt Parts 
of Scotland; nay, even in the Northweſt- 
ern Highlands, in the Counties of Roſs and 
Strat hnaver, and to the Northern Extremi- 
ty of Britain. And by the great and lau- 
dable Pains taken by Archibald, Duke of 
Argyll, and the neighbouring Gentlemen; 
it is introduced to the County of Argyll, and 
in all Probability will not be long before it 
enters the Country of Lochaber, and the 
Southweſtern Parts of Galloway z in which 
Countries, till the Erection of this Company, 
Induſtry ſeems to have been only an empty 
Sound. 

And the Manufacturers, by the Advance of 
Money and receiving Caſh for their Goods 
as ſoon as made, are inabled to return their 
Money in half the Time they formerly did: 
For, before the Erection of this Corpora- 
tion, many were obliged to give Credit to 
Merchants and Linnen Drapers, whereby, 
inſtead of carrying on their Buſineſs with one 
Capital, were neceſſitated to have a double 
Stock, to their great Prejudice : So that, 
next to the Premiums given by the Board 
of Truſtees to incourage the making of Lin- 
nen, it may juſtly be ſaid, that to this Com- 
pany is owing the great Extenſion of this 
Manufacture, whereby will be yearly ſaved 
to the Nation conſiderable Sums paid to Fo- 
reigners on the Balance of Trade; and the 
Poor thereby will not only be inabled to pro- 
vide for themſelves and Families, but, be- 
coming ſenſible of the great Advantages a- 
riſing trom Induſtry, will ſoon have ſome 
Property of their own; the Senſe whereof, 
will not only prevent their becoming Dupes 
to their Chiefs, or Heads of Clans, but will

This Office, which is under the Manage- 
ment of the Directors of the Chancery, chief- 
ly conſiſts in iſſuing the ſeven Brieves of 
Succeſſion, or Morte Anteceſſoris, Tutory, 
Idiotry, Tearce, Diviſion, Lyning and Per- 
ambulations, in receiving the Returns of 
the three firſt, which are called the retour- 
able Brieves; and particularly with reſpect 
to the Rights of Lands held of the Crown, 
tranſmitted by a Defunct to his Heirs by 
Service: And the Director is to take ſpe- 
cial Care, that the Service be agreeable to 
former Inveſtitures ; and particularly, that 
the Crown be not defrauded of the Caſual- 
ties of Superiority, whether by the Igno- 
rance or Fraud of the inferior Judges or 
their Clerks. | 
That all Charters of Lands, and other 
Rights held of the Crown, are diſpatched 
in this Office, all Confirmations of feudal 
Rights held of Subjects; and all Grants 
from the Crown, which paſs the Great Seal, 
ſuch as Commiſſions, Remiſſions, &c. 

Extracts from the Records of this Office, 
are of the ſame Authority with the Origi- 
nals; ſo that the Director is Keeper both

FELLOWSHIP PORTERS FRA. 
TERNITY. 


The Porters and Workmen of Edinburgh 
being greatly impoſed on by the Society of 
Trone-men in this City, who, pretending a 


Juriſdiction over them, extorted from each 


the Sum of Two Shillings Sterling yearly, 
which they applied to their own Uſe, with- 
out ſhewing the leaſt Regard to the ſaid 
Porters in Sickneſs, or burying their Poor. 
Wherefore the ſaid Porters petitioned the 
Common Council, that they might be freed 
from the ſlaviſh Oppreſſion and Exactions 
of the Company 55 Trone-men; and to 
have Liberty granted them to meet at cer- 
tain Times, and to have a Box of their own 
for the Uſe of their Poor. 

The above Petition being referred to a 
Committee, they made their Report, ſet- 
ing forth the great Grievances and Hard- 
ſhips impoſed on the ſaid Porters by the ſaid 
Company of Trone-men; and to redreſs 
their preſent Grievance, preſented the fol- 
lowing Regulations to the Town Council 


for their Approbation and Confirmation. 
© 1. That the ſaid Porters and Workmen 


may be the better enabled to aſſiſt their Coun 
* ſick Poor, their Widows or Children, or vol. LN 


* bury their Dead, they he allowed to keep a 13% K. 


Box of their own, whereinto every Perſon,

Two dreadful and deſtructive Conflagra- 
tions having happened in the Parliament

Although by the above Regulations Care 
was taken to extinguiſh Fires when they 
happen, yet no Proviſion was made to re- 
imburſe the unhappy Sufferers ; wherefore 
certain Perſons, in the Year 1720, mutu- 
ally agreeing to inſure their reſpective Hou- 
ſes from Loſs by Fire, by an amicable Con- 
tribution, entered into a Deed of Settle- 
ment, of the 1 3th of January 1720, for that 
Purpoſe, which being ſigned by every Per- 
ſon deſirous of 'becoming a Member, he, ſhe, 
or they are thereby admitted into the joint 
Contributionſhip, and become equal Sha- 
rers in Profit and Loſs, in Proportion to 
their ſeveral Inſurances; which Deed of 
Settlement is inſerted in the Town Council 
Charter of Ratification or Confirmation, of 
the 18th of March 1728 ; of which the fol- 
lowing is a Copy.

HAC ENEV CHAIR S. 


The Common Council, on the firſt Day 
of March, anno 1738, made the following 
Regulations for the better Government of 
the Chairmen within Edinburgh. 

I. * That betwixt this and the firſt Day 
* of April next, the Owners of the ſaid Hack- 
© ney-chairs ſhall ſeverally cauſe affix a 
Number on every Chair, by painting Fi- 
« gures, denoting the Number both on the 
fore and on the back Part of each Chair; 


and that ſuch Numbers be progreſſive and 


© different from one another; and that no 
Chair ſhall be allowed to ply, unleſs thus 
numbered, under the Penalty of Ten Shil- 
lings Sterling, to be paid by the ſaid Own- 
© ers for every ſuch Offence. 

2. That betwixt this and the ſaid firſt 
© Day of April, the Owners of the ſaid 
Chairs ſhall ſeverally make out and ſign a 
« Liſt, containing the full Number of Chairs 
© to them belonging, with the different Num- 
bers affixed on them, and the Names of 
their Servants who are to bear them, for 
whom their Maſters are to be anſwerable; 
and to deliver in ſuch Liſts to the Clerks 
of this City, whereof an Entry is to be 


made by them in a Book to be regularly

The Hackney Chairs belonging to Edin- 
burgh being conſiderably increaſed of late, 
their Number at preſent amounts to ninety. 

Having treated of both the Hackney 
Coaches and Chairs belonging to Edinburgh, 
I think it will not be amiſs to ſhew the Read- 
er how the Appellative Hackney came to be 
applied to them. | 

Hackney is a noble and ſpacious Village, 
about the Diſtance of three Miles from Lon- 
don. inhabited by a Number of Perſons of 
Diſtinction, for whoſe Convenience, to car- 
ry them to and from that City, a Coach 
was ſet up divers Ages ago; which being the 
firſt of the Kind, it was denominated the 
Hackney-coachz and the Owners reaping 
great Advantage thereby, put others on ſet- 
ting up Coaches of the ſame Sort, to carry 
People to and from London to the principal 
Towns and Villages in its Neighbourhood, 
which not only received the Names of Hack- 
ney- coaches, but all others of the ſame Kind 
ſet up in ſeveral Parts of Britain ſince, have 
likewiſe been denominated Hackney Coaches 
and Chairs; | 

The Owners of the Hackney-chairs and 
their Servants, being of opinion, that it 
would greatly conduce to their Intereſt, to 
be erected into a Society, petitioned the 
Common Council to that End; the Conſi- 
deration whereof being referred to a Com- 
mittee, . they reported, that the granting the 
laid Petition would not only be of great Uſe 
to the ſaid Chairmen, but of conſiderable 
Service to the City; wherefore they were of 
opinion, that the Council, during their 
Pleaſure, ſhould grant their Requeſt : And 
beſides the Rules or Orders granted them 
on the firſt of March in the Year 1738, were 
NN to appoint the following additional

The firſt Mention I find of Hackney- 
coaches in Edinburgh, is in the Year 1673, 
at which Time they appear to have been 
twenty in Number, but it ſeems under no 
Regulations ; for the firſt I read of is in the 
Year 1686, but thoſe and others ſince being 
very defective, the Common Council, on 
the 17th of June, in the Year 1747, made 
the following Regulations for their better 
Government. | 

1. That, betwixt this and the firſt Day 
of July next, all the Owners of Hackney- 
© coaches ſhall ſeverally take care that a Num- 
ber be affixed on every Coach, by painting 
the Figures, denoting the Number on each

10. That as the keeping in Repair the 
Highway leading from the Hater-gate to

This Office, which is in the Parliament- 
cloſe and belongs to the Truſtees of the Lin- 
nen Manufacture, was ſet up in the Vear 
1727, for the Improvement of Trade. For, 
by the numerous Frauds and Abuſes com- 
mitted in the Linnen and Hempen Manu— 
factures of Scotland, the railing of Flax and 
Hemp was greatly diſcouraged; the Credit 
of the ſaid Manufactures deſtroyed, and the 
Demand for them leſſened for Want of pro- 
per Laws and Regulations to prevent the 
ſame. 

To obviate theſe Grievances in Tyme co- 
ming, the Parliament, in the Lear 1727, 
made an Act for the better regulating the ſaid 
Manufactures; and for their Improvement, 
granted certain Premiums or Rewards, as 
Incouragements to the Manufacturers there- 
of, which have already had a very good Ef- 
fect, and will undoubtedly prove of great 
Advantage to the Nation. And, for the 
more effectually putting the ſeveral Orders 
and Regulations in the ſaid Act in Executi- 
on, twenty one Truſtees were appointed by 
Letters patent under the Great Seal, to ſu- 
perintend, direct, and improve the ſaid Ma- 
nufactures, with a Power for any Number 
of them to meet at ſuch Place or Places as 
ſhall be judged r and make ſuch 
Rules and Orders for the Improvement 
thereof as ſhall be thought neceſſary. 

And the ſaid Truſtees, by their Plan of 
the Year 1733, as an Incouragement for all 
Perſons to exert themſelves in improving 
the Linnen and Hempen Manufactures a- 
foreſaid, ordered the following Premiums to 
be diſtributed on thoſe Accounts.

N. B. Not having had Time to wait for 
the Account of the Year 1752, to finiſh 
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© beſt Flemiſh Yarn. One need only 


| ©* cauſe the Yarn whereof the Shute 
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the laſt 'quinquermial Account, which is 
vaſtly increaſed beyond any of the former, 
I have therefore, to ſhew the great Improve- 
ment in our Linnen Manufacture in ſo ſhort 
a Term of Years, left a blank Line for 
that Year, which, together with. another 
for the Sums total of the ſaid Quinquennial, 
y be filled up with a Pen, whereby 
will appear the amazing Increaſe of the ſaid 
Manufacture, to the Pleaſure of all the 
Lovers of their Country. 
By the above Account it appears, That 
during the Term of twenty five Years, our 
Linnen Manufacture is conſiderably in- 
creaſed, above double the Quantity; as it 
likewiſe is to near double the Value. And 
to ſnew the Reader, to what a Degree of 
Perfection our Linnen is brought, I ſhall 
ſubjoin the Copy of a Letter publiſhed at 
London on the 6th of April, anno 1742, by 
a Gentleman well ſkilled in the manufactu- 
ring of our Linnen, as well as in that of 
Holland, which pleaſe to take as follows. 
Sir, There are two Sorts of Yarn or 
© Thread uſed in the Manufacture of Dutch 
or Flemiſh Linnen, viz. Flemiſh Yarn and 
Silgſia Yarn, Flemiſh Yarn is of a good 
Quality, but very dear. Siga Yarn is 
© of the very worlt Quality, but is from 
thirty to fifty per cent. cheaper than the o- 
ther. The Warp or Chain, which is the 
* Yarn that lies long-ways in the Loom, is 
made of Flanders Yarn. The Shute, which 
*1s the Yarn that is thrown in croſs-ways 
by the Weaver in the Shuttle, is made for 
* Cheapneſs Sake of Silefia Yarn ; which is 
* ſo weak and rotten in its Quality, that he 
* muſt be a ſkilful Weaver, who can pals 
this Shuttle thrice without breaking the 
INS. 

* On the other hand, the Scots Linnens 
are made of one and the ſame kind of 
* Yarn, both in the Warp and Shute, which 
* Yarn is either ſpun of home Flax, which 
is remarkable above all others for its 
* Toughneſs, or of the beſt foreign Flax, 
* by which Means the worſt of Scors Yarn 
is equal in Strength and Toughneſs to the 
but 
© look at the Selvidges of Dutch Holland, 
and he ſhall not find one Piece among ten, 
© that is not torn and ſhattered in the Sel- 
« vidge, almoſt from the Beginning to the 
End of the Piece: The Reaſon is, that 
* the Linnen in weaving, is fixed in the 
* Loom long-ways by Braſs-pins ſtuck into 
the Selvidge ; thus the Shute, which is of 
* Sileſſa Yarn, bears the whole Streſs of 
weaving; and, ſo unfit is the Sila Yarn 
to bear this Shock, that it is continually 
breaking and giving way. 

On the other hand, view a Piece of 
Scots Linnen from End to End, and you 
* ſhall not find a ſingle Thread broke in the 
« Selvidge among an hundred Pieces; be- 
is com- 


* poſed, 
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© poſed, being tough and ſtrong; is able to 
© bear the Shock and Preſſure of weaving. 
© And further, as the Merchants abroad 
buy the Linnen brown from the Weavers, 
but are at a Loſs to aſcertain the Value of 
© a Piece of brown Linnen by the Eye, the 
general Practice is to weigh it, and pro- 
© portion its Price by the Weight: Now, 
© the Weaver, that his Piece may weigh 
© light in the Scale (for the lighter it is, the 
© finer it is) and thereby get a better Price, 
* makes the Yarn of his Shute double as 
fine as that of the Warp. Thus the Shute, 
© which is of Sie Yarn, is at leaſt double 
© the Weakneſs of the Warp of Flemiſh Yarn, 
© on account of its Quality. | 

Secondly, *< The Diſproportion is again in- 
© creaſed, by the Shute's being double the 
* Fineneſs of the Warp. To which we may 
© add in the third Place, That in bleaching 
© the Linnen, as the Shute Threads are finer 
than thoſe of the Warp, they come ſooner 
to a Colour; ſo while the Warp-threads 
© are bleaching, the Shute-threads being al- 
ready bleached, are receiving another Ad- 
dition to their original Rottenneſs. 

To prove theſe Facts, take a Piece of 
© Dutch Holland, and indeavour to tear it 
* againſt the Selvidge, in which Caſe, the 
Warp, which is of good Flemiſh Yarn, 
© ſtrongly reſiſts your Force; whereas, let 
any one try to tear it the contrary Way 
* where the Sta Yarn which compoſes the 
© Shute, is to reſiſt him, he will find it not 
* only to give way immediately, but that 
it is abſolutely rotten.” 

* Every Perſon who wears Shirts of Datch 
* Linnen, knows, that when a Hole breaks 
* out in his Linnen, it is immediatly fol- 
* lowed by a Rent, which never ſtops till 
it arrive at the Seam. Now, you'll ob- 
* ſerve, that thoſe Rents never run croſs- 
* ways in your Linnen, contrary to the 
* Flemiſh Warp, but always up and down, 
* contrary to the Sie, Shute; but in Scots 
* Linnen, a Hole may grow wider by 
* wearing, but you will never find it give 


way by a Rent ; becauſe the Shute Threads 


* of the Scotiſb Hollands are of equal Strength 
* with the Warp Threads. 


And this Difference in the Manner of 


* wearing is of Conſequence to the Conſu- 
mer; for, if he wears Linnen which is apt 
to rend when a Hole happens, his Shirt 


© is good for nothing after, for a Rent can- 


© not be mended ; whereas, if he uſes Lin- 
* nen, which will wear out into a Hole only, 


darning of the Hole may preſerve the Lin- 
* nen in Wear for Years. By the artfully 


placing the worſt Yarn in the Middle of 
«the Pieces, which are ſeldom ſeen or ex- 
* amined by the Buyers, and placing the 
« belt at the Selvidge, which is always exa- 
© mined, you'll ſcarce meet with a Piece of 
* Dutch Holland that does not appear even 
thick and ſtrong towards the Sclvidge, but 


- 
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* thin; knotty, and rowy in the Middle. 
On the contrary, examine a Piece of Scotiſh 
* Linnen; and you ſhall find it of an equal 
* Subſtance throughout, even; and free of 
* Rowyneſs: In this Manner are Gulix, 
© Gauntiſh, and the reſt of the ſtronger Hol- 
© lands. As for the Baggs, and other fine 
threaded Linnens, they are made intirely, 
© both Warp and Shute, of Sile/fa Yarn, 
and conſequently are ſcarce worth making 
© up to the Weaver. 3 hk 

© The Bagg- linnens were ſo called from 
being put up in a Bag, in the double Fold 
© (the ſtrong Thread Linnen being put up in 
© a white Paper in the long Fold), but the 
© Dutch finding the Diſcredit their Bag Hol- 
© lands juſtly lay under, have long accuſtom- 
ed themſelves to put them up on the Gulix 
Form; and as ſuch, they ſeldom fail to 
* paſs currently with the Publick. I ſhall 
* only add, that Scott Thread is almoſt 
* ſolely uſed in this Kingdom for ſewing; 
* becauſe it has near double the Strength of 
foreign. If Scotifþ Thread then is ſtrong- 
* er than foreign, muſt not Scotiſh Linnen 
© be ſo too, ſince the Thread and the Lin- 
nen of the Scotih Manufacture are made 
and ſpun of the ſame Materials, and bleach- 
ed in the ſame Manner? 

We may ſafely conclude, that our home 
Manufacture of Linnen will do double 
© or treble the Service to the Conſumer that 
the Dutch Hollands will or poſſibly can 
* do. From thence it 1s evident, that Five 
Pounds laid out on Scotifh Linnens will 
* go as great Length in Wear, as Ten or 
* Fifteen Pounds laid out on' Dutch Hol- 
lands. Beſides, the Sie Yarn which is 
* uſed in the Shute, and compoſes about 
Half of every Piece of Dutch Holland, is 
* from Thirty to Fifty per Cent. cheaper than 
the Flemiſh Yarn which compoles the o- 
ther Half. Therefore, if they were to 
* make their Linnen in the ſame Manner as 
the Scotiſb Linnens are made, I mean, by 
* uſing Yarn equally good through the whole 
* of the Piece, they could not afford to ſell 
them by Fifteen or Twenty per Cent. ſo 


cheap as they do, there being that Differ- 


© ence in the Coſt between making a Piece 
* of Linnen wholly of Flemiſh Yarn, and 
* uſing a Mixture of Flemiſh and Silęſia Yarn. 
* But, with a little publick Encouragement, 
the Scotiſb Dealers are able to underſell the 
* Datch in this Commodity; for the Price 
* of Labour and the Rent of Lands fit for 
* raiſing of Flax is lower in Scotland than 
* it is in Holland and Flanders; the Price of 
© bleaching is higher, but then it is owing 
to the Duty on Soap and Aſhes; great 
* Quantities whereof are uſed in bleaching. 
* As it is impoſſible for any Perſon, not 
perfectly ſkilled in the Commodity, to be 
© certain what Kind of Linnen he buys, ſo 
* he will find it as impracticable to procure 
any Remedy if he is impoſed upon; tor 
no 
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no Draper will warrant the Sufficiency of 
foreign Linnen, becauſe he has no Re- 
courſe againſt the Dealers abroad; whereas, 
in buying the Linnen of the Scotiſb Manu- 
facture, he may be certain of the Value 
and Goodneſs of his Commodity; for, if 
© he ſhould accidentally light on a dama- 
« ged Piece, the Seller will be no Loſer by 
« exchanging it, or making him Reparation, 
« becauſe the Law has not only given him 
Recourſe, but the Benefit of an ample Pe- 
© nalty againſt the Stampmaſter for ſtamp- 
© ing inſufficient Linnen; and againſt the 
« Bleacher, (whoſe Name is likewiſe ſtamp- 
*ed on each Piece) for damnifyng the 
«© Cloth. 

A Buyer, if he is ever ſo little attentive, 
cannot be impoſed upon in buying the Lin- 
© nen of another Country for Scotiſb; for 
though the Stamps may, and often are 
© counterfeited, and though the ſeveral Man- 
© ners of making them up are eaſily attained 
© to, yet there is a Mark in the Scotiſh Lin- 
© nens Which is peculiar to itſelf, and differ- 
© ent from thoſe of foreign Countries; and 
© is impoſſible by the moſt ſkilful Work- 
man to be imitated after the Piece is out 
© of the Loom. This conſiſts of a large 
© Thread at the End of every Piece which 
© is wrought in the Loom along with the 
© Piece, and traverſes the Breadth of the 
Cloth like a Chain, by forming as many 
Links as there are hundreds of Threads in 
© the Breadth of the Cloth. 


MixisTERSS Widows and Orphans. 


The Widows and Children of the Mini- 
ſters of the Church of Scotland, and of the 
Principals and Maſters of the Univerſities 
thereof, being often left in very low and 
mean Circumſtances, without any Proviſion 
for their Subſiſtance or Education; which 
being taken into Conſideration by certain of 
the Clergy, they indeavoured to find out 
Means, whereby this great Grievance might 
be remedied. Purſuant to which, they drew 
up a Plan for that Purpoſe, and laying it 
before the General Aſſembly of the Clergy 
for their Approbation, it was by an Act of 
the ſaid Aſſembly, of the 23d of May anno 
1743, approved of, and Application made 
to Parliament to confirm the ſame, and to 
inable them to put the ſaid laudable and 
charitable Deſign in Execution, for accom- 

pliſhing ſo good and deſirable an End. 
The Parliament, to incourage this com- 
mendable Undertaking, enacted, That every 
Miniſter of the Church of Scotland, and the 
Principals and Maſters of the Univerſities of 
St. Andrew's, Glaſgow and Edinburgh (Aber- 
deen proving obſtinate) that now are or ſhall 
be admitted to a Benefice in the ſaid Church, 
or as a Principal or Maſter in any of the ſaid 
Univerſities, after the 25th Day of March, in 
the Year 1744, ſhall be liable to contribute 


to ſo an End, by a yearly Payment of 
one of the four following Sums, viz. TWO 
Pounds twelve Shillings and ſix Pence, 
Three Pounds eighteen Shillings and. nine 
Pence, Five Pounds five Shillings, or 
Six Pounds eleven Shillings and three Pence 


Sterling Money, which he ſhall think pro- 


— to chuſe, and by an Atteſtation under 
is Hand; to declare his Choice of the Sum 
he annually intends to pay. 

And for the better raiſing a Fund for car- 
rying on this good Work, every Miniſter 
in Scotland, and Maſters of the Univerſities 
aforeſaid, that were married before the ſaid 
25th Day of March, anno 1744, or ſhall 
thereafter marry, ſhall pay a Sum of Mo- 
ney equal to that of his yearly Payment, 
and the like Sum for every ſucceeding Mar- 
riage, unleſs he marry a Widow intitled to 
an Annuity ; in which Caſe, he is exempt 
from paying on account of his ſaid Marri- 
age: As are likewiſe all Miniſters, who 
have Benefices beſides their Cures, or who 
being at the ſame time a Maſter in any of 
the ſaid Univerſities, and is intitled to a Sa- 
lary by virtue thereof; the ſaid Miniſter and 
Maſter ſhall only be liable to pay one of the 
above mentioned yearly Sums for both Of- 
fices. | 

And, as a further Addition to this Fund; 
all the Benefices in the Church, and Sala- 
ries in the Univerſities aforeſaid, that ſhall 
happen to be vacant at the Time above 
mentioned, ſhall ſeverally pay the Sum of 
Five Pounds Sterling for every half Year; 
during the Time of their reſpective Vacan- 
cies; and that every of the ſaid Benefices 
and Salaries that ſhall become vacant after 
the ſaid 25th Day of March, in the Year 
1744, ſhall pay the Sum of Two Pounds 
ten Shillings of the like Money every Year 
during their ſeveral Vacancies, 

And in Conſideration of the Payments a- 
foreſaid, the Widows of the ſaid Miniſters 
and Maſters of Colleges, are intitled to re- 
ceive yearly the following Sums, according 
to the annual Payments made to the Fund 
by their late Huſbands, viz. For the Sum 


of Two Pounds twelve Shillings and ſix 


Pence, an Annuity of Ten Pounds Sterling. 
For Three Pounds eighteen Shillings and 
nine Pence, Fifteen Pounds per annum. For 
five Pounds five Shillings, Twenty Pounds 
yearly. And for Six Pounds eleven Shil- 
lings and three Pence, an Annuity of Twen- 
ty five Pounds; which are paid in equal 
Portions at the Terms of }/hitſunday and 
Martinmaſs, during the Lives of the reſpe- 
ctive Widows or Widowhood. 

And ſuch of the ſaid Miniſters or Ma- 
ſters, who leave a Child or Children, ſuch 
Child or Children are intitled to a Sum of 
Money, to the Amount of ten Years An- 
nuity. And if any of the ſaid Widows 
happen to die, or be married, before the 
Expiration of ten Years, from the Com-

Huſband, under the Age of ſixteen Years, 
he, ſhe, or they ſhall be intitled to ſuch a 
Sum of Money, as ſhall be equal to ten 
Years of the Widow's Annuity, abating fo 
much thereof, as ſhall have been received 
by the ſaid Widow. | 
And for eſtabliſhing a perpetual Fund for 
Support of this neceſſary and uſeful Foun- 


dation, the Surpluſage, (after defraying the 


yearly Expence of the amicable Society) 


to be lent to the ſeveral Miniſters and Ma- 
ſters aforeſaid; to the Amount of Thirty 
Pounds Sterling each (which they are obliged 
to receive) at an Intereſt of Four per Cent. for 
which they ſhall give their reſpective Obli- 
gations to repay the ſame on their ſeveral 
Promotions, Reſignations, Deprivations, or 
Deceaſe. Now, the Number of Pariſhes in 
Scotland, being nine hundred and ſeventeen, 
and the Principals and Maſters of the U- 
niverſities fifty five, the Sum lent to the ſaid 
Miniſters and Maſters muſt amount to 
Twenty nine thouſand one hundred and ſix- 
ty Pounds Sterling, to which being added 
the Sum of Thirty five thouſand Pounds 
which the Truſtees are impowered to raiſe 
by the growing Surpluſage, the whole Ca- 
pital belonging to this Corporation will a- 
mount to the Sum of Sixty four thouſand 
one hundred and ſixty Pounds Sterling, at 
which it is fixed; which, at Four per Cent. 
Intereſt when full, will bring in the yearly 
Sum of Two thouſand five hundred and 
ſixty ſix Pounds eight Shillings Sterling, 
which, *tis thought, will be ſufficient to de- 
fray the whole Expence without a Contri- 
bution. 

And, for the greater Security. of this Fund, 
it is ordained, that no Part of the Sum of 
Thirty Five thouſand Pounds ſhall be lent 
or imployed, but by the Advice of the Pre- 
ſident, and two Senior Lords of the Court 
of Seſſion, the Lord Chief Baron, and Se- 
nior Baron of the Court of Exchequer 
Lord Juſtice General, and Lord Juſtice 
Clerk, or any three of them.

thouſand nine hundred Pounds Sterling; as 
will appear by the following Table; as in

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EXPLANATION. 


As there is the greateſt Probability that 
the Widows of Contributors will ariſe to 
four hundred in Number, and that three 
hundred and eighty of them will receive full 
Annuities, and ten of them half Annuities 
at the ſame Time ; the ſecond, third, fourth, 
and fifth Columns of the firſt Diviſion of the 
Table ſhews how the Stock muſt gradually 
advance; that in the Year 1831, it ſhould 
amount to Ninety three thouſand nine hun- 
dred Pounds ſixteen Shillings and eight 
Pence Halfpenny Sterling, in order to pro- 
vide for the great Number of Widows, and 
anſwer the other yearly Diſburſements ; on a 
Suppoſition that the Mediums of their An- 
nuities continue at Twenty Pounds Sterling, 
as they are at preſent. 

The ſecond Diviſion of the ſaid Table, 
cotaining the real Stock, one Lear where- 
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of viz. 1748, amounting to the Sum of 
Eighteen thouſand two hundred and ninety 
Pounds four Shillings and three Halfpence 
Sterling being only entered, the ſeveral Sums 
for the remaining Years muſt be annually 
filled up at paſſing the Collector's Accounts; 
when it is to be communicated by the Tru- 
ſtees to the ſeveral Preſbyteries of the King- 
dom, in their yearly Reports; that, by com- 
paring the real Stock with that of the calcu- 
lated or imaginary Stock, they may be in- 
abled to judge how the Scheme will hold : 
If the real Amount of it be equal to what is 
ſuppoſed in the Calculation, all is well; and 
if it ſhould exceed the Calculation, ſo much 
the better; but if it fall ſhort, ſo much will be 
wanting to ſecure the Capital. But if it ſhould 
happen (which 'tis hoped it will not), that 
the Amount of the real Stock ſhould be leſs 
than that of the imaginary Stock, according 
to Calculation; and if it ſhould continue to 
increaſe, Care muſt be taken to ſupply the 
Defect, otherways there will not be a Suffi- 
ciency to pay the Annuitants the ſeveral 
Sums they are intitled to. 

The Government of this Corporation is 
veſted in the Preſbytery and'the Maſters of 
the College of Edinburgh, who, or any Nine 
of them, Six whereof being Miniſters, are im- 
powered to tranſact all Matters and Things 
relating to the ſame; to chuſe themſelves a 
Preſident, to have four Meetings yearly in 
the Old Church Iſle of Edinburgh, between 
the Hour of Ten to Twelve, viz. on the 
ſecond Tueſdays of the Months of February, 
March, May and November, and from Time 
to Time to adjourn themſelves to ſuch Time 
and Places, as ſhall be judged neceſſary. 
In the firſt of the ſaid Meetings, the Tru— 
ſtees are to chuſe a Clerk for the Service of 
the Truſt, and to appoint him a Salary, not 
exceeding the Sum of Fifty Pounds Sterling 
per annum, whe ſhall give Security for the 
faithful Diſcharge of his Office, with a Pe- 
nalty of One hundred Pounds of the like 
Money; and ſhall from Time to Time pro- 
vide Books for recording the Tranſactions 
of the Truſt ; ſhall have an Officer for ſum- 
moning and attending the Truſtees at their 
ſeveral Meetings,. for whom he ſhall be al- 
lowed the Sum of Five Pounds Sterling year- 
ly; the ſaid Clerk to be approved by the 
next General Aſſembly; and in caſe of 
Non-approbation, the Aſſembly to fſubſti. 
tute one in his Stead : And in caſe of Mal- 
verſation in the faid Clerk, to ſuſpend or 
remove him, and to appoint another ; as 
they likewiſe may on the Reſignation or De- 
ceaſe of the ſaid Clerk, nominate another, 
to be approved by the General Aſſembly, as 
aforeſaid z who are impowered to hear and 
determine the Cauſes of Deprivation or Suſ- 
penſion of the ſaid Clerk, and to confirm 
or reverſe the Judgment of the ſaid Truſtees. 

And the firſt General Aſſembly that ſhall 


meet after the ſaid 25th of March, anno 
1744,

ties and Proviſions are by Warrants from 
the Truſtees to be paid by the General Re- 
ceiver. And for the more effectually pre-

of his Office, he ſhall give Sureties for the 
Sum of Seven thouſand Pounds Sterling ; 
and for his Service, is to have a Salary, not 


exceeding the Sum of One hundred and fif- 


ty five Pounds Sterling yearly. 

And the ſaid Truſtees are impoweted, 
for reaſonable Cauſes, to remove the ſaid 
Receiver; and, on his Reſignation or De- 
ceaſe, to appoint another to ſupply his Place 
till the Meeting of the inſuing General Aſ- 
ſembly, which is impowered to hear and 


determine the Cauſes of Deprivation or Suſ- 


penſion ; and by reverſing or confirming 
the Sentence of the Truſtees, to reſtore the 
ſaid Receiver, or to appoint another in his 
Stead. 
And for the more effectually preventing 
the Truſt from being impoſed on, the ſeve- 
ral Preſbyteries in Scotland, and Univerſities 
aforeſaid, after the ſaid 25th Day of March, 
anno 1744, are appointed to Se exact 
Accounts of the Times when Miniſters are 
admitted to Benefices, and Maſters to Of- 
fices within their reſpective Preſbyteries and 
Univerſities, and whether ſingle or mar- 
ried; if the latter, the Time when ſuch 
Marriage was ſolemnized. They are like- 
wiſe to keep Accounts of the Times when 
the ſeveral Miniſters and Maſters die, whe- 
ther they have left Widows or Children, 
with the Names of both, and Ages of the 
latter; with Accounts of the Widows who 
have died or been married yearly ; and what 
Children of the ſaid Miniſters and Maſters 
were alive at the Deceaſe or Marriage of the 
ſaid Widows reſpectively; of which yearly 
Liſts ſhall be made out, atteſted by the Mo- 
derator and Clerks of the ſeveral Preſby- 
teries, and by the Principal and Clerk of 
the reſpective Univerſities, to be tranſmit- 
ted by the faid Moderators and Principals 
to the Truſtees Clerk at Edinburgh, on the 
Penalty of Ten Pounds Sterling tor every 
Omiſſion, to be paid by the Moderators and 
Principals not ſending in the ſaid Liſts, to be 
applied to the Uſe of the Truſt. 
And the ſaid Moderators and Principals 
are to give Certificates to the ſeveral Wi- 


cows and Children claiming a Right to an |. 
Annuity or Proviſion ; certifying the De- 
ceaſe of the Miniſter or Maſter, in order to 


the former's being entered amongſt the An- 
nuitants, and the latter to receive the Pro- 


And for the better Diſcharge of | 


venting the ſaid Widows and Children from 
being impoſed on by the ſaid General Re- 
ceiver or Clerk, that either of them exact- 
ing ot extorting Money on the Delivery of 
the aforefaid Warrants, or Payment of the 
ſeveral Sums due thereon, to forfeit his Of- 
fice, and be diſcharged in all Times coming 
from acting as an Officer in any Manner of 
way relating to the Truſt. And if any of 
the Perſons or Servants acting under the 
ſaid General Receiver or Clerk, ſhall re- 
ceive any Money on the aforeſaid Accounts, 
the ſaid General Receiver or Clerk, by 
whom the Offender was appointed, ſhall for 
every ſuch Offence forfeit the Sum of Ten 
Pounds Sterling to be applied to the Truſt. 

And for the better ſecuring the Money 
to be paid to the Widows and Children a- 
foreſaid, it is not lawful to arreſt or attach 
the ſame; but that the ſeveral Sums due 
ſhall either be paid to themſelves, or Per- 
ſons in Truſt for them : And, that the Exe- 
cution of the Truſt may not be obſtructed 
through Neglect of the Truſtees, it is or- 
dained, that all and every of the ſaid Tru- 
ſtees, who ſhall not attend the ſtated Meet- 
ings and the Adjournments thereof, and all 
occaſional Meetings to which they ſhall be 
duly ſummoned, fhall, without a ſufficient 
Reaſon aſſigned for every ſuch Offence, for- 
feit the Sum of One Pound Sterling, to be 
applied to the Benefit of the Truſt. And 
the ſaid Truſtees are injoined yearly to ſtate 
the Accounts of their Truſt, and to lay 
them before the General Aſſembly of the 
Church, and to tranſmit a Copy thereof to 
the ſeveral Preſbyteries throughout Scotland, 
and to each of the Univerſities aforeſaid. 
And that no Diſputes may hereafter ariſe in 
Proceſſes of Modification and Augmenta- 
tion of Miniſters Stipends, the annual Rates 
above mentioned, payable by the ſaid Mi- 
niſters, ſhall be deemed and taken a Part 
of their ſaid Stipends. 

N. B. There being only one Sum inſerted 
of the real Stock for the Year 1748; to which 
the Sums for the Years 1749, and 1750, be- 
ing ſince added: By virtue of an Act of Par- 
liament made in favour of the Corporation 
in the ſaid Year 1748, whereby the real Stock 
in the ſaid Years appears to be conſiderably 
increaſed ; viz. in the Year 1749, it amounts 
to the Sum of L. 21946 85.

But this Stock being only 
nominal, could not carry on their Buſineſs 
with itz wherefore the Proprietors of the 
Bank applied for an additional Charter to

whereby all former Rights and Privileges were 
not only confirmed, but they were impowered 
to inlarge their Capital to the Sum of One 
hundred and fifty one thouſand Pounds Ster- 
ling, by taking in Subſcriptions to the A- 
mount of Fourty Pounds of the ſame Mo- 
ney, either equivalent Stock, Caſh on Land- 
ſecurity, or otherwiſe, as ſhould be judged 
moſt ſafe and advantageous to the Corpora- 
tion. 

And in the ſaid additional Grant it is far- 
ther declared, that, when the Parliament ſhall 
think fit to redeem the Equivalent Stock, 
or ſuch Part thereof as thall be ſubſcribed 
into the Company of the ſaid Royal Bank, 
that the ſaid Corporation ſhall and may con- 
tinue after ſuch Redemption is made; and 
to have perpetual Succeſſion, and injoy

TANNERS SOCIETY. 


Divers of the Maſters and Journeymen 
Tanners, Journeymen Curriers and Appren- 
tices belonging to thoſe Trades within the 
City and Liberty of Edinburgh, being de- 
ſirous to be erected into a Society for their 
mutual Intereſt, they were accordingly form- 
ed into a Fellowſhip by the Town Council, 
who appointed the following Rules and Or- 
ders to be obſerved by them for their better 
Regulation. 

1. That each Journeyman Tanner, Cur-

four different Keys; that two of theſe 
Keys be put into the Cuſtody of two of the

of Voices, and to continue in Office for 


the Space of a Year after their Election; 
* with Power to the ſaid Key-maſters or

getting up the quarterly Payments, and 
* wairn to all Meetings as they ſhall direct,

6. That every Tanner or Currier who 
© has ſerved his Apprenticeſhip in the City 
of Edinburgh, Suburbs and Privileges there-

* ſerved Apprenticeſhips in Manner foreſaid,

This Office, which is kept in the late 
Veſtiary of Sz. Giles's Church, is ſerved by 
two Officers, ſtiled The Common Clerks, who 
purchale their Places at a high Rate. Their 
Buſineſs is to attend the Common Council 
and Baillie-courts, to record their Orders and 


Proceedings; to ſign all publick Orders to

Beſides the ordinary and extraordinary 

Members, the Society has admitted divers 
learned and ingenious Gentlemen, in ſeve- 
ral Parts of Europe, as Members and Cor- 
reſpondents in foreign Parts. 
The ordinary Meetings of the Society are 
on the firſt Thurſday of every Month, ex- 
cept thoſe of September and October; and on 
the firſt Thurſday of December yearly ; the 
Society, by Ballot, elect thirteen of their 
Number for a Council, whereoutof, in the 
the ſame Manner, are choſen a Preſident, 
two Vice-preſidents; two Secretaries, and 
a Treaſurer. 

Whenever a Vacancy happens in the So- 
ciety, or in a Meeting where two thirds of 
the Members agree to augment their Num- 
ber; a Liſt of Candidates is prepared and 
baloted for to fill up the Vacancy, and com- 
pleat the intended Augmentation. 

At the annual Meeting for the Election 
of Officers, or new Members, a certain Sum 
of Money is agreed to be raiſed by the 
Members to purchaſe Inſtruments and de- 
fray the other neceſſary Expences of the So- 
clety. 

By the late unhappy Rebellion the Meet- 
ings of the Society were interrupted for a 
conſiderable Time, but being renewed again, 
meet as formerly, and proſecuting the Ends 
of their Inſtitution, we may in a ſhort Time 
expect ſome of the Fruits of their Labours.

The firſt Mention I find of erecting a 
College in Edinburgh, is in the Will of Ro- 
bert Reid, Biſhop of Orkney who dying in 
the Year 1558, (I ſuppoſe it was made a- 
bout that Time) wherein he bequeathed the 
Sum of Eight thouſand Marks, Scotiſb Mo-

Although the Edinburgbers did not re- 
ceive the Biſhop of Orkney's Legacy till the 
Year 1582, yet believing, it ſeems, to have 
received it ſoon after his Demiſe, they pur- 


chaſed in the Year 1563, of one Pennycuick, 


the laſt Provoſt of the Collegiate Church of 
the Kirk of Field. the Precinct of the ſaid 
Church, for the Sum of One thouſand 
Pounds Scotiſb Money, for a Site to their in- 
tended College, and made divers Attempts 
to begin the Work; the firſt whereof was 
in the Year 1578, but meeting with a ſtrong 
Oppoſition from the Archbiſhop of St. An- 
arew's, and the Biſhop 
imagined Injury their reſpective Colleges 
might receive from ſuch an Erection) were 
forced to deſiſt till a more favourable Op- 
portunity, which ſoon after happened; and 
in the mean time erected their Grammar 
or High-ſchool, to educate their Sons in. 
But, in the Year 1581, the Church Hi- 
erarchy in Scotland having loſt its Power, a 
Grant was paſſed for erecting the deſigned 
College ; but there being, it ſeems, an In- 


cumbrance on the aforeſaid Kirk of Field, Coun. Regt 
the Citizens bought of John Gib, and John, VI. f. al 


Fenton their Right to the ſame for the Sum 
of Three hundred Marks of the ſaid Money. 
Before I proceed in the Account of the 
College, I think it will not be amiſs to pre- 
miſe a few Things concerning the Collegi- 
ate Church of the Kirk of Field, on the Site 
whereof the preſent College is ſituated. 
This Collegiate Church was antiently de- 
nominated Templum et Praefeffura ſantiae 
Mariae in campis, that is, The Church and 
Diftrif of the Holy Mary in the Field. But 
at what Time, or, by whom the ſaid Church 


was founded, I cannot learn; however, It Rec. in Arch.

The Precinct of this Church conſiſted of 
two Diviſions, ſeparated by Raplaws 


Wynd, which led from the Cæugate along

thence winding Weſtward, ended near the 


Potterrow Port, at the Place where the 


Weſtern Gate of the College ſtands. On the 
the ſaid 


Southern and Eaſtern Sides of 
Wynd, were ſituated the Church, Houſes 
and Gardens belonging to the Provoſt and 


Canons; and on the Northern Side ſtood 


the ſpacious Building, wherein at preſent 
are the Schools of the private Claſſes. This 


Edifice for ſome time appertained to the. 
Earl of Arran, which, on the Forfeiture of 


that Family, was ted to certain Cour- 
tiers, who diſpoſed of it to the Edinburghers, 
as hereafter will appear. 

This Collegiate Church, which was in 
the Gift of the Archbiſhop of Sz. Andrew's, 
conſiſted of a Provoſt and ten Prebendaries, 
whoſe Revenues (if Keith may be believed) 
amounted only to the Sum of Sixteen Pounds 
Scotiſh Money per annum! This doubtleſs 
muſt be a Miſtake; for how could ſo nu- 
merous a Family have ſubſiſted on fo pite- 
ous an Income? 

Where the Principal of the College's 
Houſe is ſituated, ſtood that of the Provoſt 
of the Kirk of Field, which was blown up 
by Gun-powder in the Year 1567, to ſcreen 
the Murder of that unhappy Prince, Henry, 
Huſband to Mary Q.:cen of Scotland, who 
was cruelly murdered by the execrable Earl 
of Bothwell, who was ſoon atter married to 
the ſaid Mary, to her eternal Reproach ; 
which has given Reaſon to many to ſuſpect 
her as a Confederate in the ſaid ſhocking 
and deteſtable Murder. But not being in 


this Place to act the Biographer, ſhall leave 


the Diſquiſition of that Affair to thoſe whoſe 
Province it is. 

The Provoſtry of the Rirk of Field, to- 
gether with the Monaſteries of the Black 
and Gray-friars, ſtanding without the Wall 
of Edinburgh, were greatly expoſed to the 
Depredations of Enemies; wherefore it was 
judged neceſſary to extend the Town-wall 
round the ſame, for their better Security ; 
which being accordingly performed, the 
City on that Side is conſiderably inlarged, 
and the Number of Buildings on new Foun- 
dations greatly augmented. 

Though the Edinburghers, as already 
hinted, did not receive the Biſhop of Or- 
kney's Bequeſt till the Year 1582 yet they 
purchaſed a Site for their intended College, 
and began the Work anno 1581, and pro- 
ſecuted the ſame with ſo much Induſtry and 
Application, as gave Pleaſure to all. Now 
the Biſhop aforeſaid having laid the Foun- 
dation for this College; and Queen Mary, 
by her Charter in the Year 1566, having 
given many of the Church-lands for In- 


couragement of Learning, and Support of 


the Poor, King James VI. her Son not only 
confirmed her {aid Charter, but, by an ad- 
ditional Grant, impowered the Edinburghers 
to build a College, as will appear by his fol- 
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lowing Charter of Confirmation and new 
Grants; which is as follows:

Prebends and Chapelries, now in Poſſeſſi- 
on of particular Perſons: Yet, conſider- 
© ing that the ſaid Lands, Revenues, and 
Profits were given for their Support, they 
* by our Laws juſtly belonged to them : 
And being, as it were, Heirs to their Pre- 
« deceflors who indowed their reſpective Of- 
* fices, by Breves and other Saſines, indea- 
voured to recover the ſame, though they 
* were diſpoſed of by Colluſion, and their 
* own Wickedneſs; to which the Indolence 
and Negligence of the Officers of our ſaid 
* Town, contributed not a little. 

© Wherefore We, with the Advice afore- 
© ſaid, by theſe Preſents, annul and repeal 
© the ſeveral Alienations, Diſpoſitions and 
Saſines above mentioned, which, contrary 
* to the Minds and Meaning of the Found- 
* ers, are calculated to miſlead Men into 
particular Cuſtoms, to the End that the 
* ſame may be converted to the Uſes afore- 
* ſaid; and by this our Declaration, We 
* will, that, without further Proceſs, ſo much 
of the ſame ſhall effectually be revoked, as 
 * if the Perſons who obtained the ſaid Diſ- 
« politions, were with their Infeofments par- 
© ticularly cited to appear. 

And alſo, We, with the Advice afore- 
* ſaid, unite and incorporate all and fingu- 
lar the Lancs, Tenements, Houſes, Build- 
* ings, Churches, Cemeteries, Chapels, Or- 
chards, Gardens, Crofts, Annualrents, Fruits, 
Puties, Profits, Emoluments, Farms, Alms, 
* Obits, Anniverſaries, Fraternities and Pla- 
© ces, with their Appurtenancies, into one 
* Body, to be called the Foundation of our 
* Miniſters and Hoſpitality of © Edinburgh. 

And We will, . that a Saſine be taken at 
* the Town Hall of our ſaid Town, by the 
* Provoſt and Bailiffs. or by ſome of the 
* ſaid Miniſtry and Hoſpitality, which being 
* once accepted, ſhall ſerve as a ſufficient 
« Saline for ever, as if the ſame had been

The building of the College was carried coun. Regif, 
on with great Diligence, till the Month of vol. VII. £3 
une 1583, when it ſeems all the Money 24. 
was diſburſed ; for, on the 28th of the ſaid 
Month, an Act of Common Council was 
made for raiſing the Sum of Three thouſand 
Marks Scoti/þ Money, towards paying the 
Town's Debts, and carrying on the Work 
of the College; which at this time was ſo 
far advanced, that the Citizens ingaged Ro- 
bert Rollock, Profeſſor of Humanity in the 
| College of S.. Salvador, in the Univerſity 


of St. Andrew's, to undertake the ng 
0 
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of their College, and cauſed Proclamation 


to be made, that all who were inclined to 


become Scholars therein; might enter their 
Names in a certain Book preparatory to 
their Admiſſion. 

In the Month of October,  Rollock began 
to teach in the lower Hall of Hamilton- 
houſe in the College, whither a Number of 
Students reſorted ; but many of them not 
being ſufficiently inſtructed in the Latin 
Tongue, were in the Month of November 
following put under the Tuition of Duncan 
Nairn, who, by Rellock's Recommenda- 
tion, was choſen ſecond Maſter of the Col- 
lege; and having conſiderably advanced his 
Pupils in the ſaid Tongue, initiated them 
in the Greek Language the Year after. This 
and Rollock's being the only Claſſes in the 
College, their Schools were kept in the A- 


partment where the Profeſſor of Humanity 


Cart.

now teacheth, which continued to be the 
Bejan-claſs School till about the Year 1602: 
And in the lower Hall was kept the Semi- 

bejan Claſs ; and in the ſaid Hall the fourth 

Claſs met on publick Occaſions. The Bai- 

lielars met in the Room above the School of 
Humanity; and the Magiſtrands, as at 

preſent, aſſembled in the upper Hall, where 

all publick Acts, Examinations and Gra- 

duations are performed. And the preſent 

Auditories of the Semees and Bachalars 

were imployed for lodging Rooms; there 

being then no other than the fourteen ſmall 

Chambers on the Northern Side of the 

Cloſe. 

The College of Edinburgh being thus far 
advanced, King James VI. by his Letters 
patent, of the 4th of April, anno 1584, 
granted to the ſame the Parſonage and Vi- 
carage of Curry, together with the Teinds 
or Tithes, Fruits, Rents, Manſe, Glebe 
and Church-lands, antiently called, The 
Archdeaconry of Lothian. And, as a further 
Incouragement to the ſaid College, the ſaid 
King, by his Charter of the 29th May, in 
the Year 1594, granted to it the Teind- 
ſheaves or Tithes of the Lands of Weſt- 
barns, Ardieſipſies, Kingſmuir, Drumzack, 
Mamſter, Kippo, Nakedfield, Gariſtoun and 
Ryndwalls, with the Croft or Field of Car- 
rel, all in the Pariſh of Carre! and County 
of Fife, for the Maintenance of Burſars ſtu- 
dying Philoſophy in the ſaid College. 

Although by the breaking out of the 
Plague, towards the Cloſe of the Year 1 584, 
the College was deprived of its Maſters and 
Students, yet the Edinburgbers vigorouſly 
proſecuted the Work, and incloſed the Col- 
lege on the Eaſtern, Weſtern and Northern 
Sides with a high ftonern Wall, the South- 
ern Side being ſecured by the Town-wall. 

Though Robert Rollock at this time only 
taught a private Claſs, he was nevertheleſs 
on the 29th of the Month of February, in 


the Year 1586, appointed Principal of the 


College. And it being judged neceſſary to 
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have a third Claſs erected, a Profeſſor bf 
Philoſophy was choſen by the Town Coun- 
cil to teach the ſame; and at the ſame time 
a Receſs being deemed neceſſary, both for 
the Maſters and Students, a Vacation of a 
Month was granted to the College. 

There being hitherto no Profeſſor of Law 
in the,College, the Common Council, Lord 
Chancellor, Lords of Seſſion, Faculty of 
Advocates, and Writers to the Signet, each 
of thoſe three Bodies agreed to. give the 
Sum of One thouſand Pounds Scotiſ Mo- 
ney to ſupply that Defect; in Conſideration 
whereof the Edinburgbers agreed to allow 
the ſaid Profeſſor a yearly Salary of Three 
hundred Pounds Scotiſh Money. Notwith- 
ſtanding a Profeſſor of Law was choſen pur- 
ſuant to the above Contract, yet he was on- 
ly imployed to teach Humanity, on the Re- 
ſignation of its late Profeſſor; wherefore 
the contracting Parties covenanted a- new, 
that the Profits ariſing by Two thouſand of 
the Three thouſand Pounds, above men- 
tioned, ſhall be imployed to maintain fix 
Burſars, which amounting to Fifty Marks 
per annum each, it was deemed ſufficient for 
the Support of an ordinary Scholar; and 
the- Profits ariſing by the other Thouſand 
Pounds, being one hundred and fifty Marks 
yearly, was appointed a Salary for a Profef- 
ſor of Humanity, The other four Profeſ- 
ſors in the College had the ſame annual Al- 
lowance. 

Hamilton-houſe, on the goth of Auguſt, 
in the Year 1554, was granted by the Pro- 
voſt and Canons of the Collegiate Church of 
the Kirk of Field, to James Duke of Chatile- 
rault, at a Feu-rent of Forty Marks Scoti/þ 
per annum; which being ſoon after burnt 
down, it was rebuilt by the ſaid Duke, and 
is ſtill ſtanding at the Weſtern End of the 
College Library. On the Forteiture of the 
Marquis of Hamilton, this Houſe was grant- 
ed to the College; but the ſaid Marquis, 
by an Act of Oblivion, being reſtorzd both 
to his Honours and Eſtate, ſued to recover 
the ſaid Houſe, which by the Opinion of 
Council he had no Right to, by its being 
imployed to a religious Uſe ; but the Mar- 
quis having obtained a Decree in his Fa- 
vour, without ſhewing the leaſt Regard to 
the Seat of the Muſes, obliged the Citizens 
to pay him the Sum of Three thouſand 
Marks Scotiſh for the ſaid Houle. 

In the Years 1616 and 1617, the Col- Conn. pit 
lege-hall was erected, conſiſting of one up- vol. XVII. 
per and three lower Rooms; in the firſt 61. 
whereof, which is a very ſpacious Room, 
in Length one hundred and one Feet and a 
half, Breadth of twenty ſeven, and Height 
of ſixteen Feet ſix Inches, the Principal and 
Profeſſors hold their Meetings, and Stu- 
dents receive their Degrees. And as the 
Library-room below is not ſufficient to con- 
tain the Books belonging to the College, 


this Room is imployed to receive the ſuper- 
numerary

numerary Books brought in fot the Uſe of 
the Univerſity, and is the Receptacle both 
of natural and artificial Curioſities apper- 
taining to the College, ſome of which 1 
have above — 3S. eee eee 
The Northernmoſt of the lower Rooms is 


the Repoſitory of the Theological Library, 


the Middlemoſt is the common Hall, where- 
in publick Aſſemblies, Acts and Examina- 
tions are held, and French Proteſtants per- 
form their Divine Service in, and the Sou 
thernmoſt Part or Room is appropriated for 
the Uſe of the Anatomy Claſs. 

The Edinburghers having with great Aſ- 
ſiduity and Zeal proceeded in the Erection 
and Indowment of their College, King 
James VI. to honour the ſame, ſent the fol- 
lowing Letter to the Common Council.

The Apartments in the College hitherto 
were only the fourteen on the Northern 
Side of the old Cloſe above mentioned, 
three in Hamilton -houſe, four in that at pre- 
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ſent inhabited by the Principal of the Col- 


lege, and two in the Jamb of the Great 
Hall; a Number no way proportioned for 

the Reception of above Three hundred and 

twenty Students; wherefore Thomas Hope, 

the King's Advocate, and William Rigga- 
late, Bailiff of Edinburgh, to contribute to- 

wards ſupplying that Defect, generouſly e- 

rected, at their own Expence, four new A- 

partments on the Northern Side of the up- 

per Court. 

Anno 1639, and the five following Years, 
the College Fund was conſiderably aug- 
mented by many Benefactions, the chief 
whereof was . that of Bartholomew Sommer- 
ville, who on the 17th of December, anno 
1639, gave the Sum of Twenty fix thou- 
ſand Marks Scotiſþ Money, the Profits of 
which to be applied towards the Mainte- 
nance of a Profeſſor of Divinity; and the 
Sum of Six thouſand Marks of the ſame 
Money, to erect a Houle for him to reſide 
in. And the ſaid Sommerville beſides 
| bequeathed to the Uſe of the Poor the 


Sum of T'wo thouſand Merks ; which, con- 


; trary to the Will of the pious Donor, was, 
© thaifin, till the ſame ſall be perfytlie finiſh- | 


by an Order of the Town Council, unjuſti- 
fiably laid out in the Purchaſe of Ten 
ſilvern Cups, for the Service of the Com- 
munion Table! 

In the Year 1640, the Town Council, 
for the better Management of their College, 
appointed a Treaſurer, who was impowered 
to receive the Rents and Profits thereof, and 
to pay the ſeveral Salaries and Expences of 
the ſame: And, in order to know, whether 
the Receipts were ſufficient to anſwer the Diſ- 
burſements, a Committee was appointed to 
inquire into the State of this new Founda- 
tion; who reported, that the Revenues 
were ſufficient to anſwer all Charges; where- 
fore the Council order the ſaid Treaſurer 
to pay the following yearly Sums,

by a Deed of Gift of the 28th February, 
anno 1693, gave a perpetual Annuity of 
Three hundred Pounds Sterling to be paid 
out of his Treaſury and Biſhops Rents in 
Scotland; One hundred Pounds whereof was 
for a Profeſſor of Theology, beſides the Pro- 
feſſor of Divinity already eſtabliſned; and 
Two hundred Pounds for twenty Burſers in 
Divinity, at Ten Pound each per annum. 
But this Benefaction being curtailed by 
Queen Anne, ſhe granted One hundred and 
fifty Pounds thereof as a Salary for a Pro- 
teflor of the Law of Nature and Nations : 
and an other hundred Pounds being appro- 
priated to another Uſe ; the ſaid Profeſſor, 
and fifteen of the Burſers were diſchar- 
ged, and the five remaining have an Allow- 
ance of Ten Pounds Sterling each yearly.

The Precin& of this College, which is 


very ſpacious, confiſts of three Courts, the 


uppermoſt whereof being of a Parallelogram 
Form, is bounded on the Northern and 
Southern Sides, by the Schools and Profeſ- 
ſors Houſes, and on the Eaſtern and Weſt- 
ern Ends by the College-hall,; Principal's 
Houſe, and thoſe of ſome of the Maſters. 
From the above Court we deſcend by Steps 
into the weſternmoſt of the two leſſer Courts, 
which is occupied by the Students Apart- 
ments, and the Eaſternmoſt by the Hall, 
Library, and other Buildings. This Col- 
lege is entered by two Gate-ways z that to- 
wards the North, is in a lofty Bell Tower, 
and the other at the Southweſtern Corner of 
the Incloſure, near the Potter-row Port.

Coun. Regiſt, Clement Little, an Advocate of this City, 
vol. VI. f.

Library for the Uſe of the Citizens ; the 
Town Council ordered a Houſe to be built 
for it in St. Giles s Church- yard, where the 
Parliament-houſe is at preſent ſituated ; 
which adjoining to Parſon Lew/on's Houſe, he 
and the principal Miniſter of Edinburgh were 
appointed Librarians. Leſt the Reader 
ſhould be ſurpriſed at rhe Epithet of Prin- 
cipal Miniſter, it will be neceſſary to ac- 


. 
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quaint him, that from the Reformation of 
Religion and long after this Time, there 
was always a Chief or Prime Miniſter in Edin- 
burgh who was allowed a double Stipend. 

The College of Edinburgh being found 
ed anno 1581, in the Year after Litile's Books 
were carried thither, which, together with 
the Benefactions of others, is now in a flou- 
riſhing Condition. The preſent Library is 
a large and. convenient Room of the Length 
of eighty three Feet, Breadth of twenty, and 
Height of ſixteen Feet: It is of modern E. 
rection, neatly kept, and furniſhed with a- 
bove thirteen thouſand Volumes of Books, 
cloiſtered in excellent Order, with wir'd 
Doors before them, which are only opened 
by the Librarian or his Aſſiſtant. This I 
take to be a much ſafer and better Way 
than chaining ; which, inſtead of ſecuring, 
tends to deſtroy the Books, by tearing them 
both inwardly and outwardly, through the 
Careleſſneſs of Students. Beſides, by this 
Means they are ſecured from Thieves. The 
ſaid Room is imbelliſhed with the Portrai- 
tures of divers Princes, Reformers of Reli- 
gion, and others; amongſt which is an ori- 
ginal Picture of the celebrated Lord Napier of 
Marchiſton, Inventor of the Logarithms. 
Here is a beautiful Folio Copy of Fordun's 
Scotichronicon, on Vellum, given by Mr. 
Colvil, ſometime Principal of this College. 
As herelikewiſe is a Copy of a double faced 
Letter in French, written by Cardinal Riche- 
lieu to the Ambaſſador of France at Rome, 
concerning a certain Benedictine Monk.

 fity, which was brought to Scotland by a 


Gentleman, at his Return from his Travels 
in foreign Parts, probably about one hun- 
dred Years ago; for by Comenius it ap- 


pears to have been in the College Library 


of Aberdeen above eighty ſeven Years ſince; 
bur, that it did not belong to that Library, is 
manifeſt by Dr. William Guild's having be- 
Gueathed the ſame to the College of Edin- 
burgb in the Year 1657; and it being re- 
ccived by the Town Council in the Month 
of January, anne 1658, they ordered a Re- 
ccipt to be given to his Relict Katherine 
Rolland for the ſame. 

This great Rarity is the Letter (com-

our moſt Chriſtian Kingdom of Bohemia, 
and illuſtrious Marquiſate of Moravia, which 
we have already ſhewn by Letter to the 
molt Serene Prince and Lord, Sigi/mund, 
King of the Romans and Hungary, and Suc- 
ceſſor to the Crown of Bobemia; which 
Writing being laid before your Aſſembly, 
we hear you have cauſed the ſame to be 
burnt, to our great Diſhonour. 

Wherefore we, by theſe Preſents, pro- 
teſt, both with Heart and Mouth, that the 
ſaid Mr. John Hus, during his many Years 
Reſidence amongſt us, was a very good and 


Juſt Man, anda true Catholick, with a Ho- 


lineſs of Lite irreproachable, diligently ex- 


plaining to us the Old and New Teſtaments, 


according to the Expoſitions of Divines ap- 
proved by the Church; and by his Writ- 
ings, has ſhewn his Deteſtation and great 

Averſion 
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Averſion to Hereſy and Error; and not 
only taught us to abhor the ſame, but ex- 
horted us to continue in Peace and Chari- 
ty, and incouraged us, both by his Diſ- 
courſes and Example, to perſevere therein. 
Nor after the ſtricteſt Inquiry can we diſ- 
cover, that the ſaid John Has ever preached 
or taught Hereſy or Error; nor gave Rea- 
ſon to any one to ſuſpect him of ſuch Pra- 
ices, neither in his Words or Actions; but 
on the contrary, with great Piety, excited 
all Men to the Obſervation of the. Goſpel 
and Maxims of the: Fathers, for Edifica- 
tion of the Church and our Neighbour. 
However, you were not ſatisfied to dif- 
honour us and our Countries by ſuch A- 
tions, but have unmercifully impriſoned, 
and perhaps already put to Death Ferom of 


Prague, that Fountain of Eloquence, Ma-

ſter of ſeven liberal Sciences, and a great 
Philoſopher, whom you condemned on the 
falſe Accuſations of perfidious Men, with- 


out being convinced of the Truth of the 


Charges brought againſt him. Beſides, we 
have with extreme Grief learnt, and ga- 
thered from your Writings, that certain 
falſe Accuſers, odious both to God and 
Man, and perfidious Enemies to our Coun- 
tries of Bohemia and Moravia, have wicked- 
ly and falſely reported to you and your 
Council, that divers Errors are propagated 
within the Kingdom of Bohemia and Mar- 
quiſate of Moravia, which has infected ma- 
ny of the people, inſomuch, that if a ſpee- 
dy Remedy be not provided, an irreparable 
Loſs would happen to the Faithful. Al- 
though theſe grievous Accuſations are in- 
tirely falſe, can we hear them, without in- 
deavouring to repel them ? 

And ſince the Eſtabliſhment of Chriſti- 
anity amongſt us, we have, by the Grace 


of God, without Variation or Reproach, 


conſtantly adhered to the Church of Rome, 
whilſt other Nations have wavered, raiſed 
Schiſms, and favoured Anti-popes. And 
it is well known, the great Expence and La- 
bour born both by Prince and People, to- 
wards our holy Mother the Church and its 
Paſtors, which you, if you will ſpeak Truth, 
can teſtify; and, according to the Precept 


of St. Paul, we take Care of our Conduct 


both to God and Man, and not to forget 
the Intereſt and Reputation of our Coun- 
tries; we are not cruel to our Neighbours. 


And by theſe Preſents, with a firm Con- 
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fidence in Jeſus: Chriſt, a Conſcience pure 
and ſincere, with a true Faith, we acquaint 
your Paternity and all Chriſtians, that what- 
ever Perſon, of what Eſtate, Dignity, Con- 
dition, Degree or Religion, ſhall preſume 
to ſay or affirm, or has ſaid or affirmed, 
that Bobemia' and Moravia are over-rua 
with Errors and Hereſies, which has in- 
fected us and the Faithful amongſt us, is a 


wicked Liar, Traitor, Murderer, and Son 


of the Devil, and he only a moſt pernicious 
Heretick, excepting Segiſmund, King of the 
Romans, whom we believe to be innocent of 
the Calumnies raiſed againſt us; and in the 
mean time, refer our Cauſe to God the A- 
venger of Injuries, reſerving to ourſelves 
the Purſuit and Puniſhment of the Enemies 


.of thoſe whom God has placed in his Church 


as true Paſtors ; being reſolved, by the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of God, to honour and obey them 
in all Things that are juſt and reaſonable : 
And in the interim, we require, that ac- 
cording to the Law of Jeſus Chriſt, and Ca- 
nons of the Fathers, that an effectual Re- 
medy be brought to our Sufferings; for, in 
ſpite.of what has paſſed, we are reſolved to 
defend the Law of Chriſt and his faithful 
Miniſters with Humility, Zeal and Perſe- 
verance, without regarding the human In- 
ventions which oppoſe the ſame. 
Remark. As this Tranſaction of the Bo- 
hemians and Moravians was a Step, perhaps 
the moſt amazing in Hiſtory, for a People 
ſo ſmall, and ſeemingly impotent, to de- 
clare, as it were, War againſt all the reſt of the 
Chriſtian World, and to carry on the ſame 
for ſo long a Time, with ſuch ſurpriſing Suc- 
ceſs, muſt amaze every one in the leaſt ac- 
quainted with the military Feats of that 
Time; wherefore I think it will not be a- 
miſs to tranſmit to Poſterity the Names of 
thoſe bold and daring Men, who put their 
Names and Seals to the aforeſaid memor- 
able Letter, wherein they ſpurn at and de- 
ſpiſe both this oecumenical Council and its 
Acts, though one of the greateſt that ever 
was held by the Church of Rome; for it 
conſiſted of the Emperor of Germany King 
of the Romans, Electoral and other Sove- 
reign Princes and Dukes, Patriarchs, Car- 
dinals, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Ambaſſadors 
from the chief Potentates of Europe, Do- 
ctors, Sc. who, with their numerous At- 
tendants, formed a mighty Body of People.

The aforeſaid Letter, which 1s dated at 
Prague the ſecond of September, in the Year 
1415, is written on a Skin of Parchment, 
of the Length of thirty Inches and a halt, 
and Breadth of twenty Inches; and being 
folded in, three Inches on each Side, and 
four Inches and a half at the Bottom, form 
the Margins ; on the firſt whereof, or Left- 
hand Side, are the firſt twenty four Names 
above written, at the Bottom, fifty one im- 
mediately following, and on the Margin at 
the Right-hand the twenty five remaining 
Names; againſt which, by-labels are ap- 
pended their reſpective Seals, in beautiful 
Order, 7 

The Writing of the aforeſaid Letter being 
very much decayed, all the Letters thereot 
are renewed, by being drawn over again 
with a Pen and good Ink. Now, whether 
the aforeſaid Names were at firſt written by 
the Perſons whole Seals are thereunto affixed, 
I cannot aſcertain, by their appearing at 
preſent all in the Hand of the Renewer ; 
and at that time it was not cuſtomary in 
other Countries for contracting Parties to 
ſign their Names, their Seals being judged 
ſufficient. 

Yet, as it is ſaid in the ſaid Letter, that it 
is atteſted by the Names and Seals of the 
Perſons above written; and as the remain- 
ing Parts of many of the firſt Letters ap- 
pearing by the renewed Letters, ſeem to 
have been of a different Form, it is pro- 
bable they were at firſt written by the Perſons 
whoſe Seals are placed againſt them. Be 
that as it will, that this is an Original, I 
think is evident by the Seals; but leſt ſome 
ſhould be of a contrary Opinion, it will be 
neceſſary to acquaint them, that Copies are

not ſealed; and that the Letter ſent to the 


Council of Conſtance might as well have been 
a Copy of this Letter, as this of that. Be- 
ſides, we have many Inſtances of Duplicates 
of Writings of Moment, having divers O- 
riginals depoſited in ſundry Places for their 
Preſervation. 

Although the aforeſaid Letter is in a great 
meaſure foreign to the Work in Hand ; 
yet as it is a very great Curioſity, and more 
than probable, the only one of the kind ex- 
tant, and known to but a few; and conſider- 
ing, that the Contents thereof irritated the 
Council of Conſtance to ſuch a Degree, that 
they cauſed the Original, or one of them to 
be 3 which, together with other Pro- 
vocations therein mentioned, brought on 
that long and bloody War, which coſt the 
Lives of an infinite Number of People; 
wherefore I have thought proper to inlarge 
thereon, for the Information of the Reader, 

In this Room is ſaid to be the Scull of George 
Buchanan, the Hiſtorian, intire, and ſo ver 
thin, that the Light appears through it ; that 
this was really his, is evident, by one Adam- 
ſone, (ſince Principal of the College) who 
ſome Time after Buchanan's Inhumation, 
bribed the Grave-digger to bring him the 
ſaid Scull z which being brought, he faſten- 
ed the following Verſes to it, and at his 
Death bequeathed both it and them to the 
ſaid College.

As I have the Occaſion to obſerve that 
the French Proteſtants in Edinburgh are al- 
lowed the Uſe of the Common-hall of the 
College to perform their religious Duties or 
publick Service in; it will not be amiſs to 
ſhew the Cauſe and Time of their firſt co- 
ming to this City. 

A violent Perſecution in the Year 1586, 


Coun. Regiſt, raging againſt the ' Proteſtants in France, 
vol. VIII. f. certain of them applied to the Common

Council of Edinburgh for Refuge; and for 
the better inabling them to perform the Di- 
vine Ordinances, intreated the Citizens to 
grant them the following Favours, viz. That 
the ſaid Council would be pleaſed to pro- 
vide them a decent Church, a Houſe for 
their Miniſter, with ſuch Furniture as ſhould 
be judged neceſſary ; that they might have 
Leave to exerciſe thcir ſeveral Trades in the 
ſame Manner as the Citizens, without Mo- 
leſtation; and, if any Thing elſe, not pre- 
judicial to the Welfare of the Town ſhould 
be thought needful, as a further Accom 
modation for them, that the Council would 
be generouſly pleaſed to grant the fame. 
Theſe Requeſts, after due Deliberation, 
being judged reaſonable, were readily grant- 
ed by the Town Council, with this Proviſo, 
that when it ſhall pleaſe God to put an End 


to the grievous Perſecution, if any of the 


ſaid Strangers ſhall think fit to remain in 
Edinburgh or Liberties thereof, they ſhall 
take up their Freedoms both of the Town 
and Incorporations as ſhall beſt ſuit their ſe- 
veral Profeſſions, that they in all Reſpects 


may be on the ſame Foeting with the other 
Inhabitants: And as a farther Incourage- 
ment to the ſaid Refugees, the Citizens pay

An Obſervatory for making Aſtronomi- 
cal Obſervations, being much wanted in 
this College, the City Magiſtrates were fre- 
quently applied to for their Aſſiſtance, to 
accompliſh ſo deſirable a Work, eſpecially 
in the Lear 1736, when it was almoſt agreed 
to; but a Stop being put to the ſame, by 
the Troubles which befel Edinburgh on the 
unhappy Murder of Jobn Porteous, a Lieu- 
tenant of the Town- guard, by the Popu- 
lace; all Proceedings in this Affair were 
laid afide till the Year 1741, when Colin 
Maclatrin, Profeſſor of Mathematicks in 
the ſaid College, conſidering there - was a 
Sum of Money amounting to One hundred 
and ten Pounds Sterling, already provided 
towards erecting an Obſervatory; and by 
the Promiſes of a certain Gentleman, con- 
ſiderable Benefactions were to be expected, 
provided the intended Obſervatory were 
built in his Time; wherefore Maclaurin re- 
vived the Deſign, by petitioning the Com- 
mon Council for Aſſiſtance, either in their 
publick Capacity, or as private Gentlemen; 
and of all others who have a Regard to the 
Welfare of Edinburgb, and Advancement 
of Learning; and as an Encouragement for 
others to contribute towards ſo good a 
Work, generouſly propoſed a Courſe of 
Lectures on experimental Philoſophy, and 
the Money thereby to be applied to that 
Uſe. | | 

The Council taking this Petition into 
Conſideration, unanimouſly approved of the 
Deſign, which, if duly executed, would re- 
dound to the Advantage of the City, and 
earneſtly recommended to the ſevera] Mem-

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to the utmoſt of their Power, for building 
the ſaid Obſervatory. The Money contri- 
buted on this Occaſion, together with the 
Sum above mentioned, amounting to the 
Sum of Three hundred Pounds Sterling, the 
ſaid Profeſſor obtained a Draught of an Ob- 
:ervatory to build that intended to be built 
in Edinburgh by ; of which the annexed Print 
is a Copy. 

Sometime after, the ſaid Profeſſor ac- 
quainted the Town Council, that as he in- 
tended forthwith to ſet about the Work, 


him ſo much of the Southern Row of Build- 
ings in the upper Court of the College, as 
were ſufficient to erect the intended Obſer- 
vatory on; and likewiſe for the Uſe of the 
ſaid Work, to remit the Sum of Twenty 


two Pounds Sterling, due to the City for 
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hers and others, to promote a Subſcription : 


intreated they would be pleaſed to grant 


Stones bought for the Uſe of the ſaid Ob- 
ſervatory; which being taken into Conſide- 
ration, the ſaid Council not only granted 
the Things deſired, but the Materials of 
the Houſes to be taken down on this Occa- 
ſion, as an additional Incouragement for 
him to proceed: And the intended Edifice, 
for its greater Convenience, was to have 
been erected in the middlemoſt Part of the 
ſaid Southern Row of Buildings; but the 
ſaid Profeſſor dying ſoon after, the Deſign 
is again Jaid aſide, and no Appearance as 
yet of its being revived. 


COLLEGE or HERALDS. 


The Office of Herald appears to be of ; 
great Antiquity, from their being uſed by Hem. Iliad; 
the Grecians in the Trojan War; but of 
what Standing in this Kingdom is unknown. 

Various are the Derivations of the Ap- 
pellative Herald, and all from the Teutonick ; 
but none, as I imagine, fo ſignificant as 
that of Ehr and Halten; that is, The Con- 


ſervator of Honour , by which Appellation 


Charles the Great eſtabliſhed a College of 
Armoriſts. 5 

The principal Officer in our Court of Ho- 
nour, is Lyon King at Arms, whoſe Office, 
before the Union of the Kingdoms of Scot- 
land and England, was to marſhall Cere- 
monies at Coronations, and the Funerals of 
Princes and Nobility ; to take Cognizance 
of the Arms of the Nobility and Gentry, 
and to grant Supporters to the Arms of new 
created Peers, F | 

Subordinate to Lyon, are fix Heralds, ſix 
Purſevants, and a Number of Meſſengers; 
He is obliged to hold Courts on the ſixth of 
May and ſixth of November; to perform the 
Ceremonies at the Creation of Knights of 
the Thiſtle; to ſummon Officers of Arms 
and their Sureties before him on Complaint, 
and if culpable, either to deprive them of 
their Offices, or mulct them. 

Lyon, and his Brethren the Heralds, have 
Power to viſit the Arms of the Nobility and 
Gentry, to diſtinguiſh them by proper Dif- 
ferences, and regiſter them in their Books: 
And to prevent Perſons from bearing Arms 
who are not intitled thereto by the Law of 
Arms, under the Penalty of forfeiting to the 
King every Thing whereon ſuch Arms ſhall 
be found; with the Sum of One hundred 
Pounds Scotiſb to Lyon and his Brethren, or 
be impriſoned during his Pleaſure. All Ma- 
giſtrates, if required, are obliged to aſſiſt 
them in the Execution of their Office, un- 
der the Pain of Rebellion. 

Lyon's Fee for matriculating the Arms 
of Noblemen is Twenty Marks Scotiſb; for 
thoſe of Knights Ten Marks ; and of all o- 
thers who have a Right to bear Arms, the 
Sum of Five Marks, 

The Meſſengers Buſineſs is to execute Sum- 
monſes, and Letters of Diligence for Civil 
Debts,

Debts, real or perſonal; the laſt Step of 


perſonal Diligence is a Caption, which is a 
Va to ſeize the Debtor's Perſon; which 
is performed by touching him with his Rod 
or Wand, which is a Badge of his Office : 
They are called Meſſengers at Arms, from 
their Blazon or Badge of Silver, or Braſs

CIANS. | 


The Practice of Phyſick having been 
greatly abuſed in Edinburgh by toreign Im- 
poſtors, Quacks, Empiricks, and illiterate 
Perſons, both Men and Women, who, with- 
out the leaſt Knowledge of that learned 
Science, audaciouſly preſumed to practiſe 
as Phyſicians, not only to the Scandal of 
that noble Art, but to the great Danger and 
Deſtruction of the Health and Lives of his 
Majeſty's Subjects; the Conſideration where- 
of induced the King, by his Letters patent 
of the 29th November, anno 1681, to erect 
certain Phyſicians in Edinburgh, and their 
Succeſſors, into a Body politick and corpo- 
rate, to have perpetual Succeſſion, by the 
Name, Style, or Title of The Pre/ident, and 
Royal College of Phyſicians at Edinburgh, with 
a Power to chuſe annually from among them- 
ſelves a Council ta conſiſt of ſeven, one 
whereof to be Preſident, who are impower- 
ed to elect a Treaſurer, Clerk, and other 
Officers; to have a common Seal; to ſue 
and be ſued; to make Statutes and Ordi- 
nances for promoting the Art of Phyſick, 
and regulating the Practice thereof within 
the City of Edinburgh, Town of Leith, and 
Diſtricts of the Canongate, Weſtport, Plea- 
ſants, and Potter-row: And for the good 
Government of the ſaid Preſident and Col- 
lege; within whoſe Juriſdiction, which con- 
fiſts of the Places aforeſaid, all Perſons are 
precluded from practiſing the Art of Phy 
ſick, without an immediate Warrant from 
the ſaid Preſident and College under their 
common Seal, under the Penalty of Sixty 
Pounds Scetiſb, or Five Pounds Sterling for 
every Month they practiſe Phyſick without 
ſuch Warrant; and every Perſon continuing 
to practiſe aſter the firſt Mulct, without the 
Authority aforeſaid, the Fine to be doubled 
monthly, as long as he, ſhe, or they ſhall 
perſevere in that Practice; one Moiety of 
the ſaid pecuniary Mulcts to the Uſe of 
the Poor, the other to that of the College. 

And the College is likewiſe impowered to 


| chuſe yearly two of their Members Cenſors, 


who, together with the Preſident, may ſum- 
mon before them all unqualified Practition- 
ers of Phyſick within the Juriſdiction afore- 


ſaid, whom they may ſeverally puniſh by 
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pecuniary Mulcts, as above mentioned; and 
as often as the ſaid Preſident and College ſhall 


think fit to hold a Court for that Purpoſe, 


they ſhall previouſly acquaint the Lord Pro- 


voſt, or other Magiſtrates of Edinburgh 


therewith, in order for a Bailiff of the Town's 


being appointed to. ſit with them on the 
Trial of each Offender ; for it ſhall not be 
lawful for the ſaid Preſident and College to 


fine any Surgeon or Apothecary, Citizens 


of Edinburgh, without the Conſent of the 
Provoſt, or one of the Bailiffs of Edinburgh, 
who is to be preſent at all judicial Proceed- 
ings in ſuch Affairs; and if at any Time the 


1 ſaid Provoſt and Bailiffs ſhould refuſe to be 


preſent, it ſhall be repreſented to the Privy 
Council, that the College may be inabled 
to proceed againſt the ſaid Offenders, as if 
the ſaid Provoſt or Bailiffs were preſent. 

And the ſaid Preſident and College are 
further impowered to punith all Licentiates 
in Phyſick within their Juriſdiction, for Of- 
fences committed by them againſt the Laws 
and Conſtitutions of the College, in reſpect 
to the Practice of Phylick : And that the 
Money ariſing by ſuch Fines be applied as 
aforeſaid, provided always that the Mul& 
impoſed exceed not the Sum of Forty Shil- 
lings Scotiſb Money. 

And the ſaid Preſident and Cenſor, ac- 
companied by one of the Magiſtrates of E- 
dinburgb, an Apothecary and Surgeon A- 
pothecary, are impowered to ſearch and in- 
ſpect all Drugs and Medicines within the Ju- 
riſdiction above named, and all ſuch as ſhall 
be found bad and unwholeſome ſhall be 
thrown into the Streets and deſtroyed. 

And that the Preſident and College may 
the better attend their Patients, they are ex- 
empt from watching and warding and ſer- 
ving on Juries. 

And by the ſaid Letters patent or Char- 
ter, the Preſident and College are reſtrained 
from erecting Schools to teach the Art of 


Phyſick, or to confer Degrees on any Per- 
ſon qualified for the Office of a Phyſician. 


And that the Univerſities of Scotland may 


not ſuffer by this Grant, the ſaid Preſident 


and College are to licenſe all Perſons who 


have taken their Degrees in any of the ſaid 
Univerſities, to practiſe Phyſick within the 
City of Edinburgh, and Parts aforeſaid. And 
that all Perſons, who have taken the Degree 
of Maſter of Arts in any of the ſaid Univer- 
ſities, or at the Time of granting this Char- 
ter, was a Practitioner in Phyſick, or having 
taken his Degree of Doctor of Phyſick in 
any of the ſaid Seminaries of Learning, or 
in any celebrated Univerſities abroad, ſhall, 
upon producing their reſpective Diplomas 
to the ſaid Preſident and College, be licen- 
ſed by them to practiſe Phyſick within the 
Juriſdiction aforeſaid, without paſſing a 
Trial on that Occaſion. And it is alſo pro- 
vided, that the ſeveral Profeſſors of Phyſick

COURT or ADMIRALTY. 


By whom, or at what Time this Court was 
erected, I cannot learn; but, as I have in my 
Hiſtory} of London made it appear, that the 
Appellation of Admiral is of a Saxon Ori- 
gin, I am of opinion this Court is derived 
to us from the Engliſh: Be that as it will, it 
is under the Direction of the Lord High 
Admiral, who takes Cognizance of all 
Crimes both civil and criminal, committed 
at Sea and within the Courſe of the Tide. 
The Proceedings being in the Civil Law, 
both Plaintiff and Defendant give Security 
to make good all Damages, the former to 
pay the Coſts of Suit in caſe of his being 
caſt, and the latter to pay both Coſts 
and Damage in caſe of a Decree againſt 
him. And as Strangers, as well as Natives | 
of Scotland reſiding in foreign Parts may be 
proſecuted. in this Court, fo are their Lands 
and Chattels in this Country ſubje& to 
make good all the Coſts and Damages they 
may be- caſt in. 


COURT or CHANCERY. 


This Court, according to divers learned 
Men, owes its Name to certain Croſs-bars of 
Wood or Iron wherewith it was incloſed, to 
prevent the Officers who ſat therein from 
being incommoded by the People. Such 
Grates or Croſs-bars were by the Romans 
denominated Cancelli; which, according to 
the Opinion of ſome, gave likewiſe Name to 
that Part in a Church, called the Chancel, 
from its being ſeparated from the Body of 
the Church by ſuch Grates or Lattices by Or- 
der of Pope Felix, for the Uſe of the Prieſts. 

Much Pains having been taken by the 
Enemies of our Nation to decry our Anti- 
quities, they, amongſt other Things have 
inſinuated, that in the Laws of Malcolm II. 
the Titles of divers Magiſtrates and Officers 
are mentioned of a much later Dare, and al- 
together unknown in Scotland in the Reign 


„ 


fice of Chancellor; therefore we could not 
have had a Court of Chancery ſo early: 
Wherefore they are of opinion, that the firſt 
Court of Chancery in- Scotland was erected, 
by King James I. at his Return from his 
long Captivity in England; where, being 


; Court of Chancery here about the Begin- 
| ning of the fifteenth Cent 
Method and Form of that in England, which 
is ſaid to have continued till the Erection 
of the Court of Seſſion, wherein the Lord 
Chancellor, as well as in all other Courts, 
preſided by Virtue of his Office. 

That this is a Miſtake, is evident by the 
Foundation Charter of the Abbey of Holy- 
roodbouſe, by King David L in the Year 
1128, to which Edward the Chancellor is a 
ſigning Witneſs, which manifeſtly refutes 
the idle Tale of our having had no Chancel- 
lor till the Reign of James I. | 

Although the Court of Chancery be abo- 
liſhed in Scotland, yet the Office thereof. is 
ſtill remaining, wherein are diſpatched all 
Grants from the Crown; and many other 
Writs continue, under the Management of 
an Officer called the Director of Chancery, 
who, before the Union of the Kingdoms of 
Scotland and England, was an Officer of 
State, and in that Quality had a Seat in Par- 
liament, and other Supreme Courts; the Na- 


ture and Conſtitution of whoſe Office I have 
already deſcribed. 


COMMISSARY-COURT. 


having ceaſed at the Reformation of Religi- 
on in Scotland, Queen Mary, in lieu thereof, 
inſtituted the Commiſſary Court of Edin- 
burgh, which was eſtabliſhed in the Month 
of February, in the Year 1563 ; it conſiſts 
of four Commiſſaries or Judges, a princi- 
pal Clerk, with a Deputy, a Procurator 
Fiſcal, Extractors, c.; and the Commiſſa- 
ries admit to Trial Proctors who plead be- 
fore them. This Eſtabliſhment has been 
confirmed by divers Acts of Parliament. 

To this Court belongs a twofold Juriſ- 
diction, the one privam, the other dioce- 
ſan ; the former extending over all Scotland, 
the latter confined to the Counties of Eaſt, 
Weſt, and Mid Lothians, To the private 
Juriſdiction belong all matrimonial Caſes, 
namely, Actions declarator of Marriage, 
Legitimacy, Idiotry, Tunoſity, Precontract, 
Nearneſs of Kin, or other Grounds rele- 
vant in Law; and all Actions of Adherence, 
Divorce on account of Adultery, or ma- 
licious Prefeertiorr; of Separation a menſa 
et thoro; and of Aliment to the Party in- 
jured : And Appeals from other Commiſlary 
Courts, whoſe Decrees are ſubject to be re- 
viewed by this Court in prima inſtantia. And 
to the Dioceſan Juriſdiction belong all Te- 
ſtamentary Caſes; the making of Titles to 
perſonal Eſtates of Defuncts by Confirma- 
tions; Queſtions concerning Executory and 
Diviſion thereof; Conſtitutions of the Debts 
of Perſons deceaſed; Actions of Scandal and 
verbal Injuries; of Benefices, Tithe or 
Teynds; the giving Curators to Minors;

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Inventories ; the regiſtting of Deeds grant- 
ed by Perſons reſiding within their Juriſdi- 
ction, by Virtue of the common Clauſe of 
Regiſtration. Likewiſe other civil Cauſes 
and Actions of ſmall Debts are heard and 
determined ; and Sums of-any Extent when 
the Defender prorogates their Juriſdiction. 
To this Court alſo belongs the Privilege of 
confirming the Wills or Teftaments of Na- 
tives that die abroad; likewiſe thoſe of ſuch 
Perſons who die in Scotland without a ſettled 
Reſidence. | | 

It is competent for all or any of the Jud- 
ges of this Court to determine in all Cauſes 
that come before them. They fit during 
the Time of Seſſions, five Times a Week, 
in the Forenoon, in the Parliament-houſe, 
to ſuperintend the Affairs of the Court, and 
give interlocutory Orders and *Sentences in 
common Cauſes ; but in Matters of Impor- 
tance, when the Caſe is brought in Writing 
before the Commiſſaries, they meet twice a 
Week, and ſometimes oftner, to determine 
the ſaid Cauſes ; and Matters of the greateſt 
Conſequence being tried before this Court, 
the principal Counſellors or Advocates are 
imployed therein. 

This Court having no Vacation, is al- 
ways open for hearing and determining con- 
ſiſtorial Cauſes; and as to civil Caſes, it is 
ſhut from the twentieth of Auguſt to the firſt 
of November; and from the twentieth of 
March to the firſt of June. 

Abundance of Time is ſpent in the Exa- 
mination of Witneſſes, which are both fre- 
quent and tedious; and at all thoſe relating 
to Matrimony, the four Commiſſaries are 
preſent. 

The Commiſſaries, their principal Clerk 
and Fiſcal who are appointed by the Crown, 
have Commiſſions during Life. 

The Commiſſaries wear black ſilken 
Gowns, faced with black Velvet; and their 
Clerks and Proctors who plead before them, 
wear black Gowns of the ſame Stuff and 
Make with thoſe of the Advocates in the 
Court of Seſſion. | 

The Oath, adminiſtred in this Court in 
matrimonial Concerns is very ſolemn, and 
not uſed in any other Court in Scotland; the 
Form whereof is thus: The Party or Wit- 
neſs kneels, and lays his or her Right-hand 
on the Bible, and pronounces the following 
Words : © I renounce all the Bleſſings con- 
* tained in this holy Book, if I do not tell 
* the Truth. And J pray that all the Cur- 
e ſes contained therein may be my Portion, 
« if I do not tell the Truth. And I ſwear 
„by God himſelf, and as I ſhall anſwer to 
God at the Great Day, I will tell the Truth, 
and nothing but the Truth.“

Southern Side of the Parliament cloſe ; but 
when or by whom the ſame was erected, we 
are as much in the dark as in that of any 
of the other Courts of Juſtice, * However, 
it is by all agreed to have been formed after 
the Manner of that in England, which is 
confirmed by the Conſtitution and Practice 
of both Courts being the ſame. 

The Court of Exchequet was at firſt erect- 
ed in England by William the Conqueror, for 
trying of Cauſes relating to the Royal Re- 
venues: It is denominated from the French 
Word Exchequier, a party coloured or che- 


quer'd Cloth, wherewith the Table wheteat — orig, 


the Judges fat, was antiently covered. 

The Judges of the Court of Exchequer in 
England, at firſt; conſiſted not only of ſecu- 
lar and eccleſiaſtical Barons, but alſo of the 
Juſticiary of the Kingdom. But the Trial 
of common Pleas being brought into the 
ſaid Court inſtead of Eccleſiaſtical and Secu- 
lar Peers, Canoniſts and others, verſed in 
the Laws of the Country, were conſtituted 
Judges thereof; and they being the imme- 
diate Succeſſors of the ſaid Barons, had the 
Title of Baron continued to them by way 
of Compliment.

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Court of ROYAL BOROUGHS. 


Being to give an Account of the Royal 
Burghs, or Boroughs of Scotland, it will 
not be amiſs to premiſe a few Things con- 
cerning the Word Burg or Burgh. | 
(auſab. Com. Various are the Derivations of the Ap- 
guad. Geog. pellation Burgb; ſome take the Greek Hop. 
yec, and the Latin Burgus, to be the ſame, 
and the latter to be derived from the former, 
and to ſignify a Caſtle or Tower of Defence; 
and that the Thracians and Macedonians pro- 
nounced the Word Bupyoc, inftead of ITup- 
yoc. Others ſay, that Burg is purely Ger- 
_— man, and implies a Place where a Number 
Lag 9 of Houſes are ſituated, antiently denomi- 
nated a Vicus or Street; but none of theſe 
Vicks or Streets were called Burgs, but ſuch 
as were the Head or chief Vick of a Coun- 
try or Nation; and obſerve, that the Word 
in the moſt antient Signification, denotes an 
Incloſure, otherwiſe called Tuun or Tuyn. 

Now, as divers learned Men have de- 
clared in favour of each of the ſaid Opinions, 
I ſhall likewiſe give my Sentiment in this 
Affair, by declaring in favour of Cauſabon's: 
And that Burg fignifies a Caſtle or For- 
treſs, I think is evident by the numerous 
Inſtances we have of Caſtles erected in Ger- 
many before the tenth Century, all of which 
were denominated Burgs, with an Addition 
of the Founder's Name, from their Situa- 
tion or Contingency; and Houſes: being 
built in their reſpective Neighbourhoods, 
they were included in the Name of the 
Burg; and Buildings continuing to multi- 
ply, many of them are become very large 
Towns or Citiesz yet though the ſeveral 
Precincts of thoſe antient Caſtles are in ma- 
ny of the ſaid Towns or Cities converted 
into Streets, they are nevertheleſs reſpective- 
ly denominated the Burg. And many 
Caſtles in the Neighbourhood of Towns 
and Cities (whoſe Names terminate in Burg ) 
which by their lofty Situations could not be 
incloſed with Houſes, are ſtill by way of 
Pre-eminence ſeverally called the Burg : 
And this antient Appellation Burg, being 
ſtill in the German Dictionaries rendered a 
Caſtle or Tower of Defence, I think theſe 
Things effectually demonſtrate, that the 
ſaid Burgs were at firſt Caſtles, and not 
Towns, and the Jatter were- afterwards e- 
rected in the Neighbourhood of the former, 
for their Protection in Times of Trouble 
and imminent Danger. 

This Cluverius ſeems to admit of, by tel- 
ling us, that the Word Burg, in the moſt 
antient Signification, implies an Incloſure, 
otherwiſe called Tuun or Tuyn. Now, as 
Tuun in its moſt antient Senſe denotes an In- 
cloſure, ſurely it could not be an open Vicus 
or Street of Houſes; but as a Tuun or In- 
cloſure appears to have been a Surg, it is 
manifeſt it was a Fortreſs or Place of 
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Strength: And as I have in the compara- ; 
tive Account of Languages, in my Scotiſh 
Antiquities, ſhewn the great Affinity be- 
twixt the Gallick and Teutonick Tongues, I 
am of opinion, the antient German Tuun is 
a Corruption of the Gallick Dun, a Caſtle 


| or Fortreſs, as doubtleſs are the Engliſh Ton, | 


Tun, Tune and Town Corruptions of Tuun. 
. Now, if the Appellation Burg owes its 
Origin to the Textonick, which I ſee no Rea- . 
ſon to doubt; more eſpecially if we con- 
ſider, that the Circle of Lower Saxony 
(whence the Anglo-Saxons came into Eng- 
land) which is the moſt Northern Province 
of Germany, and furtheſt diſtant either from 
Greece or Rome, abounds more with thoſe 
Burgs than any other Diſtcict in the Empire; 
a few of which I ſhall only name, viz. 
Hamburg, Lunnenburg, Mecklenburg, Flenſ- 
burg, Renſburg, Magdeburg, Ratzburg and 
Harburg. I therefore imagine, that Burg, 
inſtead of being derived either from the 
Greek or Latin, it owes its Origin to the 
Teutonick Berg, a Hill, which by an eaſy 
Tranſition might be converted into Burg, a 
Caſtle, from their Situation on ſuch Places. 
An Inſtance of this kind we have in the Gal- 
lick Appellation Dun, which antiently ſigni- 
fied a Hill; but, from the numerous Caſtles 
erected on high Grounds and Hills, Dan 
was made to imply a Caſtle, as appears by 
all the autient Caſtles in Scotland being ſo de- 
* before the Arrival of the Eng- 
liſh. 
The Engliſh, as already obſerved, having 
ſettled in the Southern Parts of Scotland a- 
bout the Year 452, erected divers Burgs or 
Caſtles therein, in the Neighbourhood 
whereof Houſes being afterwards built, 
they were included in the Name af the ad- 
jacent Burg. Now, the Scots, by virtue of 
their Conqueſt over the Pics in the Year 
839, having become Maſters of that Part 
of the Engliſh Dominions (which the Picts 
had ſometime before reduced by Conqueſt) 
between the Friths of Forth, Clyde and Sol- 
way, and the River Tine, whether the 
Burgs or Towns therein became the King's 
Property, by virtue of this Conqueſt, I can- 
not aſcertain ; but that the ſaid Burgs were 
all in the Lands ſubdued at this time, is e- 
vident from the Names thereof ſtill remain- 
ing in theſe Parts; whereas in the Coun- 
tries benorth the Friths of Clyde and Forth, 
the antient Habitations of the Scots and 
Pitts, there's not one Place of the Name of 
Burg to be found that I can learn. 

But by whom, or at what Time our chief 
Towns were at firſt honoured with the Title 
of Royal Burg bo, I cannot aſcertain z though 
probably they were thus dignified by David 
I. in the twelfth Century, perhaps to check 
the Power of his Nobility, in Imitation of, ,._. . 
the French Kings, who, according to Du 8 8 
Freſn, erected ſuch Communities, to reſtrain 
the Inſolencies of their great Vaſſals, and to

them free Liberty to traffick, without Toll | 


or Cuſtom, in all Parts of the Kingdom, 
and appointed the Burghs, which they re- 


ſpectively inhabited, to pay annually an ea- | 


ſy Fee-farm Rent in lieu thereof; whereby 
Commerce was greatly increaſed, as were the 
Royal Revenues in Proportion. 

Be theſe Things as they will; that our 
Burghs are equal in Antiquity with thoſe 
either of England or France, is evident by 
the Laws made at the Town of Newcaſtle 
upon the River Tine in the County of -Nor- 
thumberland, for the good Government of 
our Burghs, by David I. who began his 
Reign in the Year 1124, and was cotem- 
porary with Henry I. and Stephen, Kings of 
England; and with Lewis the Groſs, Kin 
of France, who ſeems to have been the fi 
King of that Nation that granted a Charter 
of the above kind, in the Year 1126. 

Thoſe excellent Conſtitutions, intitled 
The: Borough Laws, appear to have been ad- 


tage of the Burgeſſes, by the Incourage- 
ment of their Trade and extenſive Privile- 

es therein contained]; a few of which I ſhall 
juſt hint at, to ſhew our Burgeſſes ſome of 
their antient and valuable Privileges.

The Royal Boroughs, which by the firſt 
four Liſts appear to have been only forty 
ng in Number, are now. increaſed to ſixty 
IX. 
have been ſo extenſive as at preſent, by their 
not being able to ſtent or rate themſelves in 
the ſeveral Sums to be raiſed by them, that 
Power being veſted in the Magiſtrates and 
Council of Edinburgh, as will appear by the 
following Letter ſent by Queen Mary to 
the ſaid Magiſtrates and Council. 

< Proveſt and Baillies of Edinburgh, this 
our Wryting ſein, ze ſall incontinent efter 
the Sicht heirof, convene with zour Coun- 
« ſell, to ſtent and taxt the haill Burrowis of 
this Realme to the Value of Six hundred 
and ſixty ſex Pounds four Shellings and 
« four Pennies, grantit to us the ninth Day 
of May laſt, as ze will anſer to us thair- 

upoun. Subſcrivit with our Hand, at E- 
t dinburgh, the fyfth Day of June, the Yere 
of God 1556 Zeres.' 

Purſuant to the above Order the Magi- 
ſtrates and Council met and rated the ſaid 
Boroughs according to their ſeveral Quotas 
ſet forth in the Taxation Roll of the 5th 
June 1556, above ſpecified. On the 2d of 
September tollowing, the ſaid Magiſtrates and 
Council ſtented or rated the Royal Burghs 
in the Sum of Two thouſand one hundred 
and eighty eight Pounds fourteen Shillings 
eight Pennies and one third, as appears by 
the Rates in the Roll of the aforeſaid Date. 
This Money was appropriated to defray the 
Expence of getting divers Impoſts in France 
lowered for the Eaſe of Scotiſh Merchants. 
On the 28th November, in the ſame Year, 
the ſaid Magiſtrates and Council, by virtue 
of a Royal Mandate, ſtented the ſaid Bo- 
roughs in the Sum of Eight hundred and 
thirty three Pounds ſix Shillings and eight 
Pence, as ſet forth in the Taxation of this 
Date, as above ſpecified z but to what Uſe 
the ſaid Money was to be applied is not 
mentioned. And in the Year 1557, a 
Match being concluded between Mary, 
Queen of Scots, and the Dauphin of France, 
the Parliament made an Act to raiſe the 
Sum of Sixty thouſand Pounds to cefray 
the Expence that muſt attend the ſame. 
The Boroughs Share of this Sum being Ten 
thouſand Pounds, they were again ſtented 
by the Magiſtrates and Common Council 
of Edinburgh towards raiſing the ſame. The 
Quotas of the reſpective Burghs being aſcer- 
tained in the Roll of the atoreſaid Date, as 
above ſpecified. | 

And to ſhew the Increaſe and Decreaſe 
of many of the ſaid Boroughs fince the 
Year 1557 as aforeſaid, I have added in 
the fifth Column above. written, an Ac- 
count of the ſeveral Sums of Money raiſed 
by them in the Year 1743. at the Foot of 
which Column, the Sum of ninety two 
Pounds ten Shillings is the aggregate Pro- 
portions aſſeſſed on the ſixty ſix Royal

Their Power formerly ſeems not to 


Burghs, towards raiſing the Sum of One 
hundred Pounds Scotiſb Money, and, to make 
up the ſaid Sum to One hundred Pounds; 
Three Pounds is laid on the ſaid Boroughs 
in the aboye Proportion; to which is add- 
ed, paid by the Agent for the Burghs of 
Barony, Two Pounds ten Shillings, and by 
particular Boroughs, Two Pounds, which 
together make up the Sum of One hundred 
Pounds ; for every Shilling or twelve Pence 
Scotiſh of which, is raiſed Ten Shillings Ster- 
ling, which by the Land Tax of this Year 
amounting to Four Shillings in the Pound, 
the Quota of Scotland to that Aid is Forty 
eight thouſand Pounds Sterling; the Share 
of the Boroughs being a ſixth Part thereof, 
it amounts to the Sum of Eight thouſand 
Pounds of the ſame Money. 

The Contract between the Royal Bo- 
roughs of Scotland, and the City of Camp- 
vere in Zeland being prolonged for the 
Space of twenty one Years, it was ratified 
by the Prince of Orange on the 12th of De- 
cember 1748; to which a certain Gentleman 
having wrote and prefixed an hiſtorical Ac- 
count of the ſaid Contract, he publiſhed the 
ſame by Order of the General Convention 
in the Year 1749; and the ſaid Convention 
having, by their Act in the Year 1752, ſi- 
gnified their Pleaſure to have the ſaid Con- 
tract and hiſtorical Account publiſhed in 
the Hiſtory of Edinburgh, then ready for the 
Preſs, the Author of the ſaid Hiſtory be- 
ing willing to do all in his Power to ſet 
forth the great Advantages accruing to Scot- 
land by the ſaid Contract, has, according to 
the Deſire of the ſaid General Convention, 
inſerted a compleat Copy of the ſaid Con- 
tract and hiſtorical Account in his ſaid Hi- 
ſtory of Edinburgh; intitled The Staple Con- 
tract betwixt the Royal Burrows of Scot- 
land, and the City of Campvere in Zeland. 
With the ſeveral Amplifications, Prolonga- 
tions, and Ratifications thereof; to which is 
prefixed an hiſtorical Account of the Staple. 


An Hiſtorical Account of the 
ST APFLE e 


Amongſt the many Privileges of the 
Royal Burrows of Scotland, the Power they 
have to treat and contract with foreign 
States in Matters of Trade, is none of the 
leaſt; and this great Privilege they have en- 
deavoured, inall Ages, to make a good Uſe of 
for the Honour and the Intereſt of the Nation, 

In former Ages the Scots enjoyed very 
ſingular Privileges and Advantages of Trade 
in France; theſe are now entirely loſt; not 
by any Fault or Neglect of the Convention 
of Burrows, as appears by the expenſive 
Deputations they ſent to France in the Years 
1635, 1648 and 1684, The Deputies, 
upon all theſe Occaſions, went well inſtruct- 
64 to expoſtulate the firſt Encroachments 
upon the dear bought Privileges of the Scots, 
but to no Purpoſe. In Proportion as the 
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| Eitrope, and the Repreſentatives of it en- 


People of France gave up their own Liber- 
ties, and permitted their Kings to break 


Faith with themſelves, in the ſame Propor- 


tion their Kings thought themſelves dil. 
nſed with the Duty of keeping national 
aith with their Neighbours. 

The Royal Burrows have been more ſuc- 


_ ceſsful in their Endeavours to preſerve and 


improve the Scots Privileges'in the Nether- 
lands : Theſe Privileges have always de- 
pended upon a Contract betwixt the Royal 
Burrows of Scotland, or, before there was a 
General Convention of the Burrows, be- 
twixt the Repreſentatives of the Trading 
Eſtate of Scotland, and the Government of 
ſome one or other City in the Seventeen 
Provinces of the Netherlands, ſuch Con- 
tracts being always ratified and confirmed 
by the Sovereigns on both Sides; and the 
City ſo contracting, and granting peculiar 
Privileges to thoſe of the Scots Nation, was 
called the Scots Staple Port, and in the an- 
tient Latin Deeds ſtabile emporium. 

It would be a needleſs. Inquiry when, or 


where, or upon what Occaſion, a Scots 


Staple was firſt erected in the Netherlands, 
Records would fail us upon the ſtricteſt 
Search : It is ſufficient to know that it is 
very antient, and that Campvere, Ter Veer, 
or Veer (as it is ſometimes called) in the 
Province of Zealand, has been the Scots 
Staple Port for more than three hundred 
Years. There have been in that Period 
ſome few Changes, but ſo ſhort in Dura- 
tion, and always returning to the ſame 
Place, that we muſt ſuppoſe, that the 
Changes were made upon miſtaken Views, 


and ſo conclude, that our Forefathers found, 


by Experience, Campvere to be the moſt 
convenient Port for eſtabliſhing their Staple 
in the Netherlands. 

Bruges in Flanders had been the Staple 
Port long before Campvere, as appears by 
Letters Patent of Joh» Duke of Burgunay, 
(in his Time Sovereign of a great Part of 
the Netherlands) dated at Ghent the goth 
April 1407, mentioning the Contract then 
ſubſiſting betwixt the Trading Eſtate of 
Scotland and his Town of Bruges, as then 


very antient, and granting new Privileges 


to thoſe of the Scots Nation over all his Do- 
minions. 

From Bruges the Staple was removed to 
Campvere in May 1444, upon the Marriage 
of Mary Stuart, Daughter of Fames I. and 
Siſter of James II. then reigning in Scotland, 
to Wolfred Van Borſelen, Lord of Campvere; 
and as this Marriage gave the firft Occaſion 
to the Connexion which has ever ſince ſub- 
ſiſted betwixt Scotland and that City, per- 
haps a ſhort Account of the ſucceeding 
Lords and Marquiſſes to the preſent Mar- 
quis, the molt illuſtrious Prince of Orange, 
will not be unacceptable. 

The Family of Van Borſelen was then ve- 
ry antient, and allied to the moſt noble in

joyed many large Domains, and were dig- 
nified with Offices of the higheſt Rank in 
the Netherlands. Henrick Van Borſelen, the 
Father of Wolfred, was alive at the Time of 
this Marriage; he was Stadtholder and Ad- 
miral of ſeveral of the Provinces, Lord of 

y other 


Upon his Death Volfred ſucceeded to his 
Eſtate, and to moſt of his high Offices. Be- 
ing a great Warriour, he was made a Mar- 
ſhal of France, and Knight of the Golden 
Fleece. He had with his Wife Mary Stu- 
art the Earldom of Buchan in Scotland ; but 
ſhe dying without Iſſue, that Eſtate and 
Title did not continue in the Family. Wol- 
fred married a ſecond Wife, Charlot of Bour- 
bon, Daughter of Lewis Count of Bourbon 
Montpenfier, third Son of Fohn I. Duke of 
Bourbon. Of this Marriage | there was an 
only Daughter and Heireſs, Anna Van Bor- 
ſelen, who, under the Name of Anne Prin- 
ceſs of Campvere, is greatly celebrated by 
Eraſmus for her Beauty, Virtue, Genero- 
ſity and other fine Accompliſhments. She 
muſt likewiſe have been a learned Lady, 
for ſome of his Latin Epiſtles are addreſſed 
to her. 

She married Philip of Burgundy, Lord of 
Bevres in Flanders, Admiral and Governor 
of Artois, Governor of Flanders, and Knight 
of the Golden Fleece. He was Son of An- 
thony called the great Baſtard of Burgundy, 
Lord of Bevres, and Knight of St. Michael, 
and of the Golden Fleece, who was legiti- 
mated by Charles VIII. in 1485, for his 
many gallant Actions. His Father was 
Philip the Good, Duke of Burgundy. | 

Philip Lord of Bevres and Anne Lady of 
Campvere had an only Son and Heir, called 
Adolph of Burgundy ; he took his chief Title 
from the Lordſhip of Campvere. He was 
Admiral of Flanders, and Knight of the 
Golden Fleece. 

Philip left ſome Daughters, and an only 
Son, whoſe Name was Maximilian of Bur- 
gundy. This was likewiſe a very great Man, 
and a renowned General, He got the Col- 
lar of the Golden Fleece in 1546; and in 
his Favours the Emperor Charles V. raiſed 
the Lordſhip of Campvere to a Marquiſate 
that ſame Year. He died in 1558, and 
left no Children by his Wife Louiſa de Croi, 
Daughter of Philip de Croi Duke of Arſebot. 
He had been a very expenſive Man, ſo that, 
upon his Death, his great Domains were 
found to be in a State of Bankruptcy, and 
the Marquiſate of Campvere and Fluſhing 
were {old for Payment of his Debts. The 
Right which the Lords of theſe Towns had 
to repreſent: the Nobles of Zealand in the 
Aſſembly of the States of the Province, 
made this a fit Purchaſe for Philip II. King 
of Spain, then Sovereign of the Netherlands; 
accordingly he was the Purchaſer, but ne-

glected to pay all the Debts upon the Eſtate; 
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themſelves to exerciſe the Sovereignty of the 


and, the Revolt happening very ſoon after, 
the States of Zealand, as Sovereigns of the 
Province, made themſelves Heirs to Phi- 
. tip, whoſe Sovereignty 
-and took Poſſeſſion of the Marquiſate, but 
they likewiſe neglected to pay the Debts for 
which it was ſold; ſo that by a Decreet of 
the High Court of Mechlin, in the Year 
1581, it was-put up to Sale again for the 
Payment of - the old Debts of Maximilian. 
\W/iulliaml. Prince of Orange, was thePurchaſer, 
at a publick Sale, for a Sum of 24,000 J. 
Flemiſh, and ſo this Marquiſate came to 
-the Houſe of Orange, and the illuſtrious 
Princes of that Houſe continued lineally, 
and without Diſpute, in the Poſſeſſion of it 
a Space of One hundred and twenty Years. 
But from the Death of King William to 
the Year 1747, there was no Marquis, at 
leaſt none was admitted to the high Pre- 
eminences and Authority which all the 
Lords and Marquiſes had till then enjoyed. 
The Caſe was this: King William, by his 
Teſtament, appointed for his Heir, in Ger- 
many and the Netherlands, John William Fri- 
Fo, Prince of Naſſau, and Hereditary Stadt- 
holder of Friezland, and the States General 
were made Executors of his Will. But the 
Heritage became a diſputed Point betwixt 
the Houſe of Brandenburgh and that Prince, 
who was then a Minor, and the Executors 
.did not then find the Time proper for en- 
tering into the Diſpute : However, as ſoon 
as the Prince came to be of Age, which was 
in the 1708, he took the Title of Prince of 
Orange and Naſſau. The War at that time 
employed him fo much, in fitting himſelf 
for the military Glories which had been fo 
long hereditary to the Names he bore, that 
he gave very little Attention to the great 
Domains to which he was left Heir. Youn 
as he was, he commanded the Dutch Intan- 
try at the Battle of Malplaguet, and, by his 
Conduct and perſonal Bravery, gained im- 
mortal Honour; but, unhappily for Eu- 
rope, he was accidentally drowned in July 
1711. Upon the 1ſt September, N. S. fol- 
lowing, his Widow Mary Louiſa, Daugh- 
ter of Charles Landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel, 
brought forth a poſthumous Son, the pre- 
ſent moſt illuſtrious Prince of Orange and 
Naſſau, William Charles Henry Friſo. 
his long Minority again ſucceeding, the 
Affair of the Heritage and of the Marqui- 
ſate lay pretty much dormant, until the 
Prince came to be of Age, which was in the 
Year 1732, when his firlt Care was to ac- 
commodate Matters, in an amicable Man- 
ner, with the late King of Pruſſia, and a 
Partition was made betwixt them; by which 
the Marquiſate of Campvere was allotted to 
the Prince of Orange. All this while the 
Repreſentatives of the ſix voting Towns of 
Zealand, Middleburgh, Campvere, Fluſhing, 
Goes, Zirrikzee and Tholen, had accuſtomed 


they had renounced, 


th 


Province, and had no !Inclination to intro- 
duce. again into the Aſſembly of the States 
the Voice of the Nobles, which the Prince 
of Orange would undoubtedly claim as his 
Right, as ſoon as he ſhould be inveſted in 
the Marquiſate ; and therefore, to preſerve 
entire to themſelves the Power which they 
enjoyed, they attempted a very extraotdi- 
nary Exertion of Sovereignty, even to an- 
nihilate the Marquiſate. Accordingly, by 
a very ſolemn Act, they appropriated the 
Domains to themſelves, and diveſted the 
Prince of all the Prerogatives which he 
might pretend to upon that Score, 
ſame time, to indemnify him (as they called 
it) they propoſed an Equivalent in Money, 
and depoſited for him, in the Bank of 
Middleburgh, 100,000 Rixdollars. The 
Prince made many Remonſtrances againſt 
theſe Proceedings, and rejected the Money 
with Scorn, though the States profered to 
double it, or even to increaſe it to any Sum, 
if he would ſubmit it to an Arbitration. 
This his Highneſs would never confent to; 
and ſo the Matter remained until the Year 
1747, when he was not only reſtored to the 
Marquiſate, but made Stadtholder, Admi- 
ral and Captain General of, all the Seven 
Provinces, 

Campvere, the Scots Staple Town, had 
the Honour to ſet the Example to the whole 
Republick, in bringing about this great E- 
vent. A minute Detail of what paſſed, up- 


on this Occaſion, in Zealand, would make 


too long a Digreſſion from our chief Pur- 
poſe. Let it only be mentioned in general, 
that when the Succeſs of the French Arms, 
in the Netherlands, had not only carried the 
Dutch Barrier, Town after Town, but alſo 
ſubjected all Auſtrian Flanders, and Auſtrian 
Brabant, and from the different Garriſons 
carried a great Part of the Dutch Army Pri- 
ſoners of War, the French Miniſtry ſeemed 
to think it needleſs to cajole the Dutch any 
longer. They opened the Campaign 1747, 
by ſending a numerous Army into Dutch 
Flanders, where none of the PFortreſſes 
were tolerably provided for Defence, and 
threatened an immediate Invaſion of Zealand, 
which had neither Fortreſſes, Ships nor 
Troops to defend it. The Intention ſeemed 
to be, to frighten' or force the Zealanders to 
conſent to a Neutrality, to which ſome of 
the other Provinces had already conſented. 
Proper Veſſels had been ſecretly provided at 
Ghent, Bruges, Blankenburg and Oſtend, for 
the Expedition to Zealand, as ſoon as the 
principal Fortreſſes ſhould fall. The Alarm 
was ſudden, and the Terror of the Zealand- 
ers very great; hut Means were found to 
keep up their Spirits, by Aſſurances of im- 
mediate Succour of Englifh Ships of War; 
and at that time, as every Day was pro- 
ductive of Tidings of the Progreſs and Pre- 
parations of the French, which were indu- 
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ſtriouſly magnified hy their proper Inſtru- 
mints, fo at, Day produced new Grounds 
of Dependence upon Briiiſb Protection, and 
Winds and Weather were ſo favourable, 
that, in leſs than a Week after the firſt A- 
larm, no leſs than 27 Engliſh Ships and Vel- 
ſels of War and Tenders, three Battalions 
of Britiſh Foot, and a Company of Arrtil- 
lery, were proviſionally aſſembled from 
England, and from Sea, for their Defence. 
This made the Hearts of the Zealanders oy 
flow with Gratitude to his Majeſty, an 
conſequently made their Minds ſuſceptible 
of Influence from his Servants, and other 
Well-wiſhers to the common Cauſe. They 
opened their Eyes to ſee the Falſhood of 
the Deluſions of France, which had made 
the Rulers of the Republick too tamely 
bear ſo many Indignities during the Courſe 
of the War, until their proper Territories, 
were expoſed to this Inſult, and themſelves 
to this Fright, from which their faithful Al- 
lies were ſo opportunely relieving them. 
They reſolved upon a total Change of the 
Adminiſtration of Government, by calling 
a Stadtholder to their Head, as their Fore- 
fathers uſed to do in Caſes of Extremity. 
The Invaſion of Dutch Flanders was upon 
the 17th of April, N. S. the Alarm in Zea- 
land upon the 18th, and that ſame Day Aſ- 
ſurances of Britih Succour were given to 
the States. Next Day the Ships and Vel- 
ſels came from the Oſtend Station into Fluſb- 
ing Road. Upon the 2oth, 21ſt and 22d, 
other Cruizers came in from Sea. Upon 
the 23d, Commodore Mitebel arrived with 
the whole Squadron from the Downs. Up- 
on the 24th, the Fleet of Tranſports, with 
the Troops, came in Sight. Upon the 
25th, the Prince of Orange was declared at 
Campvere. Upon the 26th and 27th, the 
other Towns of Zealand did the ſame; fo 
that, upon the 28th, he was unanimouſly 
declared, in the Aſſembly of the States, 
Stadtholder, High Admiral, and Captain 
General of Zealand. The other Provinces 
followed the Example with a Quickneſs 
that aſtoniſhed the World, no leſs than the 
firſt Appearance of the true Patriot Spirit 
of the Zelanders had done. His Serene 
Highneſs appeared in his high Characters, 
firſt in Zealand, and honoured Campvere, 
before the other Towns, with his Preſence. 
He took his Seat in the Aſſembly of the 
States, and appointed to repreſent him, as 
firſt Noble of the Province, the Baron Van 
Borſelen, a collateral Branch of the antient 
Family, the Alliance of which, with the 
Royal Family of Scotland, gave Occaſion to | 
the firſt Settlement of the Staple at Camp- 
vere. 

But to return, The Scots Staple having 
been ſettled at Campvere in 1444, as has 
been aid, the Trade flouriſhed ſo well, and 
the Port was found ſo convenient for it, that 
no Attempt was made to remove it, until

two Years thereafter, in 1541, another 
Contract was concluded with Middelburgh 
in Zealand, by Andrew Moubray and James 
Henryſon, as Deputies from the Town of E- 
dinburgh. | | 

By the Narrative of this Contract it ap- 
pears, that it had proceeded upon an In- 
vitation from the Town of Middelburg, and 
the Terms were very advantageous, but it 
never took Effect; at leaſt there are no 
Veſtiges, either in the Records of Middel- 
burgh, or of the Conſervator's Office at the 
Staple Port, that it ever did; and it is cer- 
tain, that a very few Years thereafter, in 
1548, the Scots Staple was flouriſhing at 
Campvere. | 

At that Time the Emperor Charles V. So- 
vereign of the Netherlands, was ingaged in 
his Wars with Francis I. of France, u 
whom the Engliſh likewiſe made War. The 
Scots, as uſual, aſſiſted the French ; but, in 
the Netherlands, they were conſidered as 
Neutrals, and were allowed the full and free 
Injoyment of their Privileges in Trade, un- 
til they raſhly made themſelves Principals 
in the War. In the Year 1548, a rich Eng- 
li Ship bound from Antwerp to Newcaſtle, 
having ſtopt Tide in the Road of Campvere, 
the Scots Sailors, then at their Staple Port, 
ſurpriſed the Ship in a piratical Manner, and 
carried her to Scotland. This daring Inſult, 
and Breach of the Peace within a Sove- 
reign's Territory, produced an immediate 
Declaration of War, or, at leaſt, an Order 
of the Emperor to all his Subjects in the 
Netherlands, to equip and make Repriſals 
upon the Scots. The Scots likewiſe equip- 
ped, and were ſo much ſuperior at Sea, 
(which will now hardly gain Credit) that 
they not only confined the Dutch and Fle- 
miſh Privateers in their Harbours, but inter- 
rupted the Trade of three of the Provin- 
ces, Flanders, Zealand, and Holland, and of 
the great City Antwerp itſelt. There was a 
total Interruption of their own Trade to the 
Staple Port; but, upon the general Peace, 
they were, in 1551, reſtored to their for- 
mer Privileges, and the Scots Trade flou- 
riſhed again at Campvere, a ſtrict Obſer- 

| Vance 
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vance of the Staple having been injoined 
by ſundry Proclamations of Queen Mary. 

The next Interruption of the Staple was 
in the Year 1572, upon Occaſion of the 
Revolt from the Spaniſh Tyranny. Ca 
vere. was then the ſecond Town in the Ne. 
therlands that ſhook off the Yoke, and did 
it in a Manner which made it impoſſible to 
carry on any Trade there for ſome Years. 
The Circumſtances were theſe: Don Juan 
Pacicco, a Relation of Duke d' Alva, bein 
a Governor of Flying under him, he uſed 
the Inhabitants moſt barbarouſly, ſo that 
they were at laſt drove to Deſpair. He was 
daily hanging up, without Ceremony, ma- 
ny innocent Men, and, at laſt, to ſtrike the 
greater Terror, he erected a Gallows of an 
extraordinary Height, in the Market · place 
of Flyfhing, on which he purpoſed to han 
a conſiderable Man of the Town. The 
whole Inhabitants diſcovered ſo much An- 
xiety to ſave this Man, that the Governor, 
to ſecure the Execution, thought proper to 
order, from the oppoſite Shore in Flanders, 
ſome Companies ot Spaniſb J roops to rein- 
force his Garriſon. Upon Approach of the 
Veſſels with theſe Troops, the Burghers 
run to Arms, drew their Chain before their 
Harbour, and ſhut their Ports, cutting to 

Pieces every thing that oppoſed them, and 
hung up Pacicco, Haman like, upon the 
Gallows which he had erected. 

The Inhabitants of Campvere were keen 
in the ſame Cauſe ; but being over-awed, 
durſt not, by themſelves, attempt any Thing. 
Wherefore twa Companies of Fluſhing 
Burghers came by Conſent to their Aſſiſt- 
ance, the one by Water, and the other b 
Land; and, with this friendly Help, they 
drove out the Spaniſh Faction, and likewiſe 
ſhut their Ports to ſtop the Re-entrance of 
Tyranny. 

Thus theſe two little Towns, without 
any near Proſpect of Aſſiſtance, (the Prince 
of Orange being then only railing Troops 
in Holland) not only bid Defiance to the 
mighty Power of the Spaniſb Monarchy, but 
expoſed themſelves to the daily Hoſtilities 
of all the Towns around them, which 
were ſoon filled with ſtrong Spaniſh Garri- 
ſons, and, in particular, to the large City 
Middelburgh, lying betwixt them, at three 
or four Miles Diſtance from each; and ſo 
Campvere became a very unſafe Place for the 
Continuance of the Scots Staple Trade. 

The Conſervator and Factors immedi- 
ately removed with their Effects to Bruges, 
where they got their antient Privileges re- 
ſtored to them; and the Expedition made 
in ſecuring the Scots Effects upon this Occa- 
ſion, with little or no Interruption of the 
Trade, is a good Evidence of the Advan- 
tage in having a well regulated Factory a- 
broad: For, as the Revolt of Fluſbing was 
upon the firſt Day of May, and the Revolt 
of Campvere upon the 3d, ſo the Act of the 
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Burghermaſters and Council of Bruges, re- 
ſtoring the Scots to their antient Privileges, 
and promiſing Protection, is dated toward 
the End of that ſame Month. 

As this memorable War ſoon ſpread it- 
ſelf over the whole Provinces, Bruges be- 
came likewiſe.an unſafe Place for our Settle- 
ment; ſo that, in the Year 1574, there was 
a Reſolution taken, in the Convention of 
Burrows, to fix the Staple at Calais pro- 


g | viſionally, until Peace and Safety ſhould be 


reſtored in the Netherlands, But the War 
g ſooner removed from the Province 
of Zealand, and the Navigation of the Scheld 
ſooner ſecured than the firſt weak Attempts 
for Liberty gave ground to hope, the Staple 
was re-eſtabliſhed at Campvere; and, in the 
Year 1578, a Contract was made in very 


g\| ample Form; Mr. Henry Niſbet of Edin- 


burgh, and George Hacket Conſervator, be- 


| ing Commiſſioners from the Burrows. This 


Contract was inforced by ſeveral Acts of 
Parliament, and Acts of Burrows, for the 
ſtrict Obſervance of the Staple Port. 

In the Year 1611, there was a Propoſal 
in the Convention to remove the Staple to 
Middelburgh, and the King's Conſent there- 
to was obtained, but it did not take Effect; 
for, in the next Year 1612, a new Contract 
was made with the Town of Campvere; Da- 
vid Aikenhead, of Edinburgh, and William 
Goldman of Dundee, aſſiſted by the Conſer- 
vator Sir Robert Denniſton, being Commiſſi- 
oners from the Burrows, 

The Narrative of this Contract proceeds 
upon the Conſideration of the very antient 
Alliances, as well betwixt the Princes as be- 


y | twixt the People on both Parts; and the 


ſucceeding Records of the Burrows for ma- 
ny Years ſhow the great Attention given to 
this advantageous Settlement, in well regu- 
lating every Thing relating to it. 

The Privileges obtained were ſo great, 
that, though the Burrows were courted b 
Middelburgb, Roterdam, and other Places, it 
does not appear that they ever had any 
real Deſign or Inclination to change the 
Staple Port. 

It is true, that, in the Year 1632, they 
ordered their Conſervator Mr. Patrick Drum- 
mond, to treat with Mrddelburgh and other 
Places; but this Order ſeems to have been 
given only to inforce a very poſitive Letter 
about Redreſs of Grievances, which the 
wrote, at the ſame time, to the Magiſtrates 
of Campvere, who had been ſlack in an- 
ſwering former Letters upon the Subject. 

The Staple continued to flouriſh, and the 
Factory became rich, and in ſo great Cre- 
dit, that they were of great Conſequence in 
the Troubles of Britain, which fell out a- 
bout the Middle of the laſt Century. And 
here it may be mentioned for their Honour, 
that from firſt to laſt they continued zeal- 


ouſly attached to the true Principles of Li- 
berty, the great Cauſe then in Queſtion. 
| They 
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They were of Conſequence in this Cauſe, 
by turniſhing Arms, Artillery, Ammuni- 


tion, and all the Implements of War, to an 
immenſe Value, to thoſe, and thoſe alone, 


who ſeemed to have the Rights of the 


People in View: | | | 
We find that fo early as the Year 1638, 


the Convention of Burrows ordered them 


15,000 l. in Payment of the Arms they had 
already furniſhed to the State. They fur- 
niſhed afterwards the Army which marched 
into England, to give Countenance to the 
juſt Demands of the Engliſb Parliament, for 
Redreſs of Grievances ; and likewiſe furniſh- 
ed the Engliſh Army for ſome Years, as 
long as it could be properly called the Par- 
liament's. But as ſoon as that Army loſt 
Sight of the Cauſe of Liberty, for which 
they were inliſted, and ſet up themſelves and 
their General in place of King and Parlia- 
ment, they joined in every Indeavour to re- 
ſtore the Royal Family. A great Man the 
Uſurper certainly was; glorious he was ma- 
king himſelf by doing real Good to the Na- 
tions over which he had uſurped the Domi- 
nion, and he ſoon became a Dread to all the 
Nations around him; yet {ſtill the Scots 
Staple Factory dared to furniſh Arms and 
warlike Stores for every (Attempt to pull 
him down; and, in particular, the Arms 
and Arrtillery that were left in the fatal 
Fields of Dunbar and Worceſter, were fur- 
niſhed by them, 

The Zeal of the Factory for the Reſto- 
ration of the Royal Family was ſo great, 
that after they had ſtretched their Credit as 
far as it would go, to furniſh Arms for King 
Charles II. his fatal Expedition to Scotland 
in 1652, they mortgaged even their Dwel- 
ling Houſes in Campvere to raiſe a ready 
Sum to releaſe his Majeſty's Equipage, when 
it was arreſted at Breda, juſt as he was ready 
to ſet out. It is odd, that none of the nu- 
merous Hiſtorians of theſe Times ever 
thought it material to inquire into the Ways 
and Means by which the Engl; Parliament 
Army, for a Time, and the Scots Preſbyte- 
rian Army, firſt and laſt, got ſuch Quan- 
tities of Arms and Ammunition to ſuch im- 
menſe Values as they muſt have been. But 
many curious Particulars relating to this are 
to be found in a Manuſcript Journal of Sir 
Thomas Cunningham Conſervator; where it 
likewiſe appears, that there never was Pay- 
ment made for what was furniſhed to the 
Service of Charles II. not even after the Re- 
ſtoration. Mr, Cunningham indeed got the 
Honour of Knighthood conferred upon him, 
as a ſufficient Recompence tor his good Ser- 
vices in almoſt ruining his own Family, and 


influencing his Friends to ruin theirs, to the 


irreparable Loſs of the Factory. 

It is not found, that Cromwels War with 
the Dutch gave any Interruption to the Scots 
Staple Trade; but King Charless Wars 
with them put an entire Stop to it. 


| 
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Upon Concluſion 6f the Peace at Breda, 
the Burrows immediately thought of renew- 
ing their Staple Contrath The Town of 
Rotterdam was very forward in making ad- 
vantageous Propoſals, which were commu- 
nicated to them by Sir William Davidſon Con- 
ſervator. | 

The Town of Campvere likewiſe offered 
to renew the former Contract, and the Bur- 
rows would willingly have contracted with 
either of theſe Towns, but the Intrigues of 
the famous De Wits, at the Court of King 


Charles, carried it in favours of the Town 


of Dort, againſt the real Intereſt of Scotland, 
Campvere was to be demoliſhed, as the 
Prince of Orange was Marquis of it; but 
Dort was their own Town. 

The Commiſſioners of the Burrows, up- 
on this Occaſion, were Walter Chieſiy and 
Alexander Sandilands of Edinburgh, and Pa- 
trick Threpland of Perth; and their Iaſtru- 
ctions were, that, in caſe the King ſhould 
leave the Choice of the Place to their E- 
lection, they ſhould chuſe the moſt advan- 
tageous, taking into Conlideration the Con- 
venience of the Situation, as well as the 
Terms offered; and, if they ſhould find theſe 
Conſiderations equal, to give the Preference 
to Campvere. But that, in caſe his Ma- 


jeſty ſhould determine the Place, they ſhould 


only treat with the Repreſentatives of that 
Place, and break off the Treaty, it they 
would not give as good Terms as any other. 
Sir William Davidſon was Commiſſioner, 
from the King, and his Orders, ſigned by 
Lauderdale, were poſitive for Dort. Ac- 
cordingly a Contract with Dort was con- 
cluded in the 1668. How Sir William Da- 
vidſon was rewarded, is not known ; but the 
three Commiſſioners of the Burrows had 
600 J. Sterl. paid them; a much greater 
Sum in theſe Days than it is now. 

This unlucky Contract made the firſt Di- 
viſion of the Scots Factory in the Nether- 
lands; till now it had remained an united 
well regulated Body, to promote the Trade 
of their Country; but, upon this Occaſion, 
it became greatly diſunited. All the World 
ſaw, that the real Intereſt of the Scots 
Trade was very little taken into Conſidera- 
tion, in making this Change of the Staple 
Port: Politicks of another Nature furniſh- 
ed the Motives ; ſo that it is no Wonder 
that ſome of the Factors remained at Camp- 
vere, ſome removed to Dort, and ſome to 
Rotterdam; and ſo the Scots Staple Trade 
was firſt diſperſed. 

It was ſoon found by Experience, that 
Dort was an inconvenient Place tor the 
Staple Port; and the Burrows were not long 
in taking Meaſures to re-eſtabliſh it at Camp- 
vere. Mr. Henry Wilkie, Conſervator, was 
appointed their Commiſſioner for that Pur- 
poſe, in the 1675; and next Year, a new 
Contract with Campvere was made for the 


Space 
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Space of 21 Years, which was afterwards 
ratified by the King, in July 1676. 

Several Acts of the Burrows were made 
for the ſtrict Obſervance of the Staple ; but 
the Factory continued divided betwixt Rot- 
terdam and Campvere; and the Flight of 
many of our perſecuted Countrymen from 
Scotland to Rotterdam, where they found 
Protection, greatly increaſed their Num- 
ber there; while Sir James Kennedy, the ſuc- 
ceeding Conſervator, having been amongſt 
the firſt of the Courtiers who compliment- 
ed King James with his Religion, was an 
improper Miniſter to draw many Scotſmen 
to the Staple Port. He died about the 
Time of the Revolution, and was ſucceed- 
ed by Sir Andrew Kennedy of Clowburn, a 
Gentleman of quite a different Stamp in Re- 
ligion and Politicks ; and under his Admi- 
niſtration the Staple recovered conſiderably 
for ſome Years. , 

As the Contract 1676, was to expire in 
1697, Sir Andrew was commiſſioned by the 
Burrows to renew it, and a new Contract, 
for 21 Years, was concluded at the Hague 
in December, that Year in moſt ample Form. 
King William, as Marquis of Campvere by 
his Deputies, and the Magiſtrates of Camp- 
vere by their Deputies, were Contracters on 
one Part, and the Royal Burrows by their 
Deputy Sir Andrew Kennedy were Contract- 
ers on the other Part. This Contract was 
ſoon after ratified by King William as King 
of Scotland, and by the States of Zealand as 
Sovereigns of the Province, and as it has 
in it a Clauſe of Prolongation, the Parties 
have thought fit to renew it with Additions, 
at different Times, ſo that it continues in 
full Force to this Day. 

Soon after the making of this Contract, 
Some unlucky Differences happened with the 
Magiſtrates of Campvere; ſo that in the 
Year 1702, the Burrows thought it neceſſa- 
ry to ſend Commiſſioners to compoſe them. 
The Commiſſioners were Provoſt Oliphant 
of Perth, and Provoſt Alardes of Aberdeen, 
and a formal Contract of Agreement was 
concluded in Auguſt that Year. But ſome 
Differences of the Factors amongſt them- 
ſelves, and with the Conſervator, continued 
and came to a great Height, to the great 
Detriment of the Trade; and when the U- 
nion of Scotland with England had put a 
Stop to the Exportation of Wool and Skins, 
which were then the chief Staple Commo- 
dities, no proper Meaſures could be unani- 
mouſly concerted to make the Staple Port 
{erviceable for the other Trade of Scotland. 
Another unlucky Circumſtance, which in- 
creaſed the Diviſions of the Factory, and 
hindered the due Attention that ſhould 
have been given to the general Good, was, 
that Sir Alexander Cumin of Coulter got, by 
Surprize, a gift of the Office of Conſerva- 
tor from Queen Anne, which engaged Sir 
Andrew Kennedy, who had his Commiſſion 
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for Life, into an expenſive and very tedious 
Law Proceſs with him. All theſe unlucky 
Things concurring, the Staple Trade was, 
in a few Years, reduced to almoſt nothing. 
Mr. Andrew Kennedy, who ſucceeded his 
Father Sir Andrew in the Office, deſpaired 
of recovering the Trade, and ſq the Staple 
Port continued, during his Life, of little 
Avail for the Purpoſes for which it was in- 
tended. However, as the Contract 16 
was to expire in 1718, the Burrows thought 
proper to have it renewed ; and accordingly 
It was renewed, with Amplifications, for an- 


| other Space of 21 Years, Mr. Andrew Ken- 


nedy, Conſervator, being their Commiſſion- 


er for that Purpoſe. 


In the Year 1725, the States General 
made a new Regulation as to the Importa- 
tion and Exportation of Goods greatly re- 


ducing the Duties, which made the total 


Exemption of Duties at the Staple Port of 
leſs Conſideration than formerly. And, up- 
on this Occaſion, the Scots Merchants at 
Rotterdam, (who had drawn almoſt all the 
Trade) did not fail to repreſent, that the 
Privileges at Campvere were now of little or 
no Service for the Scots Trade; but the con- 
trary has ſince been made to appear. 

Upon the Death of Andrew Kennedy, Eſq; 
Archibald Mac Aulay, Eſq; was appointed 
Lord Conſervator in 1727. He found 
the Staple Port only frequented by a very 
tew Ships from Aberdeen yearly, with their 
Manufactures, and little known to the reſt 
of Scotland; but having given Attention 
to the Duties of his Office, and, above all, 
having cultivated a good Underſtanding, and 
even an intimate Friendſhip with the Magi- 
ſtrates of Campvere, and with the Factors, 
the Trade to the Stapie Port has been year- 
ly increaſing ever ſince. The Advantages 
of ſuch Privileges as we injoy, are more and 
more known by Experience, and the Num- 
ber of Factors increaſed, and is ſtill increa- 
ſing. | 

As the Contract 1718, was to expire in 
the Year 1739, the Rotterdamers were form- 
ing Schemes to prevent the Renewal of it; 
but the Royal Burrows being timeouſly ad- 
vertiſed of this, they commiſſioned, in 1736, 
the Lord Conſervator Mac Aulay to negoti- 
ate with the Magiſtrates of Campvere a Pro- 
longation of the Contract. This was done 
with ſo much Expedition, that, before the 
adverſe Schemes could be brought to bear, 
a new Contract of Prolongation, for the 
Space of 21 Years longer, was concluded 
in Ofober that Year, with ſome Amplifica- 


tions that have ſince been found of great 


Conſequence, TT 
During the late War, the Staple Trade 
ſuffered conſiderably for Want of regular 
Convoy, Our Ships indeed got frequently 
Convoy homewards, ſometimes of Dutch 
Men of War going caſually to the North- 


| ward, and ſometimes of Engliſb Men of 


Fffff War, 
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War, that were ordered to Campuere for 
that Service. And it is true, that, in the 
Beginning of the Year 1743, a regular Con- 
voy: was ordered by the Lords. Commiſſi- 
oners of the Admiralty, and a numerous 
Fleet was convoyed home in the Summer 
that Vear: But, before the outward bound 
Ships were aſſembled, the deteſted Rebelli- 
on broke out, and the Men of War, were 
more. neceſſarily employed in guarding our 
Coaſts, and cutting off the Communication, 
betwixt the Enemy and their Tools in Scot- 


Zealand refuſed to fulfil an Article of the 
Contract, by which they are obliged, in 
Time of War, to give Convoy for the Staple 
Trade twice a-Year, Prope 
frequently made to them, but they alledged 
that they were ſtill at Peace with France, 
and durſt not give Offence : But as ſoon as 
the Adminiſtration of the Republick was 
changed, the ſtipulated Convoy would have 
been readily granted, but then it was out 
of their Power to give it, as all the Ships 
they could equip, together with a ſtrong 
Squadron of Engliſh Men of War, were 
found neceſſary to cover the Province of 
Zealand. However, as ſoon as a Veſſel 
could be ſpared from that neceſſary Service, 
a Frigat was appointed by the Prince of O- 
range, as High Admiral, to convoy home 
the Scots Ships then at Campvere, and to aſ- 
ſemble in Scotland, and bring back the 
Trade; and, had the War continued long- 
er, a regular Convoy would have been con 
tinued of ſuch Force, and at ſuch Times as 
the Conſervator or his Depute ſhould inti- 
mate to his Serene Highneſs. | 

The Royal Burrows, in their general 
Convention 1748, taking into Conſidera- 
tion the great Obligations which the Lovers 
of Liberty every where owe to the Princes 
of the illuſtrious Houſe of Orange, who 
have, in all Ages, been Champions in that 
glorious Cauſe ; that the Kingdoms of Br:- 
tain, in particular, owe their Religion and 
Liberty to the Interpoſition of a Prince of 
Orange, and that to the preſent moſt illu- 
ſtrious Prince, to his vigorous Meaſures, 
and Unanimity of Councils with his Maje- 
ſty, it is, in a great meaſure, owing, that 
we have the Bleſſings of Peace reſtored to 
us; they therefore reſolved to ſend Depu- 
ties of their Number to compliment his Se- 
rene Highneſs upon his Promotion to the 
high Dignities of his Family; and, for that 
Purpoſe, they appointed the Right Hon. 
George Drummond, Eſq; then Lord Provoſt 
of Edinburgh, and the Lord Conſervator 
Mac Aulay, preſent Provoſt, their Commil- 
ſioners. They were charged, at the ſame 
time, with another Commiſſion, to nego- 
tiate a Prolongation of the Staple Contract, 
and to procure the Prince's Ratification of 
it, as Marquis of Campvere. 

Their Lordſhips were received at Camp-

The Commiſſioners had diſtinguiſhing 
Honours. conferred upon. them by their Se- 


rene and Royal Highneſſes, during their 


Stay at the Hague, where, in a few Days, 
a Prolongation of the Staple Contract, for 
the Space of Twenty one Years after the 
Expiration of the preſent was concluded. 
The Town of Rotterdam took the Alarm as 
uſual, and plotted, in a very ſtrong Man- 
ner, to influence the Prince not to ratify it : 
But his Serene Highneſs gave Proof of the 
Sincerity with which he had profeſſed that 
he would give conſtant Attention to the In- 
tereſt of the Burrows. He ſigned the Ra- 
tification in moſt ample Form. 

When the Commiſſioners reported the 
Succeſs of their Negotiation to the general 
Convention 1749, Orders were given to 
print the ſeveral Contracts at preſent ſubſiſt. 
ing; and for the Information of a great 
many of the Burrows, in their own Matters, 
this Narrative is prefixed, And, it is 
hoped, that the uniform Conduct of the 


Royal Burrows, for ſo many Ages, will 


meet with general Approbation; nay, it is 
hoped, that People of every Turn of Mind 
in Scotland, will here meet with ſomething 
to pleaſe them in their own Way. Such as 
are fond of Antiquities will find, that the 
Scots Staple Factory is the moſt antient 
Settlement of the kind, now ſubſiſting, any 
where in the World. Such as are pleaſed 
with diſtinguiſhing Honours to their Coun- 
try will find, that the Scots Privileges in 
the Netherlands are the moſt honourable that 
ever were granted to any Nation in that, or 
perhaps any other Country. The diligent 
Merchant will find, how theſe Privileges 
may be uſed for his Advantage; and the 
anxious Heart, for future Generations, 
will rejoice, that theſe moſt antient, ho- 
nourable and valuable Privileges are, by 
the great Care of the Burrows, put in a fair 
Way to be tranſmitted to diſtant Poſterity.

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Agreements, entered into and made with 
the Town of Campvere, have, for many 
Years, enjoyed the Privileges, Freedoms 
and Immunities in their Trade, and Eſta- 
bliſhments of their Staple Court, in the ſaid 
Town of Campvere; and now the Royal 
Burrows of the ſaid Kingdom of Scotland, 
for the good Amity and Correſpondence 
that formerly has been betwixt them and 
the ſaid Town of Campvere; having been 
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regni negotiis intra integros ſeptemdecim 
Belgii provinciarum limites; ipſique damus 
et concedimus prædicta munera et officia, 
non minore poteſtatis privilegii, juris et li- 
bertatis amplitudine, quam quivis alius 
conſervator ſeu reſidens, quovis tempore 
præterito, potitus eſt; et ſpeciatim cum 
poteſtate illi, deputatos ſuos, unum ſeu 
plures, in dictis officiis, (pro quibus reſpon- 
dere tenebitur) cum clericis, miniſtris, aſ- 


pleaſed to continue the Scots Staple there, and | ſeſſoribus, omnibuſque aliis curiæ officiariis,

in caſe of Incivility, Contention, Oppoſi- 
tion or Reſiſtance, the ſaid Magiſtrates of 
Campvere ſhall afford the Conſervator or his 
Depure, all Help and Aſſiſtance to bring the 
Oftender to uſual and deſerved Puniſhment 
and that all Acts, Ordinances, Sentences, 
and Decreets made and giyen in the Con- 
ſervator's Court, as alſo all Certificates and 
Letters Teſtimonial, given, acknowledged 
and granted under the Hand of the Con- 
ſervator, or his Depute and Secretary, with 
tie Office-Seal thereto affixed or appended, 
{hall be holden and eſteemed, in all Caſes, 
either Civil or Criminal, as obliging, legal 
and authentick, to all Intents and Purpoſes, 
as any other given and granted by the Ma- 
giſtrates or Judges of this Town, in Caſes 
belonging to their Juriſdiction: And a Lift 
ſhall be given within ſix Weeks, after the 
Approbation of this Contract, of ſuch Per- 
ſons as live under the Scots Court, or there- 
after ſhall come to live from time to time. 

V. If any Queſtion or Action Civil ſhall 
fall out between any of the Scots Nation, 
and any of the Inhabitants of this Town of 
Campvere, either Native or Stranger, in that 
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Caſe the Plaintiff, or firſt Complainer, he 
being a Scotſman, ſhall be obliged, firſt of 
all, to apply himſelf to the Conſervator, or 
his Depute, and being a Dutchman, to the 
Magiſtrates, that there may be Arbitrators 
nominate over the Buſineſs in queſtion ; and 
the ſaid Conſervator, together with the Ma- 
giſtrates ſhall, upon either Side yearly, name 
three Arbitrators, the preſent to include the 
abſent, that may freely cognoſce, arbitrate 
and determine upon the faid Differences; 
and the Sentence and Decreets to paſs by 
them, upon the Agreement or willing Sub- 
miſſion of the Parties, ſhall be holden as 
valid to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if the 
ſame were paſt in Judgment before the Ma- 
giſtrates of this Town, or Conſervator's 
Court; and that all ſuch Decreets and Sen- 
tences arbitral, ſo given, ſhall, with all Ex- 
pedition be put in Execution, according to 
the Privileges of this Town, and Laws ot 
the Country : But in caſe the ſaid Arbiters 
be equal in their Voice one againſt another, 
the Caſe being referred to their Determina- 
tion, then the ſaids Arbitrators ſhall chuſe 
an Umpire that may pronounce the arbitral 
Sentence; and if the {aid Parties will not a- 
gree, then the Caſe may be brought before 
the Judges of this Town, to be determined 
in Preſence, and with the Advice of the 
Conſervator, or his Depute, within fourteen 
Days after that full Probation is made of 
the Cauſe; and if it ſhall happen, that any 
of the Scots Nation ſhall have to do before 
the Lords, States, or Council of Zealand, 
the Lords of Admiralty, or Town Coun- 
cil of Middleburgh, whether it be for ſtay- 
ing of their Ships, confiſcating of their Mer- 
chandiſe, or any other Cauſe whatſoever, in 
that Caſe, the Magiſtrates of the Town of 
Campvere ſhall be obliged to cauſe aſſiſt them 
by their Penſionary, or ſome other of their 
Council, ro the end that thoſe of the Scots 
Nation may be well uſed, and as much fa- 
voured as any of their own Burgeſſes : And 
the Magiſtrates of Campvere are obliged, on 
all Occaſions, to give all dutiful Aſſiſtance 
to thoſe of the Scots Nation, even, and in 
the ſame Manner as their Honours are 0- 


| bliged to do to their own Burgeſſes and In- 


dwellers. 
VI. To the end that the People of the 
Scots Nation be not fruſtrate of the Word of 
Gop, and the Exerciſe of the reformed Re- 
ligion, in their own proper Language, the 
Magiſtrates of the Town of Campvere ſhall 
hereby be obliged, within a Year after ſub- 
ſcribing hereof, to take care that the old 
burnt Church be rebuilt, or otherwiſe, with- 
in two Months, to accommodate the Scots 
Nation with a fit Place wherein to exerciſe 
their Religion, and to furniſh the ſame with 
all Neceſſaries requiſite to the due Order and 
right Adminiſtration of Gop's Service, and 
Exerciſe thereof, according to the Doctrine, 
Service and Diſcipline, acknowledged, pra- 
Ctiſed, 
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ctiſed, and by Law eſtabliſhed within the 


Kingdom of Scotland; as alſo, a fitting 


Church- yard, where the Dead of that Nation, 
and none other (without the Conſent of the 
Conſervator. or his Depute, firſt obtained) 
may be buried, together with ſuch Place in 
the Church, as by the Conſervator, or his 
Depute, ſhall be thought fit, the ſaid Church 
or Place, and Church-yard, to be keeped in 


due Reparation at the * ap of the Town, 
and to be exempted from any Ground-right | 


which may be pretended to be paid, for bu- 
rying within or without the Church, and to 
have the Liberty to bury their Dead at any 
Time of the Day or Night, at their Pleaſure, 
without paying any Fine for the ſame: And 
whereas thoſe of the Scots Nation have (ſince 
the Time their Church was burnt) employ- 
ed, for exerciſing Gop's Service, the Houſe 
belonging to the Scots Poor, ſtanding in the 
Winegaert Street; and that it was the Duty 
of the Magiſtrates to have provided them 
of a Church, yet it is hereby agreed, that, 
for the Rent of the ſaid Houſe, and Repa- 
ration done thereto, nothing ſhall be pre- 
tended, the ſame being hereby diſcharged ; 
but, in lieu thereof, the Magiſtrates of 
Campvere undertake and promiſe to pay the 
yearly Stent impoſed upon the ſaid Houſe 
and Tenement, and that for the Space of 
the enſuing twenty one Years, which is the 
Time of this Contract; and, in like Man- 
ner, the Stents of all Years that are paſſed 
ſince the burning of the foreſaid Church, till 
the Date of the Ratification of this Contract : 
And, moreover, that the Obligations be- 
longing to the Scots Poor, and at preſent in 


the Cuſtody of the Town of Campvere, ſhall 


forthwith be delivered over to the Lord 
Conſervator, and to Mr. Thomas Hogg, pre- 
ſent Miniſter of the Scots Nation, with Pay- 
ment of all the Intereſt that has been recei- 
ved ſince the very firſt Time that thoſe O- 
bligations came into the Hands of the ho- 
nourable Magiſtrates. Which Delivery of 
the ſaid Obligations, and bygone Intereſt, 
the Magiſtrates of Campvere have performed 
to the foreſaid Lord Conſervator, and Mi- 
niſter of the Scots Nation, conform to 
the Accompt current of the ſame, and 
wherefore the ſaid Conſervator and Mini- 
ſter have given Acquittance. As allo, to 
have a Miniſter, Precentor, and Clerk, for 
the Service' of the ſaid Staple Church, ac- 


. cording to their reſpective Callings. And 


the ſaid Miniſter being duly admitted, the 
Town ſhall provide, that the Miniſter ſhall 


. . . I 
receive his yearly Salary and Maintenance, 


in the ſame Manner as it is now paid; and 
that they ſhall uſe their utmoſt Endeavours 
to obtain for, and cauſe be paid a fit Salary 
to the Precentor and Clerk; and if it ſhall ſo 
happen that the foreſaid Congregation ſhall 


ſo increaſe, that it ſhould be found neceſſa- 


ry to have a ſecond Miniſter for Aſſiſtance, 
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his Maintenance ſhall be at the Charge of 
the Scots Nation. 81 

VII. For the better preventing and 
eviting of all Perils and Dangers that may 
be in the Incoming to this Port, the Ma- 
giſtrates are hereby obliged to entertain 
continually the Marks, Beacons, Tuns 
and Buoys; at the Entry of, and within 
the Channel leading to this Town, in all 
Places where it ſhall be found needful; 
and alſo, that knowing and experienced 
Pilots and Pinkmen be appointed to bring 
in and out the Ships belonging to the Scots 
Staple (at the Charge of the Employers) 
in ſtormy, miſty, and dark Weather; and 
as oft as the ſaid Pilots ſhall be employed 


and made uſe of, but not otherwiſe in any 


Sort, their Salaries ſhall be paid, conform 
to the Regulation, in ordinary Occaſions, 
made by the Magiſtrates, together with the 
Conſervator, or his Depute; and if, through 
Tempeſt or ſtormy Weather, any Ship of 
the Scots Nation be in Danger, and for 
their Safety the Skipper be compelled or 
neceſſitate to promiſe to the Pilots any ex- 
orbitant Pilotage by them required, for in- 
bringing of the ſaid Ships, in that Caſe, the 
Skipper, when arrived, ſhall not be obliged 
to pay all that was promiſed, but the Ma- 
giſtrates of this Town ſhall moderate the 
ſamen conform to Equity and Reaſon, 
whereby all Extortion, in ſuch Caſes, may 
be prevented, | 

VIII. To the Intent the Ships of the Scots 
Nation, coming to the ſaid Town of Camp- 
vere, may be well accommodate with a large 
and ſpacious Haven and Key, for the keep- 
ing, lying and livering of the ſaid Ships 
and Goods, the Magiſtrates are hereby ob- 
liged to appoint for them the whole Key 
wherewith the Scots Ships have been ſerved 
in Time bygone, from the great Bridge till 
oppoſite to the Houſe of the Heer Bailiw 
de Konink, formerly the Houſe called the 
Oliphant, and that the ſame be keeped free 
only for the Uſe of thoſe of the Scots Nati- 
on, provided with Pales or Poſts, Crans, 
good Help and Aſſiſtance of Boats, Duc- 
Boats and Lighters, eſpecially in Time of 
Froſt, and, when Ships cannot come to the 
Haven, that there be appointed a good 
Number of Sledges, Waggons, and La- 
bourers for the timely loading and unload- 
ing of their Ships and Goods, which La- 
bourers Hire ſhall be regulate by the Con- 
ſervator and Magiſtrates of this Town : 
And if it ſhall ſo happen, that the Haven, 
ſo provided by the Magiſtrates, be not ſuf- 
ficient to contain all the Number of the 
Scots Ships that ſhall happen to come, in 
that caſe the Magiſtrates ſhall cauſe accom- 
modate them with ſo much more Place as 
ſhall be needful, by cauſing their Haven- 
maſter remove all other Ships from the 
Shore, to the End there may no Controver- 


ly fall out betwixt the Mariners of the Scots 
| Nation, 
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Nation, and thoſe of other Nations. And 
the Magiſtrates ſhall take ſuch Order, in 
this Point, that thoſe of the Scots Nation 
may have no Cauſe to complain; and the 
Haven-maſter ſhall be ordained by the Ma- 
giſtrates, to keep the ſaids Havens and Keys 
void and clear, that the Ships of the Scots 
Nation may commodiouſly load and unload, 
without Hinderance or Moleſtation : The 
Haven-maſter ſhall likewiſe take care, that, 
on all Occaſions, when the Scots Ships are 
coming in or going out, the Haven ſhall 
be patent and open to them without any 
Impediment. And if the Shore-maſters, 
or any in their Name, at any time, ſhall 
waliciouſly caſt, looſe, or cut any Cable or 
Rope, upon the Shore, of any of the Scots 
Ships, he ſhall be puniſhed therefor by the 
Magiſtrates, at the Sight of the Conſerva- 
tor or his Depute : And if the Magiſtrates 
or Shore-maſter fail in any of this Article, 
the Magiſtrates to be liable for all Coſt 
and Skaith incurred thereby. | 

IX. Thar the Merchants of the Scots Na- 
tion, coming to this Town, may, in their 
Negotiations, be well ſerved with Pioneers, 
Labourers and Workmen, and with Cel- 
lars, Warehouſes and Lofts, at reaſonable 
Prices, to be paid by the ſaid Perſons; 
and, in caſe any Burgher or other Inhabi- 
tant ſhall demand of the ſaid Merchants un- 
reaſonable Hire, the Magiſtrates of the 
City ſhall moderate the ſame, and the Hire 
of the Labourers and Workmen ſhall be 
paid according to the Rates that ſhall be a- 
greed on by the Magiſtrates and Conſerva- 
tor, whereof a Liſt for that End ſhall be 
made and publiſhed, viz. for the Sledges, 
Waggons, and Workmen, alſo of the Skip- 
pers of Ships, and Scouts that ſhall go with 
any Goods from the Town to Middleburgb, 
or any other Place within the ſeventeen 
Provinces, which the Skippers, Labourers, 
and Workmen ſhall be holden inviolably to 
obſerve and keep, conform to the Tenor 
of the ſame; and the Skippers of the Ships 
and Scouts to be liable for any Damage ſu- 
ſtained betwixt Middleburgh and any other 
Place, and Campvere, occaſioned by their 
Default : And all Merchandize and Goods, 
livered out of the ſaid Ships, ſhall be car- 
ried and tr hſport d off the Shore in Win- 
ter, before three Hours Afternoon, and in 
Summer before ſix Hours Afternoon. And 
if any of the ſaid Labourers or Workmen 
ſhall commit any Incivility, by Word or 
Deed, tony Merchants, Factors, Skippers, 
Mariners, or other Perſons belonging to 
the Scots Staple, the Magiſtrates ſhall forth- 
with cauſe ſuch to be puniſhed, according 
to the Demerit of the Fact. And in caſe 
any of the Goods or Wares belonging to the 
ſaid Merchants comes to ſuſtain any Da- 
mage or Lols, by the Inadvertency, Wilful- 
neſs and Delay of the Cran-maſter, his Sub- 
ſtitutes, or his Servants by him imployed 
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| for loading and unloading of Skips, the 


Cran-maſter ſhall be obliged to make good 
the ſaid Damage and Loſs ſo occaſioned, 
and, in caſe of Refuſal, ſhall be thefeunto 
compelled by the Magiſtrates z as alſo the 
Workmen and Sledgmen ſhall be obliged 
and conſtrained to make good the Dama- 
ges occaſioned by them. 4 

X. For the better Accommodation of 
thoſe of the Scots Nation within this City, 
there ſhall be provided for, and given to 
them, for their Uſe, a good, large and 
wholeſome Houſe, fit for a Conciergery, 
which Houſe ſhall be free of all Exciſe and 
Impoſts upon all Sorts of Wine or Beer, and 
the Houſe-rent, and Reparation of the ſamen 
Houſe, ſhall be at the Charge and Expence 


of the Town of Campvere, and the Magi- 


ſtrates ſhall ſufficiently repair and dreſs the 
Houſe, that formerly, to the Date hereof, 
has been imployed and made uſe of for thoſe 
of the Scots Nation, and which now is in 
a bad Condition: And in caſe that Houſe, 
after the Reparation that ſhall be made, 
will not be found fit for a Conciergery, the 
Magiſtrates ſhall be obliged to provide, and 
give another and more fit Houſe for a Con- 
ciergery, and to inlarge and accommodate 
thole Houſes, till they be ſufficient and 
great enough ; and if it ſhall be found ne- 
ceſlary to ſet up another Conciergery, the 
ſamen ſhall injoy the like Privileges with 
the firſt Conciergery, only that the Rent of 
that Houſe ſhall be at the Charge of the 
Nation ; and what is through Wiltulneſs or 
Negligence broken within the Houſe, ſhall 
be to the Charge of the Conciergery. | 
XI. If it ſhould happen, (which Gop 
forbid) that any of the Scots Nation, belong- 
ing to the Scots Staple Court, or having De- 
ndence thereon, ſhould, in this Town, 
or Juriſdiftion thereof, commit ſuch a 
Crime or Fault, for which he ought to be 
puniſhed capitally, by the Loſs of Life or 
Limb, in that Caſe, it is by this Article a- 
greed unto (notwithſtanding of the foreſaid 
Crime) that his Goods ſhall not in any Sort 
be liable to Forfeiture or Confiſcation, but 
the ſame ſhall remain free to his Heirs or 
Executors, only paying Ten Pounds Flemiſh, 
according to the Privileges granted to the 
Inhabitants of this Town on ſuch like Oc- 
caſion, by the Earls of Zealand; and in 
like Manner, all the Goods that ſhall be 
found in his Cuſtody, belonging to any 
Merchant, Principal, or Friend, ſhall not 
be liable to any Confiſcation, for any Of- 
fence by him committed, although it were 
in crimine leſe majeſtatis, of whatſoever Kind 
the ſamen may be, but the ſamen Goods 
ſhall be holden free, and ſhall be delivered 
to the right Heirs and Proptietors thereof. 
And alſo no Perſon, who may be guiltleſs 
and innocent, ſhall for;the Offence, Guilt or 
Fault of any other, be in anywiſe arreſted 
or moleſted in his Perſon or Goods, ex- 
Hhhhh cept 
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he ſhall be found bound and obliged, 
either in Perſon or Goods, for another. 


XII. That no Arreſt on any of the Scots 


ed, within this Town or Juriſdiction there- 
of, except after a Sentence given, or that 
there be good Ground de fuga, or that he is 
to abſent himſelf; and no Sentence being 
declared, the Magiſtrates ſnall not give Or- 
der for Arreſtment, 
Knowledge thereof is given to the Lord 
Conſervator, or his Depute, being in the 
Town; and in caſe the Debt be denied, 
Caution ſhall be given before his Departure, 
till that, upon Knowledge of the Matter, 
the Proceſs may be determined. 

XIII. That no Native or Stranger, Burgh- 
er of the foreſaid City, or Indweller therein, 
or Juriſdiction thereof, ſhall have Power or 
be permitted to trade, deal or traffick, in 
Scotland, in any Goods or Merchandize, 
which are already declared Staple Commo- 
dities, or ſhall hereafter be declared ſuch, 
by bringing them over themſelves, or cau- 
ſing others bring them, upon the Penalty 
of having the ſaid Goods confiſcated, 7oties 
quoties, by the Magiſtrates of the Town; 
and if any Perſon of the Scots Nation ſhall 
be found, in their Name, to cover, con- 
ceal or negotiate for the above ſaid Per- 
ſons, they ſhall be puniſhed by the Con- 
ſervator or his Depute, according to the 
Laws and Cuſtoms of the Staple Court : 
And it is, by this Article, further agreed, 
that no Perſon of the Scots Nation may be 
made free Burgher of this Town, without 
Knowledge and Conſent of the Conſervator, 
or his Depute ; and theſe who are already 
Burghers, ſhall, in no Manner of Way, be 
favoured, to trade in Staple Goods, until 
ſuch Time 1 they have quitted their Right 
of Burgherſhip, and thereafter be legally 
admitted and declared by the Conſervator, 
or his Depute, as Members of the Scots 
Staple Court, upon the Penalty above ex- 
preſt; neither ſhall any Indweller in this 
Town be admitted under the Staple Court, 
without the Knowledge and Conſent of the 
Magiſtrates. | 

XIV. And for the better Incouragement 
of the Navigation and Trade of the Scots 
Nation, it is by this Article agreed, that, 
in caſe any Ship, or Ships, belonging to 
them, be robbed, ſpoiled, or taken at Sea, 
by any Inhabitant or others, holding them- 
ſelves under the Juriſdiction of the Province 
of Zealand, the Magiſtrates of the foreſaid 
City ſhall hereby be obliged to indeavour, 
according to their Power, that all ſuch 
Ships or Goods be again reſtored, with 
their intire Loading, or what ſhall be ſo rob- 
bed or taken; or elſe cauſe full Satisfaction 
be given to the Perſon or Perſons ſo wrong- 
ed, proportionally to the right Value there- 
of, and ſhall cauſe the Delinquents to be 
puniſhed, according to the Nature of the

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Offence ;. but if ſo be, that the Offender 
dwell under another Juriſdiftion, then the 


| Magiſtrates ſhall be obliged, by their Pen- 
Staple, in Perſon or Goods, ſhall be grant- | 


ſionary or others, to require the Reſtitution 
and Satisfaction for the ſaid Damage, and 
that at the Coſt and Charge of the Town ; 
and further, that all Goods of Ships caſt a- 
way, belonging to the Merchants and Fact. 
ors of the Scots Staple, that ſhall be ſaved 

by any Inhabitant, or other Perſon holding 
themſelves under the Juriſdiction of this 
Town, or any Way concealed, or made a- 
way by them in any Sort, then the Magi- 
{trates are hereby obliged to uſe their Power 
and Authority, to the end the ſaid Goods, 
or the Value thereof, may be furthcomin 

to the right Owner, and the Perſons ſo — 
fending to be ſeverely puniſhed for ſuch their 
Concealment and unjuſt Detention : And al- 
ſo, in caſe the ſaid Goods ſhall happen to 
be taken up, concealed or imbezzled by 
any Perſon or Perſons, living without the 
Juriſdiction of this Town, the Magiſtrates 
ſhall uſe their beſt Indeavour to get the ſaid 
Goods, or their Value again reſtored to the 
right Owners; and in caſe any Ship or 
Ships ſhall be in Danger to be caſt away 
in the Paſſage leading to the Town, that 
then all poſſible and ſpeedy Help ſhall be 
imployed, at the Coſt of the Owner of the 


ſame, for their Preſervation. 


XV. In caſe any of the Inhabitants here, 
being addebted to any of the Staple, ſhall 
come to obtain Letters of Reſpite of Time 
or Surety du Corps, or Ceſſio bonorum, theſe 
of the Scots Nation ſhall be favoured, and 
uſed in the ſame Manner as any other Cre- 
ditors, Indwellers in this Town; and if it 
ſhall happen that any of the Staple, ad- 
debted to any Indweller in this Country, 
or an Indweller addebted to any of the 
Staple, come to fail, or otherwiſe, that there 
be need to appoint a Curator over his Goods, 
then ſhall the Magiſtrates, together with 
the Conſervator, chuſe a Curator, ad opus 
habentium. 

XVI. For the better ſecuring of the 
Means of any of the Scots Nation that ſhall 
happen to die in this Town, the Magiſtrates 
are, by this Article, holden to grant and a- 
gree unto theſe of the Scots Staple Court, 
that if any of their Members, happening to 
die or depart this Life inteſtat, or without 
making his laſt Will and Teſtament, that 
then and in that Caſe, their Goods and E- 
ſtate ſhall, and muſt fall under the Admi- 
niſtration of the Court of the Conſervator, 
inſomuch that neither the Magiſtrates, nor 
the Orphans Court in this Place, ſhall have 
any Thing to do with the ſaid Goods, or E- 
ſtates of the Perſons ſo dying, or exerciſe 
any Authority thereupon. 

X VII. The Magiſtrates do by this Ar- 
ticle promiſe and conſent, that the Conſer- 
vator and his Depute, may and can uſe the 
Priſon of this Town at their Pleaſure, fur- 

| niſhed 


niſhed with all Neceſſaries thereto belonging, 
in which the Conſervator, or his Depute, 
may cauſe to be impriſoned, all ſuch Debt- 
ors, Offenders, and Evil-doers of the Scots 
Nation, which he the ſaid Conſervator, or 
his Depute, ſhall impriſon, and again ſet 
at liberty out of the ſame, at his or their 
Pleaſure, without Contradiction, or being 
obliged to give any Information thereof to 
the Town Magiſtrates, and that the Maſter, 
or Keeper of the Priſon-houſe, or his Offi- 
cers, be obliged to give all dutiful Aſſiſt- 
ance to the foreſaid Conſervator, or his De- 
pute, as often as he or they ſhall be there- 
unto required, 

XVIII. And for the better ſecuring of 
the Trade of the Scots Nation, it is here- 
by agreed, that the Magiſtrates, upon all 
convenient and fitting Occaſions, in Time 
of War and Danger, ſhall procure from the 
Court of Admiralty in Zealand, two well 
furniſhed Ships of War, not mounted un- 
der thirty Guns a- piece, that may freely at- 
tend in Convoy upon the Ships belonging 
to the Scots Nation, to any Place or Places 
within the River of Forth, or any other 
Place in the Kingdom of Scotland, the 1/t 
of April yearly, and the 1/? of Ollober there- 
after, O. S. to be the fixt Time for the ſaid 
Convoys to attend, unleſs upon ſome E- 
mergencies falling out, that the Conſer- 
vator or his Depute acquaint the Magiſtrates 
of Campvere to ſend the ſaid Convoys ſoon- 
er or later, which they ſhall be hereby obli- 
ged to agree to, and the ſaid Convoy Ships 
ſhall wait and ſtay there fourteen, or, at far- 
theſt, twenty Days, for to bring and con- 
voy back the ſaids, or any other Ships to 
this Town and Place : And, the Scots Ships 
being here, the Magiſtrates ſhall uſe all In- 
deavours, (as they have heretofore done) 
that they ſhall again return with good Con- 
voys. | 
XIX. It is by this Article agreed, ſic- 
like the Magiſtrates of this Town promiſe 
and condeſcend to cauſe good and ſufficient 
Watch to be kept on the Streets in the 
Night-time, eſpecially in thoſe Places where 
the greateſt Part of the Warehouſes of the 
ſaid Staple Court are, and ſhall alſo take 
care, that the Inhabitants and Burghers of 
this Town ſhall carry and demean them- 
ſelves peaceably, and in a friendly Manner, 
to all the Members of the ſaid Staple Court : 
And farther, the ſaid Magiſtrates conſent, 
by theſe Preſents, that theſe of the Scots 
Staple may take into their Service ſuch a 
a Doctor of Phyſick, Chirurgeon, Barber 
and Apothecary, as they ſhall think fit, with- 
out any Contradiction, who ſhall injoy all 
ſuch Immunities and Privileges, as by 
Right and Cuſtom belongs to the Doctors, 
Chirurgeons, and Apothecaries of this 
Town, and all other Doctors, Chirurgeons, 
and Apothecaries, dwelling in this 'Town, 


ſhall alſo be freely permitted to practiſe a- 
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mong all ſuch of the Scots Nation as reſide 
here. As alſo the Magiſtrates do promiſe 
to the Chirurgeons of the Scots Nation a fit 
and free Dwelling. The Magiſtrates are, 
by this Article, obliged to provide, and 
appropriate to the Uſe of thoſe of the Scots 
Staple, a convenient Place for their Mer= 
chants and Factors, wherein to air and dry 
their Sheeps Skins, Hides, or other Goods, 
which may be in Danger to be damnified 
by Water or otherwiſe ; as alſo to afford 
thoſe of the Scots Nation a convenient Place, 
within or near this Town, whereunto they 
may reſort, for their bodily Recreation; 
and likewiſe Liberty and Freedom to the 
Conſervator, his Depute, Court Officers, 
Merchants and Factors, to fiſh, ſhoot, 
hunt, and hawk, in all Places under the Ju- 
riſdiction of this Town, without Let, Hin- 
'derance or Moleſtation, with the ſame Free- 
dom the Magiſtrates themſelves injoy. 

XX. And in caſe, (as Gop forbid) that, 
by reaſon of any inteſtine War or Plague, 
the People of the Scots Nation may not, 
with Security and Safety to themſelves, fre- 
quent this Town, then it ſhall be lawful to 
them to tranſport themſelves, with their 
Goods and Merchandize, freely to any other 
Town or Place, they ſhall think fit; pro- 
vided always, they pay before their Depar- 
ture what they ſhall be juſtly addebted to 
any Inhabitant within this Town: And the 
Magiſtrates ſhall, by this Article, be ob- 
liged to help and aſſiſt the ſaid Nation with 
Ships, Scouts, and all other Things neceſ- 
ſary for their Tranſportation, upon their 
reaſonable Charges. And in like Manner, 
the Magiſtrates are by this Article holden 
and obliged, that if in caſe (which Gop 
prevent) any Difference ſhould ariſe betwixt 
the King of Great Britain, and theſe Uni- 
ted Provinces, whereupon Hoſtility and 
War may enſue, in that Caſe, they are to 
give ſafe and ſure Protection to all Perſons 
of the Scots Nation for ſix Months Time, 
after the Publication of the ſaid War, ac- 
cording to the 32d Article of the general 
Treaty betwixt the King of Great Britain 
and the States General, to the end, that 
thoſe of the Scots Nation may recover and 
get in the Debts due to them, and alſo pay 
what they may be owing to any of the Inha- 
bitants here, and thereafter withdraw them- 
ſelves to any other Place they ſhall think 
fit, the Magiſtrates affording them the ſame 
Aſſiſtance mentioned in the foregoing Part 
of this Article; and, when the Peſtilence 
or War is over, ſhall be obliged to bring 
the Staple again to this Place. 

XXI. If any of the Scots Nation ſhall 
happen to marry with any Woman in the 
Netherlands, or within the Town of Camp- 
vere, and, after the ſaid Marriage, reſide 
here under the Staple Court, the ſaid Wo- 
man ſhall be holden to be under the Govern- 


| ment of the Laws of Scotland, and that ſhe 
neither 


400 
neither ſhall, nor may, by Contract of Mar- 
riage, or otherwiſe, detain, keep, or diſ- 
poſe of her Huſband's Goods, to the Pre- 
judice of his lawful Creditors ; but, concern- 
ing that, ſhe muſt be regulate conform to the 
foreſaid Laws of the Kingdom of Scotland. 
And likewiſe, that no Perſon, whether Man 
or Woman, depending upon the foreſaid 
Staple, be permitted to diſpone of their 
Goods by Teſtament, or otherwiſe, con- 
trary to the ſaid Laws of Scotland, and Staple 
Court; and all Tutors and Curators of 
Children in Minority ſhall alſo be regulate 
conform to the ſaid Laws. 

XXII. And whereas the Trade and Com- 
merce of the Scots Nation doth conſiſt not 
only in the Importation, but alſo in the Ex- 
portation of Goods and Merchandize from 
the Provinces, in which alſo the Town of 
Middleburgh may be concerned, it is agreed, 
on that account, that the Magiſtrates of this 
Town ſhall make the ſamen known to the 
Magiſtrates of Middleburgh, to the end the 
Conſervator, and others belonging to the 
Staple Court, may be treated and uſed in 
that - Town with all Kindneſs and friendly 
Reſpect, and with the ſame Freedom and 
Immunities, that any free Burgher here may 
injoy there, 

XXIII. And, for the better Obſervance 
of the Staple Port, it is by the Royal Bur- 
rows agreed to, and in all Sincerity pro- 
miſed, likeas they hereby promiſe, that no 
Staple Goods contained in the Liſt made 
thereof, ſpecified above in the third Article, 
ſhall be hrought to, or ſold in any Harbour 
or Place of the United Provinces, but to 
the Staple Port, under the Pain of Confil- 
cation of all their Goods, and that the Con- 
ſervator ſhall be holden and obliged rigo- 
rouſly to proſecute and puniſh, and cauſe 
proſecute and puniſh the Tranſgreſſors, or 
(if Need be) their Cautioners, without any 
Connivance, Diſſimulation or Delay, ac- 
cording to the Laws of the Staple Court. 
And it is by this Article condeſcended on, 
that the Magiſtrates of this Lown ſhall, in 
the moſt efficacious Manner, make a ſuit- 
able Addreſs to his Majeſty the King of 
Great Britain, as Stadtholder of Holland, tor 
interpoſing his Authority, that in caſe any 
of the Scots Nation ſhall import any Staple 
Goods to any other Town, or Place of the 
Provinces, beſides the Staple Port, that the 
reſpective Magiſtrates of theſe Towns or 
Places may, by his ſaid Majeſty, be obliged 
to aſſiſt the Conſervator, his Deputy, and 
other Officers, for bringing theſe of the 
Scots Nation to , condign Puniſhment, ac- 
cording to the Nature of the Offence ; and 
in caſe Juſtice cannot be obtained in theſe 
Towns or Places, in theſe Provinces of the 
Netherlands, then the Conſervator ſhall pro- 
ſecute and cauſe puniſh the ſaid Perſons, ſo 
tranſgreſſing in Scotland, according to the 
Ordinances of the Royal Burrows, and Acts 
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of Parliament of that Kingdom, ſtatute and 
ordained for that Effect. 

- XXIV. Beſides the Species of Wine and 
Beer which heretofore have been free of Ex- 
ciſe and other Impoſts, ſo alſo, all' the Salt, 
bought here by any of the Scots Nation, 
ſhall be free of the ſaid Duty, in regard it 
much concerns Merchandize ; and for the 
avoiding of Fraud and Deceit that may hap- 
pen thereanent; a Billet muſt be taken from 
the Pachters, under the Pain injoined to 
the Inhabitants, by the publick Placarts of 
this Land, and the ſaid Wine and Beer to 
be carried by the ordinary Wine and Beer 
Workmen. 

XXV. Likewiſe'it is agreed, that the 
Magiſtrates do appoint an Anchor; with a 
Buoy thereon, to be laid out in the Road 
before the Haven, whereby Ships belonging 
to the Scots Nation may the more ſafely 


come into the Road, in caſe of eaſterly and 


northerly Winds, 

XXVI. As alſo, when any of the Scots 
Ships can help or accommodate one another 
with the Ballaſt from their Ships, the Scout- 
men ſhall not be permitted to object againſt 
the fame ; and they ſhall only demand Pay- 
ment for ſuch Quantity of Ballaſt as they 
ſhall be ordered to bring aboard, and not 
more; providing that it be no leſs than ſix 
Laſt at one Time. | 

XX VII. And that all Skippers and Ma- 
ſters of Ships, as well as the Reſidenters of 
the Scots Nation, are hereby holden to be 
free of the Exciſe of the Wine, Beer and 
Salt, and to have conſtantly Billets given 
them, without paying any thing for the 
ſame. | 

XX VIII. That the Magiſtrates ſhall, e- 
very Year in January, cauſe aſſemble the 
Cran-maſters, Weighers, Meaſurers, Work- 
men, and other Perſons, with whom thoſe 
of the Scots Staple ſhall have to do, and 
ſhall cauſe to read and publiſh before them, 
all and every the Tables that ſhall be agreed 
upon for the Hire and Salaries that may be 
demanded by the ſaid Perſons; and alſo to 
cauſe read any Part of theſe Articles where- 
in the above mentioned Perſons may be 
concerned, to the end they may the better 
know how to regulate themſelves therein, 
and give all ready Obedience thereto; and, 
in caſe any Perſon ſhall contraveen the ſame, 
they are to be puniſhed by the Magiſtrates 
according to the Demerit of the Offence. 

XXIX. And whereas it will be neceſſary, 
that the ſaid Scots Staple Court ſhould be 
provided and furniſhed with faithful and 
fitting Meſſengers, Officers and Servants, 
and alſo with Brokers, Weighers and Mea- 


ſurers, that therefore, the Magiſtrates of 


this Town, with the Knowledge of, and 
friendly Deliberation with the Lord Con- 
ſervator, ſhall chuſe and place ſo many good, 
honeſt and knowing Perſons as may be re- 
quilite for theſe Offices; and they ſhall be

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17 as well out of the Scots Nation, as 
habitants of this City; all which Per- 
ſons, ſo admitted, are to give the Oath of 
Fidelity before the Magiſtrates of this Town, 
and alſo before the Conſervator, for doing 


| Right both to Buyer and Seller : The Ma- 


giſtrates are likewiſe obliged to have in their 
Weigh-houſe or Balance, Iron Weights that 
may be conform to the Weights of \Amſter- 
dam. | 
XXX. The Conſervator and his Depute 
may fully and freely enjoy all ſuch Exem- 
ptions, Immunities, Privileges and Prero- 
gatives, as by Law and Cuſtom belong to 
the Conſervatorſhip, in as ample Manner 
and Form, as ever any former Conſerva- 
tor had and enjoyed on all Occaſions; and 
alſo the Scots Nation ſhall enjoy Freedom 
and Exemption from Exciſe and Impoſt up- 
on Wine, Beer, and all other Sorts of Drink, 
ſo as the foreſaid Nation has enjoyed, con- 
form to old Contracts; and particularly it 
is agreed on, that every Maſter of a Fami- 
ly of the Scots Nation living under the Staple 
Court, viz. the Miniſter, the Factors, the 
Members of the Court, ſuch as the Clerk, 
Fiſcal and Officer, the Doctor, Chirurgeon 
and Apothecary, the Broker, Metſter, Pre- 
centor and Clerk, Sc. ſhall have the Free- 
dom and Exemption from Payment of Ex- 
ciſe, and other Impoſts upon Wheat, Turf, 
Wood, Coals and Soap, ſo as they former- 
ly have had; and the Conciergery-houſe 
ſhall be free of Exciſe and Impoſt on all 
Vivers and Firing, and all that is above 
written: Likewiſe the ſaid Nation ſhall not 
be obliged to pay any thing for going out 
and coming in at the Town Ports by Even- 
ing, nor either to go to watch, nor train- 
ing, nor to pay any Money for the Free- 
dom thereof, whether by Compoſition or 


' otherwiſe : Likewiſe the ſaid Nation ſhall 


be free from quartering or lodging of Sol- 
diers in their Houſes. And it is expreſsly 
agreed on, that the foreſaid Freedoms, 


Rights and Privileges ſhall be injoyed by 


the Widows of the above ſaid Perſons, ſo 


long as they continue Widows and unmar- 


ried ; and if any of the above Perſons have 
Occaſion, as their Conveniency requires, to 
kili one or more Beaſts for their Uſe, they 
may freely do the ſame, making it known 
to ſome of the Magiſtrates, or their Pach- 
ter of the Slaughter Money, without pay- 
ing any Thing for the ſame. _ 

XXXI. Further, it is mutually agreed 
and condeſcended on, that if, at any Time 
h-reatter, it ſhall be found . convenient, by 
che Magiſtrates of the Town,' or the Con- 
ſocvator, with Conſent of the Royal Bur- 
rows. to amplity and explain any of the 
'orefaid Articles, or to add to the ſame any 
ener Points, or Articles, which ſhall be 
od neceſſary for the further Benefit and 
\ vantage of the Scots Staple and this 
Cown, beſides theſe Articles which ſtand 
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an in this Agreement; in that Caſe, 
the Magiſtrates and the Royal Burrows, 
with the Will and Conſent of both Sides, 
ſhall amplify, explain, or add to theſe Ar- 
ticles, as ſhall be found equitable ; and the 
ſame to be holden as if they were inſert in 
this Contract. | 

XXXII. It is alſo mutually agreed, That, 
for the better Encouragement of the Com- 
merce of the Scots Nation within the Town 
of Campvere, the Magiſtrates are hereby 
bound and obliged to cauſe erect a Bank of 
Money within this Town, within half a 
Year after the Settlenient of the Staple Port, 
whereby the Merchants, Factors, and o- 
thers of the Scots Nation may be furniſhed, 
from time to time, with ſuch Sums of Mo- 
ney as they may have Occaſion for, upon 
Security to them, by delivering the Mer- 
chants Goods to the Factors, giving Secu- 
rity to the Bank, at the reaſonable Rate of 
an Half per cent. in the Month, and pro ra- 
to for the Days, Weeks, Months and Years, 
until the ſame be again paid. It is hereby 
alſo provided, that during the Time of 
War, Money being ſcarce, and at high 
Rates in the Intereſt, the ſaid Merchants, 
Factors and others, ſhall be obliged to pa 
for ſuch Money as they ſhall make uſe of 
at ſuch Rates as the Neceſſity of the Times 
obligeth others to pay; but ſo ſoon as 
the War is over, then the foreſaid A- 
greement, at the Rate of Six per cent. per 
annum, to be and continue in full Force, 
according to the true Meaning and Intention 
of this Article, 

XXXIII. And if any Perſon, Inhabi- 
tant or Burgher of this Town, or any de- 
pending upon the Staple Court, of whatſo- 
ever Quality or Condition, ſhall be found 
to have acted or done any thing contrary to 
this Agreement, or any Point or Clauſe 
therein contained, yet, notwithſtanding, the 
Agreement mentioned in theſe Articles ſhall 
not be underſtood to be broken or violated 
thereby, but the Perſons contraveening (be- 
ing Scotſmen) ſhall be puniſhed by the Con- 
ſervator, and, (if a Burgher or Inhabitant 
in this Town) to be liable to the Puniſhment 
of the Magiſtrates, according to the Quality 
of the Offence. 

XXXIV. And it is hereby agreed, that 
if any Diſpute ſhall happen to ariſe, betwixt 
theſe of the Scots Nation, and the Balance- 
maſter, concerning the Right of theſe Goods 
that are to be ſubject to the Balance, the 
Balance-maſter ſhall pretend no Dues for 
any Goods, but for ſuch Goods as ſhall be 
brought to the Balance, and be by him 
weighed ; and the Merchant ſhall be free to 
ſell theſe Goods and Merchandize by the 
Piece, Number or Bulk, without being ob- 
liged to bring the ſame to the Weigh-houſe: 
And in like Manner, the Cran-maſter ſhall 
not demand, from the Srots Merchants and 
Factors, Dues for any Goods, but allenar- 
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y for ſuch Goods as he Mall” actually un- 


agreed and declared, That the Continuance 
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load and liver with the ſaid Cran; declaring 
hereby, and it is condeſcended to, that there 
be no more, nor new Offices ſet up, with- 
out the Knowledge, friendly Deliberation 
and Conſent of the Conſervator, or his De- 
pute; and that there be no Comptroller of 
the Balance in Time coming; nor no new 
Dues exacted on that Account, except the 
ſamen be deſired by the Conſervator and his 
Court, as above. | 

XXXV. If any of the Scots Nation ſhall, 
through Miſunderſtanding, Miſtake, Ne- 
gligence, or any other Cauſe whatſoever, o- 
mit to make a right and true Entry of their 
Goods, to be by them imported or export- 
ed, whether in Quantity or Quality, the 
ſaid Goods ſhall not be liable to any Fine or 
Confiſcation; only the Perſons fo offending, 
ſhall be obliged to pay the quadruple Duty 
for the Goods wrong entered or concluded, 
and ſo the Goods to be free. And the Ma- 
giſtrates have undertaken further to deſire, 
at the Meeting of the States of Zealand, that 
the foreſaid quadruple Duty may be dimi- 
niſhed. 

XXXVI. In caſe any Queſtion or Diffe- 
rence illegally, againſt Right and Reaſon, 
happen to fall out betwixt any of the Scots 
Nation and the Licent-maſter, Cuſtomer, 
or other Receiver of Toll or other Dues, 
the ſaid Licent-maſter, Cuſtomer or Re- 
ceiver are hereby obliged to be heard before 
the Baliu, Burger-maſter, Scheepens and 
Council of this Tron, -66 the end the Con- 
ſervator, or his Deputy, may have Know- 
ledge thereof, and that ſuch good Order 
may be ſettled therein, that thoſe of the 
Scots Nation may not be extortioned in the 
Payment of the ſaid Cuſtoms and other Du- 
ties, upon Goods by them imported or ex- 
ported. 

XXXVII. It is by this Article mutually 
agreed, That whenſoever any Scots Ships or 
Veſſels ſhall, by Storm or otherwiſe, be ne- 
ceſſitate to come to Campvere, having aboard 
Staple Goods, but not of Intention to liver 
within the ſeven United Provinces, in that 
Caſe they ſhall not be troubled nor moleſted, 
but ſhall have Liberty to go to their in- 
tended Port, without paying any Dues: As 
alſo, if any Veſſel come to the Staple Port 
laden with Staple Goods, or other Goods 
that are not Staple Goods, being only in- 
tended to unload a Part at the Staple, and 
is to go to another Place without the ſeven 
United Provinces, with the Remainder of 
the Goods, then they are not to be troubled 
or moleſted, nor to pay any Dues for that 
which they do not liver; and the Conſent 
of the Admiralty of Zealand thereto muſt 
be firſt defired by the Skipper or Merchanr. 

XXX VIII. It is by this Article mutually 


of the Scots Staple at Campvere ſhall be for 
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Date hereof, fixt; and thereafter ſo much 
longer as the Royal Burrows and the Town 
of Campvere ſhall agree together; bur this 
Contract ſhall take its Effect with the con- 
cluding and fubſcribing of the ſame by the 
Commiſſioners on both Sides. And it is 
hereby alſo declared, That the Magiſtrates 
of Campvere ſhall be obliged to procure 
from the States of Zealand, their Ratifica- 
tion, Approbation and Confirmation of this 
preſent Staple Contract, with all the Privi- 
leges, Juriſdictions and Immunities therein 
granted to the Scots Nation, in ſuch Man- 
ner and with the ſame Freedom, in all Re- 
ſpects, as the ſamen is to be ratified, ap- 
proven and confirmed by the King of Great 
Britain. | 

XXXIX. Laſtly, In conſideration of all 
the foreſaid Articles, the Magiſtrates of the 
Town of Campvere, with Approbation a- 
bove mentioned, promiſe to obſerve, with- 
out any the leaſt Violation, and cauſe to be 
obſerved, all the above mentioned Articles, 
ſo far as concerns them. Likewiſe, the State 
of Burrows do promiſe to obſerve, and cauſe 
to be obſerved, without any the leaſt Vio- 
lation, all the above mentioned Articles, ſo 
far as concerns them; and alſo promiſe, 
that, with all Diligence and Faithfulnefs, 
Order ſhall be taken to inhibit and diſcharge 
any Ships, of what Bulk ſoever, without 
Exception, which carry Staple Goods, to 
come to or frequent any other Port or Ha- 
ven within the ſeven United Provinces of 
the Netherlands, than the foreſaid Town of 
Campvere; and that all Perſons, that ſhall 
do in the contrary hereof, ſhall be rigorouſ- 
ly puniſhed as Contraveeners. 

All which being thus done and agreed, 
the Heer Andrew Kennedy of Clowburn, Re- 
ſident of his Majeſty of Great Britain, for 
the Kingdom of Scotland, in the ſeventeen 
Provinces of the Netherlands, and Conſer- 
vator of the Privileges of the Scots Nation 
there, as Commiſſioner of the Royal Bur- 
rows of Scotland anent the Continuance of 
the Scots Staple in the Town of Campvere, by 
Virtue of his Honour's Commiſſion above 
inſert, the Lord Milliam of Naſſau, Lord 
of Odyk, &c. &c. &c. as Commiſſioner of 
his Royal Majeſty of Great Britain, as Mar- 
quis of Campvere, &c. and the Heer Bur. 
gomaſter Adriaan Verelſt, as Commiſſioner of 
the Honourable Magiſtrates of the aforeſaid 
Town of Campvere, alſo by Virtue of their 
reſpective Commiſſions before inſert, in Te- 
ſtimony of the Truth, have ſubſcribed theſe 
Preſents with their uſual Subſcriptions, and 
confirmed the ſame with their Honours

I. Whereas the Noble and Mighty Lords 
of the Council, and of the Accompts of his 
Royal Majeſty of Great Britain's Domains, 
at the Hague, by a certain marginal Deci- 
ſion or Diſpoſition, dated the 13th Decem- 
ber 1697, upon a preſented Petition, have 
been pleaſed to find good, and underſtand, 
that, during the new-made Scots Staple 
Contract, a Scotſman ſhall be appointed 


Pachter and ſworn Metſter of the foreſaid 


Staple Goods, he being obliged yearly to 
pay and perform all that the former Metſter 
did pay and perform; it is for the foreſaid 
Reaſons, by this Article, agreed to, that, 
during the above mentioned Staple Con- 


tract, a Scotſman, in Manner foreſaid, ſhall 
be Pachter and Metſter; and that the Ma- 


iſtrates (for ſo much as concerns them) 
ſhall willingly permit, that the chuſing of 
him be left to the Diſpoſition of the Lord 
Conſervator. 

II. It is alſo agreed, that the Magiſtrates 
of the Town of Campvere, by a Miſſive, in

ed a Commiſſion to Sir Andrew Kennedy, our 
Reſident in theNetherlands: Since which Time 
we underſtand, that, in Proſecution of this com- 
miſſion, the foreſaid Contract is ended, and the 
Staple Court eſtabliſhed in the foreſaid Town, 
and that thereby there are very advantageous 
Privileges granted for the Trade and Com- 
merce of that our antient Kingdom of Scot- 
land, which we will be careful to have pun- 
ctually obſerved, and will likewiſe take care 
to remove whatever may occaſion any Miſ- 
underſtanding between the Royal Burrows 
and the ſaid Town of Campvere.

Which laſt Prolongation is again to expire

as the above mentioned Royal Burrows, and 
the Noble and Honourable Magiſtrates of

In the general Convention of the Royal 
Burrows, holden at the Burgh of Ed/n- 
burgh, upon the 8th Day ot . Fuly 17 36 
Years, by the Commiſſioners therein 
conveened. 

The which Day the Convention taking 

into their ſerious Conſideration, That where- 
as, by the 38th Article of the ſtanding 
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Staple Contract, entered into betwixt them 
and the Magiſtrates of the Town of Camp- 
vere, for the Term of 21 Years, dated at 
the Hague, the 25th December 1697 Years, 
N. S. it is by the ſaid Article ſtipulated and 
agreed, that the Royal Burrows and the 
Town ef Campvere may prolong and conti- 
nue the ſaid Contract, after the. Expiration 
of the ſaid 21 Years, for what Term of 
Years longer they ſhould agree together, 
Accordingly, upon the 24th December 1718, 
the ſaid Staple Contract was prolonged for 
a Term of 21 Years thereafter, and ſeveral 
additional Articles were then concluded and 
agreed upon by the Commiſſioners and De- 
puties for both Parties; and particularly, 
by the 14th Article, it is ſtipulate, that the 
ſaid Contract ſhould continue not only for

ſion, expreſs Bidding, Mandament, and 
Charge to the ſaid Archibald Mac Aulay to 
execute and conclude a further Prolongation 
and Continuance, with the Magiſtrates of 
Campvere, of the ſaid Staple Contract, for 
a Term of 21 Years Jonger, after the Ex- 
piration of the preſent Staple Contract, and 
firſt Prolongation thereof above mentioned,

S. for the Space of 21 Years, and again up- 
on the 24th December 1718, renewed and 
continued for the like Space of 21 Years, 
does expire upon the 25th December 1739, 
and of how great Neceſſity and Importance 
it is to this Town and the Inhabitants there- 
of, that this Staple Contract ſhould be re- 
newed and prolonged ; and further, that it 
is expreſsly ſtipulated and agreed in the 31ſt 
and 38th Articles of the ſame, that, upon 
the Expiration of the ſaid Space of 21 Years, 
it ſhould be in the Power of the Royal Bur- 
rows, and of the Magiſtrates of the ſaid 
Town of Campvere, to continue and pro- 
long the ſaid Contract, for ſuch a Term of 
Years, as the ſaid Royal Burrows and the 
Magiſtrates of Campvere ſhall think good;

II. That, for Explication of the 5th Ar-

trators, it is agreed, that, in their Meeting, 
one of the Dutch Commiſſioners ſhall pro- 
ceed, whether the Plaintiff be a Scor/man or 
a Dutchman; that the Place of their Meet- 
ing ſhall always be in the Stadthouſe; that 
the Records of their Proceedings ſhall al- 
ways be in the Dutch Language, and regi- 
ſtrated in a Book to be keeped in the Secre- 
tary's office of the City, that all whom it 
may concern may have Acceſs to ſee, and 
have Extracts of the ſame ;, that the Officer 
of the Conſervator's Court ſhall ſummon the 
Defendant, if he be a Scotſman, (unleſs he

Caſe thoſe of the other Nation may proceed; 
and, finally, that the Office of Arbitrators, 
in any Cauſc, ſhall not be underſtood to 
be ſet aſide; but aſter the ſecond Neglect, 
in caſe both the contending Parties ſhould 
be inclined and reſolved abſolutely to ad- 
here to the arbitral Sentence of the foreſaid 
Arbitrators, in the Matter in Queſtion, and,

Conſent of the Scots Conſiſtory; That, for 
the future, thoſe of that Nation may be ex- 
eemed from the ſtamped Warrand for bu- 
rying their Dead. And, laſtly; the Magi- 
ſtrates agree, that the Obligations belong- 
ing to the Scots Poor ſhall always continue 
appropriated to them, as long as there are 
here a Scots Church and Poor, even tho? 
the Staple ſhould be removed to another

IV. The Royal Burrows ſhall ſtrictly diſ- 
charge and forbid all Staple Factors to 


have Partnerſhip or Companyſhip in Facto- 


ry with any Houſe in Rotterdam, or any o- 
ther Place in the Provinces, except the 
Staple Port; and that they ſhall not, at any 
other Place, by themſelves or by their Cor- 
reſpondents, receive or ſell any Staple Goods 
from Scotland, upon Pain of Forfeiture of 
Five hundred Guilders each Time they ſhall 
be found to contraveen, for which Effect 
they ſhall give a Bond ſuitable to the A- 
ent of the Burrows. 

V. Farther, the Lord Conſervator ſhall 
be diſcharged to receive Dues on Staple 
Goods brought to any other Place but 
Campvere, but ſhall be obliged, as ſoon as 
he can get Knowledge thereof, to proſecute 
the Tranſgreſſors before his Court at the 
Staple Port. 

I. For the ſtricter. Obſervation, Eluci- 
dation and Execution of the 23d Article of 
the Staple Contract, it is hereby agreed and 
concluded in the firlt Place, that the Agent 
of the Royal Burrows ſhall, as far as poſ- 
lible, indeavour to procure Liſts of all Ship- 
maſters and Merchants, that may preſume 
to carry Staple Goods from Scotland to any 
other Place in the United Proviaces than to 
the Staple Port; of which Liſt or Liſts an 
authentick Copy (it required) ſhall be ſent 
to the Magiſtrates of Campvere. ;2dly, If 
any ſuch Ship-maſters or Merchants ſhould 
come to the Staple Port within an half Year 
after ſending of the above mentioned Liſt, 
the Confervator, or his Depute, ſhall be 
obliged to proſecute them before his Court, 
to the end that they may be condignly pu- 
niſhed for the Contravention.

proſecuted by the Agent of the Royal Bur-

Scotland, Accounts ſhall be regularly given 
every half Lear to the Burgomaſters and 
Counſellors of Campvere.

For the farther Explication and 
clearing of the 3d Article of the Amplifica- 
tions or ſeparate Articles of the Year 1697, 
upon the earneſt Deſire and repeated In- 
ſtances of the preſent Lord Conſervator, 
it is hereby declared to be underſtood, that, 
under Lead Ore, Bar Lead ſhall be likewiſe 
comprehended, as being of the ſame Sub- 
ſtance and Nature, and only by Miſtake o- 
mitted to be therein expreſſed, and there- 
fore ſhall be reckoned amongſt the Staple 
Goods mentioned in the 3d Article of the 
Staple Contract, and ſhall injoy the ſame 
Freedoms and Exemptions as Lead, Ore, 
when it ſhall be brought to the Staple 
Port.

preſent Precentor and Sexton of the Scots 


Church here at the Staple Port, they here- 
by farther oblige themſelves, in cale theſe 
Offices ſhould tall vacant, to continue their 
utmoſt Endeavours, that the foreſaid Salary 
ſhould not only be continued to the ſucceed- 
ing Precentor and Sexton, but, if poſſible, 
that it ſhould he augmented and increaſed. 

XI. For the farther Incouragement ol 
the Scots Nation, it is by this Article con- 
cluded and agreed, that, for the better ex- 
plaining of the Twenty third Article of the 
preſent Staple Contract, the Penalty againſt 
Tranſgreſſors of the Staple, expreſſed in 
the ſaid Article, ſhall be ſo far limited and 
altered, that, in Time coming, thoſe who 
carry their Staple Goods to any other Port, 
contrary to the expreſs Tenor of the ſaid 
Contract, inſtead of forfeiting all their 
Goods, ſhall torfeit only their Staple Goods, 
or the Value of them. | 

XII. It any of the Scots Nation, thro' 
Ignorance, ſhould tranſgrels againſt the 


' Pachters (or Farmers) of the City's or the 


publick Revenues, if, in ſuch a Caſe, any 
Goods, being of ſmall Value, ſhould be 


challenged, it is agreed, that the Burgoma- 


ſters and Council of Campvere ſhall protect 
thoſe of the Scots Nation from vexatious 
Suits of ſuch Pachters, or their Collectors; 
and farther take care, that, in Conformity 
and agreeable to the Twenty ſeventh Article 
of the foreſaid Staple Contract, no more 
than two Stivers, for Expedition ſhall be de- 
manded from thoſe of the Scots Nation for 
Billets or Pacht-notes. As alſo it is agreed 
by the Burgomaſters and Council of Camp- 
vere, that Scots Factors ſhall be allowed 
Tol]-brieves for ſending their Goods to Hol- 
land, without being obliged to take the u- 
ſua] Oaths. 

XIII. Farther it is found good and agreed, 
that the Lord Conſervator ſhall injoy bis 


' yearly Traitament, or Honorarium, in the 


ſame Manner as the Conſervator his Prede- 


ceſſors have injoyed it, and as it is expreſ- 
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ſed in the Amplifications of the Staple Con- 
tract 1697. 


XIV. The Conſervator ſhall not employ, 


in any Offices or Places depending on his 
Court, any of the Burghers and Inhabitants 
of this Town, without the previous Know- 
ledge and Conſent of the Honourable Bur- 
gomaſters and Council of the ſame ; but 
his Lordſhip may freely imploy, in ſuch 
Offices, any other Perſons not living in this 
Town, and ſuch ſhall injoy all the Privile- 
ges and Immunities ſtipulated by the Staple 
Contract for thoſe of the Scots Nation. 
XV. It is likewiſe agreed, That Scots 
Factors may hire and freight, as they think 
fit, any of the Veſſels, called ſmall Scheepen 
and Schuyten, belonging to this Town, 


without being obliged to obſerve the ordi- 


nary Forms of Voyages by Turns, or by 
Lot; but always paying the Hires to be 


appointed, for which Purpoſe. a new Regu- 


lation of the ſaid Hires ſhall be made by the 


' Honourable Burgomaſters and Council, 


with Approbation of the Lord Conlervator 
or his Depute. 

XVI. Lafth, It is by this Article mutu- 
ally agreed and concluded, That the Con- 
tinuation and Prolongation of the Staple of 
the Scots Nation, within this Town of Camp- 
vere, ſhall again be renewed and prolonged 
tor the like Space of twenty one Years, after 
the Expiration of the preſent Contract of 
Prolongation and Amplification of the Year 


1718, that is, after the 25th of December 


1739, and thereatter for ſuch a Number of 
Years, as the foreſaid Royal Burrows and 
Burgomaſters, and Council of Campvere, 
ſhall agree and think proper, before. the Ex- 
piration of the foreſaid entuing Twenty one 
Years, the foreſaids Commiſſioners promi- 
ling, in Name and Behalf of their Conſti- 
tuents on both Sides, ſtrictly to obſerve, 
and hold firm and ſtable all the Articles 
and Points contained, as well in the fore-

This Society of Lawyers, called The Fa- 
culty 


ö The Court of Seſſion was no ſooner in- 


i 
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vilians in great Repute, into which none 
are admitted as ordinary Members, but 
ſuch as have been regularly educated in the 
Study of the Law; though many Perſons 
of Diſtinction are admitted honorary Mem- 
bers of the ſame, the Origin whereof was 
occaſioned as followeth. 


ſtituted, than a certain Number of learned 
Men, of Probity, Knowledge and Experi- 
ence, called Advocates, were authoriſed to 


plead in the ſaid Court; but the ſmall Num-, 


ber of Perſons qualified for that Office, not 
exceeding Ten in Number, were not ſuffi- 
cient to anſwer the Demands of the People ; 
wherefore divers of the Lords or Judges of- 
ficiated as Advocates, to ſerve the Publick. 
And ſuch was the Care at that Time, to 
have Proceſſes faithfully and carefully con- 
ducted, that it appears by the Books of Se- 
derunt, of the Years 1580 and 1585, that 
divers Perſons, at their Admiſſion as Advo- 
cates, were obliged to ingage, not to plead 
in a weighty or difficult Cauſe, without the 
Aſſiſtance of an experienced Lawyer. 

The Manner of admitting Members into 
this Society, is, Firſt, by a private Trial 
in the Civil Law, which is managed by 
nine Examiners, yearly choſen for that Pur- 
poſe, whereof Seven are a Quorum, who, 
after Examination by Ballot, report the Can- 
didate's Qualifications, which, if not ap- 

roved of, is remanded back to his Studies; 
TT if qualified, he is recommended to the 
Dean of Faculty, who aſſigns him a Taſk 
out of the Civil Law for his Theſes, which, 
on a Day appointed for his publick Trial, 
he defends in Preſence of the Faculty, a- 
gainſt three at leaſt of the Examiners, his 
Opponents; purſuant to which, the Fa- 
culty by a Ballot report his Performance : 
And if found qualified, the Dean aſſigns him 
a Text out of the Civil Law, for the Sub- 
ject of his Oration, to be made before the 
Lords of Seſſion; and to which End, on a 
Day prefixed, he is allowed to ſtand in the 
Place of one of the ſaid Lords or Judges, 
who on that Occaſion adminiſter to him the 
Oaths to the Government, and that of faith- 
ful Adminiſtration. Advocates are ſome- 
times admitted by a Trial in the Scotifh 
Law ; but that not being held ſo honour- 
able as the former, the Candidate makes no 
Speech before the Lords. 

The Advocates are ſubject to the Autho- 
rity of the Lords of Seſſion, who give Rules 
for their Conduct in Buſineſs, and may cen- 
ſure, fine, or debar them from practiſing, 
for Diſobedience, or Malverſation in their 
Office. 

The Faculty meet yearly on the firſt 
Tueſday of January, when they chuſe their 
Officers for the ſucceeding Year, viz. the 
Dean of Faculty, who prelides in all their 
Meetings, and with a Council of the beſt 
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culty of Advocates, 'is Body of learned Ci- 
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qualified Members, conducts the Affairs of 
the Society; the Treaſurer, who manages 


the publick Stock; the Clerks ; the Cura- 


tors of the Library; and the publick and 
rivate Examiners. The Dean, Treaſurer, 
and Clerks, are frequently continued, but 
the Examiners, and one of the five Cura- 
tors of the Library, are yearly changed. 
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A Motion being made in a Meeting of 
the Faculty of Advocates, on the 11th of 


December, in the Year 1680, for founding Librar. Act, 


a Library for the Uſe of the Society ; which 
being approved of, a Committee was ap- 
pointed to put their Deſign in Execution 
who having, on the 18th Day of November, 
anno 1682, taken a Houſe on Leaſe for the 
intended Library, at the yearly Rent of 
Twenty Pounds Sterling; on the ſecond Day 
of January tollowing, David Forbes and 
John Mackenzie were appointed Curators 
thereof ; and in the Year 1692 was printed 
a Catalogue of the Library, with a Latin 
Pre face by Sir George Mackenzie. Anno 
1695, the Books in the Library were con- 


ſiderably increaſed in Number, by the ge- 
nerous Benefaction of William Duke of 


Queenſberry, of a valuable Collection of rare 
and curious Books in Law and Antiquities, 
which belonged to his late Son Lord George 
Douglas. And on the ſecond of January, in 
the Year 1700, the Faculty added a third 
Curator to the aforeſaid two, and ordered 
that the ſenior thereof ſhould be annually re- 
moved, and another choſen in his Stead. 

A great Conflagration having happened 
in the Parliament Cloſe in the Year 1700, 
amongſt other great Ravages committed 
thereby, this Library was deſtroyed ; which 
occaſioned the Faculty to apply to the 
Common Council of Edinburgh, for the 
Uſe of a certain large Room of theirs un- 
der the Southern End of the Parliament 
Houle : But this ſpacious Apartment being 
ſubject to the Search and Inſpection of the 
Lord High Conſtable every Seſſion of Par- 
liament, both Parties judged it neceſſary to 


apply to the Privy Council for their Opi- 


nion in this Affair; which, being taken into 
Conſideration, they readily adviſed, that the 
deſired Place ſhould be granted for ſo laud- 
able a Purpoſe, ſubje& nevertheleſs to the 
occaſional Search and Inſpection of the ſaid 
Lord High Conſtable during the Sittings of 
Parliament. Purſuant to this Advice, the 
Town Council appointed a Committee of 
their Number to view the ſaid Room, and 
to treat with the Faculty concerning the 
lame; which being performed, made their 
Report as follows. 
The Committee appointed to inſpect the 
* Laigh Parliament Houſe, in order to ac- 
* commodate the Faculty of Advocates 
* with a Bibliotheck, having ſeveral Times 
viſited 
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« viſited the ſamen, and communed with 
« the Faculty thereanent, are of opinion 
« (conſidering the Loſs of their own Biblio- 
« theck by the late Conflagration in the Par- 
« liament Cloſe, and that no convenient 
Place can be found for the ſame) the Com- 
mon Council may be pleaſed to concede 
© and allow them the Uſe of the South-end 
of the {aid Houſe, to the fourth Stone-pil- 
* Jar thereof, including the Stone Chimney 
therein; with this expreſs Proviſion and 
Condition, That before they be put in 
* Poſſeſſion, they make an Loft from the ſaid 
South Pillar alongſt the Eaſt Side of the 
* ſaid Houſe, from the Eaſt-ſide Wall to 
© the Pillar in the Midſt thereof; and to the 
* North-gavilof the ſaid Houſe, with an con- 
« venient Stair to the Entry of the ſaid Loft, 
upon their own Charges and Expences. 

* And that the ſaid Faculty ſhall make 
© no other Uſe of the ſaid Room, ſave for 
the Bibliotheck; and that in caſe the Par- 
© liament find it inconvenient to have the 
© ſaid Library under them, and therefore 
© oblige them to remove; or if they ſhall 
© think fit of themſelves to remove their Bi- 
© bliotheck from the ſaid Room, they, in 
© either of theſe Caſes, at their Removal, 
« ſhall leave their whole fixed Reparations 
© within the ſaid Houſe and Bibliotheck, to 
be uſed and diſpoſed upon at the Pleaſure 
of the Council of Edinburgh, without plead- 
© ing, or pretending to the Reſtitution of a- 
ny Part of the Charges or Expences (they 
© ſhall be at) from the good Town, now, 
© or at any Time hereafter, 

* And likewiſe, during the Poſſeſſion a- 
© bove mentioned, the ſaid Faculty ſhall 
© pay Five Marks of Rent to the good 
« Town yearly, as the Report under the 
Hands of the Committee bears; which 
Report the ſaid Lord Provoſt, Baillies, 
Council and Deacons of Crafts aforeſaid 
approved, and hereby approves; and 
© theretore, in Teſtimony of their Reſpect 
to the ſaid Faculty, and of their Deſire to 
continue a good and friendly Underſtand- 
* ing with them, do hereby concede and 
© allow them the Uſe of the South-end of 
© the ſaid Houſe, as above limited and 
« bounded, and that with and under the 


„Conditions and Proviſions mentioned in 


© the ſaid Act of Privy Council and Report 
« foreſaid; and particularly the paying 
« yearly to the good Town the ſaid Sum of 
Five Marks Scots of Rent, as long as they 
© ſhall think fit to poſſeſs the ſame, for the 
fſoreſaid Uſe and End allenarly. 

And laſtly, Leaving the Pavement- 
* ſtones wherewith the ſamen is laid at pre- 
* ſent for the good Town's Uſe, ſo ſoon as 
* the ſaid Faculty ſhall cauſe raiſe the ſame. 
* To the Pertormance of all which Provi- 
* ſions, the ſaid Faculty, by their Accepta- 
© tion hereof, are underſtood to oblige them- 
* ſelves and their Succeſſors in Office; 
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© whereanent theſe Preſents ſhall be a War- 
rand, the 31ſt Day of October 1701. 


In the Year 1705, the Faculty purchaſed 


of James Sutherland, Profeſſor of Botany 
and Intendant of the Phyſick Garden at E- 
dinburgh, a large and valuable Collection of 
Greek, Roman, Scotiſh, Saxon and Engliſh 
Coins and Medals, to inrich their Muſæum 
withal. 

On the 6th of January, anno 1719, to 
the three Curators of the Library, two 
more were added, who, with the former, 
were reſpectively to officiate during the Term 
of five Years, and the ſenior whereof, his 
Office expiring yearly, another is choſen in 
his Stead, | 

This Library, for ſome Time after its 
founding, had no ſettled Fund for purcha- 
ſing Books, that being left to the Diſcre- 
tion of the Curators, who, according to the 
Circumſtances of the Faculty, occaſionally 
added to the Collection: But, Inconveni- 
encies ariſing from this Method of Mana- 
ging, the Faculty, in the Year 1712, or- 
dained, That out of the Money payable by 
each Member at his Admiſſion into the So- 
ciety, Two hundred Marks thereof ſhould 
be appropriated for buying Books, which 
Sum, on raiſing the Admiſſion Money to 
Forty Pounds Sterling, was advanced to the 
Sum of Eighteen Pounds Sterling, which is 
a Fund, whereby the Books in the Library 
are greatly increaſed in Number, 


As this Library was founded by and for Coun, Regiſt: 


the Ule of a Society of Lawyers, it is but 
reaſonable, that it ſhould chiefly conſiſt of 
Books relating to their Profeſſion, which it 
accordingly does, by having in it a nume- 
rous, choice and valuable Collection of Law 
Books of all Kinds, Civil, Canonical, and 
of the Municipal Laws of moſt European 
Nations, particularly Scotiſþ and Engliſh : 
And as Books in other Sciences are requiſite 
to the Study of the Law, this Library a- 
bounds with a Number in Divinity, Phy- 
ſick and Mathematicks, but eſpecially in 
Hiſtory, Antiquities, Medals, &c. of the 
beſt Editions: Among which are the Biblio- 
theca Patrum, in 28 Volumes. Tabbe's 
Councils in 17 Vol. Te Byzantine Hiſto- 
rians, 38 Vol. Oceanus Juris, or Traftatus 
Tractatuum, 28 Vol. Grevius and Grono- 
vius, and Sallengre's Greek and Roman An- 
tiquities, 23 Vol. Grævius's Theſaurus An- 
tiquitatum & Hiſtoriarum Italiæ, 44 Vol. 
Atlas Blavianus, 11 Vol. Critici ſacri cum 
Mentheri Theſauro Diſſertationum T heologica- 
rum, 11 Vol. Bibliotheca Fratrum Polono- 
rum, 9 Vol. Rymeri Fadera Angliz, 20 
Vol. Corpus Deplomatique, par du Mont,

In this uſetul Library is likewiſe a valu- 
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able Collection of Manuſcripts of conſider- 
able Antiquity, conſiſting of claſſick Au- 
thors, viz. Martial, Juvenal, Perfius, Vir- 
gil, Ovid, Claudian, Statius, ſome Parts of 
Cicero, &c. together with a Number of old 
Chartularies or Regiſter- Books of Scotifh 
Monaſteries, namely, of Dunfermline, Scoon, 
Kelſo, Melroſe, Aberbrothock, Cambuſkenneth, 
Dryburgh, Balmerino, &c. ſome of our Mo- 
naſtical and other Hiſtories, as Liber Cu-

This is the ſupreme Eccleſiaſtical Court 
in Scotland, to which Appeals from the pro- 
vincial Synods ly, and from which, as the 
dernier Reſort, no Appeal lies. It con- 
ſiſts of three hundred and fifty ſix Members, 
viz, two hundred and three of the Clergy, 
and one hundred and fifty three of the Lai- 
ty, who are Commiſſioners from the ſeveral 
Preſbyteries, Royal Burrows, and Univer- 
ſities in Scotland, viz. from a Preſbytery con- 
liſting of twelve Miniſters or under, two 
Miniſters and one Ruling Elder; from one 
above twelve, and not exceeding eighteen, 
three Miniſters and one Elder; from one 
above eighteen, and not exceeding twenty 
four, four Miniſters and two Elders ; from 
one above twenty four, and not exceeding 
thirty, five Miniſters and two Elders; and 
all Preſbyteries exceeding thirty Miniſterial 


Charges, to ſend ſix Miniſters and three 
Ruling Elders. Edinburgh lends two Repre- 


ſentatives, and every other Royal Borough 
one, and each of the Univerſities ſend one, 
The Commiſſioners, both Clergy and Lai- 


ty, are choſen {ix Weeks before the Meeting 


of the Aſſembly; and the Ruling Elders 
or Lay Members are of the firſt Quality of 


the Countries they reſide in. 


The Aſſembly meet once a-Year, com- 


monly at Edinburgh, wherein preſides his 


Majeſty's Commiſſioner, but without a Vote, 
to ſhew the Church's Independency of the 
King. And as a farther Inſtance thereof is 
the Aſſembly's Act, appointing the Time 


and Place for the Meeting of the next Aſ- 
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ſembly, which ſeems to intimate, that the 
Royal Commiſſioner's Power, both of diſ-

ſolving and appointing an Aſſembly is only 


aſſumed, without a Right thereto. 

On a Day prefixed, the Moderator of 
the preceeding Aſſembly preaches before the 
Aſſembly; which being ended, the Mem- 
bers repair to the Place of Meeting, where, 


in Preſence of the Commiſſioner, they pro- 


ceed to the Choice of a Moderator, which 
is managed thus: The late Moderator no- 
minates two or three Miniſters, to whom 
the Aſſembly add whom they pleaſe; and 
the Nominees having given their reſpective 


Suffrages, withdraw; and the Aſſembly pro- 


ceeding to vote, he that has the Majority 
is choſen and takes the Chair at the Foot of 
the Throne. 

The Moderator being choſen, the Com- 
miſſioner, who is always one of the Princi- 
pal Nobility, produces his Majeſty's Com- 
miſſion to himſelf, with a Royal Miſſive to 
the Aſſembly, both of which being read by 
the Clerk, all the Members ſtanding, the 
Commiſſioner makes a Speech, which 1s an- 
ſwered by the Moderator; and proceeding 
to appoint the ſeveral Committees, finiſh the 
Buſineſs of the firſt Day. The Day follow- 
ing is imployed in Prayer, and the third 
Day they proceed to Buſineſs ; the firſt of 
which is to anſwer the King's Letter, which 
is done by a Committee, whoſe Draught is 
read and examined, and if neceſſary, alter- 
ed; and being approved by the Aſſembly, 
is ſigned by the Moderator, and delivered 
to the Commiſſioner, who forwards it to 
his Majeſty. 

The Moderator, who has no Negative, 
only ſums up the Debates, and puts the 
Queſtion. Though Buſineſs be uſually 
done by Committees, yet any Member may 
move what he pleaſes in the Aﬀembly ; and 
when a Motion is made, or Buſineſs brought 
in by a Committee, the Moderator names 
certain of the moſt eminent Members to 
ſpeak to it; after whom, any Member who 
pleaſes may ſpeak to it; when the Debate 
is over, *tis put to the Vote and carried, 


agree or dilagree by the Majority. 


Matters of great Weight, that binds the 
whole Church, are brought in by Way of 
Overtures, and being debated in the Houle, 
if approved, are tranſmitted to the ſeveral 
Preſbyteries throughout Scotland, who re- 
turn Anſwers by their reſpective Commiſti- 


oners to the approaching Aſſembly, who, 


as they find them either approved or diſap- 
proved by the ſaid Preſbyteries, paſs them 
into Laws, or reject them. 

By every Aſſembly, a Diet is appointed 
to inſpect the Acts of the provincial Synods, 
as they before had inſpected the Proceedings 
of the ſeveral Preſbyteries ; and, before they 
riſe, nominate a ſtanding-Commiſſion of Mi- 
niſters and Ruling Elders, choſen out of

ty two Lords, ninety Knights of Shires, 
and ſixty ſeven Burgeſſes; together, three 
hundred and fourteen, who, by the Treaty 
of Union, are reduced to ſixteen Peers, and 
forty five Commoners, who are both elected 
to fit in the Britiſh Parliament.

The Head Grammar School of this City 
being in its Infancy, the Town Council, for 
the Incouragement of its Maſter, by their 
Act aforeſaid, ordered, That no Inhabitant 
preſume to put their Children to any other 
School to learn a Science, than thoſe con- 
tained in the Grace-book, Sc. under the Pe- 
nalty therein mentioned. 

And the ſaid Council having made divers 
Attempts to found a College for the Edu- 
cation of Youth, the firſt whereof was in 
the Year 1378; but being vigorouſly op- 
poſed therein by the Archbiſhops of Sr. An- 
drew's and Glaſgow, and the Biſhop of A. 
berdeen, were forced to defer proceeding 
till a more favourable Opportunity; but, 
that in the mean time they might have a 
Place wherein to inſtruct their Children, a- 
greed in the ſame Year with William Bick- 
erton a Maſon, to build them a School, for 
the Sum of Two hundred and ſixty Pounds 
Scotiſb; which being erected in the Cemitexy 
of the conventual Church of the Blackfriars, 
where it is-at preſent ſituated, it was deno- 
minated the High School: But, ſufficieat Sa- 
laries not being provided for the Maſter and 
Uſher of the ſame, in the Year followin 
acquainted the Council, that they would be 
obliged to leave the School, were not a rea- 
ſonable Allowance granted for their Main— 
tenance; which being taken into Con ſidera- 
tion, the Council, for their better Support, 
ordered, beſides their reſpective Salaries, 
that every Scholar, the Son of a Freeman, 
ſhould pay to the Maſter quarterly the Sum 


of Three Shillings Scotiſb, and to the Uſher 


Two Shillings, excluſive of the Quarter- 
ages received by them of Scholars, Sons of 
Unfreemen. And as a further Incourage- 
ment for the ſaid Maſter and Uſher, dil- 
charged all Perſons from keeping a Grammar 
School or Schools within the City or Liber- 
ties of Edinburgh, without Licence from the 
Magiſtrates. 

Butt this Regulation not anſwering, a 
new one was made by the Town Council in 
the Year 1598, whereby four Regents or 
Maſters were appointed to preſide over the 
ſame Number of Claſſes, to be kept in dit- 
ferent Apartments of the School, in the firſt 
whereof were to be taught the firſt and ſe- 
cond Rudiments of Dunbar, with Corderius's 
Colloquies; and, on Sunday, Catacheſis Pala- 
tinatus, In the ſecond Claſs to be taught 
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the Rules in the firſt Part of Pel/ſo, with 
Cicero's familiar Epiſtles, to make three 
Verſions weekly; and, on Sunday, the afore- 
ſaid Catechiſm, with Ovid de triſtibus. In 
the third Claſs to be taught the ſecond Part 
of Peliſſo, with the Supplement of Eraſmus's 
Syntax, Terence and Ovid's Metamorphoſis ; 
and, on Sunday, Buchanan's Pſalms. And 
in the fourth Claſs, to be taught the third 
Part of Peliſſo, with Buchanan's Proſodia, 
Talen's Figures and Rhetorick Figure, Li- 
nacre's Conſtructions, Virgil, Saluſt, Cæſar, 
Florus and Ovid's Epiſtles; and, on Sunday, 
Buchanan's Pſalms. 


And as a ſufficient Maintenance for the 14. ibid. 


ſaid Maſters, the ſeveral Salaries and Al- 

lowances were ſettled upon them as follows. 
The firſt or lowermoſt and ſecond Maſters to 
havean annual Salary of Twenty Pounds Sco- 
tiſh each, and from their ſeveral Scholars, 
Thirteen Shillings and four Pence Scotiſß per 
Quarter. 'The third Maſter to have aquarterly 
Salary of Forty Marks Scotiſb, and from each 
Scholar the Sum of Fitteen Shillings Quar- 
terage. And the fourth, or principal Ma- 
ſter, to have Two hundred Marks of year- 
ly Salary, and from each Scholar Twent 

Shillings Scoz;fþ per Quarter. This being 
in full tor the Service of the ſeveral Maſters, 
they were diſcharged from receiving any 
Bleife-filver from their Scholars, and no 
Bent-filver, other than Four Pennies at one 
Time: And that the ſaid School might not 
be injured for want of a Maſter or Maſters, 
the ſeveral Regents, at the Times of their 
Election, are to give Five hundred Marks 
Security, that they will not leave their Of- 
fices, without giving half a Year's Warn- 
in

this School, and Incouragement for Men of XXXIX. 


Learning and Merit to become Maſters 
thereof, the Common Council, on the gth 
December, anno 1709, ordained, That in 
all Times coming, the Rector or Head- 
maſter ſhall have a Salary of Three hundred 
Marks Scotiſb yearly, and Four Shillings 
Quarter from each Scholar in 
his own. Claſs, and One Shilling Sterling 
quarterly from every Scholar in the Claſſes 
of the Under- maſters; and each of the four 
Under-maſters to receive a Salary of Two 
hundred and fifty Marks per annum, and 
from the ſeveral Scholars in the reſpective 
Claſſes, Four Shillings Sterling Quarterage, 
and the Maſter of the third Claſs to receive 
One Shilling Sterling quarterly from each 
Scholar in the Rector's Claſs. This Emo- 
lument to accrue to each of the other three 
Maſters, as their Claſſes advance. 


The Scholars of the ſaid School having in Coun. Regiſt. 
the Year 1595 withſtood their Maſter, by vol. X. . 45 


holding out the School againſt him, Mac- 
moran, one of the Bailiffs, was ſent to bring 
them to a Submiſſion z but, inſtead of pre- 
vailing on them to ſubmit, Sinclair, one of 
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the Scholars, with a Piſtol, ſhot him through 
the Head : And though the utmoſt Indea- 
vours were uſed by the Citizens to bring 
him to Juſtice z yet the Murderer, through 
a ſuperior Intereſt, was pardoned by the 
King, in Oppoſition to Honour, Virtue and 
Juſtice, in remitting the Puniſhment of ſuch 
an atrocious Wickedneſs. 
preſent is in a very flouriſhing Condition, 
under the Tuition of a Head-maſter and 
four others. 


JusTice or Pzacs COURT. 


This Court was erected by Act of Parlia- 
ment in the Reign of King James VI. in the 
Year 1617, and the Reaſons for its Erection 
ſet forth in the Preamble, are, viz. That 
for many Years bypaſt, many great and 
deadly Feuds having ariſen amongſt the No- 
bility and Gentry of Scotland, on the moſt 
trivial Occaſions, ſuch as for Peats, Divots, 
Fold-dykes, March-ſtones, injurious Words 
and drunken Diſcords, which being adopted 
by their Kindred and Friends as their own, 
many and bloody Engagements enſued, 
and their Revenge, Malice and Cruelty car- 
ried to ſuch a Height, that it often termi- 
nated in the Deſtruction of ſome of the 
chief Families, Diſtraction of the Kingdom, 
Rebellion and civil Wars; the direful Ef- 
fects whereof had often been felt, both by 
the Prince and People: Which being chiet- 
ly owing to the Defect and Remiſſneſs of 
Magiſtrates, in not timely repreſſing thoſe 
fatal and deſtructive Animoſities. It was 
therefore at this time judged neceſſary to 
put a Stop to thoſe wicked Practices, and 
to prevent the Effuſion of Blood, Deſola- 
tion and Ruin to the Country in Time co- 
ming. 

To which end it was ordained, That 
there ſhall be yearly appointed by the King 
in every County throughout the Kingdom, 
certain worthy and judicious Men, to be 
Juſtices of the Peace, who were impowered 
to maintain Peace within their reſpective 
Diſtricts, by compelling all diſorderly Per- 
ſons to give Security for their keeping the 
Peace, and to appear before certain Judges, 
when called for; and in caſe of Diſobedi- 
ence, to call Perſons to their Aſſiſtance; to 
ſeize and commit to Priſon all that prove 
_ refractory, and to inflict ſuch Puniſhments 
on them, as were adequate to their ſeveral 
Crimes and Circumſtances, 

And by a ſubſequent Act of Parliament, 
the ſaid Juſtices are impowered to hold four 
Courts or Seſſions in the Year, wherein they 
were to call Rioters and other Perſons (un- 
der the Degrees of Noblemen, Prelates, 
Privy Counſellors, and Senators of the Col- 
lege of Juſtice) guilty of a Breach of the 
Peace; and upon a Complaint to a Juſtice 
on Oath, of a Perſon's being threatned by 
another, he ſhall oblige the Offender to give 
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Security for his good Behaviour: And if 
the ſame cannot be readily had, to com- 
mit him to Dureſs, till the ſame be obtained. 
And if any of the ſaid Juſtices of Peace 
ſhall at any time receive Information of a 
Difference ſubliſting between Men, he ſhall 
bind them both to the Peace, as aforeſaid, 
unleſs both Parties ſolemnly declare, that 
they bear not the leaſt Grudge againſt one 
another, 

And the ſaid Juſtices are likewiſe autho- 

riſed to puniſh all Vagabonds, ſturdy Beg- 
gars and Vagrants, called Egyptians, and 
to inflict Penalties on all Perſons who ſhall 
either harbour or let Houſes to, them. And 
the ſaid Juſtices are further impowered to 
ſee to the Reparation of the Highways, to 
prevent their being incroached upon, and 
to puniſh Tranſgreſſors in a diſcretionary 
Manner. The ſaid Commiſſioners are alſo 
authoriſed to put the Laws in Execution a- 
gainſt the Deſtroyers of young Trees, green 
Wood, Orchards, Gardens, and the Fry 
of Salmon, Robbers of Dove-houſes, Co- 
nyngers, and Stealers of Beehives, Po- 
chers, and Moor and Moſs Burners, and 
to fine the Tranſgreſſors in pecuni 
Mulcts, ſuitable to the Offence and Cir- 
cumſtances of the Delinquents. 
And the ſaid Juſtices ſhall give Informa- 
tion to the Lords Treaſurer or Advocate, 
of all Regraters or Foreſtallers of Markets, 
and Contraveeners of Acts made againſt 
Maltſters, and ſhall make Rules or Orders 
for the better Government of the People 
in Time of Peſtilence, ſhall appoint the 
Wages of Workmen, Labourers and Do- 
meſticks, and compel Maſters and Miſtreſ- 
ſes to pay the Wages ſo appointed. They 
are likewiſe to take care, that the common 
Priſons be kept in Repair, and by their In- 
formation Goals be erected at the Appoint- 
ment of the Privy Council, at all Places 
where they are wanted ; and to provide Su- 
ſtenance for Perſons in Diſtreſs in the ſaid 
Priſons. = 

And the ſaid Commiſſioners are likewiſe 
impowered to aſcertain the Prices of Work 
made by Craftſmen ; Rates to be paid at 
Penny Weddings; the Wages of Labourers 
in Time of Harveſt ; to puniſh Drunkards 
according to their ſeveral Stations or Quali- 
ties; and to inſpect the publick Weights 
and Meaſures, to prevent the People's be- 
ing defrauded by wicked Men. 

And the ſaid Juſtices, in Conſideration of 
their Attendance at their ſeveral Quarter- 
ſeſſions, or elſewhere, they are to receive the 
Sum of Two Pounds Scetifh per Day each; 
and whoever of them, who ſhall not at- 
tend at the ſeveral Seſſions aforeſaid, rx | 


ſhall for each Day's Abſence (without a ſuf- 


ficient Reaſon aſſigned) forfeit the Sum of 
Forty Pounds Sco7iſp Money. 
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JUSTICIARY COURT. 


This, which is the ſupream Court of 
Scotland in Matters criminal, was antiently 


compoſed of the Juſtice General, Juſtice 


Clerk, two Deputy Juſtices, Deputy Clerk, 
and inferior Officers ; but at preſent it con- 
ſiſts of the Juſtice General, Juſtice Clerk, 
five Judges of the Court of Seſſion, the 
Clerk Depute, his Subſtitute, three Macers 
and a Dempſter. The Juſtice General is 
Preſident, in his Abſence the Juſtice Clerk 
preſides; andin the Abſence of both, the Jud- 
ges preſent chuſe one of their own Number; 
four whereof, during the Term of Sittings 
of the Court of Seffion, are a Quorum; 
three in the Time of Vacation and in Cir- 
cuit Courts; and one, in caſe of Sickneſs, 
during the Courſe of the Circuit. In this 
Court (which during the Term or Sittings 
of the Court of Seſſion, meets every Mon- 
day Morning at nine of the Clock, and oc- 
caſionally at other Times) are tried all cri- 
minal Offences, both capital and arbitrary, 
unleſs in difficult Caſes, which are remitted 
to the Cognizance of the Court of Seſſion; 
but as that Court cannot decide in capital 
Matters, they return the Caſe, with their 
Opinion thereon, when this Court, on ſuf- 
ficient Grounds, proceed to try the Crimi- 
nal on an Information by the King's Advo- 
cate, and either acquit or condemn the Of- 
fender. 

The Reſpect due to this Court is ſo very 
great, that- whoever ſtrikes or wounds a 
Perſon therein, in Preſence of the Judges, 
incurs the Penalty of Death. And the ſaid 
Judges, who have a Power to regulate the 
inferior Officers and other Affairs belonging 
to the Court, fit in Scarlet Robes; that of 
the Juſtice General is faced with Ermine, 
and thoſe of the reſt with white Sattin. And 
the Yearly Salaries belonging to the ſeveral 
Officers, in Sterling Money, are as follows.

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The King and his Council being at firſt 
ſupream Judges in Civil Affairs, the People 
were obliged to follow the Court in all its 
Journeys tor Juſtice; which proving very 
inconvenient as well as expenſive, the Lord 
Chancellor, and divers others well verſed 
in the Law, were choſen by the King from 
among the three Eſtates of Parliament to 
adminiſter Juſtice ; who, not being to fol- 
low the Court, were to fit thrice in the Lear, 
at ſuch Times and Places as the King ſhould 
appoint. This Court being converted into 
a daily Council, was denominated The Se/- 
Coun- 
cil : It was ordered to fit at Edinburgh, and 
the Times of ſitting notified to the People 
by Proclamation. 

This Committee of Parliament, for the 
Adminiſtration of Juſtice, was to have no 
other Allowance for their Service, than the 
Fines ariſing to the King; the Parliament 
being of opinion they ought to bear their 
own nces, ſince they were not to fit a- 
bove forty Days, and that it might not come 
to their Turn again in the Space of ſeven 
Years ; ſo that there would be a Rotation of 
the Judicial Power amongſt the Nobility 
and Gentry, without the leaſt Expence to 
the Publick. 

But this Court not anſwering the End for 
which it was erected ; for, by the frequent 
changing of Judges, Cauſes, which requi- 
red ſome Time for their Diſcuſſion, could 
not be determined by the Judges before 
whom they commenced ; and being brought 
before new Judges, altogether unacquaint- 
ed with the Proceſs, occaſioned Proceedings 
to be not only tedious and expenſive, but 
proved an Inlet to Bribery and Corruption. 
For the redreſſing of which, James V. in the 
Year 1537, judged it neceſſary to erect a 
College of Juſtice upon the Plan of the Par- 
liament of Paris; which was ſoon after con- 
firmed both by a Parliamentary and Papal 
Authority. 

The Pope's (whoſe Uſurpation on the 
Regal, our Kings were juſtly jealous) Con- 
firmation of this new Foundation, was ow- gg. 
ing to a Conteſt between the King and Cler- 
gy, Concerning a; pecuniary Impoſition on 
the Revenues of Biſhops, towards the Main- 
tenance of the newly appointed Lords of 
Seſſion ; which, by an Appeal being drawn 
to Rome, Matters were there compromiſed, 


by granting ſo great an Intereſt in this new 
Eſtabliſnment to the Clergy. 


Divers of the Members or Judges of the 
aforeſaid Court of Seſſion, being Lords of 
Parliament, both Civil and Eccleſiaſtical, 
the whole were called Lords of Seſſion ; and 
this Title being continued to the Members 
or Judges of the College of Juſtice or new 
Court of Seſſion, their Succeſſors ſill injoy 
the ſame. 

The 
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The Senators of the preſent Court of Seſ- 


5 ſion, at its Eſtabliſhment, conſiſted of four- 


teen Ordinary Lords, or Puiſne Judges 
Spiritual and Temporal, of an equal Num- 
ber, with the Abbot of Cambuſtenneth for 
their Preſident: And they being appointed 
to go Circuits quarterly, for trying Cauſes 
in the ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, the 
Lord Chancellor, when preſent at any of the 
Places of their Meeting, was to preſide 
therein. And the King having reſerved to 
himſelf a Right to add certain other Lords 
of. his Great Council to the above mention- 
ed four Extraordinary Lords were appoint- 
en to ſit with them; but they being rather 
to learn than decide, are admitted without 
Trial or Examination ; but not being of 
the Quorum, have no Salary, nor are obli- 
ged to conſtant Attendance, therefore fit 
and vote when they pleaſe 3 the Duke of 
Argyll and Marquis of Tweeddale being the 
only two remaining at preſent, on their De- 
miſe the Office will be extinct. | 
The Salaries of the Lords or Judges of 
this Court at firft being very ſmall (*tis 
ſaid not above One hundred Pounds Scotiſb 
per annum) they were exempt from all Man- 


ner of Taxes, Contributions, and publick 


Charges, as they were alſo from bearing 
Offices in any City, Town, or Country, a- 
gainſt their Inclinations. But it ſeems the 
Actof Parliament whereby this College of Ju- 


ſtice was eſtabliſhed, not having ſufficiently 


explained by whom are meant the Lords of 


Seſſion; it was by a Decreet of Declarator, 
of the 23d of February, anno 1687, againſt 


of Edinburgh, ſet forth, that the 
Members of the ſaid College are the Lords 
of Seſſion, Advocates, Clerks of Seflion, 
and Bills, Writers to the Signet, Under 
clerks, and one Subſtitute for regiſtring in 
the ſeveral Clerks Offices; the three Depu- 
tics of the Clerks to the Bills, Clerks of Ex- 
chequer, Directors of the Chancery, their 
Deputy, and two Clerks; the Writer or 
Clerk to the Privy Seal, and his Deputy ; 
Clerks to the general Regiſters of Saſines 
and Hornings, Macers of the Seſſion, Keep- 
ers of the Minute-book, and Keeper of the 
Rolls of the Inner and Outer Houſes. And 
the ſaid Privileges are allo extended to one 
Servant of each of the Lords and Advo- 
cates; four Extractors in each of the three 
Clerks Chambers, two Clerks belonging to 
the Clerk Regiſter, and the Keepers of the 
Seſion-houſe, and of the Advocates Libra- 
ry; all of whom are exempted from paying 
to the Miniſters Stipends in Edinburgh , 
Watching, Warding,Cuſtoms, Cauſey-mails, 
Shore-dues, Impoſitions on Meat and Drink, 
and on Goods carried to and from Edin- 
burgh. | 
Notwithſtanding of the great Pains taken 
to eſtabliſh the Court of Seſſion on an ho- 
nourable, juſt and equitable Foundation for 
Relief of the oppreſſed, yet, as there is no 
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Perfection in human Affairs, it ſoon appear- 
ed by the wicked Practices of Courtiers, and 
Corruption of others, that the Courſe of Ju- 
ſtice was greatly obſtructed, to the great 
and irreparable Loſs of injured Clients, as 
will appear by the following Clauſe of an 
Act of Parliament. 


* Whereas divers private Writings and Ja. VI. Pa, 
Charges have been directed to the Lords of Cap. 92. 
© Seſſion by the King and his Privy Council, 


* ſometimes to forbear proceeding in Civil 
* Cauſes, at other Times to ſtop Proceed- 
* ings and remit the Cauſe to Parliament, 
and ſometimes to prevent the Execution of 
© Decrees; wherefore the ſaid Lords were 
* injoined to proceed in all Cauſes depending 
before them, notwithſtanding any private 
* Writing, Charge or Command by any 
* Perſon or Perſons to the contrary.” 

But the wicked Practices did not ſtop here; 
for, by the following Clauſe, in another Act 
of the ſame Parliament, it appears, that the 
Judges were as corrupt as the Courtiers. 

* Whereas Complaint having been made, 
* that the King has preſented divers young 
* Men to be Senators of the College of Ju- 
* ſtice, void of Gravity, Knowledge, and 
* Experience; and who being neceſlitous, 
* they, their Wives, or Servants, have ta- 
ken Bribes to prevent Juſtice.* For the re- 
medying whereof it was enacted, * That none 
of the ſaid Lords, their Wives, or Servants, 
« preſume to take any Bribe or Reward from 
any Perſon concerned in a Proceſs before 
them, under the Penalty of Confiſcation of 
© all their moveable Goods, to be deprived 
© of their reſpective Offices, declared infa- 
* mous, and to be puniſhed at the King's 
* Diſcretion.” And it is farther declared, 
That when a Vacancy ſhall happen in the 
* faid College of Juſtice, the King will ſup- 
* ply the ſame with a Perſon of Repute, 
* Piety, Judgment, Learning, well verſed 
in the Law, and of Means ſufficient to 
« ſupport himſelf and Family, without being 
* neceſſitated to have Recourſe to wicked and 
« deteſtable Practices for that Purpoſe.” 


The Preſident of this Court, before the Pref. Forbe, 


Reformation of Religion, was an Eccleſia— 
ſtick, but ſince that Period, might be either 
Temporal or Spiritual: And as Biſhops 
have frequently been Extraordinary . Lords, 
of Seſſion, there is only one Inſtance that 
can learn, of an Eccleſiaſtick's being one 
of the Ordinary Lords ſince the Reforma- 
tion, who was Robert Pont, Miniſter of St. 
Cuthbert*s Church, near Edinburgh, whom the 
General Aſſembly, at that critical Juncture 
of their Affairs, allowed to accept of the 
Office, with a Proviſo, that it ſhould not 
be a Precedent for Miniſters to intermeddle 
in Secular Affairs, by ſitting in Civil Judi- 
catories, For which Reaſon, the Parlia- 


ment, in the Year 1584, ordained, that no ;, VI Pals 
Col- cap. 133. 


Miniſter ſhould bear any Office in the 
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lege of Juſtice, or other Judicatory, which 
obliged Pont to reſign his Office of Senator. 

The Judges of this Court who are called 
Senators of the College of Fuſtice, of Lords 
of Council and Seffion, are, in Precedence, 
next to the Sons of Earls, and are deemed 
the firſt Gentlemen in Scotland: And their 


MSS Account Offices being during Life, or good Behavi- 


our, for the Preſervation of their Honour 
and Dignity, are to accept of no pedaneous 
Office, on the Pain of Deprivation. They 
are appointed by the King as aforeſaid, and, 
after Examination, if duly qualified, are ad- 
mitted by the Lords. The Qualifications 
required in a Perſon to be admitted, are, 
that he muſt, at leaſt, be twenty five Years 
of Age, a Man fearing God, learned in 
the Law, has ſerved in the College of Ju- 
ſtice as an Advocate, or principal Clerk 
for the Space of five Years, or having been 
ten Years a Writer to the Signet, is found 
qualified for the Station of an Advocate, 
on Examination before the Faculty of Ad- 
vocates, in a publick Trial on the Civil 
Law, which muſt have been two Years be- 
fore his being appointed a Senator, and muſt 
be poſſeſſed of an Eſtate of Twenty Chald- 
ren of Victual or Grain, amounting to the 
yearly Sum of One thouſand Marks Scotiſb. 

This Court, as already hinted, conſiſts of 
Fifteen Senators, who are both Judges and 
Jury ; eight whereof, with the Preſident, 
make a Quorum: They hold two Terms in 
the Year, the firſt, which commences on the 
firſt Day of June, and ends on the laſt of 
July, is denominated The Summer Seſſion, and 
the laſt, which begins on the firſt of No- 
vember, and ends on the laſt Day of Februa- 
ry, is called The Winter Seſj.on. Here are 


tried not only Actions of Debt and Trel- 


paſs, and all Cauſes in Civil Affairs, but Mat- 
ters of Equity, having no Court of Chance- 
ry, ſupplies the Place of a Committee of 
Parliament, called The Commiſſioners for Plan- 
tation of Kirks, and Valuation of Teinds; 
and in this Capacity, judge concerning Mi- 
niſters Stipends, Tithes and Patronages, or 
Right of Advowſon. And to this, from all 
inferior Courts lie Appeals, called advoca- 
ting; and from it Appeals only lie to the 


Houſe of Lords, the ſupream Judicatory of 


Britain. 

The Court of Seſſion is attended by ſix 
Clerks, who are admitted by the Clerk Re- 
giſter, during Life or good Behaviour, with 
a Power to appoint Clerks to the Outer- 
houſe, and Extractors in their ſeveral Offi- 
ces : No Perſon is eligible to be a Clerk in 
the Inner-houſe, who has not ſerved as 
an Advocate, or Clerk to the Signet for 
the Term of three Years. There are alſo 
two principal Clerks of the Bills, who are 
likewiſe admitted by the Clerk Regiſter, 
with a Power to appoint three Deputy Clerks, 
all of whom ſerve in the Bill Chamber Office, 


where they attend every Day, during the | 
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Time of Seſſion; and on every Tue/day and 
Thurſday during the Vacation, attend from 
the Hour of Nine in the Morning, till ten; 
and in the Afternoon, from two of the Clock 
till ſix, to receive the Bills that are brought 
in, which they carry to the Ordinary Lord 
in waiting, to be by him either paſſed or re- 
jected. And the Glerk or Keeper of the 
Minute-book, who is likewiſe admitted by 


the Clerk Regiſter, enters all judicial Acts 
thar may be extracted. 


The Mace-bearers attending the Court Id. ibid: 


are four in Number, three whereof are ap- 
pointed by the King, and the fourth by 
Moncreif of Reidie, hereditary Macer, who 
officiates by his Deputy; one of the Ma- 
cers attend the Lord Ordinary in waiting 
in the Outer-houſe; another, the Ordinary 
at the Side-bar; and the other two, the 
Court of Seſſion in the Inner- houſe. Theſe 
Officers, with their Silvern Maces, uſher 
the Lords of Seſſion into Court, proclaim 
Cauſes, and execute the Orders of the Court; 
by citing and apprehending Perſons ſum- 
morily complained of, impriſon Advocates 
Clerks, for unduly detaining Proceſſes, and 
lee good Order obſerved in Court by the 
meaner Sort of People; are Judges of the 
Service of Breves iſſued from the Chancer 

Office, and to whom the Lords, advocate 
Services from inferior Courts, in Caſes of 
Incompetency and Iniquity, frequently ap- 
pointing ſome of their Aſſeſſors to direct 
them, and ſometimes the whole Bench are 
Aſſeſſors to them. |

For the better underſtanding the Form of 
Proceſs in the Court of Seffion, I think it 
will not be amiſs, for the Information of 
the Curious, and Satisfaction of thoſe con- 
cerned, to ſubjoin a compendious Account 
thereof, as publiſhed in the Preface to Wil- 
liam Forbes's Journal of Deciſions of the 
Court of Seſſion. 

* The Lords (Judges) are veſted with 
* duplex officium, viz. ordinarium et extraor- 
© dinarium, called officium nobile : They pro- 
« ceed in their ordinary Capacity, according 
© to the molt rational Rules of ſtrict Form 
and Law. 

That they may have Time to conſider 
< weighty Caſes maturely, they get them re- 
© duced into Writ by the Lawyers; and e- 
very Lord hath a Box ſtanding upon a 
Table in the waiting Room of the Inner- 
© houſe, from Two till Four in the After- 
© noon, wherein all who have Papers to of- 
© fer may put them, by a Slit in the Cover. 
© This, though a mighty Advantage to the 
© Lieges, is of late, ſince Informations and 
Bills are allowed to be printed, become an 
© incredible Fatigue, who, after toiling all 
Pay in hearing Cauſes, are obliged to ſhut 
© themſelves up, to peruſe and conſider a 
« Multiplicity of Papers at Night; and 
© thereby often to want the neceſſary Rela- 
xation due to Nature, which viſibly 
© ſhortens their Days. 

* The ordinary Lords are all imployed at 
the ſame time in different Capacities, 
according to the Nature and Import of 
* Buſineſs aſſigned to them. Every Lord, 
© except the Preſident, takes his Turn of 
« fitting in the Outer-houſe upon the Bills; 


© at the Side-bar upon Oaths of Parties and 


* Witneſſes, and upon concluded Caſes, 
Other particular Lords are detached out 
* of the main Body, pro re nata, to rank 
« Creditors, and diſcuſs Compt and Reckon- 
© ing at particular Diets. Each Lord is 
called the Ordinary with reſpect to Affairs 
that come before him in the Forenoon ; 
there is always an Ordinary upon the Bills, 
another in the Outer-houſe, a third at the 
« Side-bar, for reconſidering Matters for- 
* merly debated before him, when upon the 
© Bills, or in the Outer-houle ; and the reſt 
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of the Lords ſit with the Preſident at the 


* ſame time. 

* The Ordinary in the Outer-houſe diſ- 
* cuſſeth common Cauſes and dilatory De- 
* fences, or preliminary Steps in thoſe of a 
higher Nature; determines the Controverſy, 
© if clear, without further Trouble or Ex- 
* pence; and in caſe of Difficulty, makes A- 
* viſandum to himſelf, or to the whole Lords: 
* That is, takes ſome Time to adviſe it 
* himſelf, or conſults. the Lords upon it. 
* When he agrees to make Aviſandum with 
the Matter to the Lords, he acquaints 


© the Parties what Day he will report it, 


* that they may the Night before put Infor- 
* mations about it into the Boxes. If the 
* Ordinary be clear to pronounce an Interlo- 
* cutor, to the Diſſatisfaction of either Par- 
* ty, he who thinks himſelf leſed, may get 
* Redreſs, by putting a written Repreſenta- 
tion in the Lord's Box, and procure a new 
* Calling of the Cauſe before him at the 
© foreſaid Bar, when he hath a Diet of Au- 
dience. If the Ordinary do, notwithſtand- 
ing all that's repreſented, adhere to his 
* former Opinion, the Party grieved may 
* require the Anſwer of the whole Lords 
upon the Point; and, if refuſed, may get 
their Anſwer by Bill; and if that diſ- 
* pleaſe, has the Benefit to reclaim againſt it 
once and again. 

* There is a weekly Ordinary upon the 
© Bills, both in the Time of Seſſion and Va- 
cation. For underſtanding what is in- 
* cumbent upon him, it may be noticed, that 
the Inhabitants of Scotland are, all the Year 
* over, under the benign Influence of Juſtice 


at Home, by the proper Courts of Com- 


miſſaries, Admiralty, Sheriffs, Stewards, 
* Bailies of Royalty, Regality and Barony, 
and Juſtices of Peace: Moſt of which ſub- 
* ordinate Judges having a cumulative Ju- 
© riſdiction in their reſpective Capacities, 
* are a Check upon one another; and in 
* Matters to which they are competent, 
* Parties may ſue before either, where the 
expect to be beſt ſerved; ſo that in caſe of 
© Intricacy, preſumptive Suſpicion of Par- 
* tiality in theſe Judges, or Incompetency, 
* where they go beyond their Line, or 
when they commit Iniquity, the Cauſe 
may be called up to the Seſſion by Advo- 
cation (which anſwers to both the Zng1i/h 
© Law Terms of Certiorari and Prohibition) 
© before, or Suſpenſion and Reduction at- 
ter Sentence, in order to get it reviewed, or 
* a Stop put to the Execution of it: which 
* pretorial Remedies of Advocation and Sul- 
« penſion are procured or refuſed, by De- 
« liverance or Interlocutor of the Ordinary 
© upon Bills or Petitions offered to him for 
that End. 

* This Ordinary paſſeth alſo common Bills 
of Horning and Caption, &c. in order to re- 
* duce a Perſon to a State of civil Rebellion 


* or Outlawry, Sc. for Not- payment of Debt, 
© or 
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© or Performance of Deeds: And in all Caſes 
* there lies Acceſs to get his Miſtakes al- 
© tered, or rectified by the reſt of the Lords. 
* The Ordinary upon the Bills may even 
* ſuſpend Decreets of the Seſſion pronounced 
in Abſence of the Defender; but Suſpen- 
« ſions of greater Conſequence can. only be 
« paſſed by a Quorum of the Lords in Term 
Time, or by the Lords in the Vacation. 

The Lords in the Inner-houſe hear and 
* determine Cauſes of greateſt Importance, 
upon the pleading of Advocates ; adviſe 
Reports made by the reſpective Ordi- 
© naries, or * nap by the Preſident of 
Points, that, after an Inner-houſe Debate; 
* merited to be further cleared by Infor- 
* mations 3 adviſe reclaiming Bills againſt 
* their own Interlocutors, or thoſe of parti- 
* cular Ordinaries; and what they do, is 
* adviſed to be done in præſentia. 

* Not only are the Lords imployed in the 
* Forenoon, but they do alſo meet often in 
* a Body Aiternoon, to adviſe complex and 
« perplexed Cauſes, that cannot be conve- 
* niently extricated in a Forenoon, or to 
< adviſe Bills and Anſwers, when ſo multi- 
« plied in the latter Days of Seſſion, that 
© they cannot be overtaken at the ordina 
Time. Some Lords doth alſo then pre- 
< pare concluded Cauſes (where the Import 
of Evidence produced is to be determined 
in the Inner-houſe) by drawing up a State 
© of what is therein material, in order to 
« ſhorten the Pains of the Lords, at adviſing 
* Compt and Reckonings, and the ranking 
* of Creditors upon bankrupt Eſtates, are 
« diſcuſſed by other particular Ordinaries. 
Two Lords are at Work in taking the 
* Oaths of Parties and Witneſſes : All which 
Ordinaries report to the Lords any dubi- 
* ous Points occurring at Examination, or 
preparing Cauſes, and are under their Di- 
* reCtion, if they do amiſs. 

Though we be not ſo happy as certain 
* Indian People, whom Pliny obſerves to 
© have negue lites neque forum amongſt them; 
© or as thoſe of Ethiopia, who, according 
* to my Author, have almoſt no Pleas ; yet 
very prudent Meaſures are taken here to 
« ſtop the Growth of them. 

1. For keeping down their Number, 
© and hinder over- acting, or nimious Dili- 
* gence about them. The Members of the 
College of Juſtice can neither buy Pleas, 
nor bargain de quota litis. And any Pur- 


* ſuer or Defender found to have been ca- 


© lumnious, or unaccountably litigious, is 
© ſure to be condemned in large Expences 
© to the other Party, which ſometimes ex- 
ceed the Value of the Subject of the Plea. 

2. * All Occaſion of unneceſſary Delay is 
© obviated thus. 1. All Cauſes are heard 
according to the Order of Rolls, without 
* Reſpect of Perſons.

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2. When either Party 
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or Warrant to arreſt him by a Macer j 
* when the Purſuer wilfully declines to inſiſt

the whole Lords in præſentia may, upon 
* the firſt View of a Cauſe, miſtake it, and 
* decide amiſs, it being humanum errare, 
* the Party grieved may find Redreſs by a 
* Petition, complaining to them of them- 
* ſelves; but as it were hard to tie down the 
© Lords to ſuch Dimenſions, that they can- 
* not upon new Light and fuller Information 
alter a wrong Judgment; ſo to hinder the 
« Abuſe of petitioning, Bills reclaiming a- 
gainſt Interlocutors mult be offered while 
they are recent in the Lords Memory.

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Warrants, that Things may be fairly 
done; yea, the Lords will even recall De- 
* creets unwarrantably extracted, if queſti- 
* oned by a Bill de recents. | 

4. * Buſineſs is carried on before the Seſ- 
ſion in the beſt Order can be thought of; 
that of greateſt Moment is calculated to 
be determined in Preſence; and what is 
* leſs material, is committed to particular 
* Ordinaries, Moſt Diſpatch is given to 
* haſty Affairs, diſtin&t Marches are kept 
« betwixt the different Provinces of particu- 
© lar Lords, that they interfere not. in the 
* leaſt, but may be mutually ſubſervient in 
the Diſtribution of Juſtice ; for they dil- 
patch the ſeveral Kinds of Buſineſs by 
turns, and Monday's Roll intimates what 
every one has to do that Week, and at 
what Hours, Yea (which is the peculiar 
* Excellency of the Conſtitution of our Sel- 
© ſion) as much Buſineſs is done there (and 
© I hope none will deny, with more Safety 
and Exactneſs, and leſs Expence to the 
Nation in general) as ſo many Judges and 
in different Courts, could rationally be ſup- 
poſed capable to diſpatch: For in the Seſ- 
ſion particular Ordinaries determine all 
« common Buſineſs, and moſtly do ſo ripen 
« and prepare weighty Matters, that the Se- 
« nate in the Inner-houſe have nothing to 
« do, but to give them the finiſhing Stroke; 
« whereas ſingle Judges in ſeparate Courts, 
« though of ordinary Knowledge and Expe- 
« rience, cannot (unleſs reſolved to decide 
« at random) expedite Juſtice with that Ce- 
« lerity may be expected from particular 
Lords in the Seſſion, in their reſpective 
« ſingle Capacities, who are ſupported and 
« forwarded in their Procedure by the com- 
« municated Advice ot the collegiate Body.

5. * As Perſons who have to do before 
the Seſſion, muſt be wanting to them- 
« ſelves, if either they be ſurpriſed or un- 
« necefarily delayed; ſo they have as little 
Ground to fear Harm by unequal Proceed- 
« ings, either in Parties, the Managers of 
« Proceſs, or in the Judges, who are all ſuf- 
« ficiently reſtrained from debording and un- 
« fair Dealing. 

1. If the Plaintiff or Defendant invade 
© or be at the other Party, the Perſon guilty 
« loſeth his Plea, and Judgment is given 
in favour of the other, without farther dip- 
ping into the Cauſe, or the Ground of his 
« Pretenſion. 2. An Advocate, Agent, or 
other Officer in the Seſſion, tripping in 
Matters committed to his Truſt, may ex- 
« pe&t not only to be turned out of his Of- 
© fice, but alſo to be fined and otherwiſe pu- 
© niſhed, according to the Decree of his Of- 
« fence, without Mercy. Yea, Advocates u- 
« ſing undecent or diſreſpectful Expreſſions 
in Papers drawn by them, are to be debar- 
red from the Exerciſe for a Time, or far- 
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: ther Puniſhment, as the Lords ſee Cauſe. 
* 3. As the ſeveral 2 Concoctions and 


* Shiftings to which any material Caſe, is 
* liable before it is finally determined in the 
* Seſſion, will not ſuffer any indifferent Per- 
* ſon to think eaſily, that Matters will go 
* wrong there, through Ignorance of the 
Lords, ſo, that there is as little Reaſon to 
* apprehend that theſe can ſhew themſelves 
* partial in Cauſes before them. For as by 
Act of Parliament, any Lord giving par- 
* tial Counſell, or taking Bribes, is pu- 
* niſhable by Infamy, Deprivation and Con- 
* fiſcation of Moveables : And all the Lords 
* promiſe upon Honour to obſerve the Acts 
* of ſederunt againſt Solicitation : So the 
* great Number of the Lords having Right 
* to their Places during Life, with ſufficient 
* Salaries to defend them from the leaſt Su- 
* ſpicion of being liable to Partiality through 
* any ſiniſter Influence. 

6. * Matters being ſo maturely digeſted 
© in the Seſſion, when a Decreet thereof in 
foro, (that is, where both Parties compear- 
ed) is once fairly extracted and ſigned by 
* the Clerk, and given to the prevailing Par- 
* ty, omnia præſumuntur ſolemniter atta, it 
becomes res judicata ſo firmly by our Law, 
* that it cannot be overturned upon the 
Head of Iniquity, or upon Grounds propo- 
ned and repelled, or competent to have 
been proponed and omitted in the Plea; 
nor yet can it be laid open upon nullities, far- 
ther to the Effect of hearing Parties about 
redreſſing their Prejudice by the nullities; 
© which is Security againſt the licentious 
« queſtioning ſolemn Decrees, and aſcer- 
« taining of Property is a mighty Eaſe to 
Peoples Minds, which no where elſe that 
© I know, is injoyed but in North Britain. 

© The officium nobile of the Lords is exer- 
* ciſed in new and ſingular Caſes, for qua- 
© lifying ſtrict Law and Form with Equity; 
* which abundantly ſupplies the Want of 
Chancery, without any additional Expence 
to the Country; and in Truth, our ordi- 
* nary Rules of Court are ſo well digeſted, 
calculated, and fitted to all Occurrences, 
that the Lords have very ſeldom Occaſion 
to act in oficium nobile. However this 
great Authority could be no where more 
* ſafely eſtabliſhed, than in thoſe whom our 
* Law conſiders as Perſons of that publick 
* Spirit, Honour and Inclination to Equi- 
© ty, that it allows them not to reduce their 
* own Sentences upon Grounds of Equity, 
* as if they could not be guilty of wreſting 
or perverting Juſtice.” | 


SHERIFFS Covar. 


The Judge of this Court called Sherif, 
is an Officer of great Antiquity, and of a 
Saxon Origin; for Alfred the Great, King 
of England, having, for the Detection of 
Rogues, and Security of his People, di- 

vided 


vided his Kingdom into Shires, Hundreds, 
and Tythings, made them anſwerable for 
the ſeveral Villanies committed therein; the 
firſt whereof was fo denominated from the 
Saxon, ſcire, ſignifying a Diviſion z and 

ave, implying a Governor, Judge, Over- 
eer or Collector, which, by Corruption, is 
converted into Sheriff, who was antiently 
thé King's Bailiff, who received his Rents, 
and kept the Peace within his own Shire 
or Diviſion. 

He has both a Civil and Criminal Ju- 
riſdiction, is Judge in all Crimes except 
Treaſon, and the four Pleas of the Crown;

CHARITY WORK-HOUSE, 


DINBURGH being greatly peſt- | 


ered with Beggars, both of their 
own and others from all Parts of 
the Kingdom ; to remedy this Nuſance, and 
revent the like in Time to come, it was 
Judged neceſſary to erect an Edifice for the 
Reception and Intertainment of the City 
Poor. The readieſt Way to put this lau- 
dable Deſign in Execution, was thought to 
be by charitable Collections; purſuant to 
which Contributions were made by the 
Common Council, Companies of Trades, 
Colleges, Faculties, Societies, and well diſ- 
poſed Perſons of all Denominations, by which 
the ſpacious Fabrick was built, and finiſhed 
in the Year 1743, at the Expence of about 
Pounds; and being fur- 
niſhed, and Apparel provided for the Poor, 
they were taken into the Houſe on the 24th 
of June in the ſaid Year, wherein they are 
plentifully ſupplied with all the Neceſſaries 
of Life, in a frugal, decent, and cleanly Man- 
ner, inſomuch that many of the ſaid Poor, 
who at firſt deſpiſed the Houſe, have ſince 
gladly accepted of the Benefit. 

The Poor, that are capable to work, are 
imployed in their ſeveral Trades, viz. Tay- 
lors in making and mending Cloaths, Shoe- 
makers in mending Shoes, Maſons and La- 
bourers in erecting Walls, and other Buſi- 
neſs in their Way; Wrights or Carpenters 
in making Stools, and other Neceſſaries; and 
Gardiners, in dreſſing the Gardens, and rai- 


ſing Garden Stuff for the Uſe of the Houſe. 


Some teach the Children to read, and o- 
thers aſſiſt the Brewer; the Women are im- 
ployed in carding, ſpinning, weaving, waſh- 
ing and dreſſing the Linnen ; making of 
Thread or Bonlace, ' cleanſing the Houſe 
and nurſing the ſick. The Children are oc- 
cupied in carding, ſpinning, weaving, knit- 
ting, plaiting Whips, and the ſtrongeſt Girls 
in ſcouring and cleanſing the Houle to fit 
them for Service in private Families; and 


— 


as an Incouragement for People to labour, 
they are allowed Two Pence out of every 
Shilling they earn. 
Tue Proviſions for the Family, which con- 
| ſiſts of about five hundred and ninety ſix Per- 
ſons, is Bread, made of Wheat-meal, as it 
comes from. the Mill, other than the Sand be- 
ing ſeparated from it. Their Breakfaſts and 
N are Pattage or Haſty- pudding made 
of the beſt Oat-meal; Fleſh they only have 
when it is low in Price, and then but once 
a Week, toithe Amount of One Pound 
one Shilling Sterling Money; ſo it ſerves 
to mend their Broth, rather than to make 
a Meal of it. Their Dinner is Bread 
and Broth, five Days in the Week, and 
Bread and Ale twice; the Ale is good, and 
the Broth is made of the beſt Oaten Groats, 
with Barley, Greens and Roots, accord- 
ing to the Seaſons. The Officers and Ser- 
vants belonging to this Foundation, be- 
| ſides their Maintenance and Apartments 
in the Houſe, are allowed Salaries*for their 
better Support. 

The Amount of the ſaid Salaries, to- 
gether with the ſeveral Articles concerning 
Proviſions, Apparel, and other neceſſary Ex- 
pences in Support of the Houſe (excluſive 
of Buildings, Repairs, Ground-rents, Sc.) 
at a Medium of the firſt four Years, was 
Two thouſand and three hundred Pounds 
three Shillings and eleven Pence; but by a 
Calculation lately made by the Town Coun- 


thouſand two hundred Pounds per annum : 
though the Perſons in the Houſe at 
preſent are near ſix hundred in Num- 
ber, and are likely to continue ſo. The - 
above Expence is defrayed by the Collecti- 
ons made at the Places of publick Worſhip ; 
Two per cent. by a Duty on Houſes, Profits 
of the Aſſembly-houſe, charitable Contri-

In -the Neighbourhood of the Chari- 
ty Houſe, are three handſome Buildings, 
Appendages thereof ; the firſt of which is a 
beautiful Edifice of Aſhler- work, erected 
above half a Century ago; for the Reception 
of Lunaticks; and from an Hoſpital of the 
ſame kind in London, was denominated Bed- 
lam, à Corruption of Betblebem, the antient 
Name of a Priory in that City, before it 
was converted into an Hoſpital for Luna- 
ticks. This Fabrick is turned into an In- 
firmary for accommodating the Sick belong- 
ing to the ſaid Charity Houſe. On the 
Southern Side of the faid Infirmary; in the 
Year 1746, was erected -an Edifice, con- 
taining twenty one Cells, for the Reception 
of Lunaticks, with a convenient Apatt- 
ment, for a Houſe of Correction. And on 
the Weſtern Side of the ſaid new Building, 
anno 1748, was built a handſome and con- 
venient Textoratory, wherein to inſtruct the 
poor Children in weaving. And between 
the aforeſaid Buildings and the Charity 
Houſe is a handſome Garden, divided by a 
Way leading through a poſtern Gate, made 
in the City Wall ammo 1744, for the Con- 
venience of the Citizens to paſs to Hope's 
Park, which is beautified with pleaſant | 
Walks, 'for the People to divert themſelves

The Government of the Houſe is veſted 
in ninety ſix Governors, who are choſen out 
of ſeveral Corporations and Societies in the 
City, namely, by the Town Council 18, 
the Church Seffions 18, Lords of Seſſion g, 
Barons of Exchequer 1, Facuy of Advo- 
cates 6, Writers to the Signet 6, Epiſcopal 
Clergy 3, College of Phyſicians 2, College 
of Edinburgh 1, Merchants 18, and Trades 
of Edinburgh 18, who being annually elect- 
ed in the Month of Fuly, appoint the ſeve- 
ral Committees, one whereot called The An- 
nual Committee, conſiſting of thirty two 
Members, nine whereof being a Quorum, 
they have-the Management and Direction of 
the Houſe, of whom the Lord Provoſt or 
eldeſt Magiſtrate of Edinburgh for the Time 
is Preſident. Beſide the annual Committee, 
there is another conſiſting of fifteen Mem- 
bers, which is divided into three Claſſes, 
one whereof attend weekly, and one of its 
Members viſit the Houſe daily, excepting 
on Sundays and Tueſdays : And the attending 
Claſs, with two Members of that of the pre- 
ceeding Week, three whereof to be a Quo- 
rum, ſhall every Tueſday in the Afternoon 
inſpe& the whole Management of the Houſe, 
whoſe Proceedings ſhall be recorded, and 
laid before the annual Committee for their 
Approbation. And for their better Govern- 
ment, they have a Treaſurer, Clerk and 
Matron, beſides inferior Servants, 


HERIOTs HOSPITAL. 


\ George Heriot, the Founder of this Hoſpi- Rec. Heriot'i 
tal; was Son of George Heriot Goldſmith in Hoſp. Vol. 1; 


Edinburgh, who brought him up in his own 
Buſineſs z and being willing to ſettle him in 
the World, a Contract of Marriage, of the 
14th January, anno 1586; was entered into 
by him and Cbriſtian Marjoribants, Daugh- 


ter of Simon Marjoribanks Merchant in & 


Edinburgh. -- George the Father on this Oc- 
calion agreed to give his Son the Sum of One 
thouſand Marks Scotiſb, and Five hundred 
Marks of the ſame Money to fitup his Shop, 
and to buy Tools and Cloaths ; to which he 
got with his Wife the Sum of One thouſand 
and ſeventy five Marks, which lay on a 
Mortgage at Ten per cent. (legal Intereſt at 
that Time). brought in the Sum ot One hun- 
dred and ſeven Marks, fix Shillings and 
eight Pence Scotiſb yearly. By which it ap- 
pears, that both Sums put together, our 
Founder had the Sum of One hundred and 


forty three Pounds one Shilling Sterling to 


begin Trade withal: And ſometime after, 
Heriot had the good Fortune, by a Writ of 


Privy Seal, dated at Dunfermline on the 17th 


July, in the Year 1597, to be by James VI.

lay out the Sum of Twenty five thouſand

On the Acceſſion of James VI. to the 
Engliſh Crown, our Founder went to reſide 
at London, where, by an aſſiduous Applica- 
tion to Buſineſs, he became both very eminent 
and rich, inſomuch that he made divers 
Purchaſes in the Neighbourhood of that Ci- 
ty, wherein he died on the 12th February 
in the Year 1624: But, to give the Reader

In the above Will the Reader may ob- 
ſerve, that our Founder bequeathed his real 
Eſtates in England to two Children, name- 
ly, Elizabeth Band and Margaret Scot; the 
former, who was his natural Daughter, at- 
ter his Demiſe, aſſumed the Name of He- 
riot, and marrying in England, was ſome- 
time after reduced to great Streights, inſo-

her an annual Penſion of One thouſand 
Marks Scotiſh: But on taking in Children 
to the ſaid Hoſpital, all Penſions being dil- 
charged, the ſaid Council judging it an Act 
of Charity to relieve her (being then in E- 
dinburgh) ordered the Sum of Twenty 
Pounds Sterling, as a preſent Supply, and 
to defray the Expence of her Journey to 
London, to be paid on diſcharging the Town 
and Hoſpital from all Pretenſions or De- 
mands hereafter; and on Delivery of the 
ſaid Diſcharge, the Sum of One thouſand 
Marks to be paid to her. 

After the Payment of our Founder's 
Debts, Legacies and funeral Expences, he 
deviſed all the Reſt and Reſidue of his E- 
ſtate, both real and perſonal, towards found- 
ing an Hoſpital in Edinburgh, and dying on 
the 12th of February, anno 1624, his Exe- 
poſſeſſed of all

thouſand three hundred and three Pounds 
thirteen Shillings and four Pence Sterling, 
due to Heriot from divers of the Scotiſh No- 
bility and Gentry upon Mortgages, which, 
by a Deed of Gift of the 3d September, in 
the Year 1623, at the Strand a Street near 
London, he aſſigned to the Magiſtrates and 
Town Council of Edinburgh, to be by them 
imployed in founding an Hoſpital, as afore- 
ſaid, in Imitation of that Royal Founda- 
tion of Charity in the City of London, call- 
ed Chriſt's Hoſpital. 

Heriot's Executors having faithfully dil- 
charged the Truſt repoſed in them, on the 
30th of Nevember, anno 1626, ſent from 
London to the Common Council of Edin- 
burgh, as Feoffees of the Eſtate of our Foun- 
der, an Account of their Receipts and Dil- 
burſements, by virtue of the ſaid Truſt; 


wherein is ſhewn, that the Eſtate of Heriot 
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in England amounted to the Sum of Twen⸗ 
five thouſand three hundred and ninety 
three Pounds one Shilling and ſeven Pence

If we add to the Balance of the above 
Account the Sum of Eleven thouſand three 
hundred and three Pounds thirteen Shillings 
and four Pence due to the Truſt on the 
Mortgages above mentioned, and Two hun- 
dred and eleven Pounds two Shillings and 
two Pence, which Heriot's Tenements in E- 
dinburgh were fold at; the Sum total for 
erecting and indowing the preſent Hoſpital 
will appear to have amounted to Forty three 
thouſand ſix hundred and eight Pounds e- 
leven Shillings and three Pence Sterling 
Money. 

The Edinburghers, in Poſſeſſion of the 
Revenues ariling by this great Sum of Mo- 
ney, began to think of fitting up an Hoſpi- 
tal, purſuant to the Will of the Founder, 
who, having appointed his large Meſſuage 
or Tenement, ſituated between Gray's Cloſe 
and Toarick's Wynd for the intended Hoſ- 
pital, began to prepare the ſame for that 
Purpoſe ; but the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, 
and Walter Balcanquell, one of the Over- 


ſeers appointed by Heriot, having taken a a 


Survey thereof, it was judged unfit for a 
Work of this Kind ; wherefore the Feof- 
fees, by their Act of the 22d June, anno 
1627, purchaſed of the Citizens of Edin- 
burgh eight Acres and a half of Land near 
the Graſs-market, in a Field called The High 
Riggs, tor the Sum of Seven thouſand fix 


hundred 
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hundred Marks Scotiſh Money. This is a Miſ- 
take, for, by the Tranſactions of the Com- 
mon Council, it appears, that the ſaid Land, 
for a Site to the intended Hoſpital, was on 
the 6th of February, anno 1628, ſold for the 
Sum of Seven thouſand fix hundred and 
fifty Marks. And having prepared Mate- 
Cone. Tg rials for the intended Work, laid the Foun- 
vote er. 57. dation of the preſent magnificent Structure, 
on the firſt of Fuly, in the Year 1628, ac- 
cording to a Plan of the ſaid Balcanguell's; 
and the Work being carried on till the un- 
happy national Troubles, anno 1639, which, 
putting a Stop to the Payment of the Hoſ- 
pital's Revenues, the Work was diſcontinu- 
ed. But the Times becoming a little more 
favourable, the Work was renewed in the 
Year 1642, and proſecuted with ſuch Suc- 
ceſs, that it was almoſt finiſhed anno 1650 ; 
when it was taken Poſſeſſion of by the Eng- 
| liþ Army under the Command of Oliver 
Cromwell, who converted it into an Infirma- 
ry for the Uſe of his Army; and in whole 
Service it continued till the Year 1638; 
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Work fitter for the antient Romans than the 
petty Feoffees in Truſt for ſo ſmall a Fund 
and more proper for the Reſidence of a 
great King than the Habitation of a few 
poor and needy Orphans. For, till this 
Time, the Vanity of Man was not got to 
ſuch a Height of Extravagance as to erect 
Palaces for Beggars. 

And that the Management of our Go- 
vernors might be all of a-piece, they on the 
14th of June, anno 1659, appointed Robert 
Douglas to preach a Sermon on the firſt 
Monday of 2 in Commemoration of the 
Founder, for which they not only ordered 
the Sum of One hundred Marks Scotiſb, or 
Five Pounds eleven Shillings and one Penn 
Sterling (a Sum equal to a ſmall yearly Sti- 
pendin our neighbouringCountry of England) 
to be paid to Douglas; and the Miniſters of 
Edinburgh being annally by Rotation to preach Return to the 
the like Sermon, the ſaid Governors, to HouſeſofLorit 
their perpetual Reproach, have intailed this 4 : 
enormous Sum, as it were a Debt, upon the Augm. . 
Hoſpital to be yearly paid to the Preacher; Clergy. 


when, on the 15th of March, a Committee 
of the Governors attended General Monk, 
to perſuade him to remove the valetudinary 
Soldiers thence ;. and for the better obtain- 
ing their Requeſt, not only ingaged to fit 
up a Houſe with all Conveniencies for their 
Reception, but likewiſe to keep the ſame in 
Repair, and to grant additional Salaries to 
the Phyſicians, Surgeon, Apothecary, Sur- 
geon's-mate and Gardiner. Theſe Terms 
being accepted by Monk, the Soldiers were 
removed to the new Infirmary in the Canon- 
ate. 

The Hoſpital being prepared for the Re- 
ception of the Children ſoon after, thirty 
Boys were taken into it on the 11th of A. 


pril anno 1659, together with a — 


maſter, Caterer, Porter, and three Women 
Servants. This piteous Number of Chil- 
dren, taken into ſo magnificent and ſpaci- 


ous an Edifice, which is ſufficient for the 


Reception of many Hundreds, as the Fund 
was likewiſe for their Maintenance. For 
as the national Intereſt of Money was then 
at Eight per Cent. the Produce of the above 
named Sum of 43608 J. 115. 3 d. muſt 
have amounted to the yearly Sum of Three 
thouſand four hundred and eighty eight 
Pounds Sterling, which, at Ten Pounds 
ten Shillings per Head (which is more than 
the Expence of Chriſt's Hoſpital in London) 
would have maintained upwards of three 
hundred and ſixteen Boys, including the 
Charge of Officers and Servants, which does 
not reflect much Honour on the Governors 
of that Time; for, by theirimprudent and 
unjuſtifiable Conduct, they erected a Fa- 
brick ſo ſumptuous, at the Expence of 
twenty Years Labour, and above Twenty 
ſeven thouſand Pounds Sterling Charge, 
that it probably excelled every Structure 
of its Kind then upon Earth, and was a 


which is a Grievance calls loudly for Re- 
dreſs; for the Property of an Hoſpital 
ought to be deemed ſacred, and not pro- 
tuſely ſquandered away by the Indiſcretion of 
a few inconſiderate Governors. 

On the eighth Day of Auguſt, in the ſaid 
Year 1659, ten Boys were taken into the 
Hoſpital, which increaſed the Number to 
torty. And on the 7th of May anno 1660, 
five Burſers (being half the Number ap- 
pointed by the Founder) were ſent to the 
College of Edinburgh, with an Allowance of 


Five Pounds Sterling each yearly; and on 


the 23d of December, in the Year 1661, the 
Number of the Boys in the Hoſpital were 
increaſed to fifty two. | 
Grammar hitherto not having been taught 
in the Hoſpital, on the 3 iſt of Ofober anno 
1659, certain Boys being to be ſent to the 
Grammar School, the Common Council or- 
dered, that in lieu of all Dues of the High 
School, towhich they were ſent, Thirty Shil- 
ings Scotiſb per Quarter to be paid to the Ma- 
ſter, and Twenty four Shillings to the Uſher 
yearly ; which is ſtill continued; few of the 
Boys learning Latin, it being found much 
more for their Intereſt to teach them Wri- 
ting and Accompts, to prepare them for Bu- 
ſineſs, for the better enabling them there- 
after to provide for themſelves and Families. 
This noble and ſtately Fabrick, which is 
ſituated on a beautiful Eminence, ſurround- 
ed with delightful Gardens and pleaſant 
Graſs-plots, near the Southern Side of the 
Graſs Market, contains about 130 Boys, who 
are under the Care of a Treaſurer, Phyſician, 
Surgeon, Clerk, Steward, Schoolmaſter, 
two Aſſiſtants, Writing-maſter, Cook, Tay- 
lor, Porter, a Nurſe, and ſeven Women- 
ſervants; And the whole Expence of the 
Hoſpital in the Year 1740, amounted to 
the Sum of One thouſand ſeven — 
an V 
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and forty four Pounds and twelve Shillings 
Sterling. 

Leſt any ſhould think, that an hiſtorical 
Relation of Heriot's Hoſpital would be im- 
perfect, without an Account of its Conſti- 
tutions; I ſhall therefore ſubjoin the Sta- 
tutes thereof, compoſed by Walter Balcan- 
quel, D. D. one of the Overſeers of the ſaid 
Heriot's Will. 


The Statutes of George Heriot*s Hoſpital. 


To the Honour of Almighty Gop, to 
the Edification of his holy Church, and to 
the Example of all others. 

Here begin the Statutes and Ordinances 
of the Hoſpital founded, builded and erected 
upon the only Charges of the Right Wor- 
« ſhipful George Heriot of pious Memory, 
«< ſometime Burgeſs and Goldſmith of the Ci- 
© ty of Edinburgh, and late Jewellerto the two 
renowned Princes, King James (the ſixth) 
of. happy Memory, and King Charles (the 
© firſt) now reigning, compiled by Walter 
* Balcanquel, Dean of Rocheſter, after Con- 
« ſultation, Advice and mature Delibera- 
© tion had thereanent with the Provoſt, Bai- 
© lies, Miniſters and Council of Edinburgh, 
conform to the Power given to him in the 
© Teſtament of the ſaid umquhile George 
© Heriot, and Codicil annexed thereto, and 
true Meaning of the ſame. 


Of the Name of the Hoſpital. 


© This Foundation and Hoſpital ſhall 
(for all Time to come) perpetually and un- 
© changeably be called by the Name of 
George Heriot's Hoſpital ; and in all Leaſes 
< let from the ſaid Hoſpital to any Tenant, 
< and in all Bargains, Evidents, Writings, 
or any other Writing whatſoever, wherein 
the Hoſpital is intereſted, it ſhall be call- 
ed by that Name and none elſe, and ſhall 
© be erected, builded and finiſhed with all 
Diligence in the Bounds thereto deſigned 
by the Provoſt, Bailies, Miniſters and 
Council of Edinburgh, with Conſent of 
the ſaid Dean of Rocheſter, contained in 
the Act of Council made thereanent, of 
the Date of the 22d Day of June 1627, 
and that conform to the Pattern given by 
* him to them for that Effect. 


Of the Founder- of the Hoſpital. 


* Leſt the Memory of ſo pious a Work 
* ſhould periſh, and for the Provocation of 
others to the like Piety; but, above all, 
for the teſtifying of the Thankfulneſs of 
© the Poor there to be maintained, unto Al- 
* mighty Gop ; he who readeth Prayers e- 
© very Evening and Morning in the Chapel 
* of the Hoſpital, ſhall, amongſt other 
* Bleſſings, give Thanks unto Gop in ex- 
* preſs Words, for the bountiful Mainte- 
* nance, which they, living there, receive 
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from the Charity of their pious Founder. 
»The like Mention ſhall be made in every 
Grace which ſhall be ſaid after Meals; but 
* eſpecially upon the firſt Monday of June 
* every Year, ſhall be kept a ſolemn Com- 
* memoration and Thankſgiving unto Gop, 
* in this Form, which followeth. 

* In the Morning, about eight of the 
* Clock of that Day, the Lord Provoſt, all 
the Miniſters, Magiſtrates, and ordinary 
* Council of the City of Edinburgh, ſhall 
* aſſemble themſelves in the Committee 
Chamber of the ſaid Hoſpital ; from 
* thence all the Scholars and Officers of the 
* ſaid Hoſpital going before them, two and 


© two, they ſhall go with all the Solemnity 


* that may be, to the Grayfriars Church of 
* the ſaid City, where they ſhall hear a Ser- 
mon preached by one of the ſaid Mini- 
© ſters, every one yearly in their Courſes, 
* according to the Antiquity of their Mint- 
* {try in the ſaid City. The principal Ar- 
* gument of the Sermon ſhall be to theſe 
* Purpoſes; To give Gop Thanks for the 
* charitable: Maintenance which the Poor 
* maintained in the Hoſpital receive by the 
Bounty of the ſaid Founder, of whom 


© ſhall be made honourable Mention; to 


* exhotrt all Men of Ability, according to 
their Means, to follow his Example; to 
urge the Neceſſity of good Works, ac- 
* cording to Mens Power, for the Teſti- 
* mony of their Faith; and to clear the Do- 
* Etrine of our Church from all the Calum- 
* nies of our Adverſaries, who give us out 
* to be the Impugners of good Works. 

After the Sermon ended, all above 
* named ſhall return to the Hoſpital, with 
* the ſame Solemnity and Order they came 
* from it, where ſhall be paid to the Mini- 
* ſter who preached, to buy him Books, by 
* the Treaſurer of the Hoſpital for the time 
being, out of the Treaſury or Rents of the 
* Hoſpital, the Sum of 


Of the Governors of the Hoſpital. 


© The perpetual Governors of the ſaid 


* Hoſpital ſhall be the Lord Provoſt, Bai- 
lies, Miniſters, and ordinary Council of E- 
* dinburgh for the time being, and their Suc- 
« ceſſors, for whoſe Proſperity and Happi- 
* neſs, by the Name of Governors, the 
© Reader of Divine Service in the Chapel, 
and the Scholars in all Graces after Meals, 
* ſhall pray in expreſs Words. Likeas, the 
* ſaid Hoſpital, and whole Eſtate thereof, 
* ſhall be guided and governed by the Pro- 
* volt, Bailies, Miniſters, and Council for 
the time. 

And according to the Plurality of the 
Voices of the ſaid Provoſt, Bailies, Mi- 
* niſters, and ordinary Council of the ſaid 
Burgh for the time, the whole Eſtate of 


the ſaid Hoſpital, both for the Rents and 


* Treaſury, and all Things which may de- 
Tettt *pend 
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| © his Place, to breed the greater Reſpect 


* pend thereupon; as alſo the Election of 
all Officers, Scholars and Burſers, there- 
* unto any way belonging, ſhall be wholly 
ordered, governed and ruled, theſe Cau- 
tions being provided, which are hereafter 


in any Part of theſe Statutes mentioned: 


gut no Member of the ſaid Council of E- 
* dinburgh, nor any of the ſaid Miniſters ſhall 
© ever have any Voice or Intereſt in any Bu- 
ſineſs which may any ways concern the ſaid 
* Hoſpital, either for Rents or Elections, 
© or any other Thing, until ſuch time as he 
* or they ſhall, in the Preſence of the Coun- 
cil and Miniſters of Edinburgh, take a cor- 
* poral Oath, laying his Hand upon ſome 
Part of the holy Goſpel, in theſe Words: 
* I A. B. do faithfully ſwear and promiſe be- 


fore God, that, to the beſt of my Knowleage 


and Power, I ſhall carry and demean myſelf in 
© all Matters which concern the Rents, the E- 
© leftion of the Officers or Scholars, or any Thing 
© elſe belonging to George Heriot's Hoſpital. 
* Andif I know any going about, at any time, 
* to defraud or defeat the End of the ſaid pious 
Founder, IT ſhall reveal it to this Aſſembly, or 
© their Succeſſors. So help me GOD, and the 
Contents of the Bible. 

« Before which Oath perſonally taken, no 
« Perſon above mentioned, ſhall intermeddle 
with any Thing belonging to the ſaid 
« Hoſpital. And if any one ſhall give his 
© Voice, before the ſaid Oath be admini- 
« ſtered and taken, all Concluſions or Ele- 
« (tions reſolved upon at that Meeting, ſhall 
be utterly void and of no Effect to all Pur- 
© poſes whatſoever. 


Of thoſe Things which generally concern E- 
lections and Affairs of the Hoſpital. 


There ſhall be no Election of Scholars, 
© or any Officers, anywiſe belonging to the 
« Hoſpital, nor any Tranſaction which con- 
« cerns any way the Eſtate, or any other 
Thing belonging to the Hoſpital, be 
made or done, but. in the Committee 
Chamber of the ſaid Hoſpital, or in ſome 
other Place within the Buildings of the 
« ſaid Hoſpital, whenſoever there ſhall be 
any Election of Officers or Scholars. 

« Firft, The eldeſt Miniſter of the Town 
then preſent ſhall directly read unto the 
* whole Electors, the inſuing Statute con- 
« cerning the Election of the Scholars, or 
the Officer or Officers which are to be cho- 
«ſen; after which, he ſhall briefly deſire 
them, in the fear of God, and according 
to their Oath, which they have formerly 
taken for their Fidelity to the Hoſpital, 
and to give their Suffrages according to 
the true Meaning and Intention of that Sta- 
© tute preſently read unto them; and then 
immediately and not before they ſhall pro- 
cCceed to the Election. 

And becauſe it is fit that the Maſter of 


the Hoſpital ſhould be well regarded in 
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* unto him in all Elections, and other Buſi- 
* neſs which any way concern the Hoſpital, 
* he ſhall have a ſingle Suffrage and Voice 
* as well as any of the reſt of the Electors 
* of the ſaid Hoſpital. 

* The Compiler of the Statutes, Walter 
* Balcanquell, Dean of Rocheſter, during his 
* natural Life, ſhall have a ſingle Suftrage 
© in all Elections, and Buſineſs concerning, 
the Hoſpital, whenſoever he ſhall be in the 
City of Edinburgh. 

* It is ordained, that in all Things be- 
* longing to the Hoſpital, either Elections, 
* Rents, or Government, or any other Thin 
* whatſoever, all theſe who by the Statutes 
have a Voice, ſhall be warned by the Offi- 
cer of the Hoſpital, who ſhall be elected 
by the Governors to that Effect; and th 
* being warned, what ſhall by the a 
Voices of theſe who compear, be conclu- 
* ded, ſhall ſtand in Force and Effect. 


Of the Elefiion and Office of the Treaſurer, 


* Upon the firſt Monday after the Electi- 
on of the Magiſtrates of this Burgh yearly, 
* there ſhall be choſen by the ſaid Governors 
* and'Maſter of the Hoſpital, a ſufficient 
able Man to be Treaſurer of the ſaid Hoſ- 
* pital for a Year thereafter, whoſe Office 
* ſhall be to receive all the Hoſpital Rents, 
to keep all Stock and Monies belonging to 
the Hoſpital, to pay all Wages and Al- 
* lowances due to the Officers and Scholars, 
or any other belonging to the Hoſpital ; 
to look diligently to the Reparation of the 
Building of the Hoſpital, to deliver week- 
ly to the Maſter of the Hoſpital, ſo much 
Money as to provide the Diet of the Hoſ- 
* pital;z and every Friday at Night, to take 
the Maſter and the Caterer's Accounts, 
* how they have diſburſed the ſaid Monies, 
* whole particular Accounts he ſhall keep 
by him on a File, ſubſcribed by the ſaid 
* Maſter and Caterer's Hands: And it ſhall 
be in the ſaid Treaſurer his Power, to 
control or allow of the ſaid Accounts, 


| * which weekly Accounts (both for the Diet 


* of the Hoſpital, and all other Charges in- 
* cident to the ſame any way) he ſhall, up- 
* on-the laſt Day of every Month, if it be 
* not Sunday, and in that Caſe, upon the 
next Day following, deliver up to the 
* four Auditors of the Hoſpital, theſe week- 
* ly Accounts of all Charges belonging to 
the Hoſpital. 

He ſhall be elected by the Plurality of 
« Suffrages of the Ordinary Council, and 
« Miniſters of Edinburgh, the Maſter of the 
* Hoſpital, and Doctor Balcanquell, if he be 
there preſent; after which Election, the 
Clerk ſhall adminiſter to him this Oath in 
* Preſence of the Governors, upon ſome 


Part of the holy - Goſpel, viz. I, A. B. 
elect Treaſurer of George Heriot, his Ho/- 
© pital, 
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© pital, do ſwear and faithfully promiſe, with 
© my beſt Skill and Power, to diſcharge all 
© that is required of me by the Statutes of 
* the ſaid Hoſpital. So help me Gad, and 
© the Contents of this Book, © 

* He ſhall yearly make his Accounts, and 
© at his removing from his Office, ſhall de- 
© liver to the ſucceeding Treaſurer, all Ac- 
counts and Papers which any way belong 
* to his Office, and may give all Inſight for 
the Diſcharge of the ſame; which Pa- 
pers ſhall be always kept and digeſted in 
good Order, in the Treaſure-houſe of the 
* faid Hoſpital. 

* It the Treaſurer ſhall die, or by any 
Neceſſity be removed, the Governors, 
within ten Days of his Death or Removal, 
* ſhall proceed to the Election of a new 


* one, obſerving in his Election all Things 
before mentioned. 


Of the Election and Office of the Auditors. 


On the ſame Day of the Election of the 
© Treaſurer, there ſhall be choſen yearly, 
four Auditors of his and all other Ac- 
counts belonging to the ſaid Hoſpital, viz. 
* one of the Bailies of the ſaid Burgh, one 
© of the Miniſters of the ſame, one of the 
Merchants and one of the Craftſmen of 
the Council of the ſaid Burgh, who ſhall, 
ilk laſt Day of every Month, if it be 
not Sunday, and then the next Day follow - 
ing, hear and perfect the Treaſurer his 
Accounts for the Month laſt paſt, and 
© ſhall have Power to control or allow them ; 
and whatſoever monthly Accounts ſhall be 
< perteCted and ſubſcribed by the ſaid Hands 
© of the Treaſurer, and any two of the ſaid 
Auditors ſhall be taken for a good month- 
© ly Account, and not otherwiſe, reſerving 
always to the whole Body of the Govern- 
© ors, that Power to control all the whole 
* Accounts, which ſhall hereafter be de- 
< clared. 

* The Day after the End of every three 
Months, or, at the fartheſt, within four 
© Days after, the faid Treaſurer and Audi— 
© tors ſhall deliver up unto the whole Body 


© of the Governors aſſembled in the Com 


© mittee-chamber, their Accounts tor the three 
Months laft paſt, fairly written in a Book; 
© they ſhall be read publickly, and there ei- 
© ther controlled or allowed; the Allow- 
« ance ſhall be under the Hand of the Re- 
gitter of the Hoſpital, with theſe Words, 
© ex juſſu DominorumGubernatorum Hoſpitals , 
* which Book of Accounts for three Months, 
© {o allowed, for the Space of eight Days 
after, ſhall lie open upon the Table in the 
Committee- chamber, ſo that if any one of 
* the Governors (but none elſe) have a mind 
© to peruſe them, they may; and if they 
« ſhall find any Overſight or Fault in them, 
they are charged by virtue of their Oath 
of Fidelity to the Hoſpital taken at the 
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© firſt, to reveal it to the reſt of the Gover- 
* nors, who ſhall take Order to correct and 
* amend it. 

The Auditors and Treaſurer, within 
four Days of the laſt Month of every Year, 
* ſhall deliver up the whole laſt Years Ac- 
* counts to the whole Body of the Govern- 
| © ors, aſſembled in the Committee-chamber, 
* where they ſhall be allowed or controlled, 
* every way as is expreſſed in the quarterly 
Accounts. 

* The Election of the Auditors ſhall be 
* by the Plurality of Suffrages, and in all 
* Reſpects, as is expreſt in the Election of 
the Treaſurer. After the Election, the 
* Auditors ſhall give their Oaths in Preſence 
* aforeſaid, as is taken by the Treaſurer, 
* mutatis mutandis. 

* The Auditors ſhall be yearly choſen as 
the Treaſurer is; and if any ot them hap- 
pen to deceaſe, the Governors ſhall pro- 
* ceed to the Election of one in his Place, 
* within the Time prefixed, in caſe of the 
Removal or Death of the Treaſurer. 

It is to be obſerved, that the monthly, 
* quarterly, and yearly Accounts of the 
* Treaſurer and Auditors Accounts, ſhall 
* comprehend all Manner ' of Layings out 
for the Hoſpital, Diet, Wages, Cloaths, 
* Prentice-tees, Reparations and all Things 
* elſe. As alſo, all Manner of Comings-in, 
* whether Rents or Stock in the Treaſure- 
* houſe ; fo that upon the ſitting of every 
* monthly, quarterly and yearly Accounts, 
* there may clearly appear what Rents re- 
* main in the Treaſurer his Hands, and what 
* Stock in the Treaſure-houſe. And if at 
* any Time, the Charges to be laid out, ſhall 
* come to be more than the Rents received, 
* becauſe of the lare coming in of the Rents 
* ſome times, the Treaſurer ſhall borrow 
*ſo much of the Stock, of the Treaſure- 
* houſe, with the Allowance of any two of 
* the Auditors, who ſhall fee it preſently 
* repaid again to the 'Treaſure-houſe upon 
the coming in of the Rents. 


Of the Election and Office of the Clerk. 
There ſhall be choſen by a Plurality of 


Voices, of all of them who have Voices in 
the Election of the Treaſurer, a Regiſter 


hold the ſame Office during his natural 
Life, unleſs for his Miſdemeanor, he ſhall 
be removed by them, who in one of the 
« enſuing Statutes ſhall have Power ſo to do. 
His Office ſhall be, fairly and faithfully 
to keep, order and digeſt all the Evidents, 
and all other Papers whatſoever belonging 
to the ſaid Hoſpital z as allo, as Clerk, to 
« fit with the Governors of the Hoſpital at 
« all their Meetings; and there, in modo & 
forma, to enact all Orders and Reſolutions 
made by the ſaid Governors. Likewile 


* he ſhall have the ſole Benefit of drawing 
| and 


* or Clerk of the Hoſpital, who ſhall - 
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© and ingrofling all Manner of Evidents, 
© Securities and Writings, which are made 
© betwixt the Hoſpital and any Party, and 
© ſhall receive therefore no greater Fee than 
is uſually paid to other Writers to the Sig- 
© net, or to the Clerk of the Town of Edin- 
* burgh in ſuch Caſes. 

After his Election, and before his Ad- 
© miſſion into the Place, he ſhall receive the 
© Oath in the ſame Form, as is before ex- 
© preſſed in the Oath of the Treaſurer, mu- 
© tatis mutandis. Upon his Death, or Re- 
© moval, the Governors of the Hoſpital ſhall 
proceed, within ten Days, to the Election 
© of a new one, in the ſame Forms and Man- 
© ner as is before expreſt. The Regiſter 
* ſhall have quarterly paid him, by the Trea- 
* ſurer of the Hoſpital, Fifty Marks Scots; 


© and the ſaid Regiſter ſhall receive as a Fee 


* from him or them, to whoſe Uſe any 
* Thing is ſealed, and no more, 


Of the Seal of the Hoſpital. 


© There ſhall be one common Seal for the 
«* ſaid Hoſpital, engraven with this Device, 
« Sigillum Hoſpitalis Georgii Heriot, about the 
Circle; and in the Middle, the Pattern of 
the Hoſpital. No Security nor Evident, 
© nor Deed ſhall be reputed to be a Security, 
« Evident or Deed of the Hoſpital, unleſs it 
© be ſealed and confirmed with the ſaid Seal. 
The keeping of the ſaid: Seal ſhall be after 
© this Manner: It ſhall be kept in a Cheſt, 
© which ſhall have four ſeveral Locks of 
four ſeveral Works; ſo that one Key can 
* open but one Lock. 

* On the 24th of June in every Year, if 
© it be not Sunday, and in that caſe the next 
* Day following, the Governors of the Hoſ- 
* pital ſhall cauſe to be delivered one of the 
Keys to the Dean of Gild of the ſaid Burgh 
* for the time being; at which Time allo, 
* by Plurality of Voices, they ſhall chuſe 
* three more of their own Number, to keep 
the other three Keys; of which the one 
* ſhall be one of the Miniſters of the. Town, 
the other a Merchant of the Body of the 
Council; the third, one of the Deacons of 
© the Crafts. Three ſeveral Keys ſhall be 
delivered to them accordingly, but not 
without this Oath firſt adminiſtred unto 
them by the Clerk, in Preſence of the Pro- 
* volt, or one of the Bailies of the ſaid 
Burgh, and remanent Governors. 

IA. B. do faithfully ſwear and promiſe, 
© to carry myſelf to my beſt Skill and Power, 
in the keeping of the Seal of George Heriot 
« his Hoſpital, and that I ſhall never ſuffer 
* (/o far as it lieth in my Power to hinder ) the 
« Seal of the ſaid Hoſpital to be put to any Se- 
* curity, Evident or Writing whatever, unleſs 
it be firſt ſo decreed and reſolved upon, by the 
« Suffrages of the major Part of the Governors 
f the ſaid Hoſpital. So help me God and the 
Contents of this holy Book. Their Office | 
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© ſhall continue only for one whole Year, and 
© this to have Beginning, ſo ſoon as the Hoſ- 
© pital ſhall be finiſhed, builded and per- 
* fected. 


Of the Election of the Maſter. 


* Becauſe no Body can be well governed 
* without a Head, there ſhall be one of good 
Reſpect choſen, Maſter of the Hoſpital, 
© who ſhall have Power to govern all the 
Scholars and Officers who live within the 
© ſame. His principal Care ſhall be, to ſee 
© that the Scholars be brought up in the Fear 
of Almighty Gop; and therefore he ſhall 
© in the Chapel of the Hoſpital, every Twe/- 
day, Thurſday and Sunday, ſome Part of 
© the Afternoon, catechiſe and inſtruct the 
scholars in the Grounds and Principles of 
Faith and Chriſtian Religion, and ſhall not 
offer to meddle further with any Points of 
Divinity, than the Doctrine of the Cate- * 
chiſm; and he ſhall expone no other Ca- 
© techiſm unto them, but ſuch as ſhall ei- 
ther be made, or appointed and approved 
by the Miniſters of Edinburgh for the time 
* being: After the End of every Catechiſm, 
© he ſhall read a Prayer, and not conceive 
© one of his own; the Prayer ſhall be deli- 
vered him by the Miniſters of Edinburgh, 
in which there ſhall be expreſs Thanks 
* unto God for the raiſing up their Founder; 
* and an expreſs Petition for the Proſperity 
* and Happineſs of the Council and Mini- 
* ſters. 

Next, He ſhall have a ſpecial Care that 
* the Scholars and inferior Officers of the 
* Houſe be brought up in good Manners ; 
and therefore, that in all Caſes of Miſde- 
* meanors, as ſwearing, fighting, lying, ſpoil- 
ing of their Cloaths or Chambers, or the 
like, they receive due Correction and Cha- 
* ſtiſement. 

Thirdly, His Care ſhall be, as is above 
* expreſt, that every Week, once, he take 
* the Butler's, Baker's, Brewer's, Cook's, 
* and all other Officers weekly Accounts, 
© and ſhall deliver them to the Treaſurer ; 
* and therefore the Governors ſhall have a 
* ſpecial Care that the Matter to be elected 
© at all Times, have theſe Qualities, That 
he be a Man fearing God, of honeſt Life 
and Converſation, of ſo much Learning as 
© he be fit to teach the Catechiſm; a Man 
* of that Diſcretion as he may be fit to go- 
« vern and correct all that live within the 
« Houſe; and a Man of that Care and Pro- 
« vidence, that he may be fit to take Ac- 
© counts of the ſame; a Man of that Worth 
and Reſpect, as he may be fit to be an Aſſel- 
* ſor with the Governors, having a Suffrage 
given unto him in all Buſineſſes concerning 
* the Hoſpital, by the fourth Chapter (or Di- 
© viſion) of theſe Statutes. He ſhall be an 
* unmarried Man, otherwiſe let him be alto- 


« gether uncapable of being Maſter. His 


Election 
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Election ſhall be by the Plurality of Suf- 
* rages, of all thoſe who (by the Statutes be- 
fore mentioned in the fourth Chapter, or Di- 
viſion), have Voices in Elections. 

And we charge the Conſciences of the 
Governors in the Lord, that, in the Electi- 
* on of him, all particular and perſonal Re- 
© ſpect laid aſide, they only look unto the 
© Fitneſs of the Man, and obſerve the true 
* Meaning and Intention of this Statute. 


Of what follows the Election of the Maſter. 


* After his Election, and before his Ad- 
* miſſion, the Clerk, in Preſence of the Go- 
* yernors there preſent, ſhall require him 
* firſt to take the Oath of Allegiance, and 
* afterward the Party elected, laying his 
* Hand upon ſome Part of the Goſpel, ſhall 
* {wear further thus: J, A. B. elected Maſter 
* of George Heriot his Hoſpital, do ſwear 
and faithfully promiſe before God, that, to 
* my beſt Power, I ſhall dijcharge all which 
* the Statutes of the Hoſpital require from 
* me; and ſhall do my beſt to ſee all the Sta- 
© tutes of the ſaid Hoſpital obſerved by others 
* whom they do concern; and I do promiſe all 
Faith and Obedience to the Lord Provoſt, 
© Bailies, Miniſters and Council of Edinburgh 
* now preſent, and to their Succeſſors. So 
help me God, and the Contents of this holy 
© Book, After which Oath taken, he ſhall 
© have, by ſome of the Governors of the 
* Hoſpital, Poſſeſſion of the Maſter's Lodg- 
© ings delivered unto him, and there pub- 
« lickly, in the Hall of the ſaid Hoſpital, 
all the Scholars and all Officers living in 
the Houſe, ſhall be aſſembled together, 
and ſome one of the Governors whom 
« they ſhall think fitteſt, ſhall declare unto 
© them that this is he whom they have cho- 
« ſen to be Maſter and Governor over them; 
© and therefore do command them to yield 
« unto him all reſpectful Obedience in all 
Things that he ſhall command them, up- 
on Pain of being expulſed from the ſaid 
« Hoſpital. | 

The Maſter of the Hoſpital, within the 
« Precincts of the ſame, ſhall never go with- 
out his Gown. In the Hall he ſhall have 
© his Diet, he and the Schoolmaſter, in the 
upper End, at a little Table, by them- 
« ſelves. He ſhall have a care to lee the 
« Commitee-chamber and Garden, with all 
the Walks kept fair and clean without 
« ſpoiling; but eſpecially that the Chapel, 
the Hall, and all the Office-houſes be kept 
« ſweet and clean ; as likewiſe the Scholars 
Chambers. He ſhall have given yearly 
«< unto him a new Gown, and quarterly for 
his Wages, Fifty Pounds Scots Money. 


Of the Removal or Chaſtiſement of the Ma- 
ſter, when it is needful. 


If at any time the Maſter ſhall marry,

* his Place ſhall be void. If at any Time 
he ſhall be convicted before the Governors 
* of the ſaid Hoſpital, as a Fornicator, A- 
* dulterer, Drunkard, or notorious Swear- 
* er and Blaſphemer, he ſhall, ipſo fatto, 
be depoſed. If at any Time he ſhall be 
* found remiſs or negligent in his Place, ler 
* him be publickly admoniſhed by the Go- 
* vernors of the Hoſpital, which Admoniti- 
* on ſhall be regiſtrate in the Hoſpital Book ; 
* if he offend in the like Kind again, let him 
receive a ſecond publick Admonition ; 
* which alſo ſhall be regiſtred : After which, 
* if he ſhall offend in the ſame Kind the 
* third Time, let him receive a third publick 
* peremptory Admonition, which 1s like- 
* wiſe to be regiſtrate; after which three re- 
* giſtrate Admonitions, if ever he offend a- 
gain in the Premiſes, let him be irrevo- 
* cably depoſed by the Governors; in which 
* Caſe, they are preſently to proceed to the 
Election of a new Maſter. 

* It at any Time the Maſter of the Hoſ- 
* pital ſhall lie a whole Night out of the 
* Hoſpital (except in Caſes of violent De- 
* tention) without Leave of the Lord Pro- 
* volt of Edinburgh for the Time, or in 
* his Abſence, one of the Miniſters of the 
* ſaid Burgh; he ſhall receive a publick Ad- 
* monition from the Governors, and for- 
* feit a whole Quarter's Wages, which in 
no Cale ſhall be pardoned. If he do fo 
* the ſecond Time he ſhall receive a ſecond 
* publick Admonition, and forfeit two 
* Quarters Wages, in no Caſe to be remit-

tioned; elſe it ſhall be abſolutely in the

Of the Election and Ofice of the School- 
maſter. | 


And becauſe that the Scholars ſhall be 
brought up in Letters, there ſhall be a 


'£ Schoolmaſter, whoſe Office ſhall be to 


© teach the Scholars to read and write Scots 
« diſtinctly, to cypher and caſt all Manner 
* of Accompts; as alſo to teach them 
the Latin Rudiments, but no farther. He 
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© ſhall be careful to ſee the Scholars keep 
their Chambers clean, their Cloaths hand- 
ſome, to keep good Order in the Chapel, 
and in the Hall, and elſewhere; he ſhall 
correct them for all their Faults. 

For his Qualities of Life, good Re- 
port, Sc. for the Manner of his Election, 
« Admiſſion, Admonition, mulcting, Depo- 
* ſition, and the Election of a new one in 
© his Place; it ſhall be in all Points obſerved 
* as is expreſt in the Statutes which concern 
© the Maſter. He muſt be unmarried , he 
* ſhall yearly have a Gown given him, 
without which he ſhall. never go, within 
the Precincts of the Hoſpital. He ſhall 
© receive quarterly from the Treaſurer of 
* the Hoſpital for his Stipend 


Of the Election of Scholars. 


* There ſhall be choſen and admitted into 
* the Hoſpital at the firſt, ſo many poor 
Scholars as the Revenue of the Hoſpital 
* ſhall be able to maintain, deductis deducen- 
« dis, who ſhall all be Children of Burgeſſes 
and Freemen of the ſaid Burgh, and a- 
mongſt theſe, the Kinſmen of the ſaid 
umquhile George Heriot, to be preterred. 
and all others indifferently to be admitted 
without any Reſpect, but according as the 
Plurality of Voices ſhall fall. 

* We do charge the Conſciences of the 
* Eleftors in the Lord, that they chuſe 
* no Burgeſſes Children into theſe Places, 
if their Parents be well and ſufficiently 
able to maintain them, ſince the Intention 
* of the Founder is only to relieve the Poor. 
* All theſe Scholars, when they are admit- 
© ted, muſt not be under ſeven Years of 
© Age compleat, and they ſhall not ſtay in 
the Hoſpital after they are of the Age of 
« ſixteen Years compleat; at which Time, 
* if it be found by their Maſters that they 
are like to prove hopeful Scholars, the

the Free Grammar School of Edinburgh, 
there to be taught, until ſuch Time as 
they be either fit for the College, or to be 
* Apprentices z they ſhall all come to, and 


go from the School together, at all Times 
* of the Meeting or Scaling of the Gram- 
* mar School, orderly, and in their Gowns. 
The Maſter of the Grammar School ſhall 
« yearly receive from the Treaſurer of the 
* Hoſpital for teaching of theſe Scholars 

* The Election of them ſhall be thus: 
* at two Times in the Year, that is to ſay, 
* upon the ſecond Monday of Otflober, after 
the Election of the Magiſtrates, yearly, 
* and upon the third Monday of April there- 
after enſuing, yearly ; the Governors ſhall 
* aſſemble themſelves in the Committee-

is before expreſt; which Scholars, beſides 
* their Bedding, Lodging, Waſhing, and

* Treaſurer of the Hoſpital yearly, for their 
Diet, and for their Cloathes 
a The Election of them ſhall be by 
* the Plurality of Suffrages, as is expreſt 
in other Elections. 

They ſhall be comely and decently ap- 
* parelled, as becometh, both in their Lin- 


nen and Cloaths; and their Apparel ſhall

* fice during his natural Life. He ſhall not 
* marry without the Conſent of the Gover- 
*nors aſked and obtained. His Care ſhall 
be to take Charge of all the Bread and 
Drink, and laying the Table Cloaths at 
the Times of Meals in the Hall. He ſhall 


© be in all Things obedient to the Maſter of 


the Hoſpital; and if he ſhall be convicted 
before the Electors of Fornication, Adul- 
* tery, of being a Drunkard, a common

* ſhall be preſently expulſed the Hoſpital. 
For his Wages he ſhall quarterly receive 
for himſelf, and for his Boy 
* The Butler ſhall be charged with the keep- 
* ing of all the Silver-plate that belongs to 
the 
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* the Hoſpital; as alſo with all other Spoons, 
* Salts, Stoups, Cups to drink in, and 


© Candleſticks which belong to the Hall 
8 Service. 


Of the Election and Office of the Cook. 


There ſhall be choſen a Man of honeſt 
and good Report, to be Cook of the Hoſ- 
« pital, whoſe Election, Admiſſion, Licence to 
* marry, Puniſhment and Expulſion, ſhall be 
* obſerved in all Points, as is expreſt in the for- 
mer Chapter or Diviſion, in the Caſe of the 
Butler. He ſhall be charged, beſides the 
clean dreſſing of the Hoſpital's Diet, with 
the keeping of all the Utenſils belonging to 
* the Kitchen. He ſhall receive quarterly 
* Wages tor himſelf for his Boy 
He ſhall deliver uphis Accompts for Bread, 
* Drink, Candles, and other Things be- 
* longing to his Charge, to the Maſter, ſo 
often in the Week as he ſhall require. 


Of the Election and Office of the Caterer. 


© There ſhall. be choſen a Man of good 
and honeſt Report to be Caterer, whoſe Of- 
« fice ſhall be, faithfully, and at the belt 
Rates, to buy good and wholeſome Meat 
for the Diet of the Hoſpital; as alſo to 
« deliver up his daily Accompts (clean and 
© fairly written) to the Maſter of the Hoſpi- 
© tal, ſo often in the Week as he ſhall re- 
« quire them from him. His Election, Ad- 
* miſfion, Licence to marry, his Puniſh- 
ment or Expulſion, in all Points to be ob- 
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© Theſe four Officers, viz. the Butler, 
© Cook, Caterer and Porter, ſhall have 
* their Diet in the Hall, immediately after 
the Maſter has dined, and the Scholars 
© riſen from the Table; with whom like- 


« wiſe the Maſter's Man ſhall be allowed his 
Diet. | 


Of the Election and Office of the Gardener. 


* There ſhall be provided for the Hoſpi- 
tal a good and ſufficient Gardener, whoſe 
© Care ſhall be to look well to the Commit- 
* tee Garden, whereot the Maſter is to have 
the Uſe; to the Kitchen Garden, and to 
* all the Walks and Hedges belonging to 
* the Hoſpital. The Governors to elect, 
* place and diſplace the Gardener at their 


* Pleaſure. He ſhall receive quarterly for 
* his Wages 


Of the Eleftion and Office of the Women. 


* There ſhall be choſen ſix Women, of 
* good and honeſt Report, unmarried, and 
* who mult never marry. They ſhall be of 
* the Age of forty five Years at the leaſt ; 
their Charge ſhall be diligently to waſh all 
* the Linnens, that belong either in general 
* to the Hoſpital, or in particular to an 
Scholar; and to make all the Scholars 
* Beds, and ſweep their Chambers, and to 
* attend ſuch of them as ſhall be ſick. Their 
© Election, Admiſſion, Puniſhment or Ex- 
* pulſion, is in all Points to be obſerved, as 


in the Caſe of the Hoſpital Butler is ex-

He ſhall receive quarterly for his Wages 
Of the Elefion and Office of Porter. 


© There ſhall be choſen a Man unmar- 
« ried, of honeſt Report, to be Porter of the 
« Hoſpital. He ſhall be a Man of good 
Strength, able to keep out all ſturdy Beg- 
gars and vagrant Perſons. He ſhall lock 
the Gates at all Times of Prayers and 
« Meals. Every Night he ſhall lock up the 
Gates, and bring the Keys of them up to 
the Maſter at ſeven of the Clock in the 
Winter, and at nine in the Summer. He 
« ſhall keep the Court very clean, he ſhall 
« ſweep clean the Chapel every Day, and the 
Hall after every Meal; he ſhall fee the 
Walks kept clean and fair, and make all 
the publick Fires in the Hall; and if at 
any time he diſpoſe himſelf to marry, he 
« ſhall demit his Place, or elſe be deprived 
« of the fame. His Election, Admiſſion, 
« Puniſhment or Expulſion, ſhall be in all 
Points obſerved, as is expreſt in the Sta- 
« tutes which concern the three former Of- 


by themſelves; they are to be charged 


* with, and anſwerable for all the publick 
Linnens of the Hoſpital, and the particu- 
lar Linnens of the Scholars. They ſhall 
receive quarterly for their Wages, every 
© one of them 

All theſe Officers, before mentioned, in 
* caſe of Miſdemeanor, ſhall be puniſhed by 
© the Maſter of the Hoſpital; and therefore 
there ſhall be a Pair of Stocks placed at 
the End of the Hall in the Hoſpital, in 
* which the Maſter ſhall command to be laid 
* any Officer for any ſuch Offence, as in his 
* Diſcretion ſhall ſeem to deſerve it; and the 
* Maſter likewiſe ſhall have Authority to lay 
* in the ſame Stocks any vagrant Stranger 
* of mean Quality, who, within the Pre- 
* cin&ts of the Hoſpital, ſhall commit an 
* ſuch Offence as may deſerve it. The Of-

« which he muſt wear continually at the Of 
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| © in a ſet Form, as it is to be delivered un- 


Of the Eleftion and Offices of the Phyſician, 
Apothecary, and Barber Surgeon. 


© There ſhall be appointed one Doctor of 
Phyſick, who, for viſiting and looking to 
© all the ſick in {the Hoſpital, ſhall receive 
« yearly from the Treaſurer One 
* Apothecary, who ſhall be paid for all his 
« Bills of Drugs, if they be ſubſcribed with 
© the Doctor of Phyſick his Hand. One 
© Chirurgeon Barber, who ſhall cut and poll 
the Hair of all the Scholars in the Hoſpi- 
tal: As alſo, look to the Cure of all thoſe 
within the Hoſpital, who any way ſhall 
« ſtand in need of his Art, and ſhall receive 
for his Wages yearly 


Of ſuch Things as concern the Hoſpital in ge- 


neral. 


Firſt, For the Service of Almighty God, 
there ſhall be in the Chapel of the Hoſpital 
every Day in the Morning, betwixt ſeven 
and eight of the Clock, Divine Service 
read by the Maſter of the School, in this 
Order. Firſt, Shall be read the ordinary 
« Confeſſion of Sins. Next, Some one of 
the Pſalms in Proſe: After that, one 
Chapter of the Old Teſtament ; and after 
© that, one of the New Teſtament ; both of 
them in Order, as the Miniſters of Edin- 
© þurgh ſhall direct. After which ſhall be 
« ſaid the Creed; after that a Prayer ſhall 
© be ſaid, in which Thanks ſhall be given to 
« Gop for all his ſpiritual and temporal 
« Bleſſings ; amongſt his temporal Bleſſings, 
for the preſent Maintenance which they re- 
ceive from Gop by the Hands of their 
© bountiful Founder. 

Moreover, They ſhall pray for the Life 
© and happy Reign of our Sovereign Lord 
the King, the Queen, and of all the Royal 
Progeny, for the Lords of his moſt Ho- 
nourable Privy Council; and more eſpe 
cially for the Provoſt, Bailies, Miniſters, 
* and Council of Edinburgh, their molt reli- 
* gious and honoured Governors, beſeeching 
* Godto raiſe up unto them ſuch Benefactors, 
© as may, by the Teſtimony of their good 
Works, bear Witneſs to the Holineſs of our 
« Profeſſion and Religion. This Prayer is 
© not to be conceived by the Schoolmaſter, 
but to be read by him every Day, as it ſhall 
© be delivered unto him penned by the Mi- 
© niſters of Edinburgh. | 

At every Meal before Meat, Grace ſhall 
© be ſaid in the Midſt of the Hall, by one 
of the Scholars; and it ſhall be a ſet Form 
« of Grace, pronounced in the Midſt of the 
Hall, after the ſaid Scholar hath firſt read 
one of the Pſalms. After Dinner, the 
© ſame Scholar ſhall ſay the Grace, giving 
« Gon Thanks, amongſt other Things, for 
their Founder, and praying for their Go- 
« yernors. This Grace likewiſe is to be 
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to them by the Miniſters. 
© Every Sunday, the Maſter, the School- 
* maſter, and all the Scholars in Order, two 


© and two, ſhall go ſolemnly in Order in 


their Gowns, and all the Officers of the 
* Houſe that can be ſpared going after them, 
* to the Grayfriers Church, both to the 
* Forenoon and Afternoon Sermon, and 
* there ſhall ſit in ſuch a Place as ſhall be ap- 
pointed for them: And in that decent Or- 
* der return back again from the Church to 
the ſaid Hoſpital. All the Scholars, in 
* the Chapel, Hall, Church, and all other 
* Places whatſoever, ſhall take. place ac- 
* cording to that Rank and Order in which 
they are elected and admitted to be Scho- 
lars of the Hoſpital, and no otherwiſe. 
There ſhall ever be kept in the Trea- 
* ſure-houſe of the Hoſpital, ſo great a 
* Stock of Money, as, in all Probability, is 
* able to defray the Charges of theſe Scho- 
lars who are maintained in the Hoſpital, 
* and pay the Apprentice-fees of all ſuch 
*as are to be bound out Apprentices, and 
* pay the Charge of Reparations, and all 
other common Charges whatſoever belong- 
ing to the Hoſpital. 

* Twice every Year, that is to ſay, up- 
* on the ſecond Monday of October, after the 
Election of the Magiſtrates yearly, and 
* upon the third Monday of April thereaf- 
* ter enſuing, yearly, being ſix Months di- 
* {tant from one another, the Electors ſhall 
* vilit the ſaid Hoſpital, hear and determine 
* all Complaints that can be made, either 
* againſt the Maſter, Schoolmaſter, or Of- 
* ficers; ſhall reform all Abuſes which they 
* find in the ſame; ſee that all Parts of the 
* Hoſpital betight, and in good Reparation ; 
* and inquire whether the Scholars Diet be 
* good and wholeſome, their Cloaths ho- 
* neſt and ſeemly, their Beds and Chambers 
* tweet and cleanly, according to the Al- 
* lowances beſtowed upon them ; and ſer 
* ſtraight all other Things which need to be 
* amended. 

* All the Monies which by Debts, Rents, 
* or any other way ſhall belong to the Hoſ- 
* pital, beſides that which ſhall come in to 
the Stock of the Treaſure-houſe, ſhall be 
* beſtowed upon Land, and no otherwiſe for 
* all Time to come whatſoever. 


Of Things reſerved to the Compiler. 


The Compiler of theſe Statutes, Doctor 


* Balcanquel, doth referve unto himſelf full 
Power for the filling up of all Blanks in 
« theſe Statutes, and all the Power which 
he now hath, for the determining of the 
« Stipends, or Wages of all Perſons, to 
* whom by theſe Statutes, Wages or Sti- 
« pends are to be allowed, until ſuch Time 
© as after the building and erecting of the 
* faid Hoſpital, and a perfect Examination 
| * of 
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of the clear probable Revenue of the ſaid 
© Hoſpital, after the perfecting and clear- 
© ing all Manner of Accompts and Dedu- 
* Ctions, either in his own Preſence, or by 
* the Information of the Lord Provoſt, Bai- 
lies, Miniſters, and Council of Edinburgh, 
it may appear unto him, what Wages the 
* Revenue of the Hoſpital is able to allow 
* to all ſuch, as by the Statutes before men- 
| © tioned are to receive Wages and Allow- 
© ances. As alſo, he doth reſerve unto him- 
« ſelf all the Power which is given unto him 
by the laſt Will of the pious Founder, or 
© the Codicil thereunto annexed, for the 


ordering and ſettling of the ten Burſers 


© Places therein mentioned, until ſuch time 
as the building of the ſaid Hoſpital ſhall 
© be finiſhed. 

* And if it ſhall pleaſe Gop, that the ſaid 
© Walter Balcanquel (before the Times a- 


© bove mentioned) depart this Life, he 


« doth by theſe Preſents tranſmit the whole 
Power now reſident in him concerning theſe 
« two Points of determining Stipends and 
« Wag*s, and ordering and ſettling of the 
ten Burſers, to the Lord Provoſt, Bailies, 
« Miniſters and Council of Edinburgh for the 
time being; whom he doth earneſtly be- 
« ſeech in the Lok, to take all faithful and 
« poſſible Pains, that theſe two Points be 
© conſcionably ſettled, according as they 
© ſhall find the Revenue of the Hoſpital 
will give Leave. 

To prevent all Corruptions in After- 
© times, there ſhall never be made by the 
< Ele&tors, any Pre- election of any Place 
< whatſoever belonging to the Hoſpital ; 
© nor ſhall the Pre- election or Election of 
any Officer or Scholar, before the Place 
* unto which he is pre- elected or elected be 
© actually void, ſtand good, but it ſhall be 
© void ipſo facto; and therefore, before the 
Hoſpital- building be finiſhed, and fit to 
« receive thoſe who are appointed to in- 
© habit it, there ſhall be made no Election, 
© nor Pre- election of any Officer or Scholar 
« belonging to the Hoſpital, excepting only 
«ſuch as muſt of neceſſity attend the Fa- 
brick of the ſaid Building, or the preſent 
Revenue, Monies or Eſtate preſently be- 
"© longing, or intended for the ſaid Hoſpi- 
tal; and theſe, after the Building is finiſh- 
ed, or before, to leave their Places, un- 
© leſs they be then again, de novo, choſen by 
« the Electors; but after the Houle is fit- 
ted for the receiving of thoſe who are to 
live in it, then all Elections ſhall go, as 
is expreſt in the Statutes before mentioned. 

The Compiler of theſe Statutes, Walter 
«* Balcanguel, Dean of Rocheſter, doth relerve 
< unto himſelf, during his own natural Lite, 
© all Power for adding unto, or diminiſhing 
from, or altering of theſe preſent Statutes, 
* accordingly as upon emergent Occaſions 
© he ſhall be thereunto induced by his own 
«* Conſcience, or Conſultations with the Lord 
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* Provoſt, Magiſtrates, Miniſtry and Coun- 
eil of Edinburgh, or by the Advice of 
* thoſe who are learned in the Laws of the 
Realm of Scotland; otherwiſe, if from the 
* ſaid Dean of Rocheſter in his Lifetime, 
* theſe Statutes ſhall receive no Addition, 
* Diminution, nor Alteration, then theſe 
* Statutes being ſubſcribed with his Hand, 
and ſealed with his Seal at any Time before 
* his Death, ſhall have the Strength, Validity 
* and Force to all Purpoſes whatſoever, of 
* the Statutes mentioned in the Will of the 
* Founder, by which, and no otherwiſe, the 
* ſaid Hoſpital ſhall be perpetually govern- 
* ed, ordered and directed for ever hereaf- 
* ter unto the End of the World. 

* And if there ſhall ariſe any Controverſy 
* concerning the Interpretation of the ſaid 
* Statutes, or of any Part, Sentence, or 
* Word in the ſame; it is ordained, that 
* thole five mentioned in the Founder's 
Will, va. the Lord Chancellor, the two 
* Archbiſhops, the Lord Preſident of the 
* College of Juſtice, and the Lord Advocate 
* to his Majeſty of this Realm of Scotland 
* for the time being, ſhall have ſole and 
* whole Power to interpret the ſame, and 
to determine all Controverſies ariſing a- 
bout the Interpretation of the ſame; ſo 
that whatſoever any three of theſe five 
met together, and all Parties intereſted be- 
* ing conveened, ſhall judicially, or extra- 
* judicially, declare in their Conſciences, to 
come neareſt the true Meaning of theſe 
* Stat..tes z that nothing but that ſhall be 
* taken for the true Meaning of the ſame, 
and in all Points, without further Scruple, 
be obſerved and followed. 

And that theſe Statutes may never be con- 
* cealed, there ſhall be one true Copy of them 
* for ever kept and regiſtrated in the Books 
* of Seffion, one in the Regiſter of the 
Council of Edinburgh; one in the Regiſter 
Office of the ſaid Hoſpital z and more in 
* other Places, it needtul, if any ſhall be 
thought upon; that ſo any Party inte- 
* reſted in them, may have open and free 
Recourſe unto them. 


The Concluſcon. 


© And now, finally, I the unworthy Ser-

« verſaries to our holy Profeſſion, by that 
pious Reſpect, which you his Fellow Ci-

your worthy Citizen George Heriot. 

And, laſtly, for the clearing of your 
© own Conſciences, and your own particu- 
© lar Accounts in that great Day of the 


© Lord, let none of you who read theſe Pre- 


© ſents, nor your Succeſſors, who in After- 
© ages ſhall come to read them, offer to fru- 
* ſtrate the pious Founder of his holy In- 
© tention, either by taking directly or in- 
directly from this Hoſpital, any Thing 
* which he in his Piety hath doted unto it, 
* or by altering of it, or beſtowing it upon 
any other Ule, though you ſhall conceive 
© it to be far more pious or profitable, or to 
go about to alter any of theſe Statutes and 
* Ordinances, after they ſhall be once put 
* up unto you, compleatly ſubſcribed and 
* ſealed, as you will anſwer the contrary at 
* the uttermoſt of your Perils, in the Day 
* of the Lord Jeſus, to whom (being fully 
* aſſured of your godly Care and zealous 
© Conſcience in thoſe Particulars) with His 


Father, and the Holy Ghoſt, Three Per- 


© ſons, but one undivided Eſſence of the 
* Godhead, as for all other their Bleſſings, ſo 
in particular for the great Charity of this 
* molt pious and religious Founder, be a 
© ſcribed, as is molt due, all Praiſe, Ho-

Remark, For Balcanguel, to impoſe an 


Oath upon the Governors of this Hoſpital 


that was not to be altered upon any Ac- 
count, is the moſt inſolent, daring and ini- 
quitous Crime a Man could be guity of; 
ſeeing thereby he did, as it were, inſult the 
Almighty, by inſinuating to the World, that 


there was a Prieſt in it as — of making 


unalterable Laws as himſelf: Whereas, di- 
vers of his Statues to, be {worn to are ſo ve 

trifling and infignificant, that it is almoſt 
a Shame to publiſn them. And the Go- 
vernors, by being bound by this ſhocking 
Oath; are rendered incapable of ſerving the 
Hoſpital in ſo beneficial a Manner as they 
might ; therefore ought juſtly to be altered. 


INFIRMARY. 


No charitable Foundation being deemed 
of more Uſe to a Nation than thoſe for the 
Relief of poor, fick, diſtempered and lame 
Objects; for, being cured of their ſeveral 
Maladies and caſual Infirmities, are render- 
ed uſeful Members of the Community; 
whereas, in populous Cities, deſtitute of 
Places for their Relief, they periſh for want 
of Aſſiſtance ; whereby the Publick are de- 
prived of many uſeful Hands. | 

Divers well diſpoſed Perſons, having, 
with great Concern, obſerved this to be the 
Caſe of Edinburgh, reſolved to attempt to 
remedy this Defect; for which Purpoſe, in 
the Year 1721, they publiſhed an exhortato- 
ry Pamphlet, ſetting forth the great Neceſſity 
and Advantages of ſuch an Hoſpital to the 
Nation; and publiſhed Propoſals for raiſing 
a Fund to accompliſh ſo good a Work: Bur 
there appearing ſo little Probability of Suc- 
ceſs, dropt the Proſecution of their Scheme. 

In the Year 1725, the Copartners of the 
Scotiſh Fiſhery being about to diſſolve their 
Company, the College of Phyſicians of E- 
dinburgh applied to the Proprietors for Part 
of their Stock towards founding an Hoſpital 
as aforeſaid. Having ſucceeded in their Ap- 
plication; for the more effectually carrying 
on the Deſign, propoſed a voluntary Sub- 
ſcription. to be entered into by all who were 
willing to incourage ſo laudable an Underta- 
king. And, as an Incouragement for Men 
to ſubſcribe, the ſeveral Sums that might be 
ſubſcribed, were declared to be null and void, 
provided that the Sum of Two thouſand 
Pounds Sterling was not ſubſcribed againſt a 
certain Day: And, to ſet a good Example 
to others, moſt of the Faculty not only ſub- 
ſcribed generouſly, but divers of their Num- 
ber undertook to procure Subſcriptions from 
others ; and being ſeconded therein by Sur- 
geons and others, the Subſcriptions before 
the Time limited exceeded the Sum pro- 
poſed to be ſubſcribed for before that Peri- 
od. And as a farther Incouragement to ſo 
good a Work, the ſaid College of Phyſici- 
ans generouſly obliged themſelves, that one 
or more of their Number ſhould, without 
Fee or-Reward, diligent]y attend the Hoſpi- 
tal when erected. 

Now there being Ground to hope that 
Subſcriptions would increaſe, and thereby 
ſoon be inabled to begin the Work; the 
Gentlemen who had ſtrenuouſly indeavoured 
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to promote this truly good and laudable 
Undertaking, reſolved to diveſt themſelves 
of the Management; purſuant to which, 
in the Month of February, anno 1728, ſum. 
moned a Meeting of the Subſcribers be- 
fore whom they laid an Account of the ſe- 
veral Steps taken, and the Situation of their 
Affairs. In this Aſſembly, a Committee, 
conſiſting of twelve of the Contributors, was 
appointed to proſecute the Subſcriptions, 
gather in the Money ſubſcribed, and to pre- 
pare a Plan for erecting an Infirmary. And 
amongſt other Means for increaſing the 
Stock, it was agreed to petition the Gene- 
ral Aſſembly of the Church of Scotland for 
a voluntary Subſcription, throughout the 
ſeveral Pariſhes within their Juriſdiction; 
which being readily granted, the Contribu- 
tion was earneftly and ftrenuouſly recom- 
mended by the Aſſembly in their Act of the 
11th of May, in the Year 1728, and a Co- 
Py thereof ſent to the Incumbents of the ſe- 
veral Pariſhes throughout Scotland; yer ſuch 
was the amazing Indolence, Lazineſs and 
Obduration of the ſaid Incumbents, to their 
eternal Reproach, that though this great 
and pious Delign was calculated for the Re- 
lief and Benefit of the greateſt and moſt mo- 
ving Objects upon Earth, few of them con- 
cerned themſelves in this truly good and 
Chriſtian Work {or at leaſt, according to my 


account Royal Author, many had not ſent in the Money 
Iufrmary, p. 3. collected by them) as is evident from the 


printed Account of the Names of the Pa- 
riſhes whoſe Miniſters made Collections on 
this Occalion, which appear to have been 


only eighty three, out of all the numerous 


Pariſhes of the Kingdom, although the pi- 
ous Undertaking was intended tor the Bene- 
fit and Relief of the diſtreſſed Poor of all 
Pariſhes and Countries whatever. 

However, though this great and invalu- 
able Work was deſerted by about ten out 
of eleven of thoſe who call themſelves the 
Miniſters of God; yet the ever good and 
moſt gracious God, who delights in nothing 
more than doing Good to his Creatures, 
appeared in a very ſignal Manner to aſſiſt 
this Godlike Undertaking, by opening the 
Hearts of the Laity, both in this and other 
Kingdoms, to contribute towards the Ac- 
compliſhment thereof as the greateſt of all 
Charities; whereby the Committee was in— 
abled to ſummon another Meeting of the 
Contributors, whom they acquainted that 
their Capital was in ſuch a Condition, they 
were of opinion, the Erection of an Infir- 
mary might be gone upon; which being 
approved of by the Benefactors, they ap- 
pointed a Committee of twenty two of their 
Number to manage the Building thereof. 
But, in the interim, it being judged more 
for the publick Intereſt and Benefit of the 
diſtreſſed, to hire a little low-rented Houſe, 
for the immediate Reception of ſuch a Num-

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ber of Objects as their ſmall Stock would 
admit of. 


Purſuant to this Reſolution, a Houſe 


was taken,” fitted up and furniſhed, and a 
Matron or Houfe-keeper, with a Servant 


or Nurſe appointed to attend the ſmall 
Number of Patients. Now the only Diffi- 
culty remaining was, how to provide Sur- 
geons and Medicines; this Perhldg Ob- 
ſtacle was ſoon removed, by certain Sur- 
geon Apothecaries in Edinburgh, who gene- 
rouſly offered not only to furniſh the Houſe 
with Medicines ar their own Expence, but 
to attend the Patients by Rotation, without 
Fee or Reward; for which, their Names 
juſtly deferve with Honour to be commit- 
ted to Poſterity, as a Reward of their 
Worth, which are as followeth, namely, 
John Macgill, Francis Congalton, George Cu- 
ninghame Robert Hope, Alexander Monro, and 
John Douglas. The Houſe being ready, Pa- 
tients were taken in on the ſixth of Auguſt, 
anno 1729; and, that all well diſpoſed Per- 


ſons might have an Opportunity to throw | 


in their Mite to this Charity, a Poor's Box 
was erected in the Paſſage leading to the 
Patients Rooms. 

The pious Work, through the Good- 
neſs of God, being thus. far advanced, the 
Committee prepared the fo.lowing Conſti- 
tutions and Rules for the better Govern- 
ment of the ſaid Infirmary. 


Rules for the Management of the Infirmary 
or Hoſpital for Sick-poor in the City of E- 
dinburgh. 


1. That the Management of this Hoſ- 
© pital may be ſure and fixt, and the annual 
Election of Managers certain and ealy, 
© the ſame ſhall be committed to twenty Per- 
© ſons, who are all Donors to the Hoſpital, 
© viz. The Lord Provoſt of Edinburgh for

Time, and four other Members of the 
College; whereof two out of the Profeſ- 
ſors of Medicine in the Univerſity of Edin- 
zurgh at the Time, and two of the Surge- 
ons of Edinburgh, or three Surgeons, if 
© there is no Proſeſſor of Anatomy; one of 
the Senators of the College of Juſtice, 
© one of the Faculty of Advocates, one of 
© the Society of Writers to the Signet, one 
* of the Miniſters of the Goſpel in Edin—

« nors to the Hoſpital, of which twenty, ſeven

8. The Vilitors for the Time may call 
Meetings of the ordinary Managers, other

9. At the general Meeting of the Ma- 
nagers yearly in January, they ſhall chuſe 
© a Treaſurer, a Clerk, a Miſtreſs or Houſe-

13. The ordinary Managers ſhall yearly, 
on the firſt Monday of July, lay before the 
General Meeting of the Managers, the 
Records of their whole Management and 
Proceedings, and report the State of the 
* Hoſpital, its Stock and Revenue, and an- 
* nual Charge, the Number of Patients 
© taken in, cured, diſmiſſed,” or dead, and 
* a State of the Treaſurer's Accompts for 
© the Year preceding January before. 

14. At the ſaid General Meeting, the 
* Managers may make what Regulations, 
and give what Directions they ſhall judge 
* proper, touching the Patients and Ser- 
* vants in the Hoſpital, their Conduct and 
* Management. 

15. * The Phyſician and Surgeon in wait- 
ing at the time, ſhall be Judges, if the 
Patients offered to the Hoſpital, ought to 
© be taken in or not ; alſo when it 1s fit to 
« diſmiſs any. In all Caſes extraordinary, 
© they are to take the Advice of other Phy- 
* ſicians and Surgeons concerned in the Hoſ-

17. * The ordinary Managers ſhall from 
time to time concert and digeſt Rules, 
* touching the Conduct and Behaviour of 
the Patients and Servants; and allo con- 
* cerning ſuch Diſeaſes, Sickneſſes and Cir- 
* cumitances of Perſons, who ought not to 
© be admitted into the Hoſpital, ſubject al- 
ways to Alteration and Review by the ex- 
* traordinary. 

18. A Regiſter or Record ſhall be kept 
in the Hoſpital, in which is to be entered 
the Names of all Patients that ſhall be 
taken in, the Pariſh of their Birth or Re- 
« ſidence, their Age, Diſeaſe, when taken 
in, when diſmiſſed, and whether cured or 
dead. | 

19. * Alſo another Record ſhall be kept, 
in which the Phyſicians are to write all 
their Preſcriptions and Directions concern-

20. * The ordinary Managers ſhall every

* nue, and the receiving and paying all Mo- 
* nies about the Hoſpital, under the Inſpe- 
* ction, Control and Direction of the ordi- 
* nary Managers, 

22. The Clerk ſhall attend all the Meet- 
* ings of the Managers, extraordinary and 
* ordinary, and all the Meetings of the Vi- 
* ſirors, and carefully minute and record all 
© their Tranſactions, Reſolutions and Di- 
* rections, ſo far as they ſhall judge needful 
and ſhall have the Privilege of drawing all 
* Writs, Rights and Securities concerning 
the Hoſpital. 

23. The Miſtreſs or Houſe-keeper ſhall 
* be a Woman free of the Burden of Chil- 
* dren, and the Care of a ſeparate Family; 
* ſhe ſhall have the Charge of all the Ple- 
* niſhing and Furniture in the Hoſpital, the 
© Truſt of buying all Proviſions, overſeeing 
the Patients and Servants, ordering their 
Diet, adminiſtrating the Medicines order- 
ed by the Phyſicians, the Truſt of buying 
« all Houſe-neceſlaries, the Care of keeping 
the Chambers, Beds, Cloaths, Linnens, 
and all other Things within the Hoſpital 
© neat and clean; and to her all the Servants 
and Patients within the Hoſpital are to be 
«* ſubmiſſive and obedient. 

24. * The Phyſician and Surgeon attend- 
ing, ſhall every Week reviſe the Miſtreſs 
her Accompts, whereby they may judge 
© of the Diet provided by her to the Pa- 
« tients; they ſhall ſubſcribe the ſame, for 
« certifying thereof to the Treaſurer, to be 
allowed by him to her. 

25. * All inferior Servants within the 
« Hoſpital ſhall alſo be Perſons free of the 
< Burden of Children, and the Care of a ſe- 
© parate Family. | 

26. * The Miſtreſs, and all Servants 
* within Doors, muſt attend the Hoſpital 
« diligently and carefully, and do their Du- 
ties reſpeCtively, honeſtly and faithfully ; 
none of them ſhall be a Night out of the 
« Hoſpital, or at unſeaſonable Hours, or ab- 
« ſent when needed, without Leave aſked 
and obtained from the Phyſician or Sur- 
geon in waiting. 

27. Every Donor to the Hoſpital ſhall 
have free Acceſs to and Inſpection of the 
Books and Records of the Hoſpital, that 
they may offer their Advice to the Mana- 
gers, if any Thing occurs to them for the 
Benefit and Advantage thereof. 

28. The Managers ſhall continue their 
\ © Indeavours to procure, and ſhall take in 
new Donations from time to time to the 
«< Hoſpital, and inroll the Donors in the ſame 
Manner. as if they had been original Sub- 
* {cribers and Donors, 
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29. The General Meeting of the Ma- 
* nagers may call a General Meeting of the 
* Donors at any Time they ſhall think ne- 
ceſſary and proper; and ſhall, upon Ap- 


* plication of any ſeven Donors to the Hoſ- 


* pital, call a General Meeting of the Do- 
nors. 

30. The preceding Rules are to con- 
* tinue and be obſerved, unleſs the ſame 
* ſhall happen to be altered in any Article, 
* or new Articles added by a General Meet- 
* ing of the Donors.” 

Purſuant to the above Regulations, the 
Managers, in the Month of February, in 
the Year 1730, appointed twelve ordinary 
Managers, and choſe a Treaſurer and Clerk. 
The ordinary Managers, at their firſt Meet- 
ing, claſſed themſelves as monthly Viſitors, 
and made Orders concerning the Admiſſion, 
Diſmiſſion and Behaviour of the Patients, 
whoſe Number taken into the Infirmary in 
the firſt Year amounted to thirty five, 
whereof nineteen were cured, five recovered, 
fo as to manage their ordinary Affairs, re- 
quiring only Time to confirm Health, by 
recovering Strength; five diſcharged, ei- 
ther as incurable, or for Irregularities; 
one died; and in the Houſe five re- 
mained. Beſides theſe, divers Out- patients 
were attended by the Phyſicians and Sur- 
geons, who alſo gave Advice daily to all 
diſeaſed Perſons that came to the Infir- 
mary at the Hours of viſiting. 

The Stock of rhe Infirmary in the Year 
I735, amounting to about the Sum of 
Three thouſand Pounds Sterling ; the Ma- 
nagers were thereby incouraged to apply 
for a Charter to eſtabliſh and perpetuate the 
Undertaking; which his preſent Majeſty 
was graciouſly pleaſed to grant; whereof 
the following is a Copy. |

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ho, though not incurable, were in no 
Condition to maintain themſelves while 
under Cure, even when Phyſicians and 
Chirurgeons, charitably diſpoſed, were in- 
© clined to aſſiſt them with their Skill and 
Medicines gratis) did, ſome Years ago, ſet 
forward a Subſcription, which, with ſome 
few Donations, has now produced a Fund 
of about Three thouſand Pounds Sterling, 
the Intereſt whereof, by Agreement of the 
« Subſcribers and Donors, is to be applied 
for erecting a Houſe in Edinburgh, where- 
« in poor Sick, properly recommended from 
« any Part of the Country, who are not ab- 
« ſolutely incurable, are to be maintained 
© and taken care of by the-Royal College of 
« Phyſicians of Edinburgh, and ſome of the 
* moſt ſkiltul Chirurgeons. 

That, under the Direction of the Ma- 
© nagers choſen by the Contributors, a Houſe 
has been hired, and ſo far as the Intereſt 
of the Fund would go, poor Perſons have 
been received into it, and have been ſo well 
taken care of, that many, under the Bleſ- 
« ſing of God, have thereby been reſtored 
© to their Health, 

That this Charity is ſo apparently of

The Capital Stock of the Infirmary be- 
ing increaſed to about the Sum of Five thou- 
ſand Pounds Sterling, and all Things conſpi- 
ring to forward the good Work, the Ma- 
nagers began to put in Execution the Plan 
for building an Hoſpital; and in the Month 
of Auguſt, anno 1738, laid the Foundation 
of the Eaſtern End of the preſent magnifi- 
cent Fabrick ; for a Deſcription of which, 
can do no better than inſert that publiſh- 
ed in two Letters, from a Gentleman in E- 
ainburgh to his Friend in the Country; 
which are as follows.

* a Houſe they are building; what Num- 
ber of Patients it is to contain, how much 
© of it is built, and when it will be ready 
* to take in Patients. As to theſe, 

* The Managers purchaſed a very con- 
* venient Area to build their Houſe upon, 
* finely ſituated. The Plan agreed to is 
* a Body of a Houſe, two hundred and fix 
Feet long from Eaſt to Weſt, fronting 
North, with two Wings or Jambs, extend- 
ing Northward from the Ends of the Bo- 
dy, ſeventy Feet each. The Building con- 
« fiſts of a Ground Floor, and three Stories 
over it. The firſt three Stories are each 
* eleven Feet high, and the fourth Story 
* eight Feet high; and over the middle 
Part of the Building is an Attick, riſing a 
a Story higher than the reſt of the Houſe: 
The whole Houſe twenty five Feet within 
the Walls, except in the Center, where it 
is thirty ſix Feet broad. 

In the Ground Story, the middle Part 
* of the Building is taken up with a Hall 
and great Stair-cale, poſſeſſing a Space 
of thirty by thirty ſix Feet. There is al- 
© ſo twelve Cells for Lunaticks, all vaulted. 
There is a large Kitchen, with Larder, 
Pantry, and Cellars, of Size ſuitable to an- 
« {wer their End, for the Number the Houſe 
can contain, with a Laundry and Waſh- 
* ing-houle, a Miſtreſs's Room and Keep- 
* er's Room ; alſo two Rooms for Nurſes; 
* with what is further neceſſary for their 
* Conveniency z a cold and hot Bagnio. 
e. 

In the ſecond Story, the middle Part 
* of the Houſe, over the Hall below, is 
* the Managers Room, being thirry Feer 
by twenty; to the Eaſt of that Room is a 

Gallery 
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Gallery of eighty one Feet long and twen- 
* ty five broad, with Beds placed on each 
* Side, with a Cloſet at the Head of each 
Bed. The Areas betwixt the Beds are 
each ſix Feet by eight, and lighted by a 
large Window; theſe Beds are ſo diſpo- 
* ſed that the drawing of a Curtain at the 
* Foot of them, forms a Kind of Room, 
* where the two Beds front one another. 
* In each of the four Corners of this Gallery 
is alittle Fire-room, with one Bed, for Pa- 
* tients who require Warmneſs; ſo that 
a 1 Floor contains twenty four Beds in 
* all, 

In the Wing or Jamb, projecting ſeven 
ty Feet from the Eaſt End of the above 
Gallery, is a Stair-caſe adjoining to the a- 


* foreſaid Gallery, and is centrical for it and 


the Remainder of that Jamb, in which are 
* twelve Beds diſpoſed as the former ; where- 
* of four are in Fire- rooms for the Conveni- 
© ency of the Sick. The Stair-caſe has a 
large Lant in the Middle, by which it is 
propoſed that a Patient may be carried 
* by a Pulley in a Chair to all the different 
* Galleries, to prevent the racking Pain 
* that might otherwiſe be occaſioned in be- 
* 1ng carried up or down Stairs. Thus one 
Floor from the Middle of the Houſe Eaſt- 
* wards, contains thirty ſix Beds, and fo the 
two Areas over Head, viz. the third and 
fourth, contain ſeventy two Beds. Theſe 
Stories being diſpoſed in the ſame Man- 
ner as that above deſcribed, making one 
hundred and eight Beds for Men; beſides 
three Fire- rooms on the Front of the Stair- 
* caſe, deſigned for the Accommodation of 
* the Servants who attend the Sick. 

On the Weſt End of the Hall, or middle 
Part of the Houſe there is the ſame Con- 
« veniency and Extent of Room, and diſpo- 
© ſed in the ſame Manner in all the three Sto- 
* ries as the former, containing one hun- 
* dred and eight. Beds, deſigned only for the 
Accommodation of Women; with three 
© Rooms on the Front of the Stair on that 
« Side, being one in each Story, for ac- 
commodating the Women Servants who 
attend the Sick. As the Beds are deſigned 
only to hold one Perſon, the whole Houle 
© contains two hundred and ſixteen Beds; 
whereof forty eight with Chimnies, beſides 
the Cells for Lunaticks. In theſe differ- 
ent Wards there is a Gallery formed ot 
nine Feet wide, free from the Beds; at 
the Ends of which Gallery are large Chim- 
nies for the common Benefit of the whole. 
\ © In the third Story of the middle Part of 
© the Houſe are the Treaſurer's, Secretary's, 
and Accomptant's Offices, and a Surgery. 
And in the fourth Story thereof with the 
« Attick over it, and a Dome- roof over 
© the whole of the middle Part, is contain- 
© ed the Operation- Room being a Cube of 
© thirty Feet, to be put in the Shape of a 
Theatre, with Benches riſing on the three 
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Sides thereof from the Floor, and Galle- 
* ries above, ſo diſpoſed, that two or three 
* hundred Students and Apprentices may 
* conveniently ſee any Operation performed, 
* without. diſturbing thoſe who perform it. 
To this Operation Room there is very ea- 
©ſy and convenient Acceſs by the great Stair, 

* which goes the Height of the Operation- 
* room, and by which no Diſturbance can 
be given. to the Patients in the Houſe. 
This Part of the Building, containing the 
* Hall, Managers Room above, Treaſurer's, 
« Secretary's and Accomprant's Offices and 
Surgery in the third Story, and Operation- 
* room in the fourth, and being all ſeparate 
from the reſt of the Houſe by ſtone Walls, 
prevents not only the Noiſe that would 
be occalioned at the Performance of an O- 
* pcration, but alſo makes a proper Diviſion 
* betwixt the Men and Womens Wards, 
* and anſwering the ſame Ends as if they 
were diſtinct Buildings. 

The Building, fo far as it is carried on, 
is judged by every body of Skill to be ſub- 
ſtantially and well executed. It has no 
hewn Work but what was thought abſo- 
lutely neceſſary for Strength as well as 
* Decency ; viz. Corners, a Baſe, and Bel- 
ting: This laſt became abſolutely neceſſary 
in order to make a proper Intake upon 
the Wall above the firſt Story, as the Wall 
* 1s thicker in that Stoty than in thoſe a- 
* bove, which was thought a Security for 
the Building. The Doors, Windows, and 
* a ſmall Tabling on the Tops of the Walls 
* are likewiſe done in Stone, but plain. 

As the middle Part of the Houſe is 
more properly a College than an Hoſpi- 
tal, and as the whole muſt in Time prove 
the Glory of this Country, ſome of the Con- 
* tributors who gave liberal Donations to- 
* wards carrying on the Building, ſignified 
* to the Managers, that the ornamenting 
the middle Part of the Houſe, where the 
Hall, Operation-room, Sc. are, on the 
Front, would be agreeable to them; jud- 
ging that ſuch a Stretch of Building muſt 
have a poor Appearance, wichout decent- 
ly dreſſing that Part which firſt attracts 
* the Eye: And therefore the Managers 
thought it their Duty to comply with 
* the Contributors Delire, and accordingly 
© have raiſed a Tetraſtyle of three Quarter- 
columns, and two Pilaſters of the Tonick 
* Order, finiſhed with a proper Entabla- 
© ture and Attick over it, all ſtanding an a 
* ruſtick Baſement; which, with the reſt; 
gives Satitfaction to all that ſee it. 

This noble and pious Undertaking, 
vyhen it is brought to its deſigned Perſecti- 
* on, on the Suppoſition, that one Patient 
© with another ſtays ſix Weeks in the Houſe, 
gives the delightful Proſpect, that above 
* one thouſand ſeven hundred may be taken 
* care of init annually. It may be, the 
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Number may be much greater, it being

© able to accommodate ſo many at once, 
* whereof ſome muſt be daily going out, 
© leaves little Room to doubt that there will 
* always be a ſufficient Number of empty 
* Beds to accommodate every Patient that 
* offers. 

The Managers being reſtricted by the 
Charter from applying any Part of their 
Capital toward the Building, made their 
* Addreſſes to the ſeveral Societies in Edin- 
* burgh, and to the General Aſſembly of 
the Church of Scotland, for a national 
Collection to inable them to carry on the 
Building; and having received a conſide- 
rable Sum from Collections at the Doors 
* of the Churches, and Epiſcopal Meetings 
* 1n Edinburgh, other Places, and Donations 
* from private Perſons and different Socie- 
ties there, for carrying on the Building, 
* they, in Auguſt 1738, laid the Foundati- 
* on of the Eaſt End of the Body of the 
* Houſe, which will accommodate ſeventy 
two Patients: The Eſtimate of this is a- 
* bout the Sum of One thouſand ſix hundred 
Pounds Sterling. They alſo carried on the 


Stair-caſe of the Wing adjoining to it at 


the ſame time. 

* This was all they adventured on at firſt; 
but that the Students might from this 
* reap the Advantage of attending on the 
© Houſe, and the Houſe the Benefit of 
their Honorary; they agreed to fit up an 
iaterim Theatre for Operations in this 
* Part of the Building. However, they 
* ſoon found the Undertaking was in ſuch 
© Eſteem with the Publick, that there was 
* no Reaſon to fear the Want of Money to 
© carry on the middle Part of the Building 
© where the Theatre is deſigned ; and there- 
* fore with the unanimous Approbation of a 
general Meeting of the Contributors, they 
founded this in the Spring following. What 
they founded laſt Year is roofed, and the 
middle Part is in ſuch Forwardneſs, that 
*two or three Weeks of good Weather 
would have inabled them to put the Roof 
on it allo. 

It is ſurpriſing to find the Building fo far 
advanced]; ſure the Managers deſerve well 
of the Publick for their Application to it: 
Six of them are veſted by the Board with 
the Care of every Thing relating to the 
Building, by the Name of The Building 
Committee; one or other of theſe weekly 
* controul the Overſeer's Bill of Expence 
for Wages, Materials, Sc.; and one or 
© other of theſe Gentlemen is for the moſt 
Part overſeeing the Maſons and Labour- 
Ex. * 

* One Thing I cannot omit telling you, 
© beſides their rational Grounds of Hope to 
be inabled to carry on the Building, the 
Managers had a juſt Dependance on Pro- 
vidence to provide the Means, and their 
* Expectations have been fully anſwered. 
* That Text has had a beautiful Accom- 
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* pliſhment in this Inſtance, The liberal 
* Man deviſeth liberal Things, and by libe- 
ral Things ſball be ſtand. Their Scheme 
* was liberal, the Publick have thought ir 
ſo, and have inabled them to go on with 
* it with Spirit; for when the Plan was re- 
* ſolved on, they had not Fifty Pounds in 
their Treaſurer's Hands applicable to the 
Building; and yet from the Time they 
founded the Building, they have been 
always inabled to clear off their weekly 
Bill of Expence every Saturday Night; 
* which has amounted, in the building Sea- . 
* ſon, to Thirty Pounds at a Medium, be- 
* ſides paying for two Loads of Timber. It 
* is true that their Funds have been often at 
* ſo low a Paſs, that when one Week's Bill 
* was cleared, they had not Money enough 
left to pay the next; but a bountiful Pro- 
* vidence always interpoſed and ſent them 
* a Supply time enough to anſwer the next 
Demand. One Inſtance, among others, 
* was a Remittance from Lonaon, by the 
celebrated Mrs. Mary Drummond (a famous 
* Preachereſs among the People called Qua- 
* kers) of Eighty three Pounds collected a- 
* mong her Friends there ; which was but 
* one of many good Offices ſhe has done to 
* the Infirmary. Let Mankind learn from 
* this, inevery Act of Mercy, in every cha- 
* ritable Office to others, to truſt that God 
* waits to be gracious unto us. 

Before what is built can be fit for ta- 
* king in Patients, there is yet much to be 
done, which muſt coſt a great deal of Mo- 
* ney; the Ground-floor is to be paved, the 
* other Floors laid; the Houſe is to be 
* ſaſhed and plaiſtered, and all the Furni- 
ture of the Houſe, of every Kind, is to 
be provided; ſuch as Bed-ſteads, Beds, 
* Blankets, Sheets, and other Linnen; all 
* the Kitchen Furniture, Chimnies, Locks, 
Sc. and for all this there is not at preſent 
* any Money in the Treaſurer's Hands, nor 
to pay for a large Parcel of Timber, for 
* which they are ſtill in Debt. 

In order to deafen the Noiſe of the Stu- 
* dents attending the Phyſicians and Sur- 
© geons in the Galleries over Head, and to 
* guard againſt Fire, Vermin and Stench, 
it is propoſed to Jay all the Floors of 
© the Galleries, between the Beams, with 
Brick Arches, reſting on the Scantlings, 
to bring theſe to a Plain a-Top with liquid 
* Mortar, and to pave above this with un- 
* glaz'd Dutch Tiles; it is true, this is much 
more expenſive than a Floor of Boards; 
but it is neceſſary and well judged in the 
Managers: They act in this by the uni- 
form Rule of their Conduct, which is to 
* execute every Thing in the frugaleſt Man- 
* ner, but to ſpare no neceſſary uſeful Ex- 
* pence, any more than they are ſparing 
© of their Labour, Attention and Atrend- 


* ance to complete the extraordinary Service 
* which

* which may and under God muſt neceſſa- 
* rily reſult from this great Deſign, | 

* To fit and furniſh this Part of the 
* Houſe will be the Managers firſt Care, that 
Patients may be taken into it as ſoon as 
* poſſiblez and if the Donations come in 
during the Winter, ſo well as that they 
* find they have a Surplus of Money after 
* defraying this Charge, they will go on 
* with the Weſt End of the Body of the 
* Houle as far as they can; and it is much 
to be wiſhed that they may be inabled to 
© go on with that Part of the Houſe ſoon, 
« becauſe the Hoſpital cannot accommodate 
the Patients labouring under different Ail- 
* ings, with the Conveniency that were to 
be wiſhed, by keeping not only the Men 
and Women, but even the Patients labour- 
ing uader acute Diſeaſes in a ſeparate Man- 
ner, conſiſtent with Decency and Conve- 
niency, tor Want of proper Accommoda- 
tion.“ 

My Author, in his ſecond Letter, pro- 
ceeds in the Deſcription of the Hoſpital as 
tollows. 

I was fo particular in the Deſcription 
© of the Building in my laſt, that I need not 
mention it here. The Eaſt Ward is quite 
© finiſhed; ſo is the middle Part of the 
© Houſe. The Operation-room is finely 
© contrived ; I am told it is the beſt adapted 
© to the Purpoſe of any one in Europe, of 
* which you may judge by a Section of it 
© that accompanies this. The Weſt Ward 
had the Roof on it twelve Months ago; 
© the Walls of it are dry enough, and the 
Workmen are now imployed in finiſhing 
it within. The upper Floor will be ready 
© for Patients next Month, and the other two 
in May next. , | 

* The Wings have an Under-ground Sto- 
© ry of Vaults added to them for keeping 
« Proviſions for the Houſe, which was not 
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« Part of the firſt Plan. The Maſon-work 


© of the Eaſt Wing is three Stories above 
* Ground, and of the Weſt Wing one Story : 
* By Midſummer next the Managers hope 
to have the Roof upon both of them, and 
© they will be finiſhed with all convenient 
* Diſpatch, that the Patients of different 
< Sexes may be lodged in the different Parts 


© of the Houſe appropriated for them; and 


© the Patients labouring under acute Diſea- 
© ſes may be lodged by themſeives in the 
© Wings; the Forwardneſs of the Wings is 
* owing to a Collection, carried on by the 
Collectors and other Officers of Exciſe a- 
© mong themſelves, which has paid the Ma- 
* ſons Wages for what Part of the Wings 
© is already built, and will probably do ſo 
for what Part of them yet remains to be 
© built. 

So far with reſpect to the Building. 
© What I have farther to add, is, while the 
Managers were thus ſolicitouſly carrying 


it on, they did not omit doing all the Good | 
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* to the diſtreſt; the Intereſt of their Capi- 
* tal inabled to do. No, they faithfully ap- 
*'plied every Farthing of that Intereſt for 
Maintenance of Patients; yea, I am even 
* told, they took a little from the Building 
* Funds for that Service, and many hun- 
* cireds have thereby been relieved, The 
* Accommodation they had for their Pati- 
* ents, while the Houſe was building, was 
by no Means ſo good as they wiſhed; and 


therefore, as ſoon as the Walls of the Eaſt 


Ward would admit of it, they furniſhed 
* two Floors thereof, one for Men and the 
* other for Women; where they have at 
* preſent thirty four Patients lodged, all 
* Clothed in Dreſſes provided for them 
* while they remain in it, at the Expence 
* of the Hoſpital. 

* The Phyſicians and Surgeons continue 
* their charitable Atrendance on the Pati- 
* ents, and the Surgeons to furniſh all the 
* Medicines gratis. They attend the Houſe 
* as they are claſſed by the Managers, each 
* Claſs conſiſting of two Phyſicians and four 
Surgeons, attends one Month at a time; 
* the Surgeons divide the four Sides of the 
Floor now in Uſe by Lot among them- 
* ſelves. The Patients are viſited by the 
* Phyſicians and Surgeons once every Day 


© at a fixed Hour, and oftner when the Pa- 


* tients Caſe requires it. The Houſe is kept 
clean and ſweet; you find nothing in it 
* to offend either your Smell or your Eye; 
the Patients are uſed with great Tenderneſs, 
© and the Order eftabliſhed in the Houle, 
gives great Satisfaction. i 

The Managers claſs themſelves two and 
* two, and viſit the Houſe Month about, 
* to ſee that their Orders for the Manage- 
ment of it be ſtrictly complied with. he 
have ſettled a Clerk in the Houſe for keep- 
ing the Books relating to the Patients ; 
they, in my Opinion, deſerve very well 
* to be deſcribed. 

* There is one Book for entering all Ap- 
plications to admit Patients, in the Order 
in which they are preſented to the Phyſi- 
cians and Surgeons in waiting, that it may 
appear from thence that the Patients are all 
taken into the Houſe in the Order of their 
Applications, without Preference, unleſs 
the clamant Circumſtances of the Patient's 
* Caſe, or where the Circumſtances of the 
Patients are equal; that the Regard to the 
Recommendation of the Benefactors of

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the Hoſpital make it neceſſary to diſpenſe 


* with that Rule. In this Book too, if Pa- 
* tients are refuſed Admittance, the Reaſon 
* why they were not admitted, is inſerted.” 
The ſeveral Pages of this Book conſiſt 
of ſix Columns; the firſt contains the 
Dates or Times when Perſons applied for 
Admittance; the ſecond, the Names of 
the Petitioners; third, Names of Diſtem- 
pers; fourth, Names of Recommenders ; 
fifth,

fifth, Cauſe of Non-admiſſion z and the 
ſixth, the Times of Admiſſion. 

© There is a Journal kept, in which, in 
different Columns under proper Titles, op- 
* poſite to the Number on the ſeveral Beds, 
© the Clerk inſerts every Circumſtance of 
© the Patient's Caſe, as dictated to him by 
© the Phyſicians; whom he attends for that 
* Purpoſe, from Bed to Bed, with his Jour- 
* nal lying open upon a Deſk, moving on 
© Caſters; and a Note of the daily Preſcri- 
* ptions is alſo entered here. 

Each Page of the Journal is divided 
into Seventeen Columns, containing a Di— 
ary of the Cafes of the ſeveral Patients, and 
various Appearances of their Diſtempers 
while under Cure; the Names whereof are 

laced at the Heads of the ſeveral Co- 
lumns as followeth, viz. The brit con- 
tains the Dates of the Year, Month and 
Day; the ſecond, the Number of the Bed 
wherein the Patient lies; third, Operation 
of the Medicines; fourth, intervening 
Symptoms; fifth, Pulſe; fixth, Thirſt 
ſeventh, Appetite; eighth, Spittle; ninth, 
Tongue; Tenth, Sweat; eleventh, Urine ; 
twelfth, Fæces; thirteenth, ordinary Sym- 
ptoms ; fourteenth, ſupervening Sym- 
ptoms ; fifteenth, Food; ſixteenth, Drink; 
and the ſeventeenth; Medicines. 

There is a Leger, in which every Pa- 
tient has an Opening left for them, with 
* the Number of their Bed and their Name 
* at the Head : Here, on their firſt coming 
© to the Houſe, the Phyſician diCtates to 
© him, and he enters an exact Deſcription 
* of the Patient's Caſe, and to this he ſub- 
* joins daily from the Journal all that hap- 
* pens, and the Preſcriptions for them while 
they continue in the Houſe. He alſo 
keeps Books of a few Sheets of Paper 
* ſtitched together, in which, under the 
Name of the Patients, and Number of 
* their Bed, he daily writes the Preſcripti- 
© ons to be tranſcribed by the Surgeons Ap- 
* prentices, and the Directions as to Diet 
and Regimen are here ſet down, to guide 
the Governante and Nurſes in their Ma- 
* nagement of the Sick. 

At the End of the Leger there is an In- 
dex of the ſeveral Patients and Diſeaſes 
mentioned in it; and a genera] alphabeti- 
cal Index is preparing, under the proper 
Articles of which, all the Diſeaſes treated 
© in the Infirmary are to be entered; with a 
Reference to the particular Pages of each 
Volume of the Leger, where the Hiſtor 
of Patients, under ſuch Diſeaſes are inſert- 
*ed. What Improvement ſuch an exact 
< Regiſter, a depoliting of accurate Obſerva- 
tions, which every one can have Accels 
to conſult, may in a little Time be to Phy- 
* ſick and Surgery, is very obvious. It 
were much to be wiſhed that all the Infir- 
* maries in Europe would follow the ſame 
Method; but that is ſcarce to be hoped.

All the Queſtions are aſked at the Pa- 
« tients publickly, in the hearing of all the 
Students who are attending, and the Pre- 
« ſcriptions are ordered in the fame Manner. 


© The Students ſee every Thing the Clerk 


enters into the Journal, and, once a-Week, 


© the whole of the Practice in the' Houſe is 
© read leiſurely by him from the Leger to 
* the whole of the Students in the Opera- 
* tion-room, to give them an Opportunity 
of taking Notes of every Cure they think 
worth while; yea, he has Orders to give 
* them full Copies of every Cure they call 
for, upon their paying a Trifle for wri- 
ting it out for them.” 

In viewing this ſtately and magnificent 
Structure outwardly, and its numerous, 
ſpatious and well furniſhed Apartments 
within, together with the Number of its 
Patients, ſo well provided for with all Ne- 
ceſſaries whatever, and all this to be per- 
formed without the leaſt Fund for ſo great 
a Work; I was {truck with the greateſt A- 
ſtoniſhment, which induced me to reflect, 
that Providence, does in as conſpicuous a 
Manner, manifeſt itſelf in this Affair, as 
it it did in Chriſt's feeding Five thouſand 
Men, beſides Women and Children, with 
five Loaves and two Fiſhes; which, in a 
great Meaſure appears by the Eagerneſs 
of the People of all Denominations, who, 
as it were acted by a Divine Impulſe, vied 
to promote this good, laudable and uſeful 
Undertaking; many contributing Money, 
others gave Stones, Lime, Wood, Slates 
and Glaſs, which were carried by the Neigh- 
bouring Farmers gratis; and not only many 
Maſter-Maſons, Wrights, (Carpenters) Sla- 
ters, Glaziers, Sc. gave their Attendance, 
but many Journeymen and Labourers fre- 
quently gave their Labour gratis; and ma- 
ny Joiners gave Saſhes for the Windows. 
And all Things conſpiring to forward the 
pious Deſign, conſiderable Remittances were 
made from abroad, not only in Europe, but 
America; but eſpecially from England and 
Ireland. And ſuch was the Generoſity of 
the Proprietors of the Plate Glaſs-houſes 
at Newcaſtle upon Tine, that they gave a 
Quantity of Glaſs ſufficient to glaze all the 
Windows in the Body of the Houle. 


The MERCHANTS MAIDEN 


HosPITaAL. 


The Origin of this Hoſpital, which be- 
longs to the Company of Merchants, and 
is ſituated without the Brifzw Port in the 
Suburb denominated Briſtow, is owing to 
the following Conſideration. There having 
been for many Years, . ſeveral Hoſpitals in 
Edinburgh tor the Reception and Intertain- 
ment of poor aged Citizens, both Men and 
Women, and Boys, Sons of Freemen. But 
no Proviſion being made in that Reſpect 


| for poor Girls, the Daughters of Burgeſſes, 
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divers well diſpoſed Perſons charitably incli- 
ned, eſpecially certain Members of the In- 
corporation of Merchants in Edinburgb, ta- 
king the ſame into Conſideration, formed 
a Project to erect an Hoſpital, for the Main- 
tenance and Education of poor Maidens by 
charitable Contributions ; and ſundry Per- 
ſons of Diſtinction having undertaken to ſo- 
licit the ſame, Benefactions came flowing in 
beyond Expectation, amongſt which, that 
of the pious Mary Erſtine (Reli& of the 
late James Hair Druggiſt in Edinburgh) was 
the moſt conſiderable; who, on this Occa- 
fion, not only purchaſed a handſome and 
convenient Building, with large and plea- 
fant Gardens, and other Accommodations, 
(to be imployed for the intended Hoſpital) 
at the Expence of Twelve thouſand Marks 


Scotiſh ; but a little before her Death gave a 


conſiderable Sum of Money to the ſame; 
which being greatly' increaſed by the Bene- 
factions of the Company of Merchants afore- 
ſaid, and other well diſpoſed Perſons, the 
Contributors, by virtue of an Agreement 
in their firſt Paper of Subſcriptions, eſta- 
bliſned this Hoſpital in the Year 1693, by 
the Name of The Maiden Hoſpital, tound- 
ed by the Company of Merchants of Edin- 
burgh and Mary Erſkine: Purſuant to which 
all the Contributors were ſummoned to 
meet to conſider of proper Meaſures to be 
taken for the good Government of the new 
Foundation. In this Meeting, which was 
held on the 26th of November, anno 1697, 
certain Rules or Conſtitutions were agreed 
on for that Purpoſe ; but they being ſome 
time after found defective, were altered and 
amended, and the new Rules or By-Laws 
publiſhed in the Year 1702, to ſhew the 
People the great Care that was taken faith- 
fully to apply the Money already given, and 
to incourage others to contribute for the 
Advancement of ſo laudable a Deſign. 
The good Work being thus far advanced, 
the Governors applied to the Common Coun- 
cil of Edinburgh for a Ratification of the 
new Eſtabliſhment ; which was readily grant- 
ed by their Act of the third of May, anno 
1704, and for a Confirmation of the whole, 
had Recourſe to Parliament, which likewiſe 
granted the fame; and the Act being, as it 
were,. a Charter, I ſhall ſubjoin a Copy 
thereof, 
At Edinburgh, the twenty fifth Day of 
March, One thouſand ſeven hundred and 
« ſeven Tears, Our Sovereign Lady and E- 
« ſtates of Parliament conlidering, that the 
Company of Merchants of Edinburgh, and 
Mary Erſkine, Relict of James Hair, Drug- 
« oiſt in Edinburgh, with the Aſſiſtance of 
« ſeveral noble and generous Benefactors, 
have erected an Hoſpital for maintaining 
and educating poor young Children of the 
« female Sex; and with the Money given 
by the ſaid Mary Erſkine, have purchaſed 


and acquired the great Lodgings, Houſes 


and Yards in Briſto, for Accommoda- 
tion of the Children of the ſaid Hoſpital ; 
* and alſo conſidering that the Management 
* of the ſaid Hoſpital is ſettled on certain 
* Governors, Treaſurer, Clerk, and other 
* Officers, conform to certain Rules and 
* Conſtitutions agreed.,upon by the Dona- 
tors and Benefactors, a Part whereof are 
contained in a Contract paſt betwixt the 
preſent Governors of the ſaid Hoſpital, 
and the ſaid Mary Erſkine, dated the 
b 8 and thirteenth Days of March in- 
ſtant. 

Therefore her Majeſty and Eſtates of 
Parliament, hereby allow and approve of 
* the Erection of the foreſaid Hoſpital, and 
© ratify and confirm the ſame, together with 
the Rules and Conſtitutions already made 
for managing thereof; particularly theſe 
contained in the foreſaid Contract, with 
the ſaid Contract itſelf, together with ſuch 
* Rules and Conſtitutions as ſhall hereafter 
happen to be made, for the better governing 
and regulating of the ſaid Hoſpital and 
© whole Concerns thereof; the ſamen haill 
« Conſtitutions and Rules being always con- 
« ſiſtent with the Laws of the Kingdom, and 
with the amended Conſtitutions contained 
in the ſaid Contract, and approven of by 
the Town Council of Edinburgh, 

* And farther, her Majeſty and Eſtates 
of Parliament, hereby authoriſe the Go- 
* yernors of the ſaid Hoſpital, to receive 
all Mortifications and Donations that ſhall 
be made in favours of the ſamen ; appro- 
© ving hereby of the ſamen, and of all Do- 
nations and Mortifications already made; 
* declaring the ſaid Hoſpital, in all Time 
* coming, to be a free Hoſpital ; and the 
* foreſaid great Lodgings, Houſes and 
* Yards, and Pertinents, thereof in Bri/to, 
* purchaſed and doted for the Ule of the 
* ſaid Hoſpital, by the ſaid Mary Erſeine, 
to be free of all publick Burdens what- 
* ſomever for the pious Uſe above mention- 
ed, with Power to the Governors thereof, 
* not only to adminiſtrate the Funds and 
* Rents of the ſaid Hoſpital, with all Do- 
nations already made; but likewiſe to pur- 
* chaſe and procure Lands and Tenements, 
© and others, for the Uſe, Benefit and Ad- 
vantage of the ſaid Hoſpital ; and for that 
Effect, to make and grant, give and re- 
* ceive all Manner of Writs, Deeds and 
« Securities neceſſary; and to have and uſe 
* a common Seal, with ſuch Inſcriptions as 
the Governors ſhall think fit, for Confir- 
mation of the ſaid Deeds and Writs. And 
generally to have, uſe and injoy all ſuch 
Powers, Liberties and Immunities as any 
* Hoſpital or By-law may have within this 
Kingdom.“ 

The Hoſpital thus far advanced in its E- 
ſtabliſnment, certain By-laws or Rules were 
drawn up for its good Government; but 
as theſe Orders or By-laws, with thoſe of 
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other Hoſpitals in this City are extracted 
from the Conſtitutions of Heriot's Hoſpital, 
and being the ſame in Subſtance, twere 
needleſs to inſert them, to occaſion an uſe- 
leſs Tautology, which would anſwer no o- 
ther End than that of greatly inlarging the 
Work to the Reader's unneceſſary Trouble ; 
wherefore I have thought fit to omit them, 
ſeeing they may be known by peruling the 
Orders of the faid Heriot's Hoſpital. 

As I have above inſerted the Confirmati- 
on of this new Foundation or Maiden Hoſ- 
pital by Parliament, it is alſo neceſſary to 
ſubjoin the Ratification thereof by the Com- 
mon Council of Edinburgh, which is as fol- 
lows. 


Edinburgh, the nineteenth Day of March, 
One thouſand ſeven hundred and eight Years. 
The which Day, the Lord Provoſt, 

« Baillies; Council, Deacons of Crafts or- 

« dinary and extraordinary, being conveened 

in Council, anent the Petition given in by 

« William Baird, preſent Treaſurer to the 

good Town of Edinburgh, and Maſter of 

the Company of Merchants there; and 

« Robert Tod, Treaſurer to the Maiden Hol- 

« pital, founded by the ſaid Company of 

Merchants, and Mary Erſkine, for them- 

« ſelves, and in Name of the other Govern- 

© ors thereof, ſhewing, that the ſaid Com- 

* pany of Merchants having, ſeveral Years 

« ago, projected the founding of a Maiden 

« Hoſpital ; they, by the Bleſſing of God 

attending their Indeavours, with the Afſiſt- 

* ance of many charitable Perſons of ſeveral 

Ranks, eſpecially of the charitable and 

* pious Mary Erſkine, did carry on that 

* worthy Delign, and have now brought it 

© to a very good Length. 

And the Governors having, ſome Years 
ago, applied to the Town Council, the 
then Lord Provoſt and Council did, by 
© their Act, dated the third Day of May, 
One thouſand ſeven hundred and four 
« Years, approve of the ſaid pious and cha- 
« ritable Deſiga and Foundation; and de- 
* clared that they would give -all due In- 
couragement and Aſſiſtance for carrying 
don and perfecting ſo good a Work, as 
the Extract of the ſaid Act produced will 
« teſtify. Since that Time the Government 
of the Hoſpital has continued according 
* to the Rules and Conſtitutions then given 
in to the Council, and agreed to and ap- 


proven; and, by the rich Bleſſing of the Al- 


mighty, the Stock is conſiderably aug- 
< mented, to the great Satisfaction of all well 
« diſpoſed Perſons, and Honour, as well as 
the real Advantage of the good Town in 
© many Reſpects ; and there is good Ground 
to hope that the ſame will yet much more 
< increaſe, eſpecially if the Council ſhall 
« oive that Incouragement and Aſſiſtance 
« thereto, which was by the foreſaid Act pro- 
« miſed and confidently expected from the 
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* Patrons of all Publick Undertakings with- 
* in the City, to whom the Governors of 
* the ſaid Hoſpital have had a ſpecial Re- 
* gard in all their Proceedings, particularly 
to be noticed in this, that five of the Go- 
* vernors muſt neceſſarily be choſen out of 
the Town Council, beſide ſuch other Coun- 
* ſellors as may occaſionally happen to be 
elected. 

* Albeit the Conſtitutions and Rules of 
* Government were agreeable to all Circum- 
* ſtances under View when made; yet, up- 
* on an Emergence for the Hoſpital's Ad- 
* vantage, there was a Contract entered in- 
* to upon the twelfth and thirteenth Days 

of March, One thouſand ſeven hundred 

and ſeven Years, betwixt the then Gover- 
*nors, authoriſed by an Act of the Contri- 

butors to that Effect on the one Part, and 
the ſaid Mary Hrſtiue on the other Part, 

whereby the ſaid Governors became bound 
that the Contributors ſhould make certain 
Alterations and Amendments of the Con- 
* ſtitutions. They, in a full Meeting, up- 
* on the ninth Day of February laſt, have a- 
« greed to, yoted and approven of theſe Al- 
* terations and Amendments, with ſome o- 
* ther Amendments found by Practice very 
convenient and advantageous for the Hof- 
* pital, conform to the Duplicate of theſe 
* Conſtitutions, as now altered and amend- 
* ed therewith given in. 

The Governors did, laſt Seſſion of Par- 
* liament, obtain a Ratification of the Settle- 
* ment of this Hoſpital, and of the Rules 
* and Conſtitutions made or to be made 
* for governing thereof; and particularly 
* what is contained in the Contract with the 
ſaid Mary Erſkine; and the Contributors 
* having recommended to the Governors to 
* apply to the Council for Ratification ; cra- 
* ving therefore the Council to ratify and 
* approve the new Draught of the Rules and 
« Conſtitutions for managing the ſaid Maid- 
* en Hoſpital, and to beſtow ſome of their 
* wonted Bounty upon the ſame, ſuitable 
* to the Share of Government they have in 
*1t, and to what was formerly. promiſed, 
* and now hoped for; that others may there- 
* by be animated and incouraged to contri- 
* bute their Endeavours for advancing ſuch 
* a laudable Foundation as the Petition 
bears. 

And together with the ſaid Petition, 
the ſaid Petitioners produced the Extract 
© of the ſaid former Act of Council, which 
the Contract foreſaid, betwixt the then 
Governors of the ſaid Hoſpital, and the 
* faid Mary Erſcine; and a Duplicate of the 
* new Draught of the Conſtitutions of the 
© Dates, Tenors and Contents above men- 
* tioned ; all which being read in Preſence 
* of, and conſidered by the Council, upon 
* the twelfth Day of March inſtant, they 
* remitted the Conſideration of the above 
Petition to the Magiſtrates, Gavin Plum- 

mer, 
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ner, Conveener, Mr, Alexander Niſbet, 


© Deacon Scott and Deacon Nimmo, who 
* were to report their Opinion thereof to the 
Council. Conform to which Remit, the 
* above Committee having, upon the 19th 
© of March inſtant, met and confidered the 
above Petition and Act of Council above 
© mentioned therewith produced, approving 
the then Rules and Conſtitutions of the 
* Hoſpital ; and having exactly peruſed the 
new Draught of the Rules and Conſtitu- 
© tions for managing of the ſaid Hoſpital, 
* together with the Contract betwixt the 
Governors and the ſaid Mary Erſtine, they 
© found the ſame to be exact, and for the 
* Hoſpital's Benefit and Advantage, no 
ways diſagreeable to, or againſt the Rights, 
* Liberties and Privileges of the Communi- 
© ty of the good Town; and that the Con- 
© tributors and Governors have, in all their 
Proceedings, had a ſpecial Regard to the 
Government of the ſame, and teſtified a 
due Reſpect to the Lord Provoſt, Baillies 
* and Council, and were of opinion, that, 
© as the Town Council has a large Share in 
the Government of the Hoſpital, ſo they 
* ſhould not only give all Incouragement 
and Aſſiſtance for advancing thereof, but 
© alſo contribute ſuitably for increaſing the 
Stock and Fund of the ſame ; that there- 
by ſo very neceſſary, pious and charitable 
*a Work, now well eſtabliſhed, may be 
© further carried on, to the Honour and 
Advantage of the Community, and great 
Comfort of both the charitable and neceſſi- 
* tous: And that the Council ſhould paſs 
© an Act of Ratification and Approbation 
* of the ſaid new Draught of the Conſti- 
< tutions, as the ſaid Report, written on the 
Back of the ſaid Petition, and ſigned by 
the ſaid Committee bears. 

© Which Petition and Writs above men- 
* tioned, therewith produced, with the a- 
* bove written. Report, being, upon the 
Date of thir Preſents, read in Preſence of, 
and conſidered by the Council and the ex- 
© traordinary Deacons, and they being there- 
with well and ripely adviſed, they appro- 
© ved, and hereby approve of the above Re- 
port, and in the Terms thereof have rati- 
* fied and approved, and hereby ratify and 
* approve of the ſaid new Draught of the 
© Rules and Conſtitutions of the {aid Hoſ- 
* pital, refolving to give all Incouragement 
Sand Aſſiſtance for advancing the Intere 
of the ſaid Hoſpital.” 

N. B. By the Statutes of the Hoſpital, 
agreed on anno 1708, the Quorum of the 
Governors was appointed to be nine; but 
by thoſe of the Year 1718, the ſaid Quo- 
rum was reduced to the Number ſeven, 
And in the ſaid Statutes ann 1708, a Be- 
nefactor, who gave the Sum of Two thou- 
ſand Marks to the Hoſpital, was intitled to 
a Right of Preſentation ; but in the Statutes 
of the Year 1718, the Qualification for that

thouſand fix hundred Marks Scotiſb.

The TRADES MAIDEN 


HosPiTAL. 


This Hoſpital, which is ſituate near 
Argyll*'s Square, on the Weſtern Side of 
the Horſe wynd, was founded on the follow- 
ing Occaſion, viz.

At Edinburgh, the twenty fifth Day of

-< And further, her Majeſty, with Advice 


and Conſent foreſaid, ordains and declares 
the foreſaid Hoſpital, when ſet up and 
« ſettled in its Conſtitutions and Directors 
and Overſeers, to be a free Hoſpital for the 
* pious Uſe foreſaid; with Power to the ſaid 
« Hoſpital and its Overſeers and Directors, 
© not only to adminiſtrate the Funds and 
© Rents appertaining thereto, but likewiſe 
to purchaſe and acquire Lands, Tenements

And by virtue of the above ſpecified Act 
of Parliament, and Contract with the ſaid 
Mary Erſtine, the Deacon Conveener, Dea- 
cons of the ſeveral Incorporations of Crafts, 
Contributors, the Trades two Counſellors, 
and others, with the two Repreſentatives of 
the ſaid Foundreſs being Governors of the 
laid Hoſpital, after divers Meetings, agreed 
on certain Orders or Conſtitutions for the 
good Government of their ſaid Hoſpital ; 
which being the Subſtance of thoſe of He- 
riot's Hoſpital, and taken from the ſame, 
twere needleſs to inſert them in this Ac- 
count, as already mentioned.

The ORPHANS Hoseirar. 


This Houſe, which is ſituated without 
the City-wall, on the Northern Side of E- 
dinburgh, near the Weſtern End of the Tri- 
nity or College Church; is erected on or 
near the Place whereon Dingwall Caſtle 
ſtood ; the Occaſion of the founding and 
Erection whereof, pleaſe to take as follows. 

Andrew Gairdner,Citizen and Merchant of 
Edinburgh, with other well diſpoſed Perſons, 
bewailing the unhappy and deplorable Con- 
dition of many poor helpleſs Orphans and 
diſtreſſed Infants of indigent Parents, who, 
through great Poverty, being brought up 
in Ignorance and Vice, became a Burden 
and Reproach to their Country; which being 
taken into Conſideration by the aforeſaid 
Perſons, they not only contributed amongſt 
themſelves, but procured Money of others 
towards their Relief; with which they put 
ſeveral to School, and otherwiſe provided 
tor thoſe piteous Objects: And being in- 
couraged by the Succeſs thy met with, form- 
ed a Deſign to erect an Hoſpital and School 
for the Reception, Intertainment and Edu- 
cation of ſuch miſerable Children. And ha- 
ving, in the Beginning of the Year 1733, 
communicated their Deſign to the Society 
for propagating Chriſtian Knowledge, and 
other Perſons of Diſtinction, it was ſo well 
received and approved of, that a Plan was 
agreed on, and certain Rules propoſed for 
the Government of the intended Founda- 
tion, And a Contribution being propoſed 
for the more effectually carrying op this 
good Work; and a Paper, containing a 
Preamble, ſetting forth the whole Underta- 
king drawn up, whereon the ſeveral Sub- 
ſcribers might ſet down ſuch Sums as they 
were reſpectively inclined to contribute to- 
wards carrying on this laudable Deſign. 

The Subſcription anſwering beyond Ex- 
pectation, the Undertakers were thereby 
ſo greatly incouraged, that, in the Month 
of November following, they hired a Houſe, 


furniſhed it, appointed a Miſtreſs or Ma- 
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tron and Servants; took in thirty Orphans, 
choſe two Maſters, one to inſtruct the 
Children in the Principles of Religion, Read- 
ing and Writing, and the other to teach them 
Weaving and other Branches of Manufa- 
cure; for which proper Materials were 
provided. 

In the Year 1734, for the better carry- 
ing on this good Work, a large Collection 
was made in the ſeveral Churches and 
Meeting-houſes in Edinburgh, and Perſons 
of all Ranks contributed in Money Pro- 
viſions, and other Neceſſaries, for the Ser- 
vice of the Houſe; whereby the Managers 
were incouraged to purchaſe a Piece of 
Ground whereon to erect an Hoſpital, the 
Foundation whereof was laid on the 28th 
Day of June, in the aforeſaid Year. And 
though many Dealers in Timber and Lead, 
Maſons, Wrights or Carpenters, Smiths, 
Glaſiers, Slaters, and other Artificers, did 
generouſly contribute to the Building; yet, 
that Part of the Edifice now built, coſt a- 
bout the Sum of Eight hundred Pounds 
Sterling out of the common Stock.

Though the Revenue of this Hoſpital a- 
mounts only to about the Sum of One hun- 
dred Pounds Sterling yearly, yet, by the 
charitable Collections annually made in the 
ſeveral Churches and Meeting-houles in E- . 
dinburgh, and generous Benefactions of well 
diſpoſed Perſons, the Governors were in- 
abled to provide for about eighty Children : 
but ſince the Erection of the Charity Work- 
houſe in Edinburgh, the City Orphans are 
removed from this Hoſpital to that Houſe ; 
on which account the Collections aforeſaid 
are made in favour of the ſaid Charity Work- 
houſe ; as are likewiſe the generous Bene- 
factions, in a great Meaſure, .given for its 
Support. 

Now, as there are a Number of needy 
Orphans in and about Edinburgh, beſides o- 
thers in diſtant Parts, not intitied to any 
Benefit from the City Work-houſe: The 
Support of this Hoſpital is highly neceſſary 
for the Relief of ſuch piteous and a

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ſed Objects; wherefore *tis to be hoped, 
that all Perſons charitably diſpoſed, will 
continue to countenance and incourage this 
declining Houſe, and not ſuffer this very 
uſeful Foundation to go to Ruin for Want 
of Aſſiſtance ; more eſpecially conſidering 
that both the temporal and eternal Happi- 
neſs of ſo many helpleſs poor Infants, in a 
great Meaſure, thereon depends.

fice of this City, we are told, that in the 
Year 1653, the ſaid Deeds or Writings were 
brought from the Town's Charter-houſe, 
and depoſited in the inner Chamber of the 
ſaid Office, but now are either loſt or mil- 
laid; amongſt which was a Charter granted 
by Thomas Spence, Biſhop of Aberdeen; ſet- 
ting forth, that the ſaid Thomas, by Conſent 
of William, Archbiſhop of St. Andrew's, had 
founded an Hoſpital in Leith-wynd, for the 
Reception and Intertainment of twelve poor 
Men, and dedicated it to the Virgin Mary, 
by the Appellation of The Hoſpital of our 
Lady in Leith-wynd, and indowed the ſame 
with Lands and Rents, to the Amount of 
One hundred and nineteen Pounds and fif— 
teen Shillings, Scotiſſßh Money, per annum; 
which, before the Year 1573, by the Bene- 
factions of others, was increaſed to the year- 
ly Sum of One hundred and thirty ſeven 
Pounds nineteen Shillings and ſeven Pence 
of the ſame Money. 

As this Hoſpital was founded by Con- 
ſent of William, Archbiſhop of. St. Andrews, 
which was William Shevez, who came to 
that See in the Year 1478, and Biſhop 
Spence, the Founder, dying in the Year 
1482, it muſt have been founded about the 
Year 1479. In the Year 1382, the Com- 
mon Council of Edinburgh having appoint- 
ed a Maſter for the above mentioned Hoſ- 
pital, drew up the following Orders to be 
oblerved by him, the Brethren and Bead- 
men. 

1. It is requiſite that (the Maſter) in 
his outward Life and Manners, that he 
* be of an gud Name and honeſt Conver- 
* ſation, grave and digett in his Behaviour,

be the Counſall, that quhatſumever Per- 
* ſoune fall give and dott anie Soumes of 
* Money to the ſaid Warke, that for ilk 
Five hundreth Merkes ſo gevin and dottit, 
fall, for himſelf, during all the Dayes of 
his Lyfetyme, and efter his Deceis, his 
Aires allenerlie, being alwayes of perfyte 
Zeires, paſt the Aige of fourtein Zeires, 
have the Preſentatioun of ane poore Chyld, 
of the Condition and Qualitie underwryt- 
ten, to be intertaynit and brocht up at 
the ſaid Warke, upone the Profit of the 
ſaid Soume, for the Spaice of ane whole 
* Zeir compleit. And gif, at the Iſſew and 
Outrunning of the ſaid Zeir, the ſaid poore 
one preſentit, fall be fund be the Overſeiaris 
© of the Poore of the ſaid Warke, and ſuch 
* uthers as the Counſall fall appoint, to 
* try the Habilitie and Qualificatioun of 
the ſaid Poore, togither with the Preſenter 
© not to have atteynit in the ſaid Zeires 
« Spaice, to that Sufficiencie, as he may ai- 
ther win his awin Living himſelf, or be fo 
profitable to his Maiſter to quhome he- 
is committit, as his {aid Maiſter may gaine 
* by his Labour and Service; in that Caice, 
the ſaid poore one fall be intertaynit upone

* ane uther. And anent the Qualitie and

and condeſcendit upone, that it ſall not 
be lawfull to none of the ſaid Benefa- 
ctors or thair Aires to preſent anie Poore, 
bot ſuch as the gud Toun is ſubject uther- 
wayes to intertayne. 

5. * Quhatſomever Poore fall be pre- 
* ſentit to the Counſall to be intertaynit and 
* brocht up at the ſaid Warke, the Coun- 
* fall fall caus the Overſeiaris of the Poore of 
* the ſaid Warke to bind thame Prenteiſs to 
* the Maiſters of the ſaid Warke, for the 
© Spaice of Zeires, quhairof the 
* firſt Zeir to be intertaynit upone the Proffit 
© of the Soumes dottit for that Uſe, and for 
© the reſt of the Zeires. And if in the ſe- 
cond Zeir thay be fund to have attaynit 
* to the Degrie of Knowledge that thair 
* Worke may be proffitable to thair Maiſt- 
© ers, that the Maiſter be obleiſt to inter- 
* tayne thame the reſt of thair Prenteiſhip 
in Meitt and Cleith, and ſo bring thame 
*up in all the Points of thair Trad and

Zeir, the Counſall will intervein with the 
Seſſioun of the Paroche, quhairout of the

6. © It is alwayes provydit, that, gif at 
the expyring of ane Zeir efter the Preſen- 
tatioun of ane poore Child, it fall happin 
anie of the BenefaCtors, or efter thame 
thair Aires, being of perfyte Zeires to be 
* out of the Countrey ; in that Caice the 
© Richt of Preſentatioun for that Zeir to 
be in the Counſall's Hands; ſua that in 
© that Caice, it fall be lawful to the Coun- 
ſall to putt and plaice a poore Child in the

7, For the Incouragement of the Poore 
© that ſall be putt to the ſaid Warke, the 
© Counſall promittit, that ſuch of thame, 
© that efter the expyring of thair Prente1- 
* ſhips and ſum competent Nomber of 
« Zeires thairefter, ſall be fund worthie be 
thame to deſerve the Degree of ane Bur- 
* gefs, to reſſaive and admit thame Burgeſs 
of this Burgh efter thair Prenteiſhip, gif 
* thay be perfyte in thair Calling.“ 

Two Days after paſſing the above Act, 
David Trotter and David Makcall Merchants 
of Edinburgh, gave the Sum of One thou- 
ſand Marks each towards the Support of 
this new Foundation ; as did likewiſe Da- 
vid Fenkin the Sum of Five hundred Marks 
of the ſame Money. The two firſt of the 
ſaid Contributors and their Heirs, accord- 
ing to the Conſtitutions above recited, 
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had a Right to preſent two Boys each to 
the ſaid Work; and the latter, and his 
Heirs, one poor Boy. The Right of pre- 
ſenting Children to this Houſe had ſo good 
an Effect on Perſons charitably diſpoſed, 
tis ſaid, that conſiderable Sums of Mo- 
ney were ſubſcribed to incourage the ſame. 

At what Time, or on what Occaſion the 
Name of the aforeſaid Hoſpital was chan- 
ged from that of Our Lady, to that of Paul s 
Mork, I cannot learn; however, by con- 
verting the ſaid Hoſpital into a Work-houſe, 
though with a charitable View, cannot be 
juſtified; for, by deteating the Founder's 
Intention, and perverting the Conſtitution 
of this Hoſpital, Men inclined to this Kind 
of Charity will be greatly diſcouraged and 
prevented from beſtowing their Money in 
that Way, conſidering the little Regard 
ſhewn to the laudable Foundation of Biſhop 
Spence, by ſpurning at his Will, and, as 
it were, deſpiſing his Benetaction, 


The SOCIET Y for propagating 
CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE. 


In the Year 1701, divers Men in Edin- 
burgh, concerned in the Reformation of 
Manners, reflecting on the groſs Ignorance, 
Atheiſm, Popery and Impiety wherewith 
the Highlands and Iflands of Scotland a- 
bounded, which was chiefly owing to the 
Poverty of the People, whereby they were 
rendered unable to get their Children in- 
ſtructed in the Principles of Religion and 
Virtue; which theſe Reformers commiſe— 
rating, they indeavoured to remove the me- 
lancholy and. unhappy Scene, by attempt- 
ing to bring about a Reformation in thoſe 
Parts, for which Purpoſe they entered into 


a voluntary Subſcription to raiſe Money for 


obtaining ſo good and deſirable an End. 
The firſt Attemp*. they made was at A. 
bertarf, in the Shire of Inverneſs, where Po- 
pery and Irreligion greatly abounded : The 
Schoolmaſter imployed met with ſuch Diſ- 
couragements from the Inhabitants, that he 
was obliged to leave the Place after a Year 
and a half's fruitleſs Labour. Though the 
worthy Undertakers were not diſcouraged 
at this Diſappointment, yet, in their private 
Capacity found they were unable to carry 
on ſo great and expenſive a Work ; where- 
fore they indeavoured to find out Means 
whereby Funds might be ſettled, and fo ma- 
ny Perſons concerned as were equal to the 


Deſign; and to that End applied to divers 


Members of the General Aſſembly of the 
Church, to obtain the Concurrence and Aſ- 
ſiſtance of that Convention in ſo great and 
good a Work. Which being laid before 
them and taken into Conſideration by the 
ſaid Aſſembly in the Year 1706, recom- 
mended the ſame to their Commiſſion, who, 
after divers Conferences with the Underta- 


kers, publiſhed Propoſals for a Subſcription, 
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for propagating Chriſtian Knowledge, not 
only in the Highlands and Iſlands of Scot- 
land but in foreign Parts, to which was an- 
nexed an Obligation, to be ſubſcribed by 
ſuch as were willing to promote the laudable 


Work : And for the more ſpeedy and better 


Advancement of the Deſign, Copies of the 
ſaid Propoſals were ſent to the ſeveral Preſ- 
byteries throughout Scotland, who were to 
tranſmit Reports of the Subſcriptions to a 
Committee appointed by the General Aſ- 
ſembly. | 

This good and pious Deſign being ap- 
proved of by a Royal Proclamation in the 
Year 1708, the General Aſſembly, by their 
Act of the 19th April, anno 1709, recom- 


mended the ſame to the ſeveral Members 


of the Church of Scotland, to exert them- 
ſelves in the beſt Manner to promote this 


noble and excellent Undertaking, for the 


Glory of God, Good of their poor fellow 
Subjects, and Converſion of foreign Pagan 
Nations; and exhorted the Incumbents of 
the ſeveral Pariſhes to {tir up and excite their 
People to incourage this glorious Work by 
their Subſcriptions. And that the ſaid In- 
cumbents, accompanied by the Elders of 
their reſpective Pariſhes, ſhould not only 
collect Money for that Purpoſe, but to preach 
in vacant Pariſhes, exhort the People to con- 
tribute, and to be aiding and aſſiſting to the 
ſeveral Elders or Heritors in making Gol- 
lections therein reſpectively. The Subſcri- 
ptions and Collections on this Occaſion a- 
mounting to above the Sum of One thou- 
ſand Pounds Sterling. The Managers ap- 
plied to the Queen for Letters patent, to 
erect the Subſcribers into a Body politick 
and corporate ; which being readily granted, 
they are of the following Tenor. 


ANNE by the Grace of God, Queen of Great 
Britain, France and Ireland, Defender 
of the Faith; to all good People, to 
whoſe Knowledge theſe Preſents ſhall come, 
greeting. 


* Foraſmuch as We underſtanding the cha- 
© ritable Inclinations of many of our Sub- 
* 


« jects, for raiſing a voluntary Contribution 


towards the farther promoting Chriſtian 


* Knowledge, and the Increaſe of Piety and 
« Virtue within Scotland, eſpecially in the 
Highlands, Iflands, and remote Corners 
© thereof, where Error, Idolatry, Superſti— 
tion and Ignorance do moſtly abound, by 
« reaſon of the Largeneſs of Paroches and 
« Scarcity of Schools; and for propagating 
the ſame in Popiſh and infidel Parts of the 
* World. 

* And we having, by our Royal Procla- 
mation, dated the 18th Day of Auguſt 1708, 
* with the Advice of our Privy Council, ap- 
proven of and recommended the foreſaid 
« charitable Deſign, and declared our Reſo- 
* lution to grant theſe our Letters patent 


for erecting the Subſcribers into a Society 
* and Corporation for managing the ſaid 
* Contribution. And now finding that the 
* Sum propoſed for beginning this good 
* Work is already ſubſcribed for, and We 
* judging that our granting theſe our Let- 
ters patent for erecting and ſettling the 
* foreſaid Corporation and Society, will be 
* highly conducive for accompliſhing theſe 
pious Ends propoſed, and that many o- 
* thers will be hereby induced the more 
* cheerfully to extend their Charity to the 
* Uſe aforeſaid. 
* Andallo, We conſidering, that the Sub- 
* ſcribers to this Undertaking are diffuſed 
in ſeveral Countries and remote Places, ſo 
* that it is not eaſy for them to nominate 
and elect the Members which ſuch a Cor- 
* poration ought to conſiſt of, did, by our 
* foreſaid Proclamation judge it convenient, 
that the firſt Nomination of the Members 
* of the ſaid Society ſhould be made by the 
* Lord Preſident and other Lords of our 
Council and Seſſion in Scotland out of the 
* Subſcribers. And now the Subſcribers, 
in Compliance with our Judgment, ſigni— 
* fied in the ſaid Proclamation, having re- 
* queſted that the ſaid Nomination ſhould 
* be in Manner before and after mentioned. 
© Therefore, and for the better and more or- 
* derly carrying on this good Deſign, we 
have willed, allowed, confirmed and eſta- 
* biiſhed; likeas by theſe Preſents we al- 
© low, confirm and eſtabliſh the foreſaid 
Power and Right of the firſt Nomination, 
* in the Perſon of the ſaid Lord Preſident, 
and other Lords of our Council and Seſ- 
ion in Scotland. | 
* And farther, we do make, conſtitute, 
* appoint and ordain the Perſons to be na- 
* med out of the Subſcribers and Contri- 
* butors by the ſaid Lord Preſident, and 
* other Lords of Seſſion (and which Nomi- 
nation is hereby ordained to be recorded 
* with theſe Preſents in the Regiſters of our 
* Chancelry in Scotland) to be an Incorpora- 
tion, Society and Body politick, by the 
Name of The Society in Scotland for propa- 
* gating Chriſtian Knowledge. Likeas we our- 
* felt and our Royal Succeſſors, by theſe 
* Preſents, do make, conllitute, appoint, or- 
dain, and declare the Perſons to be named 
* by the ſaid Lords of Seſſion, and record- 
* ed herewith in Manner aforeſaid and their 
* Succeſlors to be elected in Manner atter- 
* mentioned, to be a legal Society and Cor- 
* poration ; and grant unto them full Power 
* to receive Subſcriptions, -Mortifications, 
* Donations, Legacies, Sums of Money, 
* Lands, Goods and Gear, and therewith to 
* exect and maintain Schools, to teach to 
* read, eſpecially the holy Scriptures, and 
other good and pious Books; as alſo to 
teach Writing, Arithmetick, and ſuch like 
Degrees of Knowledge in the Hlighlands, 
Illands, and remote Corners ol Scotland, 
| © and 
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© and other Parts above mentioned; and to 
© uſe ſuch Means for inſtructing the People 

in the Chriſtian Reformed Proteſtant Re- 
* ligion as may be competent. 

* And which Society are hereby ordained 
to have a general Meeting of the Mem- 
«© bers thereof quarterly, at Fdinburgh, in 
the Town Hall the firſt Thur/days of Janu- 
* ary, March, June, and November yearly, 
* in all Time coming, at three of the Clock 
© in the Afternoon, and oftner, when and 
* where the Society ſhall think meet ; and 
any nine of the Members of the ſaid Soci- 
* ety, who ſhall convene at the ſaid Time 
and Place, are hereby declared to be a 
Quorum of the ſaid general Meeting, but 
« {till reſerving to the ſaid Lords of Seſſion, 
upon Application of the ſaid Society, a 
Power to alter the Quorum as ſhall be found 
© needful. And the d Society, at their firſt 
6 general Meeting, are, by a Plurality of

And farther, We, by theſe Preſents, do 
fully impower and authorite the foreſaid 
Society, at any of their quarterly Mectings, 
* in Time coming, to aſſume into their 
Number and Society, ſuch of the Subſcri- 
* bers or Contributors (being Proteſtants) 
* as they ſhall judge fit and qualified for 

« aſſiſting to carry on this Deſign. And 
f likewiſe, the ſaid general Meeting are here— 
* by impowered and ordained at their Meet- 


* ing yearly, to nominate fifteen of their 


Number to be a Committee, to. meet at 
* Edinburgh the firit Thurſday of each Month, 
and oftner, as Need requires, in ſuch Pla- 
ces as ſhall be agreed upon by the general 
Meeting; and the ſaid Committee, or a- 
ny three of them, at the uſual Time and 
Place of Meeting, are to proſecute the 
* Orders of the general Mecting, audite the 
« Treaſurer's Accompts, and ripen and pre- 

* pare Qvertures and Matters, and this Com- 
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* mittee to continue for one Year, but to 
lay an Account of their whole Tranſacti- 
ons and Management before the general 
Meetings quarterly, 

And further, the general Meetings are 
hereby impowered, as they ſhall ſee Cauſe, 
to nominate fit Perſons in any Places of 
our Dominions, or elſewhere, for receiving 
Subſcriptions, Money, or other Things, 
contributed toward the foreſaid Deſign, 
and to tranſmit Accounts thereof to the 
Committee at Edinburgh, or the general 
Meeting; and alſo, for laying out ſuch 
* Sums as they ſhall be intruſted with, 
and ordered by the Society to lay out ; 
and for inquiring concerning the Faithful- 
* neſs, Diligence, and Succeſs of the Per- 
{ons imployed upon the foreſaid Fund, and 
for keeping a Correſpondence with the 
Committee at Edinburgh about theſe Par- 
ticulars, and what elle concerns the fore- 
* ſaid Society. 

And farther, the foreſaid Society is 
hereby T to us able and capable 1n 
Law, to purchaſe and injoy Lands, Te- 
Nee Rents, Tacks, Liberties, Peivi- 
leges and Iorichöetten in Fee and Perpe- 
tuity, not exceeding the yearly Value of 
two thouſand Pounds Sterling, and all o- 
* ther moveable Eſtates, Debts, Sums of 
Money, Goods and Gear whatſoever, and 
the Rents, Revenues, Annual-rents, and 
Profits of rhe capital Stock; to expend, 
ware out and beſtow, for the Support and 
Maintenance of the ſaid pious Deſign, for 
« propagating the Knowledge of Chriſt, e- 
recting and maintaining Schools, and o— 
ther pious Uſes above mentioned, as the 
foreſaid Society ſhall ſee Cauſe. 

* Lakeas We, by theſe Preſents, do de- 
clare this Society by the Name foreſaid, 
* able and capable by themſelves or their 
Procurators, or Attorneys in their Name, 
to proſecute, purſue and defend in all 
Courts and Places, betore whatſoever Judge 
dor Judges competent, all and ſundry Acti— 
ons, Caules, Proceſſes, and Pleas, of whar 
Kind and Nature ſoever the fame be; and 
all and ſundry other Matters and Things, 
to do in as full and ample Form and Man- 
ner, as any others our Subjects of our 
Realm of Great Britain, or any other So- 
« ciety, Corporation, or Body politick, with- 
* in the ſaid Realm, can do in any Sort. 
And grant and allow, that the foreſaid 
Society ſhall and may have a common 
Seal, and that it ſhall be lawful for them 
and their Succeſſors, to change, break, al- 
ter, and make new the ſaic Seal at ects 
« Pleaſure. 

And We grant unto the ſoreſaid Socie- 
ty, at their quarterly Meetings, in all 
Time coming, and at no other Meetings, 
full Power to make ſuch Rules and Ordi- 
nances, and to alter the ſame, as they ſhall 
ice molt convenient and needful tor the ber- 
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© ter Government of the ſaid Society, and 
Management of the Affairs thereof, and 
the more effectual promoting of the fore- 
© ſaid Deſign, and to give ſuch Inſtructions, 
* Directions, Orders and Incouragements 


to theſe they imploy, as they ſhall judge 


* needful and reaſonable ; and we ordain the 
* ſame to be obſerved by all concerned, un- 
der the Penalties therein impoſed and e- 
* nated, providing always the ſaid Rules, 
* Ordinances, Inſtructions and Directions be 
* agreeable, and no Ways contrary to the 
Laws and Conſtitutions of Scotland, in 
* Church and State, preſently in Force. 

* And We judging it of great Import, 
toward the right carrying on of this ſo 
«* Chriſtian and religious a Work, that ſuch 
© as ſhall be imployed upon this Fund as 
* Teachers, in any Capacity, be Men of 
* Piety, Loyalty, Prudence, Gravity, com- 
« petent Knowledge and Literature, and o- 
ther Chriſtian and neceſſary Qualifications, 
« ſuited to their reſpective Stations: Do 
therefore peremptorily require and injoin 
© the ſeveral Preſbyteries, within whoſe 
< Bounds ſuch Perſons have, for the moſt 
part, had their ordinary Reſidence; and 
other ſuperior Judicatories of the Church 
of Scotland, to make exact Inquiry into 
their Manner of Life and Converſation ; 
and ſtrictly to try and examine their other 
« Qualifications above expreſt, as the fore- 
© ſaid Laws and Conſtitutions of Scotland 
* do preſcribe, before they be entered to 
* ſuch a Work. And We will and com- 
mand, that none be imployed in theſe Ca- 
* pacities by this Society, upon the Fund 
above mentioned, but ſuch who being ſo 
© tried and examined, ſhall be certified and 
atteſted to them by the foreſaid Church 
* Tudicatories, 

* And farther, We grant Power to the 
ſaid Society, that, upon the Death of a- 
ny of their Number, or of their Preſident, 
Treaſurer, Secretary, or other Officers or 
Servants, or upon their malverſing, or not

e rf] we ordain and appoint, that the 
Books of the ſaid Society be patent 
* and open; that all and every one of 
© the Subſcribers, their Heirs and Succel- 
ſors, may have Acceſs to ſee what Sums 
© of Money are received by the Society 
from Time to Time; and how the ſame 
* have been laid out by virtue of theſe Pre- 
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* ſents, or any Authority hereby given, and 
to underſtand the Management and Diſ- 

poſition of the Revenues of the ſaid 
Society, and be ſatisfied with the ſame. 
* And, incaſe of Miſapplication, any of the 
* ſaid Subſcribers or their foreſaids are here- 
* by allowed and impowered to purſue and 

* proſecute theſe guilty of the ſame, before 
* any Judge or Judges competent : It is al- 
* ways hereby provided and declared, that 
* it ſhall not be lawful to the ſaid Society or 
* Managers to diminiſh the capital Stock, 
© that is, or ſhall be ſubſcribed tor, or mor- 
© tified ; but only to apply the Rents, An- 
* nual-rents, Profits and Emoluments ari- 
* ſing from the ſame without Prejudice to 
* them; to uplift and imploy the Sums to 
be raiſed from the Subſcribers, as ſhall 
be found requilite. 

* And We do hereby will, command and 
require all Magiſtrates, Judges, and Offi- 
* cers of the Law within. our Dominions, 
aud others our good Subjects, in their re- 
* ſpective Stations, to give all proper and 
* needful Aſſiſtance and Incouragement to 
the ſaid Society, and theſe imployed and 
* intruſted by them in all Matters and Cau- 
ſes tending to the Furtherance of this pi- 
* ous Deſign; and that, at all Times, and 
upon all Occaſions, when required thereto, 


© as they will be anſwerable to us. 


* And laſtly, We require and ordain, 
that theſe our Letters patent and Charter, 
* or any authentick Copy thereof, ſhall be 
good, firm, valid, and effectual in Law, ac- 
* cording to our Royal Intentions herein 
* expreſt, to all Intents and Purpoſes : And 
* impower the Lord Preſident of the Seſſion 
in Scotland, to caule tinieous Intimation 
* to be given to the Members of the ſaid 
Society to conveen, the ſirſt Thrrſday of 
January, March, June, or November, that 
* ſhall be thirty Days after the Date —_— 
* at Edinburgh, in the ſaid Town Hall, 

* where he ſhall think moſt convenient in 
* in that City, at three of the Clock in the 
Afternoon. And the ſaid Society are 
* hereby impowered to cauſe publick Noti- 
© fications to be made of this Charter, and 
the Power hereby granted with what they 

do upon the ſame from time to time, in 
* {ſuch Manner as they ſhall think moſt con- 
* ducive to the Furtherance of the ſaid De- 
ſign. ; 

* In Teſtimony whereof We have or- 
dained our Seal, appointed by the "Treaty 
of Union, to be kept and uſed in the Place 
* of the Great Seal of Scotland, to be here-

2. None to be admitted Members of the 
Society but Proteſtants, Subſcribers to the 
Fund, who reſide in Scotland, who are one 
hundred and twenty in Number. And ſuch 
Care is taken, that none be of this Number 
but Men of Worth and Probity, the Name 
of a Candidate, is put on a Board in the 
Society's Hall, and expoled to View for the 
Space of three Months, that the Electors 
may have Time to inquire into his Chara- 
cter, and if approved of, is elected by Bal- 
lot. : . 

All Governors reſiding in Edinburgh, 
who abſent themſelves from the general 
Mectings for the Space of a Year, to be 
expoſed, by having their Names publickly 
declared at every yearly Meeting in the 
Month of Fanuary. 

4. The Committee is, on every Emer- 
gency, impowered to ſummon a general 
Court of the Contributors, to conſider of 
caſual Affairs and Things of Importance 
concerning the Society; every of which 
Court to conſiſt of, at leaſt, cight Mem- 
bers. 

5. The Committee, which 1s to be an- 
nually choſen, is impowered on extraordi— 
nary Occaſions, to aſſemble on other Days 
than the firit Thurſday of every Month, 
which are the Times of Mecting appoint- 
ed by the Charter. And that no Perion be 
put in the Liſt of Candidates, to be clect- 
ed a Member of the Committee, but ſuch 
who chiefly reſide in Ed:nburgh. That none 
of the Society's Money be Tent out but to 
Perfons known to be in good Circumſtan— 
ces. And for the greater Advantage of the 
Corporation, annual Contributions or Sub- 
{criptions are to be taken of ſuch Sums, and 
for ſuch Time as the charitable Benefact- 
ors ſhall deem proper to continue them. 
And that the State of the Society's Schools 
may the better be known, the Reports from 
Miniſters, Preſbyteries, and correſponding 
Members, are to be yearly read at the ge- 
neral Meeting of the Contributors, in the 


therwiſe imployed in the Society's Affairs; 
he is carefully to obſerve the Rules and Or- 
ders of the Society and Committee, punctu- 
ally to attend their Meetings, write and 
record their Minutes, write and anſwer Let- 
ters, and tranſact other Affairs belonging 
to the Corporation. 

8. The Book-keeper is carefully to enter 
all the Society's Accompts in their Books, 
make out an yearly Inventary of their Se- 
curities, remind the Committee quarterly, 
to inquire into the Society's Stock, Reve- 
nues and Inventaries concerning their Se- 
curities, to aſſiſt the Treaſurer in dunning, 
to receive his Orders weekly, and to ma- 
nage the Society's Proceſſes before the Court 
of Judicature at Edinburgh, and to tranſact 
other Affairs according to Direction. 

9. The Bookſeller, to ſupply the Socie- 
ty's Schools with Books at the following 
Prices, vig. Bibles, at One Shilling and ten 
Pence each; New Teſtaments, at Seven 
Pence; Proverbs, at Ten Pence the Dozen; 
Catechiſms, at Three Shilling and Sixpence 
per Dozen; Conteſſions of Faith and Vin- 
cent's Catechiſm, Sixpence each; Guthrie's 
Trial, and Copy-books, Four Pence Halt- 
penny each; and Books of Muſick, Eight 
Pence each, all Sterling Money. He has 
alſo the keeping of all the Society's School- 
books. 

10. The Regiſter of Benefactions con- 
tains the Names, Titles, and Sums ſubſcri- 
bed by the ſeveral Donors, whether Money 
immediately given, yearly, during the Bene- 
factor's Pleaſure, or perpetual Annuitics 
of Lands, Tenements, Se. 

11. The Society's Book, called the Ledger, 
contains the Accompts of Stock,Caſh,School- 
maſters, of Charge and Incidents, Benefacti- 
ons, Revenues and Money lent. 

12. Two Inventaries of the Securities ta- 
ken for the Society's Stock by the Commir- 
tee and Treaſurer; to which is added all 
new ones concerning the ſame. And for the 

reater Security of the Society's Fund, and 
better collecting their Rents, the Committee 
is quarterly, on the firſt Thur/days of Febru- 
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ory and Augiſt, and laſt Thurſdays of April, 


and Ofober, carefully to inſpect and regu- 
late the ſaid Inventaries. 

13. The Society's Charter Cheſt to be 
placed in their Hall, -to have three differ- 
ent Locks, with the like Number of Keys, 
one whereof to be kept by the Chairman of 
the Committee, another by the Treaſurer, 
and the third by the Clerk; and the ſame 
not to be opened but by Order of the Com- 
mittee, 

14. Every one applying for the Office of 
Schoolmaſter, muſt have a Certificate from 
the Preſbytery he lives in, ſetting forth, 
that he is a Man of Piety, Loyalty, Pru- 


_ dence and Gravity, and every Way qua- 


lifed for the Place. And being choſen, 1 is 
carefully to inſtruct his Scholars in the 
Principles of the Reformed Religion, by ca- 
techiſing them, at leaſt, twice a Week, on 
the Shorter Catechiſm, and to explain the 
fame by the Help of a good Expoſitor, to 
take particular Care of the Manners and De- 
portment of their Scholars, by diſcouraging 
Vice, and recommending; the Duties of a ſo- 
ber and religious Life; to pray Morning 
and Evening in the School, to inſtruct the 
Children under his Care, to pray at leaſt, 
Morning and Evening in. private; and to 
beg a Blefling before, and to return Thanks 
after Meat. To take care that himſelf and 
Scholars frequent the publick Worſhip on 
the Lord's Day, unleſs prevented by their 
great Diſtance from the Church, or bad 
Weather; in which Caſe he is to imploy 
Part of the Day in Praying, ſinging Plaims, 
reading the Scriptures, and catechiſing his 
Scholars; he is to teach his Scholars the 
true Selling of Words, and Diſtinction of 
Syllables, with the Art of pointing; and 
when they are ſufficiently advanced in read- 
ing, to teach them Writing and Arithme- 
ws 

The Schools are to be removed ac- 
conding to the Diſcretion of the Society, and 
ſettled in ſuch Places where they ſhall be 
judged more uſeful. 

16. The Society, for the Incouragement 
of poor Scholars of more then ordinary Ca- 
pacity, preparatory to their becoming School- 
maſters, ordained, that every Boy, on his 
being recommended as ſuch by his School- 
maſter, Miniltc r of the Pariſh, and Viſitors 
of his School; and by an Obligation given 
by his Parents or neareſt Kinſmen, "that, 
when qualified, ſhall-take on him the Charge 
ot one of the Society? s Schools, and perform 
all] Things required of him in that Station. 
On the Receipt of the above Recommenda- 
tion and Obligation, the Society allow One 
Penny daily to each ot the ſaid Poor Scho- 


Jars, provided they duly attend their re- 


ſpective Schools, and a Suit of Cloaths and 
Pair of Shoes at the Expiration of two 
Years. And in caſe any of the ſaid Boys 
continued the third Year, and ailiftcd their 


reſpective Maſters in teaching, they recei- 
ved three Half-pence daily, and a Suit of 
Cloaths and Pair of Shoes at the End there- 
of; and the Maſters Salaries are generally 
about Sixteen Pounds thirteen Shillings and 
Four Pence Sterling per annum. Some ſerve 
for ſmaller Salaries; the Inhabitants in 
ſome Places being ſo much in Love with 


thoſe Seminaries, that they contribute to- 


ward the Maſter's Support and thereby eaſe 
the Society. 

17. And for the more effectually carry- 
ing on this good and laudable Work, the 
Society, by virtue of their Charter, granted 
Commiſſions to certain Perſons within the 
ſeveral Preſbyteries throughout Scotland, by 
the Title of Correſpondents and Viſitors of 
Schools in Scotland; who, together with the 


| Members of the Grid Preſbyteries, were im- 


powered to mcet quarterly, at the Seats of 
the ſaid Preſbyteries, on the laſt Medneſdays, 
of the Months of February, May, Auguſt 
and November, with a Power to adjourn 
themſelves to ſuch Times and Places as they 
ſhall judge proper. The Moderators of the 
Preſbyteries to preſide in all the ſaid Meet- 
ings, and ſhall, from Time to Time, ſum- 
mon the ſaid Correſpondents or Viſitors to 
meet as often as he ſhall ſee Occaſion. 

The Correſpondents, for their greater 
Eaſe and better Diſpatch, are impowered to 
divide themſelves into Committees for viſit- 
ing the Schools, and three thereof to be a 
Qucrum, whole Buſineſs it is to inquire into 
the -Government of the ſaid Schools, in re- 
ſpect to the Government both of the Ma- 
ſters and Scholars and whether the former, 
according to the Society's Orders inſtruct 
the Children in the Principles of the Re- 
formed Religion; to read Engliſh, teach 
them W riting, Arithmetick and Pſalmody; 
and whether they are taught to render Eng- 
liſh into Gaelick, (vulgarly called Iviſb) with- 
out being learnt to read the latter; to uſe 
their beſt Indeavours for the frugal Manage- 
ment of the Society's Fund, and to receive 
Benctactions in Money, Corn, Cloaths, 
Books, and other Neceſſaries towards the 
Relict of the Poor; all of which is to be 
reported at the quarterly Meetings of the 
Correſpondents, and by them to the Socie- 
ty's Committee at Edinburgb yearly. 

18. And the Society being likewiſe im- 
powered to ſettle Correſpondents in any Part 
or Place within the King's Dominions to 
promote their Undertaking, granted Com- 
miſſions to certain Perſons in the Cities of 
London, Briſtol, and Dublin, and in the Pro- 
vince of New England, and inabled them to 
add ſuch Perſons as they ſhould judge pro- 
per; and that all others who ſhall contri- 
bute the Sum of Ten Pounds Sterling, or 
upwards, towards the Society's Fund, are 
to be correſpondent Members. They are 
to meet quarterly on the firſt TB ſudays of 


February, May, Auguſt and November, in 


ſuch 
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ſuch Places within their reſpective Cities 
and Country as they ſhall judge moſt con- 
venient, and to adjourn themſelves from 
time to time, and to ſuch Places as they 
ſhall think fit; and to chuſe a Committee, 
Treaſurer and Clerk, who are to receive 
the Benefactions and charitable Donations 
that may be given for the Uſe of the Schools, 
to keep Accounts of their Tranſactions re- 
lating to the Society, and to do all other 
Matters and Things, which tend to pro- 
mote this truly Chriſtian and pious underta- 
king. 4 

After the Rebellion in the Year 1715, 
the Parliament was of opinion, that a Re- 
formation of Religion in the Highlands of 
Scotland, would greatly contribute towards 
preventing the like dangerous and deftru- 
ctive Inſurrections; and that the readieſt 
Way to accompliſh ſo deſirable an End, 
would be to erect a Number of Charity 
Schools therein; and, anno 1716, paſſed an 
Act for that Purpoſe: Purſuant to which, 
George I. iſſued a Commiſſion to certain of 
the Nobility and Gentry, to find out proper 
Places for ſuch Erections. They, after di- 
ligent Search and Inquiry, reported, that 
the Number of one hundred and fifty one 
Schools were neceſſary, over and above thoſe 
already eſtabliſhed in thoſe Parts. But as 
there are ſome curious Remarks in the Re- 
port worthy of Obſervation, I think a Copy 
thereof will not be unacceptable to the Read- 
er, which pleaſe to take as follows. 


May it pleaſe your Majeſty, 

© The Commiſſioners appointed by the 
Royal Sign Manual, in purſuance of the 
© Jatter Clauſe of the Act paſſed in the laſt 
« Seſſion of Parliament, intitled, An Act for 
the more effectual ſecuring the Peace of 
© the Highlands in Scotland, to lay before 
* your Majeſty an Account of the proper 
Places for eſtabliſhing Schools within the 
« Bounds in the foreſaid Act, and of the 
© neceſſary Salaries for maintaining of them, 
that all needful Proviſion may be made 
for that End; having, in obedience to 
the ſaid Royal Appointment, made all 
* poſſible Inquiry into the State and Circum- 
£ {tances of the Countries in the Highlands 
and Iſlands of Scotland, do find that the 
* Pariſhes in thoſe Parts are generally of a 
very large Extent, many of them being 

from ten to twenty, ſome of thirty, forty, 
— and to near fifty Miles in Length; ſome 
of theſe Pariſhes, divided by Ridges of 
© high Mountains, and. by large Rivers, and 
* made up of ſeveral Iſlands, ſeparated from 
one another by dangerous Seas, ſo that it 
is not poſlible for the Miniſters to get all 
the Inhabitants duly inſtructed in the Prin- 
* ciples of the Proteſtant Religion, nor can 
the People regularly attend publick Wor- 
* ſhip in their Pariſh Churches, or ſend their 
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Children to the parochial Schools, where 
any ſuch are. | 
* That there are whole Countries in the 
Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland, where 
the Reformation has never yet obtained 
* any Footing, but the Inhabitants, to this 
* Day, do continue intirely Popiſh, without 
* any Mixture of Proteſtants ; yea, in ſome 
* of theſe Places, the very Heatheniſh Su- 
* perſtition does yet remain among the 
People: For Inſtance, in the Countries of 
* Knowgart, Morhiſe, Egga, Cana, Southuiſt, 
Bara, Arraiſaig, Moidart, and others. All 
* which Circumſtances are more fully ſet 
* forth, in a particular Account and De- 
* ſcription of the ſeveral Places herewith 
* humbly offered to your Majeſty. | 
The Commiſſioners do allo obſerve, that 
* from thoſe Places, chiefly, were brought 
the moſt active Tools in the late wicked 
* and unnatural Rebellion ; for the Rudeneſs 
* of thoſe People, and their Ignorance of 
* the Principles of Religion and Virtue, 
makes them laviſhly ſubject to the Will 
and Commands of their Popiſh and diſſaf- 
* fected Chieftains and Landlords. And yer, 
* in thoſe Countries, there are to be found 
* many Youths of excellent Spirits, very ca- 
* pable of Inſtxuction, if they had the Means 
* of it; ſo that, were the Inhabitants of thoſe 
* Countries, who are now dangerous and 
* hurtful to the Nation, taught the Prin- 
* ciples of Religion and Virtue, they would 
* become uſeful and profitable Members of 
* the Commonwealth. And therefore, the 
* Commiſſioners are humbly of opinion, that 
* no Method whatſoever is ſo likely to re- 
* duce the Highlands and Iſlands of Scot- 
land to a profound Peace and Quiet, and 
to bring all the Inhabitants to a hearty 
* and willing Subjection to your Majeſty, 
* and your happy Government, as that 
* which your Majeſty and the Parliament 
* have now in View: The affording them 
* the Means of Knowledge of the Prin- 
* ciples of the Proteſtant Religion and of 


— 


« Virtue, providing the Laws againſt traf- 


* ficking Prieſts and Jeſuits be duly execu- 
ted in theſe Parts. 

* The Commiſſioners do humbly judge, 
that to obtain fully this End, a great many 
Schools will be neceſſary to be eſtabliſhed, 
over and above what Proviſions for Schools 
* is already made in thoſe Places, either b 
Law or Charity; but they do, from the 
good Information and well atteſted Ac- 
counts they have received from thoſe Coun- 
tries, lay before your Majeſty, together 
with this Report, a Liſt of the Places 
« where the eſtabliſhing of Schools ſeems 
« abſolutely neceſſary, becauſe they lie at 
« ſuch vaſt Diſtances from the Pariſh Church- 
© es where the parochial Schools are, or 
© ought to be fixed, that they cannot poſ- 
* fibly have any Benefit by them, and for 
the other Reaſons expreſſ-d in the above 

Eeeeee mentioned 
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| © Treaſurer be ordained to keep diſtin and 


mentioned particular Account. And there 
are agreat many other Places where Schools 
* are very much- wanted, and where they 
may be eſtabliſhed when it can be conveni- 
© ently done, as will appear by the ſaid large 
Memorial containing the Accounts ſent to 
© the Commiſſioners from all thoſe Parts 
* where Schools are requilite. 

But at preſent; the Commiſſioners do, 
© with all humble Submiſſion, propoſe, that 
© there be the Number of one hundred and 
fifty one Schools eſtabliſhed in the Places 
© expreſſed in the above mentioned Liſt; and 
* that there be Proviſion made for Main- 


* tenance of them at the Rate of Twenty 


Pounds Sterling, yearly, for each School, 
* for paying the Schoolmaſters Salaries, and 
* for buying of Books, and other Neceſſa- 
© ries, extending in the whole to the yearly 


Sum of Three thouſand and twenty Pounds 


Sterling; and that the Sums that ſhall be 


allowed, be eſtabliſhed upon ſuch ſure. 


Funds as may yield due Payment to the 
* Schoolmaſters half-yearly; becauſe any 
* Deficiency in this will make the Schools 
give up. 

And the Commiſſioners do likewiſe 
* humbly propoſe, that ſuch Sums of Mo- 
„ ney as ſhall be allowed for the Ends 
mentioned in the foreſaid Act of Parlia- 
* ment and Royal Sign Manual, be lodged 
in the Hands of ſuch Perſons as your Ma- 
jeſty ſhall think fit to appoint Managers 
of this Fund, to be iſſued out by their Or- 
der to the Schoolmaſters that ſhall be 


ſettled in Proſecution of the ſaid Act; 


* and that the ſaid Managers be indowed 
* with the ſame Powers and Privileges, and 
be injoined to act by the ſame Rules, and 
* under the ſame Proviſions and Reſtricti- 
© ons that are contained in the Royal Letters 
* patent, granted to the Society in Scotland, 
for propagating Chriſtian Knowledge; a 


© Copy of which Royal Patent is herewith 


* humbly offered to your Majeſty. 

And becauſe it will be neceſſary that 
* the moſt Part, if not all of thofe Schools 
© be made moveable; and that by Experi- 
© ence in the Courſe of Time, other Places 
* may be found as convenient as thoſe in 
* which the firft Settlements may be made; 
and that ſome of thoſe Schools may re- 
* quire a more liberal Allowance than o- 
* thers, that the foreſaid Managers be par- 
* ticularly authoriſed and impowered to re- 
move the Schools from the Places where 
* they may be ſettled from time to time, 
to other Places, as they ſhall judge molt 
convenient for obtaining the Ends of the 
* toreſaid Act, and to increaſe or diminiſh 
* the Allowances to the ſeveral School- 
* maſters, according as they ſhall find the 
* Circumſtances of the Caſe do require, pro- 
* viding always that they do. not exceed the 
total Sum allowed for the Ends foreſaid. 
* And that the ſaid Managers and their 
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regular Books of Accompts of the whole 
sums to be received and paid out, and to 
make yearly Accompts of the Moneys re- 
* ceived and Payments made by their Or- 
* der and Warrants to ſuch as your Majeſty 
* ſhall appoint. | 

And the Commiſſioners do further 
* humbly give it as their Opinion, that, for 
* the Support and Maintenance of the fore- 
* ſaid Schools, it will be neceſſary that ſuit- 
* able Salaries be allowed to the Secretary, 
* Treaſurer, Clerk, Accomptant, and other 
* Servants, ſuch as Houſe-keepers, Door- 
* keepers, and the like ; and that there will 
* be a great Expence in keeping of Books 
* and Records, and for managing a Corre- 
* ſpondence with the Schoolmaſters and o- 
* thers, about the Concerns of the Schools. 
* And therefore they do, with the greateſt 
* Submiſſion propoſe, that ſome Proviſion 
be likewiſe made for theſe Charges. 

* All the above mentioned Particulars are 


© humbly ſubmitted to your Majeſty's Con- 


* ſideration by the foreſaid Commiſſioners, 
© in whoſe Name, Se. 

For attaining this deſirable End, the Par- 
liament, in the fourth Year of the ſaid King, 
enacted, that a Sum not exceeding Twenty 
thouſand Pounds Sterling ſhould be appro- 
priated as a Fund; and the Profits arifing 
thereby, applied towards the Maintenance 
of the intended Schools to be erected in 
thoſe Parts of the Highlands and Iflands 
that were diſarmed on account of the late 
Rebellion, without the leaſt Proviſion for 
the other Parts of the ſaid Highlands and 
Iſlands unconcerned in the ſaid Rebellion. 
And though, by an other Act of Parlia- 
ment, in the ſixth of the ſame Reign, the 
aforeſaid Sum of Money was exempted from 
other Uſes but that of the ſaid Schools; 
yet it has not hitherto been raiſed that I can 
learn; yet the Society are in hopes that 
the Parliament, at a proper Seaſon, will raiſe 
the ſame, or by ſome other Means make 
Proviſion for the Maintenance of Schools in 
ſeveral Popiſh Diſtricts, where the Society 
through Inability cannot. 

Before the Year 1720, the above Chari- 
ty Schools had ſo good an Effect in Places 
wherein they were ſettled, that, though the 
Populace were formerly of opinion, that 
none ought to be brought up to Letters but 
Perſons of Diſtinction; now they vie who 
ſhall have their Children beſt taught, and 
ſuch as cannot read are not reſpected ; which 
begets in them ſuch an Emulation, that ma- 
ny Adults, both Servants and others, nay, 
married Men and Women go to School; 
and Popiſh Parents have obliged themſelves 
to ſend their Children to be educated in 
the Proteſtant Religion, as ſoon as a School 
or Schools ſhall be erected amongſt them; 
which both being now performed, the ſaid 
Children, *tis ſaid, are become fo averſe to 

Popery, 
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Popery, that they cannot be prevailed on 
to hear a Popiſh Prieſt. 

Though the Schools erected by the Soci- 
ety have been of great Uſe for inſtructing 
poor Infants to, read, write, and other De- 
grees of Knowledge in ſuch Parts of the 
Country where the Inhabitants are brought 
up to Labour and Induſtry ; but in other 
Parts, where Sloth and Idleneſs prevail, 
many of the Poor are in a State of Beg- 
gary and Theft, or, at leaſt, become Va- 
grants, and a Burden to their Country. The 
moſt effectual Way for reclaiming of ſuch, 
being thought would be by erecting Schools, 
wherein Children might be taught Arts and 
Manufactures, Houſewifery and Huſband- 
ry, as well as Reading, Writing, Sc. For 
the obtaining ſo deſirable an End, the So- 
ciety applied to his late Majeſty for a Sup- 
plemental Charter to inable them to ac- 
compliſh their laudable Deſign, which he 
was pleaſed to grant by his Letters patent, 
of the following Tenor. FE, 


GEORGE, by the Grace of God, King of Great

* Foraſmuchas We taking into our Roy- 
al Conſideration, that her late Majeſty 
Queen Anne, of bleſſed Memory, did, up-

© a voluntary Contribution towards the fur- 
ther promoting of Chriſtian Knowledge, 
and the Increaſe of Piety and Virtue in

* 1709, conſtitute, appoint, ordain and de- 

* clare the ſaid Contributors to be a legal

© ration, the Petition of the ſaid Society for 
« propagating Chriſtian Knowledge in their 
© anniverſary general Court, held at Eain- 
* burgh, upon Thurſday the 7th of January 
« laſt, ſetting forth the ſaid Letters patent. 
© And that it is found by Experience, that 
the breeding up of young People to Han- 
* dy-labour, Trades and Manufactures, to- 
© gether with learning to read and write, will 
be of great Benefit, not only to theſe 
young People, but likewiſe to the Nation 
in general, and better anſwer the Inclina- 
tions of the Contributors, for promoting 
© Piety and Virtue. That the foreſaid So- 
« ciety are, by their ſaid original Patent, de- 


* clared able and capable in Law, to pur- 
* chaſe and injoy Lands, Tenements, Rents, 
and other Privileges and Juriſdictions in 
Fee and Perpetuity, not exceeding the 
* yearly Value of Two thouſand Pounds 
Sterling: But it may be doubted, whether, 
* by the ſaid Patent, they have Power to ſell, 
* and diſpoſe of Lands once purchaſed : 
The ſaid Society therefore humbly pray- 
* ed, We would be pleaſed not only to ra- 
* tify and perpetually confirm the foreſaid 
Letters patent for the Ends therein men- 
* tioned, but alſo further, to impower and 
* authoriſe the ſaid Society, by all lawful 
* Means, and according to Rules by them 
© to be eſtabliſhed in that Behalf, over and

© In Teſtimony whereof, we have ordain- 
«ed our Seal appointed by the Treaty of 


Union to be kept and uſed in place of the 


« Great Seal of Scotland, to be hereto ap- 
«* pended. At our Court at Ken/ington, the 
© 6th of June 1738. and of our Reign the 
« Eleventh Year.” 

Upon the Receipt of the above Charter, 
the Society reſolved, that the Benefactions 
already given, or hereafter may be beſtowed 
for carrying on the Purpoſes of the ſaid 
Charter, ſhall be ſolely appropriated for that 
Uſe; and, for the more effectually putting 
the ſame in practice, deſired, that all Be- 
nefactors would pleaſe to acquaint their 
Treaſurer, to which of the Patents or Funds 
they deſign their Benefactions; and whether 
the ſame are to be added to the Capital 
Stock, or to be laid out with the yearly Re- 
venues. And whenever Donations are gi- 
ven without mentioning the Fund to which 


they are applicable, they are equally divi- 


ded between both. 

Should the Society, by the charitable Be- 
nefactions of well diſpoſed Perſons, be in- 
abled to put their noble Deſign of working 
Schools in Execution ; it would be of great 
Service to the Country as well as advanta- 
geous to the Poor; who, inſtead of being, 
as at preſent, a Burden to the Nation, would 
thereby be made uſetul Members of the 
Community, by not only providing for 
themſelves and Families by their honeſt La- 
bour, but make an Addition to the publick

Mary of Gelders Conſort to James II. in 
the Year 1461, founded at the Northweſt— 
ern Corner of Leith-wynd, a collegiate 
Ghurch, in Honour of the Trinity and the 
Virgin Mary, for a Provoſt, eight Preben- 
caries, and two Choiriſters, as already men- 
tioned in the Charter of Foundation above 
ſpecified. In the Neighbourhood of the faid 
College, the laid Mary the Foundreſs erect- 
ed an Hoſpital of the ſame Name, for the 
Reception and Intertainment of thirteen 
poor Perſons : which, together with her a- 
bove Foundation, ſhe amply indowed, with 
the ſeveral Churches, Lands and Tenements, 
in the Account of the ſaid collegiate Church 
above ſpecified. Both of theſe Foundations 
were confirmed at St. Andrew's on the firſt 
of April, anno 1462, by James Kennedy, 
Biſhop of that See. 

At the Reformation of Religion in Scot- 
land, theſe with other religious Houſes and 
charitable Foundations were appropriated 
to other Uſes: James, Earl of Murray, Re- 
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gent of the Kingdom, granted this Church 
and Hoſpital to Sir Simon Preſton, Provoſt 
of Edinburgh, who, on the 1oth of Novem- 
ber, in the Year 1567, generouſly confer- 
red the ſame on the Citizens of Edinburgh, 
for the Uſe of their Poor; for which the 
Common Council returned their moſt grate- 


firmed by a Royal Charter ſoon after. 
But, as Sir Simon Preſton's Gift was only 
reverſionary, the Town Council of Edin- 


- | 2urgh, on the 26th of April, anno 1 585, by 


a Contract with Robert Pont, Provoſt of the 
Trinity College, agreed to pay him for his 
Right to the ſaid College, the Sum of 
Three hundred Marks, Srotiþ Money, and 
an Annuity of One hundred and ſixty 
Pounds of the ſame Money during Lite. 
This Contract was confirmed by James VI. 
on the 26th December, in the Year 1587, 
with a Power to the ſaid Magiſtrates and 
Council to rebuild the Trinity Hoſpital in 
a Place more commodious, at, or near the 
College. 

Now all Things being ready for the in- 
tended Work, it was ſet about, and the 
Hoſpital, till this Time, which ſtood on 
the Eaſtern Side of Leith-wynd was demo- 
liſhed, and Part of the ſaid College fitted 
up and converted into a new one where 
it ſtill ſtands on the Southern Side of the 
Trinity College Church, and Weſtern Side 
of Leith-wynd ; which was no ſooner finiſh- 
ed than five Men and two Women were 
taken into it; and the Number greatly in- 
creaſing, in the Year 1700, it amounted to 
fifty four Men and Women. But this be- 
ing more than the Fund could maintain, 
the Number was reduced to forty ; but by 
the charitable Benefactions of well diſpoſed 
Perſons, they are again increaſed to fiſty 
three. Theſe Perſons being, as it were, ſe- 
queſtred from the World, have no Care 
concerning temporal Things; their real Bu- 
ſineſs is to ſecure an Intereſt in God, by a 
religious and dutiful Obſervation of his 
Laws, and to ſerve him in Truth and Sin— 
cerity, during their tranſitory State in this 
World, as will appear by their being plenti- 
fully ſupplied with all the Neceſſaries of Lite 
and ſuitable Conveniencies for their Accom- 
modation ; an Account whereof I ſhall ſub- 
Join for the Information of the Reader. 

Each Perſon, has a convenient Room, 
with proper Furniture to lodge in. The 


Men have yearly, each a Hat, two Neck- 


cloaths; two Shirts, a Pair of Breeches, 
one Pair of Shoes, and a Pair of Stockings, 
and every other Year, a Coat and Waiſtcoat, 
And the Women, have yearly, two Shifts, 
a Pair of Shoes and Stockings, and every 
two Years, a Gown and Petticoat. And, 
tor buying petty Neceſſaries, the Men are 
allowed Eight Shillings and eight Pence 
Sterling, and the Women, Six Shillings 
and ſix Pence yearly. For Food, each

Perſon has a daily Allowance of Twelve 
Ounces of Houſhold” Bread; the Men, a 
Scotiſh Pint, (about three Pints Engliſh) 
of Ale, and the Women, Three Mutchkins 
or three fourths of a Pint, each Day; for 
Breakfaſt, have Oat Meal Pottage or Ha- 
ſty-pudding; and from the firſt of Auguſt 
to the firſt of January, have roaſted Mutton 
two Days in the Week, two Days boil'd 
Mutton with Broth, two Days boiled freſh 
Beef and Broth; and on Monday, in lieu 
of Fleſh-meat, the Men are allowed Two 
Pence, and the Women Three Halt-pence. 
From the firſt of January to the firſt of June, 
their Allowance is freſh Beef and Broth; 
and during the Months of June and July, 
are allowed Lamb's Fleſh. They have a 
{mall Library of Books to divert themſelves 
with reading, and a convenient Garden to 
walk in. And, to ſhew the Reader the Go- 
vernment of the Hoſpital, I ſhall add a Co- 
y of its Statutes, which are as follows, 

1. * The Hoſpital ſhall be governed by 
* a Council of Governors, conſiſting of 
Twenty one Perſons, whereof the Lord Pro- 
* voſt, the Four Baillies, the Dean of Guild, 
and the Treaſurer of the City of Edin- 
* burgh, during their Continuance in Office, 
© ſhall be Seven, the Perſons: who fit in the 
* Town Council, in the Character of old 
* Magiſtrates, during their Continuance in 
© Council in that Character, ſhall be Seven 
© more; and the Deacon Conveener, the 
* two Miniſters of the College Church for 
the Time being, and Four Tradeſmen. to 
be choſen by the Town Council, ſhall be 
* the other Seven.” 

2. * The Council of Governors mention- 
ed in the foregoing Statutes, whereof E- 
* leven are declared to be a Quorum, ſhall 
meet four Times every Year in the Hoſ- 
* pital, viz. on the third Monday of Octo- 
ber, ſecond Monday of January, ſecond 
Monday of April, and ſecond Monday of 
* Fuly ; and as often at other Times, as the 
* Hoſpital ſhall require; and ſhall have 
Power and Authority to govern the Ho- 


"© ſpital, cenſure, puniſh and extrude the 


« Perſons entertained in it; to chule, cenſure 
and diſmiſs all Officers and Servants as 
* Occaſion requires; to direct its Oeconomy 
* within and without Doors; to act with the 
* Treaſurer ; and in general, to order all its 
Affairs, determining and concluding by a 
Majority of Votes.“ 

3. The Perſons to be admitted into, and 
maintained in the Hoſpital, ſnall be no 
© other, than old Men or old Women, Bur- 
« ceſſes, Burgeſs Wives, or Children of 
< Burgeſſes, not married, nor under the Age 
© of fifty Years; or ſhall be Perſons of the 
Age and State of Life before mentioned, 
© preſented by the Donators of Two hun- 
dred and fifty Pounds Sterling; and the 
Number of the Perſons to be conſtantly 
« entertained, ſhall be ſo many as the Re-

venue of the Hoſpital can conveniently 
* maintain, after the Deduction of the 
* Charge of Management and of maintaia- 
ing the Fabrick.” 

4. The Donor of the Sum of Two 
* hundred Pounds Sterling; ſhall be privi- 
* leged to preſent any Perſon whatſoever of 
„the Age and State forementioned, to be 
admitted into, and maintained in the Ho- 
* ſpital, at the End of Six Months, after 
Payment of the reſpective Sums be- 
fore mentioned, and the Privileges ſhall 
* deſcend to Heirs and Succeſſors whatſoe- 
* ver. Providing nevertheleſs, that no Per- 
* ſon be preſented upon the Deceaſe of an 
* other till Twelve Months are elapſed after 
the laſt Perſon's Deceaſe.” 

5. * All Perſons admitted into the Hoſpi- 
* tal, ſhall be provided with decent Apparel, 
* wholeſome Food and convenient Lodgings, 
© furniſhed with clean Linnen, Bed and Bed- 
* cloaths; ſhall have fuch Allowance paid 
them weekly for petty incident Expences, 
© as the Council of Governors ſhall think fit, 
* and ſhall be decently buried atthe Hoſpital's 
* Expence. But, each Perſon ſhail brin 
into the Hoſpital, at their Admiſſion, a 
Bed and Bed-cloaths for their own Uſe ; 
and ſhall ſign a Writ, by which they tranſ- 
fer and diſpone to the Maſters, for the 
* Behoof of the Hoſpital, 'all the Goods 
* and Gear, Money or Effects they are poſ- 
ſeſſed of at their Admiſſion. - And ſhall 
* farther ſolemnly promiſe before the Coun- 
* cil, to demean themſelves orderly in the 
* Hoſpital, to be obedient to the Orders of 
© the Council, and to obey the Governor 
and Governeſs, in all their juſt and lawful 
Commands. 

6. The Officers and Servants imployed 
in the Hoſpital, ſhall be, two Maſters, 
© the one a Merchant, the other a Tradeſ- 
man, a Clerk, a Governor, a Governeſs, 
© a Caterer or Catereſs, a Porter or Meſſen- 
ger, and as many Maid Servants, as the 
* Exigence of the Hoſpital ſhall require. 
* Upon the Death, Demiſſion, or Removal 
* of any thereof, the Council ſhall proceed 
* to chuſe others in their Places, within 
* fourteen Days thereafter,” 

7, * The joint Buſineſs of the two Maſters, 
* ſhall be frequently to viſit the Hoſpital in 
© order to inſpect the Conduct and Behavi- 
© ourot all the Officers, Servants and Perſons 
© entertained in it, to report to the Council, 
* what” they obſerve to be amiſs, and to ſum- 
mon Meetings of the Council as Occaſion 
requires. But it ſhall be the particular 
Province of the Merchant Maſter, to 
« ſerve as Treaſurer to the Hoſpital, by re- 
* ceiving the Revenue, and defraying the 
Expence of it, and keeping regular Books 
* of Accompts, in the Form to be pre- 
© ſcribed to him by the Council. And of 


the Tradeſman Maſter to inſpect the Be- 


* hayiour of the People in the Hoſpital in 
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, 
a particular Manner, and fee to the Exe- 


*cution of the Council's Orders. 

8. The Office of the Clerk ſhall be to 
attend all Meetings and Committees, to 
© keep an exact Sederunt- book of Tranſ- 
actions, and Regiſter-book of all Perſons 
© admitted into the Hoſpital, to write all 
Committees Reports, to draw all Writs 
and Evidents which concern the Hoſpi- 
© tal's Aﬀairs; to keep all the Papers be- 
© longing to the Hoſpital in a fafe Place, 
and in due Order; and further, to do 
* what the Council ſhall, from Time to 
© Time, direct in his Sphere. His Salary 
© ſhall be ſuch as the Council ſhall appoint 
© not exceeding Ten Pounds Sterling yearly. 

9. * The Province of the Governor ſhall 
be to inſpect the Manners and Behaviour 
* of all Perſons in the Hoſpital, particular- 
© ly of the Men; and to report what he finds 
© amiſs to the Maſters, to diſcourſe with 
them, counſel, adviſe, and reprove them 
* as Occaſion requires ; to ſit at Table where 
the Men eat, to officiate as Chaplain, by 
* praying with them in the Morning and 
Evening, aſking God's Bleſſing, and re- 
* turning him Thanks at Meat; and fur- 
© ther, to do what elſe the Council ſhall 
from Time to Time direct concerning 
his Office. He ſhall be maintained in 
* the Hoſpital at Bed and Board, and 
© his Salary, out of which he is to provide 
* himſelf with decent Cloaths, ſhall be ſuch 
* as the Council ſhall appoint, not exceed- 
ing Twenty five Pounds S/erling yearly. 

10. The Buſineſs of the Coverneſs ſhall 
© be to inſpect the Manners and Behaviour of 
© all Perſons in the Hoſpital, particularly of 
© the Women; and to report what ſhe finds 
© amils to the Maſter ; and officiate as Stew- 
* ard, taking Charge of the Proviſions of 
Meat and Drink brought into the Hoſpi- 
tal, overſeeing the Dreſſing and Diſpoſal 
© thereof, and accompting for it to the Ma- 
« ſters; to comptroll the Caterer, or Cater- 
© eſs, and accompt with him or her, and ſit 
« at the Head of the Table where the Wo- 
men eat; and further, to do whatever 
the Council ſhall, from Time to Time, 
direct concerning her Office. She ſhall 
be maintained and intertained in the Hoſ- 
* pital; and her Salary, for providing 
* Cloaths, and defraying perſonal Charges, 
* ſhall be ſuch as the Council ſhall appoint, 
not exceeding Twelve Pounds Sterling, 
* yearly. 

11. * The Caterer or Catereſs Buſineſs 
© ſhall be, to go to the Mercat and buy the 
« Victuals, accompting to the Governels for 
his or her Intromiſſions; and if a Caterels, 
to aſſiſt in dreſſing of them, and doing the 
© other Parts of a Servant's Work in the 
© Hoſpital, his, or her Fee, and the Fee of 


the other Maid-ſervants ſhall be ſuch as the 


* Governels ſhall agree upon with them by 
Advice of the Maiter. And the Porter, 
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or Meſſenger's Buſimeſs ſhall be, to open 
and lock the Gates regularly, delivering 
the Keys every Night to the Governor, 
© and receive them back from\him in the 
Morning; to ſummon the Governors to 
all Meetings; and further, to do what 
© the Maſters or the Governor and Gover- 
* neſs ſhall direct, conſiſtent with the Rules 
* of Oeconomy in the Hoſpital. They ſhall 
be maintained and intertained in the Hoſ- 
* pital; and the Porter or Meſſenger's Sa- 
* Jary ſhall be what the Council ſhall ap- 
point, not exceeding Three Pounds Ster- 
ling, yearly, 

12, * Every Governor ſhall, at his Ad- 
* miſſion, and before he enter upon the Ex- 
* erciſe of his Office, take the following 
* Oath, to be adminiſtrate to him by the 
Clerk, viz. I A. B. do faithfully promiſe 
* and ſolemnly ftwear, that I will punually 
* obſerve the Statutes of this Hoſpital, and 
* demean myſelf uprightly, difintereſtedly, and 
* honeſtly in the Choice of Officers and Ser- 
* vants, and in all other Matters which con- 
* cern the Hoſpital ; and if I, at any Time, 
* find any Perſon attempting or indeavouring 
* to imbezzle its Revenue, or defraud it in any 
Manner of way, I will vigorouſly oppoſe him, 
* and reveal it to the Council of Governors for 
* the Time being: This I promiſe, and by God, 
and as 1 ſhall anſwer to him at the great 
* Day. 

Every Maſter ſhall, in like Manner, 
before he enter upon the Exerciſe of his 
* Office, take the following Oath, viz. 
I A. B. now appointed Maſter of the Tri- 
* nity Hoſpital, do faithfully promiſe, and ſo- 
* lemnly ſwear, that T ſhall faithfully and ho- 
* neſtly perform all that is required of me by 
* the Statutes of this Hoſpital, by God, and 
* as I ſhall anſwer to him at the great Day. 
And the ſame Oath mutatis mutandis ſhall 
be taken by the Governor and Governeſs.* 

The Revenues of this Hoſpital at preſent 
amount to the yearly Sum of Six hundred 
and thirty ſeven Pounds eleven Shillings 
and one Penny, Sterling Money. 

W ATSO N's Horta. 

This Hoſpital, which is pleaſantly ſitua- 
ted in Heriot's Croft or Field, on the South- 
ern Side of Edinburgh, between the City 
Wall and the beautiful and delightful Walks 
and Meadows denominated Hope's Park, 
was founded by George Watſon, Citizen and 
Merchant of Edinburgh. Our Founder was 


deſcended from a Family, which, for a long Preamble Stat, | 
anno 1724. 


Series of Years, appear to have been Mer- 
chants of this City ; but, by the Death of 
his Father John Watſon, (who left his Af— 
fairs in great Diſorder) and the Marriage of 
his Mother to a ſecond Huſband, he, and 
his Brother Fob», being left to the Care of 
Fortune, Elizabeth Watſon, alias Davidſon, 
their Aunt, generouſly provided both yu

their Maintenance and Education; and 


George being her Favourite, ſne put him 
Apprentice to a Merchant in Edinburgh ; 
and, after the Expiration of his Servitude, 
ſent him to Holland to improve himſelf in 
Writing and Accompts; and after ſome Time 
gave him a ſmall Sum to begin the World 
withal. But whether the Money given was 
too little to trade with, or his Inclination 
led him to act for an other, does not ap- 
pear ; however, on his Return to Scotland in 
the Year 1676, he entered into the Service 
of Sir James Dick, Kt. and Merchant of 
Edinburgh as his Clerk or Book-keeper, who, 
ſometime after, allowed him to tranſact in 
a mercantile Way, certain Affairs in the 
Courſe of Exchange between London and 
Edinburgh, on his own Account. 

Watſon having left Dicł's Service, at the 
Erection of the Bank of Scotland, was cho- 
ſen Accomptant thereto ; and ſoon after was 
appointed Receiver to the Edinburgh Impoſt 
on Ale, and for divers Years was Treaſur— 
er, both to the Merchants Maiden Hol- 
pital, and Society for propagating Chriſtian 
Knowledge; all of which he diſcharged 
with great Applaule ; and dying a Batche- 
lor, left the Sum of Twelve thouſand Pounds 
Sterling to found an Hoſpital for the Inter- 
tainment and Education of Boys, Children, 
and Grand-children of decayed Merchants 
in Edinburgh; which Sum, by the prudent 
Management of the Governors, was im- 
proved to about Twenty thouſand Pounds 
Sterling, before they erected an Edifice for 
the Reception of Children. 

Our Founder, not unmindful of the 
great Benefits conferred on him in his help- 
leſs infant State, by his Aunt Davidſon a- 
foreſaid , ordered, that, on Application for 
taking Children into his Hoſpital, thoſe of 
the Name of David/on to have the Prefer- 
ence: And appointed certain Perſons to 
draw up Rules or Conſtitutions for the good 
Government of his ſaid Hoſpital, which 
was performed in the Year 1724 but be- 
ing likewiſe compoled from thoſe of Heriot's 
Hoſpital, are allo omitted. 

Being now in good Circumſtances to 
build, the Governors, in the Year 1738, 
purchaſed of the Town Council leven Acres 
and a half of Land, in Ileriot's Croft or 
Field : This Spot, which lies juſt without 
the Southern Wall of Edinburgh, in the Ba- 
rony of Broughton and Pariſh of St. Cuth- 
bert, is bounded on the Eaſt by the ſpa- 
cious Walk leading from the Charity Work- 
houſe poſtern Gate, to Fope's Parꝶ; on the 
South, by the Northern Ditch of the ſaid 
Park ; on the Weſt, by the Path-way on 
the Eaſtern Side of Lauriſton's Gardens; and 
on the North by Briſtow Cauſeway. 

For the above Purchaſe was paid a Fine 
of Nineteen Pounds twelve Shillings and 
nine Pence Sterling, the Amount of one 
Year's feu'd Rent; which Rent is to be 
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paid at the Rate of four Bolls and a half 
of Wheat and Barley yearly, to be valued 


at the higheſt Rates of Corn in the Coun- 
ty of Edinburgh annually. And conſider- 
ing that this Feu is in Mortmain, no ſubſe- 
quent Entry can be made by the Fall of 
Lives : Wherefore the ſaid Governors, at 
the Expiration of every twenty five Years, are 
to pay to the Town, eight Bolls, one Peck, 
and one Lippy of the aforeſaid Corn. 

Now as the Treatment of the Boys in 
this Hoſpital is ſuch, that probably it is 
no where to be paralleled, I ſhall ſhew how 
they are provided for both within and out 
of the ſaid Hoſpital. 

As an Incentive to Learning, Virtue and 
Diligence, thoſe brought up to Letters, be- 
ſides what 1s to be learned in the Hoſpital, 
are ſeverally allowed the Sum of Ten Pounds 
Sterling annually, to proſecute their Studies 
in the College of Edinburgh, for the Term 
of five Years; and at their leaving the U- 
niverſity, have the Sum of Thirty Pounds 
Sterling given to cach of them, as an In- 
couragement to them to proceed in their 
Studies privately. And the Boys deſigned 
for Commerce, or the Arts or Myſteries of 
Trades, when put Apprentices, have the 
Sum of Twenty Pounds Sterling given with 
each of them; and if the ſaid Boys behave 
faithfully and induſtriouſly during their Ser- 
vitude, and remain three Years thereafter 
unmarried, with an unſpotted Character, or 
being married with Conſent of the Gover- 
nors, and then free from Debt and every 
unworthy Ingagement, are to have the Sum 
of Fifty Pounds Sterling each, to inable 
them to ſet up and begin the World with- 
al, in the Way of Buſineſs. 

They are apparelled in the modern Dreſs, 
in a very handſome Manner, more, in all 
Reſpects, like the Sons of Gentlemen, than 
Charity Children, Their Diet, from the 
firſt Day of the Month of March, to the 
firſt of November, is as follows: For Break- 
faſt, Pottage or Haſty-pudding with Ale 
or Butter-milk ; and from the firſt of No- 
vember to the firſt of March, Pottage and 
Ale. For Dinner, from March the firſt, to 
the fifteenth of June, on Sundays, Tueſdays, 
and Thurſdays, Beet and Broth; from the 
fifteenth of June to the firſt of Auguſt, on 
the ſaid Days, Lamb, either roaſted or 
made into Hodge-podge ; from the firſt of 


Auguſt to the firſt of November likewiſe, 


on the ſame Days, alternately, roaſted Mut- 
ton, and Beef and Mutton boiled with Broth; 
and from the firſt of November to the firſt 
of March, Beet and Broth, with Plenty of 
Greens and Roots, according to the Seaſon ; 
with eight Ounces of Bread, and half a 
Mutchkin (half an Enrghſp Pint) of Ale, 
each, during the Times aforeſaid. For 
Dinner on the Mondays, Wedneſdays, and 
Fridays, Milk, and half a Pound of Bread ; 
and for Dinner on Saturdays, Barley, Milk, 

with 
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with eight Ounces of Bread throughout the 
Year. 
the Year round. 

Beſides the above mentioned Charities, 
there are divers others belonging to Edin- 
burgh, one or two whereof I ſhall juſt men- 
tion, VIZ, one Fohnſtone of London, in 
the Year 1640, bequeathed to this City the 
Sum of Three thouſand Pounds Sterling; 
One thouſand whereof to be imployed in 
ſetting the Poor to Work; another for the 
Support of eight Burſars in the College of 
Edinburgh, and the third towards relieving 
the Town Poor for ever. 

Amongſt all the pious Benefactions be- 
longing to Edinburgh, 1 think none deſerves 
the Name of Charity more than the Legacy 
of Captain Milliam Horn, who, by his Will 
of the 17th of July, anno 1741, bequeath- 
ed to the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh in Truſt, 
(after the Deceaſe of his Widow) the Sum

And for Supper, Bread and Ale, 


of Three thouſand five hundred Pounds 
Sterling in South Sea Annuities, to be laid 


out by them to the beſt Advantage; and 


the Profits ariſing therefrom, to be yearly 
diſtributed on the 25th of December to Poor 
Labourers and their Families, whoſe Buſi- 
neſs being to work without Doors, are, by 
the Inclemency of the Weather, in ſevere 


| Seaſons, rendered incapable to follow their 


Labour. The largeſt of which Families 
to have Five Pounds each, and the ſmal- 
leſt two Pounds ten Shillings Sterling each. 
The Profits of One thouſand five hundred 
Pounds of the ſaid Legacy, to be given to 
poor Labourers belonging to the City of 
Edinburgh ; thoſe ariſing by One thouſand, 
to the Labourers in the Nether Pariſh of 
Liberton; and thoſe of the other thouſand, to 
the poor Labourers of the Veſtport, Briſtow, 
and Potterratv, in the Pariſh of St. Cuthbert 
and Suburbs of Edinburgh. 


The End of the Seventh Book 
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K VIII. 


Containing the antient and preſent State of the Town and Port of LEITA. 


LTHOUGH Leith be an Ap- 
7 7 pendage to Edinburgh, yet as it is 
at a conſiderable Diſtance from 
that City. I have thought proper to give 
an Account thereof by itſelf; wherein I 
ſhall ſet forth its antient and preſent State, 
in all their Branches : And, to do it Juſtice, 
it may truly be ſaid, that on the Harbour 
of Leith, in a great Meaſure, depends the 
Welfare of Edinburgh. And were Leith a 
free and independent Town, Edinburgh 
would ſoon empty itſelf into Leith; which 
has occaſioned its ſuffering great Hardſhips, 
to prevent its ingroſſing the Trade and Com- 
merce of Edinburgh, as hereafter will ap- 
pear. However, at preſent, it ſeems to 
raiſe its Head and to bear a better Aſpect 
than formerly. | 
The firſt Mention I find of Leith, is (in 
the Foundation Charter of the Abbey of 
Holy-rood-houſe, founded by King Davidl.) 
by the Name of Inverleith; which in the 
Gaelick, or antient Scotiſb Language, ſigni- 
fies The Mouth of the (Water of Leith). 
This Appellation it undoubtedly received 
from its Situation, at the Influx of the River- 
et Leith to the Frith of Forth. And as to 
the Houſe about a Mile higher, on the 
Northern Side of the ſaid Riveret, at pre- 
ſent called Inverleith; its proper Name is 
ver or Upper Inverleith, from its higher 
Situation within the Country, to diſtinguiſh 
it from its Original at the Mouth of the 
Rivulet; but by whom or at what Time 
Leith was founded I cannot learn; for the 
firſt Time I read of it, is in the Beginning 
of the twelfth Century as aforeſaid ; and 
the ſecond Time was when the Edinburgh- 
ers, on the twenty eighth of May, anno 1329, 
amongſt other Things, obtained of King 
Robert I. a Grant of the Harbour and 
Mills of Leith, with their Appurtenancies ; 
but not having a Right to the Banks of 
the ſaid Harbour or River, Diſputes aroſe 


betwixt them and the Proprietor, Sir Ro- 
bert Logane of Leſtalrig, Knight, whereby, 
in the Year 1398, they were obliged to pur- 
chaſe of him the ſaid Banks or waſte Piece 
of Ground, extending from the Walls of 
the Houſes to the River, to be converted 
into Wharfs or Quays, for the Conveni- 
ence of Shipping and landing of Goods and 
Merchandize; with a Right to make Ways 
or Roads through his Lands of Leſtalrig, 
for the carrying of Goods and Merchan- 
dize to and from the Port of Leith; toge- 
ther with a Power of keeping Shops for the 
Sale of Bread, Wine, Wax, Silk, and other 
mercantile Commodities; and a Liberty to 
erect Granaries for the Conſervation of Corn 
within the Town of Leith. 

Although the Edinburgbhers, by the above 
Grant, thought themſelves ſecure of the ſe- 
veral Conceſſions therein ſtipulated ; yet 
ſuch was the wicked and litigious Nature 
of Logane, that he confined them to the Uſe 
of a very inconvenient narrow Lane, now 
called The Burgeſs Cloſs, a little be- north 
the Tol/booth-wynd, at the Shore of Leith, 
Wherefore the Town Council of Edinburgh 
commenced a Proceſs againſt him for free 
Acceſs to and from their Port of Leith, for 
the Convenience of Trade by virtue of their 
Town being a Burgh Royal; in Conſidera- 
tion whereof, the ſaid Logane was obliged 
to grant to the Edinburgers a free and com- 
modious Way to and from their ſaid Port 
of Leith. 

Though, by the above mentioned Grant 
of Logane's, the Edinburghers were impower- 
ed to keep Shops and ſell Goods by Retail 
in Leith, the Leithers were greatly oppreſ- 


ſed ; yet the ſaid Edinburgbers thinking that 1 
Grant inſufficient to prevent the ſaid Leit- Leib. r 


ers from interfering with them in Commerce, 
obtained of the ſaid Logane for a certain 
Sum of Money, an cxcluſive and very in- 


ſlaving Grant, whereby the Tnhabitaats of 
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Cart, Logane, 
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Leith were not only reſtrained from carry- 
ing on any Sort of Commerce, but even 
from keeping of Warehouſes; nay, ſuch 
was their Bondage, that they were not al- 
lowed to keep Inns or Houſes for the Inter- 
tainment of Strangers. 

And that nothing might be wanting to 
render the unhappy Leithers {till more mi- 
ſerable, the Town Council of Edinburgh, 
in the Year 1485, ordained, that no Mer- 
chant of Edinburgh preſume to take into 


Coun. Regiſt. Partnerſhip an Inhabitant of Leith, under 
Edin. vol. I. f. the Penalty of Forty Shillings to the Church 


Work, and to be deprived of his Freedom 
of the City for the Space of one Year: And, 
as if all the above were not ſufficient to op- 
preſs the unhappy Leithers, it was by the 
{aid Council enacted, that none of the Re- 
venues of Edinburgh be let to an Inhabitant 
of Leith, nor any of the Farmers of the 
ſaid Revenues preſume to take a Leither as 
a Partner in any Contract relating to the 
ſame ; nay, not to take any Perſon of Leith 
into his Service in that Reſpect under the 
Penalties aforeſaid. 

And to compleat the Ruin of the diſtreſ- 
ſed Leithers, the Earl of Hertford, Gene- 
ral of the Exgliſb Army, took, ſack'd and 
burnt their Town in the Year 1541. 

To ſecure a convenient Place in Scotland, 
for landing of French Troops, Monſieur 
de Deſſe, the French General, here, in the 
Year 1549, began to fortify the Town of 
Leith, This Fortreſs, by its Remains, ap- 
pears to have been of an octangular Form, 
conſiſting of eight Baſtions, the firſt where- 
of, called Ramſay's Fort, was, for Defence 
of the Harbour, ſituated on the Eaſtern 
Side of the River, a little benorth the King's 
Work near where the Weigh-houſe ſtands at 
preſent; hence the Town wall wynding South- 
eaſtwards, joined the Baſtion on the Eaſt- 
ern Side of Little London, at the upper End 
of the Weigh-houſe-wynd; and the Rampart 
continuing its Courſe Southwards, was in— 
terſected by the third Baſtion, at preſent a 
Garden near the Northeaſtern Corner of the 
Church-yard, at the Eaſtern End whereof, 
Part of the ſaid Wall is ſtill to be ſeen; 
whence, running Southwards, joined the 
Baſtion at the Southeaſtern Corner of the 
Wall; which, together with the Ditch, 
do plainly appear, though now converted 
into a Garden; adjacent to which, near 
the Southern End of 
the Northweſtern Corner of St. Antho- 
ay's Wynd ſtood the Port or Gate of S.. 
Anthony, ſo denominatcd from its Vicinity 
to the Preceptory of St. Anthony; hence, 
the Wall paſſing Weſtwards, on the North- 
ern Side of the ſaid &. Anthony's, and uni- 
ting with the fifth Baſtion, the Veſtigia where- 
of, together with thoſe of the Wall and 
Ditch, are ſtill viſible in the Gardens. 
Whence, continuing its Courſe Weſtwards, 
croſſeth the Road to Broughton, and joins 


the Kirkgate, at 
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the Southweſtern Baſtion of the Fortreſs, 
yet in great Perfection and turning North- 
wards deſcended the Hill to the River Leith, 
and croſſing the ſame by a wooden Bridge 
of Communication (the Remains whereof 
were to be ſeen a few Years ſince) joined a 
Baſtion on the Northern Side of the ſaid 
River; hence the Rampart-wynding Eaſt- 
wards, paſſed over the Ground whereon the 
middle Part of the preſent Citadel is erect- 
ed: And continuing its Courſe Eaſtward, 
ended at the Fort erected on the Weſtern 
Side of the River, at a Place now called 
The Sand Port, for Security of the Harbour, 
which appears to have been built with Stones, 
by the Ruins of the ſtrong Walls ſtill re- 
maining ; as doth likewiſe that of Ramſay's 
Fort, on the Eaſtern Side of the River, which 
was by the Town Council of Edinburgh or- 
dered to be taken down in the Year 1560. 
Remark. Although I have only been able 
to diſcover one Gate or Port in the Fortifi- 
cations of Leith, viz. that of St. Anthony's 
aforeſaid, there were undoubtedly divers o- 
thers therein, one whereof I imagine to have 
ſtood at the Eaſtern End of the Hill. head- 
wynd, through which lay the Road from 
the middle Part of the Town to Myufſleburgh 
and other Parts of the County of Eaſt Lo- 
thian; another at the Southern End of 
Cables-wynd, over the Road leading toBrough- 
ton; and a third at the Northern End of 
the Bridge of Communication aforeſaid for 
the Weſtern Road; which, together with 
the Entrance from the Frith, ſhews that 
Leith was entred by five ſeveral Ways, 
which 1s the ſame Number at preſent. 
Leith was no ſooner fortified, than, by 
the Acceſſion of People from all Parts, its 
Inhabitants were conſiderably augmented ; 
and Mary of Lorrain, Queen Dowager, and 
Regent of Scotland intending to make it her 
Reſidence, to ingratiate herſelf with the In- 
habitants, and ſecure them to the Queen 
her Daughter's Intereſt, obliged herſelf by 
a Contract with the Leitbers, dated at Holy- 
rood-bouſe the thirtieth of Fanuary, anno 1555, 


to erect their ſaid Town of Leith into a Rec. Leith. 


Burgh of Barony, with Letters of Bailiary, 
to continue in Force till ſhe erected it into 
a Burgh Royal. Preparatory to which, the 
laid Regent purchaſed of Robert Logane of 
Leſtalrig the Superiority of the ſaid Town 
and Links of Leith, for the Uſe of the In- 
habitants; for which, according to Con- 
tract, they paid to the ſaid Logane the Sum 
of Three thouſand Pounds, Scotiſh Money, 
as appears 'by ſix ſeveral Receipts under 
his Hand, ſtill in their Poſſeſſion, And 
a few Days after, the ſaid Regent granted 
to the Leithers her Letters patent, impower- 
ing them to chuſe Bailifls for their better 
Government, with Charters for erecting di- 
vers of their Arts or Trades into Corpora- 


tions. But the Queen Regent dying ſoon 
after, to the great Loſs and Grief of the 
Inhabitants, 


Id. ibid. 
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Inhabitants, who, inſtead of having any 
Thing farther done for their Service, had 
the Misfortune to learn, that the King and 
Queen had granted the Superiority of their 
Town to the Edinburghers for the Sum of 
Ten thouſand Marks, and the Reverſion 
thereof, which the Town Council of Edin- 
Burgh many Years after purchaſed of Lord 
Thirlſtane, for the Sum of Fourteen thou- 
ſand Marks, as I have elſewhere made ap- 
pear z whereby the unfortunate Leithers were 
in as bad a Condition as formerly; nay, I 
may ſay, worſe, by the Loſs of their Mo- 
ney paid for the Superiority aforeſaid ; for 
I cannot learn that it ever was returned. 
However, from this Period, I think we may 
date Leith's being called a Town; for be- 
fore this Time, it having had neither Ma- 
giſtrate or Corporation, could only be rec- 
koned a Village. 

The Town of Leith being ſtrongly forti- 


fied by the French as above mentioned, gave 


great Uneaſineſs to the Nobility, Gentry, 
and Commons of the Reformed Religion, 
who imagined, that, by this Means, their 
French and Popiſh Enemies intended to 1n- 
ſlave them and their Country, procured Aſ- 
ſiſtance from Elizabeth, Queen of England, 
to prevent their deſtructive Deſigns; and 
the Engliſh Army being joined by the Sco- 
tiſb Reformers, laid Siege to Leith in the 
Month of April, anno 1560, which being 
carried on with various Succeſs till the 
Month of July following, a Peace was con- 
cluded, whereby both the Eugliſb and French 
Armies were to leave Scotland, and the latter 
being to be tranſported to France on Board 
Engliſh Veſſels, failed from Leith on their 
Return homeward on the ſixteenth of the 
ſaid Month; and the former began their 
March the ſame Day to England. Thus 
Leith, by Aſſiſtance of the Engliſh was hap- 
pily delivered from French Servitude. 
Leith, which is pleaſantly ſituated, on 
the Southern Bank of the Frith of Forth, 
in the Barony of Leſtalrig, and County of 
Edinburgh or Mid Lothian, undoubtedly 
owes its Name to the River Leith, which, 
in ſome Meaſure, 1s evident by a Place at 
its Source, denominated Leith-bead ; and an 
other on its Northern Bank, called [wver- 
Jeith. Be that as it will, the Town, which 
is divided by the ſaid River into the Di- 
ſtricts or Pariſhes of South and North Leith, 
is ſituated Northeaſtward from Edinburgh, 


at the Diſtance from the Southern End of 


the Kirkgate in the former, and North- 
ern End of the Caldton at the latter, one 
Mile, a Quarter, and Twenty eight Yards, 
Engliſþ Meaſure, being the Length of the 
Walk or Footway betwixt the Extremities 
of the ſaid City and Town. And the Di- 
ſtance between the Croſs of Edinburgh and 
the Quay or Shore of Leith, at the lower 
End of the Tolbooth-wynd, is two Miles, 
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Meaſure. 


The Southern and Northern Parts of 
Leith, are conjoined by a handſome Stonern 
Bridge of three Arches. The ſmall River 
forms the Harbour, which from the ſaid 
Bridge, along the Southern Side, where 
the Ships ly, is near Half a Mile in 
Length; and, the Northern Side of the 
ſaid Harbour, is employed by Ship Car- 
penters Yards, for the building of ſmall 
Veſſels. This Harbour, which, is a dry 
one, can contain above One hundred Ships 


to ly ſafely and commodiouſly; at neap: 


Tides, the Depth of Water on the Bar at 
the Mouth of the Haven, is above Nine 
Feet, at Spring-Tides, commonly about 
Fourteen, and ſometimes by ſtrong Eaſterly 
Winds, near Eighteen Feet Water on the 
ſaid Bar. The Quay, extending along the 
Southern and Eaſtern Sides of the Harbour, 
which, is ſtrongly fenced with an Aſhler 
Stonern Wall, is of a proper Height and 
Breadth, for the Conveniency of lading and 
unlading of Ships. 

Though the River Leith be but ſmall, 
yet on it, in a great Meaſure, depends the 
Weltare of Edinburgh; for to it, which 
makes the Harbour, the Commerce of the 
Edinburghers, which 1s their chief Support, 
is intirely owing: And the great Number 
of Corn and other Mills thereon, amount- 
ing, in the ſhort Space of about two Miles 
and a half, to upwards of thirty in Num- 
ber, is a great Benefit to the Citizens, and 
would have been of much greater Advan- 


tage to them; but being feu'd, bring but 
little Profit to their Superiors. 3

Leith, as already hinted, conſiſting of Rec. Leith. 


two Towns or Pariſhes; that on the South- 
ern Side of the River, denominated South 
Leith, being the principal and moſt antient. 
It appears toward the Cloſe of the fourteenth 
Century, to have been only a ſmall Village 
belonging to the Pariſh of Leſtalrig (impro- 


perly called Ræſtalrig) and Vaſſalage of Sir 


Robert Logane, Knight. But Leith, by the 
Commerce of the Edinburghers, being con- 
ſiderably increaſed, a Chapel was erected 
therein for the Uſe of the Inhabitants. 
Leith continuing to increaſe, the Charge 


was judged too great for one Miniſter  .. 


wherefore the Inhabitants added another, 
and obliged themſelves to pay his Stipend ; 
but Differences ariſing concerning the Man- 
ner of Payment, it was referred to the 
Preſbytery of Edinburgh, who, by their A- 
ward in the Year 1593, divided the Inha- 
bitants of Leith into four Claſſes, viz. The 
Mariners, Maltmen, Trades and 'Traffick- 
crs, each whereof were to pay a fourth Part 
of the ſaid Miniſter's Stipend; that of the 
firſt being paid by the Patron, 3 

10 
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The Church of Leſtalrig being greatly 
decayed, the Pariſhioners, for the Space 
of fifty Years reſorted to the Chapel of 
Leith to Divine Service; and there being no 
Proſpect of the ſaid Church's being repair- 
ed, the Parliament, by their Act of the 
24th June, in the Year 1606, diveſted it 


_ I. VI. of its parochial Right, and conferred the 


ſame on the Chapel of Leitb. And the Di- 
ſtrict of Leſtalrig being appointed for its 
Pariſh, the Inhabitants were injoined to re- 
pair thither; and annexing the Parſonage, 
Benefice, Glebe, and Parſonage-houle of Le- 
ftalrig for Support of the Incumbent, or- 
dered the Old Church to be ſuppreſſed, and 


the Patronage of the new Foundation to be 


reſerved to the Patron of the Old, and his 
Succeſſors; but the Lord Balmerinoch, the 
Patron, being ingaged in the Rebellion, an- 
10 1745, the Patronage is forfeited, and 
the King become Patron. 

But, for the better illuſtrating this Affair, 
I think it will not be amiſs to ſubjoin a 
Copy of the ſaid Decree or Award, where- 
by-the ſecond Miniſter's Stipend was order- 
ed to be paid, which is as follows.

Four Parties, and having taken Conſide-

The above Decreet or Award being read 
and conſidered by the Common Council of 
Edinburgh, they promiſed to be aiding and 
aſſiſting by their Authority in all lawful 
Ways to the Performance thereof. 

The above Award not anſwering ; for 
though the Miniſters were equally burdened 
with the Charge of the Pariſh, were yet un- 
equal in their Stipends, which occaſioned fre- 
quent Complaints. The Edinburghers, in the 
Year 1522, having obtained an Act of Par- 
liament for raiſing a Duty of Two Pence 
Scotiſh on the Pint of all Ale and Beer, fold 


within their City and Liberties, and Places 


therein mentioned, of which the Pariſh of 


South Leith being one, the Leithers got the 
ſaid Gift, burdened with the yearly Sum 
of Forty four Pounds ten Shillings Sterling, 
for augmenting and making equal the ſaid 
Miniſters Stipends, which at preſent amount 
to about One hundred Pounds Sterling each. 

The Church Seſſion or Veſtry of Leith, 
ſometime after the Reformation of Religi- 
on in Scotland, having purchaſed the Lands 
and Properties of divers religious Founda- 
tions in the Towns of Leith and Newhaven, 
and Liberties thereof, King James VI. in 
the Year 1614, granted and confirmed the 
ſame by Charter for the Uſe of their Poor; 
whereof the following is a Copy.

* ings, Annualrents, Feu-farms, Dail-fil- 
ver, Obit-ſilver, yearly Duties, Fruits, 
* Rents and others, geherally and particu- 
* larly above mentioned, with Tenants, 
* Tenancies and Service of free Tenants 
* with their Appurtenancies, notwithſtand- 
ing of their not being contiguous, but in 
divers Parts, Sheriffwicks and Juriſdicti- 
* ons. Wherefore, We for us and our Suc- 
ceſſors, have diſpenſed, and by this our 
preſent Charter do diſpenſe for now and 
ever. To have and to hold all the above 
mentioned Lands, Tenements, Houſes, 
* Buildings, Gardens, Teinds, Chapels, 
Orchards, Crofts, Annualrents, Dail- 
* filver, Death-filver, yearly Duties, Fruits, 
* Alms-Duties, Profits and Emoluments 
* whatloever, which appertained, or here- 
* after may appertain to any Chapelries, Al- 
* tarages, Vicarages or Prebends, in any 
* Church, Chapel or College within the 
"laid Towns of Leith and Reſtalris, and 
* Diſtricts thereof; founded by whatever 
Patron, in the Poſſeion whereof the 
* Chaplains, Prebendaries and other Titu- 
* lars formeriy were, in what Places ſoever 
the aforeſaid Lands, Tenements, Houſes, 
* Buildings, Gardens, Orchards, Crofts, 
* Annualrents, yearly Duties, Fruits, Pro- 
* fits, Emoluments, and other Dutics of 
the ſame ly, or were formerly elected, as 
* well within the Towns- of Leith and Re- 
* ſtalrig, as in any other Part or Place with- 
in our Kingdom of Scotland. 
Together with all and ſundry Annual- 
* rents, Farms, Feu-tarms, Emoluments 
and Duties whatſoever ariſing out of the 
* ſaid Lands, Houſes or Tenements within 
* the ſaid Towns of Leirh and Reſtalrig, 
* given or granted to whatever Chapelry, 
* Prebend, Altarage, Vicarage, Church, 
* Burial-place and yearly Duties, where-ever

without the aforeſaid Towns of Leith and

* that are, or hereafter ſhall remain unpaid. 
* And likewiſe, all the aforeſaid Place or 
* Piece of Ground whereon the late Church

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© ated, with the Church-yard, Manſion- 
© houſe, Chambers, Gardens and Orchards 
© with their Pertinents. And all the above 
* mentioned Crofts, of arable Land, con- 
© tiguous to the Garden of St. Anthony, 
with its Appurtenancies, formerly in the 
« Poſſeſſion of Andrew Straitoun. The a- 
* bove named Tenement of Land lying in 
© ſaid Town of Leith, on the South Side 
© of the Water, granted to the aforeſaid 
© Preceptory of St. Anthony by the late 
Edward Logane. And alſo, all the above 
© mentioned Tenement of Land, granted 
© to the ſaid Preceptory and Hoſpital of 
St. Anthony, by Simon Preſton Eſq; Bur- 
© oeſs of the ſaid Burgh of Muſſelburgh, 
© lying on the Southern Side of the Fſher- 
© row of the ſaid Town, between the 
© Boundaries aforeſaid. And likewiſe, all 
© the aforeſaid Annuity of Five Marks Scot- 
* tiſh Money as above mentioned, granted by 
© the ſaid Sir David Young, to the ſaid Pre- 
© ceptory of St. Anthony, to be received at 
© the Terms above named, ariling from the 
* aforeſaid Tenements and Lands belonging 
© to the late Marion Brown, and Hugh 
Douglaſs her Huſband, lying within our 
© aforeſaid Town of Edinburgh, on the 
Southern Side of the Tolbooth, between 
the Boundaries above mentioned. 
Together with all and ſundry, the 
© Lands, Tenements, Annuities, Fruits, Re- 
© yenues, Duties, Profits, and Commodities 
© whatſoever, formerly belonging to the ſaid 
Preceptory of St. Anthony, and Inheritance 
thereof, as well within our ſaid Town of 
« Edinburgh, as the ſaid Towns of Leith, 
« Leſtalrig and Muſſelburgh, as within any o- 
« ther Part or Place within our Kingdom of 
Scotland, of which the Preceptors of the 
« ſaid Preceptory, were at any Time hereto- 
fore in Poſſeſſion. Together with all Mo- 
£ nies remaining due, or hereafter ſhall be- 
come due, with Tenants, Tenancies and 
« Service of free Tenants, with their Ap- 
« purtenancies, And likewiſe all the aſore- 
«ſaid Site of St. Fames's Chapel, antiently 
« called the Chapel of the Virgin Mary of 
« Newhaven, with its Yard, Manſion-houſe, 
Buildings, Gardens, _ Orchards, Waſtes, 
with their Appurtenancies. And all the 
« aforeſaid ſix Acres and ſeven Particates of 
Land above mentioned with their Appur— 
« tenancies, lying within the Boundaries a- 
« foreſaid. And alſo, all the aforeſaid 
« eight Particates of Land of the late Da- 
« vid Wilſon, Chaplain to the ſaid Chapelry, 
with Houſes, Buildings and Gardens, 
with their Appurtenancies, lying between 
the Boundaries above mentioned. And 
all the aforeſaid Particates of Land, 
with Houſes, Buildings and Gardens with 
their Appurtenancies, lying with the Boun- 
« daries above named. And all the above 
mentioned five Particates of Land, with 
their Appurtenancies within the -Bounda- 
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* ries aforeſaid. And likewiſe all and ſun- 
* dry, our above named Annuities, Farms, 
* Feu-farms, .Revenues and Duties of all 
the aforeſaid Lands, Rudes and Acres of 
* Land of Newhaven, and Harbour thereof, 
given and granted by our Predeceſſors to 
* the ſaid Chapelry of St. James; together 
* with the ſeveral Lands, Acres, Particates, 
* Tenements, Houles, Buildings, Gardens, 
Annuities, Revenues, Feu-farms, Rents, 
and Duties whatſoever, of late belonging 
to the ſaid Chapelry of S/. James, and In- 
heritance thereof; with all the Advantages 
and Profits ariſing therefrom, where- ever 
they ly within this our Kingdom, and, 
* whereof the Chaplains of the ſaid Chapel- 
ry were in Poſſeſſion; with all Arrearages 
that now are, or hereafter may happen, 
with Tenants, Tenancies, and Service of 
free Tenants with their Appurtenancies. 
And, that the ſaid Miniſter, Elders and 
Deacons of the Seſſion of the ſaid Church 
of South Leith, and their Succeſſors, in 
Name and Behalt of the Poor of the ſaid 
Hoſpital, and of the Town of Leith, now 
and to come, ſhall hold of us and our 
Succeſſors, in free and pure Alms, at 
preſent and in all Times hereafter, by 
their Boundaries and Marches ſet of old, 
as they Iy in Length and Breadth, in 
Houſes, Buildings, Buſhes, Plains, Moors, 
* Marſhes, Ways, Paths, Waters, Stanks, 
* Burns, Meadows, Paſtures and Paſturages, 
Mills, Multures and Sequels thereof; 
Fowlings, Huntings, Fiſheries, Peats, 
* Turves, Coals, Coal-heughs, Cunnings, 
Cunningers, Doves, Dovecotes, Smid- 
dies, Kills, and Breweries, Heather, 
Woods, Groves, Free and Lime-ſtone 
* Quarries, Courts and their Ifſues, Here- 
* velds, Bloodwits, Marchet-Mulieris, with 
common Paſturage, free Tſh and Entry; 
with all other Liberties, Commodities, 
Profits, Conveniencies and proper Ap- 
purtenancies thereof; whether named or 
© not named, as well under as above the 
Ground, far off and near at Hand, be- 
* longing or that may juſtly belong to the 
Lands aforeſaid and others reſpectively 
* and particularly above mentioned, with 
the Appurtenancies in Time coming free- 
© ly, quietly, wholely, honourably, well 
* and in Peace, without any Revocation, 
* Impediment or Obſtacle whatſoever. And 
« with ſpecial and full Power to the ſaid Mi- 
© niſter, Elders and Deacons of the Seſſion 
of the ſaid Church of South Leith and 
their Succeſſors in the ſaid Offices, in 
Name and Behalf of the ſaid Poor, pre- 
* ſent and to come, by themſelves or Agents, 
« Treaſurers and Collectors whom they ſhall 
* appoint to demand, receive and collect, 
* all and ſundry, the aforeſaid Farms, An- 
* nuities, Fruits, Emoluments, yearly Du- 
© ties, Dail-ſilver, Death-ſilver, and other 
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© nerally above expreſſed ; whereſoever the 
© ſame was collected or received before, and 


c © the like in all Time coming, from ever 
_ © Perſon or Perſons liable to ſuch Payments. 


And thereupon to diſpoſe of, to the Uſe 
and Benefit of the ſaid Poor, as they ſhall 
think fit. And to let and ſet the aforefaid 
Lands, Tenements, Houſes, and, Build- 
* ings; to build and repair ruinous Houſes, 
and to diſpoſe them into proper Apart- 
* ments or Lodgings as ſhall be deemed 
* moſt for the Intereſt of the ſaid Poor. 
And the ſaid Seſſion ſhall as fully and free- 
© ly poſſeſs the ſame, as the aforeſaid Chap- 
* lains, Preceptors, Prebendaries, Vicars and 
* Friars formerly did injoy and inherit them. 

* Moreover We, of our certain Knowledge 
© and meer Motion, have renounced, dil- 
* charged, given and granted, and by this 
our preſent Charter, for us and our Suc- 
* ceſſors, renounce, diſcharge, give, and 
* grant to the aforeſaid Miniſter, Elders, 
© and Deacons, and their Succeſſors, in 
© Name and Behalt of the ſaid Poor; all 
© the third Part of the Annualrents, Tithes, 
Fruits, Caſualties, Sc. generally and par- 
© ticularly above expreſſed; with all Right, 
Title and Claim of Right, which We or 
* our Succeſſors aforeſaid had, have, or any 
Ways may have in and to the ſame in 
Time coming, by virtue of any Act of 
« Parliament, or other Acts, Laws, Statutes 
or Conſtitutions of this our Kingdom, 
made or to be made in the contrary. 
Hereby injoining and commanding our 
« ſeveral Chamberlains, Comptrollers, and 
Collectors, now and hereafter, and all o- 
© thers whom it doth or may concern; that 
© none of them preſume to colle& and re- 
ceive the above mentioned Annualrents, 
© Tithes, Fruits, yearly Duties, Revenues, 
Dail-ſilver, Death- ſilver, Emoluments, &c. 
above ſpecified, or any Part thereof, of a- 
© ny Year or Term paſt or to come; nor 
to obſtruct or hinder the ſaid Miniſter, 
« Elders, and Deacons or their Succeſſors, 
Agents, Treaſurers, or Collectors, now 
© or hereafter, in the quiet and peaceable 
Poſſeſſion, Injoyment and collecting of the 
* ſame in Time coming, or in the Exten- 
* ſon of their Offices in that Reſpect; re- 
© quiring and commanding the Lords of our 
Council and Seſſion, that they iſſue and 
direct our Letters, under the Pain of Re- 
bellion and putting to the Horn, at the In- 
ſtance of the ſaid Miniſter, Elders and Dea- 
© cons, or their Succeſlors aforeſaid, on a 
* ſimple Charge of ten Days only, in due 
and competent Form; to cauſe them, their 
Collectors and Treafurer aforeſaid, to be 
* obeyed and thankfully paid of all and 
£ ſundry the above named Annuairents, 
© 'Fithes, Revenues, Farms, Feu-farms, 
* Dail-hIlver, yearly Duties, Emoluments, 
Sc. particularly and generally ſet forth, as

above ſpecified ; with all Arrearages due, 
or that may become due hereafter. 

In Witneſs whereof We have command- 
ed our great Seal to be put to this our pre- 
* ſent Charter, witneſſed by our right well 
beloved Couſin and Counſellors, James, 
* Marquis of Hamilton, Earl of Arran, and 
Lord Evan; George, Earl of Mariſb al, Lord 
* Keith, Mariſhal of our Kingdom; Alexan- 
der, Earl of Dumfermline, Lord Five, and 
* Urquhart, our Chancellor; Thomas, Lord 
* Binning, our Secretary; our well beloved 
* and familiar Counſellors Sir Richard Cock- 
* burn younger of Clerkingtoun, Keeper of 
* our Privy Seal; Sir Alexander Hay of 
* Whitburgh, Clerk of our Council, Regiſt- 
* er, and Rolls; Sir John Cockburn of Ormi- 
* floun, our ſultice Clerk, Knights; and 
* Fohn Scot of Scolſtarbit, Director of our 
Chancery. Given at Vhiteball, the ſecond 
Day of March, One thouſand ſix hundred 
and fourteen Years, and in the forty ſe- 
* venth and eleventh Year of our Reigns.” 

Though I cannot aſcertain the Time of 
a Chapel's being firſt built in Leith, yet, by 
what has been ſaid of Leith's being erected 
into a Pariſh it muſt have been before the 
Year 1556, nay, before the Year 1496 ; 
for then there ſeems to have been conſide- 
rable Church-work carried on at Leith - 
Now whether this was the Foundation of 
the Chapel, or a . re-building, or Inlarge- 
ment, I cannot aſcertain, though I take the 
laſt to be the moſt probable ; and that the 
Work carried on at that Time muſt either 
have been the Erection of the Choir at the 
Eaſtern End (which was demoliſhed by the 
Engliſh Army, anno 154.3) or the Side-build. 
ings or Iſles which plainly appeared to be ad- 
ditional ; Wheretore I am of opinion, that 
the central Part or Middle Iſle of the preſent 
Church, with the Steeple, were the antient 
Chapel; which I think is plainly to be ſcen 
by the Side- buildings which I take to have 
been added when the ſaid Chapel was made 
parochial, for the better Accommodation of 
the numerous Auditory : And that the 
Choir at the Eaſtern End was then demo- 
liſhed, as being of little or no Ule ſince the 
Abolition of Popery. Be that as it will, 
this large Church, which is handiome and 
well contrived in the Inſide, was the ſame 
on the Outſide till the Year 1746, by its 
being decorated with five beautiful ſtonern 
jamb Windows on each Side the Roof; 
which being found hurtful to the ſaid Root, 
were taken down in the Years 1747, and 
1748, whereby the ſaid Church 1s deprived 
of its greateſt external Ornament. 

This Pariſh, at preſent, for the Conve- Miniſt. Acct. 
nience of catechiſing, is cantoned into 
twelve Diviſions, wherein, excluſive of the 
Caldton and Abbey-hil!, which I have already 
accounted for, are contained One thouſand 
three hundred and twenty tour Families, and 
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examinable Perſons, four thouſand three hun- 
dred and ſixty one in Number. 

There being only one other Place of 
Worſhip in South Leith, it is a ſmall Con- 
gregation of the Epiſcopal Communion of 
the Church of England, but have no Burying- 
ground. i 

The Inhabitants of Leith, as Vaſſals to 
Edinburgh, having no Government of their 
own, the Edinburghers appoint yearly one 
of their old Magiſtrates to be Baron Bailiff 
and Judge Admiral of Leith. And of late 
nominate a Perſon reſiding in Leith as the 
{aid Baron Bailiff's Deputy, who not only 
acts as Conſervator of the Peace, but pre- 
ſides in the Court held here, wherein are 
tried Cauſes both Civil and Criminal, other 
than in Capital Cales. The Officers in this 
Town are the aforeſaid Baron Bailiff and 
his Deputy; a Town Clerk, Fiſcal, Con- 
ſtables, and four Officers beionging to the 
Magiſtrates. Note, The Baron Bailiff, to 
defray the Expence of his Office, has an an- 
nual Allowance from the Eainburghers of 
Fifty Pounds Sterling. 

The Inhabitants of Leith, as above men- 
tioned, are divided into four Claſſes, name- 
ly, the Mariners, Maltmen, Trades, and 
Traſſickers; the firſt whereof conſiſt of the 
Maſters of Ships and Sailors, the ſecond of 
Malt-makers, and Brewers; the third of 
Coopers, Bakers, Smiths, Taylors, Wrights, 
Weavers, Sc.; and the fourth or laſt are 
Dealers or Merchants. 

The charitable Foundations in South Leith 
are two in Number, viz. King James's Hol- 
pital, and that of the Mariners; both f1- 
tuated in the Kirk-gate or Church Street. 

King James's Hoſpital, which ſtands on 
the Eaſtern Side of the Kirkgate, and at 
the Southweſtern Corner of the Church-yard 
was founded by the Church Seſſion of South 
Leith, in the Year 1614, and indowed with 
certain Lands and Tenements antiently be- 
longing to the Preceptory of St. Ant bony in 
Leith, and the Chapel of Sr. James at New- 
haven; the Profits whereof, together with 
the Contributions made by the Maltmen, 
Trades, and Traffickers in Leiihb were ap— 
propriated for the Intertainment of aged 
Women belonging to the ſaid Crafts, who 
ſeldom exceed twelve in Number; each ol 
whom has a convenient Apartment, with 
Fire and Candles, and a weekly Penſion for 
their Subſiſtence. This Foundation being 
confirmed by the Charter of King James VI. 
above ſpecified, it received the Appellation 
of King Femes's Hoſpital. 

The Mariners Hoſpital is of an antient- 
er Foundation than that of King Fames's, 
as appears by the following Inſcription on 
the Front thereof. 


In the Name of the Lerd, ve Maſteris and 
Marenelis bylis this Haus to the Pour, 
anno 1555. 
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This Hoſpital, which is ſituate on the 
Weſtern Side of the aforeſaid Kirkgate, and 
at the North-eaſtern Corner of the Lees 
Quarter Wynd, is a handſome Building for 
the Reception both of Men and Women ; 
though at preſent are only ſix Women there- 
in, who have convenient Apartments, with 
an Allowance of Two Pounds Sterling each 
yearly. To this Houſe likewiſe belong fifty 
Out-penſioners who are paid monthly and 
quarterly; the former have an Allowance 
of Three Shillings and four Pence Sterling 
each, and the latter about Four Shillings 
of the ſame Money : Beſides the Children 


of both are put to School and taught to read 
Engliſh. 


The Remarkables in SouTnu-LrtiTH are as 


follows. 


At the South-weſtern Corner of St. Antho- 
ny's Wynd, near the Kirk-gate, ſtood the 
Preceptory and Hoſpital of the Knights 
Templers of St. Anthony; which being diſ- 
ſolved at the Reformation, the Church 
Seſſion of South Leith bought certain of 
its Lands and Tenements as already menti- 
oned. 

At the lower End of the To/booth-woynd, 
near the Shore, is ſituated the Tolbooth or 
Town-houle, wherein is not only tranſacted 
ths Town's Affairs, but it ſerves for a Pri- 
ſon; and underneath the Stair-caſe is the 
Guard-room for the King's Troops in Leith, 
The Building of this Edifice, which was fi- 
niſned in the Year 1565, was greatly op- 
poſed by the Edinburghers, as I have de- 
monſtrated by the Queen's Letters, in the 
Hiltory of the City. 

Fronting the Shore or Quay of Leith, 
betwixt the Lanes at preſent denominated 


the Weigh-houſe-wynd on the North, the 


Broad-wynd on the South, and the Nether 
Cloſe, and Part of the Rotten rot on the 
Eaſt, was ſituated a large Building, called 
The King's Work, The firſt Mention I find 
of this ſpacious Edifice is in the Year 1477, 
when King James III. granted out of it a 
perpetual Annuity of Twelve Marks Scotifh 
tor Support of a Chaplain to officiate 
the Altar of the upper Chapel in the colle- 
giate Church of the bleſſed Virgin Mary 
of Leftalrig, founded by the ſaid King. 
This Structure was burnt by the Earl of 
Heriford, General of the Englih Army, in 
the Year 1543, and the Site thereof on the 
21ſt of Oftober, anno 1564, ſet in Feu to 
John Chieſholm, Comptroller of the Artillery, 
at a Ground-rent of Forty Shillings yearly. 

This Edifice, in the Year 1647, appears 
to have been either repaired or re- built, by 
its conſiſting: of divers Tenements, a Galle- 
ry, Cloſe, or Court, and a Garden, which 
the Common Council of Edinburgh at this 
Time purchaſed of Sir William Dick, Knight, 
for the Sum of Forty five thouſand Marks, 
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Scotiſh Money; and, ſoon after, let the ſame 
on Leaſe, at the yearly. Rent of Sixteen hun- 
dred Marks of the ſame Money. In this 
Place, Bernard Lindſay, by a Grant from 
King James VI. anno 1613, was impowered 
to keep four Taverns; in Commemoration 
of whom, the North weſtern Angle of the 
preſent Building is ſtill called Bernard's Nook 
or Corner. 

Whether this Place was a Royal Reſi- 
dence, or an Arſenal for kingly Stores, I 
cannot learn, though, by there being a 
Catchpel or Tennis Court therein, it gives 
Room to imagine its having been the form- 
er, though not obſerved by our Hiſtorians. 
Be that as it will, the ſaid Catchpel was, by. 
an Act of the Town Council of Edinburgh, 
8 Regiſt, in the Year 1649, ordered to be repaired, 
Edin. vol. à Floor to be laid, to divide it into two Sto- 
XVII. f. 102. rys, and to be otherways commodiouſly fit- 
ted up for a Weigh-houſe, which is the pre- 
ſent, as may be ſeen by the five large walled 
up Windows in the Northern Side or Front 
thereof; but the Front thereof being rebuilr, 
anno 1752, they are demoliſhed. 

At a ſmall Diſtance from the King's 
Work, Eaſtward, is an Incloſure denomi- 
nated Little London, of the Length from 
North to South, ſixty three Ells, and in 
Breadth, from Eaſt to Weſt, fifty one Ells 
it is, at preſent, bounded on the Welt by 
Quality ſireet, on the North by the Weigh- 
houſe-wynd, on the Eaſt, by the Way lead- 
ing to the Church, and on the South by 
an anonymous Wynd ; but how it came to 
be ſo called I cannot learn. However, the 
3 firſt Time I read of this Spot of Ground 
is in the Year 1542, when it was granted 
by Robert Legane of Leſtalrig to John Creich, 
by the Name of a Piece of the Links of 
Leith; and the firft Time I find it by the 
Appellation of Little London 1s, anno 1574, 
when the Houſe there was ordered to be 
cleanſed for the Reception. of People reco- 
vered from the Plague. And in the Year 
1577, it was, by the Town Council of E. 
dinburgh, with certainLands adjacent, order- 
ed to be purchaſed tor their Ute at the Rate 
of Three hundred Marks Scotih. And an- 
10 1640, it was let on Leaſe for the Term 
of ſeven Years to one Colonel Hamilton for

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ther a Foot-path than a Road for Horſes 
and Carriages, they were forced by Incon- 
venience to purchaſe of him a Liberty to 
make other Ways, as already mentioned. 

In the ſaid Cloſets, in the Regency of 
the Queen Dowager, Mary of Lorrain, was 
(before the Edinburghers obtained the Supe- 
riority of Leith) a Place, (in French) deno- 
minated The Bur, whither the People uſed 
to reſort to treat of their Affairs. This 
Meeting-place or Exchange, I take to be 
the Cloſe at the lower End of the Paunch- 
market, at preſent called the Burſs, which 
is in ſome Meaſure corroborated by the Re- 
mains of three Piazzas on the Southern 
Side, either for Shelter or Shops, nay, pro- 
bably for both. 

Mary of Lorrain, as already obſerved, 
having choſen Leith for her Reſidence, e- 
rected a Houſe to dwell in at the Corner of 
Quality: ſtrect ætynd in the Rotten-row ; but 
the ſame being taken down and re-builr, 
the Scotiſh Arms, which were in the Front 
thereof, are erected in the Wall of a Houſe 
oppolite thereto on the Southern Side. And 
the ſaid Mary, for the Convenience of hold- 
ing Councils, erected a handſome and ſpa- 
cious Edifice for her Privy Council to meet 


Cart. Edin. 
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in. Both thoſe Buildings by Miſtake are 


ſaid to have been erected and occupied by 
Mary Queen of Scots. 

Mary having begun to build in the Town 
of Leith, was followed therein by divers of 
the Nobility, Biſhops, and other Perſons 
of Diſtinction, of her Party; ſeveral of 
whoſe Houſes are ſtill remaining, as may 
be ſeen in ſundry Places, by their ſpacious 
Rooms, lofty Cielings, large Stair-caſes, 
and private Oratories, or Chapels for the 
Celebration of Maſs. 

On the Northern Side of the Weigb— 
pouſe-wynd is a ſpacious Incloſure, denomi- 
nated The Timber Brfh, from its being a Re- 
poſitory, or Store- place for the Reception 
of Timber or Wood of all Sorts imported 
at Leith, This Place, which at firit was 
incloſed with a wooden Fence, was, by di- 
vers Orders of the Town Council, in the 
Year 1644 and 16:0, fortified with a ſtrong 
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ſtonern Wall, at the Expence of e * 
thouſand ſeven hundred Marks Sc9/i/þ. The vol. XVII. f. 
ſtrong Wall at preſent regarding the Frith, *** 

is Part thereof; and not as ſome have ima- 

gined, Part of the Eaſtern Fort erected 

by the French for Defence of the Harbour 

of Leith: For Part of the ſaid Fort with 

an obtuſe Angle is ſtill remaining at the 

Weſtern End of the ſaid Wall, wherein fs 

ſituated a Wind-mill for the making of 

Rape Oil. This additional Fort was erect- 

ed on the following Occaſion : The Pier of 

Leith (long after the Town was fortified by 

the /rench) being extended a conſiderable 

Way farther into the Frith of Forth, the 

French Baſton, called Ramfay's 1'o;t, at the 

anticnt Mouth of che Harbour, was ren- 


dered 
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dered inſufficient for its Defence; wherefore 
the aforeſaid Fort was erected at the new 
Mouth of the Haven for its Defence. 

Towards the Middle of the Sixteenth 
Century, the Mouth of the Harbour of 
Leith was greatly incommoded by Sand- 
banks, chiefly occaſioned by high Floods 
and Eaſterly Winds; for the removing of 
which, and preventing the like in Time co- 
ming, a ſtrong Head or wooden Rampart 
was erected a conſiderable Way into the 
Frith about the Beginning of the Seven- 
teenth Century; but by its too Eaſterly Si- 
tuation not anſwering, a new wooden Fence 
was erected a conſiderable Diſtance to the 
Weſtward, where the preſent wooden Head 
is ſituated ; but that likewiſe proving in- 
ſufficient, the preſent ſtonern Pier at the 
Northern End of the ſaid Fence, was erect- 
ed about the Year 1722, at the Expence 
of many thouſands of Pounds Sterling; but 
ſo badly performed, that ſurely never were 
a People more impoſed upon than the Edin- 
burghers in this Affair; for it is built of the 
worſt Materials, many of the Stones being 
already greatly decayed, and honey-comb'd 
above an Inch in Depth ; and the Morter 1s 
ſo very bad, that Children have ſpoiled 
the parapat Wall thereot, by pulling it out 
of the Joints with their Fingers. And the 
ſaid Wall, being at firſt expoſed to the vio- 
lent and powerful Attacks of the Sea, it 1s 
greatly ſhaken and rent in divers Places, 
inſomuch, it is to be feared, that in a few 
Years, it will become a Prey to the Sea 
and Weather. And, notwithſtanding of 
the vaſt Expence attending this bad Per- 
formance, the Water ſeems to be but little 
deepned at the Mouth of the Harbour, by 
a Bar or Sand-bank acroſs the Mouth of 
the Haven. | 

By a Tradition amongſt the Inhabitants 
of Leith, the great Road from the Eaſt, 
led through the Street at preſent denomi- 
nated The Weigh-houſe Wynd, and interſect- 
ing the River Leith, ran Weſtward to the 
Ducen's Ferry, Stirling, &c. This Road, 
by its rectilineal Direction at preſent, ſeems 
to have been a Roman Military Way leading 
to the Stations at Cramond, the Wall of An- 
toninus Pius or Grabam's-dike, and other 
Stations and Camps of that brave People to 
the Weſtward. = 


An Account of NorTna LEITH. 


The Diſtrict of the Town and Pariſh of 
North Leith, which is ſituate on the North- 
ern Side of the River Leith, and Southern 
Side of the Frith of Forth, in the Regali- 
ty and Barony of Broughton, antiently be- 
longed to the Abbot of Holy-rood-houſe, as 
Superior of the ſaid Regality and Barony. 

The firſt Time I find this Town menti- 
oned is in the Year 1493, when Robert 
Balantyne, Abbot of the ſaid Holy-rood-vouje, 
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taking into Conſideration, that divers Houſes 


were erected in this Place, reſolved to build 


a Chapel for the Accommodation of their 
Inhabitants, and with the Conſent of his 
Chapter, and Approbation of Milliam, Arch- 
biſhop of St. Andrew's, founded the ſame at 
the Northern End of the Bridge of Leith, 
where the preſent Church is ſituate, and in- 
dowed and dedicated it to Sr. Ninian the 
Gallovidian Apoſtle. | 


But the chief Motives that induced the Cart. Found. 


Abbot to erect this Chapel, as ſet forth in St. Nin. Chap. 


his Charter of Foundation, are, the Ho- 
nour of God, the Virgin Mary, and St. Ni- 
man, and tor the-Salvation of the Souls of 
the late King James III. and Margaret his 
Conſort; for the Proſperity of the reigning 
King, James IV. and for the Salvation of 
the Souls of their Predeceſſors and Succeſ- 
ſors; for the Soul of the ſaid William, Arch- 
biſhop of Sr. Andrew's, and thoſe of his Pre- 
deceſſors and Succeſſors; for the Founder's 
own Soul, and thoſe of his Father and Mo- 
ther; for the Souls of the Abbots, his Pre- 


deceſſors and Succeſſors; for the Souls of 


all thoſe to whom he was any Ways indebt- 
ed, or had any Way offended; and for the 


Souls of all the faithful and deceaſed Saints: 


And appointed two Chaplains to officiate in 
the ſaid Chapel, who were yearly to receive 
all the Profits ariſing out of a Houſe or Te- 
nement erected by the Founder, at the 
Southern End of the Bridge of Leith, and 
Four Pounds yearly out of other Lands or 
Tenements in South Leith, out of which was 
appropriated the yearly Sum of Fifteen 
Marks Scotiſb, to each of the ſaid Chap- 
lains, as their reſpective Stipends; and the 
Surpluſage of the Money and Profits ariſing 
out of the ſaid Lands or Tenements; Of- 
ferings made in the ſaid Chapel, and Tolls 
or Duties ariſing from the ſaid Bridge of 
Leith, to be imployed in repairing the ſaid 
Chapel, Bridge, and Tenement, and for 
lighting the ſaid Chapel, and the Surplus to 
be given to the Poor. This Charter was 
confirmed by King James IV. on the firſt 
Day of January in the Year 1493. 

Remark. In the Charter of Foundation 
above mentioned, it is ſaid, that if either 
of the aforeſaid Chaplains keep a Laſs or 
Concubine, in an open and notorious Man- 
ner, he ſhall be degraded; which ſeems to 
imply, that they, or either of them might 
keep a Miſs, or Miſſes, provided it were 
not publickly known. 

At the Reformation of Religion in Scot- 
land, the Abbacy of Holy-rood-hoyſe being 
diſſolved, and the Diſtrict erected into a 
Temporal Lordſhip, the Inhabitants of 
North Leith purchaſed of Lord Holy-rood- 
houſe the ſaid Chapel of St. Ninian, the 
Chaplain's Houſe, Tithes of the Lands of 


Miniſt. Acct: 


Hill-bouſe Field, and of Fiſh brought into 


the Harbours of Leith and Newhaven, to- 


gether with certain Houſes in North Leith,

and divers Acres of Land, the Profits 
whereof to be applied as a Maintenance 
for their Miniſter; rebuilt the Chapel and 
Chaplain's Houſe; and a certain Diſtrict 
being annexed to the former, it was by an 
Act of Parliament of the ninth of July, an- 
10 1609, erected into a Pariſh ; and the ſaid 
Chapel conſtituted its Church, independent 
of the Pariſh and Church of Holy-rood-houſe, 
out of which they were taken. The Pa- 
riſhioners being Patrons, they veſted the 
Management of the Funds appropriated for 
paying the Incumbent's Stipend in the 
Church Seſſion, who ſettled a yearly Sti- 
pend of Eight hundred Marks Scot; on 
their ſaid Miniſter : And in the Year 1666, 
by a Decreet of Locality, obtained an Aug- 
mentation of Four hundred Marks per annum, 
out of the Pariſh of St. Cuthbert's, in Conſi- 
deration that the Church Lands in New- 
kaven, were ſome Time before annexed to 
the ſaid Pariſh of St. Cuthbert's. By this Aug- 
mentation, the Incumbent's Stipend is increa- 
ſed to the Sum of Twelve hundred Marks 
yearly; which, together with a Parſonage- 
houſe, and a Glebe of four Acres of Ground 
is the Miniſter's Subſiſtence. 

The Four hundred Marks aforeſaid ari- 
ſing from the Tithes of certain Lands in 
Newhaven, formerly given to the ſaid Pa- 
riſh of St. Cuthbert's to increaſe the Incum- 
bent's Stipend, amounting to forty ſeven 
Bolls and five Pecks of Bear, being annex- 
ed to the Pariſh of North Leith; the Com- 
mon Council of Edinburgh, on the twenty 
firſt of April, anno 1656, by a Contract of 
Exchange with Fames Reid, Parſon of the 
ſaid St. Cuthbert's, agreed for themſelves and 
Succeſſors, to give to the ſaid Reid and his 
Succeſſors, the aforeſaid Quantity of Corn, 
out of certain Lands in his own Pariſh, in 
lieu of the ſaid Tithes in Newhaven ; and 
ingaged to get the ſaid Contract and Agree- 
ment ratified and confirmed in all Judica- 
tories neceſſary. 

The Church Scfſion or Truſtees, by their 
good Management of the Lands and Tene- 
ments aforeſaid, together with the Profits 
ariſing by the Church Seats, not only pay 
the Incumbent's Stipend, but the Salaries 
of the Schoolmaſter and inferior Church- 
Officers. 

The Inhabitants of North Leith having 
for many Years been deſtitute of a Cemi- 
tery, by being deprived of their common 
Burial-place by the Erection of the Citadel; 
the Common Council of Edinburgh, to ſup- 
ply that Defect, granted them, in the Year 
1664, a Piece of Garden-ground on the 
Southern Side of their antient Cemitery and 
Hoſpital, of the Length of fifty Ells on the 
Southern Side, the Northern, fifty five, 
the Eaſtern, fifty four, and the Weſtern 
Side, twenty-three Ells in Breadth: And 
where the Citadel is ſituate, antiently ſtood 
the Chapel and Hoſpital of S7. Nicholas. 
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This Pariſh conſiſts of fix Diviſions, 
firſt denominated the Coal- hill, contains 
eighty Families, in which are two hundred 
and ſixty one examinable Perſons; the ſe- 
cond, called The Bridge-end, and Back of 
the Church, conſiſts of fifty ſeven Families, 
and one hundred and ſeventy four Catechu- 
mens; the third, named The North Side of 
North Leith, contains ſixty nine Families, 
and one hundred and ſeventy five exami- 
nable Perſons; the fourth, denominated 
The South Side of North Leith, conſiſts of 
one hundred and fifty five Families, and 
four hundred and twenty ſeven Catechu- 
mens; the fifth, conſiſting of the Citadel, 
Dam-head, and the Links, contains forty 
ſeven Families, and examinable Perſons, 
one hundred and forty five; and the ſixth 
Diviſion of Newhaven conſiſts of ninety 
eight Families, and Catechumens, three 
hundred and fourteen; together, five hun- 
dred and ſix Families, and one thouſand 
tour hundred and ninety ſix examinable 
Perſons, above eight Years of Age, anno 
1744. Total of Families, five hundred and 
ſix; and of examinable Perſons, fourtcen 
hundred and ninety fix. 


The Remarkables in NokTH-Ltitn are 7s 
follows, 


The handſome ſtonern Bridge, conſiſting 
of three Arches, which unites the Southern 
and Northern Parts of Leith, appears to 
have been founded by Robert Balantyne, 
Abbot of the Monaſtery of Holy-rood-houſe 
near Edinburgh, about the Year 1493; for 
in his Charter of Foundation of the Cha- 
pel of Sr. Ninian, at the Northern End of 
the ſaid Bridge, he orders the Profits of all 
the Land or Tenement, Offerings made in 
the ſaid Chapeland Tolls of the ſaid Bridge, 
to be imployed in repairing the ſaid Chapel, 
Bridge, Sc. 

At the Northern End of the Bridge, is 
ſituated the Pariſh Church, the Northern 
Side whereof was the above mentioned St. 
Ninian's Chapel; in the Neighbourhood 
whereof in St. Nicholas's Wynd, is the 
Pariſh School; and the Northern Part 
of the Eaſtern Bank of the River Leith or 
Harbour, is occupied by Ship-builders 
Yards. And at the Northeaſtern Corner of 
the Town, at a Place denominated The 
Sand Port, ſtood the Weſtern Fort of Leith 
for Defence of the Harbour on that Side, 
as the Eaſtern Fort on the adverſe Bank, 
was for the other. And juſt without the 
Weſtern Ditch of the Citadel was a Ropery, 
but the Sea, in the Year 1746, having de- 
moliſhed Part of it, the Proprietor was ob- 
liged to leave both his Houſe and Work, 
which in a very few Years, if not reme- 
dyed, muſt be ſwallowed up. For the pre- 
venting of which, the Author of this Hi- 
ſtory, having in his Obſervations in that 

Neighbour- 
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Neighbourhood, conſidered the great Dan- 
ger the Harbour of Leith was in, by the 
Sea's breaking into the Weſtern Ditch of 
Cromewell's Citadel, which, if not timely 
ovarded againſt, will, in a few Years, *tis 
to be feared, break through into the River 
Leith, on the Weſtern Side of the Bridge 
and deſtroy the Haven : Nay, if a proper 
Fence be not made againſt the Sea, North 
Leith itſelf muſt become a Prey to it, pro- 
bably in leſs than half a Century. 

And to ſecure the Coaſt on this Side, the 
{aid Author ſent his Thoughts thereon to 
the Magiſtrates and Town Council of E- 
dinburgh, with a Propoſal effectually to re- 
medy the ſame, by communicating to them 
a Diſcovery made by himſelf, to prevent 
both the Sea and Rivers from incroaching 
on the Land; to be done, at moſt, for one 
tenth Part of the Expence, hitherto inef- 
fectually laid out on this Kind of Work. 
And to ſhew his great Regard for Edinburgh, 
and his own Diſintereſtedneſs in this Affair, 
offered to the ſaid Magiſtrates and Council, 
not only to direct Men in the Work, but 
without Fee or Reward, to diſcover the Se- 
cret to them, by making a Trial on a Breach 
made by the Sea, in the Fence or Wall of 
the Eaſtern Rope-walk in North Leith, The 
Anſwer to which by the Town Council, was, 
That though they . were Superiors of the 
Land, yet, as they had feu'd it to others, 
it behove them to ſecure their Properties 
without conſidering, that if Leith Harbour 
were deſtroyed, Edinburgh mult of Courſe 
be ruined. Thus, with the greateſt Inco- 
gitancy they rejected the generous Offer of 
the Diſcovery aforclaid ; which, however 
may in a ſhort Time prove of greatef Ad- 
vantage to Britain, than any Thing hitherto 
found out for its Benefit againſt the Rava- 
ges of the Sea and Rivers. 

Add to this, (as elſewhere mentioned) the 
great Ravages done by the Sea at the Black 
Rocks, on the Eaſtern Side of Leith, which 
has occaſioned the Road from Muſsleburgh's 
being divers Times removed farther into 
the Country ; and the Land being now vio- 
lently aſſaulted by the Sea, both on the Eaſt- 
ern and Northern Sides, all muſt give Way 
to its Rage, and the Links of South Leith 
probably within leſs than a Century will be 
{wallowed up. | 

The Common Council of Edinburgh as 
already mentioned, rather than the Town 
of Leith ſhould be refortified by the Eu— 
gliſb, on the fifth of May, in the Year 1656, 
agreed to give General Mont the Sum of 
Five thouſand Pounds Sterling towards erect- 
ing a Citadel; which was ſoon after found- 
ed at the Northweſtern Corner of North 
Leith, of a pentagonal Form, with five 
Baſtions, and one Gate fronting the Faſt. 
This Fortreſs, with others, after the Reſto- 
ration of King Charles II. being ordered to 
be demoliſhed, John, Earl of Lauderdale, 
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obtained a Grant of it; and knowing that 
none were ſo fit to be impoſed on in an At- 
fair of this Kind as the Edinburghers; he, 
preparatory thereto, vamp'd it up, and gilt 
the Bait with the alluring Epithets of a tree 
Burgh of Regality and Barony, an Office 
of Bailliary, a weekly Market, yearly Fair, 
and other Emoluments which he obtained 
by a Grant from the King. Though the 
Edinburghers were well apprized of the De- 
ſign, yet to prevent incurring the III-will 
of this wicked and rapacious Prime Mini- 
ſter, they, in the Year 1663, purchaſed 
the ſaid Citadel of him at the ſhametul and 


Sterling, 

This Bugbear, which coſt the Edinburgh- 
ers no leſs a Sum than Eleven thouland 
Pounds Sterling, is, in a ſhort Time, likely 
to become a Prey to the Sea; for, by its 
violent Attacks, it has already ſtrip'd it of 
its ſtrong ſtonern Wall on that Side, and 
deſtroyed its two Northern Baſtions ; and 
continuing to prey upon it, it muſt in a 
few Years ingulf the whole, and of Courſe 
deſtroy the Harbour of Leith, whereon the 
Proſperity of Edinburgh depends, if not 
timely prevented, 

A little to the Weſtward of the Citadel, 
are ſtill to be ſeen the Veſtigia of a Baſtion 
and Ditch, the Remains of the North-weſt- 
ern Bulwark of Leith, erected by the French 
about the Year 1549. The Ditch ran from 
the Northern End of the Bridge of Com- 
munication above mentioned, and joining 
the ſaid Baſtion with a winding Courſe Eaſt- 
ward, paſſed where the preſent Citadel is 
ſituate ; thence continuing its Courſe, joined 
the Bulwark erected on the Weſtern Side 
of the River Leith, near the Sand Port, for 


Defence of the Harbour on that Side; which Cart. Edin. 


together with the other Parts of the French 
Fortifications of Leith, were, in the Year 
1 560, demoliſhed by an Order of the Town 
Council of Edinburgh; in lieu whereof, the 
North-eaſtern Bulwark of the Citadel, ſince 
erected by General Monk, anno 1656, ſerved 
to defend the Harbour on that Side. 
The Water of the Frith of Forth having 
been found to be deeper- at the Place now 
denominated Newhaven, than on any other 
Part of the Coaſt in that Neighbourhood : 
Incouraged thereby, King James IV. erect- 
ed there a Yard or Dock for Ship-building, 
and a Harbour for the Reception of Veſſels, 
from which it received the Appellation of 
The Newhaven, And Houles being built 
for the Accommodation of Ship-wrights, 
Mariners, &c. a Chapel was erected and de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary and &. James, 


to accommodate them in the Performance of 


their religious Duties. But the former gi- 
ving way to the latter, it went by the Ap- 
pellation of St. Fames's Chapel, as appears 
by a Deed of Reſignation of the ſaid Cha- 
pel into the Hands of King Fames V. by

Sir James Cowie Chaplain thereof, on the 
Howe- 
ver, the Village was denominated Our Lady's 
Port of Grace, alias Newhaven. The E- 
dinburghers apprehenſive that this Newhaven 
or Port might be prejudicial to theirs of 
Leith, purchaſed of the ſaid King, the ſaid 
Newhaven and Town; together with all 
their Rights and Privileges which he con- 
veyed to them by his Grant of the ninth 
March 1510; and the ſaid Chapel being 
diſſolved at the Reformation of Religion in 
Scotland, the Profits thereof, ſome time at- 
ter, as already mentioned, were taken from 
the Miniſter of St. Cuthbert's Pariſh, and 
added to the Incumbent's Stipend of North 
Leith. The Area of the ſaid Chapel, the 
Ruins whereof are ſtill to be ſeen at the 
Weſtern End of the Village, is convert- 
ed into a Cemitery for the Uſe of the In- 
habitants.

The Remark ables of NEwnaven are as fol- 
lows. 


At the Eaſtern End of the Village was 
a Ropery erected by the aforeſaid King 
James IV. the Veſtigia whereof are ſtill re- 


maining along the Coaſt for a conſiderable 


Space. Adjoining to the Eaſtern End of 
the ſaid Village was a Glaſs-houſe, and 
hard by a Salt-work, both ſet up by Engliſb- 
men. The Place at preſent is inhabited by 
Fiſhermen, who chiefly ſupply Edinburgh 
with Sea-fiſh. The adjacent Plains at the 
Eaſtern and Weſtern Ends of Newhaven de- 
nominated the Links, were, in the Year 
1595, let at a yearly Rent of Six Marks 
Scotiſh Money; and in the fame Year the 
Links of Leith were ſet at Thirty Marks 
per annum of the ſame Money; whereby is 
ſhewn, that the Links of Newhaven muſt 
then have been one fifth of the Dimenſions 
of thoſe of Leith; whereas at preſent, not- 
withſtanding the great Ravages made on 
the latter by the Sea, it ſeems to be a- 
bove twenty Times the Bigneſs of the for- 
mer, occaſioned by the great Spoil made 
thereon by the Sea, whereby it is reduced 
to little more than a Road-way, which pro- 
bably in a very few Years will likewiſe be 
ingulted, to the great Loſs of the Proprie- 
tors, whoſe Buſineſs it is to unite and fortify 
the Coaſt, to put a Stop to the devouring 
Element. And that the aforeſaid Links were 


greatly preyed upon in the Space of T'wen- 


Coun. Regiſt. 
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ty two Years, preceding the Year 1595, 
is manifeſt, by the ſaid Links (extending 
from S/. Nicholas's Chapel on the Eaſt to 
Wardy-brae on the Welt) being let in the 
Year 1573, at Twenty five Marks yearly ; 
which 1s above four Times the Value in 


ſo ſhort a Space of Time, which gives 


Reaſon to believe, that the ſaid Links in that 
{mall Number of Years were moſtly ſwal-

lowed up by the Sea, and its Bounds redu- 
ced in Proportion to the Rent. 

As the Town of Leith, by the great 
Increaſe of Manufactures and Commerce, 
both in Edinburgb and itſelf, within the 


ſhort Space of ſix Years, is augmented in 
the Number of its Inhabitants above one 


thouſand ; I ſhall by the Bills of Mortality Miniſt. Acct. 


indeavour to ſhew the Number of Souls in 
it at preſent, viz. Buried in the Pariſh of 
South Leith, from the Year 1745,. to that 
of 1751, both incluſive, thirteen hundred 
and twenty ſeven; the Medium whereof 
being one hundred and eighty nine, with- 
out reckoning Still-born Children, Stran- 
gers, or thoſe buried in the Cemiteries of 
the Caldton and Leftalrig, both belonging 
to this Pariſh, who keep their own Regiſt- 
ers and bury their own Dead; and be- 
ing both at a conſiderable Diſtance from 
Leith, and the former being adjacent to 
Edinburgh, J have accounted for it in the 
Hiſtory of that City, as I have likewiſe 
done thoſe of the Engliſb from Edinburgh, 
buried in the latter. And as to the others 
interred there, they are not more concerned 
with thoſe buried in Leith than it they be- 
longed to a ſeparate Pariſh. | 

But in the Pariſh of North Leith, no 
Regiſter of Mortality being kept, I am ob- 
liged to calculate the Number of Burials 
from that of Baptiſms in the above men- 
tioned Years, which amounting to five hun- 
dred and forty one; the Medium whereof 
being ſeventy ſeven, the Difference between 
it and the Number of Perſons buried there, 
being about ſix, in favour of the Chriſten- 
ings; the Medium of the Interments is 
thereby reduced to ſeventy one, which, ad- 
ded to thoſe buried in South Leith, the Num- 
ber of Perſons annually buried in the Town 
of Leith, at a Medium of feven Years, be- 
ing two hundred and ſixty, which, multi- 
plied by twenty eight, like that of Edin- 
burg h, the preſent Number of the Inhabi- 
tants of Leith will appear to be ſeven thou- 
ſand two hundred and eighty, which 1s a 
Number much more conſiderable than has 
hitherto been imagined. The Number of 
Buryings in South Leith J received from A- 
lexander Walker, Seſſion Clerk; and that of 
the Chriſtenings in North Leith from George 
Buchan, Seſſion Clerk, atteſted by them re- 
ſpectively, 

Remark. As Leith hitherto ſeems to have 
been deemed, as it were, unworthy of being 
brought in Competition with divers Towns 
of the Kingdom, it will not be amiſs to ſee 
what Rank it bears amongſt the principal 
Towns of Scotland, which will appear by 
their ſeveral Accounts of Burials atteſted 
by their Town and Seſſion Clerks, which 
are as follows. 

Buried in Gla/zow, from the Year 1735, 
to 1741, both nclu/roe, ſix thouſand two 


hundred and forty ſeven; Medium, eight 
hundred 
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hundred and ninety two: But this being for 
Glaſgow only, excluſive of the large Sub- 
urb on the Southern Side of the River 
Clyde, denominated The Gorbels, which, 
(were its Account of Mortality added to that 
of Glaſgow, it would be conſiderably in- 
creaſed. Beſides, Glaſgow, ſince the Year 
1741, is greatly increaſed in the Number 
of its Inhabitants, as appears by its Bill of 
Mortality, anno 1751, in which Year were 
buried in that City, twelve hundred and ſe- 
venty ſeven, although it does not appear 
to have been a ſickly Year, 

Buried in the Town of Perth, in the Year 
1751 and 1752, (being the firſt- Years of 
keeping a Regiſter of Mortality in that 
Place) five hundred and ninety eight; the 
Medium whereof is two hundred and ninety 
nine. This Account I received from the 
preſent Lord Provoſt, Mr. James Crie, 
atteſted by Walter Miller, Deputy Town 
Clerk. : | 

Buried in the Town of Leith, from the 
Year 1743, to 1751, both inclujrve, two 
thouſand three hundred and fifteen ; Medi- 
um, two hundred and ſixty: Atteſted by 
the Seſſion Clerks above mentioned. 

Buried in the Town of Aberdeen, from 
the Year 1745, to 1751, both included, 
as recorded in the publick Regiſters, nine 
hundred and ſeven Perſons ; and by the Ma- 
giſtrates Warrants for burying the Poor 
gratis, during the above mentioned Num- 
ber of Years, they amounted to one hun- 
dred and ſeventy fix; together, one thou- 
ſand and eighty three; the Medium where 
of being one hundred and fifty four; to 
which being added the conjectural Number 
of fifty five tor thoſe ſuppoſed to have been 
buried from Aberdeen, in the Church-yards of 
the Old Town of Aberdeen, Footdee, and the 
Spittal, together with thoſe interred in the 
Cemiteries of the Quakers and Papiſts, and 
in other Parts of the Country, the Number 
of People annually buried in and from the 
ſaid New Town of Aberdeen, will appear 
to be two hundred and nine. But as this 
is the Caſe of all the other Towns, both 
in reſpect to the Poor and Country, the 
Differences being unknown, the Numbers 
cannot be aſcertained, The above Num- 
bers of Burials I received from the publick 
ſpirited Alexander Robertſon, Eſq; late Pro- 
voſt of Aberdeen. Atteſted by the Town 
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Clerk, Magiſtrates Warrants, and conjectu- 


ral Account, at the Expence of much 
Trouble. 

Buried in the Town of Dundee, from 
the Year 1729, to 1735, both incluſive, 
thirteen hundred and two; the Medium 
whereof is one hundred and eighty ſix. At- 


| teſted by David Bruce, Seſſion Clerk. 


Buried in the Town of Sling, from 
the Year 1729, to 1735, both incluſive, eight 
hundred and ninety eight, the Medium 
whereof is one hundred and twenty eight. 
Atteſted by 1:ll;am Cheyne, Seſſion Clerk. 

Buried in the Town of Drumfries, from 
the Year 1728, to 1734, both included, 
eight hundred and thirty one; the Medium 
thereof is one hundred and eighteen. At- 
teſted from the Regiſter by the Reverend 
and publick ſpirited Mr. Scot. 

Buried in the Town of Kilmarnoch, with- 
out mentioning the Years, other than the 
laſt ſeven Years, which I take to be from 
the Year 1736, to 1742, both incluſive, 
eight hundred and eleven; the Medium one 
hundred and fifteen, ſent me by one of the 
Incumbents, but without Name. 

Buried in the Town of Iuverneſs, from 
the Year 1729, to 1735, both included, 
ſeven hundred and ſeventy ſeven; Medium, 
one hundred and eleven, Through Care- 
leſſneſs, unatteſted. 

Buried in the Town of Montroſe, from 
the Year 1725, to 1731, both incluſive, 
four hundred and fiſty ſeven ; Medium, one 
hundred and eight: But through Careleſſ- 
neſs, like that of Inverneſs, is not atteſted, 

The Town of Elgin having hitherto had 
no Regiſter of Mortality in the Account 
{ent me by the Reverend Mr. Shaw, a Mini- 
{ter there, who tells me, that the Number 
of Souls in this Place, amount to about 
two thouſand five hundred, which, accord- 
ing to the above Method of Calculation, 
there muſt yearly have died out of it, eigh- 
ty nine Perſons. 

Remark. As the yearly Burials in the ten 
Towns immediately above mentioned, a- 
mount to ſixteen hundred and twenty three, 
and thoſe of Edinburgh to ſeventeen hundred 
and ninety, *tis thereby ſhewn that Edin- 
burgh exceeds all the ſaid ten Towns in the 
Number of Buryings, one hundred and ſix- 
ty ſeven, and in that of Souls, four thou- 
ſand ſix hundred and ſeventy fix,

Miles round EDinBURGH. 


Containing Accounts of the ſeveral natural and artificial Curioſities therein ; together 
with thoſe of the Scotiſh, PiQtiſh, Roman and Daniſh Antiquities. 


AVING fat out from Edinburgh. 
H on my Perambulation Eaſtwards, 
at the Diſtance of about a Mile, 
from the Watergate, at the Foot of the 
Canongate, lies the Lake or Loch of Leſtal- 
rig, vulgarly Loch-end : This Lake, which | 
is about five hundred Yards in Length, 
half as much in Breadth, and where deep- 
eſt, about eighty Feet as *tis ſaid; and 
the Fiſh wherewith it is ſaid to abound 
are only Pikes and Eels; however, as it 13 
of late become more noted on account of 
applying its Waters to another Uſe, it 1s 
neceſſary to ſay ſomething farther concern- 
ing the ſame. 

Leith being of late greatly increaſed, both 
in its Dimenſions and Number of Inhabi- 
tants, it was judged neceſſary to have it ſup- 
plied with ſweet Water for the Uſe of 
the People, and as this Affair has been 
much talked of, I think it will not be 
amiſs to give ſome Account of it; viz. 
the Magiſtrates, and chief Men of the 
Town began to treat with one Graham, a 
Plummer, concerning the ſame; but the 
Hawkbill Rock being near the Place where 
the Trench was to be dug for Reception 
of the leaden Pipe, a final Agreement was 
not made, leſt they ſhould be obliged to 
cut through Part of the ſaid rocky Hill, 
whereby the Expence would have been con- 
ſiderably inhanced ; wherefore the Conclu- 
ſion of the Agreement was deferred till they 
ſaw how it would turn out. 

And as the ſaid Magiſtrates and princi— 
pal Inhabitants are of opinion that the ſaid 
Loch is fed with Springs therein, without 
the leaſt Reaſon for this their Belict. How- 
ever, to inform themſelves in ſome Things 
concerningthe ſaid Loch, they repaired to one, 


Baird a Farmer, who had lived many Years 
in that Neighbourhood, but unluckily for- 
got, or more probably did not kndw, that 
the firſt Queſtion to be aſked of him was, 
whether the Lake diſcharged itſelf by a 
Run of Water from it, and for what Time; 
but that not being done, remain in the ſame 
Degree of Uncertainty, whether the Loch 
be ſupplied with Springs therein or not. 

| Matters hitherto being carried on by the 
Leithers in this Manner, a Wellwiſher of 
theirs, without the leaſt View to Intereſt, 
indeavoured to inform himſelf in the beſt 
Sort, of every Thing touching the ſaid Loch, 
| to prevent the People's being impoſed on as 
aforeſaid ; when on Inquiry he was inform- 
ed, that as it were periodically, the Loch 
| diſcharged itſelf by a Run from it for about 
the Space of a Month, early in the Spring, 
which being occaſioned by the great Rains 
and Snow during the Winter, gives Room 
to ſuſpect that there are no Springs in the 
Lake, but if there are, they muſt be ſo very 
ſmall as not to be able to ſupply the Expence 
of Exhalation, whereby it is exhauſted to ſuch 
a Degree in Summer, that it is feared it will 
not be in a Condition to ſupply Leith with 
| ſix Feet Depth of Water, which is the 
Quantity it 1s required to furniſh, 

Now, as 1s here ſurmiſed, if the imagi- 
nary Springs in the Loch are not ſufficient 
to ſupply it with Water, tis neceſſary to in- 
quire whence the Supply comes, which is 
from Rain and Snow as aforeſaid; which 
falling on the ſurrounding Heights, waſh- 
eth the neighbouring Fields, and brings a- 
long with it moſt gf the Filth within its 
Reach, whether it be human Excrement, 
Carion, &c. which being brought to this 


Receiver, the rare Part thereof is exhaled, 
while 
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while the denſe remains, and the Water 
from it running to Leith, cannot be very a- 
greeable neither to drink or dreſs Victuals 
withal, except in Caſes of Neceſſity, when 
none elſe is ro be had. : 

To remedy this, and prevent the People 
from being impoſedon, their aforeſaid Friend, 
Author of this Wosk, made it his Buſineſs to 
find out good Water for their Uſe, which he 
having with the greateſt Pleaſure diſcover- 
ed, joyfully acquainted the Leithers therewith; 
which iſſuing from Saliſbury Craigs, is not 
only the beſt of Water, but there is a ſuf— 
ficient Quantity in all Seaſons to ſupply 
Leith withal; and if Occaſion require may 
be augmented to double the Quantity at 
a very ſmall Expence; which at this Time 
when the Town is ſo greatly on the Increaſe, 
ought to be carefully conſidered. 

Beſides, by laying the preſent Pipe ſo 
very deep in the Ground (laid to be about 
fifteen Feet) for ſo great a Space, the Ex- 
pence of Repairs will be very great; for the 
Undertaker ſimply imagining that the Pipe 
being of Lead would ly, as it were, for ever 
without wanting to be repaired, not con- 
ſidering the great Expence which other- 
wiſe muſt attend it, as is manifeſt by the 
frequent and numerous Repairs made to the 
Edinburgb and other leaden Pipes; which, 
in the preſent Caſe, in leſs than a Century, 
may be attended with ſome Hundreds of 
Pounds Sterling Expence, by digging ſo 
great a Depth, and ſo long a Way to come 
at the Pipe, which might eaſily have been 
prevented, by erecting an arched ſubterra- 
neous Duct to lay the Pipe in, where it 
would have been of eaſy Acceſs, without 
the Expence of digging, which may be pre- 
ſumed will be very often; for Lead, laid in 
a ſouriſh Ground, which that of Sand where- 
in this lyes, is ſaid to be, it will ſoon be 
converted into White-lead, and rendered 
uſeleſs in regard to a Duct, which in ſome 
Meaſure might have been prevented by 
fortifying it with Clay; of which divers 
of the Leithers were made acquainted with 
before they began the Work, but being 
vain of their Project, would not recede 
from it, feaſible or not. 

And commencing the Work, a Stop was 
ſoon put to it by a Blunder of the Under- 
taker's, 'whereby he was obliged to re-dig 
up the Ground to come at the Pipe, and to 
cut, mangle, and otherwiſe prepare it be- 
fore the Water would paſs. Beſides, this 
Project ſeems otherwiſe to have been very 
31l contrived, for by laying a Pipe of ſo 
ſmall a Bore as that of an Inch and a half, 
it will not be ſufficient to ſupply the Town 


with a proper Quantity of Water; where- 


fore *tis to be feared, that, inſtead of being 
a Service to the People, it may, as it were, 
occaſion a Civil War amongſt them, by 
continual Jars and Fighting for the precious

Element, which, by its Scarcity, will not 
be able to ſupply their Wants. 

And to conclude the Errors of this ama- 
Zing Project, we need only ſhew the great 
Imprudence of the Projectors, in enterin 
upon a Work, of which one Moiety of the 
Expence was to be raiſed amongſt the Inha- 
bitants by a voluntary Contribution, which, 
of all other Things, ought at firſt to have 
been gone upon to ſavethemſelves from being 
ſaddled with the Sum uncontributed, by 
the People's Caprice, in refuſing to contri- 
bute (which they have already done) by 
which they would have acted ſecurely, by 


putting it out of their Power to impoſe up- 


on them. And if the Work at laſt ſhould 
not anſwer, Query, who mult pay the Ex- 
pence already incurred? And if it ſhould 
be found neceſſary to bring Water to Leith 
from another Place, how is the Money to be 
raiſed to defray the Expence ? 

South-eaſt from the above Loch, at a 
ſmall Diſtance, lies the Village of Leſtalrig, 
the Church whereof, now in Ruins, was an- 
tiently collegiate, and the Mother Church 
of that of Leith; belonging to which, was 
a Number of religious Foundations, the 
Yard whereot at preſent is a Cemitery for 
the Uſe of the preſent Inhabitants, and in 
Part thereof, the Engliſh Congregation in 
Edinburgh interr, tor the Convenience of per- 
forming the Office of the Dead over them. 

South-weſtward, at the Diſtance of about 
a Mile and a halt ſtands the Village of Dud- 
dingſton, with its Loch on the Southern Side, 
about the Length of half a Mile, and about 
one third in Breadth, and where deepeſt a- 
bout eight or nine Fathom it is much fre- 
quented by Teal and Wild-ducks, and is 
ſaid to abound with Carp, Dace, Pikes, and 
Eels, and is fed by Springs from the neigh- 
bouring Hill of Arthur's Seat. The Lands 
in the Neighbourhood being of a rich Soil, 
produce excellent Grain, and the Farmers 
are {aid to be excelled no where in Agricul- 
ture. 

At a ſmall Diſtance Southwards are the 
Coal-pits of Oberſtown, which produceth 
excellent Coals; the Water from which is 
drained by Fire Engines. 

About three Miles South- eaſtward from 
Edinburgh is ſituated Monktown (vulgarly 
Mountain) ſo denominated from a Priory 
of Monks antiently there: At this Place is a 
very great Curioſity, denominated the Rowt- 
ing Well, which is a Draw-well in the Yard of 
the Manſion-houſe, the Arca whereof, from 
the Mouth to the Water, is about thirty five 
Feet; and is ſo called from certain Noiſes 
it makes preceding a Storm, fometimes re- 
ſembling the beating of a Copperſmith's 
largeſt Hammers, then a Noiſe like a Shower 
of Hail falling into Water, and at other 
Times, by a violent Bubbling, raiſes the 
Water above a Foot higher than its natural 


Level. 


Remark, 
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Remark. This Well, not being far from 
the Sea, I was of opinion that the Waves, 
through ſubterreaneous Paſſages, beat a- 
gainſt the Rocks below; but conſidering 
that it is above a Mile diſtant from the Frith, 
imagine that the Motion of the Water at 
that Diſtance cannot be ſo ſtrong as to occa- 
fion thoſe Beatings; wherefore I ſhall make 
another Attempt to try whether I can diſ- 
cover the Cauſe thereof. 

The Ground in this Neighbourhood be- 
ing chiefly hollow, occaſioned by a Num- 
ber of Coal-pits having antiently been there, 
and ſtill are, the Wind forcing in through 
the Chinks of the Rocks, in different Pro- 
portions, and from one Quarter with much 
more Violence than from another, might 
agitate the Water to ſuch a Degree, that 
beating againſt the Rocks, may occaſion 
the greater Noiſe reſembling that of the 
Hammers; and the Wind from another 
Quarter, entering through numberleſs Cre- 
vices and Veins of the Rocks below the 
Water in the Well, and by Preſſure vio- 
lently aſcending through the Water, in 
an infinite Number of Diviſions, raiſing 
it ſome Height above its natural Level, 
might, by deſcending, occaſion the Noiſe 
reſembling a Shower of Hail falling into 
Water. And the Wind, from another 

uarter, forcing in larger Quantities of Air, 
through the Crevices and Veins of the Rock 
below the Water in the Well, which bcing 
violently forced up by Preſſure, might oc- 
cation the violent Bubbling of the Water. 
But as theſe are only Conjectures, the Read- 
er may indeavour to-diſcover the true Cauſes 
thercof. 

And to ſhew that this Kind of Rarity is not 
peculiar to Scotland, we are told by Camb- 
den, that, in the Iſle of Barry, near the 


Camb. Brit. in Mouth of the River Tf, in Glamorgen 
Com. Glamorg Shire in S,] M ales, is a Chink in a Rock, 


to which, it one puts his Ear, he will 
hear a Noiſe as it Smiths were at Work; 
ſometimes you hear, as it were, the Blow- 
ing of Bellows, at other Times the Strokes 
of Hammers, grinding of Tools, and, as it 
were, the hiſſing Noiſe of gluend iron Bars 
in a Furnace; this my Author imagined 
were occaſioned by a Repercuſſion of the 
Waves, but, by their being the ſame at 
Low-water, could not tell what ro make 
of them. ; 

Likewiſe of this Kind, in the Vicinity of 
Stackpool Beſber or Baſberſton in Scutb Wales 
is a {mall Pond, Pit, or Pool near the Sea, 
called Baſberſton Mear, of ſuch a Profundity, 
that although many Times ſounded, its 
Depth 1s yet unknown. This Pond or 
Pool, preceding ſtormy Weather, bubbles, 
fomes, and makes ſuch an amazing Noiſe, 
that it is heard at the Diſtance of above ten 
Miles, and is diſtinctly known from that 
of the Sea; and the Neighbours, by its 
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Noiſe, can partly gueſs at the Weather that

will follow; nay, the Relator was told, the 
Evening before, the Weather that happen- 
ed the following Day; and this not once, 
by . Chance, but the like often happened. 
Notwithſtanding of this poſitive Aſſertion, 
he is diffident in reſpect to the whole, by 
his telling us, © That there is much more 


© talked of this Place than I ſhall trouble 


you with at preſent, becauſe I take ſome Cambd. Brit. 
© Relations for fabulous, and living remote Col. 640. Edit. 
from it myſelf, have had no Opportunity 95. 


of being ſatisfied of the Truth by others.“ 

Remark. Our Author, I think, has good 
Reaſon to queſtion the Truth of this Re- 
lation; for, were there nothing elſe in it 
to render it incredible, that of a {mall Pond 
or little Pool's making ſuch a hideous 
Noile as to be heard about the Diſtance of 
ten Miles, is of itſelf ſufficient to deſtroy 
the Belief of the whole. 

From Mountain, at the Diſtance of about 
a Mile Eaſtward, lies the beautiful Village 
of Invereſt, which, from its Situation, Hou- 
ſes, and Salubrity of Air, is juſtly reckon- 
ed the ſineſt Village and moſt healthy Place 
in Scotland. 

Underneath the Hill whereon rvereſt is 
ſituated, - is a curious Piece of Art made on 
the following Occaſion, William Adam of 
Edinburgh, Architect, having erected a 
Coal Work at Pinkie, in the Year 1739, 
whereoutof he extracted the Water by a 
Horſe Machine; but, this Method proving 
both inconvenient and too expenſive, he re- 
lolved to erect a Water Engine for the ſame 
Purpoſe; for the ſupplying of which with 
Water, he determined to cut an Aqueduct 
through the Hill whereon zvereſ# ſtands ; 
preparatory to which, he cut a Canal from 
the River EY to the Foot of the ſaid Hill, 
above a Mile in Length ; then began the 
Work of his Aqueduct, at the Entrance on 
which, unluckily light on a Bed of Sand 
which abounded with Water ; which render- 
ed his Proceeding on a Level impracticable, 
and had almoſt ruined the whole Delign : 
But this Defect being ſupplied by an admi- 
rable Contrivance, he ſunk two Shafts at 
the Extremities of the intended Aqueduct, 
quite through the Sand Bed, and entering 
the Rock at the Depth of Fifty Feet below 
the firſt intended Level, began his Duct 
in the Rock, to join the Shafts aforeſaid ; 
which being finiſhed, the Water deſcended 
by one Shaft, and continuing its Courſe 
through the Aqueduct, riſes through the 
adverſe Shaft, and haſtens to its Work on 
the Engine. This Aqueduct between the 
Shafts is near eight hundred Feet in Length, 
four Feet in Width, and ſix Feet in Height, 
and about one hundred Feet below the Sur- 
face of the Hill whereon the Village is ſituate, 
Although this Work was begun in the 
Month of November, anno 1742, and the 
Duct, for the greater Expedition, was be- 


gun at both. Ends, and wrought inwards 
the

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the Center, both by Day and Night, by 
freſh Sets of Men, yet it was not finiſhed 
till the Month of May, in the Year 1744- 
In the Neighbourhood of Pinkie, on the 
toth of September, anno 1547, was fought 
a Battle between the Scots and Engliſh, one 
of the moſt fatal Scotland ever ſuffered. 
And on the ſame Spot, 'in the Year 1567, 
Queen Mary, with the Earl of Bothwell, 
incamped with her Army ; but the daſtard- 
9 Murderer having made off to ſecure him- 
elf, Mary diſbanded her Troops and ſur— 
rendered herſelf to the Regent and his Ar- 
my without the Effuſion- of Blood. 
Adjacent to Pinkie, on the Southern Side 
of the Frith of Forth, and Eaſtern Bank of 
the River Ef, lyes the large Burgh of Ba- 


rony denominated Muſsleburgh, whereat, a- 


bout the Year 1749, a Harbour was made 
for the Reception of Ships; which, toge- 
ther with the Erection of ſome Manuta- 
Etures lately ſet up there, bids fair for its In- 
creaſe , and over the River EV, on its Weſt- 
ern Side, is a ſtately Bridge of three ſpa- 
cious Arches of the Segment of a Circle. 

South-weſt from Muſs/eburgh, at the Di- 
ſtance of about two Miles on the Southern 
Side of the River ER, is ſituate a Burgh of 
Barony called Dalkeith, which is adorned by 
the noble and magnificent Manſion of the 
Duke of Buccleugh, which for Grandeur and 
Furniture is excelled by few in Great Bri- 
tain, and is accommodated with one of the 
beſt Markets in the Country. 

Art the Diſtance of about three Miles to 
the Weſtward of Dalkeith is ſituated the 
Seat of Hawthorn-Den, wherein 'tis ſaid, 
the celebrated Poet Drummond, in the Reign 
of King James VI. wrote his Poems. This 
Houſe ſtands on the North-eaſtern Side of 
the River North Ef, in the County of Mid 
Lothian ; underneath which, are the noted 
Caverns of Hawthorn- Den, by Dr. Stuckely 1n 
his Itinerarium Curirſa, ſaid to have been 
the King of Pi#land's Caſtle or Palace; 
which nothing can ſhew the Doctor's Cre- 
dulity more, than by ſuffering himſelf to 
be impoſed upon by the Tattle of the Vul- 
gar, who in all Things they cannot account 
for, are aſcribed to the Pidls, without the leaſt 
Foundation. For thoſe Caves, inſtead of 
having been a Caſtle or Palace, I take them 
either to have been a Receptacle for Robbers, 
or Places to ſecure the People and their 
Effects in, during the deſtructive Wars 
between the Pits and Engliſb, and Scots and 
Engliſh; which is in ſome Meaſure confirm- 
ed by a Number of Works of the ſame 
Kind, on the Engliſh and Scotiſh Borders; 
and in the Northern Parts of Scotland, to 
ſecure the People and their Effects againſt 
Engliſh and Daniſh Plunderers, and cruel 


Depredations; which! think, will in ſome Sort 


appear by the following Deſcription of them. 
The Entrance into thoſe Caverns is in 


the Side of a perpendicular Rock, of great

Height above the River, to which you 
deſcend by twenty ſeven high Steps cut in- 
to the ſaid Rock; then paſſing alongſt a 
Board, about the Length of five Feet, and 
Breadth of ten Inches, you mount the Rock 
on eight Steps, and arrives at the Mouth of 
the Cave, or an imaginary Palace; within the 
Entrance of which, on the Left-hand Side, 
cut in the Rock, is a long and narrow 
Trance or Paſſage, aſcended to by two 
Steps, of the Length of ſeventy five Feet, 
and Breadth of ſix, vulgarly called the 
King's Gallery; near the upper End of which, 
likewiſe cut in the Rock, is a narrow Dun- 
geon, denominated the King's Bed Cham- 
ber. And on the Right-hand Side of theſe 
Caverns, alſo cut in the Rock, is another 
Cave, of the Length of Twenty one Feet, 
and Breadth of ſix Feet, deſcended to by 
two Steps, denominated the King's Guard 
Room : Thele are the fine Apartments of the 
Royal Dungeons, by Dr. Stuckely, and the 
Populace called a Piciſb Caſtle and Royal 
Palace! And in deſcending the Rock, before 
you paſs the Board, there is a Room, (but 
no Part of the pretended Palace) cut out in 
the Rock of modern Workmanſhip, called 
the Cypreſs Grove, wherein *tis ſaid Drummond 
compoſed his Poems: It is of the Length of 
ſeven Feet, ſix broad, and five and a half in 
Height. The three Rooms above mention- = 
ed, by their amazingly great Strength in Ac- | 
ceſs, I take to have been at firſt a Shelter- place 
for a Band of Thieves and Robbers; and the 
Houſe being ſince built over them, and a 
Draw-well ſunk through the King's Guard- 
room, I imagine it to have been made by 
the Proprietor, to let down his Effects by, to 
ſecure them from an Enemy; for, by the Nar- 
rowneſs of the Way, by Steps, and along == 
the Board, it could not be effected. Such = 
Places of Security were not peculiar to _ 


Scotland; for Tacitus, in his Cuſtoms of Tacit. in Mo- 2 2 
the Germans, tells us, that they had a Num- rib. German, DR. 
ber of ſubterraneous Houſes and Caverns P. 3. TR 
to ſecure themſelves and Effects in Time of | 0 
War. We have likewiſe many Inſtances 3 
of which, both in the Southern and North- == 


ern Parts of Scotland, as aforeſaid. 

About the Diſtance of two Miles North- 
weſtward from Hawthorn-Den, is the Village 
of Roſlin, at which is a moſt beautiful Cha- 
pel, of Gothick Conſtruction, being the on- 
ly Part finiſhed of an intended collegiate 
Church : This Chapel is of ſuch curious and 
excellent Workmanſhip, that both the Ci- 
tizens of Edinburgh, and curious Strangers 
croud thither to lee it. 

And as at- this Place, on the 24th of Fe- 
bruary, anno 1302, happened three Battles 
in one Day, which the like being ſcarcely 
heard of, I ſhall be a little more particular 
in the Account thereof. 

We are told by our own Writers, that Boeth. HiR,

And having entered Scotland as far as Roſ- 
lin, five Miles beſouth Edinburgh, without 
Oppoſition, expected no Reſiſtance from a 
People, by a long and bloody War, redu- 
ced to the loweſt Degree of Miſery. And 
for the better inabling him to plunder, divi- 
ded his Army into three Diviſions; of which 
the Scotiſh Generals, 7obn Cumin, and Simon 
Frazer receiving Advice of, they, with the 
greateſt Expedition, raiſed about eight thou- 
ſand Men, and marched towards the Ene- 
my, with a View either to abridge the Li- 
mirs of their Plunderings, or if a favour. 
able Opportunity offered, to fight them, 
which ſoon after happened; for Confray, 
little expecting the &us would attack him; 
but Cumin and Frazer, unwilling to let ſlip 
ſo favourable an Opportunity, while his 
Army was divided, furiouſly aſſaulted the 
firſt Diviſion, and routed them with a great 
Slaughter, and thoſe who eſcaped, carry- 
ing Intelligence of their Misfortune to th? 
ſecond Diviſion, all ran to Arms and ex- 
horted each other, not only to revenge the 
Blood of their Countrymen, but by their 
Bravery to ſave themſelves from the like 
Fate. Thus prepared, they marched for- 
ward, and a fierce Battle inſuing; after a 
bloody Ingagement, the Engliſh were again 
routed. Theſe two Victories being obtained, 
the Scots imagining themſelves out of Dan- 
ger, after their great Loſs and Fatigue be- 
gan to refreſh themſelves, when News ar- 
rived of the March of the third Diviſion of 
the Engliſh towards them, with a Refolutt- 
on either to conquer or die. This was a 
great Diſcouragement to the Scots, who at- 
ter a great Loſs of Men, by a double In- 
gagement, the Number of their wounded, 
and great Fatigue undergone, to be attack- 
ed by. a freſh Army, ſtruck a great Terror 
amongſt them; which rendered it difficult 
to prevail on them to defend themſelves, 
till their Commanders laid before them the 
great Danger they were in, and made them 
ſenſible there were Hopes in fighting, but 
| Having by 
theſe and the like Speeches prevailed on 
them to ingage, and killing their Priſoners, 
to prevent their falling on them in the Time 
of Battle, and arming their Servants with the 
Spoils of the Slain, a furious Fight began; 
which was carried on with equal Ardour 
and Deſperation, till the Scots, by their Of- 
ficers, reminded of their double Victory, 
renewed their Courage; and giving a vio- 
lent Charge, broke the Enemy, and put 
them to Flight, and obtained a third and 
compleat Victory, which is ſcarcely, it at 
all, to be paralelled. Engiiſp Writers, in 
their Accounts of theſe Battles, tell us, that 
the Englih Army, before it was divided, was 
commanded by FJohbn de Seagrave, Regent 
of Scofland tor King Edward, inſtead of Ralph 
Confray, as aſſerted by our Hiſtorians. 
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Not far diſtant from Naſlin, is Penny- 
cuick, the Seat of Sir John Clark, Bart. one 
of the Barons of his Majeſty's Court of Ex- 
chequer in Scotland, an Antiquary of the 


firſt Rate, whoſe Collection of Roman An- 


tiquities is ſo conſiderable, that probably it 
is not to be excelled in this Part of the 
Iſland; the moſt curious of which, is the o- 


riginal Statue of the Goddeſs Brigantia, 


worſhipped by the Brigantes or Pifiſb Bri- 
tains, in this Part of the Ifland : It is a ve- 
ry beautiful ſtonern Figure, of the Height 
of four Feet, dreſſed in the Toga, with a 
Head on its Breaſt, a Mural Crown on its 
Head, a Spear in the Right-hand, and a 
Globe in the Left, with the following In- 
ſcription under its Feet, 


BRIGANTIAE.S. AMANDUS. 
ARciTECTUS IMPERIO. 
I. 1. 


And the Baron, as Proprietor of the 


Lands of Pennycuick, is obliged, whenever 
the King comes into the Neighbourhood 
of Edinburgh, to receive his Majelty at the 
Hareſtone (now erected in the Park Wall, 
almolt oppoſite to the Southeaſtern Corner of 
the Park-dike, at the End of Tipperlin Lone, 
near the Borough Moor-head) and ſtanding 
thereon gave three Biaſts on a Horn; where- 
by is held certain Privileges belonging to the 
Eſtate of Pennycuick, 

On Pentland Hills, at a Place denomi- 
nated the Rullion Green, on the 24th No- 
vember, anno 1663, was fought the Battle 
of Pentland Hills, wherein Dalziel routed 
the Covenanters, killed about fifty, and 
took about eighty Priſoners, who, accord- 
ing to Burnet, were a poor harmleſs Compa- 
ny of Men, become mad by Oppreſſion. 

Near to this Place is the Houſe of 1he 
Moor, belonging to the Citizens of Edin- 
burgh, by a Contract of Excambion, be- 
tween Lord Abernethy of Salton, and the 
Magiſtrates-of this City, on the 14th and 


21ſt of February, anno 1612; whereby the 


tormer granted to the latter a Right of 
holding Markets at the ſaid Hauſe of the 
Moor, and on the Moor of Gleuuſe; in 
Conſideration whereof, the latter granted 
to the former the Superiority of the three 
Huſband Lands of Salton, which Contract 
of Exchange was recorded in the Books of 
Seſſion, on the gth of March, in the ſame 
Year, and fome Years ſince was confirmed 
by Parliament. - 
The high Grounds in this Neighbour- 
hood denominated Pentland Hills, according 
to Sir Robert Sibbald, they ought to be cal- 
led Benland Hills, that is, the hilly or moun-

tainous Country; for Ben, in the Highland. 


or Gaelick Language ſignifies a Hill or 
Mountain, and as theſe ſeem to be the high- 
eſt in the County of Mid Lothian, are pro- 
bably about eight hundred Feet ia Height. 

About 
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About a Mile to the Eaſtward of thoſe 
Hills, lies a ſmall Village denominated 
St. Catherine's, or the Kaims, at which is 
a Spring called the Oily Well, from an un- 
ctuous Subſtance wherewith it is covered, 
ſaid to be good for ſcorburical Diſorders. 

About two Miles South-eaſtward is the 
beautiful Seat of Lord Somerville, called the 
Drum, which antiently gave Name to the 
circumjacent Country far and near, by the 
Appellation of the Foreſt of Drumſelch,where- 
in our Kings uſed to divert themſelves with 
Hunting. This being a Gaelick Compound, 
various are the Derivations thereof; Drum, 
the firſt Part of the Comnound ſignifying 
a Back or Ridge, which no Place has a 
better Title to than the Eminence or Ridge 
on the Northern Side of this Manſion- 
houſe; and ſelch or ſaleuch, the latter Part 
of the Denomination by ſome, is ſaid to im- 
port a Number of Eminencies or little Hills 
ſurrounding or incloſing the Drum, or prin- 
cipal Height. Others ſay that ſelch is a 
Corrruption of Sealoch, marſhy..or miry 
Places, which likewiſe an{wers to the Situ- 
ation of the Drum; for divers Myres or 
Marſhes in this Neigibourhood have been 
drained within the laſt Century. Of theſe 
Derivations the Reader may chuſe which he 
likes beſt. | 

This Country, from a Foreſt, is become 
the moſt beautiful and delightful. in the 
Kingdom, abounding with a- Number of 
noble and pleaſant Seats of the Nobility 
and Gentry z and being of a rich Soil, 
furniſheth all the Neceſſaries of Life in 
great Plenty ; and for the beſt of Coals tor 
Fuel, no Country exceeds it. 

At a little Diſtance Northwards, is fitu- 
ated on the. Top of a Rock, the ſtrong 
Caſtle of Craig-Miller, wherein ſome of 
our Princes have been confined by their 
rebellious Subjects. But to return to Pent- 
land-hills, on the Northern Side of which, 
on the adverſe Hill, 1s Part of the united 
Roman Roads from Tevioidale and T weed- 
dale, which paſſing near the Cat-heaps, con- 
tinues its Courſe to the Roman Naval Sta- 


tion at Cramond- on the Southern Side of 


the Frith of Forth. 

The large oval Camp in this Neighbour- 
hood, by the Military Way paſſing through 
it, is by many regarded as a Roman Fortreſs; 
but that it was not, its Form is ſufficient 
to demonſtrate ; and to ſhew that it was ra- 
ther a Piftiſh or Deniſh Fence than a Ro- 
man Strength. Be that as it will, this is 
certain, that Cromwell, before the Fight 
at Dunbar, lay with his Army in it for 
ſome Time. 

On the Southern Side of this Camp are 
divers large Cairns of Stones, denominated 
the Cat-heaps, that is, the Pattle-heaps; in 
the Neighbourhood of which, is a flat Stone 
erect, about ten Feet in Height, called. the 
Caiy- ſtone; whether this be a Corruption 


— 


of the Cat-flean I know not; but by the 
neighbouring Cairns and Camp, it ſeems as 
if a Battle had been fought in this Vicinity, 


in Commemoration of which, the Cairns 


and Stone might have been erected. Whence, 
continuing our Courſe Northwards, on the 
Weſtern Side of the Road on the Hill of 
Braid, is a Stone erect, denominated the 


Buck. ſtone, ſo called, as 'tis ſaid, from the 


King's Buck-hounds being unchained and 
thrown off at it. And a little to the Eaſt- 
ward in a Bottom, is a Houſe called 


the Hermitage, from a Hermit's Cell 


antiently at that Place. But to return to 
the Road, on the Eaſtern Side whereof, 
almoſt oppoſite to the South-eaſtern Cor- 
ner of the Park-wall of Tipperlin Lone is 
the Hare. ſtone, whereon, as already hinted, 
the Laird of Pennycuik ſtood and ſaluted the 
King, with three Blaſts of a Horn, at his 
Arrival in theſe Parts, whereby *tis ſaid he 
injoyed certain Privileges. 

Being returned to the Borongh Moor, it is 
neceſſary to acquaint my Readers, that ſince 
I wrote the Account of the South Loch, to 


ſhew contrary (probably) to the Opinion of 


all in Edinburgh, ſecluding myſelf, that the 
South Loch was not in the Cowgate, as has 
been falſly aſſerted and propagated through 
Ignorance and Lies. Therefore, to ſilence 
all Cavillers, and wicked Deceivers in Time 
coming, I ſhall demonſtrate, beyond the 
Poſſibility of a Contradiction, that the ver 

Spot whereon the ſaid South Loch lay, is at 
preſent denominated Zope's Park or the 
Meadow, which is the Place I all along al- 


lotted for it: For the Truth of which, all 


Perſons may be fully and faithfully inform- 
ed by applying to the Chartulary of the Ba- 
rony of Port/burgh, the general Office of 
Saſines in Edinburgh, or the national Re- 
cords in the lower Parliament Houſe, and 
Charters and Saſines in the Hands of Archi- 
bald Blair, and other Proprietors of the 
Lands of Lowrifton, and Heriot's Crofts, 
wherein is exprelsly ſet forth, that the ſaid 
Lands are bounded on the South by the 
South Loch; which is ſufficient effectually to 
retute thoſe Perſons who delight in Fable, 
Falſhood, and Romance. 

Now, as without a peradventure, I can 
truly and boldly affirm that I have diſcover- 
ed the very Place whereon the ſaid South 
Loch lay, to the Satisfaction of all who pre- 
fer Truth to Fable and Romance; the Ci- 
tizens and others who have hitherto been 
baſely miſled by wicked Deccivers, will per- 
ceive how groſsly they have been impoſed 
upon by Men who delight in Lies. 


Whilſt in this Neighbourhood I ſhall- 


likewiſe obſerve, that the Village at the 
Weſtern End of Bruntsfeld Links, common- 
ly called The Wrights Houſes, laid to have 
been ſo denominated from Wrights anticnr- 
ly dwelling there, who were chiefly imploy- 
ed in cutting down and manufacturing the 

Oaks 
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Oaks and other Timberof the Borough Moor. 
That this is a Miſtake, I think, is evident, 
by the Boundary of the ſaid Moor's running 


with a North-eaſtern Courſe, from Marchi- 


ſton to the Laird of Yrytes Houle ; in the 
Neighbourhood of which, Houſes being 
ſince erected, are corruptly called Jrights 
Houſes, inſtead of Mryte's Houſes ;, as belong- 
ing to the ſaid Laird of J/ryie. The Welt- 
ern Wing of this Building, being the moſt 
antient Part of the Edifice, it appears by 
the Inſcription, anno 1376 thereon, to be 
near four hundred Years ſtanding ; for the 
Wing on the Eaſtern Side was built in the 
Reign of King Robert III. and the central 
Building to join the Wings was erected in 
James VI.'s Reign: Yet notwithſtanding the 
Antiquity of this Place, I ſtill regard the 
Houſe of Marchiſton, as already hinted, to 
be much older, by the Manner of its Con- 
ſtruction. But to return to the Roman Road 
at the Buckſtone, whence it continued its 
Courſe in a Northern Direction to Cramond 


aforelaid. | 
The Village of Cramond, which is ſitua- 


ted on the Eaſtern Side of the River Amon, 


at its Influx into the Frith of Forth, on the 
Southern Bank of that Eſtuary, I take to 
have antiently been a Naval Roman Station ; 
which, for the Convenience of Acceſs, had 
not only a commodious Harbour, but, by 
the Veſtigia of the Military Ways ſtill re- 
maining, appears to have had three Roman 
Roads leading to it, from the South, Eaſt, 
and Weſt ; and that it was a Roman Town, 
is manifeſt, by the great Number of Reman 
Antiquities found there within theſe few 
Years, viz. an Eagle on a large ſquare 
Stone, graſping Lightning with its Talons, 
and a Crown in its Beak. At the ſame 
Place was diſcovered the Baſe of a Column, 
with a Medal of Fauſtina, Conſort to M. 
Antoninus. And near the Parſonage Houſe 
were diſcovered divers ſtonern Walls, in 
different Directions, running parallel, a- 
bout four Feet below the Surface of the 
Ground, and from their Foundations, of 
the Height of three Feet, and but a ſmall 
Diſtance aſunder; amongſt which were 
found divers Roman Medals, and Fibula, 
with a Number of Potſheards or broken 
Urns. This Place, by the Height, Di- 
ſtance, and Poſition of the Walls, and 
Quantity of broken Urns, I take to have 
been a Roman Pottery. 

The Medals found in this Place appear 
to be very numerous, whereof Sir 70h 
[nglis Bart. has many, found in his own 
Grounds, the Inſcriptions on ſome are very 
fair, while thoſe on others are moſtly defaced, 
and ſome quite gone. And on the North- 
weſtern Side of the River, on a Rock, in 
Alto Relievo, 1s cut the Figure of an Eagle, 
which, by its being expoſed, probably about 
ſixteen hundred Years, is become a Prey to 
Time, and the Inclemency of Weather. 


The Harbour of this Place, till within 


theſe few Years, abounded with a Variety 


of Fiſh, viz. Grilches, Trouts, Whitings, 
and ſuch a Plenty of Smelts, that five 
thouſand has been taken at a Draught; 
but being deſerted by all, none are now to be 
had, which is ſuppoſed to be either owing to 


the Grounds in the Neighbourhood ; that it 
is owing to one or both, I think is not to 
be queſtioned. b 

About a Mile higher, the Amon is croſſed 
by a handſome Bridge of three Arches, and 
of ſuch Latitude that the like is ſcarcely 
to be ſeen in Scotland. A little higher, 


in the ſaid River, is the Lin or Cataract of 
Craigie- ball; the Fall of which is about 


twenty five Feet of perpendicular Height, 
which occaſions ſuch a ruſhing Noiſe a- 
mongſt the Rocks, that it is often heard 
at the Diſtance of above two Miles, as al- 
ready hinted. 

Now as moſt of the Names of Places in 
the Lothians are Engliſh, 1. take Cramond, 
the Name of this Village, to be of a Saxon 
Origin, which implies the Mouth of the 
Cra; for J have read of it in Engliſh Wri- 
ters, amongſt the Benefactions made to the 


Church of Lindefaru or Holy Iſland in Nor- 


thumberland, by the Appellation of Cramuthe, 


which is ſynonymous, and of the ſame Sig- 
nification with Cramond, the Mouth of the 
Cra; now, as there is an eaſy Tranſition 
between Cato and A, the Name of the Ri- 
ver may have been changed from Craw- 
water to Almon-water, which is humbly 
ſubmitted to the Judgment of the curious 
Reader. 

About three Miles South-weſtward of 
Cramond, and four Miles and a half Weſt- 
ward from Edinburgh, near the Road to 
Linlithgow, in a Field on the Northern Side 


of the Way, in the Neighbourhood of Le- 


ge, and a Farm Houſe, denomi- 
nated The Catſtean, is ſituated a ſepulchral 
Monument denominated The Catftean, of 
the Height of four Feet ſix Inches above
